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PRELIMINARY NOTICE. 



Little worthy of remark can now be gathered relating to John Spaldino, 
the humble individual from whose industry we derive the following Journal 
of events. It is only when distance of time gives a degree of importance to 
the historical notices and observations of an eye-witness, on the fidelity of 
whose record we see reason to rely, that his individual character, or the events 
of his life, excite any interest ; but, unfortunately, before that ripening period 
had arrived, all memory of the pains-taking author of the present work seems 
to have passed away. 

It is certain, that, during the period comprised in his Diary, Spalding held 
the office of Clerk to the Consistorial Court of the Diocese of Aberdeen ; but, 
although the law practitioners of that city were then styled *^ Members of 
the Commissary Court," and continued under that designation, until by a 
crown diarter in 1774 confirming former privileges they obtained the title 
of ^ Advocates," it does not appear that Spalding was a member of that 
body, as an authentic list exists from the year 1632, in which his name does 
not occur.^ 

Whether the time of Spalding's death corresponds with the termination 
of his Diary, is imcertain. The establishment in which he officiated, origi- 
nally occupying an apartment within the Cathedral of Old Aberdeen, having 
been subjected to many successive changes, was finally settled in a tenement

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on the north side of the Castle Street of New Aberdeen. Here» in 1721, the 
Commissary Clerk's office was consumed by fire, and all the records of that 
Court destroyed, so that the] means of ascertaining the period of his conti- 
nuance in that office, and the time of his death, or, what is of greater im- 
portance, the possibility of identifying the originality of any existing Ma- 
nuscript of the History by a comparison of his handwriting, has been ren- 
dered nearly hopeless, as no success has attended the search for such do- 
cuments. 

The present edition of the work has been prepared from a careful revision 
of all the Manuscripts which appear to have been preserved ; and, where con- 
temporary authors, or documents relating to the subject, furnished the means 
of correcting Spalding's version of the history of his own tune, fhey have 
been scrupulously examined for that purpose, and have, in many cases, proved 
to be of essential service. 

Before entering upon the task of preparing a correct edition of Spalding's 
History, the use of two valuable Manuscripts was obtained, which bear inter- 
nal evidence of having been taken from one and the same original. And as 
these which have been employed in preparing the first volume of the woik 
lire found to vary in several respects, it may be proper to bestow a few words 
on their respective importance. 

The first was lately purchased for the Bannatyne Club from the collec- 
tion of the late Alexander Garden, Esquire of Troup. It is a folio volume 
of 897 pages, without title, and containing a marginal index on the first two 
pages only. The date of the writing may, with sufficient probability, be fixed 
about the year 1720, and appears to have been written by a person who, as 
appears from the blank spaces left for names which he could not decjrpher 
and from errors of transcription, must have been very ignorant of the locali- 
ties, persons and families mentioned in the course of the work.' Neverthe- 
less, in the transcript given, he seems to have adhered closely to the original.

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The other copy, written apparently a few years later, has long been pre- 
served in the Library of Lord Forbes ; and, having been transcribed by a per- 
Bou of more intelligence than the writer of the Tronp Manuscript, has fur- 
nished the means of filling up many of the blanks, and of correcting the errors, 
■whii-h occur in the other. It is necessary, however, to observe, that the wri- 
ter has used considerable freedom in accommodating the orthography to the 
Rtaudard of his own time, as well as in the frequent omission of words and of 
sentences held as useless expletives ; an alteration which, though in one 
sense it might be viewed as improving the text, by condensing it, and ren- 
dering it, when freed from a variety of superfluous epithets, more simple 
and intelligible, yet detracts from the homely character, and the amusing 
quaintness of expression used by our gossiping chronicler. This Manuscript 
has the advantage of possessing the Marginal Index throughout the whole 
work ; and, as it forms an abridgement of the contents of the Diary, besides 
bearing, in many places, more the character of explanatory notes on the text 
than of a simple index, it has been printed apart in this edition, and the rela- 
tive portion prefixed to each volume. These explanatory observations are 
accordingly distinguished from the other notes by a blank line at the begin- 
ning and close, with a reference to the portion of the text to which they ap- 
ply. The original Manuscript did not probably contain any title ; but one 
has been added to the Forbes Manuscript, in a more recent hand. It has 
been adopted in this edition. 

It is evident, therefore, that neither of these copies could be implicitly fol- 
lowed. In the process, accordingly, of adjusting the text, and deciding on the 
preferable readings, considerable difficulties have occurred. The Troup Ma- 
nuscript has the advantage of adhering to the orthography of the day, and 
has been employed as the ground-work of the present edition ; while the 
Forbes Manuscript, being in many respects more correct in the names of per- 
«;ons and places, has in so fai* been adopted.

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Another Manuscript is preserred m the Library of Ku]|;^8 College, Aber- 
deen ; bat it is merely a transcript of the Forbes Manuscript. It is com- 
prised in a volume of 1036 folios.' 

Proposals for printing Spalding^s History by subscription were circulated, 
bearing date the 1st of December 1765. These, however, were not acted upon. 
In 1792 a small octavo edition was published in Aberdeen, of which the fd- 
lowing account was obtained from the editor lately deceased. 

A Manuscript copy, belongii^ to Sir James Reid of Barra, in Aberdeen- 
shire, was, at his death, purchased for L.5 by a bocdcseller of Aberdeen, with 
a view to publication. This design was accordingly commenced ; but, with- 
out taking the trouble of comparing the Manuscript with any of the other 
existing copies, and without submitting it to any examination whatever, it 
was placed sheet by sheet in the printer's hands ; and, so far as the workmen 
were able to decypher the Manuscript, forthwith printed, with no alteration 
except in the orthography. Neither did any correction of the press take 
place but what the printer himself chose to exercise. The Manuscript was 
never returned from the work-shop, but suffered to be destroyed piecemeal 
as waste paper. These facts seem abundantly sufficient to account for many 
of the errors and defects whkh characterise that publication. But the Ma-> 
nuscript itself must have been defective, as a great proportion of the nar- 
rative not immediately connected with Aberdeenshire is omitted. It seems

greater and more valuable part of the book relates to the* particular occurrences in Aberdeenshire^ 
and the neighbouring counties, which represent in a strong light the fermentations that prevailed 
in the minds of their ancestors, and the barbarity of their manners. Spalding is a ro3rali8t, but 
speaks with great candour of the opposite party, and with particular respect of some covenanting 
ministers, whom he extols as good preachers : but of Mr Andrew Cant, and the Presbyterian 
clergy in general, he loves to tell every prejudice that he can. The style is vulgar, but has merit. 
The account of Montrose's expeditions, and the family of Huntly, might furnish matter for national 
hbtory.** Gordon, in his History of the Family of Gordon, (voLiL p. 151, Edinburgh 1727, 8vo,) 
bears a more favourajble testimony to the merits of Spalding, whom he characterises as << a very 
honest and faithful man." 
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to have been merely a garbled copy of the Forbes Manuscript, as the same 
blanks which appear in that Manuscript occur in the printed copy. The ter- 
mination also is the same ; which seems to evince that the transcriber was ig- 
norant of the additional matter contained in the Troup Manuscript/ 

Of the omissions in the printed copy the amount is so considerable as to 
shew that they were intentional. The title has accordingly been purposely 
arranged to suit these deficiencies ; and, wherever such alterations take place, 
the form of the sentence, upon re-commencing the text, is changed to suit the 
omission and to connect it with the subject where the context was interrupted. 

After the first volume of the present edition had been completed from the 
Troup aud Forbes Manuscripts, the Editor had the good fortune to obtain, 
through the polite attention and liberality of the Earl of Fife, the use of a 
Manuscript older and more valuable than either of the former two, if not ac- 
tually the original production of the author himself. It is a 4to volume, con- 
sisting of 689 folios, and in the handwriting and orthography of the period 
to which it refers.* It is more abundantly enriched with marginal notes than 
the Forbes Manuscript, and in very good preservation. It had originaDv 
formed part of the collection of Mr. Skene of Dyce, had passed, upon the 
recent extinction of that family, to the library of Skene of Skene, and, upon 
the subsequent extinction of this family also, became by inheritance the pro- 
perty of the Earl of Fife. 

The acquisition of this valuable Manuscript led of course to a revisal of the 
first volume ; and the various readings considered of the greatest importance 
have been printed apart. In printing the second volume, this has throughout 
been used as the text, which will account for the difierence in point of ortho- 
graphy observable in the second volume. 

The question of originality, as afiecting this Manuscript, is not without dif-

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ficulty. There is much which would lead to the inference of its being fiK»n the 
pen of the author himself, while at the same time passages do occur of a some- 
what donbtfol character. Of these indications a few specimens will suffice. 
The work presents blanks of yarious lengths, obviously left for the subsequ^it 
insertion of facts, names, and dates, regarding which the author^s information 
at the time of writing was probably inadequate. These accordingly, in many 
instances, are supplied by the same hand, but with different ink ; and it seldom 
occurs that the new matter is at all commensurate with the blank which had 
been left for its insertion, a great porti<m of the space generally remaining 
unoccupied, such as no copyist would ever have left, had it been occasioned 
by his inability to decypher any particular passage. Judging from the dif- 
ference in the ink, the marginal notes for a few pages badk appear to have 
been Inrought up simultaneously with the insertion of these corrections, the 
proceeding to be naturally expected from a compiler, but not from a cc^p3ri8t 
At page S72 of the Skene Manuscript, after enumerating a few of the persons 
concerned with a certain circumstance, a blank of two lines is 1^ for the in- 
serti<Hi of other names to be afterwards ascertained, and then the subject is 
resumed with the words *^ and others.** This blank, however, remains unsup* 
plied, from the author having either failed to obtain the requisite infiirmatioD, 
or probably n^lected to insert it. No copyist would have left this unneces- 
sary blank ; which does not appear in the other Manuscripts. 

In that portion of the Manuscript corresponding to the last line of page 
911, voL ii, it is "^ Kirks o£ Scotland, Edinburgh," with the word '' Scotland** 
erased ; which could scarcely occur m a copy. 

In pages 428, 429 of the Manuscript, various additions and corrections oc- 
cur in the same hand in which the text is written, but with differently colour- 
ed ink, and of a character which strcmgly implies the writer of that manu- 
script to have actually been the author. 

On the other hand, in page 10, voL ii, line 6 frx>m the top, the words '^ out 
of their purses," as taken from the Troup Manuscript, is in the Skene volume 
*^ out of their purpose/* which, if written by the author, seems an unaccount- 
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aUe mistake. And, in folio 4S0 of the Manuscript, corresponding to page 57f 
▼ol. 2d, of the present edition, where the destruction of the high altar of the 
cathedral is mentioned, the marginal note, referring to the passage, bears ^ No 
sic thing true, as ye may heirefter see," whidi the text itself soon after con- 
firms. The author, cannot be supposed thus flatly to contradict himself* 

These discrepancies may perhaps admit of explanation, upon the supposi- 
tion, either that the volume in question was actually the original ficxmi Spald- 
ing's hand, or dictation, compiled from notes previously prepared by himself; 
or that these notes had thus, by some one else, and for the first time, been 
arranged in the volume before us. 

All the Manuscripts are defective at the close, and to an uncertain extent. 
That from the Skene library terminates with folio 689 ; but, having in a pre- 
ceding folio given a reference to folio 725, shows a deficiency of at least 86 
folios. Of this deficiency the Troup Manuscript gives a small portion, which 
id fiidicated in the present edition by brackets. 

The prayer for the King's safety, in pages 41, 42 of vol. ii, seems to imply 
that the Diary did not reach to the year 1649, when his Majesty suffered. A 
rimilar passage at page 58, vol. ii, leads to the same inference. 

It may likewise be observed, that, from the appearance of some corrections 
on (he text of the Sksoe Manuscript, in a hand closely resembling that of the 
Forbes, and fix>m some other circumstances, it is not improbable that this is 
the copy ftoai which the Forbes Manuscript was taken. 

As to the merits of the work itself, it has been too long known to need any 
o(»nment. The lapse of time since the events here recorded took place has 
given importance to the labours of an industrious observer, and, aoecMrding 
to his means of information, probably a faithful chronicler of passing events 
during a period, at the time, of intense excitement, and ever since <^ the great- 
est historical interest. To expect a detail untinged by party feelings, or even 
by some degree of prejudice, during the struggles of civil war, and amidst 
the ferment of conflicting opinions regarding a question in which every indi« 
vidual, however humble, was constrained to take a part, would be unreason- 
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able. And, although Spalding is little disposed to restrain his sentiments, 
and leaves no doabt as to his loyalty towards the unfortunate diaries, or of 
his attachment to the forms of Eiriscopacy, his narratiye is nevertheless given 
throughout with that air of simplicity and candour which induces the reader 
to feel confidence in his sincerity. 

At the same time, it is curious to observe the different tinge diffused over 
the same circumstances of that agitating period, as they are given in the 
homely details of the Cavalier Clerk, and in the annals of his covenanting 
contemporary and countryman Gilbert Gordon of SaUagh. The latter, for in« 
stance, describes with enthusiasm the gallantry of the covenanting Scots in 
their invasion of England, their moderation in success, ^ and their return into 
Scotland with great honor and commendation, to the eternal glorie of this na- 
tion,'" &c. (p. 508) in which honest Spalding, on the contrary, could discover 
nothing to commend, and much to blame. 

Spalding, by his profound reverence for the observances of the Episcopal 
faith, and for the sacred nature of every thing belonging to its ancient dignity 
and state, especially *' in glorious Aberdeen," is led to conunent, with some 
asperity, on what he deemed to be a most im worthy profanation on the part of 
Dr. Guild, in the pulling down and removing of the materials of the bishqp's 
palace, to build a song-school, and other subordinate purposes connected with 
the collie. These indignant effusions have, nevertheless, at the distance of 
nearly two centuries, subjected the memory of the annalist to a very heavy 
charge by a late biographer of Principal Guild, the Rev. Dr. Sheriffs, who ac- 
cuses Spalding ^* of endeavouring to blast the reputation of an eminent man,'' 
and asserts ^* that his testimony, given under the influence of stubborn pre- 
judice, was not much to be trusted." Those, however, who read the Diary of 
this peaceful royalist, will probably feel disposed rather to sympathise in his 
wounded feelings, at beholding the needless and wanton demolition of the 
sacred structures, which, from education and from habit, he was led to con- 
nect with the warmest devotional respect, than inclined to concur with the 
biographer, in calling them ** the aspersions of petulent obloquy." 
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So great a proportion of the narrative bears reference to Aberdeen and its 
vicinity, that a copy of the curious ancient plan of the city by Gordon of Stra* 
loch, of which a copy is preserved in the library of the Marischal Collie, is 
deemed a suitable addition to the work. The very prompt and polite atten- 
tion of the Senatus Academicus of that College has accordingly supplied this 
desideratum. A series of plates also has been introduced, exhibiting the 
principal localities mentioned in the work, taken from original drawings in 
possession of the Editor.

^FTER the death and buriall of Angus M'^Intoih of Auld Tirlie, alias Angus 16S4. 
Williamfone, (which was a litle befor Whitefunday in the yeir of God 1624) 
his kine and freinds of Clanchattan, whom he in his. time held under rule 
and in peace be his power and pollide, begins to call to mind how James earle 
of Murray, their mafteri had caften them out of their kyndlie pofleffions, whilk 
(paft memorie of man) their predeceflbrs and they had keeped for fmall duetie, 
bat for their faithfull fervice, and planted in their places, for payment of ane 
greater duetie, a number of ftrangers and feebell perfons, unhabile to ferve 
the earle their mafter, as they could have done ; by which means thir gentle- 
men was brought throw neceffitie to great miferie: And therwith confi« 
dering their young cheiff, the laird of M^'Intofh, was but ane bairn, who (ac- 
cording to the common band) might not be anfwerable for their mifdeeds ; and 
thinking and calling to mynd how oft and how humblie they had craved their 
kyndlie pofleffions, from die laid earle, but could not be heard, nor find favour, 
which greived them in the.higheft degree : They therfore, (finding the time 
proper) partly through infande of their young cheiff, and partly throw the 
death of this worthie chiftain, (who, by his witt and pdUicy, held them ftill 
finder aw and obedience) defperately refolves be force of armes, either to re- 
(pover their own kyndly poiTeffions, or otherwayes to caft the lamen waift. 
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and none ihould labour the ground or pay any duetie to the earle. And to 
that effect, about the faid feaft of Whitefunday 1624, (and after the deceaie 
of the faid Anjirus Williamlbne) ther brake out in arms about the number of 
two hundered of the principall gentlemen of that race and lynage of Clandiat- 
tan, under the leading of Lauchlan M^'Intoih, alias Lauchlan Og, (unde to 
this now laird of M'Intofli) and Lauchlan M^'Intoih or Lauchlan Anguflbne, 
(eldeft fon to the faid umquhile Angus Williamfone) their captains. Thqr 
keeped the feilds in their highland weid upon foot, with fwords, bowes, ar- 
rowes, targes, hagbuttis, piftolls, and other highland armour ; and firft begane 
to rob and fpouilzie the carle's tennents who laboured their pofleffions, of their 
haill goods, geir, iniight plenifhing, horfe, nolt, iheep, corns, and cattell, and 
left them nothing that they could gett within their bounds ; fyne fell in foming 
throw out Murray, Stratharick, Urquhart, Rofs, Sutherland, Brae of Martf 
and diverfe other parts, takeing their meat and food per force wher they ooold 
not gett it willingly, frae freinds alfeweill as frae their faes ; yet ftill keeped 
themfelves from ihedeing of innocent blood. 1%U8 they lived as outlaws, 
oppreffing the countrie, (befydes the cafting of the carle's lands waift) and 
openly avowed they had tane this courfe to gett their own poffeffions again, 
or then hold the country walking. 

The earle of Murray, mightiely greived at the Clanchattan to brake oat in 
fuch diforder, (himfelfe being dwelling in Murray) fends ihortly and bringa 
out of Menteith and Balquhidder about three hundered highlandmen armed 
after their own cuftome. Thir people, with the earle himfelf, came throw Mur- 
ray to Invemefs in battell rank ; they Hayed ther that night, and the earie 
was, with his good brother the earle of Eingie in the caftell, weill entertained. 
Thir people ftayed a whyle in the countrey upon the carles great ezpenflSa, 
without feeing or feiking the Clanchattan ; wherfor the earle fent thon aU 
back againe the gate they came. Always the earle returned frae Invemefi back 
to Elgine, and provydes ane other company to go againft the Clanchattan ; 
but they did alfe litle fervice, and fo returned without finding of the enemy 
firft or laft, albeit they made ane pretext of feiking of them heir and ther 
throw the countrey. 

But the Clanchattan, nothing difmayed, became more furious and inraged» 
to rob and fpoyll every man's goods, wherever they came, whether fireind or Ibe^ 
to the great hurt and ikaith of the king's leidges. The earle, feeing he could 
hardly gett them fuppreft be force of armes, refolves upon another courfe to bear 
them down, whilk was, he goes to London, to King James, and humblie ihewa 
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the rifeing of thir Clanchattan, and that he could not gett them overcome and 
lubdued without ane lieutenandrJe in the North, which the king gracioully 
granted to him for fome few years, and to fitt, cognofce, and decerne upon 
Ibme capitall poynts allennerly, fpecially fett down therintill. The earle re- 
turns home, caufes proclaime his lieutenandrie, (wherat it was thought the 
boufe of Huntly was fomewhat offended, thinking none ftiould be lieutenand 
in the North but themfelves, albeit he was his own goodfon who had gotten 
it, to witt, the marquels'a fon in law who had married his eldeft daughter) 
proclaimes letters of intercom moning againft the Clanchattan at the head 
burghs of fundrie fliyres, that none flioiiid receipt, fupply, or intertain any 
of them, under great paines and perill. After publication of which letters, 
the Clanchattan's kyne and freinds (who had privately promifed them afliil- 
aiice befor their braking out) begins now to grow cold, fearing their eftates, 
of whom fundrie was wealthie in lands and goods, and fimpliciter refuifed 
them help, receipt, or fupplie, for fear of the laws. 

The Clanchattan feeing this, by expectation begin now to repent their 
braking out, and feik the carle's peace, wbilk by interceffion of freinds was 
granted, provyding that they fhould give the earle information who did receipt 
or fupply them after publication of the letters of intercoraraoning, and to give 
np their names, and prove the famen. Upon this conditione the earle forgives 
tbcm, and takes them by the hand, and fliortly begins to hold juftice courts 
within the burgh of Elgine. Some flight louns, followers of the Clanchattan, 
was execute ; but the principall outbrakers and malefactors was fpared and 
never troubled. This juftice court was fenced in the earJe's own name, and 
in the name of the laird of Innes, the laird Brodie, Mr Samuell Falconer of 
Knockorth, and Mr John Hay, commiilar of Murray, his deputts ; befor whom 
was fummoned all fuch as had given fupply, receipt, or intercommoned with 
the Clanchattan, who durft not but compear, otherwayes go to the horn, and 
being accufed, they could not but deny, then prefently was brought in befor 
the barr ; and in the honeft men's faces, the Clanchattan who had gotten 
fupply, verrified what they had gotten, and the honeft men confounded and 
dafht, knew not what to anfwer, was forced to come in the earle's will, 
whilk was not for their Weill : others compeared and willingly confefled, 
trufting to gett more favour at the earle's hands, but they came litle fpeid : 
and lafl.ly, fome flood out and denyed all, who was referved to the tryall 
of an aflyfe. The principall malefactors flood up in judgement, and declared 
what they bad gotten, whether meat, money, cloathing, gun, ball, powder. 
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lead, fword, diirk» and the like commodities, and alie inftructed the aflyfe in 
ilk particullar, what they had gotten firae the perfons pannalled ; an unooath 
forme of probation, wher the jmndpall malefactor proves againft the reoeiptMr 
for his own pardon, and honeft men, perhaps neither of the Clanchattan's kjme 
nor Uood, puniihed for their good will, ignorant of the laws, and rather re- 
ceipting them more for their evil nor their good. Neverthdels thir innocent 
men, under collour of juftice, part and part as they came in^ were fbnndly 
fjned in great foumes as their eftates might bear, and fame above their eftate 
was fyned, and every one warded within the Udbuith of Elgine, while the 
leaft myte was payed of fiidi as was peifued in anno 1684.

The earle goes on quickly and fhaix^y ^^ ^ 
juftice courts againft the burgh of Invemefi, John Grant of Glenmoriflxmn, 
and others, who would not come in the earle*s will for reodpt of the Clandiat- 
tan, and pay him fie fynes as pleafed him to impole. Invemels, ftanding to 
their innooende, made moyan before the ooundll, which availed nothing. Tlien 
they fent Duncan Forbes thdr provoft to the king ; John Grant went alio to 
oimphin to his majeftie : but ftill the earle, who paft alfo to the long, fett them 
alyde and bore them doun. They return all home, and the earle fyned the 
bmgh of Invemels in great foumes of money; and John Grant of Glenmorif- 
toun i^^rees with him quiellie, aftw he had made great travell and ezpenffis 
for his juft defence. 

Ther was Ibme milcontentment betwixt the marquels of Huntly and his fon 
the lord Gordon on the one part, and the laid earle of Murray on the other 

^ part, touching the purchafdng of this lieutenandrie but their counlell and ad- 
vice ; they keep no ibdetie, nor finequents others oompanyes. The eaiie be him- 
leife goes on with his lieutenandrie, the marqueis grudges to fee the king*s 
leidges. who wen? jull and innocent, lb abufed and fyned under colour of ane 
law. yet held him quiet and beholds all patientlie. But Ibme laid, both he 
and the lord Gordon affifted Ibme of thdr ficdnds who was perfued, and 
made moyan iecretlv, befor the coundll, and thenfter befor the king ; whidi 
did litle good, but made the earie think upon it when he fend occafion, and 
as was thought, he made the marquels to lofe the lhim*fflhips both of Aber*' 
deen and Invemels, as ye ihall hear ; and in the mean time the marquels pa« 
niihed noc blood nor opprefficn, but rvfemed all to the Uentenand, wherby 
the coontrv was caften loofe. 
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There is nothing noted in the yeirs of God 1626 and 1627 worthie of me- 1626. 
morie, and therfore goes to 1628 for the notes of that yeir. 1627. 

In this yeir of God, John Grant of Balnadallach and his complices followed 1 628. 
John Grant of Carroim to the wood of Abemethie, betuixt whom ther fell out 
ane hot (kimiilli, wher the laid John Grant of Carroun wa3 cruelly flain, and 
Grant of Davay llayne on young Balnadallach's l^de, and diverle others 
hurt on both fydes; which blood lay unpuniflied. 

And fu-lyke about Michaelmas in the faid yeir, the laird of Banff, therafter 
lord of Banff, unhappiely flew James Ogilvie his couCn, being a proper gen- 
tleman. Ther was fome alfythement made for this flaughter, and he went 
peaceablie. 

Alexander Innes, nottar j)ublict in Elgine, cruelly flew Robert Tulloch, bro- 1629- 
ther to Tulloch of Tannachie, at the Pans port in Elgine, about 

Whitelimday 1629 : he fled to Ireland, his wife and children followed, but far- 
der punilhment. 

Upon the firft, of January 1630, the laird of Frendraucht and his complices 1630. 
fell in ane trouble with William Gordon of Rothemay aud his complices, wher 
the faid William was unhappiely flain, being a gallant gentleman ; and on 
Frendraucht's fyde was flain George Gordon, brother to James Gordon of Lef. 
moir ; and diverfe others was hurt on both fydes. The marquels of Huntly, 
and fome weill fett freinds fettled this feid, and Frendraucht ordained to pay 
to the lady relict of Rothemay and the bairns, fiftte thoufand merks in com- 
pofitioQ of the (laughter ; whilk, as was faid, was truely payed. 

Upon the 27th of September 1630, the laird of Frendraucht haveing in his 
company Robert Creichtoun of Condlan, and James Lefllie, fon to John LelUie 
of Pitcaple, with fome other fervants, the laid Robert, after fome fpeecbes, fud- 
denly flioots the faid James Leflie through the arm. They wer parted, and he 
convoyed to Pitcaple; and the other, Frendraucht fliot out of his company. 

Lykeas Frendraucht, upon Tuesday the 5th of October, held conference 
with the earle of Murray in Elgine, and, upon the morn, he came to the Bog 
of Geight, wher the marquefs made him weilcome. Pitcaple loups on about 30 
liorie in jake and I'pear, (hearing of Frendraucht's being in the Bog) upon 
Thurfday the 7th of October, and came to the marquefs, who, befor his coming, 
bad difcreitly directed Freudraucht to conferr with his lady. Pitcaple heavi- 
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lie complains of the hurt his fon had gotten in Frendraucht's oompany, and 
rafhly avowed to be revenged befor he went home. The maiquefi alleadged 
Frendraucht had done no wrong, and difuaded him frae any trouble. Fit- 
caple, difpleafed with the marqueis, fuddenly went to horle, and that famai 
day rydes his awn wajrs, leaveing Frendraucht behind him in the Bog ; to whom 
the marquefs reveills what conference was betuixt him and Pitcaple^ and held 
him all that night, and would not lett him goe. Upon the mome, being Fri- 
day and eight of October, the marqueis caufed Frendraucht to breakfiEift lov- 
ingly and kindly. After breakfaft, the marqueis directs his dear font John, 
vifcount of Aboyn, with fome fervants to convoy Frendraucht home to his own 
houfe, if Pitcaple was laid for him by the way. John Gordon, eldeft fon to the 
late flain Laird of Rothemay, happened to be in the Bog, who would goe aUb 
with Aboyne. They ride but interruption, to the place of Frendraucht, or 
fight of Pitcaple by the way. Aboyne took his leive from the laird, but upon 
no condition he and his ladie would not fuffer him to goe, nor none that was 
with him that night, but eameftly urged him, (though againft his will) to 
byde. They were weill entertained, fouped merrily, and to bed went joyfaU 
ly. The vifcount was laid in ane bed in the Old Tower, (goeing off of the hall) 
and ftanding upon volt, wherin ther was ane round hoU devifed of cdd, juft 
under Abojnie's bed ; Robert Gordon, bom in Sutherland, his fervitor, and 
Englifh Will his page, was both laid befyde him in the famen chalmer ; the 
laird of Rothemay with fome fervants befyde him, was laid in an upper cfaalmer 
juft above Aboyne's chalmer ; and in ane other room above that chalmer, was 
laid George Chalmer of Noth and George Grordon ane other of the viicounfs 
fervants, with whom alfo was laid captain RoUock, then in Frendraucht's awn 
company. Thus all being at reft, about midnight, that dolorous tower took 
fire in fo fuddent and furious manner, yea and in ane clap, that the noble vif- 
count, the laird of Rothemay, English Will, Colonel Ivat another of Aboyn's 
fervants, and other two, being fix in number, were cruellie brunt and torment- 
ed to the death but help or releif ; the laird of Frendraucht, his lady and 
haill houfehold, looking on, without moveing or fturring to deliver them horn 
the furie of this feirfuU fire, as was reported. Robert Gordon, called Suther- 
land Robert, being in the vifcount's chalmer, efcaped this fyre with his life ; 
George Chalmer and captain Rollock, being in the third room, elcaped alio 
this fyre; and as was laid, Aboyne might have faved himfelf alfo, if he 
had gone out of doors, whilk he would not do, but fuddenly ran up ftairs to 
Rothemay 's chalmer, and wakned him to ryfe ; ^md as he is wakening him» 
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the timber paifage and lofting of the chamber hallily takes fyre, fb that none 
of them couid win down ilairs again, fo they turned to ane window looking 
to the dole, wber they piteoufly cryed, help, help ! mony times, for God's 
caule ! the laird and the lady with their lervants all feeing and hearing this 
woefull crying, but made no help nor manner of helping ; which they percei- 
Ting, they cried 'oftentimes mercy at God's hands for their fins, fyne clafped in 
others arms, and cheirfuUy fuffered this cruell raartyrdome. Thus dyed this 
noble vilbount, of fingular expectation, Rothemay a brave youth, and the reft, 
by this doleful fyre never enough to be deplored, to the great grief and forrow 
of their kine, freinds. parents, and haill countrey people, efpecially to the noble 
marquefs, who for his good will gat this reward. No man can exprefe the 
dollour of him and his lady, nor yet the greif of the vifcount's own dear lady, 
when it came to her ears, which (lie keept to her dying day, difdaining ever the 
company of man, therafter, in the reft of her lifetime, following the lore of the 
turtle dove. 

How foon the marquefs getts word, he directs fome freinds to take up their 
afhes, and brunt bones, which they could gett, and as they could be kend to 
put ilk ane's allies and bones in ane kift, being fix kifts in the haill, which 
with great forrow and care, was had to the kirk of Gairtly, and there buried. 
In the mean time the marquefs wrytes to the lord Gordon, then dwelling 
in Invemefs, of this accident. It is reported, that upon the mome after this 
woful fire, the lady Frendraucht, daughter to the earle of Sutherland, and 
near couijn to the marquefs, bufked in ane whyte plaid, and ryding on ane 
finall nag, haveing ane boy leading her horfe, without any more in her com- 
pany, in this pitifull manner file came weiping and murning to the Bog, de- 
fyreing entrie to fpeak with my lord ; but this was refuifed, fo fhe returned 
back to her own houfe the fame gate fhe came, comfortlefs. 

The lord Gordon, upon the receipt of the marquefs' letter, came hafteily to 
the Bog, conveined William Earle of ArroU (with wbofe fifter the vifcount 
was married) and many other freinds, who, after ferious confultation, con- 
duded this fearfull fyre could not come by chance, llouth, or accident, but that 
it was plotted and devyfed of fett purpofe, as ye may hereafter fee, wherof 
Frendraucht, his lady, his freinds and fervants, ane or other was upon the 
knowledge ; foe tbir freinds diffolves, and the marquefs would not revenge 
himfelfe by way of deid, but feik the laws with all diligence, wberunto he had 
more nor reafon. 
- Now ther was ane gentleman called John Meldrum. who fome time ferred 
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the laird of Frendraucht, and gott no good payment of his fee, as he alleadged^ 
wherat he was miicontent ; this Meldrum therafter manyed with Pitcaple*s 
lifter, and the hurting of James Lefllie made his greif the greater, and bred 
fome fufpidon of the raifeing of this fyre ; wherupon he, with ane John ToalUi 
fenritor to Frendraucht, and ane young woman called Wood, daught^ 

to the laird of Colpnay, all fufpected perfons to be either airt and part» or on 
the counfell of this fyre, ane or other of them, were apprehended and warded 
in the tolbuith of Edinburgh. This young gentlewoman was firft aocuied 
before the lords of coimdll, and fharply ezammed. She ftasds to her inno- 
cende, and denys all ; fhe is therfore putt into the boots, and cruellie tor? 
tured, yet confefles nothing, wherupon fhe is fett to libertie, as ane innocent ; 
but the other two knen is keeped in flrait waird, wher I will leave them till 
afterwards. 

Ye heard befor, how young Balnadallach had killed John Grant of Carroun, 
without punitioun ; whereupon his uncle James Grant vowed to revenge his 
death, and brok out and wrought mdkle difpleafure to the laid Balnadal- 
lach, ais ye Iball .hear, becaufe he could gett no juftice againft him by the 
laws, for his moyan with the earle of Murray. 

Ye heard befor, of fome mifcontentment betuixl the marquels of Huntly 
and the earle of Murray, anent purchaleing the lieutenandrie. In reeompenle 
of the marquels* procedure, the earle of Murray, being at court, and in good 
favour with the king, dealt fo that his majeftie Ihould take the IhirrelBIhjpB ni 
Aberdeen and Invemels frae the marquels, and give him five thouland pound 
llerling for the lamen. The marquefs was very loth to quitt thir offices, pur? 
chafed for lingullar fervice done to the kings of Scotland be his predeceflbrs, 
yet is forced to do the fame, not Handing now in fuch favour with this king 
as with bis father : but it was laid the earle of Murray alleadged, he was fie 
ane great man, of fie freindfhip and power, that none could live belyde him, 
except thir fhirrefilhips were taken frae bim and his pofterity : and the king 
gave better ear in this purpole to the earle of Murray nor to the nuuquels, 
and fo thir heretable offices was annexed to the crown. But the marquefi 
would not receive the forelaid 5000 pound llerling, but defired his Ion the 
lord Grordon to take it up ; but whether he gatt full payment or not, I cannot 
tell, for he was then in England. It is true, the country was not under fudi 
obedience afterwards, as ye Ihall hear. 

At Michaelmas in the fame yeir of the marquels* demiffion, 16S0, Joha 
Johnftoun of Calkiebain by the king's commiffion was made Iherriff 
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of Aberdein, and Sir Robert Gordon of that ilk, knight baronett, was likewayes 
be the king's commi/Tion made flierritf principal! of Invernefs, and both to en- 
dure for ane yeir. The raarquefs, made free of thir ftierifrilupa, retblved to 
look about his own affairs, and behold all, whilk bred great troubles in the 
land, that durft not have bein enterpryfed if he had bruiked office ; and no 
lieutenandrie had bein granted to the earle of Murray, as ye have heard. 

Ye heard of James Grant, how he brake out. Indeid no redreis could be 
gotten of Balnadallach for the innocent (laughter of his brother's fone, for be 
moyan he purchafed ane refpeit, and therafter ane remifTione, as was faid. 
James Grant feeing this, turned lawlefs, and upon the third day of December, 
he with his complices, came to the toun and latids of Pitchafs, young Bal- 
nadallach 's dwelling place, (who with about thirtie perfons was within) whilk 
the faid James Grant Weill enough knew ; and to train him out, he fetts his 
com yeard on fyre, and haill laigh bigging, barns, byres, llables, wherin. 
many horfe, nolt and Iheep was brunt, and fic bellial as was not brunt they 
flew and deftroyed ; but young Balnadallach keeped the houfe, and durft not 
come out to make any defence. In like manner the faid James Grant with 
bis complices, upon the feveuth day of the faid moneth of December, paft to 
the toun and lands of Tulqhyn pertaining to old Balnadallach, and brunt up 
and deftroyed the haill bigging therof, comes, catell, goods and geir, and all 
which they could gett, and to the hills goes he. 

Balnadallach old and young complains to the earle of Murray, lieutenand, 
upOD thir injuries and opprefTiones, and with all the countrey people, (ftill un- 
der hazard of their lives and heirfliip of their goods, who was unfreinds to the 
faid James Grant) cryed out againft the lieutenand for not punifhing of thir 
greivous offences, fearching, feiking and takeing of the faid James Grant and 
his complices. The earle was mightiely moved thereat, and in end refolves to 
gar one devill ding another, and to that effect agrees with Lachlan MTntofli 
alias Lachlan Og brother to the umquhile laird of M'lntolb, William M'^Intofli 
alias M't-achlan fon to umquhile Lachlan Angulfone, and George Dallas. 
Thir three were the principall men that brake out againft the earle himfelfe, 
and being reconceiled as ye have heard, he now agrees with them to take the 
fiud James Grant, either quick or dead. Whilk upon conditions they frankly 
undertook, and conveins about fourtie ftrong men of the Clanchattan, weiU 
armed after the highland fafliion, divides them in three feveral companies, and 
under three captains, viz. the faid Lachlan Og, William M^Lachlan, and George 
Dallas. The earle himfelfe referrs tbis buffienefs to thir three captains, and 
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upon the tenth day of the faid moneth of December, he rydes frae Murray 
fouth. But thir captains ufed fo great diligence, that upon the eigfateendi 
day of the laid moneth of December, they find the laid James Grant in the 
toun and lands of Auchnachyll within ane houfe, and ten men with him, and 
his baftard fon, at the head of Strathavan ; they purfiied the honie moft fiu 
rioufly ; the faid James and his men wins out and takes the flight, they follow 
fharply, flew four of his men, wounded himfelfe with arrows in deven fundrie 
parts of his body, and when he could doe no more, he was taken, and his other 
fix men, but his baftard fon wan away. Thus were they brought quickly to 
the place of Balnadallach, wher he with his men were ftraitly keeped ; then his 
men was had to the tolbuith of Elgine, and warded ther ; himfelfe was had to 
Demway, upon YooU day the 25th of December, wher he remained whyli the 
25th of February 16S1, that his wounds was cured ; fyne had into Elgine as 
you fliall hear. Balnadallach young and old, with all their freinds, was gfadd 
at this takeing. So the earle of Murray being in Edinburgh, and hafldely ad- 
rertifed hereof, rejoyced mightiely at this vaflallage done be his men, and ihortly 
takes order with him, as ye fliall hear. Whilk was, he writt frae Edinburgh, 
and difcharged the Clanchattan companys, and ordered thir three captains 
with fome others, and his own men, tennants and fervants, to convoy them 
from Elgine to Edinburgh, whilk was done. Howfoon James Grant came to 
Edinburgh, he was admired and looked upon as ane man of great raffidage ; 
he is received and warded in the caft;ell of Edinburgh, and his fix men were 
all hanged to the death : he was oft times accufed befor the councill upon di- 
verfe matters : at laft he brakes ward and wan away, as ye may hereafter hear. 

1 63 1. This James Grant, now able to travell, being cured of his wounds, came 
frae Demway, upon the 25th of February 1631, to the burgh of Elgine, con- 
voyed by the fame men that took him ; he lodged that night in the earle's own 
houle with flrait watches ; upon the mome himfelfe was tranfported therfrae, 
and his Ax men out of the tolbuith, and all together was convoyed be the 
earle's own men, tennents and fervants, (according to his own written direc- 
tion) to the town of Edinburgh, except the three Clanchattan captains, with 
fome few others that convoyed him alfo ; wher he was warded, and his men 
hanged, as ye have heard. 

Ye heard befor, how the marquefs of Himtly was curious in trying of the 
woeful fire of Frendraught. He refolves, be advyce of his freinds, to complain 
to the fecreit councill, who went, with his lady and virgine daughters, upon

the eleventh of March, frae the Bog, be Garioch, well accompanied be hia 
&eiads. How loon he came to Edinburgh, he declaired before the council), 
this fearfuU fyre, and his irrecoverable lofe, defyreing their aid and afliftance 
to try the authors of this work ; for ftill the marquefs himfelfe had Frendraucht 
in lufpicion of this fyre, that he was the forger and devyfer therof. The lords 
of councill admired at the marquels' declaration, and all lamented his pitiful! 
cafe, whilk could not weill be tryed. Ahvayes after confultation, the lords fends 
ane commilHon to the bilhops of Aberdein and Murray, the Lord Carnegie and 
Crowner Bruce, to goe to the place of Frendraucht, and there juditioufly to try 
how the tower took fyre, whether accidental! or of purpofe, or if it proceided 
from fyre within the houfe, or if fyre was putt in at flitts or windows, by 
men's hands, or done by any other eogyne. Thir four commillioners, upon 
the 13th of Aprile, conveined at Frendraucht, wher the Lord Gordon, the Lord 
(^ilvie, the Lord Delkfoord, with fundrie barrons and gentlemen, mett them ; 
they went in through and out through the brunt tower and voults beneith, 
and circumfpectly looked round about them up and doun, within and with- 
out, and at laft. all in one voice concluded, and wrate to the councill, that this 
fyre could not be raifed without the houfe, except be force of engyne of warr, 
neither came the fame be accident, negligence, or flouth, but of fett purpofe 
this fyre was raifed be men's hands within the voults or chalmers of the faid 
tower. After this conclufion the commiflioners and all the reft takes their 
leave. And all this time the marquefs bade iu Edinburgh till the commiflioners 
returned with their anfwer, which howfoon the marquels heard, he returned 
home againe with his fufpicion more and more encreafed againft the laird of 
Frendraucht. 

Upon Saturday the 16th day of July, the high and mightie Lord Francis 
earle of Erroll, within his own place of the Bowns, departed this life ; and was 
buried within the church of Slains, upon the night, convoyed quietlie with his 
own domeflicks and countrie freinds, and with torch light. It was his will to 
have no gorgeous burial!, nor to convoeate his noble friends with makeing great 
charges and expenflis, but to be buried quietly ; and liich expenlHs as Ihould 
be waired prodigally upon his burial!, to give the lamen to the poor. This was 
a truely noble man, of ane great and couragious fpirit, who had great troubles 
in his time, which he floutly and lionourably flill carryed ', and now dyed in 
peace and favour with God and man, and ane loyall fubject to the king, to the 
great greif of his kyue and firelnds. 
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At Midiaelmas, John Forbes <tf PitOigo is fliirreff a£ Aberddiit and Tbram 
Frafer of Sirichen fhirreff of Invernels, by oommiffion. 

Upon the eight day of Noyembery J<^ Uiqnhart €i Craigftoinit fiMnetme 
tutor of Cromartie, departed this life in his own hooie, and upon the firft dqr 
of December therafker he was buried within his own ifle, in the Idik of Kin- 
edward. He left behind him ane feir eftate;» eonq[adft bat court or feffico^ 
and from ane finall beginning, and provyded his duUrein honelUy. 

J<^ Urquhart of Lathers his ddeft lawfnll ibo, coming frae his boriaH 
towards Aberdein» takes fidmels inddenly be the way at Pcraock» and ixfoa 
the eleventh day of the laid moneth ci December departed this life^ and was 
buried beiyde his fether upcm the fyfteinth ci the laid moneth. Thus the 
ion followed the father Ihortly. Ws death was fijiiuwfu l to many, but dbeifiy 
to fundrie of his fireinds and conntrie gentlonen, whom be had engaged as 
cautioners for him in great founies irf* money, who law no rdeif, becaule he had 
nnther heir nor executor, his Ion being pott in fie irf* all be the old tutor his 
goodlhier. 

The Marquels of Huntly, with his lady, and Tirgine daughters, in harveft 
was in the Plewlands, to whom came the Lady Murray, their eUeft daughter, 
and Titite than« Afker conference within the yeard, they kindlie drank toge- 
ther ; lyne Ihe took her kare, and rode to Demway. Hoe it is to be marked, 
that the earle Imot hulband was at this time fimth, and fince the lyre of Fra- 
draught the law not her father and mother ; nor did the earle himmfe lince the 
purthaleing of his lieutenandrie erer rifit them, or gire any comfort finoe 
this doloKHis frne ; which was admired be many countrie peqple, that for any 
drvuels was betuixt them* that the earie of MurraT ihould hare bein fo un* 
kind, and his lady both* in luch lorrowfull dares. At laft they became more 
kind, as ve lliall aftem^ards hear. 

ISS^i Upon the third day of Januar 1$^ the earle of Sutherland, being in the 
Quartan w\x¥i beiyde E^riue. directed therfrae his kd horfe with his graithto the 
Bo^* ir.iihliug to lodge iheiv all ut^t^be the gate g^Mug fouth. Himlelfe with the 
luioor of Dudfus &nU tVane lervants followed, who came to the Bog, but the mar- 
quels iu;Mle him c\>Id wc^ilkvciie. fv^r his gvH]d bcMhtf the laird of Frendraucht's 
cauu\ Uying« he iIkhiM either qurte him or the marqud&. The earle anfwered, 
he wvnild |ureferr him to his gvx^^ hrvHher Frendraucht, bat to quyte him who 
h^d m;urried his uiler. to k^ as he w;is law friM^ he could not with his hch 
iiour. The luarquels tuddenly anlwen^d. *^ Then God be with you, my lord,*' 
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and turned about his back. The earle lliortlie faid the like, and came furth, 
fyne took his leave of the lady and his daughters ; but the lady urged him to 
ftay all night, faying his chalmer was prepaired ; but he would not, and (night 
being fallen) he lodges iu Andrew Haddingtoun's, at the yett cheik, who was 
ane oftler. Upon the morn he ryl'es timely, and to the fouth goes he. 

Upon Saturday the 15th of September, the earle of Angous, accompanyed 
with his cldeft fon the Lord Douglas, and thertie other brave horfed gentlemen, 

I came to the Bog, wher they wer made welcome, and Weill entertained ; and 
upon the mome, but farder ceremony, he was married at the kirk of Bellie, 
with Lady Mary Gordon, daughter to the marquefs, be Mr Robert Douglas, 
minifter at Glenbervie, whom the earle of Angus brought with him of pur- 
pofe. Their entertainment was honorable ; but the earle of Murray and his 
lady, be reafon of the eoldnefs forfaid, was not ther, nor yet the Lord Gor- 
don, now being at the court in London. 

Upon the 29d of September, the earle of Angous, with his lady, went to 
Demway, and vifite the earle of Murray, and his lady; they ftayed that 
night being Saturday, Sunday, and Munday, till ten of the clock ; they had 
weilcome, with great cheir, wher Sir Thomas Randolph drank to the Black 
Douglas, and the Black Douglas to him, with great love and kyndnels. Ther- 
«fter the earle of Angus, with hia lady, took their leave, and returned to the 
Bog, wher they remained whyll the 27th of September, and that day took 
tbeir leave, and fouth ryde they home. 

At Michaelmas, John Forbes of Pitiligo, flierifF of Aberdeiii, be commiffion, 
was continued in his office till Michaelmas 1633, and right fua Thomas Fra- 
ler of Streichen, fherriff of Invernefs, was continued to that day. 

Ye heard of the earle of Sutherland's going Ibuth. He married Lady [Jean] 

I>ruramond, daughter to the earle of Perth ; and upon the fecond of October, 

be and his lady came by the Bog, and would not goe to fee him ; croffed the 

L water, and brakefaft in William Stewart's houfe, oftler, fyne rode their wayes. 

V Ye heard befor, how James Grant was warded in the caftell of Edinburgh, 
^ none thinking but he fliould have dyed ; nevertlielefs upon Munday the 15th 

V €)f October at night, he came doun over the caftell wall upon tows brought to 

V bim fecreilly by his wife, as was reported, and clearly wan away throw 

V aivill attendance, and to the great greif of the lords of councill, who did not 
H Isy him fafter. Tliey ported proclamations throw all the kingdome, offering 
F large foumes to any who ftiould bring him back againe, either quick or dead, 

but ell in rain. James Grant's wife was taken fhortly therafter at the mar- 
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quels of Huntly's commandt being drinking in his own gardner^s hoafe in the 
Bog ; he wrote to the coundll, who defyred to fend her in to the hiihcqp of 
Aberdein, there to abyde tryall befor him, and the bifhop of Brechin, as the 
coondll had appointed. The marquels, about Martinmas, fends her into Aber- 
dein, wher fhe is examined upon fundrie circumftances touching her hu^ 
band's brakeing of ward ; fhe confefled nothing ; wherupon the ooundll gives 
order to fett her to liberty, which the bifhops did, and fhe paft and repaft thei^ 
after at her pleafure but interruption ; and her hufband fhifted for himfeUe, as ye 
fhall hear, till that he began to kjrth and brake out againe to trouble the land. 

Upon Wedenfday the 28th of November, afternoon, the lord of Strabene^ 
otherwayes called the mafter of Abercom, was married with Lady Jean Gor- 
don, the marquefs' youngeft daughter, within the kiric of Bellie, be ane Iriih 
minifter brought with him of purpofe ; they were honourablie entertamed 
within the Bog, and within few days departed home. 

In this moneth of November, the earle of Murray took journey towards 
EkUnburgh, and from that to the king : but he received fbme advertifemenla^ 
wherupon he went to the chancellor's lodgeings, and in his prefenoe laid doim 
his patent under the great feal of the lieutenandrie, and rendred the lamen 
iimpliciter. It was faid, he prepared himfelfe to go to the king, and get his 
lieutenandrie renewed ; but the Lord Grordon being at court, crofied his defigne^ 
knowing his lieutenandrie to be expyred, in recompence of the fheriffXhips taken 
frae his father, as ye have heard before, wherat the earle of Murray had his 
own mifcontentment. 

In this moneth of November the king of Sweden was killed by the Iro- 
perialiils. 

Patrick, bifhop of Aberdein, fitting in his own chair in the Old Town, was 
upon the day of 1632, fuddenlie flriken in ane apoplexie, and his right fyde 
dean taken away, and was forced to learn to fubfcrive with his left hand. He 
was carried in men's armes, fometimes to provinciall affemblies and fometimes to 
fermons ; and continued fo whyle the 28th of March anno 16S5, that he departed 
this lyfe, as ye fhall hear, and was buried in bifhop Gravin Dunbar's ifle. 

16SS. Upon T'hurfday, the 7th of February, there began ane great ftorm of Ihaw, 
with horrible high winds, wbilk was notted to be univerfall throw all Scot- 
land. Thir hideous winds was marked to be fuch, as the like had never bein 
fein here in thir parts, for it would overturn countrymen's houffis to the ground, 
and fome perfons fuddenly fmored within, but releiff. It alfo threw doun the

ftately crown, bigged of curious afller work, a£f of the fteiple of the King's Col- 
ledge of old Aberdein ; whilk therafter was reedified and bigged up, little in- 
ferior to the firft. 

This outraged^ ftorm ftopped the ordinar courfe of ebbing and flowing in 
fimdrie waiters, be the fpace of 24 hours, fuch as the waiters of Leith, Dundie, 
Montrols, and olher parts, whilk fignifyed great troubles to be in Scotland, as 
after ye fliall hear over truely come to pafs. 

Ye hear befor of the Lord Gordon's being in England. It is true his father 
I liie marqueft was at court alfo, feiking to defend his nierrifffliips, whilk he 
could not get done, as ye heard, and therfor returned home againe, leaving his 
lone the Lord Gordon behind him to uplift the pryces therof. Now the Lord 
Gordon returns home to Scotland, about this moneth of Februar, havcing got- 
ten the place to be captain or lieutenant of the French guard of gens d'armes. 
In this moneth of February, or thereby, I fay, he lifts a number of brave gen- 
tlemen to ferve in the faid guards, Weill armed and weill horfed, and he has 
them land wayes to London, and from thence tranfported them be fea over to 
France. He had alfo with him his eldeil fon Lord George, and his fecond fon 
James lord of Aboyne. He made ane brave mufter in prefence of the King of 
France, wherat the king was weill pleafed, and received the Lord Gordon, his 
bairns aud Ibuldiers, gratioudy. 

Shortly therafter his lady and eldeft daughter Lady Ann followed, firft to 
London, and frae that to her hufband, wher flie was made weilcome, and 
ftayed till they came home together, as ye fhall hear. 

Upon Saturday, the 15th of June, King Charles came to Edinburgh from 
London. He had the duke of Lennox, the marquefs of Hamilton, the earle 
of Slortoun, and diverfe others of the Scots, and lundrie Englifli lords, accom- 
panied with about 500 Englifliraen, and houfehold officers. His furniture, 
plate, [and] plenifliing was carried about with him in princely form. At the 
Weft Port, his majeftie had ane eloquent fpeich, makeing him weilcome, and 
the keyes of the toun offered to him by the fpeaker. As he entered in, and upon 
the Ibuth iide of the famen port, Alexander Clerk, then provoft of Edinburgh, 
with the baillies, all cled in reid robes, weill furred, and about threefcore of 
ttie eldermen and counfellora cled all in black velvet gowns, were fitting all 
upon feats of dealls for the purpofe, bigged of three degrees, frae the whilk 
they all raife in great humilitie and reverence to his majeftie; and the laid 
Alexander Clerk, provoft, in name of the reft, and toun of Edinburgh, made 
Satae Ihort fpeecb, and therwith prefented to his majefly ane bafon all of gold, 
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eftimate to five thoufand merks, wherin was fhaken out of ane embfoidend 
purfe ane thoufand golden double angells, as ane token of the toun of Edin* 
burgh their love and humble fervice. The king looked glaidly upon the Speech 
and the gift both ; but the marquels of Hamilton, mafter of his majeftie's 
horfe, hard befyde, midled with the gift, as due to him be virtue of his o& 
fice. Therafter the provoft went to his horfe in good order, haveing ane ridi 
fadell, with ane black velvet foot mantell with palements of gold, and the reft 
of the furniture conforme, who, with the baillies and oounfeUora on their foot, 
attended his migeftie. As his majeftie was goeing up to the Upper Bow, fher 
came ane brave company of toun*s Ibuldiers, all ded in white lattein douUettSt 
black velvet breitches, and filk ftoddngs, with hatts, fedders, icarffesy band^ 
and the reft correfpondent ; thir gallants had dentie muikatis, pido, and 
gilded partifans, and fuch like, who guarded his majeftie, having the parti- 
ftins ueareft to him, frae place to place, whyle he came to the Abbay. At )d$ 
entry at the port of the Upper Bow, he had ane third fpeech. At the weft end 
of the tolbuiUi he faw the royall pedegree of the kings of Scotland, fine Fer- 
gus tlie Firft, delecately painted ; and ther had ane fourth fpeedi. At the Mer- 
oate Croce he had ane fyfth fpdch, where his majeftie^s health was heartilie 
drunken by Bacchus on the Croce, and the haill ftroups therof miming over 
with wine in aboundance. Att the trone, Pamafliis hill was carkmOy erected, 
all grein with birks, where nyne prettie bojrs, reiwefenting the nyne nymphs 
or niuliti, was nymph like ded ; wher he had the fixth ipeedi : after the whidi 
the t|HNiker doli>*er«^l to his Majeftie ane book. And leventhly, he had ane 
t^Kvch at the Nothor Ri>m\ >Mi)ch haill orations his majeftie, with great plea- 
tViiv and dolytt\ fitting on horleback, as his company did, heard pleaiantly ; 
t^*ne nxlo down tho l^anongate to his own palace of Hcdyroodhoofe, where 
he t\a)*ttl that night. The provoft with the left returned home. 

r|HU) the morne« being Sunday and 16 of June, he heard devotion in the 
(tiapiieU KoyalK i^ hi$ own chaplain the biihop of Dumblain ; went to dinner 
tW>>>d u{H^\ his own )u\>Tiik>n, with his offions of honfi^Kdd, and guarded 
with hi$ \uxHnar Kngliih guards, ckd in his liroray, haTeing brawn vdvet 
civatts txdc to ihcir h\Hioh» and h^^ieath with boids of bfack vdvet, and his 
n\4^Kl\ioV Anoc« c\m\HUly wnn^t in railed and imbndered Wtek of filver 
and gwUi u)v^i the hrvaft aihI hack of ilk coatt : this wns tiie ovdinaiy weid of 
thir hi* m4\jK^rtWV t\\^ guaixis. 

I ' )HM^ tho n^\n\« MuiuUy^ aK^ui t^vm hiMus at evin, his najeftie came np fine 
tho AMv^x to ti^ i^i:\:c ^^t Kaiubursh he cv>Miw with wlKHa w» the Doke ai 
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Lennox and marquefs of Hamilton, and his foot guard runing round about 
the coach ; followed 16 other coaches, furniftied with nobles and courtiers ; 
the captain of the Caftle faluted his majertie conieing up the gate with 52 Ihott 
of great ordnance : therafter he went in and fouped in the caftle moft magnifi- 
cently, ferved with his own officera, and with his own provifion, veflells, and 
plate ; and there ftayed all night. 

Upon the morn, Tuefday, about ten hours in the morning, the nobility 
came up to the caftle in their furred robes, the king had his robe royall, who 
in order rode from the caftle doun to the Abbay of Holyroodhoufe. And firft 
the earle of Angus (who w^s made raarquefe of Douglas the night before) rode 
immediately befor the king in his furred robe, carieing the crown betuixt 
both his hands, the duke of Lennox being on the king's right hand, and the 
marquels of Hamiltoun on his left ; but before the earle of Angus, rode firft the 
earle of Buchan carieing the Iword, and the earle of Rothes carieing the 
fcepter, fyde for fyde. Thir lords with the reft of the nobility, all richly cled 
in fcarlet furred robes, rode upon their horfes, furniftied with rich faddles and 
foot mantles, ilk ane in their own roumes, with the king, down throw the 
Ilreits to the Abbay ; lighted, hard lermon in the Abbay kirk, preached be Mr 
I>ayid Lindfay, biftiop of Breichen, a prime Ichollar. After fermon the king 
receives the communion, and fome other ceremonies was ufed as is at the 
coronation of kings, and about two, afternoon, his majeftie was crowned 
king of Scotland, upon the 18th of June 1633. The archbifliop of St An- 
drews, the biftiops of Murray, Dunkeld, Rofs, Durablane, and Breichen ierved 
about the coronation (which was done be the faid bifliop of Breichen) with 
whyt rochetis and whyt fleives, and loops of gold, haveing blue filk to their 
foot ; the bifhop of Murray was made lord Elymoflnar, who, at the coronation, 
threw out of his hand, amongft the throng of the people within the kirk, certain 
cunzied peices of filver ftrucken for that purpofe, in token of joy. Now it waa 
remarked, that ther was ane four newcked taffell, in manner of ane altar,ftanding 
within the kirk, haveing ftanding therupon two books, at leaft refembleing 
clafped books, called blind hooks, with two chandlers and two wax candles, 
wrhilk were unlight, and ane bafon wherin ther was nothing ; at the back of 
this altar, (covered \cith tapeftrie) ther was ane rich tapeftrie, wherin the cru- 
cifix was curioufly wrought ; and as thir biftiops who was in fervice paft by 
this crucifix, they were fein to bow their knee, and beck, which, with their 
liabite, was notted, and bred great fear of inbringing of poperie, for the whilk 
-they were all depoled, as is fett doun in thir papers. The archbifliop of 
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GlaigoWy and remanent of the biihops there prefent, who was not in fervke, 
changed not theur habite ; but weir their black gowna, without rodietiBf or 
whyte ileives. 

All folemnities done about this coronation, the king goes frae the diurdbt 
into his own pallace, wher he flays while Thurfday the 20th of Jon^ that 
the haill eftates came doun to him, who came frae the Abbay in order, (and 
was the firfl; day of the rydeing of the parliament) as ye fhall hear» vis. in the 
firft rank, rode the commiffioners of burrows, ilk ane in their own plaoei, wiaQl 
ded in cloaks, haveing on their horfes black yelvet foot mantles ; fldly, the 
commiflioners for barrons followed them ; 3dly, the lords of the Qiiritoality 
followed them ; 4thly, the bifhops, who rode altogithei^ except the bifhop sf 
Aberdein, who was lying lick in Aberdein, and the bifhop of Mmxay, who 
as Elymofinac. rode befyde the bifhop of London, fomewhat netter the kii^ ; 
5thly, followed the temporall lords ; 6thly, followed the vifcounts ; Tthly, the 
earles followed them ; 8thly, the earle of Buchan followed the earles, carehy 
the fword, and the earle of Rothes, carieing the fcepter, {ydeing fyde fya: fydB 
with other; 9thly, the marquefs of DouglaihT carieing the crown^ haveing m 
his right arm, the duke of Lennox, and on his left, the marquels of HamiltmA 
following them ; then came his majeflie immediately after the oarqiiels of 
Douglas, rydeing upon ane gallant chefhut cdlored horfe, haveing an his 
head ane fair bunche of fedders, widi ane foot mantle of purpour vdvet» as his 
tQh royall was ; and none rode but their foot mantles, and the nobeUs all in 
reid fcarlet furred robes, as their ufe to ryde in parliaments is, but his nuge£> 
tie made choice to ryde in king James the fourth's robe royall, whilk was of 
purpour velvet, richly furred and laced with gold, hanging over his horfe 
tail ane great deal, whilk was caried up frae the earth, by five grooms of ho- 
nour, ilk ane after another, all the way as he rode, to his hienefs lighting ; he 
had alfo upon his head ane hatt, and ane rod in his hand. The lyon heraulds, 
purfevants, macers, and trumpeters, followed his majeflie in filence. 

In this order, his majeflie came frae the Abbay, up the Hie Grate, and. at 
the Neither Bow, the provoft of Edinburgh came and fainted the king, and 
flill attended him whyll he lighted. The calfey was ravelled, frae the Neither 
Bow to the Stinking Style, with flaiks of timber dung in the end, on both 
fydes, yet fo that people flanding without the famen, might fee weUl emn^ ; 
and that none might hinder the king's paflage, ther was within thir nuls, ane 
ftrong guard of the touns men with pikes, partifans, and mufcatts, to hoU off 
the people, and withall the king's own Englifh foot guard, with partifans in 
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their hands, was Hill about his perfon, runeing. Now his majeftie with the 
reft lighted at the faid Stinking Style, wher the earle of ErroU, as confta- 
bull of Scotland, with all humility received him, and convoyed him throw 
his guard, to the outer door of the High Tolbuith ; and ther the earle Mari- 
fchall as marifchall of Scotland, likewayes received him, and convoyed him to 
his trihunall, throw his guard ftandiug within the door, and fett the king 
doun. After his majeftie, all the reft in order followed ; the marifchall placed 
the prelats and nobles, in order, ranked after their own degree ; then the earle 
of Erroll latt douji in ane chair, and he iu another, fyde for fyde, at ane four 
nucked taffell fett about the foir face of the parliament, and covered with 
grein cloath. 

The parliament about eleven hours was fenced ; therafter, the lords of the 
articles was begune to chooie, confifting of eight prelatts, eiglrt nobles, eight 
barrons, and eight burgefes : how foon they wer chofen, the parliament role. 
About two, afternoon, his majeftie went to horfe, rode to the Abbay, have- 
ing the earle of Erroll, as conftabuU of Scotland, on his right hand, and the 
earle Marifchall, as marifchall therof, on his left hand, carrying ane "golden rod 
in his own hand ; and fo the haill eftates, in good order, rode to the Abbay. 
There was alfo two princes of Germany ther, who came only to congratullat 
the king's coronation, as was said. 

Upon the morne, being Fryday, and the 21 of June, the king, about eleven 
honrs> came frae the Abbay be coach, haveing the captain of his guard befor 
him, and his foot guard running ftill about his coach, and convoyed be many 
nobles, knights, and others, be coach alfo ; he comes up the ftreit, wher the 
toun of Edinburgh's guard was yet ftanding in armes, but continowed not long 
after that day. The king comes frae coach, and with the lords of the articles, 
enters the laigh Tolbuith, wher, upon confultation, they remained whyll two 
afternoon, fyne ditTolved; and his majeftie upon foot returned to the Abbay, 
wher he made his foot guard to fweat, being an able footman as was within 
the toun. 

Saturday the 22d June, he came he coach, in like manner, frae the Ab- 
bay, and fatt with the lords of the articles, whyll three, afternoon ; fyne 
returned back to the Abbay, be coach, wher the king of Pole's ambaflador took 
his leave. 

Sunday the 23d of Jime, he came be coach, frae the Abbey to St Geilles* kirk, 
and heard John bifliop of Murray preach in his rochet, which is ane whyte 
lynen or lawn drawen on above his coat, above the whilk, his black gown is putt 
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on, and his armes throw the gown fleives, and above the gown ikives is alfo 
why te linen or lawn drawen on, (hapen like ane ileive. This is the weid of 
ardibifhops and bifhops, and wears no fiirplice, but churchmen of inferior de- 
gree, in time of fervice, weirs the lamen, which is above their doaths, ane 
fyde linen doth over body and armes like to ane lack. 

The people of Edinburgh, feeing the bifhop preach in liis rotchet, w tifflr 
was never fein in St. Geills' kirk, fince the Reformation, and be him who was 
fometime ane of their own toun's puritan miniflers, they wer gretved and 
grudged herat, thinking the lamen fineUed of popery, whilk helped to be the 
bilhop's depofition, as after does appear. 

After fermon, the toun of Edinburgh gave the king the banquet, whilk, in 
ane d3ming room, they had prepared in fumptuous and coftly manner, wbeiby 
no fermon was* throw all the toun churches. After dinner, he went be coach, 
Weill convoyed back to the Abbay. 

Upon Munday the 24 of June, the toun of Edinburgh gave another fump- 
tuous banquet to fundrie nobles, courtiers, and court officers, with mufidc and 
much mirrement. After dinner, the provoft, baillies, and counceUora, Ilk ane 
h\ other hands, with bare heads, came danceing doun the Hie Streity with all 
fort of muiick, trumpeters, and drums ; but the nobles left them, went to the 
king, and told him their good entertainment, with joy and glaidnefi ; whemt 
the king was weill pleafed. 

Upon Tuelday the 25th of June, the king heard devotion, in his own Chap- 
pell Royall. Doctor William Forbes, minifter at Aberdein, preached in Ids 
black gown, without either furplice or rochett. His text was at the 27 verfe 
of the 14 chapter of St John's Gofpel. The Englifh fervice was laid both 
befor and after fermon, as their ufe was, the chaplains and novices havdng 
their whyte furplices on ; the bifhop of Dumblane, as chaplane of the Cha{^>ell 
Royall, had his rochet and whyte fleives on ; but none of our Scots bifhops, 
except he, had the like, but only black gounes. 

Upon Wedenfday the 26th of June, the king came be coach, convoyed in 
forme forlaid, frae the Abbay, about ten hours, and fatt with the lords of the 
articles, whyle near four, afternoon, fjme returned be coadi, back to the 
Abbay. 

Thurfday the 27th of June, the king be coach, convoyed in forme fbrlkid, 
came frae the Abbay, and fatt with the lords of the artides, whyle three, 
afternoon, wher then all matters were conduded, and he returned back^ be 
coach. 
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Upon Fryday the 28 of June, the parliament was ridden againe, be the king 
and his three eftates, in manner formerly fett doun, except the earle of Glen- 
cairn bare the Icepter which the earle of Rothes bure the firft day, and ficlyke 
the earle of Snffolk rode upon the king's right hand, and another Engliih loixi 
on his left hand, and the marquefe of Hamilton, as mafter of the king's horle, 
rode directly behind him, haveing at his back ane itately horfe with hia capa- 
rifons, led in ane man's hand ; and, in this order, in their parliament reid robes, 
Uiey came rydeing frae the Abbay up the gate, and lighted ; fyne went in all- 
togither to the parliament houi'e, and ther ratified the haill acts made and 
concluded befor the lords of the articles, after the famen was firft voiced and 
voted about be the lords of parliament, and thir acts ordained to be imprint- 
ed ; and fo the parliament rofe up, the forfaid day. 

The king refted, upon Saturday the 29th of June, and heard devotion with- 
in the Chappell Royall, upon the morne being Sunday. 

Munday the firft of Jully, the king dyned in the Abbay, fyne paft to fport 
to recreat himfelf, to Linlithgow, Dumfermling, and Falkland, and came back 
to Bruntifland, ftiipped, came over the watter, and faiffely lodged in the Abbay 
that night. But, as he is on the watter. in his own fight, ther perillied ane 
boatt following after him, haveing within her about 35 perfons, of Englifli 
and Scotts, his own domellick fervants, and two only efcaped with their lives. 
His raajeftie's filver plate and houlehold ftuff periilied with the reft ; a piti- 
full fight no doubt to the king, and the haill beholders ; wherof the like wdS 
never fein, ane boat to perilli betuixt Bruntitland and Leith, in ane fair fum- 
mer's day, but ftorm of weather, being the 10th day of July ; but it foreto- 
kened great troubles to fall in betuixt the king and his fubjects, as after doe 
appear. 

The tenth of Jully being Wedenfday, the king ftayed all night in the Ab- 
bay, Thurfday and Fryday. 

The marquefs of Huntly, intending to keep this parliament, came to Kan- 
dechyle, where he fell tick ; but he fent his lady with the lady Aboyne to 
eomplaine unto his majeftie anent the fyre of Frendraucht, who took their 
own time, alfe cominodioufty as they could ; and accompanyed with fome other 
ladyes in murning weid, pitifully told the king of the murther done be the 
fyre of Frendraught, humbly craveing at his hands justice. The king with 
great patience heard this complaint, whilk he bewailed, comforted the ladyes 
the beft be coutd, and promifed juftice : they could gett no more for the pre- 
ient, but humbly took their leaves of the king, and returned to their lodgeings. 
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Alwayestheking, uponSaturdaythelSthof Julljr, (miiidiiigforLond(m)ryAe8 
to Seatoun from the Abbay; he was honourably convoyed be noUes and ton 
of Edinburgh. He flayed that night in Seatoun, weiU entertained. Upta tke 
mom, he heard their devotion, and held his coundll, aftemocm, as tlie ISiigiHIt 
cufbom was. 

And upon Munday the 15th of Jully, his majeftie rode from Seatovm* and fe 
furth from place to place, whyle he came to London faiff, haillt and lomid; 
praifed be God. It is laid his majeiiie commended our Scottifh entertainment 
and brave behaviour ; albeit fome lords grudged with him, as ye ihall hear, 
which bred much forrow. 

His majeftie gone to London, the lady Marchionels and the lady Aboyne bide 
flill behind him in Edinburgh, ufeing all the means they could, for ttyall cf 
this fyre of Frendraucht ; at laft fhe caufes putt John Meldrum and John 
Toafh, (whom ye heard befor were warded in the tolbuith of Edinburgh) to 
ane tryall. 

Att firfi, the lords, upon the fecond and third dayes of Augoft, begane 
to accufe the faid John Meldrum what he knew anent the faid fyre ; and 
therwith examined him upon certain fpeeches, whilk he, as was alleadged, had 
fpoken concerning that purpofe. He utterly denyed all ; and what he laid 
was all wryten. Therafter the lords begins, another day, to re-examine him ; 
could find no light, yet fand him varriant frae hjp firft declaration, in f(»ne 
drcumflances ; and therfore the lords fhortly referrs him to the tryal of ane 
aflyfe, where he was convicted and condemned to be hanged to the deaths at 
the Croce of Edinburgh, his head to be ftrucken frae his fhoulders, and his 
body demaimed and quartered, and fet up on examplarie places within the 
toim, in example of others to doe the like. He was execute upon the 
day of Auguft forfaid, and dyed but any certaine and reall confeffion, as was 
faid, anent this dolefull fyre. 

All this time John Toafh was keeped in ftrait ward, yet is putt to no tryall, 
upon what reafons I cannot tell. Wherupon the ladyes left Edinburgh after 
John Meldrum's executione, and came to Kandechyll, wher the marquefs was 
attending their comeing ; leaveing Toafh to his tryalls, as ye have hereafter. 

The marquefs with his ladyes come frae Kandechyll to Strabogie, upon 
the 5th of September, and from that to the Bog, upon the 17th of September. 

Alexander Gordon of Dunkyntie, and George Gordon his eldeft fon, with 
fome fervants, being at the hunts in Glenelge at the head of Strathavan, were, 
upon the nynteinth of Auguft, cruelly murthered by certain hieland lymmars. 
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liikeas the laird and hia lone, in their defence, mod valiantly flew three of thir 
loims. But craftiely they prefently yirded, in bqc hole, two of them, and the 
third they left lying above the ground, fyne went their wayes their own gett, of 
whom never tryall yet could be gotten, for all the marquels of Huntly could do ; 
they being his own brother's fon and brother's oye whom thir limraers had killed, 
without any knowen caufe. Dunkintie's lecond fon, getting advertifement of 
this woeful murther, conveins fome freinds fuddenly, and takes up the corps of 
bis father and brother, in two kifta. The head of the third limmer they cutt off, 
and fett it upon ane fork head, whilk was caried be ane horfeman befor the 
fEorps all the way to Elgine. And upon the 22d day of Auguft, with great la- 
mentation, they were both buried within the raarquels' ifle. And prefently 
therafter, this limmer's head was fett up on ane iron ftob, upon the end of the 
tolbuith of Elgine, in example of others, to doe the like. 

The marquel's took the death of his lawful brother's fon and brother's oy 
to heart ; but in all his life, doe his beft, he could never gett tryall of this mur- 
ther, who extended his moyan to the full theranent : lb he dyed but revenge. 
Some thought this ilrange, that the great marquefs of Huntlie Ihould fee 
his blood deftroyed without tryall or reparation. 

Ye beard befor, how James Grant brake out of the caftle of Edinburgh, and 
wan faiffelyaway, upon the 16th of October 1633. He lay lurking quietly, in 
fecreit places, here and there throw the countrey, I'o that his enemyes thought 
they were furely quite of him. But contrair to their expectation, in the be- 
gining of November in this yeir 1633, he began to kyth in Strathavan.and pertly 
and avowedly travelled throw the countrey, Ibmetiraes on Speyi'yde, fometimes 
here, fometimes ther, without fear or dreadour. His wife being great with 
diild, took ane litle houfe in the toun of Carroun, pertaining to the heirs of 
her hulband's late flain brother's fone, mynding there to remaine whyle flie 
yraa delivered, and to whom her hu(band would ufually come and go without 
any fear ; but, being Ipyed by his enemies, they wait upon him, to wilt, forae 
of the forbidden name of IWGreigour, brought into the country be young Ball- 
nadallach againlt the faid James Grant, and was about fourteen limmers in 
company, with ane cruell blood tyrrant to their captain called Patrick Geir or 
M'Greigor. Thir people waits on, whyle they faw him with his baftard fon 
pnd ane man only, come quietly to his wife's houfe ; and feeing him lb few in 
company, they followed haiftiely, (being under the cloud and fdence of night) 
lap about the houfe, and tryed to tirr the famen. James Grant hearing the 
and feeing him fo umbefet, that be was neither able to keep that litle houfe, 
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nor yet to win away, refolved to keep the door with the other two» as hmg 
as they might, and fliott out arrows at two windows, that few did venter to 
come near the door, except their captain came feiroely forward to parihe the 
door, whilk the faid James Grant perceiveing, and knowing him weill, quicUy 
bends ane hagbutt, and flioots him throw both the thies, and to the groimd 
falls he. His men leaves the purfuite and loups about to liflt him up agahie. 
But, as they are at this wark, the laid James Grant, with the other two, kmps 
frae the houfe and flyes, leaveing his wife behind him ; but he is fharply fol- 
lowed, and ma n arrowes was ihot at him, yet he wan away iaiffely to ane bog 
near hand by, with his two men. This Patrck Geir dyed of this fhotty witfafai 
fhort whyll, a nottable theiff, robber, and briganner, oppreffing the coontrie 
people wherever they came ; and therfor they rejoyfed at his death to be quyte 
of luch ane limmer, and praifed the laid James Grant for cutting him off. See 
more about him hereafter. 

At Michaelmas 1633, Thomas Crombie of Kemnay was, be commiffion, made 
fherriff principal of Aberdein, and Mr. Alexander M^Kenzie of Kilcowie made 
iherriff of Invemels, in like manner, to indure for ane yeir. 

1 634. In the moneth of January 1634, thir lawlels limmers of the forbidden name 
of M<^Greigouf came to the laird of Frendraucht's bounds, and took or ftok 
away 200 wedders, as was reported. 

About this time. Doctor William Forbes, one of the minifters at Aberdein, 
was tranflated therfrae to the toun of Edinburgh, wher, in February therafter, 
he was with great folemnity confecrat bifhop of Edinburgh, and ihortly 
therafter tranfported his wife and childrein, goods, and geir, frae Aberdein to 
the faid burgh. This man was the firft that ever was made bifhop of Eidin- 
burgh, and continowed fhort whylle ; for upon the 12th day of Aprile in the 
faid yeir 1634, he depairted this life, after takeing of fome phyfick, fitting in 
his own chair, fuddenly ; a matchlefs man of learning, languages, utterance, 
and delivery, ane peerlefs preacher, of ane grave and godly converfation, be- 
ing about the age of 44 yeirs. 

Ye heard befor of John Toafh. This fellow was one of Frendraucht's do- 
meftick fervants, and one who was in the houfe the tyme of the fyre, and very 
fufpicious to be upon the knowledge therof. Therfor the marquefs refblves 
to putt him to ane tryall, and to that effect he with his lady takes journey to- 
wards Edinburgh ; but by the way he fell fick in Kandechyle. The lady mar- 
chionefs leaves him ther, and rydes forward to the faid burgh. She caufes 



fltarply acciife turn upon fundrie fufpicious points. He denys all. He is putt 
to the tortur, and called in the boots. He confefTes nothing. Therafter ftie t!e- 
fyree him to be putt to the tryall of ane aflTyfe ; whilk was refuiled, saying. 
Done fuffering tortur, and confeffing nothing, by the lawa therafter fhould be 
putt to the tryall of ane aflyfe : and this was vehemently pleaded by the faid 
John Toafh his own lawyers, whilk Frendraucht had for that effect fecreitly 
employed, as was alleadged. And in end, he was ordained to fitt at the Croce 
of Edinburgh, with the myter on his head, he the fpace of two hours, for 
finne fpeeches he had fpoken againfl the marquefs. So in June he was putt 
to libertie, but how this guyfe went, ye shall hear afterwards. The lady rydes 
back to Kandechyle, wher the marquels was, and both return home. 

After the killing of Patrick Ger, as before ye have heard, there brake out 
a number of highland louns, and herryed the Braes of Murray. The vic- 
toall deir at 16 merks the boll. Yet one of thir louna called Donald M'Ken- 
sie, was taken be Mr Gavin Douglas, fometime provofl of Elgine, prefented 
to the flierriff of Murray, aflyfed, convicted, and hanged to the death, upon 
the 28 of Auguft ; whilk affrighted the reft of the lowns frae their robbery 
and oppreffion. 

In September, ther came a company of highlanders, and lifted out of Fren- 
draucht's ground, ane number of goods ; but Frendraucht himfelfe, with fome 
faorfemen, followed fharply, and brought back his haill goods agaiae but 
flraik of fword. It was vehemently fufpected that the Gordons were the 
outhunders of thir hielanders, of very malice againit Frendraucht, for the 
fyre forfaid. 

At the MicbaellmaB, Thomas Crombie of Kemnay, continowed ftierriff prin- 
cipal! of Aberdein for ane yeir ; and Mr. Alexander M'^Kenzie likewayes conti- 
nowed ftierriff of Invemels, for that time. 

In October, ther came doun certain hielanders againe to the bounds of Bainl- 
hole and Auchintynder pertaining to Frendraucht, and took away threefcore 
nolt, and eleven Icore ftieep or therby, but refcue or recoverie back againe. 

Shortly therafter ther came into the countrie about 600 hielanders, of the 
Clangrigour, Clanchameron, and others, all footmen, and openly declaired they 
liad taken part with Adam Gordon of Park, John Gordon of Invermarkie, 
and others the freinds of the late brunt laird of Rothemay, and would fee the 
ikmen revenged. Frendraucht bearing this, he fuddenly raifes about two 
bondred foot, and ane hundred and fourtie horfe, and fought thir people out, 
who lookeing for no iic onfett, lay Scattered and dlfperfed frae others throw 
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the countrey, and finding they were not able to gather fuddenly togither to 
meet them, ilk man fled and Ihifted for himfelfe, but more adoe. 

Frendraucht feeing their dayly perturbations, leaves his lady in Kinnocdie» 
and, upon the eight of November, rydes fouth, two and himfelfe quietly to 
Edinburgh. 

Therafter, brake out openly a number of the name of Gordon with tfadr 
freinds and followers, fuch as Alexander Gordon eldeft lawful! foa to Jolm 
Gordon of Invermarkie, Captain Adam Gordon lecond lawful! fon to Sir Adam 
Gordon of Park, John Gordon in Auchinreth, William Gordon brother to 
John Gordon of Auchinhandak, William Gordon lawful! fon to Roliert Gor- 
don of CoUacliie, James Gordon fon to Patrick Gordon in Sutherland, Natha- 
niel and George Gordons fones to John Gordon of Ardlogie, Jolm Gordon 
fone to John Gordon of Litle Mill, James Gordon fon to Gordon of Bat 

lormy, Alexander Leith brother to the goodman of Hartliill, Robert Douj^ 
fldnner in Elgine, Duncan Brebner and William MHJillivorich iervitOTB to 
the laird of Park, and diverfe others friends and followers. Thir gentlemen 
takeing the fyre of Frendraucht heaviely to heart, and feeing no redreis ther- 
of be law, brake out, ilk man fwom to another to live and dye with othen^ 
and vowed to revenge themfelves upon the laird of Frendraucht be way of 
deid. And firft, they Iiegane and fpoilzied a number of cattel and sheep feae 
the ground of Frendraucht, and avowedly had them to Brjrack fair, and ibid 
ane cow for ane dollar, and ane fheep for ane groat, (whilk was very cheqp) 
to hold filver amongft their hands. They fpoilzied frae Mr. Alexander Innes, 
minifter at Rothemay, his rideing horfe, and took feme money frae Mr. Ro- 
bert Jamiefon, minifler at Mairtyne Kirk, violently and maHerfully, withiun- 
drie other outrages in the countrie. Some of thir gentlemen happened to be 
drinking in TuUifouU, wher they took ane, called Thomfon, direct out be 
Frendraucht's freinds as ane fpy to hear their difcourfe. They fpeir at liim 
wherfore he came ther. He dallies and declairs he was byred to goe out and 
wait upon them, and to learn what they were faying or doeing, and to report 
the fame back againe to Frendraucht's freinds who had fent liim out. Upon 
this confeflion, but farder juflice, they gars hang the poor man mofl cruelly 
upon the gallous near to Strabogie. 

The goe fummer, Matchlefs fair in Murray, but winds, weits, or any ftorme ; 
the com was weill win, the garden herbs revived, July flowers and roles spring- 
ing at Martinmas, whilk myfelfe pulled ; the kaill fhott and came to leed, aoul 
the March violetts fpringing and fpreding as in Aprile. 
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Upon the day of , Alexander Leflie fuddenly killed Adam Gordon, 

fon to John Gordon of Carowin, whilk was never repaired nor puniihed, for 
b11 his great freindfhip. 

Upon the 15th of November, thir Grordons raifed out of the gi;ouiid of Fren- 
draucht, about 13 fcore of nolt and 18 fcore of llieep; called them to Stra- 
bc^e, and finding the marquefa not to be dwelling ther, they raafterfully dang 
up the outer court yeitts, and called in the goods within the clofe, brake up 
the liable doors, and took away two of the marquefs'g belt horfe. And therafter, 
they took out of the llables of the Bog three others of his faddell horfe, which 
was thought to be done be coUulion. 

Upon the 23d of November, they brunt up the corn yeard of the Maines of 
Frendraucht, wherin ther was Handing fourfcore Hacks. 

Frendraucht was forced to fuffer thir outrages patiently, and bydes in Edin- 
burgh, fupplicateing the councill dayly for redrels, who directs out ane be- 
rauld called John Malcolme, with ane trumpeter called Alexander Fergufon, 
to fummond thir mifdoers at the Mercate Croces of Aberdein, Ban0', Elgine, 
8nd Forres, to compeir befor the fecreit councill the 16th of December, and 
aUe upon the 13th of January therafter 1635 refpective, to anfwer to thir 
complaints; and ficklyke to charge themarquefs, twelve barrons, twelve gen- 
tlemen, and twelve minifters, perfonally or at their dwelling places, to com- 
peir befor the lords, the famen dayes, for giveing them information of thir 
diforders, under great paines. The herauld in bis coat armes, witli found 
of trumpet, ufed thir charges conform, at the Croce of Aberdein and Banff; 
and comeing frae Banff to Elgine, he melts with Captain Gordon and the reft, 
to whom he told his commifRon, and made intimation of his charge to the 
laid Captain and the reft prefent, chargeing them to compear the dayes re- 
ipective forfaid, who, at the giveing therof, was weill feared for his life. Cap- 
tain Gordon difcreitly anfwered, their blood was taken (for the molt pairt waa 
oome of the boufe of Rothemay,kine, freinds, orallya) be fire molt cruelly, with- 
in the boufe of Frendraucht ; juftice is fought, but none can be found, whilk 
made them delperately to leik revenge upon the laird of Frendraught, his men, 
tennents, and fervants, at their own hands ; but as to the reft of the king's 
leidges, they would offer no injurie without their own procurement. The 
berauld, glaid of this anfwer, and blyth to win away with his life, took his 
leave, and the trumpeter founded who was with him, to whom the captain 
gxve five dollars of wages. The herauld, befor, had fummoned the marquelB 
per&nally, in the Bog, and was weill entertained. Therafter he went to 
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Elgine and Invemels, and made prodamatione of his UHien, fyne retunia 
home in peace after he had done all his affairs. 

Ye heard how thir broken men had called to Strabog^ the goods of 
Frendraucht. Upon the mome, they called them therefirae to the place of 
Rothemay, wherin the lady and her daughters were then dwelling ; tlMy CD> 
tered the hoiife mafterfully, took the keyes of the yetts and doors, lyne fliot the 
lady and her daughters to her own yeit to ane kill bame, wher they remiriiieJ« 
But this was done with confent, as was thought Thus, haveing maimed fids 
ftrong houfe, they took it up royallie, and caufed kill altogither threeGxm 
marts and ane hundered wedders ; fome they lalted, fome tfaey reifted, and 
fbme they eat frefh. They boalled and cuwpelled Frendraucht^s tennents 
to bring in meall, malt, cocks, cuftoms, and pultrie, and to produce their kft 
acquittances and to pay them bygones ; fyne gave their acquittances upon ibdi 
as they gott, faying, their acquittances were as good as the laird's. The poor 
tennents, for fear of their lives, obeyed their haill wills, wanting their mafter 
to defend them, who all this time was in Eldinburgh, and durft not come home 
for fear of his life. 

About this time, the laird of Banff convoyed quietly to Edinborgh^ oat of 
Kinnardie, to the laird of Frendraucht his two fones, and left his lady ftOl 
dwelling behind him in Kinnardie with her daughters. Banff was then Frai- 
draucht's great freind, but it continoued not long, as ye ihall hear. 

Ye heard befor, of the death of John Urquhart of Craigftoun, and howhu 
eldeft fon John Urquhart of Lathers fhortly followed ; his fon againe depairfs 
this life, upon the laft of November, inftant. Thus, in three yeirs fpace, the 
goodfire, the fon, and the oye dyed. It is faid, this young man's father willed 
him to be good to Mary Innes his fpoufe, and to pay all his debts, becaufe he 
was young, and had ane great eftate, wheninto his goodfire had provyded him* 
The young boy muming, paft his promife fo to do. Then, he defyres the 
laird of Cromartie, being prefent^ to be no worfe tutor to his fon, nor his &^ 
ther was to him, and to help to fee his debts payed, being then above 40000 
pounds, for the whilk, fundrie gentlemen in the countrie were heaviely en- 
gaged as cautioners. The laird of Innes, whofe lifter was married to this John 
Urquhart of Lathers, and not but her convoy, as was thought, getts the guyd* 
ing of this young boy, and but advyce of his freinds, fhortly and quietly mar- 
ryes him upon his own eldeft daughter called Elizabeth Innes. Now Lathers* 
creditors cry out for payment againft the cautioners ; the cautioners erave 
Craigftoun, and the laird of Innes his father in law (who had alfo the govern- 
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ment of his eftate) for their releiflf. The young man was weill pleafed to pay 
bis father's debt, according to his promife, albeit he was neither heir nor exe- 
cutor to him. Yet his goodfather, feeing he could not be compelled be law 
to pay his father's debt, would on nowayes confent therto. Followed great 
outcrying agaioit him ; friends met and devyfed. At laft it refolved in this ; 
the creditors compelled the cautioners to pay thera compleitly, to the hazard 
of fome of their eftates; and they gat fome releiff, others little or none, which 
made the diftrelTed gentlemen to pray many malediction, which touched the 
young man's confcience, albeit he could not mend it. And fo throw melan- 
cboliie, (as was thought) he contracts ane confumeing Ocknefs, wherof he dyed, 
leaveing behind him ane fou called John, in the keeping of his mother, and left 
the laird of Innes and her to be his tutors, without advyce and confent of his 
own kine and freinds ; which furely is to be marked, conlidering the worldly 
care and great conquefls of the goodfire to make up ane eflate, and lyne to fall 
in the government of Urangers. This youth deceifed in the place of Innes, 
and was buried befyde bis father, in his goodfire's ille in Kinnedward. 

Ye heard before, bow James Grant efcaped frae the M'^Greigours. Frae that 
time he was not publictly fein, but lived obfoirely. Yet under this ther lurked 
fbroe poyfon, as ye fliall hear, which was, yoimg Balnadallach and he was 
quietly under tryfting, unknowen to any. And upon the feventh day of Decem- 
ber in this yeir 1634 (being Sunday), Elfpet Innes, fpoufe to the faid James 
Grant, came under night to the yeit of Petchafs, (the laird fitting att his fup- 
per) knocked, wan in, and rounded in his ear fome few words. Shortly ther- 
after he ryfes, (after the board is drawn) takes his wife's plaid about him, with 
his fword and bis targe in his band, forbidding any to follow hira, and furth 
at the yeit goes he : but his wife would not leave him ; fo he and fhe, 
and James Grant's wife, all three go to Balnadallacb's own milne of Petchafi, 
where the tryil was fett, and James Grant was with twelve men lying fecreit, 
but Balnadallacb's knowledge that he had any men. Alwayes, James Grant's 
■wife cryes the watch word; wherupon he comes out of the milne himfelfe alone, 
ihook hands with Balnadallach, and kilfed bis wife ; and prefently ther ruihed 
forth out of this milne the forfaid twelve men, laid hands upon him and his wife 
both, and treacherouily took them to Culquholy, three miles frae Petchafi, 
wher they ftayed fliort whyle; fyne laife up, (leaveing his wife behind them, 
ther) and hyne goe they; but his wife returned home toPetchals, with a woe 
heart, as all the houfe bad. Always, they travelled upon the night, in obfcure 
vayes, crofleing and reciofTeing bums and watters, that Balnadallach ihould 
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not fiifpect the wayes ; and he is chained be the arme to the arme of a ftrai^ 
lymmer, and locked faft together, with his face muffled, that he might not fee. 
Thus they travelled. Balnadollach alleaged it was foull play, under tryftiag^ 
to have ufed him fo. James Grant anfwered, he had reafbne, for two caules ; 
1ft, he promifed to gett him ane remiffion befor Lambmas loft, whilk was 
not done ; 2dly, he had dealt with the Clangreigour to take his life. How- 
ever the matter was, James Grant brought him to Thomas Grant's houle, at 
Duadeis, three miles from Elgine, and in the hie gate betuixt and Spey ; heie 
was their lodgeing taken up, and the fchekells loufed frae Balnadalloch's armc^ 
wherwith he was tormented, but had ftill ane ftrong man upon ilk gaidi^ 
whether he was deeping or waking. And this night, he was laid in the Idl- 
logie, haveing Leonard Leflie, fon in law to Robert Grant, brother to the laid 
James, one of his company, upon the one arme, and ane flxong lymmer called 
M^Grimmon on the other. Thus, Balnadallach latt night and day, and lay 
betuixt thir two lymmers, not knowing wher he was, nor leeing day light; 
nor wan out to doe the offices of nature, but that which was convoyed forth 
of ane coig, appointed for that office. The symmers of this kill was firft Ofer 
coviered with divotts, and fyne weill covered with ftrae ; whereiqx>n James Giant 
and the reft lay, juft above Balnadallach. Through want of air he was like to 
periih, not being ufed to fuch lodgeing. Upon Yool even, James Grant goes 
Ibme gate of his own, leaveing Balnadallach in the killogie betuixt thir two 
guardians, and his brother Robert Grant with other two lymmers to lie above 
the killogie ; the reft he took with himfelf. Balnadallach knew nothing of their 
depairture ; but lying fore tormented and opprefled with cold, hunger, and want 
of his kindly air ; wanting fire, candle, bed cloatbs, and few back doaths, in the 
dead of winter ; wherby he is at the point of defpair. Yet, the Lord leeing him, 
at this eftate, was mercifull imto him ; for he perceiveing quietnels, ipeaks in 
Latin to Leonard Leflie, lamenting his mifery, craveing his help and affift* 
ance to win away, and promifes him rich rewards for his pains. Now, albeit 
this Leonard Leflie was fon in law to Robert Grant, uncle to the killed Cttr-* 
roun, whofe death this James Grant was now feeking to revenge, and that 
Balnadallach was fpecially entrufl^ed to his keeping, nevertheleis hopeing for 
reward, he tells him in Latin wher he was, whilk Balnadallach underftood 
Weill enough to be within three miles of Elgine, three miles to Speyfide, and 
three miles to the Place of Innes : then he fliews him, that the mome b^ng 
Sunday, and the 28th of December, he fliould feim to rax himfelfe and ihake 
himlelFe loufe of his arme whilk Leonard keeped, fyne, with all hia fleight 
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to gett hia other anne out of M'^Grimmon's grips, then haftiely to gett up and 
to the door of the killogie, which he Hiould behald. Balnadallach followeth 
his counlell, fliook himlelfe loufe, and wins the killogie door. Leonard firft 
followed, and of fett purpofe fell after him, in the door, to ftay M'Grimmon 
from following after. Balnadallach to the gate \pith all the Ipeid he could 
run, Leonard follows, and ftill is neareft him. M'^Grimmou gives the cry, 
and Robert Grant and the reft getts up and foUowes. But Balnadallach wins 
by fpeid of foot to the toun of Urquhart, and Leonard with him, for he quyt- 
ted his company. The reft, durft not follow to Urquliart, but went their way, 
fad and forrowful for their own faiffity. Thus, after twenty days imprifon- 
ment, in fuch ane open pairt, yet rnoft obfcure, Balnadallach miraculoully 
efcapes by God's permiffion ; and after dinner in Urquhart, he goes in his coat 
end treweis, now all worne and rent, with Leonard Leflie, to the Place of Innes, 
wher the laird made him very welcome. He ilayed that night ; and, on the 
mome about ten hours, came in to Elgine, wher he ttayed whyll Sunday ; fyne 
departed, wher I will leave him whyll afterwards. 

Ye heard how the marquels was charged to compeir befor the councill, and 
finding himlelfe aged and weak, and unhabile to travell in the dead of the 
yeir, as ye have altb heard befor, fends over John Gordon of Invermarkie, 
Gordon of Glengarack, Sir Adam of Park, James Gordon of Letter- 
fiirie, James Gordon baillte of Straboggie, and James Gordon oilier of Til- 
lifoul, defyreing them to obey the charge, which they had gotten ; and withall 
to prefent befor the lords ane tellimoniall purchalTed be the marquefs under 
the hands of three miniflers, declareing his inhabilitie to travell, whilk was 
repelled, becanfe that it was not upon their fouls and confciences ; and in the 
mean time the baill gentlemen theralelves were wairded within the tolbuith 
of Edinburgh, and charges direct to Thomas Crombie flierriff principall of 
Aberdein, to raife the countrey, and take the reft of thir broken men who bad 
not compeired, and to convoy them to the nixt IherrifF, and fo furtb frae Iliyre 
to fliyre, while they wer brought before the lords of councill. The Iherriff 
coQveins about 200 horfe, goes to Strahoggie, and throw other fiifpected 
parts, upon the 30th of December, but could find none within the ihyre of 
Aberdein ; but understood they were within Rothemay, whilk is within the 
ihyre of BanS*, which the flierriff wrote back to the councill, lliewing also his 
dilligence. The lords hereupon fends ane commilTion to George Baird of 
Auchmedden flierriff principall of Banff, to goe to the Place of Rothemay, and 
throw the haill fbyre, learcb, feik, and take and apprehend thir broken men 
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in maimer and to the effect forfaid : which charge the fheniff obeyBt and gom 
with about 200 men to the place of Rothemay, and^ by ezpectafion, finds opa 
yeitts, entered the place, fearched the haill roomes, but no man was tlier, fir 
they had fled, about two hours befi>re the fherriflTs comeing; whereupon he di& 
banded the gentlemen, and ilk one went to ther own houfe. But the ihemff 
was no fooner gone, but they came all back againe to Rothemay, where tbqr 
held houfe, in wonted fi>rm. 

Thomas Crombie, fherrifi' of Aberdein, and Mr. Alexander M^Kensie, ihcF- 
riff of Invemefs, for this yeir 16S4; and in December the fiiid yeir, cammiffion 
was fent doun to the Laird Drum to be fherriff of Aberdein, for the year 16S5; 
and like wayes to Thomas Fraler of Streichen to be fherriff ai Inyemefi^ fir 
that yeir. 

At Michaellmafs 16&4, Patrick LeIIlie gains himielfe provoft of Aber- 
dein. He is fhortly be the king^s warrand difdiarged, and Sir Paul Men* 
aies reelected in his place, to Lefllie*s great greiff ; wherof the like had bein i^ 
dom fein in Aberdein, ane man to be dioflen provoft, and fyne (hortly to be 
depofled, whilk was thought his own fiiult, in feeking a place that he fhoold 
have bein Ibught to ; yet he laboured SI6, that he was therafter made provoft, 
as ye fhall hear. 

In this moneth of December, & George Hay, earle of Kinnoull, and cfaancet 
lor of Scotland departed this lifis, and likewajres John eaiie of Mar. 

About this time, ane pott of the water of Breidien called Southe(k» became 
fiiddenly dry, and for ane Ihort (pace continued fo, but bowts up againe, and 
turns to its own courfe ; whilk was thought to be an ominous token for Soot- 
land, as it fo fell out, and be thir notes doe appear. 

16S5. About or in the moneth of January, ther was lein in Scotland, ane great 
btasing ftar, like to ane comet, reprefenting the ihape of ane crab or cancer, 
haveing long brynds or fpraings Q>readeing firae the iamen. It was lein is 
Elgine and in the countrie of Murray ; and thought be fiune that this wonderi 
and the drying up of the pot of Brdchen, as is before noted, were fearfull and 
prodigious figns and forerunners of great troubles in Scotland, whilk over 
truely came to pa&, as after ye Ihall hear. 

In this moneth of January, Mr John l^potifwood arcfabifhop of Saint An- 
drews, is now, by death of Sir George Hay earle of Kinnoull, made high dian* 
oellor of Scotland ; his fon being prefident of the coUedge of juftice, by decetf^ 
of Sir James Skein, a little before. This was thought ftrange, and martoA^ 
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be many, to fee ane bithop made chancellor, and his fon prefident, both at 
one time; whilk bred great trouble, as after does appear. 

Ye have [heard] anent the marquefe fending over his teftimoniall, which was 
rejected ; and for bis not compeirance, both he and the reft who did not com- 
pear were putt to the home ; and fuch as compeared were warded. The mar- 
quels takes this to heart; and in ane great florm, upon the nynth of Januar, be 
chariot, he comes frae the Bog to Strabogie, haveing in his company bis no- 
ble lady, and two of the Lord Gordon's childrein, (whilk were left be their mo- 
ther when flie went to France, to be brought up with their gooddame) with 
fimdrie freinds. He llayed that night in Strabogie, Saturday, and Sunday all 
day ; Monday he travells to the Newtoun of CuUlalmon, which was but eight 
miles, wher he flayed that night ; Tuefday he came to Kintore, other eight 
miles, and ftayed that night; Wedenfday he came to Aberdein, other eight 
miles, where he flayed whyle Friday, and that day he came to Cowie, twelve 
miles ; Saturday he went to Fettercairn, fourtein miles, wher he was florme- 
fted Sunday, Monday, and Tuefday ; AVednelUay he went to Breichen, fix 
miles dillant from Fettercarne ; Thuriday he went to his own place of Mel- 
gyne, two miles frae Breiehine, wher he is ftormefted whyle the tenth of 
February, 

Bnt this gave no content to the lords of counciil, and therfor they di- 
rected Elea^nir Makkifoun ane herauld, to charge the marquefs, at his dwell- 
ing place of the Bog, and mercate croce of Banff, heid burgh of tlie fliyre, 
to enter his perfon in ward within the caftle of Dumbreton, albeit they cer- 
tainly knew he was upon his journey, I'carce able to travell, and ftormefted 
alfo. Yet fuch was the moyan that Frendraucht had at this time, that he brought 
the marquefe of Huntlie to thir extremities, do his beft, whilk was admired of 
be many in this land. 

The lamen berauld or purfevant charged the lady Rothemay to render the 
baill keyes of the place, whilk ftie humbly obeyed, for then no Gordons was 
within. And the herauld took the keyes with him, after he had locked up yeits 
and doors, to deliver to the counciil : but he returned no Iboner fouth, but as 
foon the Gordons returned back againe to Rothemay, ftrake up the yeits and 
doors, and duelt therin noblie. But in the mean time, letters of intercommon- 
ing was proclaimed againft them, wherby, as they wer lawlels, fo made freind- 
lels, and to might not byd togither, therfor they pairted the pelfe amongft them, 
keft up the yeits of Rothemay, and ilk man to doe for himfelfe, and parted com- 
pany upon the 23d of January. All this time, the marquefs is ftormfted in 
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Mdgjme, old and unhabile to travell in fb great ane flonne» whidi begane in 
January, and continued to the fixth of March therafter, wherby few was abk 
to travell, and many fhips periihed on our coaft Notwithftanding of all 
this, Frendraucht dealt fo be his moyan, that the lords directed the foriaid Eka^ 
zur Makkifon purfevant to goe charge the marquels of Hontly, (in reQpect of 
his difobedience) to render the keyes of his houfe wherin he keeped his refidenee^ 
under the pain of treafon. The marquels received this charge, while he was 
ftormefted in Melgjme, who willingly obeyed, and fends word to his baiOies to 
deliver to the faid Eleazur Makifeun purfevant, how feon he came ther, the 
keyes of Strabogie and the Bog, whilk he received upon the nynth of Febn- 
ary, and fouth goes he, and prefents them before the coundlL The marqueb 
thought Weill uncouth of this fharp and fevere dealling, and therfore, but fear 
of the ftorme, or perill of his life, leaves Melgyne upon the tenth or twelveth of 
February, who with his lady was carried in ane coach bom upcm kmg trees, iqwa 
men*s arms, becaufe horfe might not travell, in refpect oi the great ftorm, and 
deepnefi of the way ded with fhow and froft ; and thus, with his company, the 
firft night he came to Dundee, and lb furth to Edinbiu^L Vpoa the day 
of February, he compears befor the coundll, and upon his ecNDpearanoe he is 
relaxed frae the horn. Therafter, the lords demand, whether he wai aiit of 
part, or on the counfell, or bunder out of thir gentlemen oi the name of Gor« 
don, to doe fuch open oppreffion and injuries as they did dajdy. The mar- 
quels denyed that he was privie to fuch courfes, nor was it agrieable with 
his honor to revenge his juft caufe upon killing of beafls, or burning of oomes. 
Then they urged him, as chief, to bring in thefe lawlefi people to the conn- 
cill. He anfwered, he was not Sherriff, nor had authority ; and that he was 
now become old« febill, and weak, to bring in fuch people, defeended of ane flodc 
be themlelves, who was leiking revenge of their blood, and would neither be 
counlelled nor ruled be him ; but if his fon were in the countrey, (who is now 
in France) he were more able for luch bulBeneis nor he. The lords heard himi 
but laid he Ihould have commilfion to lerch, feik, take, and apprehend thir 
broken men, or putt them out of the kingdome, and not to receipt them with- 
in his bounds, as alio to report his dilligence, befor the fixth of June nixt, to 
the cinmcill. He was ordained alio, to iett caution to Frendraucht, that he, 
his nuMU teiinents, and iervants, ihould be harmlels and Ikaithlels in their bo- 
dies, g\KHls« and geir, of him, his men, tennents, and fervants, and of thir bro- 
ken nion« in lb fnrr as he might llop or Iett, olherwayes nor be order of law 
and juttice, under the paine of ane hundered thouland pounds ; as alfo to pay 
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to Frendraucht fuch coft and fkaith as he fliould fuftain be them, frae the 
fixth day of Aprile next to come, and in all time coraeing. 

This being done, the marquefs gott back his fceyes, whilk he took with the 
burden forfaid, and could not mend himfelfe; fuch and fo great was Fren- 
draucht's moyan againft him at this time. 

And ficklyke, Sir Adam Gordon of Park, James Gordon of Letterfurie, and 
the reft who were wairded, as ye heard befor, were putt to libertie, upon cau- 
tion that they fhould compeir befor the councitl, upon the 17th day of June 
nixt therafter. 

It is laid, the earle of Murray came kyndly now to the marquefs, and did 
him all the favour he could, who had not fpoken togither, a certain time be- 
fore. 

The marquefs writes home to his balUies, that none of his bounds ftiould 
receipt any of thir broken men, whilk made them highly offended, Ihott 
piflols at Robert Gordon, baillie of the Engzie houfe, lyue went their way. 

Upon the tenth of March, the Clangrigor tooke aue Donald Gumming itt 
Glenranefs, who was with James Grant, at the flaughter of Patrick Ger, and 
in the fame place wher he was fliott, they cruelly Hew him with durks. 

They alfo, upon the 18th of March, flew Findlay M'Grimmon, ane follower 
of Carroun's, and who was the inltrument of his death ; for Carroun mantain- 
ed him againft Balnadallach, as was faid; and he, weill worthie of death, as 
a great lymmer, was thus cutt off. 

Thir lawlefs M'Griegors, under coUourof feiking James Grant, oppreft the 
couQtrie up and doun, forning and takeing their meat, deHowering virgines 
and men's wives, begetting of bairnea in hourdome without punilhment, wher- 
ever they went. 

The laird of Frendraucht is not fitting idle. He purchafes frae the councill 
ane comniinion, direct to George Baird of Auchmedden, flierriff principall of 
Banff, to take the lady Rothemay, and man the place ; who did fo, and con- 
voyed her to the Iherriff of Aberdein, who convoyed her to the nixt ftiyre, 
and fo frae fliyre to Ihyre, whyle ihe was brought to Edinburgh. The Iherriff 
of Banff fett in the place twenty men to keep the famen, who were fuftained 
upon the lady's charges and expenles. She is brought befor the councill, and 
accufed for receipting of thir broken men. She denyed the famen, faying, 
they took in her houfe per force, and ihott out herfelfe with her bairnes, to 
dwell in the kill barne. Neverthelefi, in the month of Ihe is wairded, 

L and in Jully therafter, Ihe is removed from cLofe waird, and gott libertie to 
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walk up and doun the toiui» upon letting of caution that fhe ihould not goe 
without the ports, indureing the coundll's will. Thus is this dolefull lady ufed, 
who had her hufband (lain and her fone brunt 

About this time the lord Balmirrinoch is putt to the trsrall of ane afl^rle, and 
convicted in certaine capitall poynts. The judge continows his doom wbSiB 
he writes to the king, who moft gradoufly remitted him his life, ordaining 
him to be confyned within fix myles of his dwelling of Balmirrinodi, durei^g 
his lifetime ; therafter gott fiill libertie, to the king s great greiff, for this his 
goodnels. 

The MHjrigor opprefles the lands of Balveny. The laird lends for ane eom- 
miffion ; and in Aprile, he fends out. his eldeft fone with ane company, who 
cheafled them and put them all to flight ; whilk the Clangrigor fbrgott not, as 
ye (hall hear. 

Ye hear of the marquels of Huntly ; he ftayed in Edinburgh ; and ujion the fixt 
of May, he, his lady and two oyes, comes home to Strabogie. Upon the morne 
he holds ane coiirt, and lends out his fone Adam, and James Gordon of Let- 
terfurie, with ane company, to goe ferch, feik, take, and apprehend thir lawkft 
men of his name, and their followers. Wherupon James Gordon, called the 
Ibuldier, John Gordon fon to Litlemill, John Gordon of Drumddgy, and 
James Gordon fon to Balarmy fled, Ihiped at Cowfie over to Rofi, to Caitb- 
nefi, and firae that furth of the Idngdome; fo ilk ane of the reft fled, and left 
the countrie, per force. This being done, the marquels with his lady and the 
reft came, upon the 1 7 of June, to the B<^. 

The laird of Frendraucht bydeing ftill in Edinburgh, frae Noviember 1684 
to about this time, and hearing of the marquels's procedure, and that he had 
fett caution, returns frae Edinburgh, in the moneth of May, to his own houle 
of Kinardie, thinking to live more peaceably nor befor. 

James Gordon of Letterfurie went to Edinburgh, and reported the marquels's 
dilligence, anent thir broken men, and had over the heads of certain lowns, 
whilk the marquels caufed execute for their odious faults, wherof the lords 
thought much good : and the faid James Gordon, for himlelfe, offered to enter 
his perfon in waird, conform to the laft act ; but upon finding of new cau- 
tion, he gatt libertie to return home againe. Yet they relblved to have the mar- 
quels bimfelfe, to give accompt of his dilligence before the coundll, conforme 
to the laft act ; as he did. 

In the moneth of June, there was fein in the river of Done, ane monfter like 
beaft, haveing the head like to ane great maftiff dog or fwyne, and hands. 
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armes, and papes like to ane man ; and thepapes feimed to be whyte ; it had 
hair on the head ; and hinder parts was fein fometimes above the waiter, 
whilk feimed clubbifli, fhort legged, and iliort footed, with ane taill. This 
monller was fein fwimmingbody like, above the waiter, about ten hours in the 
morning, and continowed all day vifible fwimming, above and beneath the 
bridge, without any fear. The toun's people of both Aberdeins came out, in 
great multitudes, to fee this raonfter ; fome threw ftones ; fome ftiott guns and 
piltolls ; and the falmond tiHiers rowed cobles with nets to catch it, but all in 
Tain. It never fhrinked nor feared, but would dowk under the water, fnorting 
and bullering, terrible to the hearers and beholders. It remained two dayes, and 
was fein no more. But it appears this monfter came for no good token to noble 
Aberdein, for fore was the famen opprefled be great troubles that fell in the 
land, and great ikaith they fuftained be fliipwraclc, as in thir notes doe plainly 
appear. 

Ye heard befor, how young Balnadallach marvelloully efcaped out of the 
killogie. He refts not whyle he got ane commiflion, and takes Thomas Grant, 
goodman at the killogie, Grant his fon, Patrick Anderlbn in Elchels, 

with two other fellows, who were the ordinary receiptors of James Grant 
forfaid ; and, upon the third of Jully, brought them to Elgine, prefented them to 
the fherriffdeput, who received and wairded them in the tolbuith therof. Two 
of thir lymmers wan away, by working out ane boll under the door threfhold ; 
and the other three wer convoyed to the ilierriff of Banff, and fo furth frae 
Ihyre to fhyre, whyll they were brought to Edinburgh, wher Thomas Grant 
was hanged to the death, for receipting of James Grant in the killogie, and 
not reveilling to Balnadallach's friends, wher he was. The other two were 
banilbed Scotland, for ever. 

Upon the 15th of Jully, the marquefc haveing gotten new charges to 
ihew bis dilligence, takes journey from Strabogie to Edinburgh, be chariot. 
He declares his dilligence, as he was obleidged be virtue of the laft act. The 
lords of councel are weill pleafed therwith. He is ordained to fett new caution 
for keeping of the king's peace, under the pain forfaid of one hundred thou- 
fand pounds, for bimfelfe, and all that he might Hop or take. Whilk being 
done, be returns frae Edinburgh to his own place of Melgyn, and ther dif- 
pones the famen heretable, to Mauld of Both, for certaine foumes of mo- 

ney. The marquels had conqueft thir lands bimfelfe befor, and now, be rea- 
fone of thir troubles, fells the famen againe. Frae Melgyn he comes to the 
Bog, upon the 25th of Auguft, weill thought of be the councill, for putting the 
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broken men out of the countrie, as ye heard befcnre. He agried alfo with 
Balnadallach in Edinburgh, at the earlepf Murray's defyre. 

Ye heard how* the MK^reigor were cheafled be the young laird of Balveay» 
for the which, they came to the toun and lands of Avache pertaining to hinii 
and violently caaed and took away frae three poor tennents, oocupyers therof, 
their haill horfe» nolt, fheep, kyne, and other goods ; and fuch beafts as would 
not caa, they cruelly killed and left them behind lying on the ground ; whilk 
Balveny could never gett repaired. 

Ye hear befor, that the Marquies aggried with Ballindalloch. It was dome 
in Edinburgh, at the Earle of Murray's defyre, albeit Ballindalloch had kill- 
ed Carroun, one out of the houfe of Huntlie difcredited. The Laird of Grant 
aggried likewayes with Ballindalloch, and both came home from Edinlmigfa. 
good friends. 

Ye heard befor, how captain Gordon of Park, and the reft of the bcokea 
men were putt out of the countrie be the marquelk This captain Adam 
thought heavie to be baniihed out of his native countrie, refolved to cfMue 
home, reveill the truth, and do for himfelfe. Likeas, in the moneth d Sq^ 
tember, he came to Eldinburgh, and upon his revelations he getts an ample f^ 
miflion for himfelf, for all bygones, and with great diUigenoe pafles throw the 
l^s. Likeas in October, his peace is proclaimed at the mercate crooea of Ed- 
inburgh, Aberdein, Banff, and Elgine of Murray ; and was weiU entertained 
in the cleric regifter^s own houfe in Edinbuigh. This heafiie pnrdia&d peace 
was admired at be many, thinking furely he had reveilled fudi as he knew of 
the inlligators of thir troubles, as it was true indeed. See more afterwards. 

Whereupon followed, that the marquels of Huntlie was charged, upon the 
fecond day of November, be ane herauld or purfevant, to compear befor the 
couucill, the firll day of December, and to produce James Crordon of Let- 
terfurrie« James Gordon baillie of Strabogie, John Grordon of Ardcladt,. 
Gordon of Caimburrow, John Gordon of Invermarky» John Grordon 
alias Swankio, and John Lichtoun, his domeilick lervants, and diverle others, 
as nlleadged bounders out of the broken men to doe the injuries formerly fett 
doun. And (icklyke, charges are given to the haill barrons and gentlemen of 
the name of Gordon, within the iberriffdomes of Aberdein, Banff, and Murray, 
to com{>ear, the forlaid day, befor the coundll,. to the effect, that they with the 
marquols ihouUI lett caution, for keepingof theking*s peace. This Frendraudit 
wrought allo« for his better lecuritie. And as was laid, the lord Gard<Ni now 
being in France, was charged, upon threelaune dayes, to fett cantion in like. 
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manner. And upon the back of this, followed othercbargesagainftthemarquefs, 
that he fliould compear, the clay forfaid, befor the counciil, and ani'wer for the 
alleadged receipting, fupplying, and intercommoning with the broken men, af- 
ter publication of the letters therof. Thir charges comeing ib thick upon the 
marquefs, ftill be moyan of the laird of Frendraucht, be lett himfelfe to obey ; 
and in the dead of the year, cold, tempeftuoua, and floriny weather, unpleasant 
for ane man of his age to travell in, yet he and bis lady, be chariot, went to Ed- 
inburgh, compeired befor the counciil, with James Gordon of Letterfurrie, and 
John Gordon called Swankie, his page ; for no more compeared, at this day, of 
alt the reft. The marquels was tber confronted face to face with captain Adam 
Crordon, cinent the wrongs done to Frendraucht. Howfoever the matter was, 
the marquefs came mifcontented frae the counciil boufe ; the chancellor had 
him to dinner ; and after they bad dyned, the chancellor, in his own boufe, com- 
manded him to enter his perfon in waird, within the caftle of Edinburgh ; togi- 
therwitb the faid James Gordon and John Grordon, to be wairded within the 
tolbuith of Edinburgh, and keeped in clofe prilbn, not feeing daylight, but 
fcrved with candle light. The lords refuifed to lett the lady marcbionefs go 
to the caftle with her bufband, except llie would waird alfo, and with great in- 
treatie had the favour, to Yule, with him, but to ftay no longer. The marquefs'a 
page gott liberty to goe out of the tolbuith, and byde befyde his mafter, in 
the caftle ; but Letterfurie ftayed 14 days, in clole waird, to his great greif ; at 
loft be was removed to ane other chamber, wher he bad daylight and open 
windowes. The laird of Frendraucht rode from Kinnardie, and keeped the 
counciil day, 

Donald Farquharfon being charged with the reft, and haveing fett caution, 
under the pain of 1000 lib. tied and was fugitive ; but his brother who was 
cautioner was warded, and payed the fine befor be wan to libertie, viz. Mr 
James Farquharfon ane of the wryters to the Signet in Edinburgh. 

Sir Alexander Irvine of Drum, and Thomas Frafer of Streichen was con- 
tinowed flieriffs of Aberdein and Invernels, for another year. 
- Patrick Forbes of Corfe, biftiop of Aberdein, departed this lyfe, in his own 
pallace, upon the 28 of March in the yeir of God 16S5> and was buried in biihop 
^vin Dumbar's ifle. 

Great death amongft the bairnes in the pox, this yeir. Some bad the pox 
twice, not ufuall in former times. 

Ye heard befor, how Balnadallach took fome of James Grant's men : he pur- 
cbafed alfo ane commiffion againft himfelfe and bis followers, who, in De- 
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cember, flew a man called M^^Bain, fervitor to the laid James, with ane other 
innocent man in his company, whilk the faid James bdidd patiently* and Iqr 
quiet while he brake out, as ye fhall hear. 



16S6. Ye heard befor, how Sir Paul Menzies was chofen provoft of Aberdein m 
place of the depofed Patrick Leflie. It was thought the lords of coondll wmt 
not well content Al wayes, according to the forme, ther was no dectum made 
at Michaelmas, but ther was ane leit fent to the councill be the coundll of Aber- 
dein, out of the whilk, Mr. Alexander Jaffray was diofen provoft of Aberdeiii» 
for ane yeir, in January 1 6S6. Many lichtleit both the man and the elecCioB^ 
not being of the old blood of the toun, but the oy of ane baxter, and thierdbr 
was fet doun in the Proveft's deals befor his entering, ane baken pye, to fiip- 
mon. This was done diverfe times ; but he miikend all, and never quandkd 
the iamen. 

Upon the 11th of February, the dollars at 58s. the peice^ are cryed doun at 
the mercate croce of Edinburgh to 56s. 

In February, ther was brought to Edinburgh eight of Gilleroy's foMowei^ 
who were notorious lymmers, and did great oppreffion in the lands of CSotfis^ 
Craigievar, and diverfe other pairts in this countrie, under pretext d leikiDg 
James Grant for killing of Patrick Ger. Thir louns were taken be the Sten- 
arts of Atholl, by perfwaiion and devyce of the lairds of Craigievar and CSotfis^ 
wherof, ther were feven hanged altogither, at the Croce of Edinburgh* and 
their heads cutt off, and fett up in exemplary places ; the eight man gott his 
life, becaule it was proven he was drawen to this fervice againft his wilL 
Gilleroy, feeing thefe his men taken and hanged, went and brunt up fome of 
the Stewarts houfes in Athole, in recompence of this injurie. 

All this whyle, James Grant lyes quiet iince Balnadallach's efcape out of the 
killogie, as ye heard befor ; at laft, upon the 5th of Aprile, he fought Thomas 
Grant, brother to Patrick Grant of C^ilquhoche, friends to Balnadallach, and 
mifling the faid Thomas at his duelling houfe, he killed fixteen head of his ndt, 
under night : therafter they fand the faid Thomas Grant with his baftard bro- 
ther, lying in their naked beds in a friend's houfe near by, whom the laid 
James commanded ihortly to rife, fyne took them out of the houfe, and 
cruelly flew them both. It was faid, the faid Thomas Grant had gotten money 
from the earle of Murray, to feik out the faid James, and take his lyfe; for the 
whilk it cofl him his lyfe, as faid is. 

After the doeing of this wicked deed, the laid James Grant came with four 
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and himfelfe, to the ground of Strabogie, upon the tenth of Aprile ; and be 
chance, came to the hangman's hoitf(.>, and craved fome meat : But he knew 
□ot, that it was the hangman's houfe of Strabogie. The hangman, not know- 
ing what they were, was feared, and fuddenly went and told James Gfordon 
baillje of Strabogie, that fome broken men was come to his houfe ; wherupon, 
he raifes men fliortly on horfe and foot, weill armed, and imbefetts the hang- 
man's houle. James Grant keeps the door, and (hoots Adam Rynd dead, who 
came foremoft to the door. The baillie feeing him fall, bydes back and goes 
tocouncill, whilk thefaid James efpyeing, falls to fliortly and tirrs the houfe, 
and himfelfe with his men flood within the walls therof ; and, how foon the 
baillie began to purfue the houfe againe, they lliott out at them with hagbutts, 
fo thick, that none durft come within fliott of hagbutt. AUwayes the baillie 
rydes about and his company, wher one called Anderfon was fliott 

dead, and ane other evill hurt ; whilk the baillie perceiveing, refolved, he could 
not keep this litle houle long, it being now about three afternoon, but of ne- 
ceffity would come foon out, and therfor would byde his out coming. But 
firae the night fell, James Grant with his brother Robert wan clear away, for 
all the multitude of people was waiting upon him about the houfe ; but his 
baftard fon and other two with him were ther taken, and had to the fherriff of 
Aberdein, and fo furth from fliyre to fliyre to Edinburgh, where they all 
three were hanged to the death. 

Ye heard before, how the marquefs was wairded. He makes moyan to be 
removed out of the caille of Edinburgh, to remain in his lady's lodgeing in the 
Canongate, and to pafs and repafs about the famen, within two miles, dureing 
the Idng's pleafure. Letterfurie, likewayes, was putt to libertie out of the tol- 
bujth, upon letting of caution to compeir befor the lords, upon the nixt ci- 
tation ; and Swankie the marquefs' page came out with himfelfe frae the caftle ; 
whilk was all done in March. 

In the moneth of June therafter, the lord Traqueir came doun frae court, 
high thefaurer of Scotland, upon the Earle of Morton's demiflion. He brought 
alio letters frae the king to the councill, commending them for adminiftratione 
of juftice. He willed them to fett the marquefe, his page, and Letterfurie at 
libertie, fimpliciter,fmce he underftood them to be innocent, albeit Frendraucht 
had gotten wrong befydes : and to take caution of Letterfurie to comjieir upon 
the nixt citation : and with all, that the councill would labour to fee all contro* 
verlie fubmitted, betiuxt the marquefs and Frendraucht, alfe weill civill as 
criminal], to certaine freinds ; and in cafe of variance amongll them, the king 
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to elect out of th6 fame freiiidsy lb many M 
ten, be his If qeftiesown fight 

The csoimdll, at the Idng^a commandy fetta the marquefiif hia p^ge^. vpd LeU 
terfurie to frie liberti^ and labour to gett all mattera fubmittedt wiiflk tbff 
maiquela wouM never hear oC but dHHained the 1^ HowBrqrit 

WBBp Frendraucht oofled the marquda migfatiely every wvy, andf aa waa fiUL 
he obtained ane decrait againft him &€ MOOOO merkB» for the fkaitfa wUdk hp 
had fuftained in thir trouUea, and ane other deereit for 100000 ponnda^ fir 
Qiukieation of the teinda of DrumUait and parioddn t^^ Lykeaa the kn^i 
decerned him to give Frendraucht ane new tack of the laid tdnda^ whenrilh 
hia fim the lord Gordon waa eharged* aa after doea appear. 

Ye heard of the incumeing of Captain Adam Gordon. Some of the reft of 
the broken men^ about this moneth of Jun^ came home aUb. 

The marquefiif finding himlelfe beoopie weaker and weaker^ defived to be at 
home ; and, upon the day of Jun^ waa carried firam hia lodgdng in ttet 

Canongate, in ane wand bed within hia chariot, (hia dear lady ftiU in hia oom-i 
pany) to Dundi^ and ia lodged in Bobert If urray'a houl^ a boigeA aad t|^ 
vern io the toun. But now hia hour ia come : fiuder he might not goe ; hia fieji- 
ne6 increfloi more and more ; relblvea to die ; declaira hia mind befi^ 
and ludi fnenda aa he had ther» in perfect maner ; recommenda hia.lbnl jo, God ; 
and, upon the thirteinth of June, departed this lyfe, a Roman Catholid^ being 
about the age of threefirore and fourtein yeira, to the great greiff of hia matdi- 
leia freinda and loyall lady, who with her dear hufband had lived togfther, 
many years both in profperity and adveriity. 

This mighty mjorquefa was of ane great fpirit, for, in time of troublea, he 
was of invincible courage, and boldly bore doun all his enemies triuoiphantly.. 
He was never indjmed to warr nor trouUe himfelfe, but, by the pryde and. 
infolence of his kine, was diverfe times drawen in troubles^ whiUc he bore 
throw valiantly. He loved not to be in the law contending againft any man, 
but loved reft and quietnefi with all his heart ; and in time of peace he lived 
moderately and temperately in his dyet, and fully fett to building and planting 
of all curious devyces : a weill fett neighbour in hia marches, dilpoled rather 
to give nor take ane foot of ground wrongoully : he waa heard lay, he never 
drew his fword in his own quarrell ; in his youth a prodigall Qiender : in his 
elder age more wile and worldly, yet never compted for coft in mattera of. 
creditt and honour : a great hou&holder : a terror to his enemies, whom, with, 
his prideful kine, he ever held under great fear, fubjection and obedience : in^ 
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all his bargains jufl: and efauld, and never heard for his true debt : he was 
mightiely envyed by the kirk for his religion, and by others for his greatnefi, 
and had therby much trouble. His mailer Icing James loved him dearly, and 
he was a good and loyall fubject unto him, indureing the king's lifetime. But 
now at laft in his latter dayes, by means of Frendraucht, he is so perfecuted by 
the laws, (which he ay ftudied to hold in due reverence) that he is compelled 
to travell, without pitty, lb often to Edinburgh ; and now ends his dayes out of 
his own houfe, without tryall of the wofuU fire of Frendraucht, whilk doubt- 
le& was ane help to his death alfo : the lord Gordon his eldefl fon, his lady 
and two fons, with his daughter lady Anne, being at this time in France. 

The marquels' freinda convein in murning weid, and, upon the 25th of 
June, lifts his corps frae Dundie. His chift covered with ane black taffata, 
and in ane horfe litter is brought to the chapell of Strabogie, his lady ftiU 
with the corps whyll he was brought ther; iyne with ane woful heart {he 
■went to the Bog. 

Frendraucht hearing of the marquefs' death, incontinent charges Letter- 
fiirie to compeir before the Juftice, the 29th of July, to underly the law. The 
gentleman rod over befor the day, meaned himl'elfe to the lords of councill, 
whodeferted the dyet, and ordained the Juftice to take caution for his compear- 
ance, upon 15 dayes citation. Thus Letterfurie returned home faife and found. 
Upon Fryday the 26th of Auguft, fome freinds lifted the marqueCs' corpfe 
upon litter, frae the chappell of Strabogie to the kirk of Belly ; and upon the 
xnorne at night, is likewayes carried therfrae to his own lodgeing in Elgine, 
wher they wer keiped ; and upon the 30th day of Auguft upon the night, his 
corps was lifted therfrae, haveing above his chift a rich mortcloath of black 
velvet, wberin was wrought two whyte crofles. He had torch lights in great 
number carried be freinds and gentlemen ; the marquefs' fon called Adam was 
aX his head, the earle of Murray on the right fpaik, the earle of Seaforth on 
the left fpaik, the earle of Sutherland on the third fpaik, and Sir Robert Gor- 
don on the fourth fpaik. Befyds thir nobles, many barrons and gentlemen 
wa« there, haveing above 300 lighted torches at the lifting. He is carried to 
the eaft port doun the wyud to the fouth kirk llile of the colledge kirk, in at 
the fouth kirk door, and buried in his own ifle with much murning and la- 
mentation. Tlie like forme of burriall with torch light was not fein here, thir 
many dayes befor. 

Gilliroy with five other lymmers were taken and had to Edinburgh, and 
all hanged to the death, upon the day of Jully. • '■ ' '-' • 
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Upon the 88d of June, Alexander Dumbar of Kilbjrak and hia 
flew Robert and Niniane Dumbars, and mutillat James Dunbar, all three far^ 
threin within Forres, and wan away but reparation. It is laid thajt their fif- 
ter, with ane trein itoup, flew ane called Mercer, wife to Alexander Dumbar eC 
Bracco, who was at the flaughter of her brethrein, and flie and they were allr 
buried togither in the kirk of Avals. Thir flain gentlemen were fones to um- 
quhile Alexander Dumbar of Hemprigs, and all freinds togither. 

Upon the 16th of September, the Rix dollars were oyed doun in Edinboigh 
firae 56s. to 54s., and the Dog dollars firae 46s. to 44s.; but are cryed 19 
againe in anno 1645. 

Upon the 17th of September, John Rofi, for ane light caufe, murdered ane 
chapman called David Leg, upon the Stane Crolshill at Elgine. He was takm 
and headed, and his right hand lett upon ane itob, in the lame place wher he. 
was flain. 

It is faid, that how foon captain Adam Gordon heard of the maiquefr. 
death, he went out of the kingdome. 

At Michaelmas, Sir Alexander Irvine of Drum continowed Iherriff prindpaU' 
of Aberdein, for ane yeir ; and Mr. William Davidfon piurchafled ane commif*. 
fion frae the coundll to be fherriff deputt therof, dureing his lifetime, and the< 
court fenced in his name with the prindpall Iherrifirs, wherof the like was? 
never fein here. 

Thomas Frfder of Streiclien continowed Iherriff of Invemels, for ane yeir. 

In October, George now the marquels of Huntly, his lady, two Ibnes, and 
lady Anne, and their fervants, frae France came to England, and therfirae 
to Scotland in royall maner. They left behind them two trim children 
bom of his lady to him ; and upon the 23d of June 16S7 came to Strath- 
bogie. 

In the moneth of December, William earle of !E2rrol departed this life, in. 
the Place of Errol, and his lady fliortly followed, leaveing ane only bairn be* 
hind them called Gilbert, with ane diftrefled ftate. 

Upon the 13th of March, Alexander Gordon of Dunkintie raihly flew, be 
ane fliott, Oliver Spenfs, without any jufl; caufe. He deboflied his eftate, and 
pafled out of the kingdome. 

Upon the day of Aprile, the laird of Grant wairded in £dinbuigli» 

for not following the Clangreigor, is thereafter putt to libertie ; and upon 
the day, depairted this life in Edinburgh, in his own lodgeing. 
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Upon the fixth of Jully, there was new bear meall and bear ftrae fold in 
Elgioe ; which was very aire in the yeir. 

Upon the 19th of JuUy, the earle of Murray came from Demway to the 
Bog, and welcomed home his good brother, (then in the Bog) his lady, and 
bairns, from France. They were blyth and merrie, that night, with the old 
lady marchioness ; and, upon the morne, the earle took his leave, and returned 
home to Demway. 

Ye have [heard] befor, of our parliament. It is true, fome of our nobles, fuch 
as the earle of Rothes, the earle of Caflailes, the earle of Glencaime, the earle of 
Traqueir, the lord Loudoun, the lord Lindfay, the lord Balmirrinoch, the lord 
Couper, the lord Lome, not but advice of the marquefe of Hamilton, and 
diverfe others, took offence at hia majeftie's zealous and godly government of 
this land, both in church and pollicie. And firft. They call to mind the great 
danger the lord Balmirrinoch was of his life, fought eameftly by the bifliops, 
after he was moft juftly convicted for his treafonable wryteinga, although the 
king moft gracioufly remitted him. Yet, this point touching the bilhops, they 
could not forgett, fearing they were counfelling the king to draw in the kirk 
lands to the crown, and to make up abbot^^ and priors againe to the ftrength- 
ening of the king and overthrow of the nobilttie, who had the moft part of 
their liveing off kirk lands. 2dly, They had great fear, who were Lords of 
Erections, at his majeftie's generall revocation, in his firft parliament, ordinar 
for kings to do, frae time to time, albeit they received no prejudice thereby. 
Sdly, For granting, in the fame parliament, ane Commiftion of surrenders of 
luperiorities and teynds, granted for helping of the miniftrie, and releif of the 
laity living yeirly under the bondage of the Lords of Erections or laick patrons. 
Of this act of parliament they wer under great fear, albeit his majeftie's in- 
tentions were Angularly good and much to be praifed. 4thly, It pleafed his 
majeftie, for his own reafons, not to conferr honors upon fome perfons who 
craved the lameii, fuch as ane barron to be made ane lord, and ane lord ane earl, 
or fome to be made knights. Wherat ther was much grudgeing in their hearts, 
and ftrife to clip his majeftie's wings in royall government, both in ftate and 
Idrk, and craftiely and quietly try the hearts of the nobles, barrens, church and 
gentrie of England, how they were fett, and fand them of the fame humor and 
mifcontentraent that themfelves were of, at the leaft, a good number of all 
eftates. Wherupon followed ane clandeftyne band, drawen up and fubfcrived 
fecreitly betuixt the malcontents, or rather malignants of Scotland and Eng- 
land ; that each one ihould concurr and aflUt others, whyle they gott their wills,

his predeceflbrs ever had, eonfonnoto the eftaUiihed htws dT both Ungdons; 
as on the laid dandeftine band at great length proports ; as was fidd; 

The king nd the faiihops are ftill ignorant of this toeafimaMa plod^ iml 
goes on ; the prelatts getting their wills firae the Idng, backed by Us andM^ 
rity, by means of the archbifhop of Ganterberri^ who was oft widi tlie*kfl^ 
ftcmtly refidveing, what the king did command none dmft dilbbey; bat henlB 
were they mightiely deceived, as hereafter does appear. 

The dandeftine band thus paft, oar noUes lay quiets wiiylo they ftnd oem- 
fkm to break the ice and bq;ine the bargain, as was condnded. Now it fttt 
out, that at the parochine Idxk of within the dkmis of Chdkm^, 

the cammnnion was given, upon ane Sunday, to the people on their knees'; 
wher Gordon, one of the tutors to the viicoont of Kenmniry UmiMmm 

laird of Lodunvar, happened to be, and boldly eryed out» laying, it wna ]pkdM' 
idolatrie to take the eommimion, kneilling, fet out of pnrpole be the kad'ef 
Lome^ another of the vifcount's tutors, as was laid. The nunifier and peopfe 
were aftoniihed at this fpeedL Allwayes, the bilhop of Gallowqrt named Mb^ 
Thomas Son&rf [Sydferf,] be vertue of the Book of Cannones, canftd tdB 
the gentleman, puts him to tr^rall, and, for hisfimlt, wairds and oonfynes hfin 
within the burgh of Montrole, be the fpace of fix weeks. At laft, the lord of 
Lome fettled the matter, and caufed offer the bifhop 500 merks of fyb/d, 
not looking that he fhould take up the lame. But the bilhop, but ceremony, 
took up the moneys. Wherat the lord of Lome took offence ; and thenfinrw 
being both fitting at the coundU, they fell in Ibme words about the uptake* 
ing of this fyne, wher the biihop, in plain terms, gave him the lye. Lotne 
laid this lye was given to the lords, not to him, and bdidd him. But this made 
the matter worfe and worfe, and was the beginning of thdr overthrow plot- 
ted before. The lords of coundll were highly offended at this Ulhop's rniicar- 
reage, in thdr pre&ns alfo. 

The lord of Lome conveins the forfaids earles of Rothes, CaflaUes* GHoK 
caime, with the earle of Traqueir ane great enemy to the bilhqps, the Icsds 
Lyndlay, Loudoun, Balmjnrrinoch, Couper, and diverle others of whom the 
marquels of Hamiltoun was one ; togither with ane meingsie of milbohtented 
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puritans of whom Mr. Alexander Henderfon minifter at Leuchars, Mr. David 
Dickfone miniAer at Irviug, and Mr. Andrew Cant minifter at PitOigo were 
the ringleaders. They had ane private meitting, and begin to regrate their 
dangerous eftate, with the pryde and avarice of the prelatts feeking to over- 
rule the haill kingdome; for the archbiihop of Saint Andrews was high chan- 
cellor of Scotland, his fon preAdent of the coUedge of juftice ; that the reft of 
the biftiops were lords of councill, lords of exchequer, lords of high commit 
fioD, and now lately purchafeing the book of cannons, that ilk biibop Ihould 
be judge to all diforders within his own diocie : befyds all this, their inbring- 
ing of novations within the church, fuch as rotchets wome be prelatts in 
time of ferraon, at diverfe churches, the book of ordination, the book of com- 
mon prayer allready put in practice in diverfe counties, and book of cannons : 
without confent of ane generall affembly, all this is wrought : attour, they are 
of intolerable greidienefe, feiking to reduce noblemen's rights, upon llight 
reafons, with a number of fuch faults, laying the blame hereof altogither 
upcm the king, for giveing them fuch way. And after much reafoning they 
conclude to fee a reformation fliortly, and, to that effect, draws in a great 
number of the nobility quietly to their opinion^ and only waited the time to 
begin the bargaine, as was concluded in the clandeftine band, whilk Hiortly 
fell out thus : Upon Sunday the day of July, Doctor Hanna begane to 

reid the book of common prayer in Saint Geill's kirk of Edinburgh. The no- 
bells being foirlein of this noveltie, never heard befor (fince the reformation) 
in Edinburgh, devyfes a number of rafcally ferving woemen to throw ftoolls 
at the reader, and perturb the kirk ; whilk they did vehemently. The magit- 
trats, being in the church, (no doubt upon the councill of this dilbrder) com- 
manded thtir officers to hurrell thir rafcalls to the kirk door, and to lock them 
out ; but then they became more furious and madd, (as they were directed) 
crying and fliouting, faying, Popery was now brought in amongft them ; 
dang at the doors %vith ftones, and brak doun the glaflin windows with 
fuch noife that ther was no more reading. The biftiop of Edinburgh, named 
Mr David Lindfay, comeing to preach, hearing of this tumult, came ne- 
verthelels to Saint Geill's kirk, and preached but inquietation. Sermon 
ended, and he goeing out of the kirk door, thir rafcall woemen cryed out 
againft biftiops, ready to ftone him to the death ; but being a corpulent man, 
was haftiely put into the earle of Roxburgh's coach ftanding hard befyde, 
and was carried to his lodgeing ; the famen rafcalls ftill following him, and 
throwing ftones at the coach, fo that he efcaped narrowly witii his lyfe. The

After this Sunday's work, the haill Idric doors of Edinbur]g^ 
and no more preadiing heard. The aealous puritanes fbdcsd ilk Sdnday. 
hear devotion in Fyfe, fyne returned to their, houlesy iriiyll theg 
ing at homd. See more of this afterwards. Then they iSmd 
through the countrie to be fiiblcribed. 

The Goundll, then fitting in Edinburgh, removes donn to the aUiay, 
Ipect of thir troubles, and wrytes up all to his nugeftie which was done 

The lady Rothemay wairded be the laird of Frendrandit, as ye have beioi^ 
is at now fett at libertie, and comes home to her own pboe. 

Mr. Andrew Ramlay andMr. Henry Rollodc, minifters at Edinburgh were 
acculed, in September, for not buying and uleing of the iervioe books at. die 
ldng*s command. They anfwered, it was eontrair to the orders of oar kiik 
and their own confidences, and fb would not ule them. 

Followed ane other coundll day, wher ther conveined about 100 miiiiftocB^ 
weill backed with nobles and gentlemen who refuifed the ufeing of thir fir- 
vice books, as eontrair to the conftitutions of the kirk and worfliip of God ; 
wherupon they offered publick difputation, and fo depairted. 

Upon the firft Tuefday of October, the provindall fynod latt down in Mar- 
ray. The bifhop defyred the minifters to buy and ufe the lervice book oon- 
forme to the king's command, as all the reft of the bifliops had done ; but fome 
coft, fome took to be advjrfed, and fome refuifed. The bifbops had caufid 
imprint thir books, and payed for the fiunen, and ihould have gotten frae ilk 
minifter four pounds for the peice. 

At Michaelmas, Sir John Hay lord r^;ifter, upon the king's warnndt was 
chofen provoft of Edinburgh, in place of David Aikinhead latdy deoeofidL 



The king therafter wrytes doun ane letter to him, and baillies and ooancill of 
Edinburgh, to imbrace thir fervice books ; but he narrowly elcaped with hia 
lyfe, and was forced to goe duell in Leith.

IN SCOTLAND AND ENGLAND. 




Sir Alexander Irving of Drum continowed iberriff principall of Aberdein 
be commifiion, for ane yeir ; and Sir John M'^Keuzie of Tarbett flierriff of In- 
vemels. 

TTie king, hearing of thir diforders in Edinburgh, fends doun, in October, 
charges commanding the lords of Councill and SelTion furthwith to remove 
out of Edinburgh, and to litt down in Linlithgow, the firft of November, for 
holding fefTion to the king's leidges ; whilk was not done, to the hindering of 
juftice ; yet ane councill day was keeped in Linlithgow, in November ; fyne 
returned to Holyroodhoufe. 

Upon the 3d of October, in the afternoon, ther fell out in Murray ane 
cruell weit, dinging on night and day, but lightening up whyll the 13th of 
October ; waiters and burns flowing up over bank and brae ; come milnes 
and milne houfes wailien doun ; houfes, kills, cotts, faulds wherin beafts were 
keeped, all deftroyed ; the comes, weill ftacked, begane to moche and rott, 
"whyle they wer caften over againe ; lamentable to fee, and wherof the 
ly^e was never fein before ; doubtlels a prognoftick of great troubles within 
this land. 

About this time, ther were four fliips lying at anchor within the harbour 
of Aberdein ; in one of which fliips. Major Ker and Captain LumfUain had 
a number of fouldiers. But throw ane great fpeat of the water of Die, occa- 
fioned be the extraordinar rain, thir haill four fliips brake loufe, for neither 
tow nor anchor could hold them, and were driven out at the watter mouth, 
upon the night, throw the violence and fpeat of the watter ; and by ane fouth 
eafl. wj'nd were driven to the north flioar, wher thir Qiips was miferably 
bladed with leiks by llriking upon the lands. The fouldiers, ileiping carelels- 
!y in the bottom of the fliip upon hether, wer all in fowra, throw the watter 
that came in at the holls and leiks in the fliip, to their great amazement, fear, 
and dreid. Alwayes, they got up ilk man with horrible crying and fliouting ; 
fome efcaped, other fome pitifully periflied and drouned. About the number 
of fourfcore and twelve fouldiers were wanting, drouned, and gott away. 
This rain to continow fo long togither, the lyke was never fein in our age; 
and came for no good token, as after may be heard. 

In this moneth of October, John Toafti, fervitor to the laird of Frendraucht, 
of whom ye heard fomewhat befor, willingly comes to Strabogie, and makes 
fad revelations to the marqueis anent the fyre of Frendraucht ; wherof he 
took notice, keeped him, and gave him 12s. dayly to fuftaiu lumfelfe upon. 
In the oftler's belyde the place.

00 HISTORY OP THE TROUBLES 1687. 

About this timet the marquefs came toElgine and vifit the earle of Munay, 
and the lady his fifter, who was heartfully welcome. 

Ye heard of the removeing of the coundll and feffion to Linlithgow. The 
lords has ane coundll day in November ; lyne removed back again to the 
abbay, and has another coundll day for breaking up of ane packet lent to 
them be the king. But fcarcely was the lords weill fitten doun, when tfaflr 
came multitudes of puritans, minifters, gentrie, and commons : the coandU 
is offended, fends out ane maoer to charge them to depairt ; bat they proudly 
dilbbeyed : wherupon the coundll left the packet unbroken up, and inddenly 
went home to thdr houies : and lykewayes, the minifters and otherSy at their 
removeing, remove alfo. 

In this moneth of November, Mr. Walter Why tefordt biihop of BreJdM^ 
upon ane Sunday, within the kirk of Brdchin, ufeing this Engliib ierviee^ m 
he had often times done befor but impediment in that kirk ; the people grtt 
up in ane mad humor, detefUng this fort of worfhip, and purfued him & ihaip* 
ly, that hardly he efcaped out of their hands unflain^ and forced, for laifftie of 
his life, to leave his biihoprick, and flie the kingdome. So loon Ipred the de> 
fbruction of thir books and bifhops alfo. 

Upon the 4th of December, on the nighty ther role ane horrible hi{^ wyndL 
which blew doun the cupells ftanding upon the queir of the college kizk of 
Elgine, whilk had endured many winds befor, and fell never while now. 
And, if it had bein theiked, might have Hand, for the timber was fieih and 
fyne, fuffering fo much rain fince the tirring therof, about 80 years. 

The earle of Roxburgh, lord privie feal, came doun firae the king, with com* 
mand to the coundll, to con vein and lit doun at Linlithgow, upon the leventh 
day of December nixt ; whilk they did, and ther broke up the king's pfl^^fc^j ^g" 
whilk was left unbroken up in the abbay, the lali coundll day. 

About this time, Alexander Dunbar of Kilboyack, and his accompliceSy 
turned home to Murray, with ane refpite for the llaughter of Robert and Ni- 
nian Dumbars, and mutilation of the third brother James Dumber ; 
they duelt peaceablie. 

It was reported, that the laird of Frendraucht, about this time, caufed^^ 
diarge the marquels of Huntly for to fett law fouertie ; and ficklyke, 
John Toalh forlaid to compear befor the councilL 

Ane prodamation at the Croce of Edinburgh, with Ibund of trumpet, 
clareing, it was not his majellie's mynd to bring in any alteration in religicui ^ 
and therfor, his leidges to keep old ufe and wont, whyle his better advylementr 
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Bir Atezander Irving of Dmm oontiiiowed fhimff prine^sU of AboEdein 
heeimimiffioiK fbr ane vdr : and Sir John M^Kemde of Taibett made fliiinff 



prindpall of Inreme&p to endure fbr ane yeir : both Uieir 
not home whyle December. 

1688. In the beginningof Febmary^ and not wbyle then, the ieffioiif at the Idiig^ 
command^ fittadomi at BtdvUDg, in anno 18S8 ; but lide or nothing waa done 
ther. 

Upon the 19th of Fefamarjr^ ane proclamation waa made at the croee of 
Strivlingy makeing mention, that the king, oat of his leaH lermaBtaiiiaBee of 
religion, and bearing donn of fuperftition, had eQmp7lled ane book of Cobubob 
Prayer fbr the generall nfe of hia ihlgecta, and ane book of Canone Ibr the 
drarchmen, wherin he had taken great pains. Yet fimieof his fiilgeets^ cot of 
ane xnrepofteroas seall, withftands the reoeiiing of thir books^ and haa tiisir 
convocations and meittings theranent contrair to authority j and Iherftr Mi 
migefti^ be the laid proclamation, dilcfaazged alUnch convoc a tiana and auitU 
ings, under the pain of treaibn. But the earie of Hume and the knd IAidfii7» 
fbr themielves, and in name of the nobility, minifters, bamna and bmgeAs^ 
gentrie and commons, and at the laid meroate croce, after reading of the Add 
prodamation, protefUd qpenlf, that the lamen £bouM not draw 
compais of law, Imng they came there to maintain the true id%ioii,aa it it ell 
tabliihed, and to oppofe pc|ierie ; whernpon they took inftrumenta ^te 
of two hotars, brought there for tl^ purpofe. But, within the Ipaee of two 
hours, ther came to Strivling, of noblemen, commiffioners, minifters and gen* 
trie, about 1600 men ; wherof fome went to the Lords of lecreit councillt pre* 
fently fitting in the toun, defyreing them to mitigat the hardnds of this pro- 
clamation. Wherunto they anfwered, if thir people wera removed oat of tiie 
toun, and diflblved, ther fhould be no more heard of this proclamation. Wher- 
upon they diflblve, that iamen night ; and upon the mome, ilk on^ ane fimdiie 
gett. The council, feeing them removed, conveins, that lame day, afternoon, 
viz. the chancellor, the thelaurer, the lord privie leall, the earle of Wintoim, 
the lord Angus, the lord Down, the lord Elphingfton, the lord rqjifter, the 
lord juftice, the thelaurer deputt, the king^s advocatt, the bilhops of GaUdwaj 
and Breichen; and ther, all in one voice, contrair to their promife, ratified and 
approved the king's proclamation befor expreft, and lubfcrived their ntifieft* 
tion with their own hands, except only the king's advocatt, who refuiled to fiib» 
fcrive tlie iamen, laying, they underftood not weill what they were doeing, to 
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declair the nobilitie, and body of the land, traitours, in fuch a troublefome time. 
Now, whyle the councill is at this buffienefe, the earle of Rothes, haveing quiet- 
ly ftayed behind the reft in the toun, and hearing foniewhat of the councill's 
proceidings, he and others who were with him, by manyeft votes, choofe Ar- 
thur Erfldne, fon to the earle of Marr, and Murray of Polmails, to goe 
in to the council, and to make a declinator againft the bifliops, faying, they 
fhould not be judges in the common caufe; whilk they did, and craved aneact 
upon their declinator under the clerk's hand, whilk was refuifed ; and therfor 
they took inftnimeuts in the hands of two nottars hard befyde, and brought 
with them. 

Upon the morne, being the 21ft of February, the croce of Edinburgh was 
covered in flate ; wher the forlaid proclamation was alfo proclamed. But fome 
noblemen, and comraiffioners for the miniftrie, being conveined in multitudes, 
protefled againft this proclamation, as before, and took inftruments in the hands 
of three nottars. 

Therafter, the nobilitie, miniftrie, and their commiflioners, remained and 
duelt in Edinburgh, wher they had their meltings ordinarly at their pleafiire; 
wherat the bilbops were highly offended, but could not help themfelves. 

The fe0ion fitts ftill in Strivling ; but nothing is done in thir tioublefome 
times. 

It was reported, that the bifhop of Argyle, the dean of Edinburgh, the con- 
ftabull of Dundie, and Sir Thomas Thomlbn wer changed off the fecreit coun- 
cill ; and the lord Doun and others putt in their roumes. 

The bifliop of Kols, haveing ufed thir fervice hooks peaceably, within the 
cliannorie kirk of Rols, ilk Sabbath day, be the fpace of two yeirs, he, upon the 
11th day of March, being Sunday, cauied (as his cuftom was) lay doun ane fer- 
vice book upon the reader's dalk, and upon fome other gentlemens' da(ks befyde, 
who ufed the famen, about the ringing of the Hrft bell to the preaching. But, 
befor the henmeift bell was rung, certain fcholars came pertly in to the kirk, 
and took up thir haill fervice books, and carried them down to the Neis, with 
ane coal of ffyre, ther to have brunt them altogither : but ther fell out fuch ane 
fuddcn fhouer, that befor they could win to the Nets, the coal was drowned out. 
The fchollars feing this, they rave them all in blads defpytfully, and caft them 
in the fea. The bilhop, hearing of this buffienefs, mifkens all vryfely, comes to 
church and preaches, wanting fervice hooks. He was not longfome, but fliort 
at fermon ; and therafter, haiftiely goes to horfe, and fpake with the bifliop of 
Murray ; fyne fpake with the marqueia of Huntly ; and privately diiguifed he 
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nda ibntht «nd to the king goa he diiedly : we Teiy bnffie imui thoni^ to 
b^ in hringing in thir lervioe booki^ and thoftr dmft no^ ftr ftar of Us fifi^ 
return to Scotland ageine. 

Novy the nobles and others oppoAt to thir ierviee bsolBs bsgsae to vsyto 
and fend conuniffionert to the haiU boixowi of SeoUandt ecaraing dNv- 
eniranoe to refift ihir fendoe books; and likewiie lent thmr tlM haill 
dom^ finr ihat effect Amongft the idt» the laird Don^ the Urd Mmfkf^ 
the laird Leyea, and Carnegie of came to tUr aoKth part^ 

to New Almdein, as eommiffioneis finr the laid pmpoft ; bat Aey 
Qieidy bat was rejected be Aberddn, conftantly abydeing be the Idagi 
tamed to their great ihame and wieekt bjr all the bmi^ of fftrrrtlandi a»ya 
ihan hear. They aUedged, the king gave no ihdi femmaad to fldAnro m^ 
covenant 

Thir nobles ient sUb the eade of Sntheriandt the kid Lofal» tbe kid Bmtk 
and lord John oy to thia now eark of Caithnels dder, as their iwimM iflk i'M n 
with the laird of Balnagowan ; hateing alio in their eompaay Mr. Jamea BaU 
adTOcat in Edinbaighy with Mr. Andrew Cant minifler at Fitfl^ 
othen. They came to Invemefi^ npon the SAth of Aprik^ and eoiifeiMil4te 
haill toanfliip» to whom was prodneed ane Confeffion of Faith» aad aneCew 
nant to be fubfcrived be them ; and to note up thdr names who lefiiiled to ftk 
fisive ; but the haill tonn, except Mr. William Ckgie minifter at 
and ibmefew others, willingly fafalcrived. Then they left Inremefib 
Forres»upon the 28th of Aprils whcr the haill miniftrie of that pr efbjf tote flii^ 
fcrived, except Mr. Oeoi^ Camming, perion of Dollas. Right fiia^ CailfaMAk 
Sutherland, Rois, Cromertie^ and Nairn, had for the moft part fnbCerifed' be 
induftrie of the foimamed five commiffioners. They came to Elgin^ iqpon the 
SOth day Aprile ; the baill people was conyeined ; Mr. Andrew Cant ftood 19 
in the reader's daik, and madefomelitk Ipeeeh ; therafter the provoft^ baiDiei^ 
oonncill and community, altogither fubfcrived this coyenant, yery fisw rcAdC^ 
ing, except Mr. John Gordon minifter at Elgtne who did not ihbferiye. TUr 
commiffioners removed from Elgine, upon the fiift day of May ; and as tliey had 
gotten obedience, fo commiffioners were direct out be the nobility throw all the 
kingdome, and gott this covenant fubfcrived^ few refuifing^ exoept Aberdsoi 
and the marquefs of Huntly. 

The biihop of Murray feeing this, heginB quiddy to Irnniih hia hoiiie of 
Spynnie with all neceffiury provifione^ men, and meat, amnmnitifliit powder and 
ball> as he who fbriaw great troubles to fdlow ; but all fer noogfat.. 
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It was laid, that the bifliop of Cathnefs, the bifhop of Orknay, the biihop 
of Argyle, the bifliop of Dunkeld, and fome others, were againft thir femes 
books. Thus, fomc miuiilcrs preached againlt the famen as papiAicall ; others 
preached againft this covenant as made up and done but authoritie, and the 
fubfcrivers therof guiltie of treafon, fchifme and fedition ; and fo, was this land 
drawn in diverfe opinions ; and fonldiers levite in Fyfe to dreill ; a forerunner 
of warr. Alwayes, it was reported, the nobilitie (now called Covenanters) fent 
up their commKlioners with this Confeffion of Faith and Covenant to hia ma- 
jeftie, humbly declareing they were doeing nothing but legally, and craveing 
him to difcharge thir books of Common Prayer and fome other novations 
creiping in within the kirk. Thir comraiflioners gott not full content ; yet his 
raajeltie was. pleafed to appoint ane couQcill day to be holden at his own pal- 
lace of Dalkeith, upon the firft day of June nixt, wher the marijuefs of Hamil- 
toun ihould be commifiioner for the king. The king wrote, delireing the mar- 
quels of Huntly to be ther. The commilHoner's grace wrote for fuch bilbops, 
as was in Scotland, to keep this councill day ; but none durll compear, except 
the archbilhop of St. Andrews, who was alfb chancellor. The marquels of 
Huntly rode over quietly. The commiflioner being come, and the councill fett, 
compeared, the earle of Rothes, the lord Lindi'ay, and lord Loudon, as com- 
miffioners for the nobles and reft of the covenanters, and gave in ane petition 
craveing the hooks of Canons, and Common Prayer, the Hie Commiflion book 
of Ordination, Five Articles of Perth, and fome other things, to be difcharged ; 
and, that no billiop fliould have power nor place in councill nor feffion, nor 
admit any minifter, without confent of his brethrein the miniftrie, within his 
diocie ; for fuch reafons as was contained in their petition. To the which the 
commilBoner gave anfwer , he fhould doe his heft that the books of Canons, Or- 
dination. Common Prayer, Hie Commiflion, and Articles of Perth, ftiould be 
oontinowed, and none to be urged therwitli whyle ane generaU aHembly fbould 
be indicted, and ane parliament to follow : as to the reft, he faid, he had no com- 
miffion to anfwer. But this commiflioner was according to the Covenanters' 
own mind, being fully aflured of his favour. And the only thing that they 
wer feeking was ane generall aflembly, with ane parliament ; whereof now, they 
had good hopes. 

The councill againe conveined upon the morne, wher the archbilliop ftill 
iatt as chancellor, but ther was nothing concluded for the peace of the coun- 
tri«. It is laid, that the marque& of Hamiltoim, commiflioner aforlaid, 
af^ Of at the laft councUl day, deftred the earle of Rothes, lords Lindlay, 
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VoA London, coromiffioners above fpecifeit, to loufe and brake tbis tbeir con- 
teiiBncy ; wbilk, in prefence of the lords of council), they plainly refuis to do : 
wbernpai, he would difcharge this their convDCations, and bands of confederO' 
dtv be open proclamatione at the croce of Edinburgh ; but they bearing of this, 
coBTeilMd in multitudes, and in arines, to proteit againft the fame. 'VMkt* 
l^Ollt tbe commiflioner, continowed this proclamation whyle be advertifed the 
King; and the councill diirolved. 

■ In the mean time, the earle of Marr, being conilabull of the cafties of Edin- 
tanrgit and Strivling, and Glenegas, captain under him in Kdinburgh^ 

etmld gett no proviiion but be permiflion of the covenanters, who was ftraitif 
begnae to watch both thir houfes, day and night. Marvellous, that they 
flunld vSk the king's houfes lb ! but they alleadged they did op wrong, be- 
craft ibix ftrengths were devyled to defend the countrie. 
' As thir huffienefs are in doeing, word came to the marquels of Huntly, 
diat his lady was very feik, within the laird of Clunie's lodgeing in Old Aber- 
dfelUf vher Aie was dwelling for the time. He haifted bim home, but befor he 
cam^ ihe was dead, upon Thurfday the 14th of June ; and be came not home 
iHiyleBiillday at night the 17th of June. Great lamentation was made for this 
matddefi lady, humble and dilcreit, godly, grave, zealous, religious, and very 
duiitaU^ Weill beloved of all, and hated of none. She departed upon Thurf* 
diy ftwftid about midnight. The bells rang out of the haill fteiples of Aba- 
ddDt Fiyday, Saturday, and Sunday, after her deceafe. The marquefe comdng 
htnafit on that fame Sunday at night, caufed Oiortly convoy down her corpfe 
out of the foid laird of Clunie's lodging to the CoUedge kirk, with forae company 
and torch light ; wher her corps lay wbyle the 26th of June, but any more 
knelliijg of bells. Therafter, her corps was traofported, upon the night, frae 
the CoUedge to the Cbappell on the Caftlebill of New Aberdeiu. And, upon the 
SSth of June about 13 bours in the day, ihe was lifted ; and at ber lifting, the 
toun of Aberdein caufed ilioot tbeir baill ordinance, for ane good night. She 
is convoyed with multitudes of people in a magnifick honourable manner, have- 
lug her corps carried upon the bearers of ane coach be fix barrons, and led be 
horfas under ane muming pale ; the crown with her armes and armes of her 
four brenches was carried ; and thus was fhe convoyed to St. John the Evange- 
lift'a Ifle, or Bifhop Licbtoun's Ifle, on the north fyde of St. Maucber kirk ; and 
there buryed with great muming and lamentation. He made choice of this 
buriall place, and left the ancient and honorable buriall place of his noble 
fpriwars and famous father within the fisuth ifle of the cathedral! Idik of 
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Elgine, befouth the qiiier tberof ; aud coft this ifle frae the bifliop, minifters 
and elders of Old Aberdein, to remaine a biiriall place for hira and his pofte- 
rity, and whilk he refolved to reedifie for that effect; wher I will leave his 
noble lady Dame Ann Campbell marchionefs of Hiintly [to] reft in peace; and 
ipeake of her liufljand fore troubled. In the mean time, upon the raorae, after 
her buriall, the marquefa in high uielancholie, lifted bis houfehold, and flitted 
haiHiely to Strabogie, haveing the number of ten childrein, of fmgular educa- 
tion and Weill brought up, with him. 

Ye heard, how the commiflioner advertifed the king anent the proclamation, 
and, of the covenanters' convocation to proteft, &e. ; now he getts order, and 
caufes make proclamation, at the croce of Edinburgh, to didblve this covenant 
and convocation, under the pain of trealbn; wherof they are weill foirfein, 
and at all occalion, getts tyroeous advertifement what the king was to doe; 
and therfor conveined in multitudes, and made proteftations againft this pro- 
clamation, and therupon took inflruments in the hands of forae nottars ; wher- 
of the clerk, young Mr. Alexander Gibfon, was one. The marquefs of Ha- 
milton, commiflioner forfaid, now rode back to the king. 

It pleafed his majeftie to recall the feflion from Strivling back againe to Edin- 
burgh, and to fitt douQ upon the 3d of Jully for adminiftration of juftice ; but 
little ado. in refpect of this troubleous time. 

Upon the 20th day of Jully, the earle of Montrofe, the lord Couper, the 
mailer of Forbes, the laird of Leyes Burnet, the laird of Morphie, Mr. Alex- 
ander Henderibn minifter at Leuchara in Fyfe, Mr. David Dickfone minifter 
at Irving, and Mr. Andrew Cant minifter at Pitfligo, as commiflioners for the 
covenanters, came altogither till New Aberdein. The provoft and baillles 
courteoully ialutes them at their lodgeing ; offers them wine and coufects ac- 
cording to their laudable cuftom, for their welcome: but this their courteous 
offer was difdainfuUy refuifed, faying, they would drink none with them, whyle 
firft the covenant was fubfcrived ; wherat the provoft and baillies was fome- 
what offended. Allwayes they took their leave fuddenly ; caufed deall the wyne 
in the bead houfe amongft the poor men, whilk they fo difdainfuUy had re- 
fiiiled ; wherof the like was never done to Aberdein, in no man's memorie. 

Upon the morne, being Sunday, thir three covenanting minifters intended 

to preach ; but the toun'a minifters keeped them therfrae, and would give them 

no entrance, but preached themfelves in their own pulpitts. They, feeing 

themlelves fo difappointed, go to the earle Marilchall's clofe, wher the lady 

LPitfligoe's After was then duelling, ane rank puritane; and the faid Mr. Alex- 
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ander Henderlbn preached firft, nixt Mr. David Diddbne^ and laftly BCr. An* 
drew Cant, all on the laid Sunday ; and diverfe people flocked in within the 
laid dofe to hear thir preachers, and fee this noveltie. It is laid, this Mr. 
Henderfon read out, after his lermon, certaine articles proponed betfaedtvyaci 
of Aberdein ; amongft which, was alleadged, they could not fuUcriYe Urn 
covenant without the king^s conunand ; wherunto he made fudi anfiien^ m 
jHea&i him heft. 

Upon the mom being Munday, they all three preadied again^ afker otiMni^ 
within the laid dofe. Many auditors was there ; wherof, fome was mofred to 
fuhferive the covenant, fudi as, Patrick Lelslie burgeis of Aberdeint Jokn 
Lelslie his brother, Mr. Alexander Jaffray, fundrie of the name of Bumel^ and 
others burgefles of Aberdein; and likewayes, Mr. Jdm Lundie mafter of the 
Grammar School common procurator of the king^s coUedge, Mr. David Undfigf 
perfon of Belhelvie^ Mr. Andrew Melvill perfon of Banphorie Devinicfc^ Mr. 
Thomas Melvill minifter at Dyls, Mr. Walter Anderfon minifter at Kimieikr, 
Mr. William Robertfon minifter at Fitty ; and fidyke, by all man^a cxpeeta^ 
tion. Dr. William Guild ane of the minifters of the laid burgh of Abeiddn; 
and Mr. Robert Reid minifter at Banchorie Teman : but thir two fidrfbdved 
this covenant with fome limitations and reftrictions ; wherof the tenorfidlowi*

Doctor William Guild and Mr. Robert Reid hafe fubfoired the Cofenant made be Ae 
men, barronsy gentrie, and minifters, anent the mantainance of religion, his majefUe'a anthori^i aad 
laws, with thefe exprefs conditions, to wit, That we acknowledge not, nor yet condemne, the Arti- 
cles of Perth, to be nnlawfiill or heads of popery ; bnt only promife (for the peace of the dmreh, 
and other reafons) to forbear the practice therof, for a time. 2do, That we condemn no J^pifea- 
pall GoTemment, feclndeing the perfonall abnfe therof. Stio, That we ftill retaine, and ihaD 
all loyall and dewtifoll fabjection and obedience unto our dread foTeraigne the Idng'a 
And, that in this fenfe, and no otherwayes, we have pnt our hands to the foreiaid Cofenanl ; Ada 
noblemen, barrons, and minifters, commiffioners under fabfcriying, does teftify. At Aberdon, the 
30th of Jolly 1638. 

Likeas, we under fubfcriTeing doe declan*, that they neither had, nor have, any iiitertfae, butsf 
loyaltie to his majeftie ; as the iaid coyenant bears. 

And fo» thir reftrictions were fubfcrived in a paper be itlelfe^ as tcXkmh 
Montrose^ Couper^ Forbes^ Marphie^ Leyes^ Hender/cm^ Didffim, Omt; 
and left in the laid Dr. Guild's own keepings for interpretation of thir two 
their fubfcriveing of the covenant. 
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This Guild was ane of the king's own chaplains of the Chappell Roj'all, 
t and be fetts out ane imprinted Paper direct to the nobilitie, gentrie, burrowB, 
miniilers, and others of the combination of the covenant, and printed at Aber- 
dein, in anno 1639> wilhing no armes to be raifed againft the king ; wherof the 
coppie is fett down hereafter. Notwithftanding of all thir cloaks, he fubfcriv- 
ed the covenant ablblutely but limitation ; as ye jnay fee afterwards. 

But the foiniamed commiflioners and their three miniilers, before this, went 
from Aberdein, went down throw the prelbytriea of Buchan, and gott many 
fuUcriptions of miniilers and laicks to their covenant. They pall out of 
Aberdein, upon the 23d of Jully: and returned back againe ther, upon the 28th 
of Jully; and gott the lubfcriptiona of Aberdein, as ye have heard. They were 
but few in company, about 30 horfe, and multitudes refbrted to them belydes, 
out of Buchan, Marr, Meams, and the Garioch, who fubfcrived all. In end, 
thir commilRoners departed fouth out of Aberdein. See more hereafter. 

Upon the eight day of Augult, John Dugar, of whom fome mcDtion is be- 
fore, came with his companions to the laird of Corfe his bounds, and fpoul- 
sied the ground, and fpoulzied Mr. Thomas Forbes miniiter at Leotjuhell 
his houle, and opprelTed the king's leidges greivoufly. Wherever he came, 
in Strylay, and other places, he would take their horfe, kyne, and oxen, and 
caufe the owners corapone and pay for their own geir. He gave himfelfe out 
to be the king's man, and lb might take and opprefs the covenanters and their 
goods, at his pleafure. He troubled the merchants at Bfu*tholomew fair, and 
caufed them to pay foundly. He took, out of the laird of Corfe's bounds, 
alio, ane brave gentleman tenent and dwelling ther, and carried him with 
him, and fent word to the laird, defireiug him to fend him ane thouland 
pounds, whilk the lords of councjll gave to his name for taking of GiUieroy, 
or then he would lend his man's head to him. The laird of Corfe rode 
fhortly to Strabogie, and told the marquefi, who quickly wrote to M'Gri- 
gor, to fend back Mr. George Forbes againe, or then he would come himfelfe 
ftir him. But he was obeyed, and came to Strabogie haill and found, upon 
the 15th of Auguft, (wher the laird of Corle ftayed whyll his return) but 
payment of any ranfom. He thanked his lordlhip, fyne returned home. But 
this Dugar was llain therafter ; as ye lliall hear. 

This Doctor John Forbes of Corfe happened, out of zeal and a weill mean- 
ing mind, to write out ane treatife, wherof fome copies were fpread abroad, 
londiiDg our nationall ConfellioD of Faith regiftrated in parliament ; and con- 
^ that other litle ConfelTion, called GeneraU, which was alfo called The 
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King's Conf^on^ and The Negative Cmf^um^ containing the oath. This 
written paper came to the hands of Mr. Alexander Henderfon minifter of 
Leuchars, and Mr. Dayid Dickfon minifter at Irveing, and fome brethrein of 
the miniftrie^ who find fault with the lame, in their Anfwers to the JRejdyes 
of the Minifters and Prqfeffbrs qf Divinity in Aherdein concerning the late 
Covenant^ given out in print, in anno 1638; and at the anfwer to the 12th 
demand, faying, ' We told you before, that we did no more allow of violences 
' of that kynd, nor we did allow the foul afperfions of rebellion, herefie, fdnfin, 
' and perjurie, putt upon the noblemen and remanent covenanters,' &:c.: whilk 
anfwers are fubfcrived be the (aids Mr. Alexander Henderfon and Mr. David 
Dickfon. But this Doctor John Forbes of Corfe, perceiveing his wrytten 
paper to be quarrelled, in forme forfaid, in fuch dangerous times, fets out 
ane other printed paper, dedicate to the marquels of Huntly, called A peace* 
able Warning to the Sultjects in Scotland, given in the year of God 1688. 
And in the preface of the author, he plainly and openly diiallows aU other 
copies, and holds to the fisdd only perfect edition, wherin ther was no fuch 
words indeid fett doun as rebellion, hereiie, fchifine, and perjurie. By this 
imprinted paper, he thought he might be frie of what was written before^ 
according to the priviledge granted to wrjrters and pen men, and to have 
efcaped the fevere cenfure of the covenanters ; wherin he was much deceived. 
Allwayes, the laid Doctor John Forbes of Corfe, Doctor Alexander Scrogie 
minifter at Old Aberdein, Doctor William Leislie principall of the King's Col- 
ledge, Doctor Robert Barron minifter at Aberdein, Doctor James Sibbald mi- 
nifter ther, and Doctor Alexander Rols minifter ther, fett out ane printed 
paper called, Generall Demands concerning the late Covenant, &c ; with the 
brethren their anfwers made to the faids demands ; together atfo with the re- 
plys of the forfaids minifters and profeflbrs made to the anfwers of the laid 
brethrein, — altogither printed in (me volume, dated in anno 1688. Wher- 
upon followed ane other printed peice called The Anfwers ofjome Srethrwa 
of the Miniftrie to the Replys qf the Mini/lers and Profejfors of Divinity 
in Aberdein, concerning the late Covenant, m anno 1688, fubfcrived by Mr 
Alexander Henderfon minifter at Lynchers, and Mr. David Dickfon mini& 
ter at Irving. Lykeas, the laids minifters and profeflbrs of Aberdein 6t 
out ane other imprinted paper anfwering therto, called Duplyes of the iifi- 
nifters and Profeffors of Aberdein, to ihejecond Anfwers offofou reoe* 
rend Bretherin, concerning the late Covenant, in anno 1688, and fufaimved 
be the faid perfones, as followes, viz. John Forbes of Corfe doctor and proleflar 
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of divinitie in Aberdein, Robert Barron doctor and profeiTor of divinitie and 
miniiler in Aberdein, Alexander Sa-ogie minifler at Old Aberdein D. D., Wil- 
liam Lefslie D. D. and principall of the King's Colledge in Aberdein, James 
Sibbald doctor of divinitie and minifler at Aberdein, Alexander Ro& doctor 
of divinitie and minifler at Aberdein. But to thir duplyes, the reverend co- 
venanting bretbrein made never aufwer that came to print, of my knowledge, 
and, as was thought by fome, unanlwerable. 

I leave the confideration of thir peices to the judicious and ingenious read- 
er. AUwayes, thir wrytings, pro et contra, bred no finall trouble to the con- 
fciences of good chriftians, feeing fuch contrair opinions araongft the clergy, 
within a reformed lettled kirit ; not knowing whom to beleive, for falvation 
of their fillie fouls, nor whofe opinion they fhould follow, in thir troublefome 
times. 

Now, as thir papers are going abroad, the archbifhop of St Andrews, ane 
old reverend man, high chancellor of Scotland, is forced, for fear of bis life, to 
fly from the kingdome of Scotland into England, for laiftie and refuge at the 
king's bands. The biitiops of Rofs, Brechin, Galloway, and Dumblane, went 
all to him alfo, for relei£fe. The king wag very forrie at their overthrow, but 
could not for the prefent mend it; allwayes, he gives order, for their main- 
tenance. The biihop of Edinburgh goes likewayes. The archbifliop of Glaf- 
gow, lying bedfaft, might not move. The biftiops of Aberdein, Murray, and 
the reft, bide at home for a whyle in reft. See hereafter. 

The glorious organs of the chappell royall were mafterfully broken doun, 
and no fervice ufed ther ; but the haill chapplains, choristers, and mnficiane 
are difcharged ; and the coftly organs altogether dellroyed and made uielefs. 
Thir uncouth alterations bred horrible fears in the hearts of the countrie 
people, not knowing what to doe, nor whom to obey. 

Upon the fixth of August 1638, James earle of Murray departed this lyfe, 
in his own place of Demway ; and, upon the mome, was quietly buried at 
the kirk of Dyke, but convocation, pomp, or worldly glory, as himfelfe had 
directed befor his deceafe. He left two childrein behind him, one wherof 
fucceided Earle, the other was ane daughter married to the laird of Grant. 
His lady lived not long after him, but departed this life alfo; as ye may fee 
afterwards. 

Upon the 13th of Auguft, the lord Gordon came from court home to Stra- 
bogie. He brought ane packet of letters frae the Jfing to the marquefs his' 
father, wherin was alfo ane packet [of] letters, direct frae his majellie to both 
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Aberdeins, and to the profeflbrs and doctors of divinitie of both tonnes. And 
fiddyke, the Marquels of Hamilton aooompanyed his Migeftie's letters, with 
letters alfo to the iaids touns and doctors. What was contained within the 
Marquels' letters, I cannot tell : but the other letters are coiypiad veEbatun, as 
follows.

HaTdng undoftood how dntiftLDy ye facte 
carried yonrfelves, at this time, in what concerns the good of our fernee, and partieohily in faiiider- 
ing fome ftranger minifters from preaching in any of yovr chordies'; Wee hare taken notioe ihenS, 
and doe give yon heartiely thanks for the frmen, and doe expect that as your eaniage UthMto faatk 
bein good, fo you will continow ; afliireing''yoiit that when any thing that may concera yoor good 
ihall occvy Wee will not be nnmindfoll of the fiunen.

Reverend Gentlemen, fo foon as I underflood from my lord marqnefa of Huntly, of the late pro- 
esdii^ at Aberdein, I difpatched onto his majefly the famen (for I mett with his lorUfliip's pac- 
ket on my way towards Scotland, with all your printed qnonies), which how weill they are accept- 
ed hy lui giaciona majeflie, you will esfiely perceive by his own letter, which here 1 fend you. 1 
hold it my part to lett yon know, how acceptable to mylelf your haill carriage has bein, and with 
what content I read both your firft quffiries, which I fent to his majefly ; and likewayes your I'econd 
reply, which I liave received fince my comeing hither, and am now fending to my mofl gracious 
mailer. In their anfwer to yonr firll demand, I am infinitely wronged by thefe three miniflers, who 
(without the leail fufpicion of tmlh) have averred, that I was contented and weill pleafed with the 
explanation of the covenant which waa prefented to me, as ane humble fupplication of the nobles 
and other covenanters. And I being enjoyned by his facred mnjeflte to receive the petitions of his 
fnbjects, and to give anfwers to them, but to diat, I coold give no other anfwer, than that I flionld 
ftcqnaint hia majeftie therwith, who hath as yet returned none to them ; though I will alTare yon, 
im majejly is far from receiveing any fatifiaction, by what was contained in their fupplication or 
ezplanalion ; and reafon hath he to think fo of it. And what was my lenfe and fpeich to thoJe 
Umi did deliver it, and how far and contrair to that they faUly alleadged, diverfe of the lords 
of bia majettie's comicill can bear me witnefs ; molt of which number they hare alTo wronged, by 
infer^g ontruths in the anfwera to your quieries. And, if jnftice be not qnyt banilhed out of the 
land, I hope I thall not be dcnyed agunfl fnch calumneis, as they have raifed of me. Yonr lafl 
book of Demands, and Reply, with yonr Anfwer, I pnrpofe prefently to print here ; and yon Ihall 
fee, that I Ihall clearly vindicat myfelf from fo fonll ane afperfione.

By this letter, ye may fee, tfae niarque& of Hamilton is offended with 
• Jlr. Alexander Henderfon, Mr. David Dickfon, and Mr. Andrew Cant, their 
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BxSwetB to the doctors of Aberdein their firft demands. Bat, howfoerer hi 
was gufltie or innocent, yet, nothing followed be juftioe againffc the miniften ; 
as he wrjrtes. 

In the meantime, both Aberdeins, and their doctors, are fi> fiiffr enooiuaged 
by thir letters written to them from his nugeftie and his CQmniiffioner« bacUl 
alfo with the marquels of Huntly's letter of recommendation, (who knew no- 
thing but honefty) that they ftood out againft the coyenanters, and bade be 
the king conftantly whyll they could do no more, to their otter awaOuow§ 
ihame, and indignity ; wheras, all the reft of the burrows fubCbrived this oh 
venant, and lived in peace ; as hereafter may appear: but unfintunate Aber- 
dein wilfully ftood out, (except £bme who had alreadie ftibiSsrived, as ye have 
heard) looking for help frae the king; butheandthqrbodiwmbociMdoai; 
as may be fein hereafter. 

Ye heard, how the marquefi of Hamiltoun rode to court He retnnis faadi^ 
as ye may perceive, about the firft of Auguft, and oonveins ane eoundll flKvt- 
ly at Holyroodhoufe ; and, in prefence of the lords, he produees eleveni fivdi^ 
articles brought doMm be him frae the king, for reformation of ibme efiaipsfc 
and fetling of the countrey ; wherof the tenor is thus : 

ImprimM^ That all minifters depoled, fmce the firft of Fdhruary, be MiNnei 
to their former functions. 

ftdo. That aU minifters, admitted without oonlent of their own OEdinar,.lio 
depoled. : 

SIni. That all moderators of prelbytries depofed be repooed, and thoft Alt 
are in their places deiift. 

4tto. That all parochiners reteir to their paroches and feffions ; that they 
may concurr with and aflift their minifters, according to the ancient forme. ^ 

Sto. That all bifhops and minifters be payed of their fUpends. 

6to. That all prelbytries chule their moderators, wherof the moderator 
muft be one. 

7«no. That all minifters goe home and preach to their own parochiners. 

8ro. That all bifhops and miniflers be fecured in their perlbns from aU 
hoftile invalion. 

Qno. That no laicks votte in choofeing commiffioners of parliament fine 
the aflembly. 

lOmo. That all convocationes ceafe, alfeweill of nobilitie and gentries ai 
bifhops and minifters, and repair to their OMm homes, that mattett m^ be 
fettled in peace. 
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llmo. To advyfe to give fatiffaction to his majeftie anent the covenant, or 
to remeid the famen. 

It is alfo laid, that the comminioner brought with him power to indict ane 
I cenerall affembly, with ane parliament following therupon, if the covenanters 
i woiild brake and diflblve their band of combination, otherwayes to charge 
I tiiem xmder the pain of treafon be open proclamatione to that effect. But the 
y covenanters would nowayes yeild to the difTolveing of their band. Wherupon 
the commiffioner caufed charge them, be open proclamatione, at the mercat 
croce of Edinburgh, to brake the faid band, under the pain of treafon. But 
they protefted in the contrair, and took inftruments in the bands of yonng 
Mr. Alex. Gibfone one of the clerks of feffion. IVherupon the commiflioner 
his grace delired the lords of council to ratifie and approve the forfaid procla- 
matione as lawfully done, and done by their counfell and advyce. The cove- 
nanters hearing of this, prefently gave in ane fupplication before the lords of 
councill, defyreing them nowayes to approve the forfaid proclamatione, for di- 
verfe and fundrie reafons therin contained. The commiflioner, hearing thir 
reafons, defyred ane competent time to acqiuent his majeftie with thir reafons 
of their fupplication ; and, in the meantime, all matters to ceale, whyle hia ma- 
jestie's advertifement; whilk was granted. 

Ye heard befor, of the 11 articles fent down be the king. It was not with- 
out good caufe; for the ringleaders of this covenant amongft the miniftrie 
left their own kirks, and went throw the countrie, teaching and preaching 
■t other minifters' kirks who were contrair to their covenant ; depofed whom 
they pleafed ; and admitted in their roomes others of the covenant. But the 
commiflioner hia grace received from them no fatiffactory anfwer to thir moft 
reafonable articles, to carry back to his raafter the king's majeftie. 

Allwayes, he haifts to coiurt with the covenanters' reafons of their fup- 
plication, to Ihew his majeftie ; and withall, forgott not to wryte to the doc- 
tore and preachers of both Aberdeina, defyreing them to continue conftant 
and remove all fear, afllireing them of his majeftie's favour and protection 
againft the covenanters. And fent alfo ane little imprinted treatife, called 
77ie Margue/s of Hammilton'a Manifefto : — whereof the tenor follows. 

It will, no (loabt, Teem llran^ to fee my name in print, flanding fo neare tbefe men who tuv 
■aterlocnton in the fncceeding pegvs, their profcfTion and mine being of fuch tiifTcrent natnrei : 
bat 1 fhall intreat the in^anooa reader to take notice of the necelfitie of this my doing. 

I am by the three anfwerrra to thefe demands wronged, and that by an injurie of an high nature, 
dnllenged in writing to hare done that, which God doth know never entred into my thoughta : 
1 
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and for any thii^ the anfweKn did or do knowy nofcr eaine into iiij niiide. And tboim^ by tk 
law of cliallengety they baTeing chaDeiiged me, I may cfaoofe the weapon* (wUdi certaialy ihed4 
ha?e been in another kinde, had the challengeri been of another profeflSon) yet being me^^ eC fe 
holy a function, I haTe thought good to make ehoyoe of thmr own wmpont ; and by my pen to d» 
ont that blot, which they by their pen ha?e laid upon me. And I have thong^ it fit to do it ia a 
icednle annexed to this boc^ (which for that canfe only I haTe canfed to be here nprinted) An 
wheni men's mindes pohaps may bepoyibnedbyfwallowli^annntnithintheiran(Wer% fedes p l y 
wonnding my honour and loyaltie ; tUs antidote might be ready at hand to cure them, be&in thej 
flumld be folly tamted with it: as likewayes fuppofeing that if they ihoald be printed ftfcnDy, 
many mi§^ meet with thdr anfwers alone^ which might leafe in them a bad impreffion ef me; 
if they fhould not be attended with thb juft and true exprrfhm <if mine. 

The injuries wherewith I am riobted by the three aniWeversy are of two fiirls: One of them 
ftrikes me alone^ aslus iacred mijefUe's high eommiflkmer: The other wounds me aa Ua majsAiB'p 
counieDour ; and with me all of that hcmouiible booid. 

The former b this. They deKyer affirmatiTely, that the Declarstion which they tendered iMsf 
thrir late covenanty was fuch as I accepted and was well pleafod with. And this they fit down 
twice for foiling: in thrir anfwer to the fiift demand towards the end, and in their anftrortoAe 
third demand a little before the middle of it: and that ^th fuch confidence^ as truly I can ast 
with any juftice blame the reader for beleering of it, when it foil from the pens of theb men, n i s ft . 
profeffion is the teaching of truth. . 

But I ihall defire the readers to fiiflhr themfolTes (notwithftanding the prejudice of diefi mni'i 
perfbns) to be undeceired by a plaine ainennent <if truth. 

I am confident none of thefo three anfwerers oyer heard me iky ib^ nor wiD they lay they dU. 
If they but heard it from others (which I do Terily beleere they did not, and Aall do fi fl% tD 
they arouch their authors) fure no man can choofo but mifle in them that drill prudence^ wUA 
will not allow any difcreet man to affirm that of any other ; much leSk of a peribn of my qaaBlie^ • 
and at this time of my place; the foundation whereof ihall be fo frail and ilipperie^ as repoily irtich 
is alwaies uncertaioy and moft times ialie. 

For clearing the truth, I doe ayerre upon mine honour, that I nerer faid fo, I nerer thought fo. 
And though that that declaration was much bettered by the indufirie of fome well afibcted (from 
what was firft intended) yet it gave me not (atif faction : and I dare boldly affirm, I nerer iaid it 
woold erer give my mailer the king's majefly any. My juftifiers in this, ihall be thefe noblemen, 
gentlemen and others to whom I erer fpoke eyther pnblickly, or in private. I was indeed content 
to catch at any thing I conld, when I conld not obtain what I would : as being willing to do my 
country-men that refpect, as to the ntmoil of my power to recommend to my graciGUs mailer^ with 
all fayoarable conilruction, even that which I then thought, and did know fell ihort of jufl and home 
iatUYaction. Nor is there any ground for their opinion of my acceptation of that declaration, unl^ 
they call receiring, accepting ; and that was not in my power to refofe, it being conomved in for- 
mall words of a fnpplication, and fo tendered to me, who by my royall mailer his inftructiotts 
commanded to receire the petitions of all his good and loyal fnbjects. And here, I do confefs, I 
not charge it for a fonltie miilake upon the readers of thefe afleverations of the three anfwersB^ if 
they ihonld, before this my declaration, conceiTe that his majeily were in all probabilitie like to rcil 
fatifBed with that declaration of the covenant ; haring it delivered to them from men whom they 
have in all this bniineile beleeved as much as themfelves, that his mi^eilie's commiffioner, wlio in all 
likelihood did know his majeftie's minde beil, did reil iatifBed with it. But his majefly hath jiA 
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foa to tb$ige me, if thefe BlIeTerationit were true; as I liave pood reaftm to vindicate myfelf, they 
boiag not true. The trntli is, if thefe Bfreverations be true, I do profelH; to the whole world, 
iImI hia majelty hntU a moll juft cnufe to difchar^ Hiufelfo of me, sod my fervice, and to dil- 
dwrge me of all trull in this, or any other negotiation. For I profcfle, that I knowing his tna- 
jeftie'a conlUnt mitlike of the faid covenant, it muft bewray in me either breach of trull, or K-anl 
of judgement ; if 1 Ihould go aliout to make either my ielf, or the world beleeve, that my mafter 
could receive latifTaction from fuch an explanation. 

And here I can not dilTemble, but maA alk leave to vent my felf thoa far. Had thefe wronga 
[ hetn pnt upon me by the pens of other men, and not of thele whofe profefliona I am forward and 
I Inlling to beleeve (becaufe I would have it fo) will not fulTer them to embrace willful and mali- 
u delignes : I would jnflly bave doubted, that tliere had been fome men in this kingdome, who 
f knng afraid of a fetling and peaceable conclolion of this bufitiefs, had gone about to raife in my 
[ VOyxll and gracious mailer a jealoulle of my llacknefs in my king and conntrie's (ervice, that To 1 
[ wi^t be called back, re infecta. If any fuch enemies there be to the peace of this milerable *f- 
I tncted church and Hate, 1 befeecb God in time to difcover them, and that all may end, in corer- 
ID^ them with Ihame and confnlion. 

Tlic fumme of all I will lay, of this perfonall wrong offered to my felf, is this ; if thefe reverend 
and learned geutlemen, the aofwerers, in tbele untrue afperfions intended any harm to me, I Ihall 
only now requite them with a call of their own calling ; 1 pray God forgive them. If they intended 
me DO harm, then I do expect that they will give my Ielf and the world fatiftaction, in clearing me 
that I gave them no ground for thele their alTeve rations. And fo being confident of his majellieV 
^oodncfs to all his mioillers ; amongll the rell, to tlic meanell of them, my felf, elpecially in tbii 
puticvlar, that he will sever be fliaken in tbe opinion of my loyall and conflont fervice, upon fnch 
flight, light, and groandleffe reports. I will fay no more of that firll point. 

For that which conccmetb my felf as a, counlellor, and the rell of that bonourahle boord, averred 
by the three anfwerers, in iheu- aniwers to the third and fourieenlb demand, I do here protell be- 
fore almighty God, that none of the allcgatiooa alledged by the three anlwerers, nor any petition 
given me by the fupplicants, moved me to give way, that the order of the councell table ffaould 
not pais into an act : for I did then, and do now avow, that I then was, and now am fully fatif- 
fied with bis Majeflie's moll gracious declaration ; and tlut in ray opinion all ought to have thonght 
tbemfelvea fulBciently freed from feara of innovations. But the true renfon was this, I was fo ten- 
derly afiectioned towards the peace of my countrie, that I gave way to that, which many of honour- 
iiUe qnaliiie a/Tured me, if it were not done, a prefent rupture miglit follow, and lb confcqnently 
As raine of this kingdome ; which I was relblved to keep off fo long aa polTibly I could, retuning 
JKf fidelitie to my mailer. Which care of mine I iinde but llenderly requited, when it is made an 
■gnroeut to perl'uade his majellie's good I'ubjecls to do that which ia lb difpleafmg to him, and lb 
-■afsfe for tbera. And yet even in this palFage, it would have been expected from men of that pro- 
feflion, that nothing Ihould have palTed but undoubted truth. In which point too, they bare failed, 
either aa I hope by a millaking, or a mif- informing. For the niiffive once thought fit to be lent to 
hia majefty, waa never rent, but rcmaineth yet aa it was : and we did not fend it, becanfo we did 
not thmk, thanks to his majelly would be feafonable In the name of the whole kingdome, when we 
knew hia majelly, by the lalt proceedings of many, and proteDationa made againlt his royal] decla* 
ration (pretended in the name of the whole country) could not receive lalilTaction. 

To conclude, notwith Handing this perfonall wrong offered to me his majellie'e high comroiflloner, 
I will cweftilly, chMrfnUy, ud confUntly go on with this great bniienes, wherewith he hatb uitmll.

No doubt, but the doctors of both Aberdeins wer encouraged be the mar- 
quefi'miflive^ and his manifefto above written; but all finr nought; it toned to 
their greif and forrow, and wradc of both Aberdeins, as ye may heraftcr fte^ 

Now, whyle his majeftie's commifBoner is rydeing to court, as ye heard be» 
fore, the covenanters begin moft carefully to provide for men, and make nmt 
ter, in Fyfe, and other parts ; and held their publict meltings and oonventfan 
e^fainft the laws, as a{ypeared, and but authority, in the Grey Frier kuk ef 
Edinbui^, to the marvdl of many. See hereafter. 

The lord Delkfoord, about this time, was made earle of Findlafter, whcnt 
the lord Ogilvie took exception, being neareft the ftodc, to wit, the laird of 
Purie Ogilvie, and nobilitat befbr him. 

Upon the 8th of Auguft, ane convention of b ur rows was hoMen atStrivling; 
wher it was acted ; that no magiftrate ihould be dhofen, throw all the bmi ews 
of Scotland, but fudh as had fiibicrived the covenant The burgh of Ahei^ 
deinhad no commiflioner there, becanle they were not advertiied with the reft, 
as the cuftome was. Allwayes, ane extract of this act was fent to them from 
this convention, without any miffive ; wherat they marvelled. 

Ye beard how the commiffioner rod to court : he returns bade to Scotland, 
commiffioner againe, about the 15th of September, with the Confeffion of Faith 
and Band of Mantainance, word be word, conform to the firft ; and, in prelence 
of the lords of councill, produced his majeftie*s letter declareing, he was moft 
unwilling to bring in novations or alterations of religion within the kirk, but, 
to mantain the Confeffion of the Faith, whilk he fent down to be iubicrived, 
firft, be his commiffioner, and next, be the lords of councilL And this Confist 
fion the commiffioner alfo produced before the laids lords, with the Band of 
Mantainance; requireing and commanding the laids lords tofubicrive the fiunen, 
in form forfaid, conforme to our foveraigne lord's letters, of the date at Oat- 
lands the nynth of September 1638 ; and likewayes, that the fenators of the 
colledge of juftice, judges and magiftrates to burgh or land, and all other fid>- 
jects whatfomever, to renew and fubfcrive the laid Confeffion of Faith and 
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Band of Mantainance ; wherby all fears of alteration of religion might be re- 
moved out of the hearts of his good fubjects. In the which letters alfo was 
contained a difcharge of the Service Books, Book of Canons, and Hie Corn- 
million; and difchargeiiig all perfons from practil'eing the Five Articles of 
Perth ; that ilk miuifter at his entrie ftiould he fworn conforme to act of par- 
liament, and no otherwayes; that his majeftie would forgett and forgive all 
former diforders, moved anent thir bufTmedes ; and if they do the lyke, to be 
lyable to the tryall of ane parliament, generall alfembly, or any other judges 
competent ; as in the faids letters of the date forlaid, and imprinted at Edin- 
bui^h, at length was contained. Attour, his majeflie gave his faid commif- 
iioner warrand to indyte ane generall allembly, to be holden at Glalgow the 
21{t of November 1638, and ane parliament, to be holden therafter at Edin- 
burgh the 15th of May 1639, for fetleing a perfect peace within the king- 
dome Imth in church and policie. Farder, the faids letters were ordained to 
be published at the mercate croces of the head burghs of Scotland : which was 
printed, at Edinburgh, by Robert Young printer. 

The lords of councill haveing confidered Iiis majeftie's great goodnefe in 
granting to them more than they looked for, and as would feim more than 
enough ; they fand themfelves fully fatilHed therwith, and made ane act ther- 
upoD, promilmg to ufe their beft means to make his majeftie's haill fubjects 
reft content therwith, and all and every one Ihould teftifie their thankfulnels 
for fo great a grace and goodnels received at his majeftie's hands, and to offer 
their lives and fortunes in his defence, and mantainance of religion : whilk act 
was fubfcrived by the faids lords' hands, at Holyroodhoufe the 22d of Sep- 
tember 1638. Sic lubfcribitur, Hamilton, Traquair, Roxburgh, Marifiiall, 
Marr, Murray, Linlithgow, Perth, Wigton, Kinghom, Tullibardin, Hadding- 
tous, Annandale, Lauderdale, KinnouU, Dumfreis, Southeflc, Belhaven, An- 
gous, Lome, Elphinfton, Naper, Dalziell, Amond, J. Hay, S'. Thomas Hope, 
fi^. William Elphinfton, Ja. Carmichael, J. Hamilton, Blackball. 
I Attour, be another act of fecreit councill of the fame date, the commiflioner 
Ibtiaid and lords of councill unanimoufly fwore and fubfcrived the Confellion 
of Faith and Band of Mantainance ; wherupon Sir Thomas Hope advocate, 
in his majeftie's name, took jnftruments. Likeas, the faids lords of councill, 
even then, fett out another act ; ordaining letters to be publithed at the head 
burghs of Scotland fliewing that his majeftie had indicted ane generall aflem- 
bly, to be holden at Glafgow the 21ft of November nixt ; and to warne the 
haill archbilhops. biftiops, commilTioners, and others, to keep and attend the 
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&id generall aflembly. And by another act of the fame date, letters were or* 
dauied to be publiihed, in form aforfidd, declaring ane parliament to fidloir^ 
at Edinburgh the 15th of May nizt to come. And fiirder, the iaida knds of 
fecrdt councill cauled wame, be open prodamatione, the haill noUea* pvdatti, 
barrons and burgefles, to keep the laid parliament. 

~ Upon the S4th of Septembert the faid lords ordained his majeftie*8 leid^ 
of whatfomever eftate, degree, or qualitie, ecdefiaftidc or dvill, to fwear and 
fubfcrive the laid Ckmfeffion and Generall Band ; and ordained mefleogers toi 
make publicatione therof/at the croce of Edinboigh and other plao^a neid- 
inlL Likeas, be another act of the lame date, the commiffioner foriaid and 
the lords gave power and commiffion to noblemen and others within the haill 
Ihyres of Scotland, to require his majeftie*s fubjects, of whatfomerer rank^ ^p»« 
lily, or condition, to fubfcrive the laid Confeffioh of Faith and Generall Bapdf 
whilk Confeflion and Band Ihall be marked and fublcrived be the ekrie of 
councill, and'produced befor them to be lubfcrived ; as ye may lee he r e aft er * 

Now the commiffioner and lords of fecreit council haveing taken the pidoMf 
forlaid to fee the Confeffion and Generall Band (fent down be the king) to be 
fublcrivedby the king^s haill leidge8,alle weillas them&Ives, hadfirftfwoniaDl 
fiibfirrived the lame. It fell out Ihortly, that they changed their mind^ 
trair to their oaths and fublcriptiones ; alleadgeing, in the king^ 
epifbopade was abjured, whilk was not, nor was in the king^s mind fo to doe; 
Allwayes, they renounced the Confeffion and Band lent down be the king to be 
lublcrired, and adhere to the Confeffion and Covenant, abjureing epiloqpacie ; 
to the greiff of the king, and wreck of this countrie ; as ye may hear ; albeit it 
is well fein, his majeflie, to give them content, granted diverle orders, pairtly 
to his own prejudice, and againft Handing laws ; done as was thought be pe^ 
fualion of the marquefs of Hamilton, more faithfull to the covenanters nor 
to his loveing mafter the king, by craft, and unparalelled polide ; wherof his im* 
jeftie had never information. Allwayes, our covenanters could not be pleafid 
whyle their cup were full, conforme to the conclufion betuizt them and the 
covenanters or malecontents of England, cunningly and obfeurely covenint- 
ed ; as herafter may appear, and wherof you have heard Ibmewhat befor. All* 
wayes, the lords leaves the king*s covenant. 

The covenanters underftanding of thir haill proceedings, laid eompt, befe 
the incomeing of this general aflembly, to bear down epilcopade ; and to thet 
effect drew up feven articles, and fent them to the moderators of the haill 
prelbytries of Scotland Handing to their opinion wherof the tenor foUows. ' 
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Imo. If any man enter in procefs with miniftera erroneous in doctrine or 
Icandaloiis in life, that they be not chofen corainiffioners; and if the prefby- 
trie refuife them procefs, that they proteft againft thir refuilers, antl therafter 
againft the election of thefe minifters to be coramiflioners ; and therupon to 
take iiiflruments, and to extract the fainen. 

Sdo. To have ane fpeciall care, that informations be tymeoufly made agwnft 
every biftiop, witii the fure evidences therof ; anent their milcarriages in fun- 
drie prelbytries and high coramifllon ; urgeing entrants to fubfcrive unwar- 
ranted articles ; receiving of brybes from entrants ; flaying of cenfure againft 
Papifts ; giveing licence to marry without bands ; the profanity of their own 
lives, by drinking, hureing, carding, dyceing, brakeing of the fabbath ; the 
purchafiog of their bifliopricks be brybes ; their unhoneft dealling in civill bar- 
gaines, and abufeing of their vadalls ; all thefe and fuch lyke, common to all, 
and proper to any. 

3tio. To remember the mioiftera to be readie for difputation about the 
beads which are like to be agitated at the aflemblie, as, He epi/copatu ; De 
Jenioribus ; De deaconatu ; De poteJ\ale magt/}raius in ecclejiaflicis, praferdm 
in conrocandis conciUis, eiqtii debent infere^is in concilUs; De civilijurifdie- 
Hone ecdefiajlicorum, eorumqiie qfficm chilibus ; De rebus adiapkoris, et po- 
tejtuie magifiratuum in illis ; De liturgia preejcripta ; De ritihus ecclcJt<E, 
Jeu Uturgi^ AngUcanee ; De Juramento ; De corruptelts liturgies Scoticants 
canonum; De quinque Perthenfihus articulis. 

410. To chufe three Commiffioners in every prelbytrie, wher they can be 
had Weill affected, and to ufe all means how few can be chofen in evill difpo- 
fed prefijytries : lett Weill affected barrens and minifters next adjacent endea- 
vour for this. 

5to. Confultation fhould be bad, by the beft affected amongft themfelves, be- 
fore the election ; that in the choofeing, their voices be not divided, but may 
condefcend togither upon the fame perfones. 

6to. To ufe all means for efchewing in the election, alfe farr as may be, 
chapter men who have chofen biOiops ; thefe who have fitten in the High 
Comraiflion ; chappell men who have countenanced the chappell ceremonies and 
novations ; all who offered to read and practife the Service Book, [and] Book of 
Canons ; and minifters who are juftices of peace, although they have fubfcriv- 
ed the covenant, unlefe they have defifted and acknowledged the unlawfuU 
nefs of their former dealing ; becaufe, thofe and fuch lyke will be ready to ap- 
prove thele corruptions in the alfembly. 
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7ma. That wher ane i^yiiie noUanan and weiU qualified gcntkniaa mqr 
be Ghafen in fiindrie p refc y Uiett that he be cfaden in that pr^fajtiie wlMrtfaar 
ia greateft Icardtie of aUe men.F— Here I leave them till aftenrarda. 

Now his migeftiei letterst of the date at hia eourt of Oadanda the vpdkti 
September 1638, are puldiihed, read, and proclaimed, at the croee of Edin* 
bnrgfa, difchargeuig the Service Book, Bode of Canonat and High C4immi<Bna, 
and dif|{enfing with the Five Artidea of Perth ; that the mudfter at hia cntm 
ihall give no other oath bat fndh aa ia contained in the acta of jariiamft; 
commanding alfo the lords of privie eoondll and all hia good fidgeeta tofiib* 
Ibive and renew the Ckmfeffion of FUth ; with warxand to indict ane genttaD 
aflemUy and therafker ane parliament; and that hia nuge^ (with the icfi) 
forgave all bygones, and ordained a Jblenme fiift. But oh! forpitieb tbiagn^ 
dous prodamatione was not accepted nor allowedt but contrair waj, fill^mB^y 
protefted againft. For how loon thejr wer read, there amipeared at the lUl 
mercate croce diverie and fnndrie noblemen, barnnut, gentlemen, biux0W%Bdr 
nifters, and commons, with ane proteflatjon in wryte(thenrftor printed) ^^ 
the laid proclamation, whilk was made npon the S9d of September; airfiawa^ 
diatdy therafker proteftation was mad^ as laid is, ledd oat of wxyte be Mr. 
Archibald Johnflxmn pabliddy, laying, that the Senrice Book and B^ 
none wer not lb far difiharged as they have been orged by preceiding pradfr- 
mations which gave approbatidn to tbe laid books ; that the practiee aafy ii 
the Perth Articles are dilcharged or dilpenled with ; that prdatia wer waned 
to keep the generall aflemUy, contrair' to the acta of the Idrk and their dfr- 
dinator and fupplications, craveing ane frie generall aflemblle without limita- 
tion, ufeing diverfe realbns : therefore, they plainly refiiife the fublcrivdng 
of the king's covenant, and give the following reafons therfore ; That ardi- 
hifhops and biihops ihall have no place nor voice in the aflemUy, mar that 
they be prelent, but as rei to compeir and underly tryall and cenfare in lyfie, 
office, and benefice ; That none who have fubfcrived the firft covenant be 
charged or urged either to procure the fubfcriptions of others, or to fublcrive 
themlelves unto any other confeffion or covenant ; and appealed firae the loids 
of coundll to the nixt free generall aflembly and parliament, as their only &^ 
preme nationall judicatories competent ; Iliat no fublcription, whether by the 
lords of council or others, be no wayes prejudidall to the firft covenant ; widiaD 
warning and exhorting all men to hold Uieir hands from all other ooveaanta 
till the nixt generall aflembly, for laving the countrie from contrair oaths ; That 
as to the king's forgivenels, they protefted what they had done was lawfbll. 
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Thns, is thir proteftations publickly read out be the faid Mr. Archibald 
Johnfton : wherupon James earle of Montrole, in name of the noblemen ; 
Mr. Alexander Gibfon younger of Durie, in name of the barrens ; George 
Porterfeild merchant burges of Glafgow, in name of the burrows; Mr. Henry 
Bollock minifler, at Edinburgh, in name of the minillers; and the laid Mr. 
Archibald Johnftonn reader, in name and behalfe of all who adhered to the 
ConfeHion of Faith and covenant lately renewed within this kingdome, took 
inflruments in the hands of three nottars prefent at the laid mercate croce of 
£dinbui^h, befor many hundred witnefles ; and what his majeftie had mod 
gracioufly done, yea, and forgiven, as is formerly faid, and pleafantly accepted 
be the lords of privy councill, is attogither milregairded be thir covenanters 
and nowayes acceptable to them ; as be the particular condelcendence contained 
in their imprinted proteftations raoft largely does appear, Allwayes, after 
lakeing inftruments upon thir proteftations ilk man diftblves, and goes fun- 
drie getts. 

Ye heard, a litle befor, of ane act of councill made anent the king's procla- 
ination to all his fubjects to lubfcrive the Confefhon of Faith and Band of 
Mantainance. The famen was directed out, amonft the reft, to the marquefs of 
Huntly, the earle of Marilchall, the earle of Kinghorn for himfelfe and as 
tutor to the earle of Errot, the lord Forbes, the lord Frafer, and laird of 
Drum, commiOioners conjunctly and feverally, for the (hyre of Aberdein ; and 
to the laid marquels of Huntly, the earles of Marifcball and Findlater, for the 
flierriffdoine of Banff; and to the faid marquefs of Huntly, the earle of Sea- 
forth, the lord Lovitt, the lairds of Grant and M'Kintofti, all conjunctlie 
and feverally; with power to them to pafs to the feveral bounds above written, 
and to exbibite the faid Confeffion of Faith and Band above Ipecifeit, marked 
and fubfcrived be the clerk of council! ; and to require his majefties leidges, 
of whatfoever rank or qualitie, to fubfcrive the famen ; and to make report of 
their diligence, betuixt and the 13th day of November njxt. 

How foon the lords of councill, and his majeftie's high commiflioner, lent 
this proclamation with the covenant above exprell to the lord marquefs of 
Huntly, he moft humbly and willingly obeyed and accepted the charge, (albeit 
the reft of the eomminionera throw the haill three lliires refufed, ilk ilierriff- 
doine after others,) and in peaceable manner, upon the 1th of October, being 
Thurfday, came to New Aberdein, accompanyed with liia two fones, the lord 
Gordon and lord Aboyne, the laird of Cluny, and fiindrie other barrons and 
gentlemen, and produced and exhibited the Confeffion of Faith and Band above 
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expreft, in prefence of the town's people conveined for that effect, who very 
willingly fubfcrived the famen (except fuch as were covenanters) upon paper 
copied from the print. 

Upon Fryday the 5th of October^ he fent John Spence Kothiay herauld, 
with his coat armes, to the mercate croce of Aberdein, to publifh the proda- 
inatione above expreft : but ther wer ftanding upon the croce attending the 
fame, the lord Frafer, and mafter of Forbes, with three notars called Bobert 
Keith, Mr. Alexander Forbes, and Mr. James Cheyne, with multitudes of peo- 
ple about them. The herauld feeing fuch a convention, befor he b^;ane his 
proclamatione, charged them in the king's name to go down from the croce; 
whilk they did, and flood upon the gate, hard befyde. Howlbon the peofde 
wer putt off the croce, the lord marquefs comes frae his lodgeing with his ions 
and friends, and the laird Drum fherriff of Aberdein as one of the fbrlaids 
commiffioners, and afcended up the croce, ftanding befyde the herauld and all 
his company, bair headed. The drum touked, and the proclamation puUifhed, 
wher the lord Frafer and mafter of Forbes with their nottars came to hear at 
the fouth fyde of the croce wher they ftood fiift. The proclamation ended, the 
marquels gave ane great fhout, faying, * God fave the king,' fyne peaceably 
left the croce : but immediately the lord Frafer and mafter of Forbes came to 
the fame place wher the marquefs ftood, and made proteftations againft the 
famen fett doun in writt, and took inftruments, throwing the paper wheron 
the proteftations were written, out of his hand into the air, and gave alio ane 
great fhout fajring, * God fave the king.' The people cryed all out with great 
joy at the marquefs' fhout, but few or none cryed out with the lord Frafer; the 
marquefs ftanding looking out at Pittfodell's foir lodgeing, beholding their pn>« 
teftations. Then they went home to their lodgeings. 

Upon Munday the 8th of October, the marquefs came over to the hifliop's 
faoufe of Old Aberdein, wher the bifhop himfelfe was prefent, prindpell^ nip 
gents, and haill body of the tonne, was conveined, and ther caufed puUicUy 
read out the forefaid Confeffion of Faith and Band of Mantainance which was 
imprinted ; as ye may fee hereafter fett doun word be word. After reading 
wherof, the bifhop, the principall, the regents, gentrie and haill coQuniMis 
of the toun, willingly obeyed and fubfcrived the famen; whofe names was 
(befydes their fubfcriptions) written and not^ upon ane other paper. But Mr. 
John Lundie mafter of the grammar fchool fubfcrived not this coveoant. 

^Vhilk being done, the marquels rode from Aberdein, upon the nynth of Oc- 
tober, and directed the forfaid herauld, wifli the toun's drummer, to Banff and 
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rtovernels, to make the fame proclamation, with ane dil'creit man to receive the 
j people's I'ubfcriptiones: but no obedience was gotten ther, but proteftations and 
[ inftnunents taken, as is formerly faid: and this noble marquefs wae evill reward- 
l ed for all his paines, as after ye fliall hear. Allwayes, he reported his dilligence 
' to the lords of counclll, befor the 13th day of November. 

It was reported, that his majeftie lyked weitl of the toun of Aberdeiu, 
and their doctors and minifters of both Aberdeins. Wherupon, he makes 
New Aberdeiu Iherriffs within themfelves, which they never had before, 
and that heritablie. He gave them the iiiperiorities of the haill temple 
lands within their burgh, and ratified their haill liberties in ample forme. 
But dear was thir favours bought ; as ye may hereafter lee, at diverfe parts 
of this furvey. 

It was faid, the king wrote to our doctors of Aberdein, to goe to this enfue- 
ing generall afFenibly, and to contribute their beit affections for fettleing of all 
matters, and that the marquefs of Huntly (advertifed therof by the commif- 
fioner his Grace) defyred them alfo to be in readienefs ; but none obeyed, for 
plain fear. Allwayes ther was chofen for commifTioners, Doctor Baron, and Doc- 
tor Sibbald, Doctor Guild, and Mr. David Lindfay perfon of Balhelvie, for the 
preibitrie and burgh of Aberdein : but none went except Doctor Guild and Mr. 
David Lindlay; with whom went alio Mr. John Lundie mafter of the Gram- 
mar fchool, and common procurator of the King's CoUedge, for fuch affairs as 
coDceroed them, and to anf^'er to fuch complaints as happened to be given in 
againll the pnncipall or members therof, but had no more commiflion; hut he 
went beyond his warrand, as ye may hear, Mr. James Hervie minifter at 
the New Kirk went alfo, commiflioner for the doctors of Aberdein and ante- 
covenanting minifters within the prefbytrie of Aberdein. 

The lEurd of Frendraucht, in this moneth of October, malicioully laid on 
ttlree feveral funimondfes againll the marquefs of Huntly, as heir to bis um- 
quhile father : ane therof, to bear ane decreit tranfferred againil him for 
200000 merks for his ikaith fuflained be the light horlemen ; and ane other, 
to bear and fee ane decreit tranlferred for lOOOOO merks of Ipulzieation of the 
t«iDd fheaves of Drumhlait ; the third, to hear and fee ane decreit tranffer- 
red for makeing of ane new tack of the faids teinds ; whilk decreits had been 
obtained befor at Frendraucht's inftance againft the marquefs' father: bnt 
litle followed upon thir charges. 

Upon the third Tuefday and l6th day of October, the provincial! fynod iat 
I the Colledge Kirk of Old Aberdein. The bilhop was prefent. and 
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many covenanting and ante-covenanting of the miniftrie wbb thore. Thomafe 
Crombie of Kemnay, and Mr. William Davidfone iherriff depute of Abecdeiiip 
came ther, directed frae the nuurquefi of Huntly to the brethren to fuUcrive 
the king^s covenant and band. Some obeyed, fome refiiiled^ and lome gave de- 
laying anfwers ; at lail they diflblved in peace. 

Upon Sunday the 28th of October, the pariochiners of St Macher Kiik Wer 
warned, after fermon, be the reader, to come in <m Wedenlday nixt, add fnb- 
Icrive the king^s covenant and band of mantainance ; bat tew came : and fie- 
like, ane fail was proclaimed to be keeped, on Sunday therafker befior the 
doun fitting of the generall aflembly ; which was Iblemnly keeped. 

Upon the lit day of November, our foveraigne Lord's Seffion iat domi in 
Edinburgh ; but ther was little adoe : many of the Lords of Sefficm, eze^ 
Craighall, Durie, Cranftoun, and Innerteil, fubfcrived the king^s covenant. 

Now, the covenanters are carefull to try what complaints or faults could be 
found in the biihops, and (peak out many things againft them, which draw 
their names to be odious among the common people. Amongft the reft, the 
mailer of Forbes moved fome complaints againft the biihop of Abezddn* his 
own father^s brother upon the mother's fyde, befor the preft)ytrie8 of Alfiori 
and Turreff ; which were referved to the generall aflemblie, and the Inlhop 
warned thereto. 

In this moneth of November, the queen mother came well convo]red out 
of France to London. She was well received, and honourablie intertained 
upon the king's charges ; who was alfo thought to be no good inftrument in 
the troubles following, £he being ane Roman Catholick. 

About this time, the earle of Marr conftabull of the caftle of Edinbnigh, 
difponed his right of the lamen conilabuUarie, as is fuppoied, to the mar« 
quels of Hamilton ; allwayes it is ftill overwatched be the covenanters, fuf« 
fering nothing to be imported therin but at their difcretion : but how, or 
whom till, this difpofition was made be Marr, is uncertain ; but he quytes 
the place. 

Upon the l6th day of November, proclaraatione was made at the croce of 
Edinburgh, difchargeing convocation of the king's leidges to come to the nixt 
enfewing generall aflembly; and none to come ther but the chofen commif- 
fioners and their ordinary fervants, and that in peaceable manner, not with for- 
bidden wapins, as hagbutts, piftols, and fuch like ; under the pain of treafon. 
But the covenanters protefted againft the famen, faying, it was lawfiill for all 
men, upon his own charges, to refort to ane nationall aflembly for inflructing 
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of their minds in matters of religion ; and it was leifum to them to wear for- 
bidden wapins, alfe weill as the reft of their contrair faction did. Thus, with- 
out regard to the king's proclamation, they went on as they pleafed, contrair 
the king's proclamation. 

In the mean time, befor doun fitting of the faid general affembly, the haill 
archbifliops and bifliops are cited to compear before the preiliytrie of Edin- 
burgh, to anfwer to the complaint of John earle of Sutherland, John earle of 
Athole, and diverfe others noblemen, and, at the inftance of fundrie barrons, 
churchmen and hurgefles. The complaint was odious, if it had bein true, 
grounded upon corrupt doctrine, poperie, arminianiline, fuperftition, and will- 
worftup, evil life, and many other points. They are called before the prelby- 
trie of Edinburgh, who could not weill be judges; and in refpect of their 
not compearance, this complaint is referred to the generall afTemblie, befor 
whom theydurft not compear for fear of their lives, albeit the king had com' 
raanded them to come. The complainers were (of fet purpofe) holden out 
as commiflioners, to the effect they might compear as pairties. And upon 
the nist fabbath, being tbe 38t)i of October, the laid complaint was read out 
of all the kirks of the prelbytrie of Edinburgh, to make the biiliops odious ; 
and therwitb, warned them to compear befor tbe generall allembly, to be 
holden at Glafgow, the 2111 of November, according to ane act of tbe (aid 
prelbytrie; which was but Ibort citation, many of the faids bifliops dwelling 
fiirr diHant. 

Upon the Slfl day of November, James marquels of Hamilton, as his ma- 
jeftie's comminioner, and haill lords of councill, with many other nobles, bar- 
rons, burgelFes, and clergie, conveined in Glalgow. The moft eminent preach- 
er of the toun preached within the heigh church of Glafgow in the morning, 
and after lermon, out of the pulpit, dei'yred all prelent to begine the action by 
choofeing of ane moderator. Weill, within the faid church, the ailembly 
therafter fitts doun ; the church doors was ftraitly guarded be the toun, none 
had entrance but he who had ane token of lead, declareing he was ane cove- 
nanter. Ther came out of ilk prelbytrie within the kingdome to this aflem- 
blie, aoe, two, or three, of the ableft covenanting minillers, with two or three 
nileing elders who Hiould voice as they did. Now all being fett, the doors 
doled and guarded, after prayer, as ufe is, they begane to choife ane modera- 
tor: but hrll, the commiifioner defired his commilfion to be read ; whilk was 
done, and that day dilTolved. The nixt day a moderator is urged ; but firll, 

tefired his majeftie's letter fent to them to be read ; which 
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was done, and they fell to chufe ane moderator: but Doctor Hamiltonii minif- 
ter of OlafTfoord (haveing be moyan win in) ftands up as commiflioiier for 
the archbifhops of St Andrews and GlsSgow, the bilhops of Edinbui^, Gal- 
loway, Rofs, and Breichin, be virtue of their fubfcri ved warrand8» dated at Holy* 
roodhoule, Newcaftle, and Olafgow, the l6th| 17th, and 20th days of Novem- 
ber 1638 ; and prefented unto the commiflioner*s grace, generall declinators in 
paper againft the unlawfulnefs of this aflembly ; and defyred the fame to be 
read ; whilk was refuifed, whyle fiift ane moderator fhould be chofen ; whdv 
upon the commiffioner and faid Doctor Hamilton both took inftrumenfs in 
the hands of the clerk regifter, and protefted againft any fuch election, and 
that the famen fhould not be prejudiciall to the king nor lawes of the Idng^ 
dome. Mr. Alexander Henderfon was chofen moderator, and the affemblie 
books had to Edinburgh be Mr. Thomas Sandielands, and frae that, to Oaf^ 
gow, which gave them information how to rule bifhops. His father wanted 
his clerkfhip, but was foundly payed his penfions out of the bifhopridc of 
Aberdein, for fending of thir books ; but Mr. Archibald Johnfton was diofen 
derk in his place. The moderator and derk being chofen, the eommiflioner 
def3rred the earle of Traqueir thefaurer, the earle of Roxburgh lord privie feal, 
the earle of Argyle, the earle of Lauderdale, the earle of Southefk, all lords 
of fecreit councill, and Sir Lewis Steuart advocate, to be joyned with him as af^ 
fefTors, and to have voice as he had in matters queftionable, as was ufed in 
umquhile king James' time : but this defire was abfolutely denied, faying, his 
grace had power to confult with his afleflbrs, but fhould have no voice in the 
alTemblie ; and if the king himfelfe were there, he fhould have but one voice ; 
and that not negative neither, more nor affirmative, than any one member 
of the alTemblie had ; marvellous to fee ! wherof the like was never refuifed 
befor at our Scottifh Generall Ailemblies : but this article was forefein by the 
Tables at Edinburgh, and order given to refiiife the fame, which the commiit 
fioner's grace beheld patiently. The 4th day, they began to read dieir ieveral 
commiffions ; the 5th day, they went on in their elections ; the 6th day^ being 
the 27th of November, the commiffioner urges againe the reading of the bi- 
fhops' declinators and proteflations ; which was done be Mr. Archibald John- 
fton the clerk ; wherat ther was much laughter be the brethrefai, and much reip 
foning betuixt them and the commiffioner's grace. Upon the mame, the m6- 
derator defyred the clerk to read their anfwers to the faids dedinators^ attd 
concludes to eftablifh the generall ailembly as ane lawfull judicatorie BgiiaA 
bifhops, without the king's authoritie or confent of his commiflioncry who 
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made ftill opirafitione againft the lamen. And findiDg lay elders brought into 
give voices ia the faid aflemblie, as the minifters whom they had choleu com- 
niiffioners befor them would voice ; and no aiTeflbr granted to the king ; and 
that the bilhops wer cited to compear befor luch judges as wer their mortal 
enemies ; for thir reafons, and others dilbrders of this aiTemblie, the comniif- 
fioner appeared to become impatient, and required and commanded them, in 
his raajellie's name, not to proceid any further, and to fay prayere and dif- 
folve the alFembly ; protefting, what they had done or fliould do might no- 
wayes touch the king's prerogative or obleidge his lubjects, nor that their aC- 
ferablie acts fhould be efleiraed lawfull, but declared null. But the modera- 
tor defired his grace to forbear to diflblve their alfembly, in fimulate manner, 
and withall to hear their anfwers againil his proteftation ; wberof it appears 
they were weill enough acquaint. The commiffiouer refuifed to hear the famen 
trad, and commanded them to rile under all highefl paines; whilk they plane- 
ly (lifobeyed, and fat ftill ; wherupon he fuddenly ftarts up, and goes to the 
door, (whom the lords of councill followed) leaving their clerk reading their 
anfwers ; and immediately caufes ane herauld goe to the croce of Glalgow 
in his coat amies, with ane proclamation made up be him and the lords of 
fecreit councill, and fubfcrived with their hands and given under his majeitie's 
figuet, dated the 29th of November ; and be Ibund of trumpet difcharged the 
faid general aflemblie ; and in his hienefe' name commanded the faid pretended 
moderator, commifTioners, ruleing elders, and all other members therot> not 
to treat, confult, or conclude any farther in the laid allemblie, under pain of 
treason, and that they fliould ryfe up and diflolve out of the toun of Glalgow 
within 2-1 hours ; dilchargeing alfo all his majeftie'a good lubjects, from give- 
ing obedience to their pretended acts, as in the letters railed theranent more 
fully purports ; and the coramiffioner ftanding at the croce, hereupon took in- 
flruments. But the covenanters protefted, and took inftruments in the con- 
trair, laying, his majeftie had indicted this generall alfembly, whilk he nor 
his commiffiouer could not dilTolve againe without confent of tlie lamen af- 
femhlie. 

Allwayes, the coramiffioner directed the lamen letters to be publilhed at 
Edinburgh, and fends his own declaration therwith ; and ficklyk to the raar- 
qoefi of Huntly, to caufe publifli, as hereafter does appear; fyne goes to 
borfe towards Hamilton ; but at his onlouping the earle of Argyle, the earle 
of Rothes, and lord Lindfay, three pillars of the covenant, had Ibme privie 
fpeicfaes with him, whilk drew fufpicion that he was on their fide. 
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Here it is to be marked, that ther was ane act of oouiiciD« dated at Holy- 
roodhoufe the 24th of September 1688 ; wherof the tenor follows : 

The wbilk day, a noble Marques, James Marques of Hamiltoii, eaile of Armi and Cambrid^ 
his majeftie's commtffioiier, baving produced before the lords of iecrait ooaieD, spon the 8Sd dijr 
of this inilanty a warrant (igned by bis majeftie^ of the date the nynth of Seplenber inftaaC: whsrii} 
amongs others bis majeftie's gracious and royal expre(Bon% for pfefenratioa of the pwritie of xdi- 
gion, and dne obedience to bis majeftie's anthoritie in the maintenance thairof. Ids najeftie Ad will 
and ordane that the lords tbamefelres fonld fweare and fnbfcribe the Confefllon and geDenfl Band 
mentioned in bis majeftie's faid warrant, and alfo fonld take foche ocder, as all Ua najdBe's Bcgei 
may fnbicribe the fame. And the iaids lords of fecieit conftU, acknowladgaig hb nmjeAie's pioai 
and gracious difpofition and affection to the pnritie of God's tratbe, did vpaa the 28d day of Sep- 
tember inftanty unanimouflie, and with all bumble, beartie, and finoere affection, fweare and fdb- 
fcribe the Confeffion of Faith dated in Marche 1580, according as it was then profeft widnn thb 
kingdome, togidder with the foreiaid generall Band dated in anno 1589. And now, to the eibec 
that all bis majeftie's lieges may gire the like obedience to his majeftie's fb piova defire^ thaiiiair 
the iaids lords bare ordained, and ordams all bis majeftie's lieges of wbatiberer efkal, degree cr 
qualitie, ecclefiafticaU or civill, to fwear and fnbicribe the iaid Confeffion dated the 2d of lilndi 
1580, and that according to the iaid date and tenor thairof, and as it was then proleft withm tUi 
kingdome ; togidder with the iaid generall Band dated in anno 1589 ; as they wtSL anfwer at Ae 
contrare, upon tbair obedience ; and ordanis officers of annes to pas to the mercat crooe of Edia- 
bmgb, and make publication beireof, and at all other places neidfnll ; w h erot hro w naae pielend 
ignorance of the fame. 

Upon this act, the covenanters alleadged, that the forfaid Confeffion of 
Faith was underftood to be as it was then profefled and received when it was 
made; and that, in that Confeffion defences both of doctrine and difcipline then 
eftablifhed is fwome : at which time epifcopall government being (as they al- 
leadged) aboliihed, it muft neids follow, that the fame government is, by this 
late oath, abjured. This act, fo fet forth to give contentment, turns oar co^* 
venanters quite contrair to the king*s opinion, who flill mantained epifcopade, 
as ye have heard before ; and they fet to bear them doim fimplidter, and that 
this act lliould carry the fenfe of abjureing epifcopacie. Wherat the commif- 
iioner's grace fett out ane declaration in print, purgeing himfelfe of any fiif* 
picion could aryfe from the laid act, and mantaining epifcopacie to be good 
and lawfuU ; whilk printed declaration he caufed publiili and fpread, to make 
his own part good at his mafter the king's hands ; albeit he was under deadly 
fufpicion to be on the covenanters' courfe, as hereafter will appear. 

The marquefs of Hamilton rydes directly frae Glalgow to Hamilton, and 
haiftiely wrytes to the king of the generall aflemblie, with his own haill pro- 
ceedings : wher I will flay a whyle, and return to the generall aflembly. They 
fitt ftill ; but many flies home for fear of this proclamation, fuch as John Ken-

nedy of Kernmdr, a ruleing elder of the prefbytrie of Ellon, Mr. John An- 
nand perfbn of Kynnoir, Mr. Andrew Logie perfon of Rayne, Mr. Jofeph Bro- 
die xninifter at Keith, Mr. Thomas Thoirs minifter at Udny, Mr. John Wat- 
Am minifter at , and diverfe others. But their removing was marked, 
mad fbrced to yeild. 

Mr. John Lundie being fent over as agent for the coUedge of Old Aberdein, 
M ye have before, to attend fuch affaires as happened to occurr concerning 
tfaem, i^^t beyond his commiffion, and gave in ane petition to the Aflembly, 
defireing Mr. James Sandielands canonift, the cantor, choriflers and chaplains, 
to be removed as unneceflary members, liveing upon the coUedge rents, brought 
in againft the king's foundation. It was heard, and ane committie appointed 
to vifit the laid coUedge, as ye have afterwards. 

The aflembly goes on, and abolifhes the haill bifhops of Scotland be their 
acts, as follows : 

The generall Aflboblie hayeing heard the lybells, and complaints, given in againfl Mr. Jofam Spol* 
lArood pretended archbiihop of St. Andrews, Mr. Ptitrick Lindfay pretended ardibiihop of GHaf* 
goir, Mr. Dand Lindfay pretended bifhop of Edinburgh, Mr. Adam Bellenden pretended biilM^ of 
Aberdein, Mr. Thomas Sidferfe pretended bifhop of Galloway, Mr. John Maxwell pretended fai- 
fliop of Roft, Mr. Walter Whitefoord pretended bifhop of Breichen, and Mr. James Wedderbmn, 
pvetended biihop of Dnmblane : therfbre the Aflembly moved with zeal to the glorie of God, and 
of Ms kirk, hadi ordained the faids pretended bifhops to be depofed ; and by thefe pre- 
doth depofe them not only of the office of commiflionarie, to vote in parliament, coandl, or 
in name of the kirk, but alfo of all functions, whether of pretended epifcopall or minif> 
ttfiaD calling ; declareth them infamous ; and likewife ordaineth the faids pretended bifhops to be 
aaeommimicate, and declared to be of thefe, whom Chrifl commandeth to be holden by aU and 
one of the fidthfnll as ethnicks and publicanes ; and the fentence of excommunication to be 
be Mr. Alexander Henderfone, moderatour, in face. of the aflembly, in the heigh kirk 
«f Gla%ow ; and the execution of the fentence to be intimate, in all the kirks of Scotland, by 
ihtt paftoors of erery particular congregation, as they will be anfwerable to their prefbyteriea and 
lyaodi, or the next general Aflembly, in cafe of the negligence of prefbyteries and fynoda* 

And ficklike, be ane other act of the laid aflemblie, as follows, viz. 

The generall Aflemblie hareing heard the lybells, and complaints, giyen in againfl Mr. Alexander 

Liadiay pretended bifhop of Dunkeld, Mr. John Guthrie pretended bifhop of Murray, Mr. John 

Gfdham pretended bifhop of Orknay, Mr. James Fairley pretended bifhop of Leflmoir, and Mr. 

IWn Campbell pretended bifhop of the Ifles : therfore the Aflembly mored with zeal to the glorie 

•f God, and purging of the kirk, ordaines the faids pretended bifhops to be depofed ; and by theih 

dolh depofe them not only of the office of commiflionarie, vote in parliament, coundl or 

in name of the kirk, but alfo of all functions, whither of pretended epifcopall or mi* 

■iff Willi calling ; and likewife, in cafe they acknowledge not this Aflembly, reverence not the con* 

MMkme thero^ obey not the fentence, and make not their repentance conforme to the order piv- 

fivibed by tUa aflSunbly, ordainea them to be excommunicate, and declared to be of thefii whom

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Ckift fwnnwndath to be boUm by all and eray om of tbe frtthfidl as edakki aad 
and tbe fimteace of ezoonunmicatioii to be pnnoaioedy vpaa their rafinlallt in the kiifai 
edy by any of thole who are particolaily named to hare tlie dbaige of trjiag «f their 
orhnpeniteBcie; and that the eiecntion of tUi fintenee be mtiuMta, m all the kiriDi wiAin Aii 
nahne^ by the pafton of erery particniar eoogregatioa, as they will be aaftrenhk to tWrpidt 
byteriea andfynodt|Or the next genoall Aflembly in caiii ofn^i^igfnee of the pndbytaieaand 
fyno^

Thus» hy thir two acts, in onr haill faUhopB of Scotknd, dcpoftd, dkgnded, 
and ordained to be excommunicate^ in manner forfidd ; without heariiy of the 
faiihopB themfelvea, who might not come» in refpect of the fluNrtneA of their 
forged dtationn, made up againft them, as ye have heard ; and duift not eoB- 
pear for fear of their lives befcnr this Aflembly to make their own part good; 
and without the king*s authorities warrand» or commiffion, whidi was finqge 
to fee. Allwayes, upon the 18th day of December, Mr. Alexander Henderfba 
moderator, after lermon, in the high kiric of Glafgow, in preCenoe of the M" 
ftmblie and haill auditors, red out openly and publictly the laids two acta^and 
therwith excommunicate, the faids Mr. John Spotifwood ardibiihop of 8L 
Andrews, Mr. Patrick Lindlay archbiihop of Olalgow, Ifr. David Lindfry 
faifhop of Edinburgh, Mr. Adam Bellenden biihop of Aberdein, Mr. TlMxnaB 
Sydlerf biihop of Galloway, Mr. John Maxwell biihop of Bois, Mr. Waller 
Whytefoord biihop of Breichen, and Mr. James Wedderbnm hiihop of Dom- 
Uane. The reft of the biihops were not at this time excommnniratft. TUb 
being done, and all dofed, they b^;ane to eftabliih committee conrt8» eonfi iUng 
of nobles, barrons, burgefles, and minifters, to fitt at Edinburgh ; for taknbf 
order with ref uifers to fubferive the covenant, refractory minifters, and other 
difobedients, and of all other matters which could not be overtaken at this 
time be the aiTemblie ; and to punifh or deprive. This was the firft incomdug 
of committees that ever was heard of, in like faihion, within this kingdome^ 
and which bred therafter meikell forrow againft the king and his loy^dl fub- 
jects ; for within the haill burrows of Scotland, the cheifeft men of the cove- 
nant dwelling within ilk ihire, barrons, burgefles and miniftiers, had their 
committee courts ordinarly fitting, abufeing the king's leidges with greivons 
burdens, levie of men, money, horfe, armes, taxations and other charges, to 
aflift England in defence of the covenant and religion ; and befydes, if any 
fubject minted to arife to defend the king's authority, in any part within 
Scotland, advertifement ran frae conmiittee to committee, while it came to flie 
eftates, and fuddenlie rofe in armes againft fiich perfones. Many evills wrooght 
thir committee courts, which here I cannot exprels. 
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This aflemblie, (but warrand of the king) of their own authority, indicts 
ane other generall aflembly, to be holden at Edinburgh the 1 3th of Auguft 
1639 ; and upon the 20th of December, they rofe up and diflblved frae this af- 
fembtie, wanting the king's or commiflioner's ratification and approbation, 
without which it was fimpliciter null ; but they got all their wills, as we may 
fee hereafter. 

Likeas, the committee of the faid Aflemblie fitting in Edinburgh depofes 
Dr. Elliot, Dr. Hanna, Mr. Alexander Thorafone, and Mr. David Mitchell, 
all minifters of Edinburgh, of their offices and functions, for not fiibfcrive- 
ing of the covenant. This was the first act of this committee of the general 
Ailemblie ordained to Att conftantly in Edinburgh for the kirk aflTairs, as ia 
formerly faid. 

Ye heard before, of the commiflioner's difchargeing of this aflembly, and of 
his writeing to his majeftie of their haill procedure. The king is highlie of- 
fended, and fends do^vn to him sne proclamation, dated at Oatlands 8th of 
December 1638, declareing, how this aflembly was holden without bifhops, 
and they choofed their commiflioners of the minifl;rie and laytie, and elected 
their moderator: and after this aflemblie was charged to rife up and diflblve, 
under the pain of treafon, that they difobeyed and fatt fl:ill, depofed bifliops, 
and made fundrie other acts without authoritie ; therfor his majeftie com- 
manded and charged his good fubjects not to give obedience to the faid airem- 
blie acts or committees direct therfrae, declareing them I'aife and frie of all 
painc and cenfure that might follow thenipone ; chargcing alfo all prefbytries, 
kirk felTigns, and minifters within this realm, at their meetings or in their fer- 
laoDs, that they, on no ivayes, approve or allow of the faid unlawfidl afl'emblie, 
under the paine of punifliment; commanding all fucb as heard their appro- 
bation in their fermons, to relate the famen to the councill; as alfo chargeing 
all judges, clerks, and wryters, not to pals or grant any bill, fummonds, let- 
ters or execution upon any act of the faid pretended generall aflemblie, and 
alt keepers of the fignet, that they fliould not fignet the famen ; iliewing alfo, 
Iiig majeftie never intended to exclude epifcopacy; difchargeing his fubjects 
from fubfcriveing of band, giveing oath, nor to fwear and fubfcrive the laid 
Confcflion, in any other fenle than which is contained in the declaration mani- 
fefted and emitted by his higbnel's' coramiflioner. Likeas hia majeftie pro- 
miled, and, on the word of a king, obleidged him by all the royall authoritie 
and power wherwith God had endowed him, to protect and defend his good 
fubjects that refuifed to acknowledge the faid pretended generall aflemblie, 
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fixna any juft ground of fear or danger for doeing tharo^ faid to 

in their peribnea and goods againft whatfiiniefer pedon or pcdfw wte 

dare to trouble or moleft them; aa the fidda letten at great Icagtb prapotWl 

The mar^uefi of Hamiltoun canted prodame thir kttMn at thai tmmtini, 
Edinburgh, but folemne proteftationea ia made againft the fimaeau B|p Ato 
likewayes the double of the fidds letter^^ and letten proclaimed 9t G]a%nrr 
before diflblveing of the aflemblie;, to the marqneft of Hnntly; who^ WftMLiiit 
89th of November, waa eome to hia own houfe in the Old toon to dwidl^ da? 
l^reing him to cauie make proclamation thero^ and of hia own dadUBiSm$tk 
the crooes of Aberdein» Stonehaven, and other bnrrowa in the north; waft 
canfed, at the commiffionera defyre, Raban the printer in Aherdein ««r*H^ 
diverle copies of the lamen. But ftill proteftationea were made againft Johl 
E^ence Rothiay herauld in hia coat armea prodamer thero^ except in Ab» 
dein, wher the marquels himlelfe waa prdent at the proclamation of thk 
peiqea. Thua the marquels diligently upon hia own great eipenceab eaoAi 
ufe thir prodamationQ. which gott no obedience, and in end tuned all to 
nou^t. 

And in the mean time» the haill aflemblie acta are boldly intimat aai 
puUiflied throw all the paroch Idrka of Scotlandt alia weill againft the d^ 
pofitiona and ezcommunicationa of the bifhopB» in manner forfidd, na oth» 
wayea, except brave Aberdein» that would in nowayea hear nor fnfier the inb 
acts to be publiihed within thdr kirks» whyle they wer compelled therlObftn 
againft their wills, as after ye fhall hear. 

Lykeas, the committee of the aflemblie craved letters of homing againft the 
excommunicat bifhops. But howfoever they were granted, Mr. Jamea Gordon, 
keeper of his majeftie's fignet, would on nowayes fignet the iamen, but went 
his way towards England, wher his mafter the earle of Stirling fecretary of 
Scotland was remaining, with the fignet, becaule the king had forbidden the 
iame by his proclamation, as ye have heard, and flayed ther whyle October 
1639* Dureing his abfence, the lords of coimdll devyfed all letters paffing 
the fignet to be fupplyed be the fubfcription of one named George Hadden and 
be his mark ; fuch was the order obferved now a dayes inthis kingdome. 

Now the biihop of Aberdein, mifi:'^airding his excommunicatioii and af- 
fembly acts, preaches ordinarly, after his accuftomed manner, at Old Aberdein ; 
and, upon the 23d of December being Sunday, gave the communion at the laid 
kirk to fuch of the pariochiners as conveined, and to the marquels of Hnnfly, 
being dwelling in the Old toun, his two fones and other fireinda, and to the 
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gmtB of the King*8 CoUedge ; but thir regents were therafter ceniiired for take* 
iiig the communion out of ane excommunicat man's hands ; lykeas this biihop's 
mouth was ihortly dofed, and forced to leave the countrie, as ye may fee. 

The doctors of Aberdein were mainly encouraged by the king's prodama^ 
lions ; but they fuffered the Imart of their wryteings. And as ye heard befor, 
the lords of fecreit councill glaidly fubfcri ved the king's confeffion, feeing him 
mantaine epifcopade, turned all their coatts, and adhere to the confeffion and 
covenant ; wherby epifcopacie was abjured, to the king's great greiff. 

About this time, John Dugar and his accomplices took Alexander Forbes 
alias Plagnie, out of his own houfe in Bogfyde, fpulzied his goods, band his 
hands, and took him fwom to pay ane certain foume of money ; fyne let him at 
libertie. He meaned himfelfe to the marquefs of Huntly, who made him firie 
of his oath ; but he was evill requited therfor, as ye may hear. This John 
Dugar was the father of Patrick Ger, whom James Grant flew, as is laid be- 
for. He did great flcaith to the name of Forbes, fuch as the lairds of Corfe, 
Lefilie, Craigivar, and fome others ; abufed their bounds, and plundered their 
horfe, nolt, flieep, goods and geir, becaufe they were the inftruments of Gilli- 
roy's death : and the Forbefes concluded to watch his comeing and goeing, 
and to gett him if they might. This made him opprefs the Forbefes' bounds 
by all the reft of the countrie. 

Upon the day of Alexander Keith of Balmure brake ward, and was 
conveyed, out of the tolbuith of Aberdein, in ane trunk, to ane boat ready 
lying at the flioar, and tranfported him haiftiely away, and lands him in An- 
gus, wher he goes to the place of Innerbraky, and lay quietly ther. The 
town of Aberdein hearing this, and that they were in great danger of meikle 
debt for which he was wairded, fent fliortly a company of brave men, took 
liim out of that place perforce, delivered him to the proveft and baillies of 
St. Johnftoun, wher he was wairded within their tolbuith, and in great miferie 
lived two or three yeirs, fyne departed this life in miferable maner. 

The covenanters now begins to watch the king's caftle of Edinburgh m ^re 
ftraitly nor before, both day and night, and fuffered nothing to come out nor 
goe in but by their leave. 

Doctor Scrogie gave the communion, upon Yeull day, in Old Aberdein, not- 
withftanding the lame was forbidden by the aflemblie acts. 

The marquefs of Hamilton caufed tranfport be fea, in ane of the king's 
ibipB called the Swallow, the king's plate, tapeftrie, and others, lying at Holy- 
rood houfe, togither with his own plate and plenifhing out of Hamilton^ and 
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had to London, about the laft of December ; and upon Yenll evin» takes jour- 
ne7 towards London, wher he remained whyll ye hear afterwards. 

Upon the 84th of November, Ifr. David Bellenden, lone to the biihop^ snl 
perfon of Kincardine, departed this life in his iather^s honfe; and, without aae 
fimeral fermon, was buried. 

Upon the fecond day of Auguft before, John Portor, wright, radddsly fifl 
off ane ibaffold fett for the pricketts of St Machir IdA, and fnddenly 4r>i 
but remeid. 

16S9. Upon the firft of January l6S9t the conftaboll of Dondie directed ane mrf- 
fenger at armes to publiih the declaration and king^s proclamations totUk 
at the croce of Dundie, as the marquefi cau&d doe in Aberdein : bat Atr 
came two baillies, the one called Cochran, the other called Simpfim, and pn- 
tefted againft the fiunen, and took infbruments therupon ; and in CDd, wBm 
fome fpeedies betuixt them and the meflenger, they violently take him, aal 
waird him in their tolbuith, without regaird to the king or his laws ; iHierhe 
remained a long time, and what thdr will came» was putt to libertie. Won* 
deifull to lee the king^s meflenger fo u&d in lerveing the king himfelfe. 

Upon the ff th of January, Doctor Guild retunis firae the generall aflemHw 
home to b erdein. Upon the mome being Sunday, he intended to read cot 
the aflfemblie acts, after fermon, and names ci the ezoommanicat bifliopib > 
he was directed : but the toun of Aberdein fent him word they wofold art 
hear them read ont of their pulpitts, feying, the king^s prodamations diaqei 
his loyal fubjects not to hear nor obey the femen. ^Vherupon Dr Guild went 
and preached ; but made no publicatione, whyle he wrote to the Table at Ediii' 
burgh ; whilk he did ; wherupon meikle forrow followed upon noble Abefdein. 
Mr. David Liudlay parlbn of Belhelvie likewayes came luHne with hiiii 
haveing the like direction. And, upon the lame Sunday and fixth of Janniryi 
he went to pulpit in his own kirk of Belhelvie ; but befor the fennon» the nisr- 
quels of Huntly had ther ane meflenger, with ane nottar, publiihing, in pn- 
lence of the haiU pariochiners, the declaration and prodamations fbrefeid, in- 
hibiteing them to hear or obey the aflemblie ads ; and hempon inftnuBflrti 
was taken be the mellenger in the nottar*s hand, iyne depairted. Bat the laid 
Mr. David Lindlay boldly nii(regairded the fknea prodamaftioos made at the 
kirk dMr« aud^ after iermon» read out the haill aflemblie ads with the nsiM 
of the bilhops who wei« altogither depofed, and the names d fuch faiflMp 
as wer« excommimicat, vis. the archbillM^ of St« Andrews, the aidihiihop of 
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Glafgow, the bifhop of Edinburgh, the bifliop of Aberdein, the bifliop of Dun- 
keld, the bilbop of Rofs, the bilhop of Galloway, the bifliop of Breichin, and 
the bifliop of Dumblane. Thirweredepofedand excorainunicatejonly; and the 
reft of the bifliops were depofed, but not excommunicate ; as ye have befor. 

Likeas, the index of thir haill acts was directed be the Table (as it is now 
called) fitting in Edinburgh, to the haill kirks within the diocie of Aberdein, 
to be publictly intimate in forme forfaid; and orders given for holding of ane 
committee, to try and cenfure fuch of the miniftrie as would not fubfcrive the 
covenant ; wherupon fome fled the countrie, fome deprived of their benefices ; 
but moft of all came in, fware and fubfcrived this covenant ; as after does 
appear. 

Ye heard befor, of ane clandeftine band made betuixt our nobilitie, mini- 
ftrie, and others of Scotland, and fome of the nobles, knights, clergie, and 
others of the lower houfe of England. The truth is, ther wer abufes, in both 
kingdomes, that needed reformation, as report went, in kirk and policie, whilk 
the countrie could not gett repaired, fo long as bifliops ftood, who were ane 
of the three eftates of parliament, followed ftill the king, and in matters quef- 
tionable their votes cuift the ballance; therfore they conclude to goe on 
upon ane courfe, and fweip out the bifliops of both nations, cropt and root; 
and, for that eflect, to make us Scotts begine the play, againft eftabliflied laws, 
and whither the king would or not to caft out our bifliops, and they fliould 
follow ; and in the meantime to fortifie and aflift; us quietlie, both in brotherly 
aillfl^Lnce, and never to fuffer the king to be able to correct us, do what we liked 
to doe, as Weill proved. Now the principall men of our Scotts, that was upon 
this ptott with the English, were the raarquefs of Hamiltoun, the earle of 
Argyll, the earle of Uothee, the earle of Caflells, the lord Lindfay, the lord 
Balroerinoch, the lord Couper; haveing drawen in the bodie of the haill pu- 
ritan minifters and provofts of the haill burrows of Scotland; who firft devyfed 
the abufe, to begine at the bifliop of Edinburgh, as ye have heard, and then 
to afcend degrie by degrie, in form whilk tended to meikle forrow, blood, and 
milcheife, throw out the king's hail dominions, before alt was done, and to the 
imlpeakable greif and difpleafure of our fpotlefs gracious foveraigne, whom 
they mightiely abuled without refpect to his authoritie. 

Now about this time, or a litle before, ther came out of Germany, from 
the wars, home to Scotland, ane gentleman of bafe birth, born in Balveny, who 
had lerved long and fortunately in the German wars, and called to his name 
^elt MarJhall Lefslie his Excellence. His name indeed was Lefslie, but 
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by his valour and good luke, attained to this title his Ezoellenee, inferiw to 
none but to the king of Sweden, under whom he ferved amongft all his cavallirit. 
Weill, thid Felt Marfliall Lefslie, haveing conqueft, frae nought, honour and 
wealth in great abundance, refolved to come home to his native countrie d 
Scotland, and fettle hiroielfe befyde his chief the earle of Rothes, as he did in- 
deed, and coft fair lands in Fyfe. But this earle, forleeing the troubles, wfa» 
of himfelfe was one of the principall beginners, took hold of this Liefslie, iriio 
was both wife and ftout, acqucunts him with this plot, and had his advice ftr 
furthering therof to his power. And firft, he advyfes cannon to be caflfen, in Am 
Potterraw, by one captain Hamiltone ; he began to dreill the earle*8 men in 
Fyfe ; he caufed fend to Holland for ammunition, powder and ball, nmflatMt 
carrabines, piftoUs, pikes, fwords, cannon, cartill, and all other fort of neoefliDr 
armes fitt for old and young fouldiers, in great abundance ; he canled fend ll 
Germany, France, Holland, Denmark, and, other countries, for the mc^ C3> 
pert and valliant captains, lieutenants, and under officers, who came in grait 
numbers in hopes of bloody warrs, thinking (as they were all Scotts fouldim 
that came) to make up their fortunes upon the mine of our kingdome, but 
the Lord did otherwayes, blefled be his holy name ; he eftabliihes a oooncQl 
of warr, coDfiftiDg of nobles, crowners, captains, and others wjde and expert 
perfones; and, in the beginning of this moneth of January, began to caft trendi- 
es about the toun of Leith. 

Ye heard befor, how the king's Covenant was fubfcrived at Abeidein; yet Mr. 
John Lundie mafter of the grammar fchool in Old Aberdein, did not (npoo 
his own reafones) fubicrive the famen, at that time; allwayes, upon the 14th of 
January, he comes now to the marquefs of Huntlie's houfe in Old Aberdein, 
and willingly fubfcrived the Confeflion of Faith and Band of Mantainance, 
which the marquefs accepted ; he haveing fubfcrived befor the Covenant, and 
who was at the generall ademblie holden at Glafgow, yet now he fublcrives 
the king's Confeffion and Band of Mantainance willingly of his own accord, 
upon plane fear of trouble. 

It was faid, that Prince Pallatyne and his brother Prince Robert [Rupert] 
were both taken by the Imperialifts, but his eldefl brother efcaped by flight 
and that the Emperor, royally, but ranfome, fent Prince Robert to his unde the 
king of Britain, as ye may fee hereafter, to whom he did fingular fervice. 

Upon the 1 4th of January, the name of Forbes had ane great melting con- 
veined at Monymulk, for their own bufienefs. The marquefs of Huntly hear- 
ing of this meiting, con veined his freinds, about 300 men, at Kintoir, upon the 
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18th day of January. It is faid, he wrote for Monymufk, and others his va£- 
fals ; but none came to him except the laird of Brux only, of the name of For- 
bes, wherof he has diverfe vallals. They advyfed the marquels to remove out 
of the Old town and goe dwell in New Aberdein, for fome appearance of trou- 
bles whilk was likely to fall out in the countrie, and becaufe his freinds might 
be better eafed to dwell befyde him in New Aberdein nor they could be in 
Old Aberdein, and diverfe of his freinds fliould come in competent number, 
their time about, and attend his fervice upon their own expences ; whilk coun- 
ciU the marquels followed, as ye may fee hereafter. 

Now, the committee of eftates and kirk, finding their covenant fubfcrived. 
and their acts of allembly proclamed and intimate in peaceable manner ; ex- 
cept Ibrae of the minillry, the haill bifliops, and in fpeciall the marquefs of 
Huntlie and fome of his freinds, and mod part of the toun of Aberdein and 
doctors therof, who wilfully flood to the king's opinion, mifregarding their 
covenant and aflembly acts, and not fuffering the famen to be intimate be 
Dr. Guild within their kirk, as was done through the haill kirks of Scotland, 
obediently ; and ficklyke, that the marquefs oppofed all their doeings, in a 
manner, by publifhing of the king's proclamations, at diverfe times, throw the 
North, therby bringing the people to miflike of their covenant and haill pro- 
cedure: thir and the tike motives, the nobilitie, barrens, burgelles, and cler- 
gie take to heart, and, after mature deliberation, refolve to raife armes, and to 
canfe the marquels, the burgh of Aberdein, doctors therof, and all other out- 
ftanding miniflers, to come in, and doe that perforce, whilk they would not 
doe willingly ; as indeid came over true to pafs, to their greif and hie difplea- 
fiire ; as ye may hereafter fliortly fee. 

The burgh of Aberdein, more floutly nor wyfely bydeing be the king, and 
hearing dayly of great preparations makeing in the fouth, begane to look to 
themfelvee, and to ufe all pofTible means for their defence. Lykeaa, upon the 
17th t^ January, they begane to watch their toun, and nightly had 36 men in 
armes, for that effect : they made up their catbands throw the haill ftreets ; they 
drefled and charged their cart pieces, whilk quietly and treacheroufly were 
altogitber poyfbned by the covenanters within the toun, and ramforced fb with 
ftones that with great paine they wer cleanfed, and made clean. Thus, the 
toon being nightly watched, ther came down the get certaine of their own col- 
liginers, who were all covenanters' fones within and without the toun, wherof 
Patrick Lefslie burges, and Mr. Andrew Cant minilter, their two fones, were 
jpiiocipall ones ; the watch commanded them to their beds, whilk they refuifed i 
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wherapon they prdented hagbutts to thir Ichollarap lyne went tlidr irqr« 
Complaiiit, upon the monies was made againft them fior troQUaing the witdi : 
they are forced to come in and acknowledge their offenoe^ and oame in tk 
toun*8 will ; but fundrjr of them left the ooUedge^ and went a landwnd U 
their covenanting fiithers. 

Now» about this time^ ther came warrand frmn about S9 earks and knhk 
by and attonr barrons, burgeffis, and nunifters, in written mlffi f ^ and fid- 
ed with ane common leal, as report pafl^ figniiying throw all Scotland to Arir 
covenanters, the great danger they wer in for religioUf and that they teni 
England would ryfe againft them ; willing them therfinr to take vp the haiD 
rentalls of Scotkndt alfe weU of fireind as fo^ and to raiie ISa. 4d. oat of Jk 
chalder of victuall or filver rent, for raiieing of men ; and that ilk 
flkould try the number of their men, and armes ; and to have all in 
as oocafion ihould offer ; and to levie oolonells, captains, enfignieB, feijand^ aai 
other oflteers to dreill and trayne up their fouldiers. And they ovder» how 
oommiffioners fhould be chofen to fitt three moneths at the CknuicOl TaUsak 
Edinburgh, thdr time about; and likewayes, how commiffioners fluonU ba 
cholSm for ruleing of ilk prelbytrie and parodiine of the land ; and fit dom 
inftructions in write anent all thir buffienefles ; whilk bred gnat tvouUs ia 
the uptakeing of the rentall within ilk iherrifdome, and number of nea^ aai 
armes, and others abovewritten. 

Upon the 25th of January, Sir Thomas Burnett of Leyes, ana fidlhlUl kmr 
and follower of the houfe of Huntly, and ane great cov^oanter allb^ came It 
Aberdein, and in freindly manner declaired to the marqueig, that ther was, b&t 
the Council Table of Edinburgh, ane committee directed to make piiblicatiop 
of the aflemblie acts at the mercate croce of Aberdein, and likewayea to vifite 
theColledge of Old Aberdein, and repair the faults therof ; and demanded hii 
lordfhip how he was pleafed therwith. To whom the marquels gave no coBp 
tented anfwer, as done againft the king's command. Then Leyes anfwendt 
< My lord, I fear thir things will be done by ane army.' But the marqueft heaik* 
ened not therunto, and fo they parted. But it came over true to pafi^ nob* 
withftanding of all the king^s proclamations. 

Upon ThurlHay the penult of Januar, the lord Frafer, the mafter of Fotfaes, 
their kine and freinds, the laird of Frendraucht, the laird of Strdchen^ the 
baillie of Slasmes (be direction of the earle of Kinghome, the lord Yefter, and 
the laird of Auldbar, as tutors to the young earle of Erroll) with many othent 
conveined at Turreff, for chufeing of their commiffioners, to goe to Edinbiix|^» 
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and remaine for three moneths fpace upon the common expences of the coun- 
trie. The marquefs, hearing of this meiting, fent before ane herauld, and 
caufed proclame, at the croce of Turreff, the proclamations and declaration for- 
laids. But at their comeing they made protellatlons againll the famen, and 
took inftruments therupon, and went to the election of their commilRoners, 
and elected the laird of Frendraucht and the laird of Streichen commiflioners ; 
fyne djflblved in peace. 

Ther were meetings alfo at Banff, Elgine, Forrels, Naime, Invernela, Dor- 
noch, and Ferfo, for chufeing of the like commiflioners. But before their melt- 
ings, the marquefs molt carefully caufed proclame the forfaids proclamations 
and declaration by ane herauld with touk of drum ; but ftill proteftations were 
made, and inftruments taken. Allwayes, the herauld and drummer returned 
home faiffe and found, about the 35 of this inftant Januar, and reported their 
dilligence to the marquefe, with proteftations and inftruments taken againft them. 

The toim of Aberdein, feeing thir committees go fo, conveined the toun- 
fhip within the tolbuith, and began to chufe out captains, enfignes, ferjands, 
and other officers, for dreilling of their men in the links, and learning them to 
handle their armes. But they tynt their travell, as ye iliall hear, and was 
fore difappointed and pitiefully home down. 

Ye heard, how the marquefe of Himtly was advyfed to dwell in New Aber- 
dein. It is faid, he wrote to his coufm the earle Marifchall, for the lend of 
his honfe in Aberdein, to dwell in for a time (thinking and takeing Marifchall 
Hill to be on the king's fyde, as he was not) : but he was refuifed. Allwayes, 
the laird of Pitfoddells kyndly lent him his houfe ; and, upon the laft of Janu- 
ary, he flitted out of Old Aberdein, with his haill familie and goods ; and ther 
took up houfe. It was condefcended amongft his friends, that 24 gentlemen, 
wberof ther fliould be three barrons weill provyded, was appointed weekly to 
attend and ferre this noble marquefs in Aberdein, their weik about ; and when 
S4 went out, other 34 to come in, and dayly to eat at the marquefs' table. 
I And ficklyke, ther was eight gentlemen appointed, to watch his lodgeiog on 
the night, their time about, with fire and candle ftill burning, ilk night, within 
Uie houfe. This order begane to be keeped, upon the fourth of February, to 
the marquefs' great charges and expences, and fafhrie of his kine and ^inde : 
but all for nought, it did no good. Ane freind, as was thought, wrote to the 
marquefs, defireing bim to have ane care of his own perfoo, ambiguouUy ; 
wbempon this order followed, as is above written: but it continowed not 
loog, for the marquefs left Aberdein, as ye fhall bear afterwards. 
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The Earl Mariieliall, being dwdling in Inv^^ 
honfehold, and, upon the leoond day of Febnuuy, came riddng thrair Abia* 
dein, and would not fidute the Bfarqueft; but rode to Donnotttf, nd Hmh 
tookuphoule. 

Upon the firft day of February, the earle of Montidl^, the enie of Dif* 
home, the laird of Auldbarr, and diverfe othera bamma lind fentlemeB^cdiai 
nanten, came to Forfiu, head buigh of the ihyre <^ Angua^ nd bdd ana onM 
mittee (be direction of the TaUea at Edinburgh) within the toiboilli Oavf ; 
to whom came the earle of Southefk, the lord Ogilrie^ the mafter of Spyalrit 
the oonfUbuU of Dundee, and ihndrie othen of the Idng^ fiMli^ Th^wmi 
defyred to fubfcrive ane new covenant, abjureingepileopade^&c;]; widlk'ttqf 
fimplidter refuiied. Then they begane to ftent the Idng^ Iddgea widiiB Ol 
ihyre of Angus. Southefk Ipeired, by what authoiitie they wen thv flenll^ 
the king's leidges? Montroie (being his fim in law) anfwered» their wamii 
was from the TaUe, (finr lb were thehr coundlls at Edinbmgli now nattrii) 
requireing him alfo and the reft that were ther to number their Baao^ alA 
have them weill armed, and in readinds, to eoncnrr and affift'the Tilki 
Southefk anfwered, they were all the I^bg^s men,fulgect to his ftnrie^ bat to 
no Table nor fubject fitting therat ; and that their lands were not fid^jeek to ta 
ftented, nor their men numbered, but at the king^s command, and in Ui flp^ 
vice ; and ib they took their leave^ leaveing Montroie and the reft fittipgtti 
in the tolbuith ct Forfieur, at their committee. 

Upon Sunday the 8d of February, ane folemne h& was ke^ed in Neif 
Aberdein, anent the appearand troubles of the kingdome. 

Upon the feventh day of February, Thomas Frafer younger of StreidieOf 
James Frafer brother to the lord Lovat, Mr. Alexander M^Kenzie of Cullcowie 
brother to the earle of Seaforth, with the toun of Inverness, and many otiber 
countriemen, conveined at the laid burgh, hearing of William Gofdon of 
Knockelpack his comeing, at command of the marquels of Huntly, to fiuniih 
and provyde his caftle of Invemels, with men, meat, and amunition, and had 
with him, mulkets, powder, ball, and other neceflars, for that effect. But they 
gathered together, went betuixt him and the caftle, and would not fiiflfer him 
to enter, and violently and mafterfully reft and took frae the gentleman his 
haill armes, &c. ; faying, this houfe pertained not to the marquees nor jret to the 
king, but only was built for defence of the countrie. The gentleman ooidd 
make no pleafant anfwer, but took inftruments againft them, and was Uyth 
to win away. In the mean time, ther was ane ftrait wat^ of dO men l«tt 
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Qightljr, to keep this caftle, fumiflied be the M'Kenziefl, Fralers, Rofles, Mon- 
roe, and other couatrie clans, and be the toun of Invernela, their night about. 
For they brake up the yeitta, doors, and windows of that ftaitly eaftle ; fpoyl- 
zied the pleaiant plenifliing, and his rich librarie of books, and brought all to 
nought which was within that houfe, inferior to few of the kingdome foe 
decoirment. The gentleman returned back, told the marquels ; but he was 
forced patientlie to fuEfer this unheard of oppreflion to the noble houfe of 
Huutly, to his great grief and fkaith. 

The Table had appointed ane committee alfo, to be holden at Turrefi*, for 
ftenting of the countrie and numbering of men, as was done before at Forfar 
And to this effect, ther conveined the earle of Montrole, the earle of Kinghome, 
the lord Coupar, with fundrie other barrens and gentlemen, about nyne fcore, 
Weill horfed, and weill armed gallants, haveing buff coats, carrabina, fwords, 
piftolls, and the like armes. They came not be Aberdein, but, upon Wednef- 
day the 13th of February, they lodged with the lord Frafer, at his place of 
Muchallis, and in the countrie about. And upon the morne being the 14th of 
Februar, they rode from Muchallis to Turreff, haveing tlie lord Frafer, one 
of the committee, with them, and his freinds; where there melt them the 
mailer of Forbes with his freinds and followers, another of the faid commit- 
tee ; the earle of Marifchall himfelfe was not there, but his men, tennents, and 
fervants, of Buchan and Marr, wer ther ; and likewayes, the young earle of 
KrroU, his men, tennents, and fervants of Buchan wer ther, albeit himfelfe was 
but ane young baime; about the number of 800, Weill horfed, Weill armed 
gentlemen, and on foot togither, with buff coats, fwords, corilets, jackis, pif- 
tolls, carrabines, haghutts, and other wapinis. Thus, they took in the toun 
of Turreff, and buflved very advantageoully their mulkets round about the 
dykes of the kirk yeard, and lat down within the kirk therof, fuch as was of 
the committee, viz. Montrofe, Kinghome, Coupar, Frafer, and Forbes ; as 
is befor noted. 

Now, the marquels of Huntly, being at the buriall of his aunt the lady Fo- 
reran, and daughter to the laird of Geight, Ihort whyle befor this time ; and 
heering of this committee to be holden at Turreff, and talkeing of the famen, 
ibme evil difpofed perfons informed his lordlliip that he durft not come ther 
that day. The marquefs incenfed therwith, came frae the buriall to his houl'e 
in Aberdein, and fhortly wrytes to his freinds, to meit him without any armes, 
fjccept fwords and fhotts ; and, upon the laid ^Vedenfday the 13th of February, 
t lap on in Aberdein, haveing his two Ibnes the lord Gordon and the lonj 
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Aboyne with him» the earle of Fiiidlater» the mafter of Bae who faj 
WHS then in Aberdein» the hurd Dram, the kdrd Bmf; the laird Oe%ht» Oe 
laiidiif Haddoch, the laird of FHfoddelb, die laird of Foman, tlia Uri of 
Newtonn» the laird of Udnj, with muky others that mett him. ABwayabk 
Uip on in Aberdein, about 60 bode with fwords» piftoUsp and hagbofte al0^ 
narif ; and , upon WedenlHaf, he came to Kdlie, the laird of Haddodi^ heafc 
atn^t Upon the morae being ThnrlHay and the 14Qi of Fchn iai y » ha hp 
an; and at the Broad Foord of Towie, two miles diftant from Tnmi^ Ae 
maiqneis himfeUe begane to rank and pott his men in otder, and to take if 
the number of them» whidi was eftimate to be about SOOO hnn wdll hfoM 
gentlemen and brave fixytmen* albeit wanting armes^ eaeept fword and ilMtt^ 
as I have laid. Thus, the maiquels came fiMrward» in order of battsD, up te 
northweft fyde of TurreflT, in fight of the other oompanyes, ilk ana looUif 
to others, b«it any kind of oflfenoe or injurious word* The marqueift^ liavviiv 
thus peaeeaUie pafi; by, diffidved his company, ilk man to go honM^ and hhs- 
ifllfi^ that night, went to Forglan, pertaining to the laird of BanC Tlw» 
venanters heard indeed of the marquela* ccmieing^ and thoEftra they tookia 
the toan, and buiked the yeard dykes very commodkmfly, as I havu iii; 
and fteing ther was nothing but peace, they held their cnmwrittwa wMdntte 
kiric of TurreflT, ftented, tazed» and numbered the men, ordaining tihan tsk 
in readineft, with their armes, to attend the Table. It was reported, ther flow 
to affift this committee out of Murray, the laird of Innes, tike flmMT d 
Murray, the lairds of Fluicardyne, Tarbett, Brodie, and others, abont If 
foore brave weill horfed gentlemen. Allwayes, upon the laid 14th of Fe> 
farusry, this committee diflblved in peace, and the lords returned bade to 
Muchalles ; the reft were lodged, that night, at Inverurie and Kintoir. Upon 
the morne, they rode to Dunnotter, wher they were made wdUcome^ and 
Marilcball ther dedared himielfe dearlie to be ane covenanter, whilk was 
doubtfull before ; and fuse furth ilk man home. The marquels of Hunfly 
came firam Forglan to Kellie, upon Fryday at even ; and, upon Saturday, be 
returned to his own lodgeing in New Abordein. This bnffienels did no good 
to the marquels, but was evil devyfed and councelled to make a fliow oC his 
ftrength and power, without doeing any othor forvice; fott the whilk ani 
others his doeings, he was with his fireinds pitifidly born down and opp r efltJ; 
as ye may hereafter lee. 

It was laid, the marquels, the bifhop of Aberdein, the toun of Aberdein, 
and doctors of both Aberdeins, had received letters frae the king, thaplrfag 
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then for their conftancie, intreating perfeverance to the end, approveing the 
doctors for their wryteings, promiiiug to remember their paines, and defyre- 
ing the marquefs in ane Ipeciall manner to {land ftedfail to his loyaltie ; and 
that he M'Ould fend to Aberdein 3000 fouldiers to defend the toun and north 
countrie round about, with money, powder, ball, ammunition, and all other 
things necelTary, be fea. Which letters encouraged the marquefe, the toun, and 
alL Lykeas, the marquefs himfelfe read this letter to his people whom he 
toTcd, goeiiig to Turreff; wherat they mightiely rejoyced, and made them to 
iland out againil the covenanters to the uttermoft, to their great fhame and 
dilgrace ; as ye may hereafter fee. 

The toune of Aberdein, fearing that this committee fliould be holden in 
their toun comeiiig back frae Turreff, begane to make preparations for their 
own defence, refolveing not to give them enterance, if they happened to come 
for keeping of their committees or publifliing of their aliemblie acts ; and for 
that effect, begane to big up their back yeitts, clofe their ports, have their 
catbands iu readinefs, their cannons clear, and had ane flrait watch both day 
and night keeped, and tlieir men in good order to gainftand them and their 
doeings (if they came) to the outtennoft ; but they wcr Iliortlie pacified, be- 
caufe thir people comeiog nor going paft not be Aberdein, but rode the heigh 
way be Muchalls. 

Right fuae, the mailers and members of the King's CoUedge of Old Aber- 
dein, pollefl with the like fear, that they fliould come and hold ane committee 
within their colledge, by procurement of Mr. John Lundie, as ye have befor, 
who, without warrund, delb'ed the bilhop of Aberdein as alleadged chancellor, 
Mr. James Sandielands canonifl, and Doctor William Gordon mediciuar, to 
be removed, as unnecedary members, frae the faid Colledge, and unlawfully 
brought in and eflabliQied by umquhile Patrick bifliop of Aberdein againfl 
the fouudation fet down be umquhile king James, takeing up the rents with- 
out any lawfull fervice, whilk rather belonged to the mailers and inward 
members of the faid Colledge, who cairfully attended their callings for up- 
bringing of the youth. The forfaid petition was given in befor the general! 
AiTemblie without warrand of the Colledge members, yet was Weill heard by 
the Aflemblie, who ordained ane committee to come and vifite the laid Colledge. 
The which comeing to the mailers ears, directly accufed the laid Mr. John 
Lundie for pafTing by bis commiflion, and giveing in fuch ane petition befor 
the laid Aflemblie, and accufed him hefor the bifliop Bellenden and other out- 
ward members of the faid Colledge, allcadging he had wronged the liberties 
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of the honle, by drawing them under oenfure of ane eo mm iUee of tibe aAn* 
hly, who were only anfweraUe to the Idng and his coundll fiir way c/Bmst 
or overfigfat; but the laid Bfr. John Lundw pleaded goOtia and cooCbIU 
his error, and by ane act» not fubfcfiTed with hia handf co nfafl a d he had B0 
wanand nor eommiffion to the efiect fiirfaid. AUwayei^theniaftanbeii^aB* 
der fear, that this committee hcdden at TorreflT woold come and vifito tkir 
Colledge in their homegoeing; therfera they fttt thdr hafU ftodenta to Hbou ' 
tie, dofild np the jreitte, and ilk man went ane fimdrie gate^ AhiMt»g UAty 
came they ihoiild find feft ydtte, and no man ther to abjde tfaebr eenfiua ; bat 
dilappointed of their expectation, and feeing they came not» they l ac on fd a ii 
thortly their fehoHars, and ilk man fell to hia own ftndie and cliaige rabarijr 
and quietly. 

About the nynth of Mardi, ther came to Aberdein ane imprinted pradflH* 
tione, dedareing how his migeftie with great patience had Ihlferad oar flbMl 
covenanters* difloyall procedure^ who^ under pretext of leU^ioiip had taOMl 
rebdls, without any ground of rdigion finr tlieir wammd ; how they hadaU 
ftequent convocations of his Iddges, guarded his caftles, kesped afliiinfalydhr 
they were difbharged, fett down ftents, taxations, and impofitkaM i^on hb 
good fiibjects fer mantainanoe of warr, againft the lawes of the U^gdsm; 
how feditious pamphletts were dayly written and printed and ftnt to Bta^M» 
wherof his migeftie himfelfe had fein the prindpall miffives diiaet tnm m 
out of Scotland, tending therby to draw his good fubjects of igwgi^H to Mr 
nbdlious opinion, as they had (under cullour of religion) drawen the httM 
of his loyall fubjects of Scotland. It likewayes dedaired, how, by fubCbriYdig 
of this corenant, the Englifh preachers denyed his majeftie's fupremacie sal 
oath of alleadgeance ; that his majeftie would maintain epifcopade, and tint 
he had no mind to alter or change any materiall pojmt of religion ; that ha 
Confeffion and our Confeffion of Faith was both one ; that the inbringing of 
the Service Books, was to make God to be worfhiped throw out all his doori* 
nions after one forme and manner ; dedairing alio the haill covenanters^ ftr 
this illegall procedure, to be traitours ; and ordained this prodamation to be 
read at all the church doors of all the parifh kirks in England, that the CbA 
tian world might fee bow he was abufed, and how his majeftie was fiveed to 
take up armes ; chargeing therfor and commanding the nobles, earles, kidli 
knights, &C. throw out all England, to mufter their men and inndl ibefr 
names, that bis majeftie might know their number, and to mdt him at Yeric 
in their beft armes, upon the day of March nixt. Thir letters wwe da* 
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Itod the 27th of February. How fbon this proclamation was underftood be 
L^e toune and doctors of Aberdein, and others of their minds, they rejoyced 
heartfully thereat ; but all their mirth turned fliortly to muruing, as after does 
appear. The king defired this proclamation to be publiflied at the Scots 
parilh churches alfo ; but was plaiuly fuppreft, none dareing to doe the I'amen, 
as was done in England. 

About this time, James Grant the rebell getts his peace frae the king, and 
now begins to kyth who durft not be fein fince anno 1636 ; as ye have before 
beard. 

Upon Sunday the 24tfa of February, fome 18 gentlemen of the names of 
Frafer, Rols, and Gumming, happened in ane ferry boat palling the watter of 
Findhome pitiefully to drown. 

Upon the 27th of February, the earle Marifchal took up muiler of his men, 
tennents, and fervants, within his baronies and lands of Kintoir and Skeyne, 
and inrolled their names fo ftrictly, that fcarce men was left to hold and call 
the pleugh. There was alfo ane meitting of the Forbefles and Frafers keeped 
at Monymuilc, about this time. 

The toun of Aberdein, ftill trufting to the king's letters and protection, 
and hearing the covenanters were raifeing forces to come to Aberdein and 
compell them to yeild to their wills, whither they would or not, refolved to 
byde the worft ; and, be the raarquefi' advyce, began to try what victuall and 
provifion was within the toun, in caice they were beleiged. Nixt they begaue 
to caft ditches be his advyce, and advyce of Levetenent Colonell Johnftoun, 
who all this time was in the toune dreilling up the toun's fouldiers ; and, upon 
the firft day of March, fell to work, and cafl deep ditches frae tho Gallowget 
port, down the north fyde of the toim towards the Caftlehill, and about the 
bill. And, upon the fouth lyde of the toune, they raifed up timber Iconics anent 
ibe loch, cled with dailies, whereby the toune's mulketiers might lafely itand 
and molell the enemy. They had the like fconfes at the Gallowget port upon 
the hill. They had eleven peice of ordinance, which was planted niofl commo- 
diouHy upon the toun ftreitts, ilk peice haveing ane timber Iconfe fett up for 
fooldiers to defend the lamen. And thus were they hufied, man and woman, 
niakeing great preparations to hold them out, who would not be holden out 
for them ; as ye may fliortly hear. 

Upon the fame firft of March, Mr. Andrew Cant minifter at Pitfligo came 
with his wiffe and childrein to Old Aberdein, where he lodged all night ; and, 
L 4ipon the morrow, being Sunday, in his journey, preached at Banchory Dev- 
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mck ; to whom flocked fimdrie pnritaim oat of Aberdei^ Hewn 

tranflaited from Pitfligo to Newbottle» and had now removed JilmfeTfj and.WM 
upon his journey towards Newbottle : a great oovenanter» Teiy bnflie in tUr 
alterations, and a mortall enemy towards the taiihops. Hewastheraafkertmfc 
laited from Newbottle to Aberdein. . . 

Now, the covenanters have dayly meittings at their CSoondl TaUejit Ediii 
burgh ; men taken up in the Ibuth oonntreyyand dreillingand mnffcoiqgdai^; 
commiffioners alio appointed to take up their number, and fte thair ovder aid 
armour. They omitt no oocafion to advance their purpoie. But the biihflp 
lay ftill and beheld all ftedfiEdftly, depending upon the king^s proCectioa and de- 
fmcBf as he had often written and promifed* And in the mean time the eooft- 
trie is brought under great fear. 

About this time, and begining of Mardi, Mr. John Hay mlinftM' at BA 
art, Bfr. David Dunbar minifter at Ardclach, and William Rofi pravoft d 
Naime, all covenanters and commiflioners of the Generall AflemUy, in Ab 
caice, came to Elgine, mett with the fometime bifhop of Murray oomeingftii 
fermon even at the kirk door of Elgine, and there puUictly made jntimsttni 
to him of his deprivation, ehargeing him alio, to make his publict repentnse; 
and whereupon they take inftruments. The good bifhop^ feeing matten to 
go fo, left now off to preach any more ; albeit he preached after his depifs* 
tion, whyle now about the b^;ining of Mardi, as laid is, he left off to pnMh 
ilk Sunday, according to his cufl^me, and refolves to keep his caftie of fijpji* 
nie dole, and come no more out, becaufe he had fumifhed the famen ivift 
men, munition, victuals, and all things neceflar, and refolved to keep tluB 
ftrength to the outmoft : but he was forced to give it over or all was done^ tf 
ye may hereafter fee. 

Ye heard of the king's proclamation. It was not fuffered to be publilbed 
here as in England, but altogither fuppreil ; alleadgeing, they were there allcdr- 
led traitours who were of the covenant, againft all order, for none ihould be 
proclaimed traitors whyll firft they be tryed, affized, and legally convicted of 
treafon in councill or court of Parliament, according to the Scottiih laws ; and 
that his majeftie ought not, upon evill information of their enemies, goe aboot 
to prodaime them traitours, without advyce of the lords of councill ; and lb 
would not fuffer them to be publifhed. 

Upon the 14th of March, there was a meitting amongft the nobles and otiun 
at Perth, where the earls of Argyle and Montrofe, the lord Couper, the mafter 
of Forbes, and fome others were. It was faid, that Argyle writt to his good 
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bvther the marquels of Huntly, defyreing hira to be at this convention, or 
then fend his eldefl fon. But he writt back his excufe, faying, he could not 
come hiinfelfe, and his fon was but young ; but he fhould fend ane commifljon- 
er there ; as he did, and fent Doctor Gordon to Perth. This convention con- 
tinowed whyle the 18th of March, fyne dilfolved. It was faid, the marquels 
of Huntly was defyred by Argyle's letter to meet him at Breichen, but the 
marquels wrote back his excufe, faying, he could not win. Argyle urged a 
meeting with him quietly, either at Breichen or Fettercaime, to have com- 
muned upon thir affaires ; but ftill he refuifed. He was alfo diverfe times ad- 
vertifed be fome of his freiuds, that if he would not concurr and aflift the co- 
venanters' tlefignes, he ihould be carried to Edinburgh and wairded in the 
Caflle thereof : but he mifregairded all councill, albeit it over furely followed 
and came to pa& to his fhame and Ikaith. He would not leave the king ; but 
dayly looked for help and fupply from his majeftie, wherein he was deceived. 
The earle of Argyle feeing he could gett no meitting of the raarquefs, he be- 
held him, and from this convention rode to Argyle. Ilk ane of the reft went 
a fundrie gett, and Dr. Gordon returned to the marquels to Aberdein. 

About this time alfo, the covenanters begane to caft fort)6cations and tren- 
ches about the toun of Leith, be advyce and direction of the forelaid Felt 
Marilhal Le&lie, and both men and women came running to this work. 

This LfclsHe wrote alfo to Germany, France, Holland, and diverfe other 
pairts for expert captains, commanders, and officers to attend fervice, as it fell 
out; to whom came numbers of brave commanders, thinking to make up a for- 
tune in their native kingdom, how foon the troubles begane, as then dayly was 
looked for. 

Sir Alexander Gordon of Cluny, knight barronet, being fent be the mar- 
quels to goe to the king be land, returned to Aberdein be fea in one of the 
king's pinnages upon the nynth of March. This pinnage guarded and con- 
Toyed ane other merchant fliip, to the port of the faid burgh, wherein there 
was 3000 mulketts, bandiliers, and mufket flaves ; 1000 pikes with harnels and 
armes both for footmen and horfemen; and carrabins, horle picks, piftoUs, pow- 
der, lead, and match. Thir armes were brought on llioar, and delivered to the 
marquels upon the 17th of March. The toun of Aberdein entertained the cap- 
tain of this pinnage kyndly, and had ane nightly watch of fourfcore mulketiers 
to feve and defend her frae all danger fo long as Ilie lay within the harbour. The 
litird of Cluny brought this captain over to his own houle in the Old town of 
Aberdem, and made him good cheir. Now thir armea came frae the king to 
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the marquefi, whilk he ihortly difperft and ipred to fudi aft woold lm7 and giv^ 
their ticket for pajonent, at Martinmas, of foch foomes as was agreed nponpO^ 
then to reftore fuch armes as they bought backagaine to the laid nuoqiiefli %| 
the laid tenne. The laird itfOunybronght letters alio from the Idmg to the nu^ 
quels, with ane lieutenandrie. Diverle came and bought of thir araneik surf 
gave their ticket for payment €i Hk mufket, bandilier, powder, ball* matkil 
ftaff, and match 151ib. ; and for ilk pick 98s. And &t the reftof the axmesm 
all pryced and given out upon note of payment, as laid is. Now this lieate 
andrie came home, whither paft our Scotts ISealls or not, I know notp but k 
accepted the fiunen glaidly ; and lent for fuch men as wanted armea^ of Us oii 
dwelling in Strabogie, Garth, Eingzie, and Aucfaindonn, who came to Ai» 
ddn, about 500 men, on foot for the moft part, whom he fiirniflied. Theycnt 
to the toun in good order and array, and ihortly returned back againeto dieir 
own hou&s, about or upon the 19th of March. 

The coundU <tf warr within Aberdein begane againe to try the pratifioi 
and victualb within the toune; and, upon the 17th of Mardi, ane fidemne bft 
was keeped for the peace of the countrie. 

Upon Friday the 2Sd of March, the bilhop <tf Aberdeui flitted and zemni 
from his own pallace in Old Aberdein over to the toune, and dwelt in Thmm 
Cargill*s houle, in thefe troublefome times, for his better lecoritie. But hewii 
farced at laft to flee the countrie alio. 

The marquefi of Huntly his lieutenandrie extended from the North wibr 
to Caithnels inclufive, which he caufed prodaime at the cioee of Abacdai» 
upon the l6th of March, bearing thir words, 

George marquefs of Hantly, earle of Eingzie, lord Gordon, &c. his majeftie's lieateaant in the 
North, from the North water of £ik to Caithnefs inclniiye, to our lovitts and heranldsy piu fefi nt ^ 
mefiengerB, conjnnctlle and feverallie, fpeciallie conilitate, greeting. Forafmeikle as it coniMm Ui 
majeflie's fpedall fervice, that all his majeflie's leidges of whatfomeyer qnalitiey imk, or coiidite|li 
fnfficiently provyded in armes, and be in readienefs prepared with all diDigeiiee to repair wka 
and where he thinks fitting, upon 48 honrs advertifement, with 15 days' pronfion. Thefe an * 
therfor to require and command yow, or any of yow, upon the fight hereof, that ye paft to it 
mercate croce of New Aberdein, head burgh of the fhyre thereof, and there, be open prodamitiaae, 
in his majeflie's name and authoritie, make due and lawfull publication of the prenufifea ; and wiA- 
all, in his (aid majeflie's name, and alfe in our name as his lieutenant, to require^ eommaiidi nd 
charge all and fundrie earles, lords^ barrens, heretors, fhenri£b, praveAs, and baillies within Imi p w ^ 
and all others his majeflie's leidges alfe weill to buigh as to land, regaUtie and royalltiet of wbatSna* 
ever qualitie, rank, place, office^ or condition, betwixt 60 and 16, to be fuffidently proryded in 
armes, and to be in readienefs, and prepaired with 15 days pronfion, to rife, cancnrr, affift, and 
pafs forward with us his majeflie's lieutenant in his maieflie's ferrioe, or with any otheraanthoriftd 
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lie 11S9 wbeofoever we fhall caafe give due and lawfull adverdfement upon 48 hours to that effect, 
under all higheft paine and charge that after may follow. Lykeas alfo we require and command 
yow in our fovereigne lord's name, and in our name, as lieutenant aforfaid, exprefsly to inhibite and 
difcharge all convt>cations and gatherings whatfomever of his majeftie's good fubjects, at whatfom- 
ever time hereafter or place, not being authorifed be our warrand for that effect, as they will an- 
iwer at their higheft perill ; wheranent thir prefents ihall be your fufficient warrand. 
Sttbcriyed at Aberdein Sic fubfcribitur 

the 16th of March 1639. Huntly. 

He fent out the like charges againft the lord Frafer, the laird of Mony- 
iDufk, the laird of Leyes Burnet, the laird of Kermuk, and diverfe others of 
the prime covenanters in this countrie, in Buchan, Marr, Meams, Grarioch, 
and diverfe other parts in the North ; and ficklyke charging the antecove- 
nanters, nobles, barrons, and gentrie, by giveing ilk one coppies, to meit him 
as lieutenant, and in their belt armes, with 15 days provifion, upon the 25th 
of March, conforme to the charge abovewritten, at Inverurie, as the place ap- 
pointed. Lykeas, in all haift, he fent and caufed make proclamatione in forme 
forlaid at the mercate croces of Banff, Elgine, Forres, Naime, and other bur- 
rows north. 

Notwithflanding of this lieutenandrie, and charges and proclamations fol- 
lowing therupon, there was little or no obedience given thereto, but the cove- 
nanters (haveing their own intelligence from the Councill Table) milregairded 
the famen entirely, thinking once to be mailers of the armes that were come 
home to the marquels ; as they were indeed, as hereafter does appear. 

Now as the marquels is thus occupied, the Old town and Spithill bounds 
was muftered upon the S2d day of March, who was muflered before upon the 
18th of the laid moneth, ranked and numbered with the men of Seatoun, in 
prefence of the bifhop of Aberdein and the laird of Cluny his baillie depute, 
at the Dowcatt Grein, and eflimat to the number of eight fcore perfones, 
walk, feeble, and unarmed bodies for the moil part. The marquels directed 
threelcore mufkets, ftaves, powder, calmes, lead, and match, and thirty pikes, 
for helping to arme thir people, and took their ticketts for the pryce or reftitu- 
tion in manner forfaid. 

Now the Old town people thus armed, with the people of Spithill and Sea- 
toun, were muftered, as is laid, and drawen up in array at the Old town croce, 
when they were all charged to goe meit the marquels of Huntly, the forfaid 
85th of March, at Inverurie, with 15 days provifion, whilk they obeyed, and 
went out of the Old town, Spithill and Seatoun, about 100 men, with diverfe 
mufketeirs out of New Aberdein. Thus was the coimtrie people drawen to 
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fuch extremitie, that they knew not whom to obey, whither the king's procla- 
mations and his lieutenant's charges, or the covenanters' commandment. 

Upon the forfaid 22d of March, the Colledge of Old Aberdein was left de- 
folate ; the mafters, membera, ftudeuts, and fchoUers, took all the flight, hear- 
ing of the comeing of the covenanters to Aberdein with irrefiftable forces, 
and call up the Colledge yeitts. They had received before of the niarquefe' 
armour 20 raulketts, and 30 pikes, for defence of the Colledge, of the price 
and condition forfaid ; but they did little good lervlce, being plundered from 
them afterwards 

Upon the 25th of March being Munday, the marqueis went to faorle in 
Aberdein, with about 100 horfe.haveing the lord Seatoun then in his company, 
with his daughters and baimes, and rode altogither that famen day to Inver- 
urie, and left direction to tranfport his haill famillie, men fervants and woemeii 
fervauts, inlight plenilliing, goods and gear out of Aberdein to Strathbogie, 
that famen day; whilk was done becaufe he had gotten fiu-e information that 
the covenanters were comeing with an army in all haiil to Aberdein, and 
againfl himfelf alio. Allwayes, he rydes forward to Inverurie, upon the hear- 
ing of the covenanters' comeing, and for the particular reafon following ; which 
was, he being dwelling in Aberdein, there came to him James Burnett of 
Craigmyle, with fome other well affected freinds, fliewing that the covenanters 
were gathering, and that they had ane convention to be at Old Rlontrofe fliort- 
lie, refolveing to come to Aberdein, who would the contrair, and publilh their 
aflembly acts, and vifite the Old touu Colledge, and to take order with the 
antecovenanters and outftanding minillers in this countrey in all haifi; fee- 
ing the haill kingdome was obedient except Aberdein, and tlie marqueis and 
fome of the North ; and therefore delJTcd his lordfliip out of love, (but any 
warrand) that he would be pleafed to behold them to go on, otherwayes, they 
were makeiug fuch preparation, that they would come, and would not be re- 
filled. Thereafter, they went to the councill of Aberdein, defireing them will- 
ingly to come in and fubtcrive the covenant, obey the affemblie acts, and fuffer 
them to be publiilied, and fuffer the Old toun Colledge to be vifited, and con- 
tribute in expences and all other things with the covenanters frae the begin- 
ning of this bulfienefs, otherwayes it would ftjind to their Iharae and (kaith by 
their expectation. The marqueis, and the proveft, and bailiies, heard all, but 
gave little anfwer to their freinds. Allwayes, they goe to coundll, to fee what 
was belt to be done ; and in end concludes, that the marquefs Ihould lend 
to this convention, holden be the covenanters at Montrofe, two freinds in com* 
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miffion, and the toun fhould fend other two commiflioners to them, to under- 
ftand thir covenanters minds. Lykeas, his lordfhip fent Mr. Robert Gordon 
of Straloch, and Doctor Gordon medicinar in Old Aberdein ; and the toun fent 
Doctor Johnflon phjriician in New Aberdein, and George Morifon burgefs ther» 
upon the 21ft of March, to Old Montrofe, where the earle of Montrofe, the earle 
of Argyle, the lord Couper, and diverfe others covenanters, had their meitting. 
The commiflioners declaired they were fent frae the marquels and burgh of 
Aberdein (hearing of their gathering of forces) to demand if they had any in- 
tention againft them, or to purfue, injure, or moleft them be armes ; if they 
had fuch intention, to advertife them, whereby they might be upon their 
guard ; if otherwayes, to fend aflurance to them be wryte of their peaceable re- 
folutions. Wherunto anfwer was made to the faids commiflioners, that they 
were not to doe any wrong violently, but againft fuch as ftood out againft 
them and their covenant ; and that they would ftrive to compell them to yeild, 
who would not fubmitt willingly. Further aflureance, be wryte, they would 
not grant. The commiflioners told how the marquefs and burgh of Aberdein 
were peaceably fett, obedient to the king and his lawes, and dayly wifhing 
the Weill and quiett of the kingdome ; and, therfore, looked not to be invaided 
or purfued without doeing any wrong. The commiflioners gott no other an- 
fwer, but returned back to Aberdein, and told the marquels and the toun their 
anfwer, and that there was great appearance of trouble to follow ; whilk bred 
no finall mifcontentment to the marquefs, and great fear to the burgh of 
Aberdein. Allwayes, upon the receipt of this anfwer, the marquefs haiftiely 
refolves to leave Aberdein in the midft of their diftrefles; takes his children with 
him, with whom alfo there happened to be the Lord Seatoun ; and leaves di- 
rection to his fervants to flitt and remove themfelves, goods, and gear, after him 
to Strabogie ; goes to horfe, and upon the 25th of March comes to Inverurie, 
where there met him about 5000 brave gentlemen, whereof there was 1000 
horfe in good order and weill armed : but the earle of Findlater, whom he 
cheifiy expected, came not there. The marquefs caufes draw them up there 
in order of battell, and was glad of their comeing ; who came, fome for fear 
and obedience of the lieutenandrie, but the moft part was of his own vaflaUs, 
dependants, freinds, and followers. After this view, they encamped there all 
night. And upon the mome, the marquefs goes to councill, where it was found 
expedient to diflblve this army, in refpect of the great army comeing haftiely 
firom the fouth, who had great alTiflance here in the north, readie to meitt 
them, which hardly he with his power could refift or defend. Whereupon 
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the marquefs^ after a good countenance, thanking the people for their ohedient 
comeing and conveining, gave them leave to go home ; and fo diflblved without 
more adoe ; and he himfelfe rydes to Strabogie. Many marvelled at this pur- 
pofe. Some holding opinion that the marquels might have flayed and given 
the covenanters battell ; others alleadged it was moil dangerous, the chance of 
warr being uncertaine, fo that if he had fouchen and bein overcome, him* 
felfe, his kine, freinds, and their lands, had been entirely fpoilzied, wracked 
and undone, without any appearance of help or recoverie ; and, if it happen- 
ed him to be victorious, the covenanters were able to renew the battle, and 
bring the haill bodie of the countrey againil him, which he was unable to 
gaine Hand, and had no hope of help frae the king, nor appearance of thanks 
at his hands, if he had entered in blood, yea fuppofe he had bein victorious. 
Howfoever men judged and thought of this buffieneis, the marquefk took this 
courfe and diflblved, as laid is. 

About this famen time, the marqueis' foot pod called William Nicolibn, af- 
ter going to the king with letters, in the coming home again with letters, was 
taken be the covenanters, and his letters mafterfiilly fpoilzied frae him; where- 
at the marquefs was offended, as he had reafone, for his own letters were kept 
up againil himfelfe. Yet it was willingly done by the poft, for which he was 
hanged. 

Word came alio that the Caille of Edinburgh was rendered be one called 
Hadden, brother to the laird of Glendyaik, under-captain thereof, to the toun 
of Edinburgh, and taken in be them. 

The noble burgh of Aberdein, being dayly deaved with the comeing of ane 
anny, and pondering and coniidering gravely the anfwer which came frae the 
covenanters to them, and withall how the marquefs had left them, in whom 
they had efpeciall confidence, and diiTolveing his army at Inverurie, as ye 
have heard, far by their expectation, and feing no help comeing frtie the king, 
they begane then to be heartlefs and comfortlefs, and entirely to defpair, not 
knowing what courfe to take ; the town alfo being divyded amongfl them- 
lelves, fome following the king, fome following the countrie and their cove- 
nant ; at lail, after diverfe confultations, they concluded to give it oVer, apd 
to quy te the caufe, and to think all their paines and travells in this buffieneb 
to be clearly loil and tynt : and therefore, feeing they were not able to make 
defence againil the incomeing of this army, refolved to cafl their fwords from 
their fydes, whilk were then dayly wome, leave off their muftering and dreill- 
ing, cafling of ditches, keeping of watches, or catbands, removed their ordi- 
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nance alfo off the calfeyes with their fortificationes, caft open their ports, and 
made them readie to give the army peaceable entrance within the toun but 
impediment, fuppofe fore againft their wills. And in the mean time, ilk man 
begane to look to his own particular weill, for efchewing of this imminent dan- 
ger. Some removed their beft goods out of the way ; other fome fled the toun 
with their wiffes and baimes. Amongfk others, there fled be fea about 60 of 
the braveft men and youths of Aberdein, weill armed with fword, muiket, and 
bandilier, as excellent cavalliers ; they took one of the toun's colours and John 
Poak their drummer with them, and refolve to goe to the king. Thus, they all 
fled, before they were compelled to fubfcrive the covenant, contribute in ex- 
pences, and fee the aflemblie acts publiihed, which they had fo long withftood 
before. Others againe bade within the toun, fuch as Mr. Alexander Jaffray 
provoft, the baillies, and others, covenanters. AUwayes, about the 28th of 
March, ihipps at Torry our tonne's ravilliers in ane fhip attending their fer- 
vice. With whom ihipped alfo Doctor Lelslie principall of the King's C!olledge, 
Dr. Barron profeflbr of divinitie, (for Barron was not ane ordinar minifler then 
in Aberdein, but preached once in the 20 dayes, becaufe he was profeflbr and 
teached divinitie). Dr. Sibbald one of the minifl;ers of Aberdein, Dr. Rofi, 
and Dr. Guild, other two of the tonne's minifl;ers ; but Dr. Rofs might not flie, 
becaufe he was Ijring fore fick at that time. Thus, all fled to England, except 
Guild who fled to Holland. There alfo iliipped with them the lairds of Drum, 
Pitfoddels, young Foverane, Balgouny, Mr. Alexander Irvine, Robert Irvine, 
and fome others ; and, upon the faid 28th of March, hoyfe up lail, and to the 
king goe they. But this flight did little good ; as after ye may heare. Doctor 
Forb^ of C!orfe, Doctor Scroggie minifter at Old Aberdein, and Mr. Gilbert 
Rols reader, fled all their houfes, and throw the countrie goe they. Mr. Alexan- 
der Middleton, Mr. Alexander Grairden, and Mr. Alexander Scroggie regents, 
with Mr. Robert Ogilvie fub-principall of the King's C!ollege of Old Aber- 
dein, caft up the colledge yeitts and fett the ftudents at liberty, and fled throw 
the countrey themfelves : this was done upon the 22d of March. The biihop 
of Aberdein flyes out of Aberdein, upon 27th March, with John Bellenden his 
lone, Mr. John Bellenden his brother fone, and John Blaccater his fervitor ; 
and quietly throw the countrie goes he. The laird of Ethie in Angus, with 
Ibme friends, antecovenanters, fled his countrie ; ihipped for France : he is 
driven be tempeft to Dunbar ; they aire all taken, lliip and goods, and all 
wairded ; yet upon conditions they are all fett at libertie, and their goods re- 

ftored.

Now, our Aberdein's men, and country barrons, fled all to the king, to eonir 
plain upon the diforders of the land, and fears that thejr were under, throw 
occafion of the covenant. But they tjmt all their travell and Mrere forced to 
come home againe, as ye may hear, except Doctor Baron, who depairted this 
life at Berwick the day of Auguft, and Dr. Rofi deoealed in Aberddn, this 
famen moneth. So thir two learned doctors decealed, and Dr. Guild retnned 
home frae Holland. Dr. Sibbald came not home, but ftayed in England. 

The bifhop of Aberdein was hardly thought of be the covenanters, far 
preaching ilk Sabbath day untill the 24th of March, and giveing of the com* 
munion, as ye have heard, after he was excommunicate : but he preached no 
more after that day. Thus, the aflembly forefiud, without au£horitie of the 
king, and exprelsly againit his command ded with the laws, exromTnunifatcd 
and depofed bifliops, as they pleafed, from their places, dignities, and rents^ to 
the admiration of many» againft the laws and their own confidences. 

Now, the minifters of Edinburgh, and elfewhere, begin to i^eadi boldly oat 
of the pulpits, exhorting the people to maintaine this good caule ; whereupon 
they went on furioufly be their perfwafion in defence of this covenant, with- 
out the king's warrand or authority. 

Now, the Councill Table, finding that they had gotten obedience throw all the 
burrows of Scotland, and throw the countrie alio, and none to ftand out, except 
Aberdein, and Doctors thereof, and the marques of Huntly, his friends and 
followers, with fome of the countrie minifters, who took their dependance frae 
the king againft them and their covenant ;^ how they would not hear the a& 
fembly acts publifhed within their kirks ; how they would not fublcrive their 
covenant, nor contribute with the covenanters ; that they were cafling ditdi- 
es, and uleing devyces to defend themlelves ; and that the marquefi of Huntly 
was dwelling amongft them, the bifhop alio in the fiunen toun giveing advyee 
and councell ; that the marqueis had gotten home armes, with ane lieutenand- 
rie, to crols their covenant : upon thir reafones, and diverfe others, they raife 
armes in the fouth, and haiftiely directs Mr. James Baird and James GiUbnc^ 
two advocates in Edinburgh, to come quickly to the north, and cauie the cove* 
nanters there con vein and meitt their army at Aberdein ; whidi they did^ and 
therewith refolved either to bring the marqueis, the boigh of Aberdein, their 
doctors and minifters, and all other outfl^mders, to come in and fubfiarive thdr 
covenant, and to doe all other obedience willingly, otherways to compell then 
be force of armes to doe the lamen ; and upon this relblutioii they lift their 
army with great 
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Lot the mean time, the lord Frafer, the mafter of Forbes, the earle of Erroll 
(being but ane young baime) his men, tennents, and fervants, under the con* 
duct of the laird Delgettie ; the lord Pitfligoe (being alfo but ane baime) his 
■MOy tennents, and fervants, under the conduct of Alexander Forbes of Bo3md« 
lie his tutor; with diverfe other barrons and gentlemen, covenanters, con- 
irdned upon the 28th of March at Kintoir, about the number of 2000 men, 
horie and foot, ready to meit the fouthland covenanters at Aberdein, as they 
were directed. From Kintoir they came in order of battle to Old Aberdein, 
where part of them were lodged upon the 29th of March being Fryday, all 
Ibat night ; but the moft part lay in the fields about the Old Toun, abydeing 
tfie oomeing of the fouthland army. Upon the whilk Fryday and 29th of 
March, there came in the evening to the north fyde of the Tullohill, befyde 
Banchorie Devenick on Dee fyde, within three miles to Aberdein, the earle 
of Montrofe lord general!, the earle Marifhall, the earle of Kinghome, the 
lord Erlkine, the lord Carnegie, the lord Elcho, his excellence Felt Marfhall 
Le&lie, (who by his witt and valour had atcheivit to this high title of honour 
M to be called His Excellence) with ane weill prepaired army, both of foot 
and horfe, drawen out of the flierriffdomes of Fyfe, Perth, Angus, Meams, 
and burrows tonnes thereof allennerly. They were eftimate to be about 9000 
■ieD» carriage horfes and all, upon horfe and foot. They had two cartows or 
qparter cannons following them, with twelve other peice of ordnance. They 
nAfftkt have eafiely come to Aberdein that night, haveing daylight enough ; but 
diqf would not come, but ftented their pavilions upon the faid TullohiU, and 
lefted there all night. 

Upon the mome being Saturday, they came in order of battell weill armed 
both on horfe and foot, ilk horfeman haveing five fhot at the leaft, with ane 
entbintf in his hand, two piftols by his fydes, and other two at his iad- 
iflU toir ; the pikemen in their ranks with pike and fword ; the mu£ketiers 
in tiheir ranks, with muiket, mulket ilafie, bandelier, fword, powder, ball, 
match ; ilk company both on horfe and foot had their captains, lieuten- 
enfignes, ferjeants, and other officers and commanders, all for the moft 
in buff coats, and in goodly order. They had five colours or en- 
; whereof the earl of Montrofe had one, haveing this motto, ' For Re- 
ligion, THE Covenant, and the Countrie,' the earle of Marifchall 
hnd <me^ the earle of Kinghome had one, and the town of Dundie had two. 
Tbagy had trumpeters to ilk company of horfemen, and drummers to ilk com- 
pmy of footmen ; they had their meat, drink, and other provifion, bag and 
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baggage canyed with them, all done be advyle of his exoellenoe Felt Mari- 
fchall Lfefslie, whofe councell» generall Montrofe followed in this buffienefi. 
N0W9 in feimly order and good array, this army came forward, and entered 
the burgh of Aberdein, about ten hours in the morning, at the Over Kirkgate 
Port» fyne came down throw the Broadgate, throw the Caftlegate, out at the 
JufUce Port, to the Quein's Links directly. Here it is to be netted, that &m 
or none of this haill army wanted ane blew ribbin hung about hia craig doim 
under his left arme, which they called The Covenanter^ Bilhm. But tbe 
lord GU)rdon, and fome others of the marquefi' baimes and £unilie, had ane 
ribbin, when he was dwelling in the toun, of ane reid fleih cullor, whidi they 
wore in their hatts, and called it T%e Royall Ribbin^ as a figne of their low 
and loyaltie to the king. In defpyte and derifion thereof this blew ribbin 
was wome, and called The Covenanters' Ribbin be the haill Ibuldiera of tke 
army, and would not hear of the royall ribbin ; luch was their prjrde and 
malice. There came to the Links, the famen Saturday, firae the Old Toon and 
fields about, the lord Frafer, the mafter of Forbes, the laird Delgettie^ the tih 
tor of Pitfligoe, the earl Marifhall's men in Buchan, with diverfe other hu^ 
rons, their men, tennents, and fervants, about the number of 2000 horfe and 
foot, and mett with the army in kindly manner. Shortly after their oomeii^ 
a general mufter was taken of the haill army, which was eftimate about devea 
thoufimd men, horfe and foot, carriage horfe and alL Mufter being made^ dl 
men were commanded, be found of trumpet, in generall Montrofe' name, to goe 
to breakfaft either in the Links or in the toun. The generall himfelfe, the no- 
bles, captains, and commanders, for the moft part, and fouldiers, fat doun in the 
Links, and of their own provifion, with ane fervitt on their knee, took their 
breakfaft; others went to the toim, and, as they were commanded, returned fhort- 
ly to the army, who complained that they were not made weillcome, and payed 
deir for fuch as they gott. Allwayes, ane other view was taken of the army, and 
fome weak arraelefs bodies gott libertie from the generall to goe home. There- 
after, the generall fent for the provoft Mr. Alexander Jaffray, and told him, 
that his fouldiers who went to the toun could not gett weilcome nor meat, 
albeit he directed them to take nothing for nought, and for fuch as they gott 
they were extortioned ; he faid likewayes, the toun of Aberdein, upon their great 
expenfes and fore travel!, was cafting ditches to flop their army, and ufeing 
many other devyces to withfland their comeing, wherin they proved more 
willful than fkilfull, and had loft all their labours, for all their bufieneis; there- 
fore he commanded the provoft in all haift to caufe fill up thefe ditches, to 
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the effect his army might pais and repais without impediment, and in the 
mean time to fee that his foiddiers might be weill entertained without extor- 
tion, as occafion offered : all which the provofl himibly promifed, and fo per- 
formedy and caufed the toun's men haiftiely to fill up the ditches. 

After thir fpeiches, the army immediately was againe drawen up, and the 
earle of Kinghome with 1500 men had orders to goe to Aberdein, take in the 
toun and watch the fame, and to fend after the army two cartowis or quarter 
canons, haveing the bullet of about 24 pound weight each. Conform to this 
order, Kinghome, after he had taken his leave of the general in the Links, 
came up to the toun, the famen Saturday, with the lairds of Benholme, Auld- 
barr, and diverfe other men of mark with his company. The earle with fome 
others lodged in fkipper Anderfon*s, to whom came the provofl and baillies, 
and humbly rendered to him the keyes of their tolbuith, their kirks and ports. 
He caufes quarter his fouldiers, and fetts ane ftrong watch, both day and night, 
at ilk port, of muiketteirs ; none, day nor night, went in nor out but by their 
permifRon. They were dofed ilk evening, and opened in the morning about 7 
hours. Now brave Aberdein, who wont wyfely to guard themfelves, is now 
brought under fubjection, and commanded be ane flrange govemour ; becaufe 
they were lojral to the king, depended upon his protection, proclamations, and 
miffive letters, which now againft their expectations had altogither failled 
them, to their great griefe« fhame, and forrow ; and none of all the burghs of 
Scotland brought under this trouble and vexation but only Aberdein, but pa- 
tience perforce. GU)vemor Kinghom, (for fo the earle was now ftyled Govemour 
of Aberdein) the fame Saturday at night, after he had received the toun's keyes, 
received alfo ftt)m the lady Pitfoddells, the keyes of that lodgeing wherein the 
marqueis had lodged fhort whyle before. But at the delivery of thir keys, there 
was ane fudden fray amongft them, throw occafion of ane Ihott rakelefslie lettin 
go, in the fame houfe, where the govemour and the lady with others were 
togither. . None knew wherfrom nor how this fhot came, for all the tryall 
eould be made. AUwayes, the lady in the tumult and preis lofi; her purfe, 
wdll plenifhed with gold and rings, and could not get the fame againe ; and 
fi> flie took her leave of the govemour of Aberdein, leaveing with him the keyes 
of her hufband's houfe in Aberdein, and wanting her purfe alfo ; but ihe was 
reftored back her own keyes, but further moleftatione. 

After the earle of Kinghome had received orders in the Links, as ye have 
heard, general Montrofe, immediately therafter, and upon the fiunen Saturday 
afternoon, the 80th of March, came not to Aberdein as the toun expected ; but 
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frae the Links, about four afternoon, marched towards Kentoir, with his amqr 
in brave order, where that night they encamped, and Sunday all day alfii^ 
haveing their own minifter, and hearing preaching. 

Munday the firll of Aprile, they marched towards Inverurie two miles iSt 
tant, wher they ftented their pavilions that night. 

The marquels of Huntly, hearing of their march, underftood certainly thdr 
comeing was for him, (as it was indeed), and to bring him perforce to their 
opinion. He confidered the time^ and law he could not make his pairt good, 
and that he had gotten no help frae the king as was pnmiiled, refidved fud- 
denly to take the bed courfe for himfelfe, to lave his honor, his honle Uh 
Ipoikied, and his freinds and fervants unplundered ; and thereupon, upon the 
forfidd firll of Aprile, he fent Mr Robert Gordon of Straloch, and Doctor Gov 
don phyfician indweller in Aberdein, to Inverurie to the camp^ before thqr 
lliould march farrer on, and fpeak with the earle of Montrole, generaU, sol 
to defyre him to come, eleven and himfelfe, with ane fwoord at ilk manli 
lyde, but any more armour, at ane Spamnure near to Blackball, two myki 
diftant frae the camp, where the marquels of Huntly Ihould meitt him vrilk 
the like number and fingle fwords, to the efiect they might oonferr togidier 
upon tliis buflienels. The generall was content (be advyle of the noUes, Fdt 
Marifdial Lelslie, and others, captaines in the camp) to meet the nuoqnefi^ 
the 4th of Aprile nixt being Thurfday, place and manner above Ipecified. 

Upon the firft of Aprile, govemour Kinghome directed to Old Aberdein SO 
uiulketeirs to take one of the marquels of Huntly s foot polls called Jaoquo, 
who Mas prelently come frae the king with letters to his mailer. He is had 
to Al>enloin, and warded in the tolbuith ; of whom ye ihall hear more. 

V\xm TuolUay the 2d of Aprile, govemour Kinghome cauled tranfport 
twelve piece of onlinance i>ertaiuing to the toune from off the calfey, and carry 
them into the earle of Marilchairs clofe, and anent his veitt. 

l*IH>u this Tuelilay, word came to Aberdein, that Dimibrettoun the king's 
houle was taken in be the covenanters by ane prettie flight, which was thus; 
the captain thereof called Stewart* a religious gentleman, trew to the king, 
hapiH'iuHl niK^n ane Simday to goe hear devotion at ane church without the 
cailelU tearing no evill nor danger ; but he is fuddenly taken by the covenant- 
ers, who was laid for him : he is compelled to call off his doathes* which were 
ihortly putt U{x>n ane other gentleman of his ihape and quantitie, and he pat 
vni his c1i\uhes u{x>u him agaiue. Thus, appan^U interchanged, they com- 
nuuuU\l this captain, under jxiiue of death, to tell the watch word, which, for 
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fear of his life, he truely told. Then they go on the night quietly, onfein be 
the castileans, and had this counterfeit captain with them, who cryed and 
called by the watch word ; which being heard, yeitts are caflen open, in goes 
the covenanters with greater power nor was within to defend it, and takes in 
this flrong ftrength, and mans and fortifies the famen to their mind. 

The king*s houfe of Dalkeith was alfo taken in by the covenanters ; out of 
the which they took the royall ornaments of the crown, fuch as crown, fword, 
and fcepter, and had them to the caftell of Edinburgh ; which caflell was alfo 
taken in be them before, as ye have heard. Thir royall ornaments was con- 
veyed befor and hidden in Dalkeith. 

Upon the famen Tuefday and fecond of Aprile, there was ane committee 
holden, within the Oreyfriar kirk of New Aberdein, be govemour King- 
home, the mailer of Forbes, (who came for that purpofe frae the camp) the 
lairds of Auldbar, Benholme, Dun, Leyes, with fome others. Mr. David 
Lyndfay, perfon of Belhelvie, was faid to be moderator of this committee. To 
the which committee, upon the 24th of March before, was fummoned, in name 
of the aflemblie and moderator, the principall of the King's Colledge of Old 
Aberdein, the four regents, canonift, doctor of medicine, civilifl, facrift, 
and cantor, founded members therof ; as alfo, the haill doctors and miniilers 
of Aberdein, fuch as Dr. John Forbes of Corle profeflbr. Dr. Leislie princi- 
pall. Dr. Scroggie minifter at Old Aberdein ; Doctor Barron, Doctor Sibbald, 
Doctor Rofs, three miniilers at New Aberdein ; togither with all and fundrie 
other miniilers within the province or diocie, who had not as yet fubfcrived 
the covenant, to compear, upon the fecond day of Aprile therafter, within any 
of the Aberdeins where it ihould happen the moderator and his aiTeflbrs to 
be for the time, and there to underly fuch cenfure, and with certification, con- 
tained in the principall fummonds. Thus, were they fummoned, to the forfaid 
lecond of Aprile, both churchmen, nobles, barrons, burgefles, and commons. 
Wherupon the provoil, baillies, councill, and communtie of Aberdein (who 
had flifly ftood out before) came now in perforce, (fo many of them as were 
at home, and had not fled) and diverfe of the miniilrie and gentlemen and 
others came all in throw plane fear and perforce, and humbly fubfcrive and 
fwear this covenant, albeit they had fwom the king's covenant, before they be 
their great oath fwear to byde be this covenant now fubfcrived. The minify 
ters of Aberdein would not come in, upon no condition, to fubfcrive this cove- 
nant ; and the principall and members of the King^s C!olledge were not at this 
time called, and nothing was done againft them. This committee latt all Tuef- 
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day, Wedenfday, Thurfday, and Friday ; and then rofe. They oontinowed 
fome buffienefi to the 16th of Aprile, being ane provincial aflfemblie. Add 
fo, this committie diflblved, referreing the reft to the provindall aflemUie^ to 
be holden at Aberdein the foriaid I6th of Aprile. See more of a oomniittie 
holden, the 10th of Aprile, in the laid coUedge. 

Upon Wedenfday the 8d of Aprile, govemour Kinghome cau&d take up 
inventar of fuch goods and geir as was within the laird of PitfbddeDa^ hoofe 
alfe Weill pertaining to the laird himfelfe, as that which the margnela left be- 
hind him, at his removeing therefrae. And inventar being taken^ he cmfid 
redeliver back againe to the lady Pitfoddells her keyes, whidi he had taken 
before, but any more moleftation, hurt, or prejudice to fuch goods as was ther, 
either belonging to the marquels or to her hufband. 

The famen Wedenfday, the govemour foriaid cauied quarter the toon of 
Aberdein, and commanded the provoft and baillies to fee the lamen doae^ to 
the effect knowledge might be had, how the army at their back oomeing flioald 
be fuftained. 

Thurfday the 4th of Aprile, the laird of Auldbarr with Ibme Ibuldiers cine 
over frae the Toun to the Old Toun, and having gotten knowledge that tke 
people had hid fuch poor arms, as they had, from this army, within fime of 
the kirk voltis, he mafterfiilly took the keyes, and medled with the armei; 
but they were all reftored back againe except ten mufkets : fee afterwards. In 
the mean time, fome of his rafcally fouldiers began (which none did befioie) to 
abufe the bifhop*s ftaitly palace, and fpulzie the famen, againft Auldbon^s 
will and commandment. 

Ye heard before, of ane melting drawen on betuixt the marquels of Huntly 
and generall Montrofe. The 4th of Aprile being Thurfday, the marquels came, 
eleven and himfelfe, with only fwords be their fydes, wherof the lord Oliphant 
and his fon James the lord Aboyne were two. The generall, in like manner, mett 
him at the place appointed, with eleven and himfelfe, in like armes, whereof 
the lord Elcho and lord Coupar were two. After lalutation, they lighted £nie 
their horfes, and upon foot fell to conference, but nothing was ended ; jret both 
took to be advyfed till the mome. They parted, the marquels rode, that ni^t, 
two miles frae the camp to Legatfdeu, where he foupped and went all n^t 
to Pitcaple to his bed, without whom he could doe nothing, and fo had their 
advyce ; and the generall returned back to the camp. 

Upon the mome being Fryday and 5th of Aprile, the laids lords mett 
againe, in the famen place and forme forfaid ; wher, it was laid, the marquefi 
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paft fome conditions in write, obleidgeiag him to iland to the Confeffion of 
Faith, made in anno 1580 and anno 1581, and that he would defend the king, 
the religion, lawes, and liberties of the kiugdome to his power ; that he would 
doe his beft to caule his freinds, men tennent» and I'ervants liihlcrive the co- 
venant, otherwayes to behold them. Thir were the conditions, as was alleadg- 
ed, which the marquefs fubfcrived and delivered to the generall. Thereafter 
tiiey parted in peace, mthout diflimulation, as was thought. The marquefs 
went not near the carop, but ftraight to Strabogie ; and the generall rode clofe 
Co the camp, where after confultation they were Weill pleafed, and he praifed 
toT bis paines. 

Upon the famen Fryday and 5th of Aprile, the lairds of Benholme and 
Auldbarr came over out of the New toun to Old Aberdein, accompanied with 
fouldiers and muHcateirs. They iirfl heard devotion ; Mr. James Marline mi- 
niiler at Peterhead, being with them, preached in the Old toun kirk, upon the 
lail verfe of the 28th plalme ; he laboured to condemne epifcopacie, and to per- 
fuade the people conveined to fubfcrive the covenant. Sermon being ended, 
the faid barons, the faid miniiler, with fome others, went to the confiftory 
houfe,where the Old toun people alfo flocked ; and albeit the nioft part of them 
had fubfcrived the king's covenant before, yet for plain fear of trouble and 
plundering of their houfes and goods, being kinglets, helplefs, freindlels, and 
moyanlels, they fubfcrived over again this their covenant. Thir two barrens 
with the fiiid Mr. James Martine, fubfcrived the famen firft; therafter Mr. 
Thomas Sandielands commiller of Aberdein; and Mr. James Sandielands his 
brother commiHarie clerk, and all the reft of the Old toun, followed. This 
being fubfcrived, the laird of Auldhar gave back to them the keyes of their 
voltes wher their armour lay, that ilk man might receive back his own ; fo 
that there was only ten mufkets wanting, convoyed away be Auldhar 's foul- 
diers. 

In the mean time, thir rafcall fouldiers fell to againe to abule the bifhop's 
pallace, entered the yeitts and doors, and begane to fpuilzie the famen ; but in- 
deed Auldbar (being advertifed thereof) went himfelfe and chailTed them away, 
fo that there was little wrong done that day. Therafter, the lairds of Ben- 
fa(dme and Atildbarr, with their fouldiers, and Mr. James Mairtyne, returned 
back agaiue to the New toun, but any more Ikaith. 

This iamen Friday and 5th of Aprile, word came to Aberdein, that the mar- 
quefs and the army had fettled and ended, chargeing them to make proclama- 
tions throw the toune, for prepareing of lodgeings roumes and entertainment 
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to the army, upon their own expenfes ; whilk was done be the provoft and bait 
lies, at the govemour*s command. 

Thus, upon Saturday the 6th of Aprile, the army lifted their camp firae In- 
verurie, and begane to march towards Aberdein. Be the way, there came and 
mett the army 12 hielandmen, who declared to the generall, that the eaile of 
Argyle their mailer had fent, out of his countrey, 500 men weill armed in hie> 
land fafhion, with captains and commanders, to attend their lerviee, and fiarfiee 
of himfelfe, as generall. He received their commiffion gradoufly, thftnlcwii tUr 
mafter the earle of Argyle, and directed them to goe and live upon the laadi 
and befliall pertaining to the laird of Drum and laird of Pitfoddells, and to bold 
togither unfeparate or broken, and to dwell upon thir men*s meins and 1900 
their grounds, whyle f urder advertiiement ; forbidding them exprelBly not to 
come near Aberdein, at this time, becaufe the army was prefently goeing thoe 
themfelves to be quartered. Thus, the gentlemen returned to their hictaal 
company with their directions, which they took in good part, and lived royal^ 
upon the goods, nolt, fheep, comes, and victuall of the ground above fpedfeit, to 
the great hurt and wrack of the oountrie people, for their mafter's caule, bdng 
great ante-covenanters. And as this generall had directed thir hielandmen to 
doe, right fo himfelfe did, dureing the fpace his army was lyeing at Invenirie; 
for they plundered frae Thomas Crombie of Kemnay, out of his ground, as ane 
ante-covenanter, about 22 fcore bolls of victuall, which he had laid up inflxnr 
within his gimells in Kemnay. The earle of Marifhall's men of Skeyne and 
Kintoir were bufie about this plundering with the reft of the fouldiers ; and it 
was fold very cheap, at 6s. 8d. the boll, becaufe they could not carry it with 
them. The lord Erfkine caufed plunder, frae Mr. Alexander Reid, fix Ibare 
bolls of victuall, out of the lands of Kildrummy. The laird of Pitmedden's 
ground of Barrach, and fundrie other pairts in this countrey, about this time, 
was pitifully fpuilzied and plundered; whilk made them all to come in andfttb- 
fcrive the covenant, albeit they had fubfcrived the king's covenant before, and 
were glaid to obtaine the generaU's protection to fave their ground from any 
farder moleflation. Allwayes, the army marches on and comes to Aberdein» 
the forfaid Saturday before even, and went not to the Links to byde, as they 
did at their outgoeing. The generall himfelfe, govemour Kinghome, and the 
reft of the nobles, were all weill lodged in fldpper Anderfon's houfe. Felt Mar- 
ftiall Lefslie was lodged in Patrick Lelslie's houfe. The reft of the army, ac- 
cording to tlieir rank and place, was quartered and weill ferved ; but little pay- 
ment was made therefore, becaufe the generall conmianded the proveft 
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to make provifion and to pay the people for the famen.whilk they did not, 
to the hurt of fundrie honeil people, who had made the furnidiing out of their 
own purfes, and got no payment from the proved and baillies, as laid is. All- 
wayes, direction was given to ftay the two Cartows, which was come no far- 
der nor Halkertoun, oncome farder north. 

The bifliop of Murray, fearing that this army fliould come alfo to Spynny, 
bad beforhand manned and fortified the I'amen ftrongly, for his own defence ; 
which alfo was but folly, and turned to nought, as hereafter ye may hear. But 
at this time, frae they gott the marquefs of Huntly, they compted not for him, 
but beheld him keep his houfe. 

Allwayes, the haill remanent bilhops and archbifliops, (except the archhilhop 
of Gla^ow, who was old and tender, keeping his bed, and Mr John Aberne- 
thie biihop of Caithnefs, who had dimitted his bithoprick and difclaimed the 
limcn,) was forced to fly Scotland, and goe unto the king to England for their 
(aifitie and protection ; excepting alio the biihop of Dunkeld, who difclaimed 
likewayes epifcopacie, and yielded to their alTembly acts. 

About this famen time, and moneth of Aprile, of their flight, the biihop of 
Bofs' wife fled her dwelling houfe in Channorie for plaine fear, and went to 
Mr. Alexander Innes, minifter of Rothemay, her own brother, and dwelt and 
remained with him a whyle, whill her hulband fent for her. 

After the marquels' melting with the generall, as ye have heard, many of 
his friends, fuch as the lairds of Gight, Haddoch, Newtoun, Foverane, Pit- 
medden, HarthiU, and diverfe others, came in perforce, feeing no help nor 
releiffe, and fubfcrived the covenant, who had fubfcribed the king's covenant 
before ; but the fear of this army, nor no other thing, could move the laird of 
Banff to come in and fubfcrive this covenant, but lloutly flood out the king's 
man, for the which he payed dear for all. See hereafter. 

About this time, Donald Farquharfone of Tulliegarmouth, baillie of the 
marquefs' lands of Strathaven, haveing gotten fome mulkets, pickes, and other 
iumour frae him, whyle he was in Aberdein dwelling ; and his fervants bring- 
iXJg the armes out of Aberdein home to him at his directione, Alexander 
^<iacban of Glenkindie, a great covenanter, maifterfully took them be the 
^•'jy ; whereat the faid Donald took heigh oflence, and repaired himfelf after- 
M'Ards, as ye may bear. 

There was alfo taken be the covenanters, about this fame time, certain cara- 
bioes, raufkets, pickes, corfeletts, and ammunition, pertaining to the Lord Rae, 
• «f ane bark happening be chance to come to Peterhead, as flie was carrying

them to Strathnaver, the faid lord's countrie. The mafter of Rae, beiiig in this 
countries and hearing of this wrong, went and told the earl Marihall, how his ft- 
ther's armes were plundered, in his bounds, be the covenanters. The earl ga?e 
him no contentment, but feemed to allow the lamen wrong, laying, his fiiitfaer 
was not ane good covenanter, which made this fault ; allwayes, when the oomi* 
trie turned peaceable, he fhould caufe reftore them againe. The mafter of 
Rae took his leave with fmall contentment 

Ye heard how the army returned to Aberdein, upon Saturday the 6th of 
Aprile. Upon Sunday the feventh of Aprile, devotion be ftranger miniftn 
throw all the pulpits of new Aberdein, feeing their own minifters were fled 
and gone. The nobles and others filled the churdies. After fennon, inti- 
mation was made of the fentence of excommunication pronounced be Mr. Alex- 
ander Henderfone, moderator of the aflembly, againft the archbiihops of SL 
Andrews and Glafgow, the bifhops of Edinburgh, Aberdein, Galloway, Rofii 
Dumblain, Brechine, charging all men not to hear their preaching nor bear 
them company, under paines of cenfure of the kirk. Mr Patrick Lelslie mi^ 
nifter at Skeyne (Doctor Scroggie being fled and obfcure) preached this famen 
Sunday in the Old toun, and made the like intimation out of the pulpit ciibt 
fame fentence. 

Munday the 8th of Aprile, the generall took up a new mufter of his annj 
in the Links. Some weak perfones gott leave home. Both New and (M 
Aberdeins were now quartered, and the poor bodies of the Old Toun gott no' 
payment for fuch fouldiers as they received. 

Upon Tuefday the 9th of Aprile, the earl of Seaforth, the mafter of Lovat, 
the laird Innes, the provoft of Elgine, and diverfe other barrons, came out 
of Rofs and Murray, about 300 weill horfed gentellmen, to falute the army at 
Aberdein, and to offer their fervice. They were made weillcome, and flayed 
whyll the 13th of Aprile; fyne gott their leave, and they returned home but 
more employment. 

Wedenfday the 10th of Aprile, ane folemne fafl was keeped throw New 
Aberdein, but none in Old Aberdein, for Dr. Scroggie durfl not be fein. Both 
before and aftemoou, there was preaching and prayers. Mr. Robert Douglas 
minifler at Kirkaldie preached before noon. After fermon, he read out theiw- 
venant, and caufed all the haill tonne's people con veined, who had not yetfub- 
fcrived, to fland up before him in the kirk, both man and woman ; and the men 
fubferived this covenant. Thereafter, both man and woman was urged to fwear 
be their uplifted hands to God, that they did fubfcrive and fwear this covenant 
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willingly, freely, and firom their hearts, and not for any fear or dread that 
flumld happen. 83016 the kirk fcailled and diflblved. But the Lord knows, how 
thir toune*s people were brought under perjurie for plaine fear, and not from 
a willing mind, by tyrranny and oppreffion of thir covenanters, who compelled 
them to fwear and fubfcrive, fuppofe they knew it was againft their hearts. 
Allwayes, brave Aberdein is forced to obey, notwithilanding they had fmall 
aflureance of the army or good Argyle*s hielandmen, but their goods might 
be plundered, the beft whereof they cannely convoyed out of fight ; fo all fub- 
fcrived and fware within the toun of New Aberdein, except fuch as were hap- 
piely out of Scotland. 

The king's covenant and countrie covenant were thought to be aggrieable in 
termes, except only, that the countrie covenant abolifhed bifhops, and the king^s 
covenant approved the famen, as his majeftie alleadged. See hereafter, anent 
the covenant. 

Upon theforfaid 10th of Aprile, the marqueis of Huntly, with his two fones, 
the lord Gordon and the lord Abbyne, came frae Strabogie with about 40 horfe, 
fore againfl his freinds' will, to New Aberdein, and lodged in the laird of Pit- 
foddells' houfe. But whither it was communed upon betuixt him and generall 
M ontrofe at their conferences, that he fliould come into the toun and vifite 
him, or that he was written for be the generall, to come in, I know not ; but 
it was moft conftantly reported, he would not have come, but upon the gene- 
ral's letter. Howfoever it was, he came, as is faid before. Upon the mome, 
being Thurfday, there was ane council holden amongfl the nobles, barrons 
and others, who alfo fent for the marqueis, who came ; and after fome con- 
fultations, this councill diflblved fliortly, and the marqueis returned to his 
own lodgeing. 

Lykeas immediately thereafter, the lord Frafer, the mailer of Forbes, the 
lairds of Innes, Benholme, Auldbarr, and Mr. David Lindfay parfon of Bel- 
helvie, being directed by the faid councill, to goe viiite the colledge of Old 
Aberdein^ as they who were appointed commiffioners by the Greneral Aflem- 
bly, and the iaid Mr. David Lindfay moderator of this commiflion, the mem- 
bezs of the iaid colledge were fummoned to this committee, except Dr. Wil- 
liam Leislie principall, and Mr. Alexander Scroggie younger, one of the re- 
gents, who were fled of fett purpofe from this work. The reit of the mem-, 
bers compeared, fuch as Mr. Robert Ogilvie fub-principall, Mr. Alexander 
Middletoun, Mr. Alexander Gairden, two of the regents, Mr. John Lundie 
bumanift or gramarian, Mr, Gilbert Rois cantor, Patrick Innes lacrifter ; 
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and, of the outward members, compeared Doctor GU)rdon medicinery and Mr. 
James Saudielands younger cannonift They all fubfcrive the coTenoit 
at this committee ; and were ordained to make publict repentance^ fadi m 
received the communion out of the bifhop of Aberdein his hands after im 
excommunication, and this repentance to be at Machar kirk, thereafter to 
continow in their places ; but they were not put to it, and lb quieO^ 
keeped their roumes. The abfents were difcharged of their offices. Mr. 
Gilbert Rols, cantor, was difcharged as ane unprofitable member. Mr. Jamei 
Sandielands was difcharged as canonift ; but he made applicati(Mi to the niit 
Grenerall A flemblie, and craftily by moyan gott his place, to teach the GamiOD 
law by limitation, viz. to teach JOe matrinumioj te/lamentii^ and teymdi ; be- 
caufe all the reft of thefe lawes fmelled of poperie, as they alleadged. Tldr 
lawes being made, they continowed their committee to the 15th of May, and 
caufed fummond the haill members to that effect, for takeing a fiill order wA 
the faid coUedge ; but none came to keep this conunittee, but only the pariSne 
of Belhelvie, and fo wanting afleflbrs he could doe nothing alone. But r^ 
member, there were no ftudents in the coUedge at the time, becauie they hid 
all fled before the incomeing of the army. But remember, at this vifiiatkiif 
Doctor William Lelslie principall, and Mr. Alexander Scroggie yaaiiger» 
regent, were both depofed, altho abfent. 

Upon Thurfday the 11 of Aprile, the earle of Argyll's hielandmen (at com- 
mand of generall Montrofe) came in to Aberdein (from out of the bounds of 
Drum, and Pitfoddells' ground, and the country thereabout, where they want- 
ed not abundance of beafts, mutton, and good fare, for little pay,) in order of 
battell, with bagpipes and hieland armes, about 500 men. They went about the 
croce in rank, and being viewed, the generall commanded them to goe to their 
lodgeings, which were prepared within the toune for them ; and that they 
fhould do no wrong, whilk they carefully obeyed, and for the which the toune 
gave them 500 merks in money, when they removed with the foot army. 

Generall Montrofe commanded the proved, baillies, and councill of the 
burgh of Aberdein to convein within their councill houfe, wher the generall 
in pretence of them all declared, that the outftanding of Aberdein was the 
caufe of the comeing of this army, tending to their great charges and ex« 
pences, and that the toun was ordained to pay 100,000 merks to fet up their 
lofs. Whereunto the proved anfwered, that they were unable to pay the lamen. 
The generall noblie laid, fince ye have lubfcrived our covenant, we think us 
all but one; therfor we will not take fo great a foume from you, upon condition 
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ye contribute with us in this our good caufe fince the beginning and in time 
comeing, with men and monyes, as occaiion fhall offer ; and in the mean time, 
give up the names of your neighbours who have fled the toun for fear of us, 
tihat we may plunder their goods at our pleafure dureing their abfence; and 
likewayes, with all convenient fpeid, to goe fortifie your blockhoufe with men 
and cannon, and other neceflaries, for defence of foraigne invaiion, if it fliall 
happen, at the water mouth ; and withall, to lay us doun ten thoufand merks 
fcKT fupport of our armies' charges. What fliall be faid ? The toune of Aber- 
dein was forced to pay the famen, and to promife performance and obedience 
to all the reft. But neither was the blockhoufe fortified, nor yet the abfent 
burgefles' goods plundered. Allwayes, he ordained the toune to fend over 
their commiflioners to the Grein Table, to learn what fyne they fliould pay 
for their outftanding againft the countrie as they did, by and attour this 
10,000 merks. 

Upon Good Fryday the 12th of Aprile, there was no preaching in any of the 
Aberdeins, as ufe was ; but Felt Marifball Lefslie, upon this famen day, march- 
ed from Aberdein with the foot army fouth, and the feild peices alio, leaveing 
the horfe army behind him, with generall Montrofe and the reft of the nobles. 
He took alfo with him, to the Grein Table, the marquefs* boy, called Eng- 
liih Jacques, who was taken before, with ane other called Gordon, and meafbn 
by his calling, for alleadged faying they would flioot Felt Leislie, and was there- 
fore taken and wairded in Aberdein ; and now both thir men were bound to- 
giiher and had to Edinburgh, in his company ; and after long imprifonment, 
and (harp tryals, tbey are found innocent, and fet to libertie out of the tol- 
bnith of Edinburgh. Thus, Felt Lefslie marched, upon Grood Fryday ; but in 
none of the Aberdeins was ther preaching, as was uled befor, upon Good Fry- 
da7» according to the Perth articles ; fuch was the change of time. 

Now orders put to Aberdein, the foot army dilpatched, and all things fet- 
led, the generall and nobles began to think, how to captivate and treacheroufly 
fake the marquefs of Huntly with them fouth, as doubtlefi they had orders fo 
to doe before they came north, as many men thought. Allwayes, upon this 
fiune Good Fryday at even, the generall and nobles invited the marquefs and 
hia two fones to fupper in their own lodging in flcipper Anderfon*s houfe, where 
ihey Ihpped altogither, and made mirrie. After fupper, they travell with the 
marquefs, (as was faid,) fajring, it was good to him to quyte his lieutenandrie, 
and to fend the famen back againe to the king ; fhewing, that it was ftopped 
at the fealls, and therefore none would give obedience to the lamen, in thir 
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dangerous times ; as alfo to wryte to his majeftie favourablie and fireindly of 
the covenanters, as his good and loyall fubjects; and to direct, upon the mone^ 
with the laird of Clunie, thir letters and Heutenandrie to the king. The marf 
quels underilanding, that his Heutenandrie was not, nor could be gotten tfarov 
the fealls, as they faid, and that but the famen being paft he would gett litlc 
obedience when he happened to have adoe, refolved ihortly to doe as thej 
defired, becaufe he had pairtly reafon, and wrote his letters, and in their pn- 
fence directed the laird of Cluny the lamen Friday at night, to take joonqr 
upon the mome being Saturday, towards the king. Thus aU being ended, 
the marquels with his two fones took their leaves frae the generall and nobks^ 
and peaceably came over to Pitfoddells* houfe, his own lodgeing, and preloit- 
ly directed ane boy to goe to Leggitfden upon the mome, and to have his dis: 
ner ready ; but he was deceived. The lords finding the marquels moft noUie 
to yield to their defyres, which they never thought he would doe, looking upon 
ane refuifeall to have made ane ground and quarrell to have taken him fixitb, 
refolved upon ane other courfe to draw him under wrak, which with realine 
they could nowayes bring to pals. And firft, (the marquels haveing mind of 
no evill) the generall caufes fett ftrait watehes at the foir and back yeitts 
of his lodgeing, and at the liable doors where his horfes flood, with mulkattdig, 
to the end the marquels might not ryde, (as he intended,) upon the nKffne, 
home to Strathboggie; whereof the marquels had no knowledge, whyle nptm 
the mome. 

A 11 way es, the generall and the nobles, upon Saturday the 13th of Afvik 
in the morning, fent in two noblemen to the marquels' lodgeing, delireing 
him with his two fones to come into the earle MarflialFs houfe and fpeak 
with the generall. The raarquefs wondering at the watching of his lodgeingi 
and now fending for him after he had taken his leave in a freindly fonne 
the night before from them, and told he was to ryde home upon the mome, 
as I have faid ; allwayes, he with his two fones goes into the earle Marilhall*8 
lodgeing, meitts with the generall, and, after freindly lalutations, the generall 
begins to make up a new ground of ane quarrell, and fayes to the marqueis, 
" My lord, I would defire you to contribute to pay William Dick 200,000 
merks, which is borrowed frae him for lifting df this army to come north." 
The marquefs anfwered, he was not obleiged to pay any part thereof, becaole 
it was borrowed, waired and employed but his advyce or confent, and that 
he had fpent as meikle in this bufflenes for his own part, as any nobleman 
in the land had done, out of his own purfe. 2do, He defyred him to take 
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James Grant, John Dugar, and their accomplices, rebells, bloodfheddera and 
murtherers, and great troublers and oppreflbi-s of the countrey people. The 
marquefi anfwered, he bore no publiet office nor had commiffion to that ef- 
fect ; whilk albeit he had, James Grant had gotten the king's remiflion, and 
to could not take him ; and as for John Dugar, he would concurr with the reft 
of Uie countrie to take him, as he was employed. 3tio, He defired the mar- 
que!^ to agrie with the laird of Frendraiight, and take him by the hand ; be- 
caufe the covenant admitted of no hatred nor feid to ftand unreconceilled. He 
anfwered, what he had fubfcrived to the generall on no wayes obleidged him to 
take Frendraught be the hand, nor would he take him be the hand upon no 
condition. The generall haveing ufed and proponed thir frivolous petitions and 
demands, and getting fuch reafonable anfwers as he could not weill efchew, 
he then broke up the thing he moft eameftly would have bein at, (which was 
the marquefs himfelfe), and changeing his purpofe, fayes, " My lord, feeing 
we are all now freinds, will ye goe fouth to Edinburgh with us ?" He an- 
fircred, he was not of fuch mind, nor was he prepaired to goe fouth at this time, 
becauie he was goeing home to Strathbogie. The general faid, " Your lord- 
fliip will do Weill to go with us." The marquefs feeing his purpofe, anfwer- 
ed quickly, " My lord, I came here to this toune upon alfureance that I Ihould 
come and goe at my own pleafure but raoleftation or inquietation ; and now 
I fee by condition my lodgeing was guarded, that 1 could not come out nor in, 
and now, by my expectation, ye would take myfelfe (who is here, and bidden 
here with your lordlhip in quiet maner, mirrie and glaid,) and carrie me to 
Edinburgh, whither I would or not ; this in my fight feims not fair nor 
honourable." Allwayes, fays he, " my lord, give me my bond whilk I gave you 
at Inverurie, and ye fliall have ane anfwer." Whilk the generall obeyed, and 
B- delivered to the marquels. Then he faid, " MTiither will ye take me with 
BUyow fouth as ane captive, or willingly of my own mind ?" The generall an- 
fwered, " Make your choice." Then faid he, " I will not goe as ane captive, 
but as ane volunteir." \Miereupon he comes to the door, and haiftiely goes to 
his own lodgeing, where he finds the famen ftraitly guairded with mulketeirs. 
Allwayes he goes in and fitts down to breakfaft, fends poft after the laird of 
Cluny to ftay his journey, as ye have heard, fo that he went no farder nor 
Edinburgh. Some of the marquefs' freinds thought hardly of his goeing fouth, 
without fome hoftage left behind for his faife retume; but the general! being 
^ken to refuifed to grant any hoftage. Thus, is this great and mightie mar- 

t. egregious earle, lord lieuteun^it of the north be his majeftie's 
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authoritie, a man of lingular fpirit and courage, of great freindihip, and ftire 
commandment, brought under thir ftraittes and hard conditiones by his iid|^ 
hour fubjects for being ane loyall fubject to his mailer the king ; which odncr 
wayes I hope they durft not have hazard to enteipryfe be their own ftreogtb 
and following in thir quarters. AUwayes, he was firft forced to tryft and 
give his bond at Inverurie, then intyfed to come quietly to Aberdeiiif Ui 
lodgeing guarded^ himfelfe under truft taken, as ye have heard. All this he 
was driven to fuffer, and behold moft patiently, for the love he carried to the 
king his mafter, his kine and freinds. Cheifly his dear childrein were gid- 
voufly offended thereat, to fee him taken frae his freinds, and had to Edin- 
burgh amongft his enemies, who never liked his houie nor ftanding. Wlnt 
ihould more ? After breakfaft, the marquels with his two fones the loid Qot* 
don and lord Aboyne, made themfelves ready to goe. 

In the meantime the generall caufes reftoir to the proveft and baillies the 
keyes of their ports, tolbuith, and kirks, with their ordinance, and plundend 
not fo much as one mufket out of the toun. He gave orders to the proveft 
and baillies to pay for their entertainment wher they were quartered witfais 
the toune ; but the honed tonne's people got litle payment for their fitf^ 

nifhing. 

All things ended, the generally with the nobles and reft goe to horft^ t^ 
marquels with his two fones and fome fervants horfe alfo, trumpets founding; 
the provoft and baillies caufed bring wyne and confeitts to the croce, and hmih 
bly entreated them to drink, which they glaidly did, and the marquels with 
his fones alfo. The marquefs fent his fecond fon the lord Aboyne to Stratb- 
bogie by permiffion and leive of the generall, at the croce, for bringing of 
moneyes to his father, and upon promife that he fhould come quickly fouth 
after them. 

Then the trumpetters begane to found, and the army to march, with whom 
alfo went the hielandmen of Lome and Argyle. And becaufe they did no 
wrong within the toune, the provoft and baillies caufed deliver to them 500 
merks, more for their evill nor for their good, and for keeping their toun from 
plundering of fuch mercylefe mifcreants. Thus, upon the forfaid Saturday and 
13th of Apprile, the general with his army marched forward frae Aberdein; 
and that night the marquefs and his eldeft fon with the generall and noblefi^ 
came to Dunnotter, where they ftaid that night, Sunday all day. Munday, they 
then rode togither and ftill keeped company, whyll they came to Edinbuigb^ 
which was upon Fryday the 19th of Aprile, as ye may fee. 
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Sunday the 14th of Aprile and Pafh day, Mr. Thomas Mitchell parfone of 
Turreff preached here in Old Aberdein, Dr. Scroggie our own miniiter being 
fled, but no communion was given, as was lately ufed. 

Upon Munday the 15th of Aprile, according to the generall's direction, 
Aberdein directed John Hay, Mr. Robert Farquhar, George Morifon, and Mr. 
Thomas Gray, commiffioners for the faid burgh of Aberdein, to the Grein 
Table, to underly and abyde their cenfure anent the paying of any fuch 
fyne as they fhould be injoyned, for their outftanding againft them and their 
covenant, and bydeing be the king and his covenant. Allwayes they were 
forced to fubmitt, and were ordained to pay 40,000 merks of fyne, and to fett 
caution for payment, or to remaine in Edinburgh whyle it fliould be payed. 
Whereupon they remained in Edinburgh, whyle order ihould be taken there- 
with. 

Upon Tuefday the l6th of Aprile, ane provinciall sjniod or affemblie hold- 
en in New Aberdein, but not in the Colledge Kirk of Old Aberdein, as they 
lat before, becaufe it was ane Bifhop's feat : Mr. David Lindfay parfon of 
Belhelvie was moderator. The roumes of the abfent miniflers of Aberdein who 
were fled, fuch as Dr. Sibbald, Dr. Guild, and Dr. Barron profeflbr, were or- 
dained to be fupplyed, and the toune to be ferved be other minifl;er8 in their 
ftead within the prefbytrie whyll the nixt fynod, to be holden the 16th of 
May, that thefe places might be filled. Syne they diflblved the 17th of Aprile, 
and continued their afiairs till that time. 

Upon the forefaid 1 6th of Aprile, the lord Aboyne being goeing fouth to 
his father with moneyes, as ye heard, and fitting at breakfafl; in Percock, there 
came to him the laird of Banfi* (who never would yeild), the laird of Geight, 
the Idrd of Haddoch, the laird of Foveraine, and diverfe others of his kine 
and freinds, who had fubfcrived the covenant before, and declared plainly he 
fhould not goe fouth, but byde in this countrie, now left headleis, and that it 
was over fore ane pledge te have both his father and brother fouth at the Grein 
Table allreadie. The lord Aboyne (as the draught was drawen) yeilded to their 
defire, and turned back to Strathbogie againe with his father's trunks, with 
relblution to go togither for defence of themfelves and their freinds at all oc- 
cafions. But thi s plot did no good, but bred meikell forrow, as ye fhall hear. 

Upon the 18th of Aprile, Dr. Forbes of Corls, hearing of the continuation 
of the tommittee, returned back to his own houfe in old Aberdein, and 
preached upon Sunday thereafter in the lame toune peaceably, who had fled 
the toune and bein abfent fince the 28th of Mfirch before. 
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Word came, that ther was ane committee to be holden at Taneff upon Wed^ 
enfday the 84th of Aprile, be the earle of Marifdiall, the eark of Seafocth, 
the Lord Frafer, the mailer of Forbes, and fome others, with their Idne aal 
freinds. To the which meeting were warned to come, all foeh peribns within 
this diode as had not fubfcrived their covenant, and ther to fublcriYe the ikmea 
under the pain of plundering. The like pain was never given out befor be 
any king of this kingdom, bnt now begune be fubjects upon fubjects but u- 
thoritie. The lord Aboyne and Banff, with the reft of their kine and fieindi^ 
who had not fubfcrived, hearing of this charge, (under the pain of plunderii^ 
of their houles, rents, goods, and gear) to come in and fublcrive this oovenant^ 
they thought heavie of this charge, and refblved to gather togither for tfadr 
own defence. So thefe who had fubfcrived againft their wills, alleweill as ihofe 
who had not fubfcrived, flocked together and drew up to ane head, as ye ihall 
hear. 

The Queen mother lyes dill in England, upon the king's great chaiges, who 
came there in November 1638. 

No letters came frae the king to his loyall fubjects, but what are intereqrted 
be his rebell fubjects the covenanters, and fuch as are fent to his majeftie an 
right fua ufed ; fo the king and his fubjects leaves off frae more wryteiiig of 
miffives, and the countrie who depended upon his majeftie is now left hdpkA 
and comfortleis. 

Munday the 2Sd of Aprile, there was ane melting holden at Monymnlk be 
the earle Marifchall, the earle of Seaforth, the lord Fraier, the maft;er of F<^- 
besy with fundrie other barrens and burgefles of Aberdein of the covenant, 
who hearing of the lord Aboyne's r}'feing, refolved to continow this commit- 
tee at Turreff frae the 24th of Aprile to the 26th of the famen moneth, upon 
hopes that there Ihould come be that time fundrie gentlemen out of Caithnels, 
Sutherland) Rols, Murray, and other parts ; and in the meantime they them- 
felves to nieit againe togither at Kintoir upon the laid 24th of Aprile, and fo 
dilFolved. 

Upon the 24th of Aprile, the earle Marifchall, the earle of Seaforth, the lord 
Fraier, the mailer of Forbes, with fundrie barrons and Aberdein's burgeffisi 
mett togither at Kintoir ; wher it was concluded that this conunittee to be 
holden at Turreff Ihould dillblve, and uot be holden the S6th of Aprile. To 
tliis nieiting at Kintoir, there came out of Aberdein about 30 muiketeirs with 
their commanders, at thir nobles* command ; but they foon turned back bat 
more ndoi\ fearing the lord Aboyne's power and fireindlliip to gaineftand their 
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committee. AUwayes it was ordered that they ihould meitt againe at Aber- 
dein upon the morne. So this night, the earle Marifchall had with him to 
Hallforeil the earle of Seaforth, to byde with him all night. 

Upon the 25th of Aprile, the forefaids earles with the lord Frafer, mailer of 
Forbes, barrons, freinds, and fouldiers mett againe at Aberdein ; to whom came 
alio diverfe others barrons and gentlemen, out of Buchan, Marr, and other 
countries, amounting to 1000 men, wherof ther was but about 80 horfemen ; 
and the number of the haill was about 3000 men. The earle Marifchall takes 
in the toune of Aberdein at his own hand, meddled with the keyes of the tol- 
ly kirks and ports, quartered the men, who were weill entertained but not 
payed, guarded the ports that none came in nor went out but by his 
knowledge, now calling himfelfe govemour of Aberdein, his time about; where- 
at the tonne's people became vexed and weiried, yea and fome throw fear fled 
and left their lodgeings defolate, others ihifted their heft goods afyde, with 
wae and fore hearts, but patience perforce. 

Now, I here leave them bydeing and oppreffing Aberdein, and return to the 
committee appoynted to be holden at Turreff, the 26th of Aprile ; where there 
Gonveined the earl of Seaforth's friends (himfelfe being in Aberdein), the earle of 
Findlater's freinds, the minor earle of ErroU's freinds under the conduct of the 
laird Delgettie, the minor lord Pitfligoe's freinds under conduct of Alexan- 
der Forbes of Boyndlie his tutor ; the lairds of Innes and Grant came out of 
Murray ; and thir people in haill were eftimate to be about 1500 men. But 
becaufe govemour Marifchall, the earle of Seaforth, the lord Frafer and maf- 
ter of Forbes, were in Aberdein, and came not to Turreff, this committee dif- 
Iblved, and ilk man home. Whereat fundrie marvelled, being the firft commit- 
tee that ever fo diflblved but more adoe. 

Now the earles and lords foriaids being in Aberdein at this time, as ye have 
heard, they there appointed ane committee over againe to be holden at Tur- 
reff upon the 20th day of May nixt, and continowed all matters to that day. 
Govemour Marifchall caufed take out of the laird of PitfoddelTs cellar, two 
barrells fiill of powder, pertaining to the marquefs of Huntly. He delivered 
bade the tonne's keyes to the provoft and baiUies. Some gott pajonent, others 
wanted, for their entertainment, being there Thurfday at nighty Friday all 
day, and Saturday why 11 aftemoone, that they gott their leave ; chargeing 
them be prodamatione to be in readienels upon 24 hours warning. The earle 
of Seaforth that lame night took his leave alfo, and went home. The govemour 
Marildiall removes to Dunnotter. But fundrie honeft men's houfes within 
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Aberdein were robbed and fpulzied, yea and the people grieyoufly opproffid 
by louns and lymmers that canie here at this time. Thus, the toune of Aber- 
dein was blyth to be quyte of them, who had fled the committee at Tuneff 
only for fear of the lord Aboyne, as was conftantly fpoken. 

Upon Friday the 26th of Aprile, the laird of Cluny, upon laife conduct fine 
the Grein Table, came back to Aberdein, being flayed in his journey ibuth, ai 
ye have heard before. Govemour Marifchall, yet being in the toun with Ids 
array, fends for him, who, upon wrjrtten aflurance, went and had confieRoee; 
fyne returns to the Old toun, and declared that the marquels with his ddeft 
fpne were both wairded in the caftell -of Edinburgh, and that he had written 
for his three virgine daughters, lady Anne, lady Henrietta, and lady Jean, to 
come to Edinburgh. He ftaid ihort whyle here, but rode with his letters fine 
the marque& to the lord Aboyne his fone. 

Upon Sunday the 28th of Aprile, Dr Scroggie preached in Old Aberdeiii, 
who had lived in the countrie obfcurely from March, and now returns to hit 
own charge ; and Mr. Gilbert Rols to be reader. See more hereafter. 

The lord Aboyne and his freinds hearing of thir meetings at^Monymnik, 
Kintoir, and at Aberdein, and looking afliiredly that they ihould hold thcnr 
committee at Turreff, and thereafter plunder the laird of Banff, and the reft, 
who had not, nor would not fubfcrive this covenant, and to wrak and diftroj 
their houfes, goods, and geir ; therefor be advyce he grows to ane head, and 
conveins of hielandmen and lowlandmen about 2000 horfe and foot, and re- 
folved to keep this meitting, or otherwayes to defend themfelves from plniN 
deriog. Lieutenant Crowner Johnftoun was in his company, a gallant gentle- 
man, who went out of Aberdein with the marquefs to Strathbogie, where he 
remained dureing thir troublefome dayes, and whofe worthie advyce the fiud 
lord of Aboyne cheifly followed. But hearing this committee was adjourned 
to the 20th of May, they beheld, but keeped ftill the feilds. 

It was faid, whyll as the earle Marifchall and earle of Seaforth were in Hall- 
forreft, after their meeting at Kintoir, the lord Aboyne was then in the 
feilds, and Mr. Robert Gordon of Straloch, and Dr. Gordon in Old Aberdein, 
went to Marifchall, travelling for peace, and to efchew blood ; but they gat 
ane bleat anfwer, and fo tynt their travell. 

Ye heard before, how the noble marquels of Huntly was treacheroufly had 
to Edinburgh ; he lodges at his lighting in his ordinar lodgeing, Weill watched, 
I warrand you. Upon the mome being Saturday the 20th -of Aprile, he with 
bis fone is convoyed up the gett and ignominioufly wairded within the caftle 
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of Edinburgh, but any offence, injurie, or oppreflion, but only becaufe he loved 
his mafter the king, and would not follow the covenanters' courfe, and fub- 
fcrive their confeffion and covenant, whilk he would never grant to doe will- 
ingly ; and therefore his neighbour fubjects, but law or authoritie of ane king, 
at their own hands, would perforce bring him to their opinion. And firft, 
they raifed ane army and came to Inverurie, whilk he could not refift, nor 
firom whom he could on no wayes flye, be lea or land, and was forced to tryft 
and give his band, no doubt to their contentment ; thereafter, under trull, taken 
againft his will fouth to Edinburgh ; and la{l of all, wairded, as ye have heard. 
Thtts, was this great and mightie niarquefs, wyle, valonis, and ftout, lieute- 
nant of the North, brought under his fellow fubjects obedience, his caftle of 
Invemefs taken be them, and mafterfuUy withboldeu frae him, as ye have 
heard before. The like injuries that noble houle never fuffered in any pre- 
ceiding age. Allwayes, he refolves if he could, he would endure more befor he 
proved difloyall to his gracious king ; and fo beheld patiently. The Grein 
I Table appointed five guardians to attend upon him and his fone night and day, 
I apon his own expences, that none flioutd come in nor out but be their figbt. 
The Covenanters and Grein Table no doubt rendered much praife and ho- 
nour to generall Montrofe and his accomplices, for their paines in bringing 
AberdeiH under fubjection, and the great marquefs of Huntly to Edinburgh, 
whereby they lipened for no more dilFobedience in the north ; wherin they 
were much deceived, and wherof they had caufe to repent, in refpect of the 
troubles which followed, and which perchance he might have flayed, if he had 
bcin fuffered to byde at home, and not to have been fo ufed ; no wayes tend- 
ing to his difgrace, but to the fliame and endlefs indignity of the devyfers and 
doers therof. It was faid, the king (not knowing of this wairding) fent him 
letters, whilk were intercepted and broken up by the covenanters. 

Ve heard before, of ane proclamation fett out by his hienefs at aU the parioch 
diurches of England, againft his difobedient fubjects of Scotland. The cove- 
nanters wryte out ane anfwer thereto, called The remon/trance of the uohilitie, 
barrons, bvrgcjjes, mhti/'fcrx, and commons, icithhi the kingdom of Scotland: 
Imprinted at Edinburgh be James Bryfone, 22d of March 1639. Be the 
whilk, they fett doun ane anfwer to ilk particular reafon contained in the 
king's procianiatioi^ ; and that they had done no wrong in their haill proce- 
dure ; and that any proclamation made in England, or fent doun here to be 
proclaimed in Scotland, declairing them and the mofl part of the bodie of the 
Idngdome to be traitors and rebells, was in itfelfe null and unlawfiiU, as done 
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be the king upon information of wicked and feditious perfones, leiking their 
own ends, without advyce of couneill or parliament, who had fpeciall intereft 
in declareing matters of treafon, and therefore had good reafon to ftay the 
publication of fuch illegall proclamations. But I reffer myfelfe to this procla- 
mation and remonftrance which was printed and made patent 

Allwayes, the king alledged, he had princely power and authoritie to lett 
out the like proclamations agaitift his rebellious fiibjects, without confent of 
couneill or parliament, being a borne monarch, and not an elective. king, fubject 
to none but to the Almightie God ; and alfo, that he might but their advyoe 
denunce open warr and hoftilitie againft his rebell fubjects for their difobedienoe 
and rebellion. Nevertheleis the king's proclamation is proudly ftoped and 
itayed from being proclaimed, as his majeftie defyred, left thereby the hearts 
of the people might be drawen frae their fwom covenant. The king's mind 
was never to abolifh bifhops, but truely to majitaine them in their roumei^ 
duties, and dignities ; and declared the ibmen, be proclamation at the Croee of 
Edinburgh, about this fame time : but the covenanters compeared, and made 
proteftations againft this proclamation, as contrair to their aflemblie latdy 
holden at 61a%ow, whereby biihops were abfolutely aboliihed, and the kiik 
to be governed by feflions, prefbyteries, provinciall and generall aflemUifia. 

About the 28th of April, the drum touked throw Aberdein, that no fiiher 
boat fhould fpeak with any ftranger fliips that fhould come to the road ; wbidi 
was done be advertifement from the Grein Table. But no ihips came at tbis 
time. 

Munday the 29th of Aprile, lady Ann Gordon, lady Henrietta, and lady 
Jean, her two fifters, came frae Stratbbogie to Aberdein ; and frae that, (at the 
marquefs their father's command, who had fent for them) went to Edinburgh, 
and fupped the firft night with him in the caftle. But on the mome, the Grein 
Table caufed traiifport them frae the caftle to their lodgeing, and would not 
fuffer them to byde befyde their father, to his further difpleafure, and by his 
expectatione, when he fent North for them ; and he was overwatched, fo that 
none of his bairnes, nor freind, nor fervant, could come or goe but be advyce 
of this Grein Table ; and ftill in the meantime was dealt with be the cove- 
nanters to fubfcrive the covenant, which he would never grant to doe, but at 
the king's command, as by a paper fett out by himfelf, called T^e nutrqu^ 
ofHuntlifs Reply to certaine nobleme?i, gentlemen^ and minifters, eovenmU 
ers of Scotland y Jent from their ajfociates to fignifie to him, that it behaved 
hivi either to ajffift their defignes, or he carried to prifim in the cq/Ue ^ 
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Edinburgh ; the 20th of Aprill ] 639, now publiftied, becaufe of a falfe copie 
thereof lately printed without authoritie or his own confent. London, print- 
ad by Robert Young, his majellie'a printer for Scotland, 1640.

To be your prilbner ia by mach the lels difpleafeing to me, thai my Bccnfation is for noililng 
elfe but loyaUie, and t)iat I Iiare beio broiiglit into this ellate by fuch unfair means, aa can never 
be made appear honorable in ihofe wlio uled them. 

Wheras ye offer libertie upon condition of my entering into your covenant ; I am not Co bad a 
mercliand as to buy it with llio lofg of my confcicnce, fidelitie and bonor; wbicb, in fo doeing, I 
Ihanld malce accompt to be wholly periihcd. 

I bare allready given my faith to my prince, upon whofe head this CTOwn, by all law of natmv 
awl nation*, is jnllly fallen, and will not falfe6e that faith by joyneing with any in a pretence of 
ivligioD, which my own jii<tgement cannot eicufe from rebellion ; for it is weill knowen, that in the 
primitive church, no armes were holden lawful], being lifted be fubjects againfl their lawfull prince, 
though the whole fnune of cbriHianitie was then in queftion. 

Wberaa yow wonid encourage me to be a partaker with yow, by yonr hopes of fnpply from 
Fnnce and other forraigne nations, togilher with yonr fo good intelligence in Epgland, as no dan- 
ger will come from ilience ; let me tell yow, that in my opinion thir reafuna are hot rain, the French 
being now more Itrictly tyeii than before, to uphold the authoritie of oar facred fovemigne, b^ a 
cemented league of marriage, wherby their interefl in hia majefiie's progeny will overballance yow, 
ibmigh yonr canfe were better. Other forraignera are meirly unable by tbeir own dillractions, and 
ihe Englilh have ever bein llrong enough for us, when only their own king and not ours too did 
lead them. For my own part, I am in your power, and relblve not to leave that foul title of traitor 
M aoe inheritance to my polleritie. Vow may take my head firom my flionldera, but not my heart 
from my foveraigne. 

This reply is dated the 20th of Aprill, upon whilk day he was wairded in 
the caftle of Edinburgh, as ye have heard. No doubt he was haifted therto 
upon the fight of this his noble reply, wherby his loyaltie to his mailer the 
king may be clearly fein, his takeing diftionorable, the coveuanters' courfe 
not Weill grounded, and their hopes of help waik and uocertaine. AUwayes, I 
leave this noble marquefs ftill in waird, whyle afterwards. Yet it feims he law 
not the ftrait combination betuixt us and England; as hereafter may appear. 

In this moneth of Aprill, Doctor John Gordon minifler at Elgine fled his 
charge. He was firft deprived for not fubfcriveing the covenant, fyne went to 
England, wher he gott ane kirk, and leived quietly as ane preacher ther, dure- 
ing the time of ihir troubles. 

Ye heard before, how the biftiops fled into England ; but none durft come 
back againe to their places, and the king is greived and vexed dayly with tbeir 
complaints and mentainance. 
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Margaret Bellenden, the biihop of Aberdein*s daughter, foUowes her Either 
to Berwick, wher ihe lived not long, but depairted this life in January 1640^ 
much lamented ; but her father died not yet. 

About this time, Donald Farquharfone and fome hielandmen of Bray of 
Marr came down to the Mems and plundered the earle Marifchali's boimdi 
of Strathauchane ; wherat the earle was highly offended. 

Upon Thurfday the Sd of May, ther came to the River of Forth ane atvjr 
of fliips, wherof there were 4 ihips royall and 26 other ihips, weill fomiflied 
with men, meat and munition, captaines, commanders, and brave eavalkn^ 
wherof the lord marquefs of Hamilton was admirall ; there were SOOOi iSmt. 
diers appointed to be landed in the North, for defence of the king*8 loyall fid>- 
jects, with four moneths provifion, and all materialls necellar for that efliMt: 
and his majeftie gave his letters patent to the laid marquels of Hamilton fir 
that fervice, trufting to his loyaltie this expedition, fo mudi tending to tlie. 
king^s honor ; wherin his majeftie was clearly deceived, as ye fhall hear, tfot 
his travel], and expenfles, amounting to 13,000 pounds Sterling, whilk b 
caufed deliver to the laid admirall for fiimiihing all things neoeflar to Ak 
army. Howfoon thir ihips are fein come up Forth, then bonfyres were fttt 
up in Fyfe, and Lothian, and ilk county, to ad vertife other for conveining hai£ 
tiely togither in armes. Edinburgh goes haiftiely to work ; but many witbiii 
that toune, Dundie and Montrofe were fore aftoniihed and feared, that lamf 
not the fecreit of things ; fome fled, fome fet their goods afyde, without jnft 
caufe, for the marquels of Hamilton was admirall, as is before noticed, and 
we were afTured of bis favour and freindfliip, and that he would do no ikaith 
to ane covenanter ; but for failiion's lake, wee made mullering of men in Fyfe 
and Lothian, and throw the countrey. 

At this famen time, thefe who had fled out of Aberdein and out of the cooD- 
trey, as ye have before, hearing of the comeing of this fea army for their re- 
leiffe, haiftiely imbarked in ane Kirkaldie fliip, about the number of 48 pe^ 
fones, and came forward ; but their lliip being efpyed by the admirall, he canies 
take her, and take out her ordinance and mariners, and place them in one of 
his navy, fyne directed mariners of his own to convoy our Aberdonians ii 
their Kirkaldie bark. 

The lord of Aboyne, upon his own realbnes, cauled brake up his army, and 
ilk man to goe home to his own houfe ; and fuddenly, upon Fryday the third of 
May, Ihips in the Engzie at Cruckedhevin, with fome few perfons, and to his 
majeftie goes he. This his departure was joyfuU to his enemyes, and forrow- 
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{all to his freinds, who had kjrthed with him, efpedally to the lairds of Geight, 
Haddo, Foverane, Udney, Newtoun, Pitmedden, Tippertie» Harthill^ and 
others, who had followed him after they had fubfcrived the covenant. 

The laird of Banff, and fome other barrons and gentlemen, feeing the lord 
Abojme's fudden depairtur, begane now to look to themfelves, and had ane 
meiting at Auchterlefs the 7th of May. 

The names of Forbes and Frafer and others had likewayes a meiting at 
loTerurie upon the 8th of May. And likewayes ane great meiting holden at 
Edinburgh amongft the covenanters the famen day. 

Upon this lamen 8th of May, the barrons, fuch as Banff, Geight, Cromartie, 
•Haddo, Foverane, Crommie, and fome others, with lieutenant crowner John- 
ftoon, about 80 horfe and 60 foot, came to the kirk yeard of Ellon, and fent 
to the laird of Kermuck, being in his own houfe of Arduthie, defyreing 
him to refuife the countrey covenant and to fubfcrive the king's covenant. 
There happened to be with Kermuck, the lairds of Wattertoun and Auchma- 
007, with about 18 perfons. He returned anfwer, he could not perjure him- 
lelfe and leave his covenant. AUwayes they did no more wrong to him, but 
fixne went in and drank freindly in his houie. They urged others likewife 
to quyte their covenant, but came no fpeed. 

There were togither the laird of Banff, the laird of Geight, the young' 
laird of Cromartie, with fome others, who with lieutenant crowner Johnfton, 
upon the 10th of May, intended to come to the place of Towie Barclay, and 
ther to take out fuch armes, mufkatts, guns and carrabines as the Mrds of 
Deigatie and Towie Barclay had plundred from the laid young laird of Cro- 
martie, out of the place of BalquhoUy. But it happened the lord Frafer and 
mafter of Forbes to fee their comeing ; fo they manned the houfe of Towie^ 
ck&d the yeitts, and ihott diverfe ihotts frae the houfe head, wher ane ier« 
▼ant of the laird of Geight's was fhot, called David Prat The barrons feing 
they could not mend themfelves, left the houfe, thinking it no vaflalage to ftay 
wbyle they were flaine, lyne but more adoe rode their way. But here it is 
to be marked, that this was the firft blood that was drawen here fince the 
beginning of this covenant. 

Word came to Aberdein, that the king was comeing to Berwick with ane 
Imd army. And befor his incomeing, he had fent ane proclamation to be pro* 
daimed at all the mercat croces of Scotland, bearing in effect his majeftie's 
gmt patience and gracious procedure firom time to time fince the beginning of 
tbir uproara, as his prodamations made oftentimes before bearing his loveing 
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intentions, clearly doe dedair : And now as before, nowayeB willing to tronUe 
his antient kingdome of Scotland, if fo be the covenanters would brake thdbr 
lawlels covenant, and diflblve the lamen ; render and reftore his own cafteDs ; 
lett to libertie fuch as they had, but warrand, wairded and inearoerat ; and vs- 
ftore fuch minifters and paftors to their churches, places, and callings, whom via* 
lently they had thruft frae ; and diverfe other articles ; and that the laid ecyre* 
nanters would acknowlege their difbrder, aik mercy for the lame, and praiuie 
loyal obedience in all time comeing : Upon thir conditions, his nmjeftie moft 
freely and gradoufly not only would pardon and forgive all bygone findls; 
frie them of all fears, anent inbring^ng of alterations, novations or changes ia 
church and pollide ; and that he ihould indyte ane parliament, anent the law- 
fullnels and unlawfiillneis of their laft Generall Aflemblie holden at Gla%Qfw; 
and ftrive in every thing to g^ve his good fubjec^ plealure and ocmtentment: 
Otherwayes, if the covenanters would refuife thele his majeftie*s moft gracKNis 
offers, that then he did proteft before the king of kings, if he was eom- 
pelled to draw his fword for their rebellious behaviour, that the imioeeBt 
blood ihould not be craved at his hands ; but at their hands who weie the 
procurers therof, and workers of the lamen : And therwithall be this pro- 
damation denunced open warr and hoftility againft thele rebellious oovenant- 
ers ; with promife of mercy and forgivenels to all fuch as by conftraint, ftsr, 
or perfualion had fublcrived the lamen : And likewayes with power to all the 
commons, labourers of the ground, men tenents, lervants, and yeomanri^ not 
to pay maill, duety or fervice to their mailers who were covenanters, frae thk 
time furth ; and ilk tennent to pay the halfe of their mailles, ferms and doetia 
to the king, the other halfe to appertain to themselves ; and to keep thdr tacb^ 
fteddings and pofleffions for payment yearly of the halfe duetie to the Id^g 
allennerly ; and nothing to be payed to their covenanting mafters, heretm of 
the laids lands, but the tennants to keep and retaine in their own hands the 
other halfe of the laid yearly duetie : And farder, chargdng and oonunanding 
them to goe on in his majeftie's fervice, with force of armes, fyre and fwocd 
againft the covenanters ; promifeing mentainance and affiftanoe, and a frie n* 
miflTion of what hurt and prejudice followed thempon. This prodamaikib 
containing diverfe other claufes, and conditiones, was imprinted. But howlb- 
ever it was his majeftie's will and command, that this his prodamaticm ihoidd 
be publickly prodaimed at the croce of Edinburgh and other burniwa sf 
Scotland, yet no obedience was given therto ; but was mafterfully ftc^iped and 
concealed by the Gr?in Table, leaft being heard, his miyeftie's fulgecta woaU 
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have hearkened therto, and fled the covenant, and left the caufe manleis ; and 
therfor no heranld, purfevant nor meflinger durft hazard, for fear of their Ii7e8» 
to goe make the kmg's proclamation. This imprinted proclamation came to 
Aberdein about the 14th of May; but the king was not come to Berwick, 
hut lying (till at NewcafteU, and could gett no obedience in this point. 

There came chaif^es frae the Grein Table, about this 14th of May, to Aber- 
deiiiy chargeing them to tranfport their 12 peice of ordinance to Montrofe, 
tw certain caules knowen to them ; whilk the toun thought hardly of, firft, 
in refpect the king himfelfe had gifted to the toun fix of thir peices ; and 
nixt, in refpect of the fafherie of carrying them ; and fo they iatt this charge, 
and nothing foUowed therupon. 

Ye heard before, of ane parliament to be holden at Edinbui^h the 15th of 
May 16S9» whilk, by reafon of thir troubles, was not holden according to the 
indiction. 

Ye heard alio, how the committee to be holden at Turreff was adjourned to 
tlie 80th of May. Now, there begane to gather, to keep this committee, the 
carle Marifchall*s men tennents and fervants of Buchane, himfelfe being abfent ; 
the infemt earle of Erroll's men tennents and fervants ; the minor lord of Pit- 
iligoe*8 men, with their captains and leaders ; the lord Frafer, the mailer of 
Forbes, the lairds of Delgettie, Towie Barclay, Ludquhame, Craigievarr, 
Scht, Skene, Tolquhone and Watertoun, being prefent, and diverfe others 
their Idne, freinds, men tennents, and fervants ; and were eftimate to be about 
ISOOhorfe and foot. And upon Munday the ISlh of May, they came forward 
to Turreff, thinking there to abyde whyle the SOth of May, that more forces 
might gather, to hold their committee ; and therafter to goe in feir of warr 
upon the laird of Banff and fuch others as had affifted the lord Aboyne, to 
plander their goods, and take their perfones, and to abufe them at their pleafure. 
Bat howfoon the barrons, who had aififted the Lord Aboyne, heard of this 
meiting, they refolved ihortly to wait upon the famen ; and convein the lairds of 
Banff, Abergeldie, Haddo, young Cromartie, Craig,' Auchmedden, Foverane, 
OHmiie, Greight, Newtoun, Harthill, Udney, and lieutenant crowner Johnfton, 
with diverfe others brave gentellmen, about the number of 800 horfe and foot» 
with Home good commanders, fuch as Arthur Forbes of Blacktoun ; and quickly 
faffooght out of Strathbogie four brafen feild peices ; and underftanding the co* 
inenanters' forces to encreafe daily, therfor they floutly refbl ve to take them in 
4ime, and to goe on with all diligence ; for their committee was to be holden 
iitTarreff the SSOth of May, as ye have heard. And the covenanters canw 
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to Turreff, upon the Munday before, being the 13th of May, tjiinlniig to 
abyde ther whyle the twenty day of May to hold their committee : but the 
barrons qaickly followed, and that felf lamen Monday at night about toi 
hours they begme to march in very quiet and Ibber manner, and be the pop 
of day they came by an unexpected way (whereof the coTenanters* watchtt 
could have no knowledge) to tiie toun of Turreff ; the trumpets fhartly be- 
gane to found, and the drums to touk. The coYenanters, wherof fiime wen 
fleiping in their beds, other fome drinking and finoaking tobacco^ other fiane 
walking and moveing up and doun, hearing this fearful noife of drams and 
trumpets, ran to their arms and confufedly to array, and recollect themfilveii 
And be now both the covenanters and ante-covenanters are Handing in otlun 
fights, in order of battell. There were two ihotts ihott out of the eade of 
Erroll*8 houfe againft the barrons, whilk they quickly anfwered irith two fidd 
pieces. Then the covenanters begane on hott fervice, and the barrons botk» 
and ihott many mufkatt ihott. Then the barrons ihott ane feild piece in 
amongil them, which did no ikaith, but feared the commons. Both pairtiei 
played on others. At lail there was another feild peioe againe ihott, the ftv 
wherof made them all clearly to take the iBight. Followed the chaee. Hie 
lord Frafer was iaid to have foull fouldings, but wan away. The lairds of 
Echt and Skene, and fome others, were taken priibnenu There were Ibme 
hurt, fome flain. The barrons founds the retreat, and comes immediately back 
to Turreff, takes meat and drink at their jdeafure, and fears Mr. Tliomai 
Mitchell minifter at Turreff very evilL And £> this committee was after thk 
maner difcharged at this time. 

Likeas, upon Wedenfilay, the 15th of May, the barrons, with Banfl^ and 
lieutenant Johnflon, rydes frae Turreff to New Aberdein, about 800 hoda 
They plunder the laird of Kermuck and his brother's horie out of ane ilabfe m 
Aberdein, becaufe they had fubicri ved the covenant. But they gott their bode 
againe. 

The covenanters, hearing of this trott of Turreff, and that they were eome 
into Aberdein, began to hyde their goods, and to fly out of the toune fv 
iidfity of their lives, mervailling at the overthrow of this meitting at TnneC 
whilk was the firil that fell out iince the beginning of this covenant. AUwajcib 
the barrons and Banff medles at their own hands with the toune*s keyesof Ae 
kirks, ports and tolbuith of Aberdein ; fet ilrait watdies ; lodged their ma 
cheifly in the covenanters' houfes, fuch as Patrick Leilie's, Mr. Matfaew liunfr 
ddn's, Mr. William Moir's, Walter Cochran's, the Bumets'and tht.J9ttMfwg$

md thdr accomplices, who had fled the toun for fear of their lives/ except 
Mr. Alexander. Jaffray the provoft, who for ihame could not weill fly ; and 
the covenanters* wiffes and baimes keeped their houfes and fumiihed the foul- • 
diem dnindantly : — ^The reft were fuftained upon the common good. No 
donbt but this vexation was very greivous to Aberdein ; to be overthroMm be 
3k pairtie who be might and ftrength could be mafter of the feilds, wheras 
all die other burrows within Scotland lived both firft and laft at great reft and 
qpdeCnelB. Thus, on Wedenfday the 15th of May, they came in to Aberdein. 
The fbriaid 15th of May, Mr. David Lindfay perfone of Belhelvie mode- 
ntor came to the college of Old Aberdein, there to have holden ane commit- 
tBe» as ye have before ; but finding no mafters, ftudents, nor fchoUers within, 
being difperfed and fpred, the houfe left defolate, and the yeitts doled, he 
takes infiruments that he could gett no entrance, and went to the toun, whom 
Mr. Bobert Ogilvie the fubprincipall (happening to be at home) followes, and 
dcfired him to come back againe, and he fhould have patent yeitts ; but he 
fimplidter refuifed to goe back. Wherupon the fubprincipall likewayes took 
iaftraments, and fo pairted, but any more committee holden this day, which 
j€ may lee hereafter. 

The barrons beiug come into Aberdein upon Wedenfday the 15th of May, 
ilwjr iUyed there all night, Thurfday, Friday, Saturday, and Sunday. Such 
ef the barrons and gentrie who came not in at the firft to Aberdein, now dayly 
OMBe in, fuch as the lairds of Geight, Haddo, Foverane, Newtoun, Harthill, 
Udney, Craig, Auchmedden, and Abergeldie. The gentlemen of the Enzie 
and Strathboggie, with the men tennents and fervants of the lairds of Drum 
FItfodells, howbeit themfelves had fled the kingdome, many covenanters' 
of the name of Forbes, throw plaine fear, came into Aberdein, and yeilded 
to Ae barrons. But no covenanter of the toun's men durft be fein upon the 
•dieyy and their houles were weill quartered for entertaining of the fouldiers, 
dfiiweill as the antecovenanters houfes were quartered be general Montrole or 
Ijowemour Marilchall before : but all were fuftained upon the tonne's charges, 
neither covenanter nor antecovenanter gott pa3rment worth ane plak. The 
with their men were eftimate, now in Aberdein, to be about the num- 
of five hundred horfemen and feven hundred footmen. Befydes, Lodovick, 
maiqiiels of Huntly his fourth fone, came down Dee fyde with fome hie* 
out of the Brae of Marr, imder Donald Farquharfone and under the 
Wfd of Abergeldie, and diverfe others, among whom James Grant the fome 
lebdU was alfo with his followers, about 500 men. They took in the place 
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of Durrisi pertaining to John Forbes of Lefilie, a great ooTenanter. lliere 
little pleniihing left unconvoyed away befor their oomeing. Allwayea, tbqr 
gott good bear and ale, broke up gimells^ and buke lMiwiini»lr^ at good fytm, 
and drank merrilly upon the laird*8 beft drink ; f3me carried away with tboa 
alfe meikle vietuall as they could beir» which they could not gett eaten and 
deftroyed ; and fyne removed from that to Echt, Skene, Monymufl^ and other 
houfes pertaining to the name of Forbes, all great covenanters. The laird of 
01enkiudie*8 bounds was alfo plundered, at this time, be Donald FarquharfiMH^ 
for takeing of his armes away, as ye have heard before. 

The barrons, refolveing to goe to Durris and fpulaie what was left, lendeied 
the keyes back to the toune of Aberdein ; and, upon Munday the 20th of Mqr, 
they rode out about the number forfaid. But be the way it is to be remain 
bered, that the barrons haveing come victorioufly frae Turreff to Aberdchi, 
they thought beft to fend John Leith of Harthill and Mr. William Lundilcn 
advocat in Aberdein, upon the 17th of May, to Dunnotter, to ibond the eaife 
Marifchall-s mind, what he thought of thir bufinefles, and to underftand if 
his lordfhip would behold them, or if he would raile forces againft them, 
wherby they might be upon their guard. Wherunto the earle aniWered, be 
could fay nothing, whyle he had eight dayes leifure to be advy&d with his 
freinds. It is laid, the earle was not weill content with thir oommiffiiinei% 
and fcarce gave them prefence, the one being in manner a peaiant, and the 
other being ane papift ; allwayes, they retume with this anfwer to the barrooi, 
whereat they were not weill contented. Therafter, Mr. Robert Gordon of Stnk* 
loch, and James Burnet of Craigmylle brother german to the laird of Leyes,. 
two peaceable weill fett gentellmen, and fearing great trouble fliortly to ibl- 
low if the barrons keeped the feilds, being aflured ane army would be rai&d 
up againft them ; they therfor laboured to gett our barrons to break up their 
army, for efchewing of innocent blood. And to this effect they ryde both to 
Dunnotter and fpeak with the earle Marifchall, who dedaired to them he had 
no intention to raife arms, except he had orders from the Table ; and if the* 
barrons would diflblve their army, he would give them lawfuU time of adver- 
tifement to reconvein their forces for their own defence ; and in the mean time 
that they fhould not trouble nor moleft Marifchall's ground. Thir IpeedMS 
were thought to be paft, but there was no wryte taken therupon ; and, as fine 
laid, Marifchall denied thefe termes of communing, as hereafter ye ihall hear. 
Allwayes, the barrons, upon Munday the 20th of May, rode out of Aberdeiiw 
up Dee fy de to Durris, and plundred fuch as they conld gett from the name cf . 
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Foirbes and others coyenanters. They were led be lieutenant crowner John- 
fton their generall, crowner Gairden, captain Kerr, and Arthur Forbes of 
Blacktoun, expert and brave commanders, with fome others, who keeped their 
ooundll of warr dayly whyle as they were at Aberdein, within the tolbuith ; 
and generali Johnftoun for his witt and policie was honoured amongft them 
allf and had the firfl place at all their meettings. After the plundering of 
Durris, the barrons, hearing no occaiion of raifeing of forces, and confident of 
Mr Bobert Gordon of Straloch and James Burnet of Craigmyle their fpeeches, 
refolved to difperfe their army, and ilk man to goe home to his own houle, 
and beheld the hielandmen to goe plunder up and down amongft the cove^ 
nanters as they heft pleafed : And fo, unhappiely they diflblved their army upon 
Sift of May ; and that famen night there only returned back to Aberdein the 
burons, with about SO horfe of altogither, that was with fuch barrons as came 
quietly to the toun upon the Tuefday and 21ft of May forlaid ; Wedenfday 
they ftayed all day, and whyle Thurfday in the morning. They did no wrong 
within the toun, but lived upon their own expenfles at this time. In the 
mean time, the earle Marifchall, haveing fure intelligence of the £kailing of the 
barrons* army, began haiftiely to convein forces throw Angous and Meams, 
and comes to Tullohill befyde Banchorie Devenick upon the 23rd of May being 
Thurlflay, with about 800 horfe and foot The moft part of the barrons be« 
log in Aberdein, looking for nothing lels nor this army, according to their 
oommiffioners' fpeech, except upon lawfull advertifement, evidently now per- 
ceived how they were deceived under truft, and were highly offended at 
the Ikailing of their army fo rafhiy as they did, without any warrand from 
the earle Marifchall, who conftantly refuifed any fuch communing with Mr 
Bobert Gordon and James Burnett as they had promiled in his name. 
Allwayes the barrons had no bodie to blame for this high unlooked for di£i 
grace but their two commiiBoners, to whom they gave too much credite in 
this buffienels. 

In this mean time, Mr David Lindiay, parfone of Belhelvie, came in upon 
the I6th of May, to keep the fub-fjmod at Aberdein, according to the laft or* 
dinance. Diverfe other minift;ers came alfo. Himfelfe preached and touched 
th6 aatecovenanters upon perjurie and breach of promife againft their covenant^ 
oath and fubfcription ; whereat the barons forlaid (being yet in Aberdein) 
took exception. After fermon, as the form is, the miniftrie fitts down in the 
feffion houfe, and calls their names and nottes the ablents : But the lord Fra- 
fer, the maft^r of Forbes, the laird of Towie Barclay, and the reft of the hdk 

s 
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elders, came not to this fub-fyiiod» beeaufe the barrons were in the toane be- 
fore them. Allwayes, but more buffienefs the iub*f3niod diflfolves ; but the mo- 
derator and his wife's horfes were plundered out of the ftable» and l>iinfelfi| 
narrowly efcaped, otherwayes he would have been reproved for his bold pmdi- 
ing againft the barrons in their own hearing fitting within the kirk. 

Now to retume to the barrons. They, ieeing themiSelves unable to meitt tlie 
earle Marifchall, refolved to quyte the town, did no wrong, but took their en- 
tertainment ; and upon Thurfday in the morning, the 88rd of May, they rodA 
therefrae towards Strathboggie, as was faid about SO horie, where they had 
ane meiting the 24th May ; but did no good to themfislTes, but woe and wrad^ 
as hereafter doe appear. 

Upon Sunday the 19th of May, the barrons being in Aberdein, the biihi^ 
Bellenden came pertly to his lodgeing in New Aberdein, with his ordinar !»• 
vants ; fyne upon the mome came over to Old Aberdein to fee his own palaoei 
and returned back to New Aberdein againe, whero he durft not byde long, 
but was forced to fly, as ye may fee hereafter. 

How foon the Table underftood how the barrons wero receipted in Aber- 
dein, they fhortly caufed waird Mr Robert Farquhar, Mr Thomas Gray, 
John Hay, and George Morifone their commiffioners, whyle payment wm 
made of their fyne of 40,000 merks, as ye may fee beforo : but it was not ta- 
ken up, by reafone of the pacification ; but they wero otherwayes pitifully 
fjmed, as ye may fee. 

Now the famen Thurfday and 2Srd of May that the barrons left Aberdein, 
the earle Marifchall raifes his army fix)m Tullohill, and comes in to Aberdcan, 
and of new againe takes in the tonne, meddles with the keyes of the porti, 
kirks and tolbuith, and quarters his fouldiers throw the haill houies therof. 
The antecovenanters, forfeeing his comeing, fled, fhifted their goods, and Ibme 
locked up their yeitts and houfe doors, and ilk ane went a fundrie way. 

The biihop of Aberdein, John Bellenden his fone, Mr John Bellenden his 
nephew, and John Blackwood his fervitor, the laird of Cromertie younger, 
Mr Alexander Innes parfone of Rothemay, Mr Alexander Scroggie younger 
one of the regents in the King's CoUedge of Old Aberdein, and fome othen* 
that fame very day that Marifchall came in, went aboard of Andrew Find* 
lay fkipper his ihip being lying in the Road and attending their lervice, (beiag 
ane Aberdein's man himfelfe), haiftiely hojrfed up faill, and to England tot 
the king goe they : but all for nought, finoe they were all forced to oome 
home againe, except the bi^c^ who durft not retnrne, as ye have afterwanls. 
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The eownantera, who had fled the toun before, returned proudly back againe, 
and crop the calley couragioufly. — Thus, is the miferahle burgh of Aberdein 
brought againe under llavery and fubjection, but authoritie, for giveing way 
to the barrons, whom they were unable to hold out of their toune be force of 
amies, as was Weill knowen. 

Upon Fryday the 24th of May, the earle Marifchall's men of Marr, Skene 
and Kintoir, the lord Frafer, the mafter of Forbes, their kine, freinds and fol- 
lowers, with diverfe barrons, came in to Aberdein, about 2000 men. There 
were about 200 men of the mafter of Forbes and the laird of Craigievar'a 
men quartered in Old Aberdein ; their entertainment was fmall, and they 
payed alfe litle for it, being 200 horfe and foot, as faid is. Many of this com- 
pany went and brake up the bilhop's yeitts ; fett on good fyreg of his peitts 
ftanding within the clofs ; they maifterfully brake up the haill doors and 
windows of this ilaitty houfe ; they brake down beds, boards, cap-almries, 
glaflen windowes ; took out the iron ftancheins ; brake off the locks ; and fuch 
as they could carry, had with them, and fold for little or nothing. But they 
gott none of the bifliop's plenifliing to fpeak of, becaufe it was all convoyed 
away before their comeing, out of their geit. Thus, is this ftaitly houfe pitie- 
fiilly abufed be thir miferable rafcals, followers, and fouldiers of the matter of 
Forbes and Crnigievar, albeit the bifliop of Aberdein was uncle to the fame 
mafter of Forbes, being his father's brother upon the mother's fyde ; yet, no 
relpect was had here to blood, in thir miferable dayes. The blHiop of Bre- 
chin's houfe was fb ufed ; and himfelfe, wiffe and childrein forced to fave their 
lives by flight. Right fo, the bilhop of St. Andrew's houfe, in the abhay of 
Holyroodhoule, was fo handled. PitiefuU to fee this our good caufe begine 
with fuch barbaritie, as brakeing down of lodgeiogs and pleuifhing therof ! 

Now the countrie lords and barrons of the covenant, being come in to the 
earle Marifchall, as ye have heard, lent out their horlea and deftroyed both 
grafs and com, fed where they pleafed in the biftiop's waird, and round about 
New Aberdein, to the great greif and fkaith of the poor labourers ; but they 
durU not complaine. And, upon Saturday the 35th of May, the earle of Mont- 
rcfe, the earle of Kingborne, the lord Drummond, the lord Couper, the ma& 
fer of Gray, the young conftabuU of Dundie, and diverfe others, came to Aber- 
d^iai about three in the afternoon. They were eftimate to 4000 men foot and 
borft. by baggage horfe eAimate to be about 30O, haveing and carieing their 
provifion, with 13 feild peices. They entered the town at the over Kirk gate 
'Jfortt in order of battell, with founding of trumpets, touking of drums, and 
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difplayed banners. They went down throw the Broad gate» throngta the Caftk 
gate, and to the Queen's Links march they» where, all that nights they ftKjtA 
under flrait watch. 

The reafone of the convention of this haiU army, Soath and North, wv 
againft the barrons and laird of Banff, for flaying of the committee at Tar* 
reff, as ye have heard ; and for oppreffing and fearing of the covenanters both 
in burgh and land ; and for takeing order with fuch as had not yet lubfai^ 
the covenant in thir north parts ; and for plundering of the covenanters' hMfa 
and gear, as ye have alfo heard. 

Now, Aberdein begins againe to grone and make fore lamentation at the in* 
comeing of this huge army, whom they were unable to iiiilaine, or get meH 
to buy ; being eftimate as foUowes, viz. 4000 men out of Angous and Stralli- 
em, and other pairts about ; the earle Marifchall, 900 men out of Budian^ 
Meams, and Marr ; the lord Frafer, the mailer of Forbes, the tutor of Fitfli- 
goe, the lairds of Monsrmufk, Leislie, Echt, Craigievar, Glenkindie, Ddgati^ 
and many other countrie barrons, eftimate to 1000 men ; the earle of Athd 
had 800 men in hieland armes, with whom he came himlelfe ; the lairds of 
Fhillorth, Kermuck, Udny, and diyerfe others, came in to the toun. Attoor, 
there were about 4000 brave men on horfe and foot comeing out of Caithp 
nefs, Strathnaver, Sutherland, Rols, and Murray, with the earle of Seafinthy 
the lord Lovat, the lord Rae, the fherriff of Murray, the lairds of Innes and 
Fiufeardyne, with diverfe others barrons, their captaines and commanders^ 
and were upon their journey towards Aberdein, to have joyned with the army 
there ; but were bravely interrupted and withftood be the name of Goidon 
and laird of Banff, who haiftiely conveined ane brave company of horfe and 
foot, and rode over Spey ; whereat the town of Elgine was fore affrayd, and 
flood in their armes. The earle of Seaforth and the reft;, feeing thir barnms 
boldly ryde Spey, and come forward in order of battell, they go to array, and 
refolve to melt them, and were upon their march within two miles of others. 
In the mean time fome peaceable-fett men on both fydes fettled the matter 
fo, that on no wayes Murray, Rols, Sutherland, and the reft, ihould not oonie 
over Spey, but return home to their houfes ; and on the other part the bar- 
rons of the name of Gordon, Banff, and the reft fhoidd return over Spey» and 
goe to their houfes. And thus, thir countrey people of Gaithnefe, Strathnih 
ver, and the reft, were ftayed oncome to Aberdein, at this time, to the reft of 
the army, wherat great exception was taken. This was d<me be the barrooi 
upon the twentie eight day of May. 
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Upon the 26th of May being Sunday, the earle of Montrofe, now called 
Ukewayes General], with the reft of the nobles, heard devotion ; but the ratcal 
Ibuldiers, in time of both preachings, are abuleing and plundering New Aber- 
deen pitiefully, without regard to Gfod or man. And in the mean time, grals 
and come are eaten and delYroyed about both Aberdeins, without fear of the 
maledictions of the poor labourers of the ground. This fame Sunday after 
afternoon's i'ermon, the generall gave orders to quarter his haill fouldiers 
within both Aberdeins ; whilk was done that night ; and on the morne, in New 
Aberdein, becaule Old Aberdein was quartered before by the mafter of For- 
bes his kine and freinds. The billiop's fervants faved his books and other in< 
light pleniiliing, and hid them in neighbours' houfes of the tonne from the vio- 
lence of the runagate fouldiers, who brake down and demolillied all they could 
gett within the bilhop's houfe, without makeing any great benefite to them- 

P&lves, as ye have heard before. 
' And as the billiop's houfe was thus abufed and fpoilzied, right fo the comes 
was eaten and diflroyed be the horfe of this great army, both night and day, 
dureing their abode. The falmond fiftiers both of Dee and Done were all maf- 
terfuUy oppreiTed, and their falmond taken from them, wberupon ane of thir 
rafcall fouldiers was flaine at Dee-fide be the wattermen. Now, thir watters 
pertaining heritablie for the moft part to burgefles, covenanters, they com- 
plained upon thir opprefHons to the general], who commanded ane watch, 
night and day, to keep and defend both the rivers of Dee and Don from fuch 
wrongs and oppreflion ; and thus the wattermen were made frie. But the coun- 
trie round about was pitiefully plundered, the meall gimells broken up, eaten 
and confumed ; no foul, cock, or hen left onkilled. The haill houfe dogs, mef- 
fens and whelps within Aberdein killed and flaine upon the gate, fo that nei- 
ther hound nor melFen or other dog was left alive that they could fee. The 
reafon was, when the firft army came here, ilk captain, commander, fervand 
and fouldier had ane blew ribbin about his craig ; in difpyte and derifloD 
wherof, when they removed from Aberdein, fome women of Aberdein (as was 
alleadged) knitt blew ribbins about their melTens' craigs; whereat thir foul- 
diers took oSence, and killed all their dogs for this very caufe. 

Upon Munday the 27th of May, the generall goes to a coundll of warr. 
They took from the toune of Aberdein ten thoufand raerks to fave it frae 
plundering, and took 13 peice of cannon alfo from them, and ihipped them in 
a bark lyeing at the key head, minding to feud them to Montrofe : but were 
dilappointed ; their armes were plundered, 17 raufkats were taken out of the 
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Colledge and Mr John Lundie's houfe. See afterwards how Aboyne takes 
thir nrmes againe. 

lliis lamen Muitday, the lairds of Delgotie and Ludqubame cled with the 
earlus of Erroll and Marifchall's men, came and took io the place of Foveraa 
pertaining to Sir John Turing knight, and the place of Knockhall pertaining 
to John Udny of that ilk, both antecoveaanters. They luftained themfdres, 
their men and horfe upon their ground lb long as the army itayd in Aberddn, 
and did no more (kaith. Thir Ibuldiers brake up the laird of Clunie's yeitts 
in Old Aberdein, and ball door, went iu aud took out about fix fcoir pikt^ 
whilk, at the generall's command, were given to the mafter of Forbes' fflea; 
and no more ikaith was done within that houfe, Cluny himfelfe betog ab&Dl. 

The drum went throw the Old town, commanding and cbargeing the hsiU 
indwellers to come, the fanien day and S7th of May, with their haill annes to 
Mr Thomas Lefly's houl'e, aud delivLT the famen to the laird of CraigieTar, 
under the paine of death. The Old town people, trembling for fear at thit 
uncouth kynd of charge, came all ruuuiug to Mr Thomas JL/efly's houle with 
fonie few mulkatts and hagbutts, others with aue roulHe fword, others with 
an headlels fpeir. The laird of Craigievar takes up all, both good and bed, 
and diryded them nmongll his own armlets fouldiers. Thus were thir poor 
Old toun men opprelTed and fpoilzied of their amies, but law or autluv 
ritie ; but no other goods nor gear were plundered out of any of the tounes 
of Aberdein, as the generall had given orders, except armea and the touitt's 
fyne. 

Tuefday, the 28th May, the tutor of Pitfligo and laird of Phillorth came 
with about 200 men to attend the generall'a ferrice. They were {breed to Up 
in the Old toun College, for other quarters could they not gett tbat n^ 
The lame Tuefday, the haill army waimed be touk of dnunt to got to Ab 
Links, wher they were mulUred, about two afternoon* fyne pot bade tf 4W> 
quarters that night. 

Ye heard befor, how the noble marquels of Huntly was diflionourahly ta- 
ken and wairded, and of his evil uiage ; none of his daughters fuQered to by<le 
with him ; his eldelt fone not fufiered to lye in the chamber with him, but be 
himielfe alone. Attour, upon his own expenlles he was compelled to fal^e 
five guardians to ovor-watch him, as if he had bein ane odious traitor or ^■ 
vous malefaetor. All this be behooved to fuffer for the king's caule, who mu 
never letten to underlWnd the truth of this marquefs' miferies ; but cont^ai^ 
wayeS) by his cruell and malignant enemies the king was informed, that tbe , 
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marquels had proved difloyall, bad yeilded willingly and fubfcrived the cove- 
nant, and that he had fauld the king's armes which came from England to bini 
to the king's enemies, covenanters, and that he came in willingly to Aberdein 
of fet purpofe to be taken be Montrofe and his accomplices. Thus, was this 
noble marquefs falfely traduced to his majellie, (wherof he then had no know- 
ledge), and doubtlefe it offended the king in high meafure, wliyle the truth 
was tryed, and the marquefs found loyall and true to his majeftie ; and then 
the king begins to lament the mileries that this noble marquels was brought 
under for his fake, but could on no wayes relieve nor help him, who keiped 
waird Hill. 

The toun of Aberdein, feeing themfelves fore opprefled by the feiding and 
faftaining thir armies without payment, befydes other flaveries, begaue hea- 
viely to regrate their miferies to the generall and reft of the nobles and com- 
manders, faying, they had fubfcrived the covenant, and yet were borne doun 
and perfecute dayly, wheras the reft of the baiU burrows of Scotland lived at 
peace and reft but perturbation or inquietation. There was no compaflion 
had to their complaints, but the generall anfwered. Ye have done what ye 
can to faiff the king and his fubjects unfettled in peace ; and that letters 
were fent be the marquefs of Huntly and toun of Aberdein to his majeftie, 
alFureing him of their fervice, and that he would get great afliftance in the 
north if his majeftie had adoe, (whilk letters were intercepted he the cove- 
nanters on the way); and that, after they had fworne and fubfcrived the cove- 
nant, they had willfully and willingly receipt the barrens within their toun, 
who were enemies to the good caufe and to their haill defigns, and who had 
oppreded and plundered the true covenanters in their perfones, goods and 
geir, and therefor the toun of Aberdein was not to be trufted nor beleived, 
(for the moft part), to be good covenanters, albeit they had fworn and fubfcri- 
ved their covenant, as is laid. Whereunto the toun of Aberdein made anfwer, 
what they had wrytten or done was out of good intent ; and as for the bar- 
rons, they had no power to hold them out of their burgh, and were troubled 
and mtdefted be them, and got no more good. But no regard was had to thir 
reafones nor thir complaints, but forced to ftiffer and abyde thir calamities 
with very fore hearts. And as they were opprefled, lb the countrie ante- 
covenanters were pitiefully plagued, and plundered in their victualls, flefhes, 
foulls, and other commodities, whilk bred great fcarcitie in this land, but au- 
thoritie of the king or regaird to their countrie ; for the whilk they got dayly 

lledictions. 
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The king, all this whyle, is lying at Newcaftell, with Ibme volimiein and hw 
foot fouldiers, and England had refuiied to raile ane anny, whilk the Jang 
eameftly deiired ; faying, they coidd not raile armes againft their neig^iboar 
kingdome, except they had bein declared by council or parliament open re- 
bells and traitors againft his majeftie, according to the Scots lawes ; and hoir* 
fi)ever be inftigation of wicked and malignant perfimes he had lent out bis 
proclamation declareing them rebells and traitors, without adryee of his eoim- 
dll or parliament, yet it was no ground or juft caufe to move open war betnixt 
the king and his fubjects. Wherupon, the king was compelled, five againft Ui 
will, to lye all this time at Newcaftle, not knowing of the lecreit dandeftiiM 
band and combination paft betuizt the Englifik and Soots, wherethroir lie 
was fully difappointed of all his defigns ; as ye may fee hereafter at his eone^ 
ing to Berwick. 

Upon Thurfday the 30th of May, the lairds of Banff, Newtoun^ Fovoii^ 
Fedderet, and diverfe others, take fliip at Down, and relblved to goe to tte 
king, iince they could not keep their countrey with laiftie. See mors hoe- 
after, how the lord Abojme brought them back againe. 

The forlaid Thurfday, about ten hours in the morning, the generall nufii 
his army out of both Aberdeins, and begins to march throw Old Aberdein. 
The footmen marches firft, and the general with the horfemen followed. Tbey 
were eftimate about 6000 foot and horfe, by baggage horle eftimate to Mk 
that came out of Angous and Stratheme only, with SOOO men on horfe anl 
foot ; 900 men came with the earle Marifchall out of the Meams, Kintoiri 
and Skeyne; 1000 came frae the lord Frafer, the mafter of Forbes, theta- 
tor of Pitfligo, the laird of Phillorth, with diverfe others barrons of Bucban, 
Marr, and Garrioch. Thir people lived all upon the countrie and Aber- 
deins ; but the Angous men had their provifion following them upon their 
march, but otberwayes lived upon their quarters as the reft did. There met 
the generall on his way the earle of Erroll's men out of Buchane, and the 
earle Marifchairs men out of that bounds alfo, with many barrons ; the eade 
of Athole with 300 hielandman was likewayes in this army. They took ane 
of the tonne's coUours of Aberdein, and gave it to the tonne of Aberbrothidc*8 
Ibuldiers, becaufe they had none of their own, and whilk was not their kyod. 
to carry. Thus, this army goes forward, in order of battell, with enfigne^ 
trumpetts, drumes, bagpipes, captains, and commanders, throw the Old tooa^^ 
followed ten brafen field pieces alfo ; and went that night to Udney, wi 
they camped that night. 
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Fryday the laft of May, they inarched from Udney to the houfe of Had- 
do, pertaining to the laird of Haddo, called Kellie. 

Saturday the firft of June, they marched frae Kellie to the place of Geight, 
where they remained all night. They did no more (kaith, but took their enter- 
tainment off the ground wherever they came, upon their own privie expences. 
Now, as this army is lying at Geight, refolved to take the houfe, with the 
reft of the ante-covenanters' houfes therabout, iuch as Udney, Kellie, and 
ibme other places, there came to the road of Aberdein, upon Sunday the 2nd 
of June, and Whytfunday, ane coUiear fhip, M'herin was embarked the earles 
of Glencaime and Tulliebarden, the lord Aboyne, the laird Drum, with crowner 
Gun, and fome other Englith captaines and leaders. This fliip, meitting with 
the bark wherin Banff, Fedderet, Newtoun and the reft was, cauled them to 
come aboard of their fliip, and leave their voyage. There came alio in ane 
bark, who was in company of the laid fliip, lUndrie of our Aberdein's men 
who had fled the toun and gone to England ; and ficklyke fundrie minifters, 
fuch as Mr Thomas Thoirs minifter at Udney, Mr John Paterlbne miuifter 
at Foverane, Mr David Leitch miniller at Ellon, Mr John Gregorie minifter 
at Drumoack, Mr Francis Thomfon minifter at Pitterculter, Mr John Kempt 
preacher, with fome others, who for this covenant had fled the countrie to the 
king. This great fliip had alio within her ftore of ammunition, powder, ball, 
mufkets, fwords, pickes and the like armes. She had ane pynnage following 
her, and two harks lying belyde her. In the one, our Aberdein's men and mi- 
aiflers were ; and the other was the bark wherin the lairds of Banff, New- 
toun. Foverane, and Fedderet, had fliipped. This fliip was direct be the 
king to the Forth, wher his royall navy was lying, with ipeciall direction 
to the lord Aboyne to f{)eak to the admirall and to receive 3000 fouldiers, 
-with all kynd of provifion and moneyes to liiftaine them, dureing the fpace 
of four monethes, frae him, according as his majeftie had commanded him ; 
aX^ that he fiiould land them at Aberdein or Croniertie, for defence of the 
0<7Untrie and of brave Aberdein ; and to fend expert captaines and command- 
ex^ wherby they might joyne and knitt with the king's loyall fubjects in the 
ATorth, for their defence, as faid is. The lord Aboyne fpeaks the admirall in 
^orth, according to the king's command. He day by day promifes, but ne- 
''^*' minds to perforrae, asJie who is fett againft the king's caufe. The lord 
^"Ojne depended day by day, but comes no fpeid ; and the admirall's laft 
''^"V'er was, that he fliould come his way to the road of Aberdein, and he 
*>xld have his Ibuldiers after him fliortly. The lord Aboyne believes his 
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word ; and under no fufpidon of deceit, he takes his leave, and foriFazd oomes 
he to the road of Aberdein, upon the faid fecond day of June, with his pyn* 
nage : but be the way, he meitts ane bark goeing to Montrofe with ibme Hetea 
peice of ordinance and mufkets, fwords, pickes and other brave armes {dun- 
dered from Aberdein, as ye have heard, direct be the generall to Monteoie ; 
but Aboyne takes this bark, ordinance and armes, and brings the ordinance 
and armes to the road ; and hearing Montrofe had fbipped other five peiee 
of ordinance, and fent to Dundie, whilk belonged to Aberdein, he lends haif^ 
tiely and takes thir five peice of ordinance alfo ; wherat general Montnila 
was much offended. 

About the laft of May, his majeftie came to Berwick with 7000 foot hmd 
fouldiers, 3000 horfemen, and 500 dragownes, wherupon ane finildier zydes^ 
lights, and fights on foot : right fo, he had directed out before ane navie firam 
England, to come to Forth, of SO fliips ; wherof there were fome fhips royalL 
His majeftie alfo made the marquels of Hamilton his admirall over this flelt ; 
wherin there was about 8000 fouldiers, captaines and commanders^ by (kip- 
pers and faillers, with powder, ball, anununition, and other provifiona neceflar 
for four months fpace, and moneyes about 18,000 lib. fterling. He directed 
this admirall, (in whom he had too much truft) to land 8000 fouldiers for de* 
fence of Aberdein and the North, as is formerly faid ; wlulk he flighted fieurly ; 
as ye may fee how he paft out of Forth. 

The lord Aboyne comes to the road of Aberdein, ftill looking for the come- 
ing of his fouldiers ; but he was begylled. Alwayes, according to the laws of 
the fea, he fends the 12 peice of ordinance to the good lord admirall, as fea 
plundering ; but more wyfely he keeped all the reft of the toune*s armour to 
himfelfe, and did not fend them alfo. Which 12 peice were left upon the 
fhoar of Bumtifland be the admirall, when he went out of Forth back with 
his army, wher they yet lye. 

Now, how foon the town's covenanters heard that the king was come to Ber- 
wick with ane land army, and ane navy come to Forth, and therwith feeing 
the collier with ane pynnage and two other barks come to the road, they upgn^ 
bended great fear and dreadure, and haiftiely fend word to the army lying at 
G^ight, who fhortly left the feige but more fkaith ; and upon Munday the 8xd 
of June they came all in marching to Aberdein, without doeing of more vaf^ 
falage ; albeit their refolution was to have wracked and abufed the haill bar- 
rons and.gentrie who was at the Raid of Turreff, as ye have heard, and that 
be plaine force, without authoritie of ane king or law; howfbever they plniK 
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their victuaUs^ bdf and mutton, cock and hen, deftroyed both grafs and 
wherever they came, to the great wrack of the countrie. Yet Grod 
lil^ffed the comes thus eaten and deftroyed, that they produced ane plentiefuU 
crop 9 7^ peats and fyre was very fcarce, throw want of fervants to caft and 
them, and thir troubles in the countrey. 
It 18 laid, whyle this army is lying at Geight, John Spence Rothfay herauld 
lent for be the laird of Dun, or taken and apprehended be him as ane ante- 
coventnter ; as lykewayes Allaft;er Sandyfone meflenger being doing his law- 
foil affairs within the Meams, was, be the means of ane recanting jefuit called 
Abenethie, taken, with ane Aberdein*s burgels called John Gordon ; and they 
with John Spence was had, all three, to Dunnotter as ante-covenanters, and 
waiided in ane ftraitt dungeon, put in the irons, but any offence but being the 
kiog^s lervants. No comfort they had of fyre or candle, meat or drink, or 
bedding, but lay (b& in the irons, day and night, without funihyne or light of 
tiie heayens, and was miferably fed upon brown bread and fmall drink dure- 
ing the fpace of 14 dayes, whyle it pleafed the Lord to releive them, as ye 
may lee hereafter. Thus, was the king's heraulds, melfengers and burgefles 
crodly demained and abufed, without refpect to the king or his lawes. 

It 18 here alio to be noticed, that Doctor Scroggie feeing thir fhips come to 
the road, he csabe back and preached at his Old toun kirk, upon Whytfunday^ 
who dnrft not b# fein fince the 19th of May. See more of him hereafter. 

Ye heard how the army came back againe from Geight to Aberdein upon 
the eovenanters' ad vertifement, who no doubt had gotten councell and advyce 
be mqjran of the marquels of Hamilton, to reteir now, befor the incomeing of 
tUi army. Aberdein carefully caufed touk drums throw the toun, chargeing 
an manner of men to be in readieneis with their heft armes to defend the in- 
ttoeing of thir fhips lying in the road, and to attend the incomeing of the 
■By from Oeight, who came in, as ye have heard, about five hours at even. 
Bstbefinre their incomeing, the toun of Aberdein fent out to the road Mr Mat- 
AetLumlden, and Ibme other honeft men, commiflioners for them, to demand 
vhat they were, and what was the caufe of their comeing. The lord Aboyne 
Sntthem no good anfwer, but difmifled them fhortly ; and, in the mean time, 
^iNped befyde him the faid Mr Matthew Lumfden, becaufe he was ane knowen 
^vv^eoanter, whyle he got libertie. 

'Ilie lame Munday that the army came back to Aberdein, the earle Marif« 
M kft them in the toun, and that lame night rydes to Dunnoter with fome 
fct horles. The army bydes flill, Monday all night, Tuefday ; and on Wed- 
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cnftlay, trumpets founds and drums touka, lifts tbeir army and begins to march 
Ibutli againe, carreiug in tbeir company their feild peices, wberat the toun of 
Aberdein was very joyfull and glaid to be free of thdr quartering and charges, 
whilk was no I'mall burden to them. The nobles rydes, that night, to Dunnot- 
ter, and lyne South, and Icattered their artny to the great fear and dreadure 
of the covenanters within Aberdein ; for provoft Jaffray, Patrick Leislie, John 
Lefslie, the Burnets, Thomas Mowat, Thomas Mortymer, and many others of 
that faction, took all the flight frae the touno, ilk man for bis own laiftie, . 
after they had firft put their goods and beft geir out of the way. In like man- 
ner, the earle Marii'chal caufed tranfport his haill goods and geir, out of his 
boufe in Aberdein, fuch as might be tranl'ported, to Dunnotter ; but his meall 
girnells baid behind, wbilk was weiU plundered, as ye lliall hear. 

This coallier Ihip with her pynnage and two other barks lay ftill la the 
road, to whom went out of Aberdein diverfe ladyes and gentellwomen to fie 
and falute them, who were made weillcome and returned back againe faifely. 

Upon Thurfday the 6th of June, the earle of Glencairne, the earle of Tulli* 
bardine, the lord of Aboyne, the laird of Drum, the laird of Fedderei, tbe 
laird of Foverane, the laird of Newtoun, and their follovFers, came alboar; 
with whom came alfo tbe laird of Banff lore fick in the liott fever, and trauf- 
ported in ane wand bed to William Cordiner's houle in New Aberdein, and 
from that carried in tlie laid wand bed to Foverane, wher he lay Itill wfayle 
God Tent him his health againe. 

There came alfo aflioar crowner Gun, with diverfe other EugUlli captained 
and officers ; and immediately after their landing, the lord Aboyne caufe^^ 
Robert Irvine, one of the toim's officers, (becaufe neither herauld, purfevaiL ~^ 
nor meffenger, could be found,) goe to the croce, and there, as be bad orde^W 
frae the king, caufed make proclamation of ane imprinted p^>er, < 
all his majeftie's loyall fubjecta not to obey the covenanters' mailleai, i 
nor duties, nor obligation debt, but to pay the one halfe to the long, and.^^f 
other halfe to be keeped he themfetves ; that fuch as was threatned or puuT' 
fwaded to fuhfcrive the covenant againft tbeir will, upon their npe a t ni K St) 
ihould be remitted and forgiven ; and that ilk true fobject fhould come M 
and fuhfdHve the oath ui^^ in England, wherof the tenor followes ; 

I do bithfnUy Cwear and fnblbire, profeft and protnife, ibu I will boDonr and sbej Bf fl*** 
raigne lord king Cbules, ud will bear faitli and tnie Blledgeaace vnto faiin, and defcod md Mai»> 
toine his royal) power and anthoritie ; and that I will not bear amtM, nor do any rebellia«a we» "* 
boftile Bgaiaft him, or protefl sgainft any of Ida royall commanda, bat fidimit ayftMs ia al #■• 
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; and thit I will not enter into any corenant or l»and of nratnall defence and affiflance of 
any fort of perfonee by force, without his majeflie's foreraigne royall anthoritie ; and do renounce and 
abjve all other band* and corenants whatfomerer contrair to what I hare fwome, herein profefled 
and ptmnifed, as help me God in Chrifl Jefos. 

This oath was imprinted at England, fwome and fubfcrived by all the king's 
loyall fubjects ther ; wherof the lord Aboyne brought ane imprinted double, 
to be fubfcrived here in thir pairts. 

• Likewayes, his majeftie haveing made him lieutenant in the North, in his 
father's place, (now lying in captivitie) he caufed even then proclaime the 
lamen at the laid mercat croce, bearing him to be lieutenant frae the North 
WBjfer to Caithnefs. 

Thir proclamations ended, the nobles would flay no longer in the toun, but 
came down to Futtie, weill convoyed with fuch of the toun's men as were 
IojbXL to the king, with hagbut and mufket. The lords fups in Futtie ; and 
after fupper went aboard in their own fhip boats attending upon them, wher 
they flayed that night, long looking for men from the admirall Hamilton : 
But none came at all. Allwayes, the earle of Glencaime and earle of Tulli- 
bardine therafter within two or three dayes took their leive of the lord of 
Aboyne in Aberdein, and depairted home. Lewes Gordon, the third fon of 
the lord marquefs of Huntly, hearing of the comeing of his brother the 
lord of Aboyne, with affureance of 8000 men to come from the admirall, he 
haifliely raifes his father's ground, friends and followers, men teunents and 
lervants, who mofl glaidly and willingly came with him ; and upon Fryday 
the 7th of June marched in brave order, about 1000 men on horfe and foot, 
weill armed brave men, with captains, commanders and leaders, trumpetts, 
drums and bagpipes, and to Aberdein came they to meitt the lord Aboyne ; 
haveing alfo in their company four feild peices of brafs, whilk they brought 
with them out of Strathbogie. Thus againe, is poor Aberdein brought under 
iUbjectione and quartered ; but the covenanters being all fled their houfes, the 
men enter and getts good entertainment frae their wives, without any pay. 

The nobles comes againc on fhoar to meitt this company, with crowner Gun 
and fbme other Englifh captains ; they take in both Aberdeins, and quarters 
their fouldiers. The earles of Glencaime and Tulliebardine takes their leive, 
as laid is. 

John Dugar with his lawlels fouldiers was in this company, and lodged in 
Old Aberdein, in George King's houfe ; but he was fhortly difcharged as ane 
numagate lynuner, bloodfhedder and murtherer, and in whatfoever company 
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he was in^ the fame could not weill profper, as was moft evident : yet it is 
true Lewes knew nothing of his being in his company. 

The laird Drum fent in^ the lame night, to the toun 100 horfe, being Saturday. 

James Grant, the fometime rebell, and now remitted, comes in, this Satur- 
day, with his followers, and takes up his lodgeing at Don fyde in Patrick Les- 
lie's houfe. 

Donald Farquharfone and his hielandmen comes to the toun. Thir liml- 
lels lowns plundered meat, drink, and (heep, wherever they came. They op- 
prelled the Old toun ; and brought in out of the countrie honeft men's £beep^ 
and fold, at the croce of Old Aberdein to fuch as would buy, ane Iheep upon 
foot for ane groat. The poor men that ought them followed in and coft bade 
their own flieep againe, fuch as was left unilaine for their meat. 

The forfaid Saturday, all manner of men within both Aberdeins charged, bf 
touk of drum, to raife in armes and lerve the king, upon his majeftie's ezpenfles, 
under conduct of the lord Abo3me his lieutenant. This charge was given cwt 
at the king's direction, willing him, wherever he went, to rail^ fbuldiers upoo 
his expenfles, and gave orders to admirall Hamilton to give him money for that 
effect ; but neither men nor money came as the lord Abo3me expected, to his 
great greiff, fhame and difgrace, as ye ihall fhortly hear. Yet the lord Aboyne 
proved wyfe in this point, he held ftill his coallier and pjmnage lyeing in the 
road, howfoever the matter went, and nightly goes aboard while he lands al- 
togither ; — at laft failles to Berwick. 

The lord of Aboyne, with his captaines and crowners, lands in armes, takes 
in of new againe this noble toun of Aberdein, medles with the keyes of the 
ports, kirks and tolbuiths, to their great miferie, as followed. They quarter 
both Aberdeins, and fet their watches round about the haill toun, ftill confident 
of men and moneyes daily to come from admirall Hamilton for their help and 
fupport ; but was clein deceived. He caufed alfo fett Mr Matthew Luml'den 
on Ihoar upon the fwearing of the oath, as was faid, who was detained in the 
ftiip, as ye have heard. 

Many barrons and gentlemen, hearing of the lord of Aboyne's comeing with 
afliftance of men and moneyes from the king, came into Aberdein moft glaidly 
to him ; yea, and many covenanters proved tiun-tailles throw pla}Tie fear, 
and came moft willingly in to him, and made up ane trim company, about 
2000 men. His out-watches took, into the Meams, provoft Jaffray and his fone, 
both great covenanters, who both for plane fear had fled the toun and hid 
themfelves. They took alio James Burnet of Craigmyle, Robert Keith writer 
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lervitor to the earle of Manfcball, and Alexander Erfldne brother to the laird 
of Pittodrie, great covenanters, who had fled their own boufes, and lay lurk- 
ing in the Meams. Robert Keith was fent aboard to the lliip dill lying in 
the road. The reft gott libertie upon fwearing and lUbfcriveing of the oath and 
band of alledgeance, as ye have I'ett down before. But Robert Keith ftayed 
ilill ID the king's coallier Ihip, as he who was thought to be one of the earle 
MariichaU's cheif counfellors in all thir troubles, being dwelling hard befyde 
Dunnotter. in Cowie. See more of him how he was fent to Berwick, and put 
to libertie. 

Sunday the 9th of June, Doctor Scroggie came and preached at Old Aberdein. 

Munday the 10th of June, the lord Aboyne conveined his army, being about 
2000 men, horfe and foot, and daily increafmg, and marches from Aberdein 
towards Kintoir ; wher they caufed the people fwear and fublcrive the oath 
and band of alleadgeance. They plundered meat and drink, and made good 
fyres ; and, wher they wanted peats, broke down beds and boards in hoaelt 
men's houfes to be fyres, and fed their horles with corn and ftrae, that day 
and night, but doeing any more wrong. 

Upon the morn, they ryde out to Hall Forreft, the earle MarifchaU's houfe, 
which was ftraitly keeped ; but they at the firft rendered the faraen to the 
lord Aboyne ; delivered the keys : the fouldiers enters, plunders mulkets and 
guns and other armea within the lamen ; breaks up the girnells, to I'uftain 
their army ; yet would not plunder nor take any of the countrey people's goods 
md gear, which was put in this caflle for prefervation and keeping in thir 
roublefome times, but ilk man came and received back his own without barme 
*' tr prejudice; whilk was noblie done. 

The laird of Craigievar's lands of Fintrie, a great covenanter, was plundered 
,.iy the laird of Haddo. 

And upon the 1 2th of June, they rode to the lord Frafer's boufe of Muchells ; 
but he was lied frae home. The fouldiers medled with and plundered bia 
horfe, oxen and kyne, and all other goods that they could gett. They threw 
down hail! ftacks of corn amongft their horfe feit to eat and diftroy. Thofe 
who were within the place (hot out ibme mulkets, but did no Ikaith. \Vber- 
upon they refolved to lay ane leige about the houl'e : but, bearing there was 
forces ryfeing in the South, they left that purpofe, and retumes back againe 
to Aberdein ; wher he refolves to go to the Meams and caufe proclaune 
the king's proclamation and his own lieutenandrie at the mercat croce of 
Stonehaven, and to caufe all manner of man to fwear and fublcrive tbe oath. 
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He railed oat of Old Aberdeiii SO finddien to goe with Um, wiio wwr ww 
bordeiied with the like buffinelk beftur. He elfo niled OBt of Neiw Abefdds 
800 fimldien, and makes up aboat 8500 men, hocie and lbot» Udaad 
land men, in good order. 

Upon Friday the 14th of Jane^ the kard Aboyne begini to 
Aberdein towards Stonehaven, to the effect ftrfidd, and to canlb tha 
give obedience, or then to perfeente them to the death wiA fyn and fipoidi 
and, that lame night, he camped about Mndialla hi the Meama and EUkk. 

The earle Mariftfaall, hearing of his oomeing, finda fliortly to Ifeiilraft ir 
two cartowes, and brings ont of Dnnnotter Ibme peiccs of oriBBanea; .uaiiiiM 
about 1800 men, and ftylka his peices vtay commodioafly, to cnA tiba iHd 
Abojne^s comeing the way that he was unwyfily eounlSdled to ooais kt 
erowner Gun, who led him on the Mcgra hill, and fiat word to tiba earis 
Marilchall that the army ihould come that wi^, as ye mtnf hear. TUs Am 
was lent be the king, with the left of the E^f^ captajneib to attnd Us 
lord Abq]me*s fervice, being but ane young fimldicr himlelfi^ and to 
and advyle him in all his warn, as he who was ane appr oven expert 
but he proved traitor in thki buffieneA^ by infiirmatioB of the m ar qudb eff.fla- 
milton befbr he came out of England, as dearly does Bippmr. 

Now, the lord Aboyne comeing down the Mcgn hill, whena they nqgll 
have gone a more fiuie way if Gun his connfidl had not behi Ibliowei, Ifci 
earle Marifchall at Stonehaven had ftyled his c arto w es and oidinaDeB juftii 
their faces, and b^ane moft fiirioufly to play upon the army. Hie hidsad- 
men, hearing the noyfe of thir cannonsy wherof they were not in ule^ took the 
flight immediately. The retreat was founded, for they durft not hasard to go 
ferder that way in the very face of the cannon. Two poor men was hort; 
with little more (kaith ; and back returns he, without any more vaflalagi^ to 
Aberdein. The hielandmen got away ; and, in their home^goeing, phmdered 
the earle Marifchairs lands of Strathauchan, and took horle, nolt, and Ihe^b ^ 
the wrack of the countrie people. The haill foot army alio fled. 

Sunday the I6th of June, the lord Abojme heard devotion in Aberdein bi« 
fore and afternoon, fjme went to his councel of warr, being about nine fioM 
brave horfemen; but few footmen, except James Grant and hia compaaj* 
Qoctor Scrogie preached in Old Aberdein thia Sunday alio. 

Upon Munday the 17th of June, the lord Aboyne fends out to recollect bii 
army that was fcattered at Cowie, and directs watchea out to the Meama to 
fpy the countrie ; where they take the laird of Pury Ogilvie and laird of Ffeny 
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Fodderinghame, both ftrong covenanters, after feme fldrmifliiug, and brings 
them in to Aberdein as their prilbners ; whom the lord Aboyne directed to be 
wairded in Mr Robert Farqubar his houfe, dureing his pleaiure ; but was 
therafter fliortly put to libertie, as hereafter does appear. His foot army 
gathered, and was about 4000 men, at Leggetfden ; but came not in time to the 
Brig of Dee. 

Upon this famen Munday, the earle Marifchall, feeing the lord Aboyne's 
returning back againe to Aberdein, as ye have heard, he gathers his forces, 
wrytes to the earle of Montrofe, and the faJd Munday comes forward to Tul- 
lohill ; where he encamps, while more freinds came to him, luch as the faid 
earle of Montrofe and earle of Kinghome, who came indeid. 

The lord of Aboyne advertifed of this gathering, he, upon Tuefday the 18tb 
of June about ten hours, goes to array his Ibuldiers and fuch as he gott alfo 
out of both Aberdeins, and refolves to ftop their comeing to the toun, by 
keeping of the Brig of Dee. They carried out their four brazen peices, which 
did little (kaith. Lieutenant Crowner Johnfton mans the Brig, fortified the 
port upon the fouth end of the fame, and caufed clofe up the famen ftrongly 
with thick faill to hold out the fliot of the cartow. He had about ane hun- 
dred brave muflcetteirs, wherof fiftie was ftill on lervice be turns. 

Upon the fame Tuefday, the earles of Montrole and Kinghome comes frae 
the South, the lord Fraler, the mafter of Forbes, with diverfe barrons and 
gentlemen, comes frae the North to the earle Marifchall. They were eftimate 
■Itogither about 2000 foot and 300 horle. The lord of Aboyne was of no 
lels number, and more of braver horfemen, lying about the Brig of Dee, this 
Tuefday ; but few footmen. Which day, the earle Marifchall and the reft goes 
to array and marches forward frae Tiillohill to the Brig. They begane to fhoot 
their cartowes at the lame, whilk was very fearful, being ane quarter caimon 
baveing her bullet of 20 pound weight. But couragious JobiiHoun manfully 
defended the fame with brave mulketeirs that came out of both Aberdeins, who 
gave fyre fo abundantly upon their enemies' mufketeirs, that they were of 
them praifed add admired for their brave fervice. Thus, this haill day, they 
on the one fyde perfewing the Brig with cannon and mulket ; and on the other 
fyde they are defending with mufltet and their four brazen peices, (which did 
litUe fervice) ; yet no flcaith on our fyde, except ane tonne's man called John 
Forbes was pitiefully llaine, and WilUam Gordon of Gordon's milne raklefsUe 
{hot in the foot, both antecovenanters. Thus, night came, both pairties left 
^fff, let their watches, attending the comeing of the morning. 
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Upon Wednefday the 1 9th of June, the toune*s folk, about 50 muiketeiny 
fooliihly left the Brig, with about the like number to keep the famea, and 
went convojring the corps of the forlaid John Forbes to the tonne to be bu- 
ried ; whilk was very unwyfely done, and to the tjmfall of the Brjg. In the 
mean tyme, a new aflault was hotly given. Ciouragious Johnftoun placed his 
few fouldiers (as he did firft) in the rounds of the Brig on both fydes ib com- 
modioufly, as they defended themlelves very (toutly and manfully with little 
lofs. 

The confederat lords, feeing they could come no fpeid, devyles a prittie flight 
to draw the horfemen frae the Brig, being about the number of nyne fbwe 
brave gentlemen, (albeit they had no footmen, except James Grant and Ids 
company, and the toune's men of baith Aberdeins, becaufe they had fcattered 
at Cowie, as ye have heard, and was quickly gathering againe, but came not in 
time to the defence of the Brig, as ye fhall hear,) better horfed, and more in 
number than they were of good horfe : therfor they ftringed up their horle 
company on the other fyde of the watter of Dee, making fhow to enter the 
watter and come throw the famen, to purfew the lord of Abo3me on this fyde of 
the watter; which was far from their mind,and over haiftielybeleived be Abcqnse 
^Mierupon, he rydes up the watter fyde to meit thir horfemen at their oomeing 
throw the watter, and leaves the Brig foolifhly with brave Johnfton and about 
50 mufketeirs only, who wonderfidly flood out and defended the famen ; albeit 
cruelly charged both with cartow and mufket fhot in great abundance, which 
was more fearfully renewed whereas the lord Abo3me was marching up the 
watter fyde. At laft, brave Johnftoun is unhappiely hurt in the thigh or 1^ be 
the biiffett of ane flone throwen out of the Brig by violence of ane fhott, lb 
that he could doe no more fervice. He haifliely calls for ane horfe, and fayes 
to his fouldiers, ** Gallants, doe for yourfelves, and haift you to the toune." 
^Vherupon, they all with himfelfe took the flight Then foUowed in certain cap- 
taines, quickly takes in the Brig peaceablie, and caft out their coUours. The 
lord Aboyne, feeing their horfemen flay upon the other fyde of the watter, 
and not comeing throw the watter as they feimed to intend, and withall feeing 
their collours upon the Brig, takes the flight fhamefully but flraik of fwoid 
or any other kind of vaflalage ; for he and his horfemen lay under banks and 
braes faiffing themfelves frae the cartow, and beheld the Aberdein*s men de- 
fending the Brig, which was pitiefiiUy loft by the ingoemg of the fbfol- 
diers to John Forbes* buriaU, as ye have heard, and by the lord Aboyne 
his leaving of the famen, and cheifly by the unhappy hurt which brave Johiiftoiiii 
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received. It is faid, our Aberdein's men was praifed even of their very enemies for 
their fure and readie fyre. Tiier was llaine of town's men, the forlaid John For- 
bes, Patrick Gray, David Johniloun, Thomas Davidfone ; and Ibme others hurt 
and wounded. Amongft the reft, Seatoii of Pitmedden, ane brave gen- 

tleman, was fuddeuly fliott rydeing up the watter with the lord Aboyne ; 
and OQ the other lyde, ane brave gentleman called Ramfay, brother to 

the laird of Balmaine ; and fome others hurt and wounded. This Brig was 
taken in, unfortunately, upon the 19th of June about four afternoon, whereas 
fupport was coming that lame night of Aboyne's freinds ; but Iiearing of the 
winning of the Brig, came no further than Leggetfden, fyne dilperled and 
fcattered. 

Aboyne takes the flight, takes the lairds of Purie Ogilvie and Purie Fod- 
deringhame out of Aberdein, his own prifuners, whom he had taken before, 
and fends them back to the lords faiffe and found, freely but ranfom. Few 
followed the chale ; lb that Aboyne, his freinds and followers, got no fkaith. 

The confederat lords raedlea with the Marquefe' four brazen peices ; and, 
with their own twa cartowes, comes to Aberdein with found of trumpetts, 
difplayed coUours, and touking of drums. As the army marched, the haill cove- 
nanters was blyth, and the royalills alle forrowfuU at this fight, who for plaine 
fear fled the toun, with their wiffes, and childrein in their armes and carried 
on their backs, weiping and mourning moft pitiefully, ftrayiug here and there, 
not knowing wher to goe. Thus, were they fore diftretl for the love they had 
to the king, and now for following Aboyne 

Thir nobles takes in the toun, medles with the keyes of the ports, kirks 
and tolbuith, quarters their fouldiers, and fetts watches, and lend for the 
toun's people that had fled, chargeing thera by took of drum to return to their 
boufes, proinilleing they lliould gett no wrong. ^Vhereupon, Ibme returned ; 
others would not, but hid themfelves here and there in the countrie. 

There was Ibme footmen of this army who had frie quarters in Old Aber- 
dein. at this time ; and all the covenanters now proudlie crops the calley, glaid 
of the incomeing of this army. 

After quartering in both Aberdeins, the foldiers immediately made fearch 
for fic mulkeleirs as ferved againlt them at the Brig of Dee ; and found about 
48 cavilliers, brave fyremen, whom they caufed bind be the gardies with towes, 
in difgraceful manner, and brought to the tolbuith, wher that night they gott 
^either meat, drink, fyre nor candle, nor bed ; and watched the tolbuith fur 
r that eflfect. 
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Upon ThnrfSay the SOth of June* the noUes went and took iqp the earpBtd 
FItmedden and Ramfay both ; and ilk man was buried hi the kirk of Abetdrin^ 
be their own freinds, with kmentation. There was ane dead ToUie fhott be Ae 
fouldiers for their own man Ramlay at the Old Kirk dooTt where WDHm 
Erfkine, brother to the laird of Fittodrie» waa fiiddenly fliot dead throw tte 
head, ftanding amongft the teft; whenrf never word nor tiyall waa gottaa^ 
whilk was thought marvellous, but indeid he was a willfiiU malidooa oove> 
nanter. 

Therafter the noUes goes to ane oounoell of warr, (hearing certainly of a 
treattie paft betidxt the king and his fiilijects at Berwidr, wherof tfaef hid 
knowledge before the intakeing of the Brig, as was find,) fynes Aberdefai in 
6000 merks, which was prefently payed, loides the tottn*s men's gardiei^ niio 
were knit two and two togither, and lets them to Ubertie upon the Iknie Thiu£ 
day. The town was laved, unplundered^ by payment of this foamep 

Upon the mome, the 81ft of June, orders was given for trud^porting fimdi 
the twa cartowes and marquels of Huntly's four braflen fefld peioes ; ddivmd 
the toun's keyes to the magiftrats, and mardied the fiune day ibuth agahw; 
wherupon, thereft of the honeft men and women, who had fled^ returned g^bdd^ 
to their own houfes in Aberdein. 

The lord Aboyne, leeing this army gone, and no appearance of hdp^ as be 
dayly expected, firae admirall Hamilton, upon the 86th of June boats at the 
Sandnels, and goes aboard in his own Ihip (who all this time was lying ia 
the road attending his fervice, with the reft of the Englifh captaines, and trai- 
tor Gun alfoy) and to Berwick failes he. For it is moft certaine, this crowner 
Gun deceived Aboyne, (whofe counfell the king had commanded him to fol- 
low) by perfuaiion of the admiraU, as was laid, a great favourer of the cove- 
nant. See more of Gun befor. 

Ye fee befor, of the king's comeing and his army to Berwick : The Scotts 
army, at the fame time, came to Dunie, four myles frae the king^s army ; wher 
they lay encamped, eftimat in horfe, foot, bag and baggage, to about 20,000 
men, with brave captaines, officers and commanders, wherof Lefilie was gene* 
rail, fumifhed with ftore of ammunition, powder, ball, and other armes. 

Now, both armies being encamped within four myles to others, the Sootts 
humbly defired bis majeftie to appoint fome of the Englilh to hear their hum- 
ble delires ; which his hienels graciouHy granted. Then, our Scotts was da* 
fired to put in their demands in wryteing ; wherof one was. That his miyeftie 
would ratifie the acts of the late aflemblie holden at Glalgow, in the nizt in* 
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lewing parliament. The king crared to underftand, by wryte, the grounds and 
reafones of thir defyres. The lord Loudoun (who was one of our Scottifh 
combinators, commifBoner with the earle of Rothes chofen for the nobles. Sir 
James Douglas iherriff of Teredale commiffioner for the barrons and gentrie, 
John Smith baillie of Edinburgh commiffioner for the burrows, and Mr Alez« 
ander Henderfone minifter at Leuchars commiffioner for the clergy,) laid, their 
delires was only to enjoy their religion and liberties according to the eccle- 
fiafticall and civill lawes of this kingdome, and in clearing particulars they 
would not infift upon any that were not fuch ; whilk his majeftie defired him 
to fett down in wryteing ; which he did in thefe fubfequent words : 

Memorandum^ — That our defires are only the enjoying of our religion and liberties, according to 
the ecclefiailicall and ciyill lawes of his majeflie's kingdomes ; to clear, by fuffident grounds, that the 
particulars which we humbly crave are fuch, and fhall not infiil to crave any point which is not fo 
warranted ; and that we humbly offer all ciyill and temporall obedience to your majeftie, which can 
be required or expected of loyall fubjects. 

(Signed) Loudoun. 

Wherunto his majeftie moft willingly condefcended, as moft reafonable 
grounds, founded upon the laws of the kingdome. But, under this fair generall 
lurked much poyfon and great bloodfhed, wo and wrak, throwout the king's 
haill dominions, throw interpretation or mifinterpretation of our laws, to his 
majeftie's hie difpleafure, he not feeing the combinators' fubtile intention both 
in church and ftate ; yea, and againft his royal prerogative ; as hereafter is 
ihortly noted in this difcourfe. 

Allwayes, the foreiaid Memorandum being the ground of the agriement, it 
was brought to ane conclulion upon the 17th of June. And, of that fame date^ 
the king fets out his Declaration conforme to thefe grounds, which was weill 
accepted by thefe which came in name of the covenant, with humble thanks 
to the king for doeing of the famen, and giveing ane anfwer to their petition 
within the laid Declaration, which was fully agried upon, togither with fundrie 
articles by both parties. The pacification thus concluded, the articles on both 
fydes were to be performed accordingly. Thefe, on the king's pairt, were in 
the Declaration following : 

Wei, haveing confidered the papers and humble petitions prefented to us by thefe of omr fnbjects 
in Scotland, who were admitted to attend our pleafure in the camp ; and after a full hearingby omv 
fiUb of all that they could fay or aUeadge therupone, hareing communicated the fame to omr conn- 
cQl of bodi kingdoms ther prefent, upon matoie deUberalum, with their unanimoiM 
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thought fit to give this jaft and gncioiis anfwer. Tint though wee cannot condefccnd to ntifia aid 
approve the acta of the pretended genenH aflemhlie at Ghdgow, for many gmre and weig^itie con- 
fiderationsy which hafe hi^ipened hoth hefa f e and fince^ mnch importing the honor and (eearitie of 
that tme monarchical! gOTeramcnt lineally defoended npon ns from fo many of oar aneeAon; jet 
fnch ia onr gradons ]deafiiiey that notwithftan^ng the many diibrders coaunitted of lale^ wee are 
pkmfedy not only to confirm and make good iHiatlbefer oar oommiffioner hath granted and pvonufrdl 
in OUT name» hat alio wee are £uder gradonfly ]deafed to declare and afliirey that aooorfing to tha 
petitidners* hnmUe defiies, all matters ecdefiafticall ihaU he determined hy the aflembteia of the Idrfcy 
and matters citiII hy the parfiament and other inferior jn^catoriee eftriilifhed by law ; whidi aflem- 
blie ihall accordingly be keeped oneea yeb, or aa (hall be aggried npon at iht genenD afle— blie. 

And for ietleiii^ the generall diftnctiona of that oar kingdome ; Oar will and pleafore ia, Thift a 
firee generall aflemblie be keeped at E din haigh the firft day of Angoft nixt infewini^ when wee 
intend, God willing, to be perfonally piefent, and for the legal indiction irfierof wee hnfe |^ien 
order and command to oar coancill ; and therafter a parliament to be hokfen at E dinlwu gh the 20lh 
of Angnft nixt infewing^ for ratifieing of what (haU be condnded in the laid aflemUy, and StMag 
of loch other things aa may condnce to the peace and good of oar natire Idngdonse^ aoad ^Krem aae 
Act of Oblirion to be pafled. 

And wheras wee are ferder defired that oar fliips and forces by land be recalled, and all pcrCbns' 
goods and fliips reftored, and they made fiifle firae inTafion, Wee are gradoofly ^eaied to dednr. 
That apon their dilarmdng and dilbanding of their forces, diflblveing and diichorgeing all their prs- 
tended Tables and ConTenticles, and r e ft ore in g onto as all oar callles, forts and ammonitwn of aH 
forts, as likewile oar royall honooi s , and to erery one of oar good fabj e c t s Mar li berties ^ laad% 
hoaAa, goods and mctnca whatfoefer, taken and detained from them finee thelale pretended gene* 
rail ademblie^ wee will prefontly therafter recall oar fidt, and rrtcir oar land farces, nnd canfo ie« 
lUtntion to be made to all perfons of thdr fliips and goods de tdn ed and aniefted finee the afinftid 
time ; wherby it may appear that oar intention of takcing ap of armes waa noways for invadcmg of 
oar natire kingdoase^ or to innoTat rdigion or laws, bat meirly for the mantsinin g and rimficatiag 
of oar royaU aathoritie. 

And lince that Imeby it doth dearly appear, that wee neidier hnva nor doe iaoend any altentiHi 
in religioa or laws bat that both fliaU be aintiined by ns in ^cir foil integrities wee expect the per- 
formance of that homUe and datiefUl obe&Mce^ which becoasedi lojaD and daliefoD fabject^ And 
as in theirlevcrall petitions they hn^ often pro fcde d^and as wee have jail renfon to bdeise^thiit oar 
pcnccohle and weiU afiected lld^jects win hnva great fotilfocti^ 
to witnda^ that whaUbever caknuties than infinr, by oar neccdteied lappvefibgo^ 
inch aa IhaD continow in their diiobcdient coarAa^ ii not occafioned 1^ na, bos by 



After his mnjeftie*s Dedandon thus expnfltfd, followed Uie Aitides of F»- 
&catioQ tending thus, which were agried iqion. 

1ft. The forces in Scodand to be diftMoided and diflblTed within 48 horns 
ter publication of his majeftie s dedaration being agried iqpon. 
Snd. His hieneJs* caftles» fbcts^ anunnnition of aU £xts and royal haooua ta 
deUTered after the laid publication, fo ibon as he flMNild find ti 
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8rd. His majeftie's (hips to depairt prefently after deliverie of the caftlesi 
&c. with the firft fair wind ; and in the mean time no interruption of trade or 
fifhing. 

4th. His majeftie was gracioufly pleafed to caufe be refloired all perfones' 
goods and ihips detained and arreifted flnce the firft of November then laft by 

paft 

5th.- No meittings, treatings^ confultations, or convocations of any of his 
majeftie*s leidges, but fuch as are warranted by act of parliament. 

€th. All fortifications to delift;, and no furder working therin^ and they to 
be remitted to his majeftie's pleafure. 

7th. To reftore to every one of his hiene&' good fubjects their liberties, 
lands, houfes, goods and meins whatfomever, taken or detained from them by 
whatfomever means fince the forfaid time. 

Upon Tuefday the 1 8th of June, the forfaid Declaration and Articles of 
Fiidfication were figned at the king's pavillion by these for Scotland ; who 
aUb figned another paper of fubmiffion to his majeftie, as follows : 

In the Camp, I8th June 1639. 
In obedience to his majeilie's royall commands, we fhall, upon Thnrfday nizt the 20th of June, 
difiniik oar forces, and immediatly thereafter deliver his majeilie's caftells, &c. and ihall eyer in all 
danga canry onrfelves like humble, loyall and obedient fnbjects.

The Scots commiffioners did likewayes condefcend, that his majeftie's Deda- 
tmtion Ihould be read and publifhed in their army ; which, by Lyon king of 
amies of Scotland, upon the 20th of June, was done in prefence of fome commifl 
Amen whom the king lent to fee it publifhed : Againft the whilk (contrair 
Us majeftie's expectation) proteft:ations was made, as ye fhall hear. 

l>fow, matters in the way of fetleing ; his majeftie defyred, before re- 
moTeing of the army frae Dunfe, that fome of the Scots nobles and others^ 
inen of note, fhould come and conferr with him at his camp ; whilk was plain- 
ly refiiifed by the covenanters ; wherat his majeftie took high offence. All- « 
wayea, they alleadged fome reafones, which was fent in wryte ; as hereafter I 
does appear. ! 

In the mean time, the marquefs of Huntly, and his fon the lord Gordon, and 
allien, who were wairded in the cafUe of Edinburgh, are put to libertiei 
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The marquels places his viigine daughters in the place of Seatoun, with his 
cufipe the earle of Wintoun ; fyne rydes with his fone to the king's camp at 
Berwick. 

Rpbert Keith wryter, who was taken and had to Berwick, as ye heard, is 
fet to libertie, and fent home. Whenipon the earle Marifchall rdeiyea John 
Gordon, John Spence Rothfay herauld, and Allafter Sandyfbne meflenger, 
moil imjuftly imprifoned and cruellie handled, as ye have heard. 

Now, there is great preparation for chufeing of minifters and mlleing ddent 
commiffioners to the Genendl Aflembly, to be holden at Edinburgh the 6th 
of Auguft nixt ; but none except knowen covenanters were cholen throw all 
the prefbitries of Scotland. Amongft whom, our prelbitrie of Aberdein, iqpQ& 
the 25th of July, elected Mr David Lindiay parfone of Bdhekrie, and Mr An- 
drew Abercrombie minifter of Fintray, who was chofen their commiffionerB^ 
with the earle of Kinghome, now being in this countrie, to be a mlleing dder ; 
becaufe he had the lands of Belhelvie pertaining to him within this prelbitrie^ 
yet had neither dwelling place nor houfehold remaining within this diode, 
yet he is thus chofen, being a great covenanter, a mlleing elder for the pre£i 
bytrie of Aberdein. 

The king lyes ftill at Berwick, makes Oenerall Ruthven captain of the 
caftle of Edinburgh ; which was delivered to him with the royall ornament^ 
viz. crown, fword, and fcepter, to be keeped within the laid caftle. 

The covenanters difbands their army at Dunfe ; yet not fiilly, as ye Ihall hear 
amongft the king's regraits. Allwayes, the king dilbanded his army trudy, 
both be fea and land, and the admirall Hamilton, who had gotten direction 
to land forces to defend Aberdein and the North, as ye have heard befinre ; 
yet he obeyes not direction, but lyes ftill in Forth, haveing fecreit conference 
with the nobles of the covenant, night and day ; wherof the king had neither 
knowledge nor fufpicion ; yet he reveilled the king's projects and lecreita^ 
haveing too much his ear, as was thought, at all occalions, to the covenanters^ 
of whom alfo moft politickly he made his own ufe, and held both the king 
and them in hand for his own ends, not yet knowen ; but lure could never 
have power to act any thing contrair to the covenanters, becaule he reveilled 
aU, wherby they were armed againft all dangers ; which bred much trouble, fixr- 
row and dulefidl calamities thro wout the king's haill dominions ; which, if he had 
bein true to his mafter, as is faid, might have bein wylely and eafiely fuppieft 
in the beginning. But here I end. Admirall Hamilton haveing gotten 13,000 
pounds Sterling frae the king for this firuitlels expedition^ he Ipended and 
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1 as he pleafed, comes to the king lyeing at Berwick, makes up accompt 

Itof his expenflis to his thefaurer, and gives in 2000 lib. fterling which he 

\ «Ueadge(i was unlpent, but keeped the reft to hiiafelf. The king approved his 

doeings, and thought his doeings good fervice, wherin he was raightiely de- 

i «eived. See more of Hamilton herafter, who got his own reward. 

In the mean time, the king, lyeing ftill at Berwick, perceives the covenanters 
flow to fulfill their part of the articles of pacification ; and fees fome other dU- 
orders unlooked for befydes, whilk he fets doun in wryte as followes, viz. 

Imo. He alleadged, that the covenanters did make a proteftation agaiuft the 
publication of his declaration befor their army at Dunfe. 

2do. That the forces of Scotland raifed againfl, hiinfelfe were not difbanded 
within 48 hours, but for fome time keeped in a bodie fome forces, and held in 
pay their officers. 

Stio. That full reftitution is not made of his majeflie's forts, caftles, and 
ammunition ; and the fortifications of Leith ftaads entirely, albeit the king 
commanded to call them down. 

4to. That they keeped unlawful! meitings at tables, conventicles, and coa- 
fultations, after the 20th of July, whilk day, the moneth's time granted be the 
king to melt and conlUlt upon releiffe to their mutuall burdens only and no 
other ftate matters, was expyred ; wherin tliey dayly vex and trouble fic as 
doe not adhere to their rebellious covenant and pretended alfemblie at Glaf- 
gow. 

5to. Wheras all fortifications bigged but his warrand were remitted to faia 
pleafure, whither to ftand or be demoliHied, and that he commanded them to 
be call doun, yet no obedience given therto. 

6to. None of his majeftie's good fubjects has gotten their goods, nor dare 
hazard home to their own houfes at full libertie, be reafon of the covenanters* 
furie, animated therto be the faid proteftation and feditioua fermons ; and that 
they are threatened with the lols of their lives, in cale they Ihall repaire to 
their own duellings. 

7mo. Wheras it is declaired, that his majeftie did not approve the late pre- 
tended ademblie at Glafgow ; yet, contrair to his hienefs' pleafure, they preis 
the fubjects to fubfcrive the approbation therof, and to fwear the famen. 

8vo. AVheras it pleafed the king to grant ane frie alfemblie, expecting a 
choife of fic commi0ioners as might Hand with his hieneis' authoritie, they 
petrerted his fubjects by anticipating their voices, in makeing them fwear to 

I fubfcrive the acts of the pretended alfemblie holden at Gla%ow, and moke-

tag commiflioners of thefe (and no others) as adhered thenmtQ» and by oath 
were bound to mantaine the famen ; and fisirder deterred others whom his mth 
jeftie called to the nixt aflemblie be his lawfoU warrand, threatening them with 
the lolTe of their lives if they repaired thither. 

9no. They brand his good fubjects, that adhdrs to his majeftie*s fisrvioe^ wiidi 
the vyle afperfion of traitors to God and their countrie, threatening to proeeid 
againft them with cenfures accordingly, as though their lenreing the long 
were treafon ; wheras his fubjects are bound to ryle and affift him under tfaa 
paine of treafon. 

lOmo. Their protefting that all members of the colledge of juftioe and hs 
hienefs* leidges were not to attend the fei&on, and that all acts and decreitts 
ihall be null, taking his royall power out of his hand, who.only might oommiind 
his fubjects to attend the feffion, or difcharge the lamen. ?{ 

It pleafed his majeftie to fend thir mifconteiitmebts in paper with the lord 
Lind{ay and lord Loudon to Edinburgh, and to report the combinatorB* anfwcn 
to him in wryte, with their reafons why the nobles and others whidi he .fiat 
for in particular caipe not to his majeftie, according to their bound dewtie. 
Thir Scots commifBoners take their leave frae the king at Berwick, and came 
to Edinburgh, and delivered to the Table the foimamed dijRirders. Whdi- 
unto they made ane anfwer Ihortly in wryte, with reafones why the ndUo* 
men Ihould not have come to him at Berwick, as he defired ; and lent the 
famen papers with the faid lord Lindfay and lord Loudoun to his majeftie^: 
Of the whilk anfwers and reafones the t^nor followte ; befydes certain grei* 
vances, which they fent likewayes to his majeftie with the iSsdds anfwers, fo as 
the king alleadged, (and that juftly,) that the pacification was not ke^ied m 
their fyde, fo unjuftly it was alleadged by them the king keeped not oondiUoiis 
contained in the faid treatie, as their greivances proports, whilk with their 
anfwers and reafones foUowes : 

Imo. It is denyed that any proteftation was made againft his migeftiei'a 
gracious declaration of the pacification ; but on the contrair, botk at Dunfe and 
Edinburgh, public thankfgiveing, with a declaration that we adheir to the 
Generall Aflemblie. 

2do. It is anfwered, the famen is obejred by the generall his funendeiE; 
which he had prefled many times before. 

8tio. The cannons which were at Leith are delivered to the caftle of Edinp 
burgh, togither with the muikets ; and as for the ball, they are lyeingftifl 
unmade ufe of. 
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4to, It is denyed, that any iinlawfull meittings are keeped but fiich as are 
warranted by act of Parliament ; and although we muft adhere to our moft 
neceffar and lawful! covenant, yet, to our knowledge, none has bein urged to 
fubfcrjve it. 

dto. The fortifications Hiall be demoliflied with all conrenient diUigence. 

6to. To the fixth. It is denyed. 

7mo. "We know none of bis majeftie's good fubjects who are now detained 
or threatened, nor do we allow that any fliould be troubled ; and if any fear 
themfelrea, there is ane certaine way of juftice which they may ufe. 

8vo. To the eight. It is denyed, becaufe to oiu- knowledge no fuch exception 
has bein made at any time of the elections. 

9no. To the ninth, It is denyed. 

lOmo. There was nothing protefted againft the feflion, to infer any claime 
that any fubject or all the fubjects has power to hinder or difcharge them ; 
but only in refpect of the time, for neither the lords could attend, neither had 
pairties their wrytes in readieueig to perfew or defend : They behoved to 
proteft for remetd of law, if any thing fliouid be done in their prejudice. 

Belydes thir anfwers, (which the judicious reader may eafiely perceive whither 
reafonable, to eleid his majeftie's jufl greivances, or not,) they eik thus : 

A* we are moil nnwilling to fall opoo any qnellion which may feim to import the leaft contra<iic- 
tion with bis majeltit, ib, if it had not bein Uie trult wbich we gave to the relation of our commifliouera, 
(who did impart to ua his majenie'a gracious expreinons related dayly to us at Dunfe, and put in. 
Dot by many of our number, which were ane great deal more liitifTactory to us tlian his wrytten de- 
claration,) the fanien would not have bein acceptable, (which called llie aJTembty Pretended, our hum- 
hl« and loyall proccidiogs Difordera, our conrfea Difagrieable to tnonarchicall government,) nor the 
oAJe of Edinburgh farrendered, (which was only taken for the laiftie of the tonn, finiply without 
■JTurance by write of their indemnity,) except for the tmlt we repol'e in their religion, and confidence 
in his mBJeflie's royall word, wliicb we beleire they did not forget, but would bring thefe who ad- 
here to the treaty to ane right rememberance therof ; wbich paper was only wrytten for that caufe, 
leall either bis majelUe or his fubjects Ibould aver that they fpokc any thing without warrand. 

After this, came to hia majeftie, with thir fame anfwers, reafons for ftaying 
of the noblemen, as followes in thir words. 

Some foe t^Ou tnamf reafotu far Jiajfing of the Noblemen and others (named ly his Majeftie) 
from rtpairinff at litis lime to the court ff Berwick, 

Hia Majellie bath not bein in ufe, at any time of tbe greatell fecnritie, to call any of hia fubJecU 
oat of the kingdome after ibis fort, as at this time which is fo full of fear. To call fo many of fach 
note, withoDt any command or warrand Tent to tbemTelTes, felms ilrange ; and may we not liiy, it was 
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nefer bis mi^eilie'f royal &dier^f nfe and wont to doe fo unto nsi fince Ut goaiag info ^-■■g'lnil to 
this day. Altho bis majeftie's declaration at Dnnfe (contrair to our mind wad meritt) did caD Aa 
late aflemblie ane Pretended Aflemblie, onr bomble and lawfnll prooeidinga Diforden^ ov eovfis 
Difagrieable to monarcbicall goyemmenty and did threaten na with the teiron of Ida wimth ;. yet ov 
deiire is to \he ane qniet and peaceable life under bis majeftie's gOTemment, and our leall to Ik 
majeftie's honour (although with fome afperfions put upon us befor the worid) moTeCfa ih to veenft 
them becaufe of di^erfe g^racious ezpreffionsy related from his majeftie's mouth by our rommiflinMii^ 
which we did hear glaidly, and did note dilligendy for our contentment} and thai wo might be able 
to fatiffie others, and without which the articles of pacification had nerer ferred for the begiBoiBg 
of peace ; yet we now underftand that all or the greateft part of theie ezpreffiona Teiball are denyed^ 
which makes our hope to waver, giveth us great canfe of jealoufiey and moreth ih to call in qaeftioa 
all the reports made to us from his majeftie. Hia majeftie knoweth that what is fb inftaally.pnfled 
at this time was none of the articles agried upon at thai time; and, if (befydea nftitatian of gQod% 
rendering of the caftle, and diftblveing of the army,) it had bein then required thai theib 14 HiobU 
be fent to the camp at Berwick, the condition had bein harder than that we could ha:fe yolded unlo^ 
becaufe we cannot judge the minds, intentions and difpofitiotts of hearts, but by thai whidi we hear 
with our ears, and doth appear in action. We defire to be confidered, that dl our enqveffloas of 
fiiTOurs are put upon our adverfaries ; they called his majeftie's good fnbjecta, and their pn^ 
tices his majeftie's fervice ; upon the contrair, haill Tolumes are Ipread, and (erer iinoe die tnatia 
of peace,) put in all hands againft us, not only ftuffed with fuch reproaches againft almoft die haiD 
kingdome, and particularly againft the perfones now ient for, that it w^e ane difhonoar for the 
king to have fuch ane kingdome, andafhame tobeiet overfuchfubjects, aswearedelcrifedtobe; 
but alfo containing vows and threatening of ezemplarie punifhrncnt, upon fuch as we are reported 
to be : that the troubles in the north part of die kingdome are not yet oeaied: thai tlie g ar r ifi aw 
are keeped in Berwick : that the caftle of Edinburgh is fortified and fumiihed above anydmig dat 
hath bein heard at any time : that fome bloodie and cmeD worda againft die SooCa krda bavia boa 
overheanl in Berwick, and which we could not have beleived, but that it is teftified by fo many 
letters fent hither : that our friends and countrymen not only in Ireland, but even now in Eng^aad^ 
are not only ftopped in their trade, but caft in prifon for their modeft refoKiMng to lake oatliaa esn- 
trair to their oath and covenant, which they have fwome in their own countrie ; a violence not uftd 
befor the treatie of peace, and contrair to the lawes of naticms, (the rule of common equities) of 
doeing that to others whilk we would they fhould doe unto us, and to the artidea of parificatisa 
agried upon with his majeftie. Thefe and other the like coniidered, doth fo work* upon, thai fer 
the preient, (except we will doe againft our own hearts, and deny onr own fenies,) we camiol gm 
way to fo many eminent perfones to repair to Berwick ; whidi we tnift Ins majeftie wiO neither 
interpret to be difobedient nor indifcreet ; fince we have bein aD cairfrill to fee aU the condttkna 
performed to the uttermoft on our pairt ; and there is not of thai number, nor of ua all, but (haD be 
ready for our own pairts to give the moft ample teftimonie of obedience to Us majeftie'a command* 
ment, and of our being confcious of his majeftie's juftice and goodneis, as his majeftie (hall reaffia 
find (at his comeing) dnreing his abode in the kingdome : for we are afinred, what hath ban eoaiH 
mitted be any fmce the begun pacification, contrair to any of the artidea therof, hath proceidied ftum 
the difpoiition of the wicked inftruments about him, who are enemiea of his majeftie*a bonoor and 
our peace, and have bein the authors of our woefnll divifions, whilk we pny die Lord brings to aaa 
happie end, by ane happie and everlafting peace* 
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With thir reafons, the forfaids lord Lindfay and lord Loudon comraiffioncra 
forfaids brought frae the covenanters certain greivancea to his raajeftie, to 
coUour the more their breach of duty ; wherof the tenor foUowes ;

Imo. The provifion laid in the caftell extraordinary, as grenadoes, pot peices, 
and others, which are offenfivc, and not defenfive. 

2do. Protections given without payment of duetie. 

Stio. Infoiencies committed in the north. 

4to. Oathes miniftrat to Scotfmen, (elpecially fkippers and Scotfmen mer- 
chants, which is contrair to the law of nations, and to the lawes of Scotland,] 
will bring many inconveniencies, Hop the trade, and bring ane number of dan- 
gerous evills. 

5to. Juftice denyed to all thofe who doe perfew for their juft debt in England, 
if the pairtie Ihall alleadge they have fubfcrived the covenant. 

6to. Privat mens' outfallings and broylls are quellioned as nationall quar- 
reUs. 

Here it is to be confidered, 1st The king's juft defires contained in his regrates 
2nd The covenanters' ridiculous aniwers made therto, containing many minaf- 
fing threatning fpeeches againft the perfone of his royall majeftie ; and 3rd 
Their naughtie reafones alleadged for withholding of the nobles oncome to 
the king, backed alfo with much more threatening ; and laftly, To confider 
the greivances given in by them, which is no wayes comprehended imder the 
treatie of pacification, as is formerly let down. 

The lord Lindfay and lord Loudon haveing prefented to his majeftie thir 
anfwera to his majeftie's juft defires, with thir reafones and greivances above 
expreft, and haveing read and at length perufed the famen, his majeftie waxed 
wroth tberwith, and became impatient, finding, inftead of fatiffaction whilk he 
looked for, he received nothing but idle fruitlefs anfwers, backed with bitter 
threatenings. But this royall king was fecreitly horn down in this expedition 
by the means and working of his dilloyall deceiving courtiers, and fome of the 
£nglilh nobles, who were lords of his councill, ftraitly and privatly bound to 
our covenanters, be that dulefuU clandeftine band and covenant, as ye have 
heard befor, wherof the king had no kind of knowledge ; they ftill, after 
hatching this treacherous covenant, goeing on in other hands, (though fecretly,) 
J»pth in Scotland and England, for the king's overthrow, as hereafter doea

7 appear. Ukeas, Englifli and Scots coyenanten had foirfem (before 
kzzig:^ comidiig to Berwick) what to fay and how to anfwer fur amdiideb 
ing oi a pretended peace, tending to their own ends. LikeaSt under tmft hii 
aoQeLtie was moved to condefcend peice and peice, and day by day, to give 
ctMitenc to the cotenanters, by thefe Englifh lords of his council! and widcei 
ODortiers of oar Scots about him, efpecially the marqueis of Hamilton^ prtrie 
CO ail their plots, and would never reyeill the famen to his gracious and royaD 
matter, as in higheft meafure he was bound to doe, but hdd craftily both him 
and the covenanters in hand for his and their own private ends and refpeets ; 
albeit the king ftill liked and loved this marqueis, and gave him too mudi 
credit ; for the whilk he alfo got his reward, as ye may lee, at laft. i 

Now, our Scots covenanters, being thus alTured of England* might boldly 
doe> Ipeak, and wry te what they pleafed to his majeftie without fear of cenfm 
or correction, as ye may perceive by their papers formerly expreflfc. 

AUwayes, his majefty finding himfelf fo ufed, without more adoe, or dealliog 
with our covenanters, upon the 29th of July, leaves Berwick, to London he 
takes journey, after fundry nobles had taken their leave, fie as the marqoels 
of Huutly, the lord Gordon ; but the lord Aboyn went with the king. See 
more of the marqueis of Huntly herafter. 

Here it is to be remembered, that whyle as the king was at Berwidr, Mr. 
Thumaa Gray one of the baillies of Aberdein, and Mr. Patridc C!halmer8 ihar« 
tW clerk, were fent commiiTioners frae Aberdein to his majeftie, to ihow how 
they were undone and oppreili be the tyrannic of the covenanters, for their 
byUeliig truely be the king, and to humbly deiire him to take ibme Ipeidie 
wurie for their faifetie and protection. His majeitie heard them patientlyi 
and lamented their ufeage, but could not help them at this time, and lb they 
rvtliriied comfortleis home, as ye have it herafter. 

TMu ludden depairture of the king with fie greif and mifbontentment bfed 
yrMt fear in the hearts of his loyall fubjects ftanding to his opinion^ looking 
fW (rouble, ibrrow, and vexation, as furely at length came to pais. 

1*hrow great appearance of thir troubles, ther was no mailer act keeped in 
^ther of the Aberdeins at Lambmas, as was ufed before ; but their ycfong icho* 
|iu*M was made mailers, before time : Grammar fchools, fong ichodls, and other 
IVhooln, given up ; and the baimes had hame to their parents : No learning at 
nIIi fearing alterations and troubles to come, as came indeed. 

(/|Mm Sunday 4th of Auguil, fail and prayer throw all Sootland» and botii 
Alierdelns had the lik^ for a bleiling to the next infewing Generill AflemUy* 
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About this time, the bifliop of the Rofe' wife lifts her houfe, haill family, 
goods, and gear, frae Chanorie of Rofs ; and be fea faills to her hufband, be- 
caiife he being in England had wrote for her. 

Upon Sunday the 11th of Auguft, doctor Rofs, ane of the ordinar minifters 
at Aherdein, depairted this life in his own houfe. And likewayes, doctor Bar- 
ron, another of the faids toun's minifters, who had fled frae the covenant to Ber- 
wick, as ye heard befor, depairted ther about the famen time. Thir were two 
learned divynes, who with lome other doctors of Aberdein would not embrace 
the covenant, but flood to the king's opinion, as may be fein in their demands, 
anfwers, duplys, and other papers fet out hy them and imprinted. They both 
were Weill beloved of their flocks and people whyle they nere on life, and after 
they were dead, heaviely regraited. Doctor Barron finding bitnfelfe heaviely 
difealed, lent for his wife, who hailliely went, but before llie came he was dead ; 
and (he faw him honeilly buried, and with much forrow llie returned home. 
It is faid, the king ordained her to get ane penfion out of the bilhoprick of 
Orkney dureing her lifetime. 

Ye heard befor of lieutenant collonell Johnfton, how he wag hurt at the 
Brig of Dee. He now recovers his health, fliips himfelfe, his wife and goods 
quietly, and to the king goes he, who (as is faid) was gracioully received, as 
he Weill deferred, for his ftout fervice at the faid Brig of Dee. 

Upon Wunday [Sunday] the 4th of Auguft, ane folemne faft keeped at Edin- 
burgh for the happy fuccefs of the infewing General AlTembly, and little before 
the down fitting therof. 

Upon Tuefday the 12th [13] of Auguft, the Generall Affemblie fat down 
in Edinburgh. John earle of Traquair comea coramilfioner for the king be his 
letters patent. Mr. David Dickfone, minifter at Irvine, is chofen moderator. 
The covenant made in anno 1580 and 1581 is be this Affembly explained, and 
declaired to be ane abjuration of epifcopacie, and found to be unlawfuU in our 
kirk; and made up ane new covenant bearing this explanation, That the book 
of Common Prayer, book of Cannons, book of Confecration and Ordination, 
Hie Commiffion, and Articles of Perth, Ihould be aboliihed. There was many 
other acts and ordinances fet down in this Allemhlie, whilk here is referred to 
their own books. It is faid, the king's commiffioner was not content with 
their procedure, tending and incroaching upon the king's royall power ; in re- 
fpectf wherof, in the face of the faid Aflemblie, he made ane Declaration and 
.Proteftation drawn up in wryte, whilk alfo was produced in prefence of the 
.lords of Pri vie Councill, and regiftrat in their books ; wherof the tenor follows :

And ficlyke, the foriidd day, the Lord Commiffioner defyred of the lords of FHrie Coufd^ 
that the feverall dedarationns made and emitted be him in the General! AflembUe might be infirt 
and regiilrat in the books of Privie Coonfell, thairin to remain adfuturam rei memoriam : Q^V^k 
defyre the faids lords fand reafonable, and have ordanit and ordans the iaids dedaimdoiuis to bo io- 
fert and regiftrat in the books of Privie Coonfell ; qnhairof the tenor fbllowis :— I Johne enk sf 
Traquair, his majeftie's commiffioner in this prefent Aflemblie, doe in Ida majeftia'a name de^i^ 
that notwithflanding of his majeftie*s.awne inclination and manie other grsTe and weigfatie nafiai 
moveing him, yit Aiche is his incomparable goodnes towards his fnbjects of thb Idngdome, tlii^ 
for giveing fatifiaction to his people, and for quieting of the prefent diftrsctions, he doth ^^fi wt 
that the fyre articles of Perth, the gownmeht of the kirk by bifhops, dTill phoea^ and powvof 
kirkmen, be declared nnlawfuU within this kirk, as contrare to the cooilitiitioii therat 

And I doe alwayes heirby declare, that the practife of the |M«mifes prohibit within tUs Uik nl 
Idngdome ihall neither bind nor inferre cenfore aganis the practifeis ontwith die kingdome. Aid 
fturder, I declare, that the word << occafional," in the end of the act of the date the l7th of tUi 
inftant, wes not in the draught agreed upon with me in prefence of the coonfell, bot wee thoite 
addit in the Aflemblie, without my knawledge or confent. Farther, I declare wfaate?er is aDowid 
be me in this Aflemblie, is meirlie and onelie as ane act of this AflemUiey without auie raQiMlflr 
relation quhatfomever to the lafl pretendit Aflemblie at Glaigow. 

And becaus that manie things have occurred in this prefent Aflemblie, whiche may coaceme 
patronages belonging either to the crowne, bifliopricks, or others his majefties good fubjed^ 
as alfo, by findeing civill places and power of kirkmen unlawfnU, his majefUe may be ptejod^ ia 
Fsrliament ; and \tsA heirby, or by anie other act, dvill power and anthoritie may be wraifed, 
by my w«aknef«, or not tymelie animadTerting therto, I declare and prot^ that his majeftiB Mf 
be licartl for redrelft in its awne tyme and place. 

Aiul I d<Hr]are lykewayes, that whatever commiffion and commiffions are direct frooM tUi 
Allonihlio, whiche may import or occafion anie other meittings, or conventions of the fabtect% 
tlii^n the onlinorie meitings of kirk feffions, prefbiteries, fynods^ and luche like^ as are allowed be 
the lawia of this kingdome, that the iamen is nuU and of no eflfect, and ahogedder diftHm rf io 
by me. 

(Sic fubfcribitnr) Commiffioner TBAQUAnu 

It is fold, this Aflemblie took exception againft thir Dedarations and Pro- 
tedations and the commiflioner himfelfe, as ye may fee at the S8th chapter 
of king Charles' fecond parliament Allwayes, the Aflemblie ordaines their acts 
to be read throw the pulpits of Edinburgh upon Sunday next They indicted 
alio, but the king's authoritie or his commiflioner» ane other Generall AffenUie 
to be holden at Aberdein the 28th day of July nixt to come in anno 1640^ 
clofes in peace and ryfes up upon the penult day of thefiddmoiiethof ADgii& 
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and gayden^ for aUeadged jdonderiiig of his hoaft in die torn of TuidJ^ at 
tho nid therofy as yehave before* The inavqiuft aalWeraly he waa hfaoiSBfe 
waivded in the cafUe of Edinburgh, and he gave no w ag fa ud ta doe hia honfe 
any wnvig, nor any other man, and fwa fiunild be fiieu ' The lonb of pailia-! 
ment thought hi8.anfvrer reafbnabl^ and the periewns loft the canle. 
- Then eomea in ane other more nuliddoa comfdaint tgHaA him* at the in- 
ftanoe of the kiida of Frendranght» Leftli^ Cndgie^ar, GhaJrindi^ Aleiander 
Forbes alias Fhigne^ and diverie others of the Fqcfaea' iSml^ 
ftr aDedged reeelpting within his gronnd of John Dngsc and ignangnt of 
his followers of the name of Glangregory noitotioas theilBBS^ mmthcven^ and 
robbers of the Ungfs leidges» and of diflmlU?ea in i]pedd. TUs.eamplaint was 
tryed before ane eommittie futt^ and therafker before the pafBamunt^ and di& 
pate vigonrafly be advoeatts in their preCenoe^ whidi is iiot riled biBfianefoes tf 
parliament Sir Thoinas Hope the ldng%adToe8te»lldr. Roger M^^ 
James Bdrd weraadyoeattsfbrtheperiewers ; Sir Lewis Stewart and Mr. John 
Gilmoir were adviMUtts for the lend maiqnelk And after long dU^utatioo the 
marqoels was aUblYed. This he patientiy Ihilered lunoogft the nft ef Us 
heayie croiles. 

As tUr thinga w«rB adoeing, the king wiytes bade, delyrdrig 
to be adyoomed to the 14th of Norembcr, whilk was grsnted, and die parihi- 
makt eontinowed to that day, the ebvcnintaia makidng numy paoteftattones in 
the cqptrair ; and fo tliis parliament diflblVea with little mora adoeu 

The eommifficmer, carefiill of the keeping of the dmamenfii of the crown, 
keeps them in a fecreit place whyle they fhould be fought 

The king fends down to Scotland for his oommiffioner ; but the eftates would 
not fuffer him to goe^ upon their own reafons, as was alledged ; whereat the 
king was mightiely incenfed. 

It is here to be marked, that albeit the Cing had indicted this parliament, 
and frae the whilk be continowation day by day to the eleventh of June 1640, 
upon the whilk'day the eftates held ane parliament be themielves, without ane 
oommiffioner or ornaments of the crown, (as ye may foe hereafter) ; yet there 
is none of the acts of parliament, made in the earle of Traquair's name as 
commiffioner, r^ftrat amongft the reft of the acts of Parliament, but of let 
purpofe omitted and left out be the covenanters, except there is fome mentione 
made of that which makes for them in the parliament holden be 'the eftates 
and Robert lord Burleigh their preiident, upon the 11th of June forefiud, vis. 
the 5th act, as the lamen bears. See more hereafter. TboSp is this parliament 
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difdayned and put in oblivion, albeit it ratified bifhops, articles of Perth, and 
power of kirkmen to be unlawful!. 

About this time, John Meinzies, eldeft lawfuU fon to Sir Paul Metnzies of 
Kinmundie late proved of Aberdein, happened unhappily to perifh rydeing 
throw the North AVater. His corps was haftiely taken up and convoyed with 
lamentation to Aberdein ; and, upon the 22nd day of Auguft, was buryed with 
vgllie of mufkatt inllead of funerall lermon, as was wont to be given, and many 
teares llied for his untimely death, being a brave youth of fmgular expectation. 

Ve hear on the other fide about Traquair. The king would not hear the 
earle of Dumfermling and lord Loudoun, whom the covenanters lent up com- 
miffioners to his majeftie, becaule they came up to him without liis commif- 
fioner's conient ; but he was no wayes detained be the eflates, as is on the other 
fide noted. 

Upon ^Vedenfday before Michaelmas, Patrick Lefelie is now cliofen provoft 
of Aberdein, who, to his great greif, was removed from that place before. He 
being ane pryme covenanter, and of good eftate, recovers his place againe, be 
the conient of the nioft pairt of the councill, who were alio all covenanters and 
upon his courfe of preferment, be exprefs command of the eftates of this king- 
dome, as a man- fitting for their (ervice in thir trouhlefome times, and in fuch 
a burgh as the toun of Aberdein, whom the eftates ever thought was not al- 
togither of their opinion. Howfoever, many of the tonne's people thought not 
good of this election, fearing lie was prydefuU and feditious, and ready to breed 
dilTention amongft them, as over truely it came to pals. The laird Drum, at 
this Michaelmas, continowed (herriff principal of Aberdein for ane year, and 
Mr. William Davidfon continowed llierrlff depute therof dureing his lifetime, 
and Sir John M'Kenzie of Tarbet IherrifT principall of Invernefs for ane year. 

In this moseth of September, ane Holland iliip with itore of cheefe came 
into the harbour of Aberdein ; 2 1 pound weight therof fold for eight lliillings ' 
Scots, wherof the people were weill content. 

Upon Friday the 27th of September, on the night, the eaft quarter of Ma- 
rifchall's College fuddenly took fyre, none knowing the manner how. The peo- 
ple gathered, but could not gett it quenched whyle it brunt to nought. All- 
wayes, it was fliortly bigged up againe, yet taken for ane vifitation frae God. 

About this time, the laird of Banff, feeing he could not live in furetie at 
home, becaufe he was ftill the king's man, and would never yield to fwear and 
fubfcrive the covenant, takes courl'e, for refuge, to goe to the king and feek his 
protection ; but little help had he of him, fuppofe his majeftie liked weill fo 
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to have done : but Banff payed fererely for his out-ftanding, and was crndlie 
punifhed and opprefll in his eftatCt as after ye fhall hear. 

Ye heard befor, how Doctor Lelslie principall of the CoUedge of Old Aber- 
dein. Doctor Sibbald minifter in Aberdein, and diverfe others went to Bewick 
to the king. They came home with the town's commiffioners in Anguft. This 
Doctor Sibbald was wielloome, entered to his miniftrie in Aberdein^ and ftrved 
ther for a whyle : but Doctor William Leislie being before depofed, took himlUf 
to ane quiet chamber within the Colledge, lived foberly in the toun upon his 
own charges, beheld patiently Doctor William Gruild occupy his place thereafter, 
and the changes in thir difficult times. He was ane fingular learned man, who 
could never be moved to fwear and fubfcrive our covenant, laying, he would 
not hurt his conlcience for worldly means. He was never heard to fpeak im- 
modeftly againft the covenant nor procedure of thir times, but fuffered all 
things with great patience, attending God*s will ; none more fitt, for learning 
to his charge in the Colledge, and therewith godly and grave. It is laid, the 
king gave him fome money at Berwick, wherupon he lived for a fhort whyle ; 
and it is true, he had no great means to the fore of his own, at this time. See 
more of him hereafter. 

In this moneth of September, there came out ane proclamation at the crooe 
of Edinburgh, forbidding the wearing of guns and piftols or carabines, under 
the paine of death ; but throw the ufe of the inbringing of the wearing of 
thir forbidden unlawftill armes for the good caufe this proclamation got no 
obedience, to the great abufe of the land. 

Upon the 17th day of October, there was a committee holden within the 
Colledge of Old Aberdein be diverfe barrons, minifters and commiffioners, and 
Mr. David Lindfay perfone of Belhelvie. Ther were appointed to keep this 
committee fundrie noblemen, but they were in Edinburgh attending the psr- 
' liament. Their errand was for placeing Doctor Guild in the principalities in 
the depofed Doctor William Le&lie's place. But becaufe the committee was 
not fully convened, they caufed Doctor William Guild fubfcrive the covenant 
abfolutely, who had fubfcrived the famen firft with limitation ; and he is chaCeii 
rector of this uni veriitie for a year, by fuch as were prefent, to begin withall ; 
and theraf ter he was chofen principaU, as ye may fee herafter ; and this commit- 
tee was continowed to the day of November nixt This Doctor Guild wrote 
out ane paper called ** Ane freindly and faithful advyce," whilk was printed, 
concerning thir troubles, and againft raifing of armes be fubjects againft their 
lawful! king, whilk herafter is copied word be word. Neverthdefi he now fub- 
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firives this covenant, but limitation, contrair to the opinion of his printed paper, 
as it would appear, and to his firit fublcription, being allwayes a temporizer. 

Upon the third Tuefday of October, the provincial aflembly fits down in 
the leffion-houfe of New Aberdein, and not within the coUedge kirk of Old 
Aberdein, as was ufed in the bifliops* times. Mr David Lindlay parfone of 
Belhelvie, being laft moderator, preached, as the cuftome is. After fermon, he 
and the brethrein, with the ruleing elders, viz., ilk miniiler haveing ane rule- 
ing elder diofen out of the worthieft of the feifioners of his prefbiterie ; weill, 
ilk minifter with his elder is called, and, be direction of the Tables, this aflem- 
Uie 18 oontinowed to the 19th of November nixt, and fo but more adoe diH 
iblved. 

Now the Colledge is taken up fhortly after Michaelmas, be Mr. Robert Ogil- 
vie fiil^rincipall, Mr. Alexander Middletoun, and Mr. Alexander Garden, re« 
gents {landing undepofed. But the principall and Mr. Alexander Scroggie 
were depofed, as ye have before. The grammar fchool and other fchools, which 
had lyen idle before, begin now to flourifh, and learning taught. 

Our fovereigne Lord*s feffion fits not down in Edinburgh, the firft of No- 
vember, for adminifi;ration of jufi;ice, as ufe was ; but was vacand the haill 
winter feflion, to the great greif of the true creditor, and pleafure of the debitor 
unwilling to pay his debt. Thus is this land fo greivoufly abufed. Yet flier- 
riffs and oommiflars held their courts, and other inferior judicatories, as they 
were wont to doe. 

Ye heard before, how Mr. James Grordon, keeper of his majefi;ie's fignet, 
convoyed the famen away to England to his mafier the earle of Strivling, left 
the covenanters fliould feall their malignant proclamations with the lamen. 
He now comes home about this time, and brought back the lamen fignet with 
him for ferveing the king's leidges ; but he gott little thanks frae the cove- 
nanters for canying the famen away. 

Ye heard alfo, how the king had written for his commiflioner, and how he 
was keeped, becauie he refuifed to ratifie the aflembly acts, and confent to 
what was done in parliament, as was alledged, whilk he would on nowayes 
grant to doe without his majeftie*s expreis command, as indeid he had reafone 
not to goe by his commiflion. In the mean time, the confederates fend up to 
the king the lord Loudoun, the fherriff of Tiviotdale, and Mr. Robert Barclay 
provoft of Edinburgh, with whom voluntarily alfo went the earle of Dumferm- 
ling. The king, hearing of their comeing, caufed command them, the commif- 
fiooenKt not to approach the court by 8 myles, becauie he had wrsrtten for his 
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cdmmifBoner, who was detained by hia fubjecta moft unjuftly, againft tlieir oath 
of alleadgeance, and contrair to the law of nations^ wherebjr ane ^»»b^fladfr 
or commiffioner may be recalled be his mailer from any other nation, meikell 
mair be ane king from his own fubjects, at his pleafure. The oommiffioncn^ 
feeing the king fo fett, returned back againe, (leaveing the earle of Domfiermling 
with his majeftie,) without any prefence, in the moneth of November, abont 
the 19th day therafter. Wherupon the confederates fuffer the earle of Tn» 
quair to goe up to the king, as ye may fee herafter. But the trath iM, Tn» 
quair was on nowayes detained by the Soots parliament, but foffered to goe 
peaceablie : yet the king was offended that they ihould iSmd up the eailaof 
Dumfermling, and lord Loudoun, (who was only the commiffionera,) oommif^ 
fioners to him, without warrand of Traquair, being his majeftie*8 ocmimiffioii- 
er in Scotland ; and therfor he would not give them presence, nor hear theaau 

Upon the fecond day of November, king Charles' tumours, ftnicken be the 
earle of Strivling, be vertue of the king's gift, were be open prodamataon at 
the croce of Edinburgh, cryed down from two penneyes to one penney ; king 
James' tumours to pais for two penneyes, becauie they were no left wordi ; 
and the Kaird tumours fimplidter difcharged, as falfe cunzie. But this pro- 
clamation was fhortly recalled, becaufe ther was no other money paffing to 
make change, and fo were fuffered to pais for two penneyes for a time. See 
more hereafter. 

Upon Sunday the Srd of November, Doctor Sibbald and Doctor Guild, both 
minifters at Aberdein, gave the communion to the people fitting at the taUii^ 
but not upon their knees, as was wont, whereat many were iorrie. 

Upon the day of November, John Dugar, that bloody murtherer and 
opprelTor, came to William Stewart's houfe at Spey-fyde, accompanyed with 
24 lymmars, fet out his watches, and took up houfe ther ; and in the mem 
time fent down to the Garmoch for expenflis and fpending-filver, otherwayes 
he would come and plunder their houfes and goods. The people is aftoniih- 
ed with this charge, but gave the bearers fair words whyle the countrie wasad^ 
vertifed, who fliortly conveined. And John Dugar, being informed of their ga^ 
thering be his out watches, fliortly takes both the ferry-boats, and carryes over 
his men to the Stanners whilk is in the midft of the watter of Spey, and keeped 
the ferry-boats faft befyde himfelfe, fo that ther was no other boat therriMnt 
to follow them. The countrie people, feeing they wanted the boats, and that 
they could not ryde the watter, it being great, be^ to perfew them with fliotti, 
and they fliott againe, whyle at laft Alexander Anderfone in Garmoch ftanding 
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be the watter-fyde fliot this John Dugar upon the laid Stanners dead. His men, 
feeing this, immediately take the flight throw the ftrynd to the fouth (hoar 
but any more Ikaith, and hyne goe they, and tlie couutrie people return home 
to their houfes. 

The confederates fufier the earle of Traquair (upon the down comeing of 
their commiflioners without the king's prefeuce) to depairt, who, upon the 22nd 
of November, went up to his majeflie, and was weill received, and made knight 
of the garter, as was laid. In the mean time, the confederates wrytes to his 
majellie with ane gentleman called William Cunnioghaine, who Ihortly fol- 
lowed the faid earle of Traquair, to defire the king to give prefence to their 
conuniilioners when they came, and to hear their humble petitions. 

About this time, word came to Aberdein, that in the raoneth of September 
1639, there came to the fea ane Spanifli fleit eonfifting of thertie gallyes, ther- 
tein Dunkirkers, feven Hollanders, {taken frae them as pryles, and mounted 
be the Spaniards,) with twenty Hamburgliers' ships. Martin Harper, trump 
admiral to the ftates of Holland, hearing of this fleit, fent advertifement to all 
the Hiips under bis command, at four feveral times, to convein themlelvea 
tc^ther and come in one company. Whenipon his vice-admirall Vitten Vit- 
tenls, with his fquadron of five fliips, did joyne himfelfe with the admirall ; 
they being all in number but feventeen fliips of war ; yet he refolved (notwith- 
flandiog the great difparetie) to attend the Spanifli fleit, and 1^ fee what ad- 
vantage he could gaine of it, commanding bis fleit to keep theml'elves elofe, 
that the Spanifli might not divyde them one from another. The fight then 
did begine furioufly ; and the ifliie was, that the Spanifli, in place of goeing to 
Dunkirk, {for fo it was fufpected,) did fett their courfe towards the Downs, 
upon the eighteenth of September. At which fight, queftionlefs the Spaniard 
fliould have lufiered greater lols, if the powder had not begune to grow leant 
JD the Holland fleet, wherof they received out of Calais ane fupply ; and ther- 
after Ihortly followed the Spaniards to the Downs. Befor their arnval, the 
Spanifli admirall made diflicultie of takeing down his tlag to the Enghfli vice- 
admirall Pennington ; which queflion was Ibon decyded, when tliey law the 
Holland fleit advanceing, to the contentment of the EngUfli vice-admirall 
haveing anchored at the road. The king directed ane commiflion to bis vice- 
admiral Pennington, charging him to command both the fleits to abltaine from 
all hoftiUty, one againft; another, upon the king's road, and they who did 
firft attempt any act of hoftility fliould be uled as enemies to the Englilh ; 

t delivered by Pennington to both adnuralls, and withall 
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i^iied the HoIIfliida admirall to fhew, if he had any wammd €rom hia maAen 
OD aiianlt the Spaniards xxpoa the king s road ; and if he had any fuch otdtr, 
±at he w^onld adrertile him the laid Pennington, S hoars before he woidd 
putt his order to execution. Whenmto the Hollands admirall anlwered, that 
he had no order to aflanit the Spaniard upon the king^s road, or that he 
afiffwards was to receive any order thereanent ; and that Pennington fhoold 
not take it in evil pairt, if he did not advertiie him S hours beforehand, fay 
realbn that the wind and tyde might be contrair ; yet that if he could poffiUy, 
he would not be wanting to gire him due advertilement. At laft, after three 
weeks abode there, the Hollands admirall haveing fought more fupply of fhipi 
from the States Generally and obtained the fame, and being now 90 warr flupi 
ftrong, did call ane councill of warr, and attending to the refblution and com- 
mand of the States General, of the date of the 1 Sth and S9th of Sept e mber, 
did, by common advyce, refolve to fett upon the Spaniards at the firft op- 
porttmitie ; commanding his Tice-admirall Vitten Vittenfs, with SO warr-ihipi 
and 4 fire-iliips, to attend the Englifh fleit, and to hinder that they ihonld not 
ailift the Spaniard. He divyded the reft of his fleit (being yet 60 warr-ihipB) 
into 5 fquadrons, in each placed 1 2, one to be led be himlelfe, the Snd by 
John Everdlbne Tice-admirall of Zeland, the Srd by Huntibeir, the 4th by 
Caitz, and the 5th by Hendafk Comelitz. Wherwith, they takeing advan- 
tage of ane north northweft wynd, that did blow off the land, whylft the 
Spauianls rode at anchor, upon the Sift day of October, they did advanee 
towanls the Spaniard in five diverfe places ; but did not fhoot at all, but was 
firil Ihott at by the Spaniard throw the failles, wherby ane ibuldier in Cap- 
tm\ Haillie*s fhip was flain, of which he gave advertilement to the Engliih 
vice-admirall, defyreing him eameftly to remember his promife, that finoe Ae 
S|muiard8 had done the firft act of hoftility, he would affift him to nuBe 
thoiu. or at leaft would remaine neutrall, fuffering him to aflault his enemy, 
wlio liad fir 11 violated the king's free road. In the mean time he ihot furioofly 
uiHiu the S])aniard, the Englifh fleit rideing ftiU at anchor, and behoUiDg 
Imirt'ly the iiFue. The Spaniard, feeing this, with great expedition cntted 
hia cable, and gott under fail ; but incontinent 23 of them were by fiadi 
vloleuct^ purfewed by the Hollanders, that they chufed rather to run them* 
MwH aground, than to expect the meitting of the Hollanders* cannon and 
li'hnbU^a* Of the which, 3 were brunt by the fire-fhips, 18 grounded, 1 ihot 
thr«»w and throw like a fieve, and 6 ran themfelves afhoar upon the Engliih 
vtialt ; which 6 are faid to be keeped, and manned with Englifh louldienb 
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and that the king bad taken them under his protection. They were two great 
Spanifti galleons, and 4 Hamburghers. The admirall of Portugall, wbylelt the 
foir pairt of his galleon was on fire, yet mantained hinifelfe courageoufly in the 
aft«r part of it, 3 hours long; and did at latt fink with 800 men, of whom 
were faved only 100. At the lame time, both the vice-admirals of Naples and 
Caitile were fhot aground. The vice-admiral of Sicily, with his fliip and peo- 
ple, and other 7 galleons, M'ere taken and nunned. 

Upou the Saturday following, nothing could be done throw ftorme of weather; 
but upon Sunday the 23rd of October, the Hollanders took ane other galleon, 
and upon Munday, ane other ; fo that of the Spanifli lliips there were taken 
7 galleons, with a frigott and 3 other fliips, all brought into Zealand at Ram- 
niakynd ; Item, 2 in Texill ; and ane other the admiral Trump brought in with 
himfelfe to the Maes; befydes 3 other galleons, which did fmk. The Spaniih 
great admirall Docquendo, with ane Spanifli ihip and 5 Dunkirkers, did gain 
the rode of Dunkirk. There was alio ane galleou efcaped within the Thames. 
So that the whole Spanifli fleit, coulifting of 67 fliips and 24,000 men, are 
reduced to 14 galleons and fliips ; and of the Spaniards ther were pairtly 
dead, killed, drowned, and brunt near 16,000 men, and 40 of their ftiips and 
galleons ruined and defl:royed. Upon the Hollander's fyde there were but 2 
fliips loft:, (and that by negligence) in which there periflied about 100 men, 
and all the officers were faiffe. ^Vhempon the States General thought fitt to ap- 
point a Iblemne thankfgiveing to the Lord againfl; the nynth of November nixt. 
%Miither this battell was fought with fo great lofs to the Spaniards and 
with fo little lols to the Hollanders, as is before wrytten, is hardly to be be- 
leived ; fo much the rather as thir newes were written to Aberdein be ane 
HoUander. But be it as it may be, it is mofl: certain the Spaniards gott there 
ane terrible overthrow, wherof feldome they had gotten the lyke before, 

Many men judged differently wher this fleit of the Spaniards was comeing. 
Some alleadged, they were fett out by perfwafion of the prelats and papifts of 
England to come and fubdue the proteft,ants their enemies, alfeweill in Eng- 
land as in Scotland and Ireland ; but this paper bears, their courfe was for 
Dunkirk, and fo the other was but ane fufpicion. 

Ye heard befor, how the marquefs of Huntly took up houfe jn the Cannon- 
^te. All this whyle, he remains and dwells peaceablie ther, as ane good co- 
venanter. In the mean time, the lord Drummond is marryed to lady Ann his 
•Idelt daughter, who was ane preceife puritane, and therfore weill lyked in 
£dinburgh. This marriage was celebrated with great folemnitie. Many nobles 
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and knights were there. Among the reft, the lord Gordone came firae Strath- 
bogie to the famen, who had bidden there iince Auguft 16S9. And imme- 
diatly after this marriage he rydes to England to the king, at ccMmnand of 
his father. See more hereafter. * 

Shortlie after this, the lord Seaton is married to lady Henrietta, the mar* 
quefs' fecond daughter, who was not of her fifter*8 religion, but ane Roman ca- 
tholick. Both thir ladyes* marriages were drawn on be their unde the earie 
of Argyle, who was alfo cautioner for both their tocher goods, viz. the la4y Ann 
the foume of fourtie thoufand merks, Scotts money, and to lady Henrietta the 
foume of fourtie thoufand merks, money forlaid. For his releiffe whero^ he 
gatt the wadfett of Lochquhaber and Badyenoch, and for other fbomes belyde ; 
as ye may fee hereafter : See alfb, of lady Jean's marriage with the earle of 
Haddingtoun. 

The marquefs convoyed ilk ane of his two married daughters to their own 
houfes. He left his third daughter lady Jean with his iifter in Wintoon. 
He procures a faiff conduct or pafs from the Tables to his fon Lodovick (who 
then was at Strathbogie,) to come to him wherever he was. Thir tumes fet« 
tied, the marquefs gives up his houfe in the Cannongate, difchai^^es his fer- 
vants, and about the 28th of November to the king goes he ; his two fbnes 
the lord Gordon and lord Aboyne being gone before him. Thomas CSrombie 
of Kemnay followed him alfb to the king. See more hereafl;er. 

In this moneth of November, a pairt of the caftell wall of Edinburgh about 
the outter yeit fell down ; but it was haifUely repaired and bigged up againe, and 
the caftell weill provyded and fumifhed with ail things neceflar. The caftell of 
Dumbretton was alfo manned and fumifhed with Englifhmen, as was reported. 
Thir two ftrengths were (at the treaty of pacification) rendered to the king, 
whUk bred meikle trouble to the coimtrie and confederatts, as ye may hear. 

About this time, Mr. James Sandielands begane to teach the canon lawes 
in the CoUedge of Old Aberdein, as he was reftricted and limited be the Ge- 
neral Affembly, viz. to teach only upon Teynds, Teftaments, and Matrimony, 
and to handle no farder of the canon law, but thefe three heads : moyan 
(fuppofe he had his own enemies within the colledge,) bure him throw to be 
canonift in forme forfaid, for the whilk he gott yeirly payment of about 600 
merks for teaching ane unprofitable leflbn when he pleafed, anes in the wedc, 
or anes in the 'moneth as he liked heft ; for the whilk he was never found 
fault with, and he had few auditors except the regents and fome ftadents, who 
thought they tint their lefTons idly to hear him ; and the members of this ool- 
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ledge thought this gear waired upon him was loft, and meitter to have been 
beftowed upon thera, who indured paines, day and night, for upbringing of 
the youth. Allwayes, as I have laid, he was carried throw by moyan to be 
canonift in forme forfaid ; but it lafted not long, as ye may hereafter lee. 
Strange, to fee ane man admitted to teach the lawes, who was never out of 
the countrie ftudieing and learning the lawes ! Alwayes he is gott to be can- 
nonift, and is chofen civilift afterwards. 

About this time, the lord Balmirrinoch and his afTociats, be direction of the 
Tables, begaiie to have meittings in Edinburgh, contrair to the dth article of 
the act of pacification, where fuch meittings contrair to the acts of parlia- 
ment are difcharged. 

Upon the firft day of December, being Sunday, Doctor Scroggie celebrated 
the communion in Old Aberdein. He, in his fermon, begane now to exhort the 
people to obey the ordinances of the kirk, with much fuch matter. Allwayes, 
the people received the famen fitting, (Doctor Forbes took it after the famen 
manner,) and no kneiling was there, as was wont to be. The rainifter gave it 
to two or three neareft him, then ilk ane took his own communion bread out 
of the ballen, and in like manner the miniller gave the cup to the two neareft 
him, fyne ilk ane gave the cup to his neighbour. Strange to fee fuch altera- 
tions! One year giveing the communion to the people kneiling, by vertue of 
ane act of parliament founded upon Perth articles ; and that felf ferae minifters 
to give the communion after another manner, litting, at command of the Gre- 
neral Aflembly, unwarranted by the king. 

About this time likewile, Mr. John Spotifwood archbifliop of St. Andrews, 
and high chancellor of Scotland, about the age of threefcore and fyftein years, 
being chafed out of his own roume, fled to England, and depairted this lyfe at 
London, after he was here excominunicat. Sir Robert Spotifwood his eldeft 
fone and prelident of the colledge of juftice, is compelled to fly his countrie, 
and go to his ancient father, and durft not return home, while ye may lee 
hereafter ; a myld man, Weill beloved of many. 

Upon the 17th of December, four workmen, about the flioar of Aberdein, 
bringing ane keill down the watter to ane ftiip to tranfport goods, be violence 
of fpeit watter are carried out at the watter mouth of Dee, wher they all pitie- 
fiiUy drowned, and the keill caflin in at the Five mile bum. Another vifite 
doubtlels from God to Aberdein, wherof little good ufe was made. 

Upon Sunday the S£nd of December, Doctor Guild and Doctor Sibbald ad- 
monilhed the people not to keep Yuill day nixt following, as contrair to the 
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of the dnirdL Some obeyed for fear, others made good cheir, and 
die m fa ian t e rs darft not tranlgrefi. 

Upon the 24th of December, John Leith of Harthill latt down in provoft 
Lc&ize's daik in the kirk of Aberdein. The provoil, comeing to hia leat» and 
fieemg him fett there, was offended, and caufed pull him out be the oflidan 
Tcej prvdefulljr, he being a barron, and cheiff of ane dan. Harthill gave him 
lome evil talk, for the whilk he was prelently wairded in the tolbuith of Aber- 
dein, where he lay long, as ye may hereafter fee, and was not releived. 

Vptm the day of December, the earle of Traquair returns fine the 
king home. He is honourably received in Edinburgh ; he is faluted at his 
entrie with fhott of cannon frae the caftle ; and at his goeing oilt. He brings 
out of Holyroodhoufe the crown, fwtird, and fceptre, (whilk had lyen than 
tince he rode the parliament,) and left them in the caftle to be keeped theie 
He renounces his commiffion, and none mifcontent. Therafter ihortlie he 
rrdes back to the king. After whom comes Mr. William Cunningfaame with 
ane packet, and the 15th of January 1640 was appointed for upbreaking thetw 
of; and the confederatts both of burgh and land warned to that effect. 

Upon the S6th of December, Mr. David Lindfay parfon of Belhelvie, mo* 
derator of the prefbytrie being conveined in Old Aberdein, appointed morning 
and evening prayers in ilk man's houfe, called the ** Familie Exercif^** ae» 
cording to the ordinance of the kirk. 

1 1^401 Thir confederatts with their commiflioners meitts upon the 15th day of Ja- 
nuary 1640 at Edinburgh, where the king^s letters are broken up, declaring 
now he was content to hear their fupplications. Wherupon were ihortlie lent 
t)i« lord Loudon, the flierriff of Tiviotdale, and Mr. Robert Barday provoft of 
[Kdiubiirgh] to the king with their fupplication. The earles of Dunfermling 
and Kiuiuml, M'ith fome others who were lovers of peace, went with them. 
8e<^ more hereafter. 

Abiiut this time, the earles of Marr and Kinghome, with Sir Thomas Hope 
ailvtH*ate, by commnnd of the king, were putt off of the coundll ; and the laid 
Kii* Thuiuaa wairded in his own houfe of Craighall dureing the king?s plea» 
i\\w\ )»^*aute James Grant's remiflion was not exped and pafi; the feals upon his 
iim)o(Uo'» ixmuuand ; allwayes, he relaxed himfelfe frae the home, purchaied 
hU iviuitliou lurtlerly, and went home to his own countrie peaceably, by all 
iiU'iiV i^\|HvtatIou« being fuch a bloodihedder and cruel opprefloTy after he had 
^Hif^\ ll» t»Huy dangers. 
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• Upon the day of January, Mr. David Lindfay archbifhop of Glafgow, 
excommunicat with the reft ; and, about the age of 74 years and in great ftck- 
nels, is forced to fly to the king for refuge and help. 

Upon the 14th of January the earle of Haddingtoun married lady Jean 
Gordon, third daughter to the marquefs of Huntly, (himfelfe being in England,) 
be the moyan of the earle of Argyle, who was furetie alfo for her tocher good, 
extending to thertie thouland merks, in abfence of her father ; the earle of 
Haddingtoun's lands being heired in his firft marriage. Thus, the marquels*s 
three daughters are now married. 

Upon the day of January, Margaret Ballendjrne, daughter to the depo- 
fed bifhop of Aberdein, depairted this lyfe in Berwick, following her father to 
that countrie, much to be lamented, being ane young, modeft;, wyfe, and dif- 
creit virgine. 

Upon the 19th of January, the lady countefs of Murray depairted this life 
in Elgine, and was buried in her father the marquels's ifle, befyde himfelfe, 
and not befyde her hulband. 

About this time, ane wealthie ihip of Aberdein, comeing out of Flanders, is 
caflen away, men and goods, except two perfones only ; and likewayes, a little 
before, another of their fliips, loaden with falmond, was taken by the Dun- 
kirkers. Thus, the Lord has his hand over Aberdein both be fea and land, 
but no repentance for our tins. 

Sunday the 9th of February, ane univerfal faft was kept throw all Scotland 
for craveing God's pardon for the fins of the land, and for his blefling that the 
king might give ane gracious anfwer to the fupplications at court. 

About this time, there came to Forth two fhips, wherof one of the king's 
yachts was one, haveing within 100 fouldiers, and ane commiflion frae his 
majeftie direct to the provoft, baillies, and coimcill of Edinburgh, which was 
lent afhoar and delivered ; whereof the coppie is thus : 

Chables Rsx. 
Trnflie and weill belored, We greit you weill ; wheras We hare thought good to feod fome men 
•od nranition to our caflle of Edinhurgh, We do hereby will and command you, upon yonr allead- 
geance to Us, and npon paine of incurring the paine of high treafon, not only to fnffer the faid men 
and monition to be fiirthwith landed, and faiffly convoyed to onr caflle, by fach numbers and par* 
cells as the bearer hereof fhall direct ; but likewayes to be aiding and aflifling in the feryice of 
Captain Slinglbie and Captain Shipfman, and fuch others to whom We have committed the cbai^ge 
of trmfporting and deliverie of the famen. And to this purpofe, We do hereby fbraitly command 
yon to canfe boats be inunediatly fent from Leith to onr fhips, to receire and bring on (hoar our 
Aids men and munition ; and when they ihall be landed, to caufe ane firong gnvd convoy tlitm 
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ikifflfy and fee tbem putt np in the fidd caftle, and to repveft and reiifl fndi infolenciei or oppafi 
tion as (hall be made to this onr ferricey the diftnihen whereof We do herebf nqiuro to ymaatk 
ezemplarie, as in cafe of high treafon. And We do &rder hereby wiU and command yoa to gm Da 
ane fpeedie accompt of your dilligence and proceidings herein ; and that jre &il not in any of the 
premises, as ye will anfirer to Us the contrairatyooroutmoftperilL GriTen at our ooort at Whyte- 
hall, the 21ft of January 16^. 

77U9 letter is directed upcn the ba^^^To the Provoft, Bulliesy and Council of E^KnbiiiglL 

This letter, after advyfement with the Tables, is plealantly received. The 
bearers of the commiffion were banqueted in Edinburgh. The fouldiers and 
munition landed, and upon the 10th day of February were oonvosred up to 
the caftle with a ftrong guard haveing cocked guns, and were within Ae 
cafUe pleafantly received, but any kind of offence, according to the Iduffs own 
direction ; and fo the fhips returned back againe. It was laid, the caule of 
their comeing was upon fome conteft betuixt the king and fome of his noUei^ 
who alleadged that the king would not gett his men nor munition received 
within the caftle of Edinburgh, and the king held the contrair opinion, and 
great foumes were laid down in pledge ; but the marquefi of Hamilton (privie 
to this bargaine) wrote down haftiely to Edinburgh, to receive thir fouldiers 
in forme forfaid, wherby the king might be the more confident of their lojral* 
tie, wherof his majeftie was very doubtfull, as the end indeed proved ; as ye 
may fee hereafter. 

Word came here, that the king was under fome fufpicion of his cnbicularies, 
that they were reveilling, what they heard him fay, to the Scotts ; whilk I be- 
lieve, was not fan* by, fo long as he keeped the marquefs of Hamilton beljde 
him: wherupon, and for the better fecrede, his majeftie's Scottifh affaires 
were advyfed, and ruled by ane committee of eight perfones, all Englifhmen 
except Hamilton. Word came alfo, about this famen time, that the king was 
beginning to fortifie Berwick and Carlifle, with men, munition, and other 
furniture. 

Upon the 13th of February, Mr. David Lindfay, parfon of Belhdvie, mo- 
derator of the prefbytrie of Aberdein, dedaired in prefenoe of the prefbytrie 
holden in New Aberdein, that he had orders from the Tables to advertife the 
moderator of ilk prefbytrie within the diocie or province, that the mimftrie 
of ilk prefbytrie fhould convein at New Aberdein, upon the 85th day of Maidi 
nixt to come, and there to fubfcrive the covenant, with ane explanation therof 
mode be the General AfTembly holden at Edinburgh the 12th day of Auguft 
1639, bearing that the covenant made in anno 1580 and in anno 1581 abjure^ 
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epifcopacie out of this kirk as unlawfiill ; lykeas, the faid Aflembly declaired 
the Articles of Perth and book of Common Prayer to be unlawful in this kirk ; 
whilk explanation was fett down in ane covenant, made up be the Generall 
AlTembly at the famen time ; and that they had given order that it Ibould be 
fwome and fubfcrived throw all the prelbytries of Scotland, minillers and 
auditors, man be man, becaufe this covenant, bearing the explanation forfaid, 
was ratified be the earle of Traquair his mjijeftie'g commifTioner. Lykeas, 
the faid Mr. David Lindfay made lawfull advertifement as he was ordained, 
that the miniilrie fbonld lirfl, come in to Aberdein, and fwear and fubfcrive 
the covenant, and then ilk minister to caule his parochiners I'wear and fublcrive 
the iamen ; or otherwayes note up the names of thole who refuifed to fubfcrive 
and fwear the faid covenant : But he, at his prefljytrie, defired Doctor Sibbald 
one of the rainifters of Aberdein, to fwear and fubfcrive the femen, who being 
prefeat refuifed ; whereupon great trouble, forrow, and calamitie befell him, 
as ye may fee afterwards. But whither the brethren came in to Aberdein the 
forlaid 25tb of I\larch, to fwear and iubfcrive, I cannot weill tell ; yet, upon 
the Snd of March, Aberdein fubfcrived. 

There was alfo ane band drawen up to be fubfcrived be all manner of men 
within the bounds of the kingdome of Scotland, and whofo refuifed to fubfcrive 
the famen, that their names rtiould be marked and noted. This band, in the 
mouelh of February forfaid, came to Aberdeen, bearing in the end therof ane 
information, whereof the tenor followes : 

Wm and otben nndcrrabrcrireing, conrideriDgtliat forarmeikleas in tlielateiroubleaof diisldng- 
dome, diTerl'e weill affected noblemen, gentlemen, burgeflea, and othero, did dehurfe in money, 
vicCoall, and otherwayes, and have taken npon tlielr credite great I'uumes of money, (iho bnnlen 
wberof being loo beavy for tbem to bear,) equity and realon craves that tbey were releived and 
reimburted tlierof ; and fperially I'eeing the beneGte alfe weill of rerooveing of evilli an the reforma- 
tton of religion eftablilhed be the lail afTembly, indicted by our dread foveraigne his royal autho- 
rity, ii comrauDicat to all and every good and loyal lubject within tliis kingdome, every one Ihonld 
and ou^l t« contribute equally and proportionally, according to his means and fortune, for releiffe 
of tbe faida common charges : And becaufe tbe determination of the parliament anent the laid 
ootntnoii releiffe* is delayed, and tbe time therof yet uncertain, wherby thole that had deburled and 
undertaken and lent their moneyes and victuall and others lye out of payment alle weill as Hnnnal 
rents, to the weakening and hazard of their credite, and to the danger of the mine of their foTInnei 
mnd eflates, anlels tymeoua anil fpeidie conrl'e and remeid be taken be mutusll coucourte of tbe 
bain kingdome for releiffe and defraying of tbe Iktnen common burden : Tberfor wee bind and 
obleidge oi and every one of ub, our heir», executors, and fuccclIbrH, ilk ane of ui for our own 
puru, sod confonn to the proportion of our eftatea, meaiu, and fortunes, either in Undi, money, 
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goods, or otbefBy wherby profeit and commoditie yeaily aiyfesy to oontenft and pay to 

perfones i^ypointed for ingathering the famen, the jnfli equally and p ropo rt ionall pairt 
of the iaids haill common charges, debnrfed, advanced and Imnifhed for the oommon Imffieadi hr^ 
(aid, and the public ufe of the conntrie, fince the beginning of thefe late trooblea, aa tlie fimea eam* 
mon charges fhall be found to extend and amount unto, after tryall and juft cakaktioa of tfce ae- 
compts tberof, by thofe entrufied with the examination and tryall of the famen; and that ■<^«1m^ 
to the proportion of our lands, money, goods, or ochen our eftate fbrfidd, as the fiunen fliall be f»- 
lued and eAimate be four or mae feveral fwom landed men, or otheis of good credited reputatioa, 
and fiEune, to be appointed within ilk prelbytrie of the Idngdome for that eflfect ; to wfaoio detenaioa- 
tion and eftimation to be giren up under their hands and fubfcriptioDfl, wee doe henby fabndtt oor- 
felres and the iaid eftimation of our < flate and means, and that at the term of Whytfonday 1640 ym 
nixt to come in this inflant yeir of God, or at fuch other terms, and in fnch other manner and finM^ 
as fliall be appointed be the'generall order to be taken by thoie who are intmfted theraneat. And 
becanfe the foriaids foumes, deburil as iaid is, does pay annual rent termly and ynrly : Tbetibr, ia 
cafe of not thankfnll payment be us, or any of us, ilk ane for our own pairta of our propo rti cnall 
pairts of the iaid foumes fo to be impofed upon us at the iaid termes reipectiTe, wee obleidge as and 
our foriaids to pay annual rent for the ikmen, at the ordinar rate after the iaids tennea of paymeat, 
with ten merks for ilk hundered merks in cafe of &ilzie ; but prejudioe alhrayes to fate necatwae 
hereupon. And becaufe the proportionall pairts are to be payed be us, alfeweill beritofa, li fei e Btg% 
and others, according to the proportion of our yeirly worth, rent, ^iate, and means, aa free reat 
and worth, and not burdened with debts and other burdens : Thttfor it is hereby dedaired, that the 
debitor ihall hare retention frae bis creditor in the firil end of the rent or annual rent of the das 
proportioDall pairt of the iaid foume, effebring to the rate and quantitie of the laid annual nat or 
burden, payable be the iaid debitor to him or them. It is hereby alio dedaiied, that what foamei 
of money, yictuall, or other goods or geir, deburfed, or lent, or employed for the pnhlidc uie, or taken 
be warrant of the commiflars or oflBdars of the armyes, and for the wnnfn ufe, i^on promiie of 
repayment, be word or wryte, the famen ihaU be allowed to the perfones deburiers, or from whom 
the fiimen were taken, aiier tryall made be thofe entruiled upon the iaids aocompts, that the iamea 
is juil and reafonable ; profydeing allwayes the iaids deburfements be giTen in to the iaids peifoaes 
entruiled with the faids accompts betwixt and the day of nixt to come, togither 

with the inilructions therof, otherwayes no allowanoe nor retention to be granted. As alfo it it 
declaired, that wliat perfone or perfones foerer ihall not pay their annual rente yeirly within the 
yeir, at leail within three moneths therafter, ihall have no retention of the iaid pnqportimiaD paift ; 
and for the more fecnrity, &c. 

Nota, — Here was feti down the common clauft of regifhraHon ufid in bands and MigatkmB 
made in the counirie. 

This band was mervellous in the fight of the people, fo doubtfully and am- 
biguoully drawen up. as none knew to whom he was bound and obleidged, but 
left blank : Ilk man's eftate to be valued, and conforme thereto to make pay- 
ment, without warrand or authoritie of the king, but extended be fubjects 
upon grounds of troubles begune by themfelves ; and for their own releiffeg, to 
impofe foumes upon fubjects. This was thought very hard, and affraid the 
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people fo, that they knew not what to doe ; for if they refiiifed to fubfcrive, 
they would be troubled for the famen, as ye may fee in tlie end of the infor- 
mation following ; and if they happened to lubfcrive, it would eompell them to 
give out their gear, whither they would or not, for iniprofitable ends as they 
thought. Others that were true covenanters would goe on and fubfcrive upon 
all hazards, as ye may fee hereafter. 

Upon this doubtful and ambiguous band followed another peice, drawen up 
likewayes in wryte upon paper by itfelf, called ane Injbrmation, wherof this 
is the copie : 

FoHAsMEiKLE as many and <liverie noblemen, burgefles, and others, onl of tlieir good affection 
to religion and liberties of tliia kingdome, have debuHed moneyes, given otit victOBll, or engaged 
themfelves for fonmes of money and other proTiiion neceflar for the publiok ufe of the kingdome, 
the releiffe wherof was enpecteil to have hein made by act of parliament ; and now, feeing the 
detenniiiation of the faid parliament in delayed, and the time iberof unceriaiiie, wherby tbele w)io 
have ingaged themlelvcs, or deburled the faid moneyes or otiier proviliona, lyes out of payment 
kUeweill of principal! as annuall rents, to the hazard of their creditea and danger of their fortunea, 
wh3k ia contrair to all equity and reafon, feeing the bcnefites (ariling alleweill of removeing of evils 
S the reformation of religioa) are equally communicated to all and evexy good iiihject according to 
ibeir feverall eflat«« and degrees, wee ought therfore in equitie to bear a proportionall pairt and 
burden of the laid common charges, according to our ellates and fortunes. Tor effecluateing wherof, 
neceilar it jn, tliat the rule of proportion be keeped, and every man, alleweill to burgh as land, pay 
ime equall and proportiunall pairt accordbg to his ellate and rent of land«, moneyes, trade, or 
oliien whereby yeirly profeit and commoditie aryfes. And to tlie effect the lamen may be perform- 
ed in the moll equitable and fairell way, it is necellar, 

Pull, thai ihe genetall band he fubl(:rived be all the noblemeD, gentlemen, and others heritors 

wiUiin ilk prelbytrie, or every IherrifiUotne, who Ihall be conveined for that effect be the perlbnes 

after fpecifeit : and ilk perfon lliall make a particular accompt tfaeruf, betuixt the date hereof and the 

day of nixt to come, with a particular note of the names of thefe who have luhrcrired 

the fiunen, and of tbcfe who rcfuil'e and delay to fubfcrive the famen, alleweill bmrowa as landed 

Secondly, That the noblemen, gentlemen, and others, heritors within ilk preniytrie, at leaA fo 
many of them as, after intimation to 1>e made to them, may con vein, and make choice of four or more 
landed men fwome, or others of good fame and credite, who Ihall take exact tryall in jull manner as 
they Ihall think fitt, of the yeirly worth of every man's rent and ellate iu victuail, money, or other 
rent, wherby yeirly commodities aryfes without burgh ; aud to dillinguilh the particular rents of 
ertry feverall parochin, and to make the ellimation of the victuail, as they Ihall think realbnahle. 

Thirdly, They mull keep the particulars of every man's particular rent belyde themlelves, that 
ibe funea be not divulgat to their own neighbours amongll theml'elves. 

Fonrtlily, The faiil perfones lliall take up and estimate the litids rents all as frie rents, without 
dednctioD of any burden, except minitlers' llipends and feu dueties, or others due to his majellie, as 
wber ther are claufea irritant. 

FIAJily, The rants of buyers and fellers of victual), and others handlers anil traffickers without 
bnfgli, mntl be ellimate according to the Itock.

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Sizdily, LjfereatcfB miifl paj at hercCon^ and thriricBl giTOi up in lyke kynd as hoeton. Cm- 
Meataoa rnnft be had wlier girfioBs are paid al die eateie, and finall dnetiea tfaeiafter, thai dwir 
rent may be eftimate conforme. 

So foon as the fiud perfones have taken ane eiact tryall of IDl man's particnlar lenta within ilk 
parochine of the faids pretbytries they nraft fielt dom a loH of the parodbinea within their piefliy* 
tnesy togither with the lotaQ fonme in cmndb of the icnS of the panchine» aUeweill in Tictaall m 
in money ; whilk roll nraft be foblcriTed be them, teftificing die fkmen to be traoy npoa their honor 
and credite, according to their knowledge. There is one appointed in erery pieibytrie within die 
kingdom for agenting this bnffieneis, and to fee it putt to ane fpeedie and final condnfiooy who niift 
be anfwerable to gire ane accompt therof, and to report the fkmen to thafe at EdinlNngh who (hall 
be intmfted in tbe common bnffieneisy and that betnizt the day of nizt to eooie. And for 
keeping the proportion doe be the bnighsy it is eondefomded, that betaol and the day of 
nizt to come, the magiftrates within the boigh (hall make dnioe of their ewm ordinar m mh er and 
qoalitie of die perfones nfed in like cafiesy who Ihall be fwome to aHkB ane jaA and traeefthaatifln 
of every man's rent within the bnrghy bnrgage land, and tndat (thrir dwrBhig honfes ezeeple^) 
and gire np the ikmen in particoHar to the forfaids magiftiale^ whm JhaBhesMei^ged to report dtt 
iamen incnronlo to thofe who (hall refide at Sdinhni]g^, vnderthefiidsmagillntoa'handsi OttdMir 
honor and credite. 

And for efchewing the difcoTerie of erery man's eftate within ar wiihaat bnigh» wheihy their 
credite may be ingaged ; it is to be remembered, that erery waam maA paf §m has lent, (ezcept the 
minifters' ftipends and feu dneties fodaids) as firie rent, withont wax havden af driil»iTahed hdXk, or 
other dneties whatfbmever ; for recompence wherof erery debitor ihaB hatre l et e n ti o a firom his cre- 
dits of ane propordonall part, according as the compofidon ihaD he kid as^ and the annnal teat 
fhall be free of any other payment for that (errice ont of ninch die fiid prafailaeBaU part (haD he 
deduced, and fhall not be flented for the iamen, whither ha dwd within or wilbont hai|^ ; pro* 
Vyddng allwayes, that in cafe the faid annoall rent be not payed y«riy» nt the kaft witUn three 
moneths therafier, ther fliall be no retention of the iaid p r oporiin na ll part ; die fike propordonaD 
retention is to be had for the rained bolls or others bnrdens or dAts pnyc d ost of their lands or 
rents. 

And leafl the faid common releiff fhonld he hindered or delayed in any Art; it is oondaicended, 
that if tbe reports (hall not come frae tbe parochines, preCbytriea or biiigha» at the day prefized, k 
that cafe it is determined, that tbofe who (hall have tmft in the common aflbirs (haO hare power to 
impofe npon the faids parochines, prefbytries or burghe, foch ptopoftinnall parte aa they fliall 
think expedient. So wee intreat yon to fee thefe things done, as wee (hall he yo«r afihrad fimndst 
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The forfaid ambiguous and blanked band affrajred many from the fub&ri- 
veing therof, as done without warrand of his majeftie or be authoritie of the 
parliament, fet furth be fubjects upon fubjects ; whilk ought not to have any 
obedience, nor men to give out their geur upon fuch lawlels ftatutes. Others 
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again of the covenant yielded more willingly, and were content to fubfcrive 
and contribute to the good caufe, fuppofe againft their wills if they durft have 
avowed it. Thus, this band and information came to Aberdein about the 3rd 
day of February, as is befor laid. They went to councill and concluded, that 
what the kingdome and reft of the burrows would doe, the toun of Aberdein 
fliould doe the like. Yet truely no trouble followed upon the fubfcreiving of this 
band, as was looked for : yet Aberdein payes weill, as ye may fee hereafter. 

Upon the 14th of February, Lodowick Gordon came into George Mid- 
dleton's houle in Old Aberdein, with trunks and money to be carried to 
the marquefs of Huntly his father, now at court in England. He lliipped at 
Aberdein, haveing the laird of Cluny and laird of Foverane, and fome others 
in his company, upon Good Friday the 3rd of April. See more hereafter. 

Sunday the l6th of February, Doctor Guild read out the covenant in New 
Aberdein after ferinon, with the alfembly of Edinburgh's explanation, and 
the earle of Traquair his majeftie's commiffioncr's ratification of the famen, 
and approbation of the councill, and exhorted the people to fubfcrive and fwear 
the famen. Doctor Scroggie upon the famen Sunday in Old Aberdein, after 
lermon, exhorted ilk mafter of a familie to the imprinted familie exercife, morn- 
ing and evening, whilk fome were unable to doe, others not capable to read. 

Upon Munday the 2nd of March, the earle Marilchall and lord Frafer came 
into Aberdein with about 16 horfe, lodged in ikipper Anderfon's houfe, and gott 
wyne and confections frae the town. Their errand was to fee this new explain- 
ed covenant and band fubfcrived be the townlhip. The drum goes chargeing 
them all to convein within the tolbuith, wber Mr. David Lindfay parfone of 
Belhelvie, Doctor Guild, and Robert Keith flierriff depute of the Meams, were 
direct be the lords to attend their fubfcriptions ; but the nobles ftayed in their 
lodgeings. Now the provoft, baillies, and haill councill (except Mr. Thomas 
Gray ane of the baillies, Thomas Cuck, Adam Gordon, and George Morifon, 
three of the councill) being all pryme covenanters, (and for that caufe put in 
office) came into the tolbuith, fubfcrived the famen explained covenant, and 
fwear alfo and fubfcrived the band formerly expreft ; but the forelaid four 
would on no wayes yeild therto. George Pyper, Magnus Robertfon, and Wil- 
liam Ord, three of the deacons of the crafts, fwear and fubfcrived, to break the 
ice for the reft ; many others, both burgefles and craftfraen, fwear and fubfcri- 
ved ; others conftantly refuifed, whofe names were noted. There came alfo in 
fundrie barrons and gentlemen to the town, fwear and fubfcrived the famen. At 

tirifchall and lord Frafer commanded the provoft and bailhes 
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to fee the haill toune fwear and fabfiarive in form forlaidy (wherof ibme were 
abfenty and fome took to be adryfedy and other tome had fwome and fublcriy- 
ed,) or otherwayes to take up the names of the refuifers, and to the lords, up- 
on Wednefday the 4th of March, rode home. But before their way-goeing, thie 
earle Marifchal caufed Walter Robertlbn town cleric produce a band of allead- 
giance, fubfcrived at command of the lord Aboyne by the burgh of Aberdeiii, 
as ye have before ; wherin they obleidged themfelves to ftand and abyde be 
the king in ail fortunes, agahift whatfbmever other £Eu;tious and ftditious per- 
fones, not to diibbey his commands, but to fubmit in all obedience, nor enter 
into any covenant ; as ye have it at length fet down before. 

This band was configned be common con&nt of the lord Abo]aie and town 
of Aberdein, fubfcribers therof, in the keeping of the laid Walter RobertfixL 
The earle Marifchall getts word of this band from fome of the covenanters who 
had fubfcrived the famen, and whilk they would, for their own honefti^ have 
fein deftroyed. The earle fends for the town derk, and craves this band, whiUt 
he refuifed to him, but delivered the famen to Patrick Lefslie, who promifed 
to warrand him ; and the faid Patrick delivered it to the earle, who imme- 
diately reive and deftroyed the famen, that it fhould never be knowen what 
covenanters were the fubfcrivers ; and fyne, he with the lord Frafer depairted 
from Aberdein in manner forfaid. 

Upon Thurfday the 5th of March, ane fifh boat of Futtie haveing ane fldp* 
per and four men goeing out to pilot in ane Dundie fhip (in ftrefs of weather) 
to the harbour, brought her in faiffe and found be conduct of the fkipper, who 
how foon he burded the fhip, fends back his own boat with the four men, wher^ 
in their rowing home to our harbour, the boat perifhes, three men were drown- 
ed, and the fourth found with little life. Thus, is Aberdein wrecked both by 
fea and land, and all for our own fins. 

Now word comes to Aberdein, that his Majeftie had directed out his letters 
patent to the earle of Northumberland to be Captain General over his Hie^ 
nefs' forces both be land and fea ; Of the whilk patents, one after another, the 
tenor follows : 

Charles Rex. 
To our right troflie and weill beloved confin and coanfeUor Algernon earie of Nordnunberian^ 
lord high admiral of England, and knight of the moft noble order of the garter ; Wee hare ovdaiii- 
•d and doe hereby ordain yon to be captain-general of oar army to be levied both in our Iringdewa 
of England and dominion of Wales, and to be joyned to our forces in Scotland, and therewith, both 
to refift and withiland all invafions^ tumults, feditions, confpiracies, and attempts that may h a p p e a 
within our faid Idngdome and dominion of Wales, or to be made agamft our perfone, ftate, fiaSic^ 
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crown, and dignitie : uid aUo ta be led into our kingdome of Scotlanil, there to invaid, aflknlt, re- 
pell, refill, fi^t with all, fubdue, (lay, and kill alt and every one or our enemies againll ds, of what 
nation Coevor, within our faid kingdome of Scotland or any part thereof. . . With feverall other 
clanfet more folly nor the earle of Arundaille's, — to afTemble and liring together what forces he thinkr 
fiiting, alfeweill of the armed bands as of others, to create colonells, captains, &c. to tranlport his 
tottet by fea and land, to make proclamations, to grant pardoo, to execute martiall laws, Su. 

Chaklxs Rex. 

To DDT trnftifl and weill belored coniin and connfellor Algernon earle of Northumberland, he, 
W*e, ont of the experience of your approved wildome, valour, fidelity, and great abilitie, have or- 
dained yon our admiral, to be captain-geiieral and governour of our fleit royal of our lea forces, 
and all our (hips, pinnaces, fcc : . . . With feverall claufes, — to fight wilii any prince's (liips not in 
amilie with us, or who are enemies to qb ; and to fink, dellroy, bume, and take or board any fuch 
Ihipa ; and the perfunes therof to llay, kill, put to death or pardon, as your wifdome fhall fee good. 

Both thir patents are dated the 15th of February 1639, according to the 
Englifli computation, becaufe their yeir changes not whyle the 35th March, 
but by our computation in anno 1640. 

Thir patents were abruptly copied in Kditihurgh and fent to Aberdein. 
Some judged them falle and fabulous, others thought them over true, ilk 
man had hia own opinion, and many Hood in great fear. Howfbever the mat- 
ter was, this earle refuifed to accept tbir offices, and in the king's own prefence 
and face of parliament laid down his batton of his office of admiraltie, whereat 
the king was highly offended ; hut this earle was otherwayes fett, being for 
the parliament all the way, as may hereafter be fein : And he no Iboner 
quyted the admiraltie, hut the earle of ^Varwick, at his own hand, medled 
with the fame office, but confent of the king as hereafter appears : And the 
depute of Ireland accepted upon him to be captain-general of his majeftie's 
army by land : See the 26th leaf of the charge of the Scotch commitlionera 
Bgainft Canterbury and Lieutenant of Ireland. 

It was faid, the king had indicted ane parliament to be holden in Ireland, 
and to fitt down the 11th of March 1640, be the lord depute thereof. After 
they had conveined, they condelcended to levie eight thoufand men for the 
king's fervice, (no doubt be the deputies' perfwafion, who was abfolutely for 
the king) ; and thus this parliament Ihortlie ended and raife up. 

The king likewife had indicted ane parliament to be holden in England, and 
to fitt down at Weftminfter on the 13th of April 1640. The king was io a 
manner craftely compelled to indict this parliament, which bred him great 
forrow, as after yow fhall bear, upon two contrair ends ; the king leeking 
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reparation of the Scotts ; they (his Englifh fubjects) ieekiiig ane parliament fior 
reformation of kirk and policie, according to the form and manner oondaded 
betuixt the houfe of commons and fome nobles of England and ibme of cnnr 
nobles and clergie of Scotland in a dandeftine covenant made betnizt thenif 
wherby the church government and ftate government fhould in both 
be alike and in one. The king, ignorant of this bnffienels, and takring 
to be the beginners and carriers on of this reformation but the Sootts, deab 
with the Englifh to affift him againft them. But they anfvered, without ane 
parliament they could not condefcend to the raifeing of warr ; and though ik 
majeflie was loth to grant ane parliament for diverie good reafonsfy jret he k 
compelled, looking to gett his will over the Scotts, to grant ane parliament 
whilk did him little good, but bred him great trouble, as afker ye fhali hear. 
All way es he indicts ane parliament. They lit down the forfidd ISth of Aprik 
at Weftminfter. The firft article that came in (his majeftie looking they 
fhould have begune at the raifeing of ane army againft the Sootts) was iq^ 
the incomeing of the Spanifh Armado defeat in the Downea. The king decUh 
red he knew nothing of their comeing, nor of their intention ; the eftatea being 
under deadly fufpidon of his majeftie, and that they were fent (be his know- 
ledge) be the pope and king of Spain to affift the papifts of England. AD- 
wayes his majeftie haveing purged himfelfe, he craved ane fiibfidie oi umo 
and money to warr upon the Scotts. The upper houle» for the moft part^ and 
bifhops, were content. The lower houfe fent up to the upper houfe .(befo 
they would condefcend) ane commiffioner with three artidea ; 1ft, Settlemeot 
of religion ; 2nd, Privilege of parliament ; Srd, Right of fubjects. Whidi aiti- 
des his majeftie would on nowayes hear ; fince, he alleadged, it was not for tliii 
caufe he indicted ane parliament, but only to have gotten power to fubdue die 
Scotts, whilk being done, that then they fhould have their defires ; but tbey^ 
otherwayes fett and obleidged, would neither caa nor drdve. Whempon the 
king in great anger raifes this parliament, but any more adoe. It was vehe- 
mently fufpected that the duke of Buckingham's faction, viz. the ardilnfhop 
of Canterbury, and diverfe papifts, had bein upon the inbringing of this A^ 
mado, either to have come to England or then to Scotland. Allwajres thii 
parliament is broken up by perfwafion of the lieutenant of Ireland ; as ye may 
fee in the imprinted paper, called The Charge of the ScoUifk Camm(ffiMen 
againft Canterbury and the Lieutenant of Ireland^ foL 26, and how he pnn 
cured himfelfe to be captain-generally which the earle of Northumberland bad 
before refuifed. ' 
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The parliamenters, feeing the parliament (fo happiely indicted to their mind) 
broken up fo fuddenly againil their expectatione, became highly offended : 
Allwayes befor this parliament was raifed, ther was fome charges given againft 
(bme noblemen and again£l the earle of Argyle. It latt down the 13th of 
April, and raife up the fifth day of May. 
I Doctor Gordon, mediciner, and one of the founded members of the coUedge 
I of Old Aberdeiu, and common procurator therof, depairted this life upon the 
10th of March, in his own houfe in Old Aberdein ; a godly, grave, learned 
man, and fmgular in common works about the coUedge, and putting up on 
the fteiple therof moll glorious, as you fee, ane ftaitly crown, thrown down 
be the wynd before. Mr Robert Ogilvie, I'ubprincipall, was chofen common 
procurator of the laid college in his roume. 

Upon the day of March, the earle Marifchall compelled the town of 

Aberdein to pay 600 merks for niantaiuance of about 24 captains and other 
officers who had lyen and wintered in New Aberdein. Thus is this toune 
opprelTed greivoully. 

In this moneth of March, there came ane imprinted paper to Aberdein, in- 
titulat Ane Information Jrom the EJlates of the Kingdome of Scotland to the 
Kingdome of England. In this paper was fett down diverfe and fundrie heads, 
1ft, The forme of the confederals their procedure, juftifieing their covenant to 
be lawfull, according to the laws of Scotland ; willing therfore their neigh- 
bour kingdome, not to Iquare their doeings be the Englifli lawes, nir to take 
medleing betuixt their king and them in itate matters, more nor they do be- 
tuixt tlieir king and them in ftate matters within England. 2ndly. They find 
fault with the earle of Traquhair anent hia behaviour at our parliament, being 
the king's coromilfioner, and of fome fpeeches fpoken be him in prefence of his 
majeftie and councill of England. 3rdly, They find fault for putting off Ibnie of 
the lords from the councill, without hearing or tryall, as ye have before. 4thly, 
They find fault with the copper cunzie palTrng for two penneyes, of little or 
DO worth. 5thly, They find fault witli ane Treatife alleadged fett out be Mr. 
Walter M*^Kanchell [Balcanquell], gamilhed, as they alleadged with SOOO ca- 
lumnies and lies, and that they could not gett him lyable to the cenlure of the 
Scotts lawes for this his flanderous wryteing. There is diverfe other regraitts 
concerning both church and pollicie fett down in this paper, and withall they vSk 
ane frejndly admonition towards Engliftimen, wifliing them on nowayes to 
move warr againft the Scotts, leaft the paplfta ftioiild take advantage of their 
weaknefi, and fubdue this illand to poperie. Thir are fome of the particular 
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heads of this paper, whilk Was imprint ; and ane Scottfinan called James CobiU 
was fent out of purpofe with about 2000 of thir papers to England, there to 
difperfe and fpread the famen throw the country, to make their cauie good, and 
their greivanoes intoUerable. The long hearing of this, takes it highly, and 
caufes apprehend the fpreader therof James Colvill, and wairds him for difper- 
fing of fucb feditious pamphlets ; but he was ihortly fet at liberty, as yon will 
hear. Now many of our towne's people (who flood out befor) iublcrive the 
general band of relief. See more hereafter. 

This Walter M^Kanchell [Balcanquell] was a lawried doctor, and ane learned 
man, who lived and ferved the king as one of his chaplanes. He attended the 
General Aflembly holden at Glafgow, and marked their procedure punctually. 
^Vherupon he took occafion to wryte ane treatile, declareing the plotters and 
projectors of this covenant, the order and procedure of the Aflembly forlaid, 
their acts, ordinances, citationes, deprivationes of bifhops, ezcommunicationfl^ 
and the reft, to be allti^ther unlawfull, againft the lawes and authoritie of the 
king's majeftie ; and offered him to verifie and prove ilk particular of their pro- 
cedure nowayes warrantable be law or authority, or could fubfift as lawful ; as 
is at great length fett down in his printed treatile, as report went. But hoir 
foon ibis peice came to light, it enraged the confederatts in fuch lbrt» as they 
could gett no reft whyle they had him (being a Scottfinan) cenfiired therfoK, 
and wrote to his majeftie, as it is before notted in the information. But he 
fled to the king for fafeguard, who (inftead of fending him into Scotland, 88 
the confederatts defyred) preferred him to ane Englifli benefice of ane thon- 
fand pounds Sterling to live upon by year, becaule he durft not byde in Scot- 
land, and that was to be dean of Durham e. It was laid this treatile he dedi- 
cate to the king himfelfe. 

In this moneth of March, Edinburgh begins to have ane flrong watch of 
above 400 men nightly. They raife fortifications to defend the tonne againft 
the violence of the caftle. They raife midding montis upon the callay, and 
fill up fundrie houfes with fand and water to refift fire-works. They iett their 
engyne to doe what could be done to withfland the furie of the caflJe cannon, 
as occurred. They fett 200 men on watch in Leith. General Ruthvcn 
feeing and hearing of thir doeings, fends down to the toun of £!dinburgh five 
articles in wryte. 1ft, To caft down fuch fortifications as were bigged. Sod, 
To deiift and leave off from all farder building. Srd, Not to mufter their 
men dnyly in fight of the caftle, as they were indeed dayly doeing. 4th, To 
difcharge their dayly dreiling within the town. 5th, To fend in men and 
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materialls for repairing of fome fallen down walls within the caftle, otherwayes 
to be upon their guard. It is faid the toun difcharged muftering hefor the 
caftle, and that they were content that captain Scrymgeour Ihould come down 
and make interruption to the bigging of their montis, by calling down three 
or four fliools' full frae the work, whilk was done ; and they fent in men and 
materialls for helping of the walls within the caftle, and a peace taken up in 
the mean time, whyle both the town and the caftJe advertifed the king, and ilk 
ane fent unto him feveral meftengers to that effect : and in the mean time, for a 
certain fpace, a truce is taken up betuixt the town and the caftle, as is formerly 
did ; but before any anfwer came frae the king, the truce expyred. Wher- 
upon the toun of Edinburgh begane to their fortifications, raifed midden mentis 
at Heriot's A\'ark, and upon the hie calfey, and at fundrie other pairts within 
and about the toun for their defence, lleilled cannons on ilk ane of thir 
mentis for perfute of the caftle. \\'hereupon the caftileans begane to flioot 
at the toun with great ftiott, but did no fkaith ; the town's people not flioot- 
ing againe, but fuffering patiently, and complaining by their letters unto the 
king of this purfute. General Ruthven thought he had good reafon for what 
he did, not only for raifeing of thir fortifications, but alfo for refuifeing him 
frefti meatts ; wherupon forae of his ibuldiers fteill away over the walls, others 
of the Englifli fouldiers fell fick in the flux. Now Edinburgh intends to un- 
dermind the fpurr, therby to take in the caftle ; but they wan nothing therat. 
Letters were daily intercepted, wherby the caftuleans heard no word frae the 
king, becaufe Edinburgh laid wait for fuch letters. 

Word came to Aberdein, about the laft of March, that the earle of South- 
eflt, Mr. James Fairly bifhop of Argyle, Sir Lewis Stewart advocat, Mr. James 
Gordon keeper of the fignet, Mr. James Farquhar wrj'ter to the fignet, Mr. 
Robert Pettrie agent, with diverfe others, about 24 perlbns, were all taken and 
apprehended in Edinburgh, as enemies to the confederatts, as they alleadged. 
They were all wairded in toune's men's houfes of Edinburgh, yet nightly 
watched that none ftiould goe out nor come in by their knowledge, becaufe they 
were all ante-covenanters. Many marvelled at thir proceidings, how the 
king's fubjects fliould be taken and abufed be fubjectg, but authoritie of the 
king, law or reafon. AUwayes whither they would or not, they behoved to 
fwear and fubfcrive the covenant, befor they were put to libertie, togither 
with the band of releiffe. Thereafter, the (new ftyled) eftates fends the faid 
earle of Southefk to England with ane new imprinted information to informe 

tour bufTienels. Sir Thomas Thomfone was alfo taken ; 
3b 
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he comes in, ^ears and iublcriTea the coTenant and band (d rdeiffe ; he ii 
patt upon the coondll ; therafter trapped for lenduig Ibme of the Idng^s letten 
privately to generall Rnthren in the cafUe, wherat the eftatea were highlf 
offended, he fitting at their coundll taUe ; for the whilk he is laid ftft in 
the irons in the tolbuith of Edinbni^, and therafter putt to liberti^ and had 
to the Boullrod with the reft. See hereafter. 

Upon the 2nd day of Aprile Doctor Guild, rector of the Old Toon CoUedge, 
with fome mafters and members therof, had ane meiting^ wher fame of the 
r^ents had their ftipends augmented. Mr. James Sandielands demitted his 
place as canonift with great fubtilitie, becaule our kirk would not lett him 
bruike it, nor fuffer the canon laws to be taught. AUwayes he finds ane moyan 
to be civilift, to make up commoditie for light fervice ; wherat the CoUedge 
members ftill grudged, he being alfb commiilar deric of Aberdein.. 

Fryday, or Good Fryday the Srd of Aprile» no preaching nor oommunioo 
in either of the Aberdeins, as was ufed and wont, nor yet given on Paich day; 
but was given therafter in New Aberdein (but not in Old Aberdein) upon 
Sunday the 26th of Aprile. 

Great firofts and Ihow in this oat feed-time, no ploughs goeing, and little 
feed fowing, fo vehement was this ftorme ; either March or Aprile no peats 
could be had to bum, for ane load would have coft 13s. Id., whilk would have 
bein coft other yeirs for two fhilling ; the browfters left aff to brew for want 
of fyre. The reafon of this fcarcity was, becaufe the covenanters comeing here 
in March 1639» caufed the haill fervants, who fliould have cailen the peats for 
ferveing of both Aberdeins, fly out of the countrie for fear ; and fo not only 
were our peats dear, but throw the unfeafonablenels of the Ipring the victuall 
alfo became very dear. 

It is faid, that about the 4th of Aprile, ane lyon herauld, accompanied with 
James Philp now clerk to the fecreit coundll, came to Dunnotter, and charged 
the earle Marifchall perfonally to compear befor his majeftie and his parlia- 
ment of England, at Weftminfter the ISth of Aprile, to hear and fee oar 
Scotts commiflioners (now lying at court) receive ane anfwer to their fuppli- 
cations, and for fuch other reafones as were contained in the charge, under 
the pain of treafon ; and upon this charge, the herauld took inftruments in the 
laid James Philp's hand, who was fent with him for that elSect The earle 
welcomed the herauld, and defyred him to ftay and drink, whilk he would not 
doe, but took his leave. It was alfo laid, that this herauld bad given the like 
charge to divers other nobles, fuch as the carles of Rothes, Montroie, Gaflms, 
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Kinghorne, Argyle, general! Le&lie, the lords Lindfay and Balmirinocfa : but 
they all difobeyeU the charge, and upon their own reafons made proteltationes 
againft the fame. 

About this time. Felt Marifchall Lefslie is againe chofen generall of our 
Scotta army, and the nobles, barrones, gentrie, burrowes, and clergie, fworne 
to follow him as their generall. 

Many of the town's people of Aberdein yielda now and fubfcrive the gene- 
rall band who flood out before. 

Upon the day of Aprile, the earle of Murray eftabliftied his only filler 

in the dwelling houfe of Elgine, and gave orders for keeping of her houfe in 
honorable manner. He gave to her the haill Jewells and goldfmith work be- 
longing to her defunct mother. He keeped her pofe himfelf. And after lettle- 
ing of his affaires, he goes directly to England. But 0iortly therafter the laird 
of Grant is quietly married to the faid lady Mary, but advyce of her brother 
(being abfent) or any other of her friends. 

It was reported, that captain of the caftle of Dunbretton, 

upon his death bed, rereilled ane plott devyfed for takeing the lives of the 
earle of Argyle and fome other nobles. \Vherupon he cauTes take Maclean 
and ane other, and wairds them in the caftle of Carrick wbyle the matter 
fliould be tryed, hut no fuch thing found true. Alwayes captain Henderfon 
is admitted captain of Dunbretton. 

Upon the day of Aprile, there came out of Holland three great Ihips 

to Leith, with powder, ball, and ammunition, to the covenanters ; thus the 
king is obleidged to Holland. 

Mr. John Peter, rainifter at St. Andrews Kirktoun, in Murray, about this 
time, was deprived for not fubfcriveing the covenant. 

The king caufes put in garrifon within the town of Berwick, about this 
tiine, for his own fervice, as was reported, about 2000 fouldiers. 

Fryday the 17th of Aprile and Sunday therafter, a faft folemnly keeped 
befoir and afternoons within New Aberdein ; but no faft keeped here in 
Old Aberdein, becaufe doctor Scroggie received not advertifement thereof 
in time. 

The forfaid 1 7th of Aprile, a great meitting keeped at Edinburgh be the co- 
renaaters. Mr. Alexander Jaffray, commilBoner for Aberdein, was there, and 
many other commiflioners. 

You fee befor fome order taken with the paffing of tumours, wherof fome 
were appointed to pals for ane penny, but now they would give nothing, pemiy 
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nor half penny, for king Charles' tumours, but king James' tumours only 
fhould pais ; whereby all change and trade was taken away throw want of 
current money, becaufe thir flight tumours was the only money almoft paff* 
ing throw all Scotland. See more hereafter. 

About this time, the earle of Strivling depairted this life at London, who, tat 
all his court and attendants, left no great meins nor frie eftate bdiind him. 
The earle of Lanerk, brother to the marquels of Hamiltoun^ and Sir James 
Galloway, fell conjunct fecretaries in his place ; for he was both iecretarie of 
Scotland, and fecretarie of the Scotts coundll at England. 

About this time, the king lent down ane letter to the provoft and baiUies of 
Edinburgh, with ane proclamation, bearing that it was his majeftie's will to 
difcharge the earle of Argyle of his jufticiary of Ai^le and Tarbet ; and that 
none of the king's leidges and good fubjects fhould anfwer or obey him, the 
laid earle, in taxes, feu duties, or others homages belonging therto, ay and whyle 
he fliould compear perfonally befor the parliament of England, to anfwer to 
fuch things as were to be laid to his charge. Lykeas, the king commanded the 
foriaids provoft and baillies to caufe prodaime thir letters at the mercate croee 
of Edinburgh, under all hieft pain and perilL They advife with the CkrandD 
Table, and wryte back to his majeftie, that in fuch troublous times, (the coon- 
trey being in uproar, afraid with the incomeing of lea and land armySf and 
alfo with the dayly threatening of the caftle of EkUnboi^,) they durft Icaitdy 
hazard to make any fuch proclamation againft the perfbn of fuch ane pryme 
nobleman ; befydes, it was not agrieable to the Sootts lawes, to deprive him 
of his eftate or dignityes but be advyce of coundll and Sootts parliamenb 
and therwith no nobleman coiild be alfiired of- his life, his knds^ his gooii, if 
this paft as a practique ; and farder none of our noblemen are h(dden to anfwer 
but before his own countrey councill or parliament, and to be tried be his own 
Scotts peers, and not to goe to England to underly their cenfure. Thir, with 
diverfe other reafones, were written back to the king, and in fundrie good 
judgments were found moft reafonable, alleadgeing he cannot deprive any 
nobleman of his eft;ate or goods but be tryall of his own peers in manner fiir- 
laid ; yet, that his majeftie had power be himfelfe to fufpend any nobleman 
frae his offices and rents, whyle the matter of his accufation were truely and 
formally tryed : and fo this proclamation was left unpubliflied, contrary to 
the king's deiire. 

The third Tuefday and Sift day of Aprile, our provindall aflemUy fits down 
within the feffion houfe of the kirk of New Aberdein, Mr. James Martine ml- 
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nifter at Peterhead chofen moderator ; they try out the non fubfcrivants of the 
coveoaiit and band of releiffe ; Doctor Scroggie, minifler at Old Aberdein, 
and Doctor Sibbald one of the minifters at New Aberdein, referved to the 
nixt committee, for their outltanding ; and with litle more adoe they diUblve. 
Mr. Robert Melvill lainifter at Dyce made moderator of the prelbitrie of 
Aberdein till the nixt aflembly. And in the mean time the forfaid two doc- 
tors, at this roeitting, had no voice in this aflembly, and the faid Mr. James 
Marline was chofen moderator, to endure whyle the nixt affembly, be the voicea 
of his brethren and ruleing elders ; a noveltie indeid ! 

About this time, word was that major generall Monro was comeing with 
ane army to Aberdein to guard this conntrie, be direction of the (new ftyled) 
eftates ; but his purpofe was rather to opprefi the king's loyal fubjects, as 
hereafter may appear ; whilk being fufpected be lorae barrona here in this 
countrie, they begane to fortifie their houles, fuch as the laird Drum the 
place of Drum, the laird of Geight the place of Geight, the laird of Bamff the 
place of Inchdrewer, the laird of Fedderet the place of Fedderet, the laird of 
Foverane the place of Foverane, and lundrie others, and furniflied their 
houfes with men and muflcet, meat and drinli, and other devyces of defence 
ogainfl this Monro's comeing ; but he turned all tbefe doeings to nought^ as 
after ye may hear. 

Ye heard befor, how the lord Loudoun, the flierriff of Teviotdale, and Mr. 
Robert Barclay were fent to lupplicat the Iting. Now about the 31ft, of Aprile, 
word came here that they ivere all wairded, and Loudoun put into the tower, 
upon ane letter reveilled and produced by the eai-le of Traquair befor his ma- 
jeftie, alleadged written to the Iting of France by fome of our Scotte nobles, 
wherof this Loudoun was one ; whilk letter was fubfcrived with their hands, 
but not yett delivered to the faid king of France, but appears to have bein 
keept up be the faid earle of Traq\iair, as he who was upon the councill, at 
the plotting and devyfeiog of the bilhops' overthrow, with the reft, fuppofe not 
confeuting to other matters that fell out therafter. Aliwayes Loudoun is ac- 
cufed, for fubfcriving of this letter with the reft, befor the king. Of the whilk 
|ietter the tenor followes :

The king, bearing and feeing this letter, was mightiely aad moft juflly 
agreived and aftonlibedwith thir rebellious dealings of his unnatural fubjecu. 
AUwayes Loudoun is accufed and his fublcription fliowen ; frae the which he 
could not Hy, as is allcadged, and lliortly was committed to the Tower. Aod 
the reft, of the commiflioners alio wainled befyde, but being innocent wen 
Ihortly putt to libertie ; but Loudoun keeped ftill a while, as ye may lee. 

Sunday the 26lh of Aprile. and Sunday therafter, the communion given, 
fitting, in New Aberdein, and not kneilling; but now no communion giren 
in Old Aberdein. 

About the 27th of Aprile, the earle Marifdiall (hareiog fome meittings ia 
the Meams, and gathered lome fouldiera) wrytes to the provell and baiUies of 
Aberdein, that he was to come to Abcnlein, and defyred that no iliip fhould 
goe out of the haven wbyle bis comdng, becaule he was under fear the torm's 
ante-covenanters would Qy ; whilk the proveft; obeyed, and took the lailks 
from the Hiips' raes. Many tounelhien hearing of Slarifchall's comeiag to 
the toun, take the flight. Amongll whom Robert Buchan of Portlethen, vrilh 
his fecond fone, after his houfe and ground was plundered, took t)ie im; and 
fo ilk man fhifted for himieUe, part by tea, part by land, as they thoagfat 
beft. 

Upon the Sth of May, the earle MariicbaU, (being about XS Tears of age, 
young and ftout) comes to Aberdein, about eight Icoir hoHe, with found d 
trumpet, in peaceable manner. The lord Frafer, the mafter of Forbes, tod 
direrfe barrons rode out to meit him. He took up faoule in hjs own lodge- 
ing. There was ane committee chofen to fitt in Aberdein* futji as the kri 
Frafer, the maAer of Forbes, the hiiids of Philorth, Mtmymulk, Orai^enr, 
and Geoi^ Baird of Auchmedden* and five other commiffinKrs fobcHdiluit 
to them, to hold ane councill of warr ; whilk committee and coundll {hoald 
fitt weekly in Aberdein at the coundll table, for guyding and mlleing of tbe 
town and ihire of Aberdein in thir trouldefome times. And the earie took 
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tfair commiflioiiers* oathes to doe nothing but be his advice, as he who was 
generall of the north. 

In the mean time, they ordaine the toun of Aberdein to fubfcrive the com- 
mon band of releiffe, who had not yet fubfcrived. The baillies went quarterly 
about, to caufe ilk inhabitant fubfcrive, wherof fome were abfent, fome fuU 
fcrived, and fome refuifed. At laft the toun was compelled to compone, for 
wealth and trade, within the burgh and ports therof and freedorae of the 
lamen, (the landward heretage belonging to burgefles excepted,) for payment 
to the earle of 6000 raerks. Thus, is the king's burgh compelled to pay, for 
this common band, the forfaid. foume, without law or warrand of the king, 
and is fore croft and vexed, as ye have heard feverall times before ; and is the 
third time now fyned, extending in all to the fum of 26,000 merks, by and 
attour many and diverfe oppreflions befyde. 

Thir things done, this generall or goveraour Marifchall, upon the 8th of 
Hay, rydes back to Dunnotter, and the reft goe home, and at that time dif- 
Iblve ; but young Tolquhone, and diverfe others of the name of Forbes, went 
out to convoy generall or governour Marifchal a piece of the way. Mr. George 
Lelslie and William Frafer of Bogheads (both good-brethem and the geoerall's 
tenents) being with the reft in his company, mett with the young laird of 
Tolquhone, and unhappiely difcorded. Mr. George hurt him in the head, upon 
theTulloch-hill ; they are pairted, he and Bogheads are taken and difarmed, 
and the governour promifTes fatilTaction to Tolquhone, who took his leave frae 
him and returns to Aberdein, and be forward to Dunnotter, wher the faids 
Mr. George Lelslie and William Frafer (fuppoie he was innocent) were both 
laid in the irons. Upon the morne, they were fent about be fea, lliackled in 
irons, to Aberdein, with warrand to the provoiV of Aberdein to waird them 
both in the tolbuith, and to caufe ftrike off Mr. George Lelslie's right hand at 
ane ftaik, for hurting the faid young Tolquhone, in the generall's company, 
againft the difcipline of warr. The provoft receives them, wairds them, and 
cauled loofe their fliackles ; but thought he was not judge to this puniflmient 
for fuch ane ryot committed within the ftieriffdome of Mearns, wher Marifchall 
himfelf was flierriff, who was only judge therto. Many people murmured 
againft this rigorous fentence given out againft ane gentleman for fuch a flight 
£au)t, done alfo in his own defence. Neverthelefe the general], of his own 
BUthoritie, upon the 18th of May, caufed hx faft in the calfey at the mercate 
croce of Aberdein ane ftock, and an axe laid down belyde it ; and ane little 
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the hand was cutt off. There was alfo ane chair iett befyde the lloek^ and 
the hangman ready befyde. The gentleman is brought from the tolbuitfa; 
and as he is comeing down ftaires, the people being conveined in great mun» 
hers about the croce, cryed out pitiefully againft this crofi and crueltie oi the 
gentleman's rigorous ufeage. Allwayes, he layes down his arme upon the 
flock, and the hangman readie to give the ftroak : but by the expectation of 
the beholders, the mafler of Forbes fuddenly comes to, and lifts his hand 
from the ftock, and made him free ; wherat the haill people mightiely rejoyoed. 
He was had back to the tolbuith, wher he was arriefted at the inftance of Mr. 
James Clerk, and remained in waird whyle the S5th of June following, iyne 
putt to libertie ; but William Frafer was releived out of the tolbuith, upon ibe 
25th of May, but any more danger. 

The generall did this for fatiffieing of young Tolquhone, and, as was laid, 
he had never mind to take the gentleman's hand who was his own tennent, 
but only made a (hew as ye have heard, wherof doubtlels the gentleman had 
certainty, otherwayes it woiild not have gone but more trouble. 

Now the Englifli fliips begin to take our merchant fliips, and have them 
to Berwick and Holie Ifland, wher their goods were loofed and inventaned, 
that none Ihould be loft, and the men letten goe ; but the king was deceived 
herein likewayes. He gott libertie to take our ihips, but not to meddle with 
our goods. 

Upon the 11th of May, wonderfiill high tempeftuous winds, marvelloas in 
May, whereby fundrie perfons dyed, and ane lax fifher drowned upon the 
water of Don ; and ane fliip goeing with victuals to Dumbarton lykewayes 
periflied. 

Upon the 13th of May, ane mufter in the links of both Aberddns, made be 
command of govemour MarifchalL They were divyded, and of few number, 
not palling 260 perfones, and 1 20 out of Old Aberdein. They had three 
captains, two called Forbes, and the third called Crookfhank, given to them 
be the generall, who wont to be ferved with their own conunanders ; aUwayes 
they were but few that went out, and that fore againft their wills. The foot roll 
is called, many are abfent, and fo ilk man goes home without ihooting of ane 
fliott as they were wont to doe, being heartlels and divyded amongft them- 
felves. 

Upon the 18th of May, the lord Sinclair with about 16 hode oomes to 
Aberdein. He lodges in £kipper Anderfone's, and oonunanded the provoft to 
caufe watch his lodgeing all night, whilk was done. Marvellous^ how Abeiw 
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dein was compelled be ane lubject but warrand of the hing ! Allwayes upon 
the morn he rydes to Caithnefs, as he who was ane of the tutors to the pupill 
earle of Caithnels. 

Upon the 21ft of May, there was ane meiting amongft the name of Gordon 
at Strathboggie, and diverfe other freinds, amongft whom was the laird Dnim, 
confulting anent the coraeing of major general! Monro with ane army. Allwayes 
they diflblve, and the laird Drum returning home, happened to come by wher 
the laird of Monyraulk was in ane niols, caufing raft peats. He fends out 
one named William Forbes, brother to the laird of Pitnacaddell, upon bis 
beft horfe, to atk who Drum was, being about 24 horle ; but throw this gen> 
tlemau's own mifcarriage he is difmounted, and his mafter's horfe taken frse 
him, and he fent on foot to tell the laird tydeings, whereat he was mightiely 
offended. 

■ Now the coramiOioners were wrytten for be the eftates to the parliament 
to be holden at Edinburgh the 2nd of June nixt, and Mr. Alexander Jaffray 
went commillioner for Aberdein. 

Ye may read befor, how his majeftie had indicted ane parliament in Eng- 
land, looking to have gotten fupply of men and money to rile againft us ; but 
io place of granting his defire, they begane at themlelves, and plead fyr their 
own particulars. The kiug, feeing how be is iifed fo, fuddenly railes the par- 
liament, and upon the 5th day of May dillolves ; whilk fat down upon the I5th 
of Aprile, and continowed to the laid 5th of May. Whereat, the Englifh 
confederate with our Scotts, took offence and refted never, whither the king 
would or not, to caufe him indict ane new parliament ; and to that effect 
brought in our Scotts army to Newcaftell, as ye may hereafter fee, and the 
Idng to raife ane army againft them. When all was done, he is compelled to 
iodict ane other parliament, to be holden at Weftmiofter the 5th of Novem- 
ber nixt, whilk turned to his majeftie's hie difpleafure, and perill of his life, 
and (as may be faid) the lols of three crownes ; as ye may fee hereafter. 

Now remember, the Englifli laboured ftill for ane parliament, whilk the 
king was not willing to grant ; but being granted, they flighted the king's 
deiire to punilli the Scotts rebellions, and labour to fettle him and them in 
peace to their contentment, whilk in end carefully they did. 

The caftle of Edinburgh is now dayly (hooting at the toun ; few durft keep 
the calley, many fled the toun for plaine fear with their wives, baimes, goods 
Vid gear, and fome perlbns were fliot and flaine dead. 
. About this time, the ear! of Airely went to court to the king, leaveing his 
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ddeft fon the lord OgflTie bdiiiid him ; bat in his mbCenee his flatdy caftdb 
was crnelly caften down, and his gnmnd pitieCony plnndered, as ye nuqr hoe- 
after fee, fuch as Airly and Fortoor ; whilk he, be the maiqnefi of Montnl^ 
affiftanrp, noblie revenged npon his enemies, in anno I6i4 and 1645. 

Now there were diverfe bazrons, gentlemen, and co untri e people within 
Atholl, Locfaqnhaber, and Badxenoch, and hidand parts aboot, who would 
not come in and fubfcrive the oovenant, bat flood oat againft it ; and widiall 
brake out, molefting and perturbing all fuch whereof they migfat be mafioEi. 
The Tables advertifed hereof, gives order to the earle of Argyle to fttlle dns 
buffienels, who conveins about 5000 men, and marches into AlfaolL Tlw 
earle, hearing of Argyle*s oomeing, fends commiffioners to him, promifrimg 
that he nor none under his power fhould trouble or moleft the eoanftri^ and 
farder that he fhould concurr and aflift the good caule to his onttermoft; and 
for farder aflurance fent eight hoftages, as was laid, prindpall men and of note 
within the countrie, of Stuarts and Robertfims. Argyle heard the eomra£ 
fion, and plealantly received the hoftages, and laid he Ihoald have ane care to 
keep them ; but would nowayes grant afliireance of peace to the eaile of 
Atholl, whyle he fhould firft come to him himlelfe. He being advertjftd 
hereof, refolves upon fome conditions to come to Argyle ; who^ how fiiQa he 
heard of his approach, craftiely lends out tome men who lay in ambafli be 
the way, and took him and brought him to the earle of Ai^le^ who wn 
willingly comeing of his own will ; but this was done to make Argylels ler- 
vice the more thought of. Allwayes the earle in all haifte lends the eaile of 
Atholl and his eight hoftages to the Tables, to abide their eenfiue. Otheis 
laid he fent the hoflages to Edinburgh by AthoU's knowledge, fyne tiyfli 
and caufes the earle fwear and fubfcrive at his pleafnre, whilk was not thouf^ 
a fair way. Haveing pacified the countrie of Atholl, he marches into Loch- 
quhaber, as ye have hereafter. 

About this time, he takes David Spalding, barron of Afhintullie in Straths 
ardell, for his loyaltie to the king, and wairded him in the caftle of Dunftaff* 
nage, whyle he payed to him 4000 merks, and lublcrived the covenant 
Therafter he is putt to libertie, and deceafes but heirs of his body, to whom 
fucceided William Spalding, who for his ft;anding to the covenant, Montrale 
in his warrs, as ye have hereafter, brunt his caltie of Alhintulli^ and pluH 
dered and berried his ground pitieftilly. 

Ye heard befor, how his majefUe be his letters patent had made the eaiie of 
Northumberland captain generall of all his forces both be lea and land, and 
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how he refUifed to accept, and that he renunced his admiraliUe in the king's 
own prefence; whereat he was difpleaied, and Ihortly gave the famen charge 
to the deputie of Ireland, his loyall fubject, who accepted the lame humbly ; 
as is contained in ane imprinted treatife, called The charge of the ScoUifk 
CommiJJtoners againft Canterbury ayid the Lieutenant of Ireland. 

About this time, the eftates fent ane herauld with the king's coat arms to 
the caftle of Dumbretton, commanding and chargeing the captain therof, 
called Sir John Henderfon, to render and give over the houfe to the eftates ; 
wbilk he manfully refuit'ed, challenging the herauld that he did by his office, 
wearing the king's armes and chargeing to render his majeftie's caftle, but 
his own command, to his fubjects, and that he fliould compt for this hjs hie 
offence. The herauld was deiired to ihew the eflates that he would not obey 
their charge, which he did, but it was not long ongiven orer. 

Now the town of Edinburgh was very dilligent in makeing up midding 
mounts and other ingynes to defend the town frae the cannon ihot frae the 
caftie and walls thereof, and likewayes in makeing mynes to undermyne the 
walls therof ; but this caftle ftood not long out, but was rendered, as ye ihall 
hear afterwards. 

Upon the 23rd of May, govemour Marifchall directs the town of Aberdein 
to have ane nightly watch of men and armes, and their ports to be clofed, 
whilk was obeyed. 

Upon the 25th of May, the drums toucked throw both Aberdeins in the 
govemour's name,chargeing all manner of men,at their higheft perrill.to multer 
upon the mome in the links in their beft armes. They conveined very few, 
eightfcore or therby out of the Town, and about 60 out of the Old town, ill arm- 
ed and worfe hearted. After their muiler they returned home to their houfes. 

The lamen day, the drum toucked likewayes, chargeing the burgh of Aber- 
dein to make provifion, upon their own charges, for major-generall Monro and 
his army ; wherwith they were not weill pleafed, albeit they durft not difobey. 

Tuefilay the 26th of May, there was heard, in both Aberdeins, fliooting of 
ordinance about Dunnotter, which fell out betuixt ane Englilli Oiip, and ane 
8cotts iliip, who had fled in amongft the craigs of Dunnotter, but was 
boarded be ane frigott, and hauled out perforce to the fea. 

The barrons and gentlemen of the name of Gordon for the moft part, (ex- 
cept the lairds of Haddo and Straloch, who would not keep their raeittings) 
hearing of major-generall Monro's comeing to Dunnotter with one regiment 
of fouldiers, upon the 28th of May fent Mr. James Gordon miniller at Kerne,

with letters to the earle Marifchall^ and major-generall Monro, 

ance of peace, and on nowayes to be troubled, finoe thejr their fijends 

followers were peaoeablie fett, and not dilpofed to offend any. Thej 

and read thir letters, but wonld wryte none back again^ bat fist this anfmi^ 

That they could have no affiireanoe of peace except they would all come in aal 

fwear and fubfcrive the covenant, and obey what fhrder ihoidd be iajoyiiad 

to them for furderanoe of the good cauie. Mr. James GtHrdon retained and toil 

their anfwer, whilk the Gordons took in evill part, as they had veafim ib to doi 

The lairds of Drum, Geigfat, and Fedderet now begins to fortifie their bonfa^ 
but made no fted* 

Upon the 28th of May, the inhabitants of the bnigfa of Abeidein diaigal 
be touck of drum to goe out in their heft armour and meit goyemonr Maiifr 
chall and major-generall Monro. Wherupon six fbore muiketeirs and pike* 
men went out and mett them at the bridge of Dee. They were ^imate to 
be about 800 footmen and 40 horie, who had alfo fix peice of iron ordimuMa 
They were in good order, haveing blew bonnets cm their heads, with fisddn 
vaveling in the wynd. They entered Aberdein, and were quartered. Mari- 
fchal lodged in his own houfe, and Monro togither. They watched nightly * 
with six fcore fbuldiers. Alwayes, Monro delivered to the provoft and baHlies 
certaine Articles in wryte, whilk he lent in befor the inomieing of the amqr 
to the town, wherof the tenor followes :

1ft, DeiirM the magiftimts to give inaneiollor Mof thofeinhilntantsabiailorpnteltte 
not fabfcriTed the coTenant and genenD band, that they may be difoened aa bad and evil p^ 
triota. 

2nd, Defires the proTofi, magiAiats, and all the bihahitanta to give their great oath of fideBtf 
not to corrofpond or keep interchange of inteDigeDoe with any that has not fnbfoiTed the rnif at 
or generall band, under peine of lofeing of their liTes, and confiicatioa of their goodk 

Srd, Delirea they condefoend willii^ly to cootribnte to the intertainment of the regiment, ae- 
cording as they ihdl be ftented, in paying of their tenth part ; and their fimldatifta being qaailer^ 
ed in this tonn, that they be obleiged for themf^Tea and their inhabitanti not to harme or upn 
any of thorn, under the pain of death. 

4th, Delirm they be obleidged for tbemfelTea and the inhabitanta not to hear any minifter piaiA 
within the town who hath not fuhfcriTtd the eofcnant, ander pain of being baailh^ 
both preachen and hearan. 
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The magiftrates, provoft, baillies, and coundll of Aberdeiii haveing reodved 
thir ridiculous, tirrannous, fcornfull articles, befor Monro's entrie to the toon, 
went directly to coundll, to confider what was beft to be done. Patrick Left- 
lie being provoft, with a number of the heads of the toun, Itrong covenanten^ 
eondefcended to grant Monro's defires, and inftantly lealled and fuUcrived thir 
dilgracefuU articles, and fent them to Monro ; others of the loyall fiibjects mxt 
forrie that Aberdein fhould be lb mifled be covenanters, againft the king and 
his laws ; and no burgh within the kingdome lb oppreft as Aberdein, for their 
love to their Ibveraigne lord, and, as was laid, done be the covenanterB, who 
brought Monro to the toun, fearing the name of Gordon and others royalifli^ 
as ve ihall hear. 

How ibon Monro received back thir articles, fealled and fublcrived, Blarilt 
diall and he comes into the toun, and lodged and quartered, as ye have be- 
fore* Kceives the toun*s keyes, and gets obedience to his delyres ; wherat many 
honeft men of the royalifts heavidy grudged, whilk coming to Monro's eanB^ it 
is reported he publickly fpake, within the tolbuith in prelenoe of the earle Maiif^ 
diall and others prefent, that it was fore againft his will to come here, faying 
the Tables could get no reft for letters night and day, comeing firae the pro- 
Toft and baillies of Aberdein, crying and craveing him to be lent with ane 
i^ftment for thdr guard and protection. Lykeas the Forbefles and FnSsxB 
taught the lamen for their fidfflie, againft the name of Gordon and others roy- 
alifts. But Aberdein promifed frie quarters and good entertainment, and all 
ihin^ neivilar dureing the fpaoe of a moneth, togither with thdr own pot. 
Ibuall ler^ ice of the toun at all occafions ; whilk tale proved moft true ; ftr 
the cowu ^^nis divyded, fome for the king, Ibme for the covenant ; but the eo- 
wnanters uover thought to have bein burdened with mantainance of this regi- 
ment* but to have efcaped, and the royalifts to have paid for all ; wherin thi^ 
wore deceived, as juft from God, and repented themfelves in bringing Monro 
hither* M'hen they could not help it. Allwayes, the rojralifts hated the coTe- 
iianters lb much the more for their buffienels, the king aftrr off, hearing bat 
not helping thir calamities, as Aberdein hoped for, becaule he now fees deaxly 
the lower houfe of England is upon the courfe and oounlel of our diforders, as 
hereafter plandy does appear. 

In the mean time fome honeft men of the toun, and loyall fiibjecta to the 
king, feeing matters go fo, fled the town, and dofed up thdr ydtts and doors 
iH'fore Monro's incomeing to the town,fuch as James rmilffliftnlr^ Williftm fiflntt, 
and Ibnie others. Monro hearing of this, meddles with the keyes of the find 
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aflureiDg the contemners or difobeyers to be forely puniflied. Many manrdled 
at his buiffienels and boldnds, but the king's authoritie. The people per* 
force gave obedience, and fuch as were not in the kirk before noon, he took 
their fubfcriptions in the afternoon after lermon ; and fiich as had not Ibb* 
icrived, he carried their names with him in write. His text, before noon, was 
upon the 17th chapter of Genefis, and firft verfe therof : he preached alio, afiar* 
noon. A violent man for the good cauie. See his AIIeli]yah. 

Thus, are thir covenants fublcrived more throw fear, not with the hearts 
of many ; and all the wayes that could be devyied to make the fiunen ftand 
faft and fure made it never more ftnmger, but was croft, as ye fhall here- 
after hear. 

The famen Sunday, the earle Marilchall (not now govemour Marifchall, 
becaufe Monro had gotten the town's kejres) with major generall Monro, went 
to the High Church to hear devotion, and their fimldiers to the Oray-fijer 
church. The minift;er of their own army preadied to them ; but Mr. Jama 
Sibbald, one of the town's minifters, a Angular man, was then debarred 
firom any farder preaching, as an ante-covenanter, to the great greif of the 
town's people. 

Munday, the firft of June, major-generall Monro took out his IbuldierB to 
dreill in the Links ; and young Frendraught, with diverfe countrie bamns, 
came in to him, the iiud day. 

It is laid, that about this time the earle of Montroie, by direction of the 
eftates, upon a iigne of parlie, went to the caflle of Edinburgh, and defired 
general Ruthven, lord Etrick, captain of the faid caftl^ to render the fiunen 
to the eftates, with the royal ornaments, fuch as the crown, icepter, and 
fword, lying within the famen, becaufe the parliament was near the downfit- 
ting ; but this noble captain boldly and plainly refiiiled. Montrofe tuxnes 
back and told the eftates his anfwer. Wherupon, they caufed wryte fome fiew 
Ijmes, charging and conunanding him to give over the caflle^ and render the 
ornaments of the crown within 48 hours, under the pain of forfautur of lyfe, 
land, and goods ; whilk charge fo wrytten was wompled about ane arrow 
head, fyne ihott up over the caftle walls, wher Ruthven might find the finne^ 
whilk he did ; but ftoutly he keeped his charge, whyle at laft he is forced to 
yield, as ye may hear afterwards. 

Upon the fecond day of June, Mr. John Oregorie, mitiiftAr at Drumoak, 
was brought in to Monro be ane pairtie of ibuldiers ; he was taken out of his 
naked bed upon the night, and his houle pitieftdly plundered. He was dole* 
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f keeped in fkipper Anderfon's houfe, hareing five mufketeirs watching him 
I day and night, and fuflained upon his own expenflis. None, no not his own 
wife, could have privat conference with him, lb ftraitly was he watched. At 
laft, he is fyned to pay major- generall Monro 1000 merks for his outllanding 
againfl the covenant, and lyne gatt libertie to goe : but, in the generall aflem- 
blybolden in July, he was neverthelels (inipUciter deprived, becaule he would 
not fublcrive the covenant ; and when all was done, be is forced to yeild and 
come in and Aibfcrive, as ye have hereafter. 

The faid fecond of June, the drum goes throw Aberdein, chargeing the haiU 
inhabitants incontinent to bring to the tolbuith the haill fpaids, Ihoolla, mat* 
tocks, mells, barrows, picks, gavellocks, and fuch like inllruments within the 
town, ineitt for undennyneing ; whilk was fliortly done. Thereafter, Monro 
took up ane new mufter of his own fouldiers, and of the town's men alfo, 
I vamed be touk of drum, in the links. He directs before him four pot peiceg, 
I then goes to array, and takes about ane Imndred and fyftic of the braved 
men of Aberdein, (fore againft their wills,) and mixes in amongft his men. 
He caufed carrie alio the inftruments for imdermyning forefaid ; and, upon 
the faid fecond of June, began about ten hours at even to march towards the 
place of Drum, and encamps hard belyde. The laird was not at home, but 
his lady with fome prettie men was within the houle, whilk was weill fur- 
niflied with ammunition and all provifion neceflar for defence of this Ilrong 
boufe. How foon Monro and Marifchall came within diftance and Ihott of 
mufket, they Iliott as off the houfe tWo of Monro's men dead, whilk they 
beheld. Then Mariichall and Monro direct frae the camp to the houfe ane 
fummonds, chargeing them to render and give over the houfe. Wherupon the 
. lady craved fome Ihort fpace to be advyi'ed, whilk was granted. After ad- 
I Tyfement ihe craved fome time to advertife her hulband, whilk was alio grant- 
P ed, frae that night at evin being Wednefday about fix hours at night to the 
mome Thurfday at fix hours at evin. In the mean time of tiiis parley, Ma- 
rifcball rydes frae the camp to Dunnotter. The lady, upon her own good 
considerations, within this time renders up the caflle to Monro, (Marifchall 
being abfent,) and deUvers him the keyes, upon condition that her fouldiers 
flioulii go out with their armes, bag and baggage, faiffe and fne, and that her- 
felfe, with her chitdrein and fome lervant woemen, Ihonld have their libertie 
to remaine within ane chamber of the place. Whilk conditions were granted, 
and Monro mans the caftle, leaves ane commander with 40 fouldiers to keep 
the famen, and to live upon the provifion alreadie provyded ; and, when that 
2 D 
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was done, to live upon the laird's rents, lb long as thejr ftayed ther ; and the 
lady to fend the laird in to Monro. Many marvelled that this ftrcmg Weill 
provyded houfe ihould have been fo loon rendered without ihott of pott peioe 
or any danger. 

Allwayes, Monro upon Friday tlie 5th of June leaves Drum, and retumes 
back triumphantly to Aberdein, wher the earle Mariibhall mett him ; and that 
lamen night about 6 hours at even they heard fermon, and gave thanks to 
God for the intakeing of this ilrong houfe with lb little ikaith. Thir IbnldierB 
lay in the place, firae the foreiaid 5th of June to the 5th of September nixt» 
upon the laird's great chaises and expenffis. 

Upon the forfaid 5th of June, there came to Old Aberdein about 600 of 
Marifchall's men out of the Meams, but they gott little entertainment ther. 
Upon the mome they were quartered in New Aberdein, with Monro's Ibuklien^ 
and remained, wraking the town whyle the 18th of June, or thereabout. 

Sunday the 7th of June, Doctor Scn^gie preached in Old Aberdein, and 
oelebrat the communion ; but ther was fcaroe 4 burds of conununicants, in re- 
spect of thir troubles. 

The famen Sunday, about eleven hours at even, ther came out d New 
Aberdein about 200 fouldiers, with their commanders. At the brig of Dm 
they divyded in three pairties, wherof one went towards Foveran and 
Knockhall, another by Whyte Cairns towards Udny and Fiddeis, the fhiid 
towards Fettemeir. They brake up the yeitts of Foverane, Udney, and Fid- 
dels. They took meat and drink, but did no much more ikaith, the lairds of 
Foveran and Udny being both abfent in England, as royalifts and ante-eove- 
nanters. The lady Udny dwelling in Knockhall, renders the keyes. They 
gave them back upon the mome without doeing great wrong, and returned 
back to their quarters at Aberdein. 

Thofe who went to Fettemeir fand the yeitts keeped dofe, the laird him- 
felfe being within, and begane to purfue the entrels ydtt, whilk was weill 
defended, and one of the fouldiers killed by a ihott out therat, wherof he died 
ihortly therafter. The reft leaves the purfute, and their hurt fouldier behind 
them, and returns to Aberdein without more adoe. The laird, fearing ibme 
trouble to follow, difplenifhes his place, left nothing turfeable within, do&s 
up the yeitts, and took his wife, childrein and iervants with him to Ibme other 
part ; but ihortly there came frae Aberdein another pairtie of fouldiers to the 
iame place, brake up the yeitts and doors, entered the houie and chambear^ 
brake down windows, beds, burds, and left no kind of jdeniihing onhewcn 
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down, whilk did them Utle good, albeit fkaithfull to the owner. Such as they 
could carry with them they took, lyne returned back to Aberdeiu ; but the 
laird fled the countrie, and to Berwick goes he. 

Upon the 9th of June, the laird Drum with fome few horfe came in to 
Aberdein, according to the ladie's promife at the rendering of the houfe, as ye 
have before. He mett with the earle Marilchalt and major Monro, drank 
kindly and hlythly togjther, and keeped him ftill befyde them. And in the 
mean time Monro fent out pairties of fouldiers, and brought in to Aberdein 
Irveing of Fornett, Irveing of Federett, Sir John Gordon of 

Haddoch, Donaldlbne of Hiltoun, Sir Alexander Gumming of Culter, 

Alexander Udney of Anchterellon, Buniett of Caraphell, 

Grordon of Netbermuir, and Mr. John Gordon minifter of Brals, who was taken 
out of his naked bed, and diverfe others knowen ante-covenanters, whom he 
keeped befyde him alfo whyle he went to Edinburgh, and had them all with 
him, as ye have hereafter. This fervice was done before the 7th of June. 

Thomas Cheyn of Ranieftoun, as a papift, was brought in to Aberdein, 
where he was forced to fwear and iubfcrive the covenant, and fo wan home. 
Thomas Nicolfone burges of Aberdein was taken out of hia own houfe upon 
the 8th of June (a tender fickiy man), and guarded by fouldiers. Thomas 
Crombie being abfent in England, his place of Kemnay is taken in, his gir- 
nella broken up, and ftore of victualls parted amongft the fouldiers. Thus, 
all forts of people who would not fwear and fubforive the covenant, and contri- 
bute to the good caufo, were grevoufly overrun and oppreft, without law or au- 
tfaoritie of his majeitie. 

Upon the 9th of June, the craftfmen of Old Aberdein compelled amongft 
them to furnifli out five foot fouldiers, to help to make up Monro's regiment, 
who had more neid of fupport to habg in their lives. 

Upon the faid 9th of June, the lord Gordon, the laird of Chiny, with fome 
few fervants, came from England quietly be fta. They land ane boat at the 
Cove, and brought aboard Alexander Gordon of Braflnoir, and Mr. Thomas 
Gordon at Kettock's-milne, who told how the countrie was ruled. They come 
aihoar unefpied, with whom James Farquhar burgefi of Aberdein, who came 
in tbe^&rae bark from England, landed alfo at the cove. Tbs barif goes to 
the fca^ and lands at Neither Buckie in the Enzie, and James Farquhar comes 
home to his own houle ; but he is lliortly taken and wairded by Marifchall 
and Monro, and demanded who came in the bark. He declared the truths and 
fi> wis letten goe, after fome other cpieries. 
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The lord Gordon flayed at home whyle about the 23rd of July, fyne {ducked 
up fail frae Nether Buckie, and comes along this coaft towards England. His 
departure is efpied, Monro is advertifed, he fends out ane bark with Weill ptOr 
yyded fouldiers to attend her ; who came in fight, and very near hw, but be- 
ing at the windward fhe efcaped and wan faiffely away, they being all the time 
ignorant of this plot. 

Upon the 1 0th of June, the fouldiers were dreilled .in the Links, and tberr 
after was holden ane councill of warr in the toltiuith of Aberdein, be Marit^ 
chall and Monro, and their accomplices. There were brought before them 
the lairds of Culter, Auchterellon, Burnet of Campbell, 

Gordon of Nethermuir, Irveing of Fomet, formerly faid, Thcxnai 

Nicolfone, George Johnfloun, George Morifon, George Jamiefbn, George Gor- 
don, Robert Forbes, Mr. Alexander Reid, David Rickart and William Pettrie^ 
townefmen and burgefles of Aberdein, but the lairds of Drum, Haddo,. Fed- 
deret, Hilltoun, and Mr. John Rois minifter at Brafs were not brought in bdr 
fore this committee, but had fouth, as ye fhall hear. The reft were aceufid 
for their outflanding and being contrair minded to the good cauie ; they 
made their own anfwers, but were not weiU heard. In end, they are all ordain* 
ed to goe lodge in Mr. Henry Buchan's houfe that night, and prepair them- 
felves to goe for Edinburgh upon the mome ; and in the meantime fet a ftndt 
guard about their lodgeing, that none fhould goe in nor out without leav^ 
whilk thir gentlemen were compelled to obey. 

Upon the mome, they took their leave from Aberdein, leaveing their freinds 
with fore hearts. They are guarded and convoyed by fouldiers as throt- 
cutters and murtherers, whereat they were difplealed, but could not mend it 
The firfl night, they came to Cowie, and fua fiirth to Edinburgh, convoyed be 
ilk fherriffdome from fhyre to fhyre. Thus, is the king's loyall futgects with^ 
out his authorite or law brought under fubjection. 

The old laird of Geight, a fickly tender man, being by chance at this famen 
time in Montrofe, is taken by one captain Beatoun, and had to Edinbui{^ 
with the reft ; his houfe of ArdefBe pitiefully plundered, becaufe he was ane 
papift, and outflander againft the good caufe. 

How foon they came to Edinburgh they were all wairded in the tolbuith 
and fhortly our townefmen are firft brought in before the Tables. They are 
accufed as contrair to the good caufe. They made their own anfwers, whidi 
were not weill heard, wherupon they are conmiitted again to waird ; but in re* 
fpect of the laird of Geight his feiknefs, mid of Thomas Nicolfone his feiknefs^ 
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they gott liberty, and were confyned in the town, wher old Geigbt departed 
this life ; yet was not fyned, as is faid. 

After examination of our burgefles, the lairds of Culter, Auchterellon, For- 
net, Campbell, and Netherniuir, they were brought in and accuitd, and re- 
turned back to waird, wher one and all were forced to ftay dureing the fpace 
of fuc moneths, to their great difpleafnre and hurt of their health, with great 
charges and expenifis. At laft, it pleafed the eflates to fyne them as follows ; 
and firft for our townfmen, Thomas NicoUon was fyned in 2000 nierks, George 
Jobnftoun 1000 pounds, Robert Forbes 1000 pounds, David Rickart 1000 
merks, William Pettn'e 1000 merks, George Morilbn and Gieorge Jamiefon by 
nioyan wan free, nnd payed no fyne, George Gordon 1000 merks. Mr, Alex- 
ander Reid be means of the earle of Marr was tranllaited to Strivling, there 
to remaine in waird whyle he payed 2000 merks, fyne golt libertie. The laird 
of Culter was fyned in 30O merks, Auchterellon 1000 merks, Nethennuir 300 
merks, Fornet merks, Campbell . Thus, barrens and 

burgefles are firft wairded, fyne fyned and compelled to pay the famen before 
they wan out of the tolbuith, fyne fett to libertie, and ilk man came home to 
his own houfe. Thus, the king's loyal fubjects are forced to fuffer. 

Ye heard, how our parliament was adjourned frae the 14th of November 
1639 to the 11th of June 1640; whilk day being come, the parliament fett 
down wanting ane king or coramiflioner, wherof the lyke was uever fein in 
the chriftian world, where any king ruled and rang, as our acts of parliament 
bear In the name of the king or his commifTioner, &c. But this parliament 
fitts down, and the printed acts have no relation to king or commiflioner, but 
only intituled. Acts pa ft and done in this prej'ent /^lon of parliament, the 
Wth qfJuTie, 1640. The 6rft act wherof chufes Robert lord Burghlie to be 
preQdent, in refpect of the abfeuce of the king's commiflioner. The 2nd act 
conflitutes the three eftates of parliament, viz. nobles, barrons, and burgefles, 
and abolifties bifliops. The -ith act ratifies the Acts of the Aflembly. The 5th 
act has relation to John earlc of Traquhair, lord commiflioner. Suppofe no men- 
tioo of that parliament is amongft the imprinted acts, allwayes ther is about 
S9 acts made up be this prefldent and three efl^ates forfaid, without king, 
commiflioner, crown, fword, or feepter. Uncouth to fee ! The fame is proro- 
gate to the 19th of November nixt, fyne diflblves. Whilk day being come, the 
laid Robert lord Burghlie reagain chofen prefident to the eftates of parlia- 
ment, and adjourned to the 14th of January 1641 ; frae that continowed to 
the l?th of April 1641 ; frae that adjourned to the 25th of May ; frae that to

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The faid 13th of June, the lord Frafer, collonell Alexander mafter of 
Forbes, the lairds of Philorth, Monymufk, Auchmedden, and diverfe others, 
held ane committee in Aberdein. 

Upon Sunday the 1 4th of June, Doctor Scroggie preached and gave the com- 
munion here in Old Aberdein. After fermon, the reader warned all heritors, 
wadfetters, and men of frie rent within Old Aberdein, or the parochine, to goe 
to the earle Marifchall's houfe in New Aberdein, upon the morne the 15th of 
June, and ther to fubfmve the generall band left behind him, to be done un- 
der the paine of plundering. Many of the old town people obeyed, and fub- 
firired this band fore againft their wills, upon the forfaid 15th of June. The 
tenor of this generall band ye have before, with ane large information ; hut the 
old town people incurred no danger by fubfcriveing this baud. 

The faid day, Mr. William Johnftoun doctor of phyfick depairted this lyfe 
in New Aberdein ; Mr. ^V'iIliam Gordon ane other doctor of phyfick, do- 
pairted alio this lyfe a little befor in Old Aberdein, as ye have heard ; Doctor 
Barron profefTbr of divinity, and doctor Rofs one of the miniflers of Aberdein : 
four e,\cellent men, yea and almoft matchlefi in any burgh of Scotland, de- 
pairted this life, as ye heard before, to the great greif of Aberdein and the 
oountrie alfo ; and all this fell fmce the beginning of this covenant. 

Upon Tuefday the l6th of June, major- generall Monro drew out both 
Aberdeins to mufter in the Links. Few came out of the town, becaufe many 
were fled ; whereat he was angry, and fliortly commanded to go fearch the 
burgh, and bring with them old and young ; hut few were found, and fuch 
as came to the Links were deiply fworne upon what armes they had. He 
looked alfo to our Old toun men, who were in the Links, about 100 men, 
without muflcatt, pike or fword for the moft part. He proudly demands, if 
they bad no more armes. They anfwered, not ; becaufe the laird of Craigievar 
had plundered their haill armes frae them before. Then Monro fayes, " Ane 
widd bull may go throw you all;" and fo left them, and ilk man returned 
home but more adoe. 

The committee of eftates at Edinburgh had ortlaioed two committees to be 
elected and chofen, the one therof conftantly to remaine at Edinburgh, the 
other conflantly to remaine with Felt Marifchall Lelslie, at his excellency's 
camp ; and ilk committee to confift of fix nobles, fix barrons, and fix burgeffea ; 
and thir two committees to order the country and the camp. And in the mean 
time great preparation for raifeing of ane army, as ye may fee a little afterwards. 

Upon Thurfday the 18th June, Monro preflea and takes perforce out of 
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finding the place, by nature of great ilrength, unwianable without great 
fkaith, left the feige without meikle lots on either lyde ; then departed there- 
frae in June. 

Now, about this time, the committee of Eftates, or Tables, finding no con- 
tentment in this expedition, and hearing how their freinds of the name of 
Forbes and others in the countrie were daily injured and opprefled by ibine 
hieland lymmers, broken out of Lochquhaber, Clangreigor out of Brae of 
Athotl, Brae of Marr, and diverfe other places ; therfore they gave order to the 
earle of Argyle to raife men out of his own countrie, and firft to goe to Air- 
lie and Furtour, two of the earle of Airlie's principal houfes, and to take ia 
and didroy the famen, and nixt to goe upon thir lymmers, and puniih them. 
Lykeas, conforme to his order, he raifes ane army of about 5000 men, and 
marches towards Airlie ; but the lord Ogilvie, bearing of liis comeing with 
filch irrefiftible forces, refolves to fly, and leave the houfes raanlefs ; and fo, 
for their own faiffty, they wil'ely fled. But Argyle moft cruelly and inhu- 
manly enters the houl'e of Airlie, and heats the fame to the ground, and right 
fua he does to Furtour ; fyne fpuilzied all the iofight plenifliing within both 
boufes. and fuch as coidd not be carried they mafterfully brake down and 
pitiefuUy diftroyed. Therafter they fell to his ground, plundered, robbed, and 
took away from himfelfe, bis men tennents and fervants, their haill goods and 
gear, comes, cattle, horfe, nolt, flieep, infight plenifliing, and all which they 
cotUd get ; and left nothing but bair bounds of (ic as they could confume or 
diftroy or carry away with them, and fuch as could not be carried was di- 
fpitefully brunt up be fyre. This fervicc done be this earle of Argyle 
againft that nobleman the earle of Airlie, the king's loyall fubject, but any war- 
rand or authoritie, he then addrefTes hirafelf to Atholl, where the lord Lou< 
don, being fet at libertie out of the tower of London, came to lee the earle of 
Ai^le. The earle of Atholl, hearing of Argyle's comeing, offered to doe 
what he would command him, and fent furth fourtie eight cheiff men of 
that countrie, of the name of Stewart and Robertfone, whyle he fiiould come 
and perform his proraife. Argyle accepted the gentlemen, and by Atholl's 
knowledge, fends the pledges to the Tables, fyne tryfts and caufes Atholl 
fwear and fubfcrive as he pleafed. This was not fair play, as was reported. 
From Atholl he goes to Locbqubaber, and as he marches, he getts due obe- 
dience of barrons, gentlemen, and others throw the countries. He plundred 
and Ipuilzied all Locliquhaber, and brunt M'^DonaUl's houfe of Keppoch, hold- 
f-the houfe of Huntly. He left ane captain with 200 men to keep this 
3e 
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tbeir naked beds, fome Aberdein's men and crafts' boyes, to make the ntunber 
of 16 Ibuldiers, whilk the town was fteoted to, for Old Aberdein was ftecled 
to five, whilk they feut before ; aiid thir Ibuldiers with the countrie fouldlers 
to make up 300, to he i-iked to Monro's regiment, confifling then of TOO, and 
to make up a full regiment of 1000 men. 

He caufed big up hetuixt the croces nne timber meir, whempon the runa- 
gate knaves and runaway Ibuldiers flioutd ryde. Uncouth to fee fuch difcipline 
in Aberdein, and more painfull to the trefpadur to fuffer. 

Upon Fryday the 19ih of June, Monro dreills in the Links, and dayly ther- 
afler, and there were comeing and goeing to him continually countrie barrons 
and gentlemen ; and, upon the lamen day, there was aue committee holden it 
Aberdein be the tutor of Pitlligo, the laird of MonymulV, George Baird of 
Auchmedden, and diverfe others, Mr. James Marline minifter at Peterhead, 
moderator of the alFembly of this diocie to the nixt provinciall aflembly, Mr. 
Thomas Martyne minifter at Deer, Mr. David Lindfay parlbn of Belhelvie, 
and Mr. George Sharpe miniller at Fyvle. Tliere were from litis coiomtttee 
letters direct out sgainll certain outflanding miniders, fucb as Mr. John Rds 
forluid minifter at Urals, Mr. John Gregorie rainifter at Drumaok, Mr, Alta- 
ander Straclian miniller at the chapell of Garioch, doctor Forbes laird of Corfe, 
doctor Sibbald minifter at Aberdein, doctor Seroggie minifter at Old Aberdeis. 
Mr. Richard Maitland minifter at Aberchirder, Mr, John Forbes minifter al 
Auchterlels, with diverie others, to compear before the committee to be holden 
at Aberdein the 7th of July nixt to come, to anfwer for their difobedience and 
onlftaoding. 

The earle of Airlie went from home to England, fearing the troubles of the 
land, and that be Ihould be preiled to lubfcrive this covenant whiUier be 
would or not, whilk by flying the land he refolved to efchew alfe Weill «b he 
could, and left his eldeft: fon the lord Ogilvie, a brave young noblenan, 
behind him at home. The Eftates or Tables, hearing of his depairture, directi 
the earle of Montrofe and earle of Kingbome to goe to the place of Airiy,*iid 
to take in the fame, and for that fervice to carry cartows with them; who 
went and fummoned the lord Ogilvie to render the houfe, (being ane imprq^ 
cable ftrength be nature, well manned with all fort of munition and fwovifion 
neceflar), who anfwered, his father was abfent, and he left no {hdi conuaifficn 
with him as to render his houfe to any fubjecta, and that he would defend the 
fbmen to his power whyle his father's return &om Engl&nd. There were fiaoe 
fhotts ftiott at the houfe, and fome fhott from the houfe ; bat the aflaihote 
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iailled by faiff and found, and the other fliip returned back to the harbourie 
of Aberdein, with the lofs of her travell. The Lord Gordon took the fea 
about the 20th of June. But this efcape did no good ; for they are all forced 
to come in and fubfcrive tbemfelves to the good caufe, as ye may fee hereafter. 
Tuefday the 23rd of June, the earle Marifchall fent frae Diinnotar to major 
Munro ane boat loaden with powder, ball, and armes, for his bettc'r provilion. 
Upon Saturday [Friday] the 26thof June, fix drums went throw Aberdein, 
commanding and chargeing the haill inhabitants to bring to the earle Man* 
fi:haU'8 clofs their haill armour, fuch as fword, piftoll, mufket, hagbutt, car- 
rabiu, corfelet, jack, partifane, pike, and all other kind of armes, and com- 
manded the baillies to goe quarterly throw the town, that none Hiould be ob< 
Icured. The towne's people gave obedience. Monro caufes take up inventar 
of ilk man's armes ; fyne commanded them to lay down the fame within the 
earle Marifchall's clofs, or rather M'ithin his houfe; fyne command ilk man to 
goe home, for he would keep thefe armes for his own ufe. The toun's people 
were paffing forrie for bereaveing them of their armes be fuch ane uncouth 
flight, few burrows in Scotland haveing better, but no remeid ; they went 
home with patience perforce, and forced to fuffer this abufe for their loyaltie 
to the king. 

Now the committee of eftates had given order to furnifii out throw all 
Scotland a number of regiments of ritmafters, confiding of 100 borfe to ilk 
regiment ; and he who could fpend 50 chalders of victuall of fric rent or mo- 
ney, to fumilh out one ritmafter, with fword, pifloll, carrabine, or lance, and 
ane faorfe worth 80 pound : and ficklyke, t^jat there fhould be furnithed out 
footmen, with all kind of provifion necefiar, fuch as cloathes, fword 
and mufket or hagbutt, pike, or fpear, to ferve in this fervice, under the paine 
of plundering. Amongft the reft, (ilk flierriffdome being particularly llented 
and valued throw the kingdome,) both Aberdeins were alio valued and ft^nt- 
ed, and ordained to fumifii out (by and attour the footmen which was given 
before) the fumitur of fix ritmafters, wherof the poor old toun was putt to 
two, wbilk they were unable to doe, not haveing fo much frie rent ; but they 
got about 30 chalders of victuall and filver rent out of the billiop's kavell, con- 
iifting of three cobles on the waiter of Don, and other rents out of the famen 
watter, to help to make up this fumifiiing. 

Here it is to be marked, that no ante-covenanter nor papift was thus vexed 
nor ftented in their lands, goods, nor geir, but only the covenanters, whilk 
bred fufpicion that ane greater evil was to befall them. 
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oountrie, but thty were all killed and chaifled be the LocfaquhabriaiiB. Thni^ 
Argyle goes tbrow, all men offering fubjection and obedience to him» wlienif 
he fends fome to Edinburgh to the Tables or Eftates ; others he takes fwofn 
and fubfcriveing the covenant, the band of releif, and contributeing to the good 
caufe, and fuffered them to fta^ at home. This done, he diflMuids his aimj, 
and comes down Dee fyde, about 1200 men. See before of this noUe cnle 
of Argyle's proceedings. But what order he took with the broken men, op- 
preflbrs of the countrie, was not meikle heard ; lb forward was he for the eb^ 
Tenant. 

About this time, in June, the old conftable of Dundie, being aged and fick* 
I7, was carried by coach, unable to ryde, to Edinburgh, becaufe he was aw 
outflander againft the covenant. Horrible oppreffion ! 

The king's fhips are dayly takeing our Scotch fhips and barks, to the nmii* 
her of 80 fmall and great. They are had to Berwick, Newcaftle, Holy lilandt 
and fuch like ports, their goods loufed and inventared, and dolely keeped. 
The Englifh beheld this, to humour the king in revenge of the Sootts^ but all 
was reftored haill and found to the owners, without lois of ane groat So WM 
the King handled, as ye may read in the treaty of peace, iett down befbn^ in 
the acts of Parliament. 

Upon Sunday the 21ft of June, fix flight fouldiers, alleadging a warrand ftm 
Captain Wallace, their captain, to take falmond frae the fiihers of Don, whilk 
were tane on Sunday, thir lowns came with fix creills on their backs, and 
began to fill them up with falmond taken the night before. Braflmoir, ane 
heretor of the laid watter, advertifed hereof, goes with his brother Jdm Gor- 
don, takes back the fiflies plundred frae him and his neighbours, and canied 
carrie them back in their own creills, and blaided thefe fix beafUy fellowB 
from the fifh, creills and altogether, but reparation, and hurt one of them alfi». 

Ye beard befor of the Lord Gordon's comeing and landing at Neither Biik* 
kie. He went to the Bog, lived quietly, and beheld how matters went Ibme 
fhort Ipace. Thereafter he faills to Berwick, haveing in his company the 
mid-laird of Geight, the laird of Park, Hector Abercrombie of Fettemeir 
and his eldeft fone, John Gordon of Ardlogie and his eldeft lone Nathanieli 
Grordon, the lairds of Foverane and Murefk, with diverfe other gentlemen. 
Major Monro, advertifed of this, caufes take ane ihip in the harbourie 1^ 
Aberdein, goeing to her voyage, mans her with fouldiers, ammunition^ pow- 
der, and ball, and fends her inmaediately to the fea, to take this bark wheiin 
the Lord Gordon with his fireinds was» came in iig^ of others ; bat flit 
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Culled by faiff and found, and the other fliip returned back to the harbourie 
of Aberdein, with the lofs of her travell. The Lord Gordon took the fea 
about the 20th of June. But this efcape did no good ; for they are all forced 
to come in and fubfcrive themfelves to the good caufe, as ye may fee hereafter.

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About the 24th of June^ Felt Marifdiall Lefilie is imjlrmlng g^at prepam* 
tion to the BouUrode. 

About this time Hadden, lady Fraier, daughter to the laird of Gheub* 

vafs depairted this life, her lord being in Edinburgh. He had great moyan 1^ 
his marriage of the houfe of Balmirrinoch, Elphingftoun, Couper, in all h^ 
adoes againft Haddoch Gordon. 

Upon Saturday the 27th of June, 200 men with their commanders paft out 
of Aberdein. They plundered the lands of Balbithen, Hedderweik, and Lethin^ 
tie^ They brake up the laird of Newtoun Gordon's yeitts and doors of Neir- 
toun ; they fpulzied what they could get or lift out eafie ; but finding litte, tfaej 
barbaroufly brake down beds, burds, almries, and plenifhing within thehooJe; 
lyne plundered out of and about thefe bounds, 12 horfe frae the poor famtMinff, 
They plundered alfo the laird Dramas ground, (himfelf lying wairded in 
Edinburgh,) and took frae his tennents about 18 horfe. They alio took ane 
honeft man in the lame ground called James Irvine, alias Scalpy, and fid^ 
Mr. Andrew Logie minifter at Rajme, Mr. John Chejme minifter at Kintoiii 
Mr. William Leith minifter at Kinkell, Mr. William Strachan minifter at Dih 
viot, and Mr. Samuel Walker minifter at Montkeigie. Thir five miniften 
were taken as outftanders ; they gott no libertie to ryde on horfes^ but ooin« 
pelled to goe on foot with thir fouldiers, who altogither with their prey of 
horle and goods, returned back to Aberdein upon WedenlUay the firft of Jviy, 
Thus, was this poor countrie brought in great miferie be thir and the like 
opprefiions, without warrand of law or juftice, yea exprels contrair to his 
majeftie^s former proclamations. . 

Upon Tuefday the laft of June, one of captain Dalziell's fouldiers fwimming 
for his paftime, pitiefully drowned at the ihoar of Aberdein ; ancL ane old 
man of the town, called James Bimy, webfter, above threelcore twelve yean 
of age, hearing of his death, anfwered, he wiftied all the reft to goe that gate. 
He was ihortly wairded for thefe words ; lyne rode the meir^ to his great hurt 
and paine. Thus, none durft fpeik nor doe againft them. 

Upon Thurfday the 2nd of July, the earle Marilchall returned bade to 
Aberdein from the parliament holden in Edinburgh. He fuffered the laird oC 
Haddo to goe to Kellie from Dunnottar. It is true, he had quitted the 
company of the Gordons, as ye heard before, and cled himfelfe with the eaxle 
Marifchall, his near cuflen, and attended and followed him fouth and north at 
his pleafure, otherwayes he behoved to fuffer plundering and oiqpreffian as th« 
reft of his friends did. In the mean time, it was reported he fyned him in. an* 
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thoufand merks, and a brave horfe worth 600 merks, and caufed him againil 
his will to pay the famen. Tiie laird of Newtoun GordoD, feeiog the world 
goe fo, yielded and came in the earle Marifchall's will, promifeing to attend 
his lervice in all fortunes and againit all perfones, at his command ; and be-^ 
caufe he bad no other furetie, he laid hefyde the earle bis charter cheft for 
his faithfull obedience. Neverthelefs he keeped neither oath nor promife, as 
he had proraifed ; but he came home leiving the reft lying in waird by Mari- 
fchall's moyane. 

This fame 2nd of July, ritmafter Forbes charged Old Aberdein to make 
preparation for lodgeing and entertaining of 100 horfemen in meat and drink, 
and in ftables, for payment, except their beds ; but the Lord looked down upon 
the oppreilion of this miferable toun, unable to fuilaine themfelves frae cold 
and hunger, and delivered thera frae this oppreflion by the goodnels of Ma- 
rifchall and Monro, who hearkened to ane fuppUcation given in by ane Old* 
Toun-man, and incontinent caufed have thera all over to New Aberdein, there 
to be quartered that lame inftant night- 
Friday the Srd of July, there was told, upon the calfey of Aberdein, about 28 
ihotta of cannon in a fea-fight anent the Cove, betuixt ane ftranger great warr 
fliip and two little Scotts barks, who were chaifed in amongft the craiges of 
the Cove, whom the great fliip durft not follow, and therefore fliott to have 
funken them to the ground. They landed ane man who haiftiely came to 
Aberdein, declareing their danger to Monro, craveing his help and aid, who 
incontinent directed captain Dalziell with 58 fouldiers mufketeirs. They 
boated over at Torrie, Marifcball goeing himfelf to fee this fport. The {hip> 
man told he feared the enemy to board their fhips be boatta, and fpoylie all 
their goods. To prevent this danger, he convoyes them fecreitly under the 
fcoug of ane craig to attend if any of their hoatts would loufe ; but none came, 
fo Ihe left thir two Scotts fliips in the craiges, and Hie goes to the fea. Dalziell 
returns back to Aberdein, and the two Scotts fliips wins away, fuppofe fore flop- 
ped : but the covenanters were fomewhat daftied at the noile of their canons, 
■while the ftory was declaired. 

Word came to Aberdein that the king was raifeing great forces in Eng- 
land againil our covenanters. 

Upon Saturday the 4th of July, Thomas Adam's wife, cordiner in Old 
Aberdein, was raklelsly fliott, by ane pley fell out betuixt fome fouldiers and 
Alexander Mercer our own town's man, upon the night, whereby flie became 
erippill on one of her feit, and walked on ilaveg.

Marifchal, upon the faid day, rode down to Kellie^ wher he ftayed wiCh Us 
cufiin the laird, whyle Monro took gate to Strathbc^ie, as ye may fhortly hear. 

Sunday the 5th of July, ane faft folemenly keeped whyle 5 hours aftenum 
in New (but not in Old) Aberdein, praying for peace ; and that fiunen nij^ 
about 10 hours at evin, major Monro begins to march from Aberdein towaidi 
Strathbogie. He had about 800 men, wherof there were ibme town's mca, 
and fix puttaris or ihort peices of ordinance ; and thus marches that nig^ to 
Kintoir, wher Marifchall met him with fome compaujrs. In Monro's abfioffv 
collonell Alexander mafter of Forbes had orders with fome few fouldien to 
keep Aberdein. Mundi^, frae Kintoir they marched to HarthiU^ whofe grmml 
they fpulzied pitiefuUy, himfelfe Ijring wairded in the tolbuith of Edinbiiigh* « 
ye heard befor. Tuefday, they marched towards Gamtullie, and did the Ijke 
ipulzie be the way. Wedenfday, they marched thence; and on Thurfiiajrthe 
9th of July, they came to Strathbogie ; and be the way as they came, ihcj 
took horfe, nolt, iheep, and kyne, called the beftiall before them, flew and dii 
eat at their pleafure. They brak up gimells wherever they came, to fondih 
themfelves bread. Thus, comeing after this Inanner to Strathbogie, the fiift 
thing they entered to do was hewing down the pleaiant planting about ^mdi* 
bogie, to be huts for the fouldiers to fleip within upon the night ; wherby the 
haill camp was weill provyded of huts to the diftroying of goodly oountrie pol* 
lide. The marquels of Huntly being abfent himfelfe in England, MarifibaS 
fends to his gooddame's filler the lady marchionefe of Huntly, to render the 
keyes of Strathbogie, (herfelf dwelling in the Bog)\ whilk flie willii^ 
obeyed. Then they fell to and meddled with the meall gimells, wheieof 
there was ilore within that place, took in the office houfes, began fhortly to 
baik, and brew, and make ready good cheir ; and, when they wanted^ todc in 
beiff, mutton, hen, capon, and fuch like, out of Glenfiddich and Auchindoon^ 
wher the countrie people had tranfported their beftiall and ftore, of pnrpoft 
out of the way, from the bounds of Strathbogie. Allwayes, they wanted not 
good cheir for a little paines. 

In this mean time, a nottable lymmer, feeing the world go fo^ 1>rak kmfib 
called alfo John Dugar, ane hieland rogue, and fell to in his fort of plundering; 
lykewayes he fix)le, reft, and fpoilzied out of the fherriffdome of Murray a great 
number of countrie people*s horfe, nolt, kjme, and iheep^ and brought than, 
but refkew, to the feilds of Auchindoun, wher he was feiding thir goodi 
peaceably. Monro hearing of this, fends out ritmafter Forbes with good 
horfemen and 24 mufl^eteirs, to bring back thir goods out of AuchindoQD 
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firae this robber theif ; but Jobn Dngar ftoutly baid tbem, and defended tbeir 
prey maofully. Monro then commanded to charge them on horfeback, whilk 
alfo they baid, wbyle they fiiot all their guns, fyne fled all away, and Forces 
followed no more, but returned back, Monro was angrie at him, that he would 
BOt follow and take thofe lymmera. He anfweretl, it was not rydeing ground. 
The laird of Auchindoun being within the place with about 40 of his freinds 
and others, who fled to the famen as ane ilrong hold for their refuge, feeing 
this pell mell betuixt John Dugar and thir fouldiers, iflTues out of the place 
about 16 horfe, and fett upon rittmafter Forbes, betuixt whom was fome bik- 
kering without great fkaith. Monro, with more number of men, comes for- 
ward to this guyfe ; but Auchindoun was forced to fly back to the place for- 
Ikid of Auchindoun with no fkaith. Monro purfued not the houfe, finding 
it difficult to conquefs ; but Ihortly fell to plundering, and out of thir bounds 
took John Dugar's goods and others, above 2500 head of horfe, meirs, nolt, and 
kyne, with great number of fheep, and brought them with him to Strathbo- 
gie ; and, as is faid, were fold by the fouldiers to the owners back againe for 
13s. 4d. the flieep, and ane dollar the nolt, but flill keeped the horle unfold. 
Siortly therafter, the place of Auchindoun was willingly rendered ; the men 
wftfain left the fame defolat, and the keyes were delivered to Monro. Forbes 
took for his pairt of this fpulzie about 60 heid of nolt, and fent them to feid 
upon the hounds of Dyce, his good brother's lands. Monro, hearing of this, 
compelled him to bring back the fame nolt frae Dyce to Strathbogie, and to 
fell them to the owners with the reft at 13s. 4d. the peice ; and therafter wor- 
thiely caflieired him for his febill fervice, in not following Dugar more ftoutly 
than he did. 

In the mean lime, Marifchall's men, who was plundered be the Gordons 
■nd their company at Strachan, Kintoir, and Hallforeft, as ye may read be- 
fore, was Ibundly paid back at their own hand with the annual rents, but 
makeiog of prycc. So ane evill turn meits another. 

But bcfor Forbes was caflieired, he proved truely llout in one part whilk 
was at Monro's command. He went to Morthlich, took his near cuflen Mr. 
William Forbes minifter therat, and brought him perforce to Strathbogie, 
where Monro keeped him while he payed the fyne of 600 merks, fyne got leave 
bome. Thus, Forbes with ane party of fouldiers kindly and ftoutly did to his 
nev cuiTen, doeing no harme, but fitting peaceably in his own houfe at Morth- 
Ud, fearing no trouble. The marqueis with his three fons being abfent, out 
ct the cotmtrie, and baveing no head nor captain left amongfl. his kine and 
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freinds, they at laft refolve to yeild and let this ftonne pais ; lb both bamiii^ 
and gentlemen, and others able for fervice come in and undertake fervice to 
go^ with Marifchall to the Bowlrode. Such as were unable were {dandeved. 
be the purfe» and forced to fumifli out able men ; but neither work horfe nor 
laddie horfe was left about Strathbogie, but either the mafter was fcMnoed to 
buy his own horfes, or then let them go for ferveing of the armj. Their muf- 
kets, hagbutts, fcirords, pikes, piftolls, and like armour, pitiefully plundered firae 
them, wherever Monro or his fouldiers could apprehend or gett tryal of them. 
He alfo plundered both barron, gentleman, hird, and hyreman, be the pul^ 
be exaction of heavey fines according their power. This was his carriage at 
Strathbogie. 

It is laid, Marifchall rode frae Strathbogie to the Bog to viiit the lady 
marchionels of Huntly his gooddame's fifter, where he was made wellcome^ and 
to whom fhe made pa3rment of her tenths. She alfo lent to Monro fiftie goldn 
angells to buy himfelfe a horfe with, becaule Ihe had not a worthie laddie 
horfe to fend to him, as he defired her to do. 

Upon Munday the 6th of July, great bikkering betuizt the callle of Edin- 
burgh and the toun ; ten town's fouldiers llajme at the entrie of fhe onttar 
yeitt, and other ten flaine within the entry yeitt, and their dead bodies caflm 
out over the caille wall, to the great terror of the town's people^ befydes nuo^ 
others fore hurt, occaiioned, as was reported, for hanging of ane Scottfinan 
called Baxter, for convoying of ane packet of letters (fent be the king) to the 
captain of the Caftle ; but his death was furely revenged be the ^JtiUf^ffMi, 
who caft out their cuUors before. 

Ye heard before, how fundrie minifters were fiunmoned be ordinance to 
compear before ane committee holden at Aberdein the 7th of July. Well, thtf 
committee was holden, wher Mr. John Forbes parfone of Auchterlefs, was fim-: 
pliciter deprived ; Mr. John Rols minifter at Brats, Mr. Richard MaiUand mi- 
nifter at Aberchirder, Mr. Alexander Strachan minifter at the Chappell ot 
Garioch, Doctor Sibbald one of the minifters at Aberdein, Mr. Andrew Logie 
parfon of Rayne, with fome others, were all fufpended frae preaching till the 
third day of the nixt general aflembly. Doctor Forbes of Corls and Doctor 
Scroggie were both attending, yet none of them at this time was calledt 
except Doctor Scroggie, he was with the reft alfo fufpended. See more of hmi 
hereafter. 

Wedenfday the 8th of July, ane committee was holden in the King^s colledge 
of Old Aberdein be the lord Frafer, the mafter pf Forbes, the laird of Freod^i

ningbt, Mr. James Forbes of Haughtoun, and fome others, for ordering the 
members therof; but ther was nothing done, all being continued to the nixt 
generall alTembly. 

The faid day, the baillies of Aberdeen, haveing order frae Monro, went 
quarterly throw the haill town, and toolc up the names of the haill men 
within the burgh betwixt 60 and 1 6 in roll. 

About this time, Alexander Lindfjiy fometiine of Vane, and Robert Keith 
therriflf depute of the Mearns, great guyders of the earle Marifchall, fmce the 
decourting of Robert Keith wryter, his reall fervitor, alleadging them to have 
power from the Tables, and conflitute comrailTioners for uplifting of the rents 
of the biihoprick of Aberdein frae the tennents and vairals thereof, upon 
ThurlBay the 9th of July, caufed charge the feuers of Old Aberdein to make 
payment of their few duetiea for the three laft terras, upon their difcharge, 
under the paine of pUindering. This uncouth charge was haiftiely obeyed, 
and in their names was paid to George Middleton. 

Right fiiae order was given out for medleing with the king's own proper 
rents. They uplifted the earle of Traquhair'e rents, except 5000 merks allotted 
to his lady to live upon, not within her own houfe, but within the king's pa- 
lace at Dalkeith. 

The earle of Findlater had tikewayes order to uplift the laird of Banff his 
haill rents, who overfaw not that buffienels ; having no good will at Banff. 

Mr. Robert Farquhar made commiflary, and Walter Cochrau his depute, 
for uplifting of the tenths and twentieths throw the haill iherriffdomes of 
Mearns, Aberdein, and Banff; for the which they had betwixt them of monethly 
fee 800 merks. Attour both Aberdeins were charged, under the paine of plun- 
deriog, to fubfcrive ane bond, wherein ilk man lliould fubniitt himfelfe, his 
life, bis lands, and his goods, to the earle Marifchall, according to ane 
power granted be the Tables to hini, wherof the copie verbatim foUowes : 

Wee, ftll and every one of ua, imderfubfcrivers, coarideriiig how juA, eqnitable, and neidfuU a 
llung it ix, to liBve tlie common ctiarges bellowed in the late troubles of thia couotrey payed, end 
thele who have given out money, vicluat, or other goodt, and thefe who have anclergone the burden 
tberof piyed and releived of the famen, alfe fpcediely and tymeoufly as may bo, do hereby heartily, 
willingly, and friely, offer and promife for uv, our hpiri and fucceirors, to pay and deliver ilk aoe of vt, 
foroarown part* to or their deputen, appointed Tor receiringoftbe famea,ten merks money 

of every hundred merka of yeirly rent, doe, and payable to us and ilk aue ofus fur our own psrlt, con- 
foniwto theeflimaiiontobemndeofthe faids yeirly rents, be four or man fwom men in each prelby- 
trie in thii kingdome, to wbofe determination anent the faiils rents wee hereby acquiefce, conforme W 
the inAmctiona direct for that effect, and mider the condiUons therin contained ; whilk fuume of ten 
2 F 
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merks of erery 100 merksyas fidd is, wee dblidge ns and our forfiudt to pay betaizt md the fiift ef 
Apiile nixt to come; togitber with ten merki for ilk himdredmerlufiullieyliy and attoorann^ 
in cafe of retention after the fidd day. It is dedaired that becanfe every man payee for hiarent|aa if 
it were frie of any debt or burden (except minifler's ftipenda, few, and other dntiea, payaMe to Vm 
majeftie, or with clanfee irritant), therefor the debitor (hall hare retentiim lirom Ua aneditor of Ae 
likefonme payed be him ontof erery hundred merka of annnal rent of other barden^piOTyddqgAe 
fidd annual rent and other dnetie be allwayea payed within the yeir or three noiielfaa thenafter al 
^ farrefty otherwayee he ihall hare no retention* 

This unlawfiill obfcure band bears regiftration, and was for plane fear of 
plundering fubfcrived be us old town men, upon the 15th of July 1640. 
But furely neither payment nor plundering followed upon this band, as was 
dayly expected againft Old Aberdein ; but others payed fbundly, as ye may 
hereafter hear. 

Friday the 10th of July, ane Spanifh frigott happend to oome to our bolwaifc. 
C!ollonell mafter of Forbes, now in Monro's place, govemour of Aberdein, di« 
rects down ane commander with fome fouldiers to try what fhe was. They 
Ipake. The captain deiires (upon afiureance of fiuffe retnme) to oome a fhoar, 
whilk he with feven of his fouldiers did ; but fhortly (under froft) they are i^ 
prehended and perforce brought up to the town, and there demanded what was 
their errand. They anfwered, they had ane pals frae their mafter the long 
of Spaine ; they beleived thay might come faiffdy here, becaufe of peace ftand« 
ing betuixt their mafter and our king ; and if they gott any wrong, Aberdrin 
fhould pay for it. But collonell Alexander mafl;er of Forbes moft unjuftly 
and unmerciefuUy caufed put thir fillie poor ftrangers within the tolbuitb, 
wher they lived in great miferie. The frigott, feeing no return of their men, 
quickly takes the fea, leaveing them in waird, whereat the collonell was finrrie 
that ftie fo efcaped unrjrped, which was very hard to doe, being a frigott of wair. 
Thir poor ftrangers were almoft hungered to death ; they cry out lamentaUie 
at the tolbuith windows againft this imdefenred crueltie, laying, what evil 
had they done ? put them to ane tryall, and either fett them at libertie or 
take their lives, rather than to torment them with hunger. But no hear- 
ing at all. The merchants, perceiveing this horrible crueltie, contributed 
amongft themfelves to help to fuftaine them in Ibme better Ibit. Now hap- 
pended fome fouldiers to come to the town, and are devyfled to ly in the tol- 
buith ; whereupon thir Spaniards are removed and wairded in the coETectiQa 
houle, wher they remained miferably, wbyle the S7th of Auguft ^whilk day S A 
caped and fled away to Leith ; the other three went with Monro when he and 
his regiment went fouih. This brave peice of lervice was acted thus by this eoDo- 
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nell, drawing on expenffi? upon the town's merchants, to fuftain ill taken inno- 
cent captives, who had burden enough with the fouldiera fed in the toune. 

Saturday the 11th of July, captain Middletoun came with about 80 fouldiers 
out of the Mearns to New Aberdein, where they were quartered. His order 
was, to take and apprehend fuch perfones as would not fubfcrive to the earle 
Marifchall the fubraiffive band of the contents forfaids. Alexander Lindfay 
and Robert Keith coniniiirares forfaid, couvein about 56 burgefles of Aberdein, 
who had ftood out, and as yet had not fublcrived this fubmitftve band. But thir 
people with the reft yeilded and gave obedience. Others, fuch as Gilbert Harvie, 
Walter Morifone, and James Innes, refuifed, who incontinent are taken by 
captain Middletoun, wairded in Ikipper Anderfon's houfe, and watched by ane 
pairtie of ibuldiers, minding to tranlport them fouth to the Tables. They lee- 
ing this, yeild and fubfcrive ; and fo did the haill town that were refident at 
home unfled and gone away, viz. James Cruickfhank only. Middleton there- 
aliter goes back with his company to the Mearns. 

Sunday the 12th of July, no preaching nor prayers here in Old Aberdein 
(the people being conveined) throw Doctor Scroggie's fufpenfion from 
preaching, nor never preached at this kirk after this Sunday, becaufe he was 
fimpliciter deprived, as ye may fee hereafter. 

This famen Sunday, the lady Pitmedden, the goodwife of Iden, Mr. Wil- 
liam Lumfden and his wife, Alexander CoUiefon, with fome others, were ex- 
communicat in both kirks of New Aberdein, being all papifts. 

Munday the 13th of July, the earle Marifchall came back &ae the camp, 
lying at Strathbogie, to Aberdein, where, upon the morn, Mr. James Braid 
advocat in Edinburgh mett him. He was direct be the Tables to attend his 
lordihip, and to advyfe him in matters queftionable, his lordtliip being but 
young. Now the haill wives of fuch burgefles as were lying wairded in Edin- 
burgh, feeing appearance of more trouble, begane to ftUft their goods, and 
lay afyde their infight pleniiliing, fearing all to be taken from them. But 
Mr. James Baird ]>acified their humour, caufed bring back their goods, pro- 
mifeing they fliould incurr no danger; as indeid they did not. 

Upon Tuefday the 14th of July, charge and ftrict direction given by touk 
of dnmi throw both Aberdeins, that no man fliould take on with whatfomever 
collonell or captain, whyle firft Marilchall's regiment fliould be compleit ; wher- 
by both Aberdeins were heaviely vexed, as ye may fee hereafter. 

Wedenfday the 15th of July, Doctor Scroggie's houfe was taken in by a 
pttirty of fouldiers out of MarJfchall's regiment. They are ferved one night : 
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on the mome they gott five dollars, fyne removed : but himfelfe Went over 
upon the mome, paid 600 merks to Marifchall for a protection to the nizt 
generall aflembly, and fo he lived fecure for a whyle. See more here a ftar 
of him. 

Monro now refolves to goe to fee the bifhop and the houie ci l^iymiieb 
He takes 300 mufkateirs with him, with puttaris and peiees of ordinano^ 
with all other things neceflar, and leaves the reft of his r^ment behind U*, 
lying at Strathbogie, abydeing his retume. Be the way, fiindrie barrans and 
gentlemen of the countrie mett him and convoyed him to Spynnie. The 
bifhop 'of Murray, (by expectation of many) comes fiurth of the place, tad 
fpake with Monro, and prefently but more adoe upon Thurfilay the IStfa cf 
July renders the houfe weill fumifhed with meat and munition. He ddiveris 
the keyes to Monro, who with fome fouldiers, enters the houfe, and received 
good entertainment. Therafter Monro medles with the haill armes withia 
the place, plundred the bifhop*s rydeing horle, faddell and brydell; bnt did no 
more injurie, nor ufed plundering of any other thing within or without the 
houfe. He removed all except the biihop and his wife, fome biumes, and fir- 
vants, whom he fu£fered to remaine under the guard of ane captain, lienten* 
ant, ane ferjeant, and 24 mufkateirs, whom he ordered to keep that hoofti 
whyle farder order came frae the Tables, and to live upon the rents of the 
bifhoprick, and on no wayes to trouble the bifhop^s houfehold provifion, nor 
be burdenable unto him. But the bifhop ufed the three commanders moft kiiiA> 
ly, eating at his own table, and the fouldiers were fuftained according to diiee- 
tion forfaid. 

Monro haveing thus gotten in this ftrong ftrength by his expectation, witli 
fo little paines, whilk was neither for fcant nor want given over, he returns 
back againe to Strathbogie tryumphantly, beginning wher he left, to plunder 
horfe and armour, and to fyne every gentleman, yeoman, bird, and hyremaH 
that had any money, without refpect ; and whilk obediently without a ihow 
of refiftance was done and payed, befydes their tenths and twentieths whidi 
they were lyable in payment to the commiffioners, as occafion offered. 

Thus he fpulzied and plundred up all, and keeped the moneyes fafl;, not 
paying bis fouldiers, as became him, they liveing only upon meat and drink with- 
out wages, whilk bred a murmuring amongft themfelves ; but Monro quidcty 
pacified the fame by killing of the principal murmurers, and ane feditious per- 
Ibne, with ane fword in his own hand ; wherat the reft became affrayed. 

It is faid, about this time, be the nftigation of the earle of 
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Gordon of Glaflbcti, his own cuiTiii german, his ground was fpulzled and pluo* 
dered, bis place of Glallbch abufed, his goods taken away out of Auldmore, 
himfelfe with- his two Tones narrowly efcapeing ; done by Monro's fouldiers by 
infligation forfaid. Thus, at Strathbogie lyes Monro whyle the tenth day of 
Auiguft, as ye may fee. 

Sunday the 19th of July, Mr. David Leech, minifter at Logic, ane principall 
ontfiaoder and gainellander of the covenant, and who had left his church, his 
charge, his countrie, and gone into England, as ye may read before, at laft he 
returns home, becomes penitent, and the forfaid Sunday he in Old Aberdein 
preached ane penitentiall fermon, directed be our kirk, whilk that day was 
not found fatiffactorie; therfor, he was once againe ordained to preach upon 
the 14th of September ane other penitentiall fermon in the kirk of New Aber- 
dein, whilk he did, and was found fatiffactorie; whereupon he was kindly 
received to his kirk and charge, whilk he was loath to want, and therfor 
yeilded fird. 

The forfaid Sunday, ther came to the road of Aberdein ane Scotts fliip loaden 
Weill with powder, ball, mulkat, cartow, and other armour, brought frae Hol- 
land, intending for Leith ; but ilie efpyeing ane great fliip lying at anchor, and 
takeing her to be one of the king's fliips waitting upon her, flie took no anchor, 
bat fwiftly failled about the nuke towards Montrofe, difloadened her burden, 
whilk the eftates (as was reported) would not fuffer to be brought about be 
fea, but only be land, for fear of danger, becaufe Edinburgh Hood iu great ueid 
of fuch provifion. 

About this time and a little before, viz. upon Tuefday the 14th of July, 
Alexander Gordon of Brafmoir taken be ane pairty of Marifchall's fouldiers 
out of bis own iioufe in Old Aberdein, and had to the town in quiet manner, 
wher Marifchall fyned him in 2000 merks. AUwayes upon condition be fliould 
goe with Marifchall to the Boulrode he Ihould be free, and fo he came hack to 
his own houfe ; whereat the Old Toun was weill content. He rode fbuth with 
Marifchall once upon his own expenOis, but never more ; fo wan frie of fyae 
and of goeing to the Boulrode. 

Munday the SOth of July, Marifchall came to the Old Toun, command- 
ed the baillies to make out of their toun 30 fouldiers, and deliver them 
to one of his fouldiers, called Sir John Douglas, to help to inake up his regi- 
tnent, with eight fcore pounds in money for their fourty dayes' loan ; whilk 
for plain fear they were forced to doe, being fillie waik poor bodies. Then 
the Old Toun is commanded to furnifli them arraea. They faid Iheir armes 
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were plundered frae them be coUonell mafter of Forbes and Craigievar ; fo they 
had none to fumifh. Then it was fpeired, with what armea they ferved the lord 
Aboyne. They faid, with the king's armes fnmilhed by the laiid of Chmie^ 
who had received them back againe. Whereupon letters were direct* com- 
manding Clunie to deliver back to the Old Toun fouldiers that armes. But 
Clunie was not at home. Aiichterforll made anfwer, thefe arms were had to 
Auchendown long ago ; but for efchewing of farder tryall he lent in fix mu£- 
kats. There were taken, out of the colledge, belonging to the marqueft of 
Huntly, feven ; and other feven were fumifhed be commiflar Farquhar at Ma- 
rifchalFs command. Thus, were the Old Toun fouldiers armed, and the town 
wan frie. Thus they oppreft Old Aberdein, by and attour the fortiiflung of 
other five foot fouldiers, and ane rittmafter, as ye may read before. 

Wednefday the 22d of July, thefe burgefles of New Aberdein Who had ihb- 
icrived MarifchalFs fubmiflive band, were cruelly iyned be himielfe in their 
goods, and ilk man compelled to make payment that lamen day, in reall money, 
of their fynes to Marifchall, himfelfe being prelent. Thus, is that noUe bnigh 
daily more and more vexed be flight and be might But furdy God ddivered 
Old Aberdein frae this fcourge, and none fjmed in ane groat upon this fab- 
miffive band. See more hereafter how this crueltie was mitigate. 

Ye heard before how the goodman of Harthill was wairded in the tolbuith 
of New Aberdein. Now, looking out at the tolbuith windows, he rallied out 
againft fome honeft men goeing anent the tolbuith. Whereupon they fet- 
tered him fafl that he fliould not come near the window, and fiaftened his feit 
in a chanzie, giveing him libertie to walk up and down, but not near the td- 
buith window. Befydes, he was tormented with hunger, (for he gott not his 
fill of food, whilk bred in him a fort of madnels,) without regard to his place 
or perfon now fomewhat fickly. He is Uraitly keeped for a little ofienee. See 
more of him hereafter. He was thus chanzied upon WedneffiUty 22nd of July. 
This Wednefday forfaid, Mr. Matthew Lumfden, commiffioner for Abor- 
dein to the convention of burrows holden at Irveing, returned home, bringing 
with him ane pacquet to the earle Marifchall, direct firom the Tables, defyreiog 
him not to ufe the toun of Aberdein, who had fubfcrived the band, rigoroufly, 
fuch as were freinds to the good caufe ; but to ufe fuch as were knowen ene- 
mies to the good caufe, at his likeing. After receipt of thir letters, MarilUiaU 
defired the town to make ane lift of fix perfohs, the beft men of knowledge 
within the burgh, and out of this fix he fliould draw out two, who ihould be- 
hold and fee his proceedings, and by whoie adtice he fliould tpie or afafid?a 
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Out of thir fix he drew out Mr. Robert Farquhar and John Lefslie, to fitt and 
give their advice in thir nffaires ; wherby the inhabitants fand forae more favour. 

Thurfday the 23rd of July, the laird of Ellick and Andrew Haraptoun fer- 
vitor to Marifchall, with lieutenant collonell Middletoun, were directed by 
Marifchall to goe to the lands and barronies of Drum and Pitfoddells; and there 
fence and hold courts upon the tennents, and deceme them to pay their by- 
rune duties to Marifchall, and to take new tacks of him as dominus fundi, and 
withall to prepair men for the Boulrode. The poor tennents, wanting their 
mailers, (Drum being lying in the toibuith of Edinburgh, and Pitfoddells fled 
out of the countrie as ane antecovenanter), knew not what to doe, nor whom 
to obey, yet forced to yeild to Marifchall. 

Saturday the 25th of July, captain Kaird, with about 80 fouldiers footmen 
of collonell Alexander mafter of Forbes' regiment, was quartered here in Old 
Aberdein to live upon the tenths and twentieths within the collonell's divi- 
sion appointed to him be the Tables, and not to have frie quarters within the 
town. Ilk fouldier had weekly given in allowance to him three pecks of meall 
at four ihilling the peck, to fuitaiue him meat and drink. The captain and 
other officers had tlieir fuHentation alfo, but any burden to the town. This 
was the firft company that was quartered in Old Aberdein, and had no great 
harme by them, except in bed rounies, whilk was fiirnifhed weill to the captain 
and other officers, but the fouldiers lay in their plaids. This captain was truly 
called Forbes, but nicknamed Kaird, becaufe when he was ane boy he ferved 
ane kaird. He was ane pritty fouldier ; he caufed big up ane trein meir at 
the croce for punifliing of trefpafling fouldiers, according to the difcipUne of 
warr. See more hereafter. 

General or Felt Marifchal Lefslie be advyfe of our Scotts eftates refolves to 
raife ane army, and goe fpeak with the king himfelfe in England, fince they 
could gett no plelant anfwer to their dayly petitions ; whereof the tenor of 
one hereafter verbatim follows, copied from the print : 

To Mc Knff't mofi exetllejU Mojejiie, the Petition oftht Commijftotiarie of the laU Parliament 
and olhtri, his Millie's loi/all Subjects oftAe Kingdoms of Scotland, 

Humbly fbewetb, 
Tint wber, *fter ow many futTeriDgi tliis lime pafl, extreme necelTitie hath ronftnined ns (for 
onrreUeffeBnilobt&ineingofonriiiDlljultaiKl bumblederire*), to come into England, where, accordii^ 
to mi intentions fonnerly declared, we liave in all oar joomey lived- npon our meanea, Tictuall, and 
goods brought along with us, anil neither troubled the peace of the kingdonie nor Iiarmeing any of 
yonr majeltie'a flibjecta of wlialfoever quditie in p«rl(>iie or goods ; bare carried oiuielrea ia a 
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Biofl peBcoblo aunneT, (ill we wsre pral&d hy IV«igth of vine* to pan fnch force* oat of die 
way, ■■ did, wiUionl our defprrping, and a« Ioidp of ifatm (u the poiot of death) hare confeflM, 
againft iheir nim ronTcieiices, oppolV our p«iacr»blp pafli^ at Newbniy on Tjme, and lave 
bnrafht their blood npon their own head* •^unft <nir pnrpofe and ilefirc eipr«lled is oar letter*, 
r«nt onto llirtn at NewcaAie, for prerenting o{ the like or greater iniMiiireaieore* ; and that w« 
may wiihont fanler oppolttian, come into yonr majelue'* pretence, for obtuuin^, from yoor majeftie'i 
jnflim and foodaefa, latiiTactiaii to oar jaft demands, 

W* your majeflie'N mod humble and loyall fa1iiecta,doeflilliDliftinthat fabmiffire way of petitioii- 
ing whirl) WB hare keeped fuice the beginning, and from which no proTvcation of your majeflie's ene. 
■DIM and onra, no ad*erlitie tliat we hare before faflained, nor profpatnia fnccet* that can be&U at 
dial] be abla tu divert <mr mindt : muA humbly intreatJnf; lL>l your majeJlie wonld in the depth of 
your myall wifdume cunrider at laA of our preflln); greiranren, provyde for tbe repairing of oai 
irrntiga and lolTu, and witli the advyfe of the el\ates uf ibr kingdome of England conrdned in 
parliamrat, fettle ane £nne and doreahle peace, againft all invanoii, by Tea or land ; that we may with 
chearfnlneJa of heart, pay to your oiajeflie m oar natire king, all dutie of obedience that can be n- 
pected from loyall I'idijecl*, and that againfl the many and great evilla, which at tliit time tfareata 
both kingdomes, whereof stl yoivmajelties good and loyalM'nbjects tremble to think upon, and wliidi 
webef»kGod Almigb tie in mercy tymeonfly to avert, that yoor mnjellie'a throne msy be eftablilbed 
in the midfl of a« in religion and righteonliiers ; and yonr majeflie's gradoos anTwcr, we bomblj 
defire and wait for. 

This petition was lent up to his majdlie ; but finding no ptea&nt anfira', 
as may appear, Generoll Lefstie begins to raifb ane army, as hereafter foUoves, 
throw all parts of Scotland, and went to Dunfe. 

Sunday the 26th of July. Mr, John Kempt preached here in Old Aberdein.anij 
fo by one and by other was this kirk lerved, fince Doctor Scro^ie's fulpeofum. 
and whyle Mr. William Strachan entered his charge ; as ye may fee hereafter, 

Munday the 27th of July, the earle Marifcbalt with about 300 horfe came 
into Alierdein. ColloDell Alexander mafter of Forbes came likewayes in with 
his regiment. Suclbof Monro's fouldiers as were in the town were fentto 
Strathbogie to himfetfe, that coUonell Forbes's fouldiers might gett tiu bet- 
ter quartering, becaufe the town was unable to give them all quartcEi. 

Tuefday the 28th of July, the Generall Aflemblie &t down in theGn^ 
Frier kirk of New Aberdein, weill pleniihed with deafles and feats be tlw 
town upon their great expenills befor their incomeing. The earle's of Mazif- 
chall and Findlater, the lord Frafer, the faid colloQell mafter of Forbes, with 
fundrie barrons and gentrie, as ruleing elders, were there. The Idrk is mill 
guarded with partilanes, and the doors weill keeped and attended. Mr. Andxew 
Ramfay, one of the miniflers of Edinbui^h, was chofen moderator. TIur 
were fundrie matters agitated, and then were called doctor Forbes of Corfe, 
doctor Scroggie mioift^r at Old Aberdein, doctor Sibbald one of the minifters <^ 
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New Aberdein, Mr. Robert Ogilvie fubprincipall of tbe King's Colledge of Old 
Aberdein, Mr. Alexander Middletoun, Mr. Alexander Gairdmn, three of the re- 
geats, Mr. Alexander Scroggie, the fourth regent, (and the principall, doc- 
tor Lefelie being allreadie depofed, was not called nor fummoned), Mr. John 
Gregorie minifter at Dnimoak, Mr. Andrew Logie rainifter at Rayne, Mr. 
John Rofs minifter at Brais, Mr. John Guthrie parfon of Duffus in Murray, 
Mr. Richard Maitland minifter at Aberchirder, Mr. Alexander Strachan rainif- 
ter at the chappell of Garioch, were with diverfe others of the miniftrie fummon- 
ed to compear before this Generall Aftembly. Being called, (for other weighty 
affairs) they are continowed and referred to ane committee to be holden in the 
earle Mariicballs houfe upon the laft of July inflant, called the committee of 
the Generall AlFerably. And that day there conveined the earle Marilchall, 
the earle of Findlater, lord Frafer, collonell mafter of Forbes, (to whom alio came 
upon the morne the earle of Seaforth,) and the forfaid Mr. Andrew Ramfay 
moderator, perfones of this Generall AfTembly committee ; and being fet within 
the earle Marifchall's houfe, Mr. Andrew Ramfay moderator caufed call the 
foimamed perlbns. And firft, he begane at doctor Forbes of Corfe, and after 
fome queries and anfwers, no more procefe paft againft him at this time, but 
was continowed upon good hopes of his incomeing ; but he could on nowayes 
be moved to fubfcrive the covenant ; wherupon he was alfo depofed from hia 
place of profeftbr, as may be fein hereafter. 

2dly. Doctor Scroggie is accufed for not fubfcriveing the covenant; befydes, for 
concealling of adulteries within his parilh and fome fornications, abftracting of 
the beidraen's rents in Old Aberdein, with fome other particulars raalicioufly 
given up againft him ; and wherupon Mr. Thomas Sandielands commiffar (his 
extreme enemy) Mr. Thomas Lillie and Thomas Mercer, were brought in as 
witnefles, after doctor Scroggie's anfwer to ilk article was firft wrytten : But 
(hortlie upon the firft day of Auguft, be this committee was he depofed and 
fimpliciter deprived, and preached no more at Old Aberdein nor elfe where. 
See more hereafter. 

3dly. Doctor Sibbald was accufed for not fubfcriveing the covenant, and upon 
preaching of erroneous doctrine and Arminianifme. His papers were brought by 
■nerott of muflcateirs, at command of the committee, out of his own houfe, partly 
written be himfelf and partly be umquhile William Forbes biftiop of Edin- 
burgh, which were partly found orthodox, partly otherwayes. There was alfo 
tne minifter called Rutherfoord, who happened to be wairded in Aberdein 
at King James' command. He hearing doctor Sibbald at that time preach, 
2g 
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flood up and accufed him of ArmiaiaDiGne. But he defended him alfo. At 
loft he was depofed, fled the country with a grievous heart, and pafled to 
England. 

4thly, Mr. John Gregorie minifter at Drumoak (by and attour hia fyneing 
in 1000 merks, aa ye may fee before) is now depofed ; Mr. Andrew Lo^ie alfo 
depofed ; doctor Lelslie principall, and Mr. Alexander Scroggie younger, their 
depofitions ratified and approven. Mr. John Rofs miniiler at Brais with tears 
comes in and offers now to fubfcrive the covenant, with heart and hand ; be 
is received and injoined to preach fo many penitentiall fermons, therafter to be 
received at his own kirk againe. Mr. John Guthrie, Mr. Richard Maitland, 
Mr. Alexander Strachan, and Come others, upon hope of yeildiog, are con- 
tinowed. Thus, this committee of the General Aflembly diflblved. 

Now at this General Aflembly there was agitate ane kind of fervice com- 
monly called The FamiUie of Lore, which was keeped on the night, be fft- 
miUies of men and woemen haveing their prayers and their own devotion. 
This was complained upon, as holden in Edinburgh and Stirling, and ordainefl 
to be fuppreft. 

Farder, umquhile doctor Barron's wife was, by command of this Aflembly, 
be ane rott of mufkattiers brought out of her own houfe id Stryhiy, with 
her hufband's preaching papers; ^t^hilk being fein be the Aflembly, were col 
found foimd. Ther was alfo brought ther ane miflive letter direct be the arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury to the faid umquhill doctor Barron, with two other mif- 
fives direct to him and umquhill Mr, Alexander Rofs, from the bifhop of Rofs, 
all tending to the mentainance of Arniinianifrae, promifelng therfor reward, and 
withall willing them to caufe Raban imprint in the Book of Common Prayer 
fome paflages of Amunianiihie ; whilk papers and letters they carried with 
them, and fuffered the gentlewoman to goe. 

Munday the 3rd of Augufl, Mr. Andrew Cant, t^ voice of the GenersU At 
femblie, is ordained to be tranflaited frae Newbottle to Aberdein, to ferre at the 
kirk thereof; but be went firft preaching to GeDerall Lefslie's camp at New- 
caftle. 

Wednefday the 5th of Augufl, the earle of Seafortb, collonell mailer of Fof^. 
bes, Mr. John Adamfone principall of the coUedge of Edinburgh, William Rigg 
burgefs ther, doctor Guild rector of the King's CoUedge of Old AberdeiiijWiUi 
fome other barrens and gentlemen, held ane committee at the &id KJiig>Gal- 
ledge, where Mr. James Sandielands difcharged before to be canonift is now 
made dvilift, loth to want all. Thereafter, they came all lydeing up the gate, 
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came to Machir Kirk, ordained our blefied Lord Jefus Chrift his armes to be 
hewen out of the foir front of the pulpit therof, and to take down the portraitt 
of our bliflfed Virgine Mary and her dear fone babie Jefus in her armes, that 
had ilood fince the upputting therof, in curious work, under the fylring at the 
weft end of the pend, wheron the great ftipell ftands, onmoved whyle now ; 
and gave orders to colonell mafter of Forbes to fee this done, whilk he with 
all dilligence obeyed. And befydes. wher ther was any crucifix fett in glaflen 
windows, this he caufed pull out in honeft men's houfes. He caufed ane inafon 
ftrike out Chrift's armea in hewen work, on ilk end of biUiop Gavin Dunbar's 
tomb ; and (icklyke chiHell out the name of Jefus, drawen cypher wayes, IHS, 
out of the timber wall on the foirfyde of Machir Ille, anent the confiftorie 
door. The crucifix on the Old Toun crofs dung down ; the crucifix on the New 
Touu clofed up, being loth to brake the ftone ; the crucifix on the weft end of 
St Nicholas' Kirk in New Aberdein dung down, whilk was never troubled 
before. But this dilligent collonell mafter of Forbes kept not place long 
time therafter, but was fliortly caflieired, as ye may fee ; and after diverfe for- 
tunes, at laft he, with his lady, went to Holland to ferve. 

Now there were diverfe and fundrie acts made at this Aflembly, whilk 
is here referred to their own books. James Murray, fervitor to Mr. Archi- 
bald Jofanftoun, was fubflitute clerk to this Generall Adembly. Amongft the 
reft of their acts, it was ordained, that prayers ftiould be made at all parifh 
churches within Scotland for the good and happie fuccels of the army, then 
ryfeing to goe into England to fpeak with the king. They indicted ane 
new Generall Aflembly to be holden at St. Andrews the third Tuefday of 
Jnly nixt 1641; therafter diftblved, and ilk man ane fundrie gate, who had 
many bliftings following them for eating and diftroying the poor labourers' 
comes about the town, with their ill attended horfe, wherof they had litle 
regaird. 

Sunday the 9th of Auguft, doctor Guild preached befor and afternoones in 
Old Aberdein. Mr. Robert Ogilvie fubprincipall, publiekly fitting in Alexan- 
der Gordon of Brafmoir's dea&, as he was ordained by the prelbytrie, fub- 
foived the covenant after forenoon's ferraon, whilk the parlbne of Belhelvie 
bad refiifed befor. Prayer was made by Dr. Guild for the king, and alio for 
ane good fuccefs to the army goeing for the king, albeit at his firft lublcrive- 
ing of the covenant it was with limitation, and now he prayes for the army 
who wryte out ane pamphlet agaiuft a rifeing of armes. 
L Munday the 10th of Auguft, feven Icore burgelTes, craftfmen, and ap- 
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prentices, preft and perforce taken, to help to fill up Marifchairs regiment to 
goe to generall Le&lie. The honeft men of the town, wondering at this nuh 
nifold oppreffion, fled, took fifher boats and went to the fea, lurking about the 
craigs of Downy whyle this ilorme paft. 

The faid day, Monro lifts his camp frae Strathbo^e, fends bade the halll 
keyes to the lady marchionels, but doeing any offence or deid of wrong to that 
ftaitly pallace ; but they, amongft the reft, took up meikle bleitched death in 
whole webbs bleitching up and down Strathbogie ground, wherof ther ufii 
3reirly ther to be plentie, and would hang over the walls of the place hidll 
webbs (pittie to behold !) to dry, to the great hurt of the poor countrie people. 
Monro had lyen ther or his army, (except goeing to Spynie, as ye have heard 
before,) frae the 9th of July to this tenth of Auguft;, when they flitted tfadr 
camp. They fett all their lodges in fyre, they toomed out what was left ub- 
fpent within the gimells, they carried with them fome men, moneyea^ hoift^ 
and armes, deftroyed the beftiall, and left nothing behind them whidi might 
be carried. They left that countrie almoft manlels, moneylefi, horlelelsy and 
armelefs, fo pitiefully was the lame borne down and fubdued, but any mein 
of reiiftance. The people fwear, and fubfcrived the covenant moft obedienfly. 
And now Monro leaves them thus pitiefully opprefl;, and forward mardiea he 
to Forglyne, ane of the laird of Banfi^s houfes, and to Muirefk, his good- 
fane's houfe, (themfelves being both fled from the covenant into Engtand), 
plagueing, poinding, and pUmdering the countrie people belonging to them 
be the way moft cruellie, without any compaifion ; fyne comes directly to 
the burgh of Banff, and incamps upon a platt of plaine ground called the 
Dowhaugh. The fouldiers quickly fell to, and cutted and hew down the pteat 
ant planting and fruitful young trees, bravely growing within the laird ef 
Banfi^s orchyeards and yeards (pitiefiill to fee !) and made up to themfidves 
hutts wherin to lye in all night, and defend them frae ftormy weitta and 
rain. They violently brake up the yeitts of his flately pallace of BmS, 
brake up doors, and went throw the haill houfes, roumes, chalmbers, vietoall 
houfes, and others, up and down, brake up the victuall gimells, (whereof 
there were ft^re) for their food, and fpulzied his ground and his haill fremdt 
of horfe, nolt, kine, and iheep, filver and moneyes, and armes, fudi as bj 
any means they could try or gett. By and attour the earle of FindlatCft 
his unnatural freind, by command of the committee, medled, intrometted, and 
perforce took up his haill rents and leiveing out of the tennenta* hands fior 
mentainance of the good caufe. See more afterwards.

brother to goe to generall Lefslie, and himfelf returned back to Aberdein^ 
makeing great fearch for more fouldiers. Alexander Grordon returned btck 
with him frae Edinburgh to Dunnotter, where he left him, fyne had libertie 
to come to his own houfe in Old Aberdein ; but returned not back again to 
Marifchairs fervice, but bade ftill at home, without fyneing or other paw 
turbation. 

Colonell mafter of Forbes, now govemour in Marifchall's ablenoe of the 
toun of Aberdein, took up his dwelling in William Scot's . houfe anent the 
mercat Croce, himfelf fled the good caufe out of the kingdome ; and the coUa» 
nell putt his wife and baimes to the door, how foon he entered the houte^ whilk 
was upon the 18th of Auguft, and begane where Marifchall left off, to opprais 
and plunder the baill countrie within his divifion, and dayljr lent out pairtieB 
of mufkateirs to honeft men's houfes in Machir parochins againe for the fourth 
man, arms, and 40 dayes loan to make up his r^ment, otherwayes to dwiaU 
upon them, and to bring in the mafters themfelves, whilk perforce they be* 
hoved to obey, and pay over againe ; pityfull to behold. Marifchall and he 
forted not weill upon thir divifions ; whereupon he conveined the lord Frafir 
and about 100 horfe and gentlemen of his own kin, who upon their own 
charges convoyed this collonell to the Tables to complaine upon MarUchaD, 
who had neither left men nor money within his divifion, whom MariiUudl 
alfo followed. See more afterwards. 

Saturday the 15th of Auguft, proclamation made at the Croce of Abop- 
dein, chargeing all manner of men in burgh or land within the iheriffdome to 
pay the tenth penney of their rents, victuall rent, filver rent, or ftnmiull pent 
Sdly, To deliver their filver work, upon fecuritie for repajrment of the prke^ 
according to the weight therof. Sdly, To lend out their monyes upon fiifli* 
dent fecuritie of repayment, with the annuall rents. 4thly, To take order 
with the runaway fouldiers. 

This proclamation doubtlels was made at the croces of the haill burrows of 
Scotland, wherunto was given obedience, except the filver work that was not 
craved at this time, and they had little moneyes left them to lend out upcm 
furetie. 

Tuefday the 18th of Augufi;, doctor William Guild, and one called Mr. lUh 
bert Baillie, were putt on leitt, who ihould be chofen prindpall of the King^s 
CoUedge of Old Aberdein, now vacand by depofition of doctor William Left- 
lie, prindpal therof. This lift feemed flrange, and againft the foundatioOt 
wher any perfone not learned within the C!olledge ihould be preferred befwe 
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perloDS educat aod brought up therin, aad of no lels gifts and learning 
nor thefe ftrangers, wherof fome then within the colledge were regents, as was 
reported. Alwayes they goe on ; doctor James Sandielands, commifTar of 
Aberdein, was chancellar of the faid univerfitie in abfenoe of the biOiop of 
Aberdein, and was prefent in the CoUedge Hall; the regents, granimarieri 
and remanent founded members, were ther ; Mr. Thomas Sandielands young 
oommillarie in name of the earle of Lothian, Mr. ^Villiam Davidfone fherrifif 
depute of Aberdein in name of the earle of Angus, Mr. James Baird advoeat 
in name of the earle of Marr, and Mr. Patrick Cbalmer (herriff clerk in name 
of the earle of Murray, were ther ; whilk four noblemen being the four neareft 
countryes about this Colledge had, be virtue of the foundation, voice and place 
in the election of ane principall,_/crfe vacante be deceafe or deprivation. Weill, 
they conveined altoglther ; Patrick Rankine, fervitor to the faid Mr. James 
Baird is this court's clerk. They goe forward, wher this doctor Guild is elected 
and chofen principall of this univerfitie ad vitam aut culpam, and the other re- 
J€Cted : but what warrand thefe who compeared for the four noblemen, procu- 
ratorie or otherwayes, they had, to make this election, I know not ; but order 
appearandly was given from the Tables to this effect. Now this doctor Guild, 
who firft lublcrived the covenant with limitation, now fubfcrives the covenant 
without limitation, prayes for the good fuccefe of the army, who wrote againft 
raifetng of armes. Therafter, doctor Lelslie rendered the haill keyes of the col- 
ledge, librarie, and all whilk he had, to doctor Guild, wherewith he Ihortly 
poflefled himfelfe. Doctor Lelslie was tollerat to keep ane chamber within the 
eoUedge to himfelfe, wherin to ly and to lludy ; but bought his meat throw 
the Old Toun wher he pleafed, with great modeftie, refolveing with patience 
to abyde God's good will without murmuration or appearance of difcontent, 
wher or in whatfoever Jbcietie he hnppened to he. 

Mr. Patrick Gordon was brought out of the laird of Haddo's place, being 
fervant to him, and chofen regent in the depofed Mr. Alexander Scroggie 
younger, his place ; and lb this meeting diflblved. See more of doctor Guild 
herafter. 

The laid 18th of Auguft, major Monro with fome few company rydes frae 
BanfT towards Murray, (leaveing his regiment behind him) for giveing order 
to them, Rols, Sutherland, Caithnefs, and Strathnaver, to raile the fourth 
man with 40 dayes loan, to goe for Dunfe to generall Lelslie, as ye fliall 
Ihortly hear. Many barons and gentlemen mett him, and honoured him be 
the way ; he haifliely returned againe to the camp, and be the way brake up 
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the iron yeitt of Inchdrower, (ane place where Banff ufed himlelfe moft oom- 
xnonly to keep and dwell intill) and forceablie took it off, fyne firid it tx fi?e 
merks to ane countrieman, whllk ane hundred pounds had not made up. Tbqr 
brake up doors and windowes, entered the haill houfe» defiEu^ and dang down 
and abufed beds, burds, and haill infight plenifhing, and left nothing within 
whilk they might carry with them. Pitieful to behold the pollide of the groqnd 
and kingdom fo abufed, but authoritie or law firom pur foveraigne lord the 
king*8 majeftie! 

Generall Lelslie is now at Dunfe with about 20,000 brave fouldierSy hoiie 
and foot He incamped at Cheflaw wood, hard befyde Dunfe, They had good 
provifion of all things neceiTar, and had ten cannons of batterie, and four ibofe 
field pieces, as report paft. Edinburgh zealoufly fumiihed them 9000 eDa of 
canvafs and harden to be tents and pavilions ; they delivered be their great 
oath, all the filver work within all the town of Edinburgh, but relpect 
of perfones, upon fecuritie of repayment in cmudet money according to the 
weight ; whilk filver work was haiftiely cunzied in good money to pay the 
fouldiers. There were in this army many brave captaines and commanden^ 
of purpofe fent for be the Covenanters to Germany, France, Flanders, and 
Holland, and (tore of armes, powder and ball dayly fumiihed and brought 
from Holland ; and thus lyes he ftill at Cheflaw wood, in good order, drawn 
on be the Englifli houfe of Commons and others, projectors of our tnmbki 
and common calamities within that and our own countrie, ftill priviely uige- 
ing this generall to come forward, as the report went, with all diligence. 

The king informed of thir proceedings, raifes up alfo ane army about fixtein 
thoufand foot and four thoufand horfe, minding be himlelfe in perfbne to come 
to the feilds ; and be open proclamatione, at the haill parioch churches of Eng- 
land and mercat croces, declaired this our army to be traitors, oonunanding 
alfo and ftrictly chargeing all Engliflimen his good fubjects, on no wayes to 
receipt, fupply, or fupport thefe Scotts, in meat, drink, or other neceflariea, im- 
der the pain of high treafon ; intending alfo to be at Newcaftle, wher the kinffs 
magazine lay, befor Generall Le&lie fliould come ther : but all for nought ; 
the king is difappointed. — Weill, this army, confifting of about 20,000 brave 
captaines, cavalliers, and fouldiers, by and attour 10,000 baggage men, ia now 
at the lifting ; but before the camp was raifed they let forth ane faper whcfwf 
the tenor foUowes : 
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rebels at every Paroch Kirk, yet fo wife, fo grave, fo juft was that High Court of Fariiamait 
(to their everlafiing honour be it remembred) that no thzeatnings, nor feares, nor pronii(o% aor 
hopes, could moove them to deceme a Warre, or grant any Sobfidie for a Warn againft vm ; bst 
raUier by their fpeeches, complaints, and grievances paralell to oars, did jnilifie the Canft wUch 
we defend. 

This rich and recent favour doth fo bmde onr hearts, that were onr power never to gveatt '^ 
flionld jadge onr felves the onworthiefl of all men, and could look for no kfle then v engeano 
the righteous God, if we fhonld moove hand or foot againft that Nation, fo comfortably to vm 
fented in that honourable meetmg. In this our thankfnll acknowledgment, wee defire that the City 
of London may have their owne large ihare, as they well deferve by the noble proofea they have 
given of their conftant affection to Religion, and the peace of both Kingdomes, notwithftaadiBg the 
contbuall afiaults of the mif-leaders of King and Court living amongft them, and ahrayea fiNB^^g 
the trumpet of Sedition in their ears : And if this which doth fo convince us, ihall not be thimghl 
fufficient to latiiBe all the good pe<^e of Engbfnd, Wee now, before God and the world, OMke eftr 
in generall, and will make offer to fo many of them as will require it in particular, of the ftroayifl 
and moft inviolable bond of our folemne Oath and religious atteftation of the great Name of God^ 
who is our feare and our dread, and from whom we hope for a bleffing upon our Ezpeditioa, Aii 
we intend no enimitie or rapine, and ihall take no man's goods^ nor ingage our lelvea in Mood by 
fighting, unleile we be forced unto it, which we may look for from the Papifis, Ptalata, and othsn 
of that faction ; but that any fuch thing ihall come from godly men, or good patriots who lovo.dM 
trueth of Religion, or the King*s honour, and their owne libertie, both the rule of charity, whiA 
entertaineth no fnfpition, where there is no evill-deferving, and the rule of wifedome^ whkk teach* 
eth, that both Nations muft now iland or foil together, doe forbid us to apprehend. 

All the deiigne of both Kmgdomes is, for the trueth of Religion, and for the juft Lftcrty of the 
Subject ; and all the devices and doings of the enemy are for oppreffing of both, that our l^^Jy— 
may bee turned into Superiiition and Atheiime, and our Libertie into bafo fervitude and boBdi|^: 
To bring this to pafle, they have certainly conceived, that the blocking up of this Kingdome by Ssi 
and Land, would proove a powerfull and infallible meane : for either within a very ihort time ihall 
wee through want of trade, and fpoyUng of our goods, be brought to fuch eztreamity, poverty, wti 
confaiion, that we ihall miferably defire the conditions which wee now defpifo and dedyne, aad has 
forced to embrace their will for a Law, both in Kirk and Policie, which will bee a precedent for As 
like mifery in England, taught by our example to be more wife. Oripon the other part, we IhaB 
by this invaiion bee conilrayned furiouily, and without order, to breake into England, which wa be* 
leeve is their more eameft deiire, becaufe a more fpeedy execution of their defigne: For we doubt 
not but upon our comming, clamours will bee rayfed, poits fent, and Proclamations made tfarai^ 
the Kingdome, to ilander our pious and juft intentions, as if this had been our meaning Iran Ae 
beginning. To ftirre up all the Engliih againft us^ that, once being entered in blood, they may with 
their owne fwords, extirpat their own Religion, lay a prefent foundation with their own hands for 
buildbg of Rome, in the midft of them, and be made the authors both of their own and oar flamy, 
to continue for ever. 

But in this admirable opportunity of vindication of true Religion and juft Liberty, if divine pvavi- 
dence bee looked upon with a reverent Ey, and men fearing God, and loving the King'a honev, 
and peace of both Kingdomes, ihall walke worthy of their Ph>foflkm, although the enenuea haie 
obtained fo much of their deiires, as by coards of their own twifting to draw us into Engfauid^ yd 
may their maine defigne be difoppointed, the rope which they have made bniii|^t vfoa their 
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eecks, and their wifeilome turned into foolillines, whicJi we hara reafon to hope for from that Sn- 
preaine wifedome and power, whicli )iHth in all tbc proceedings of tliis Work, turned their devices 
upon their nwn pates that plotted them. 

Ipourlnformations.Remonftrances, anil the True Reprefentation ofour proceedings fmce t)i« latfl 
ptcification, we have Co farre eJcprelFed the wrongs wliich wee have fullained, and the dillreflea 
which wee faSer, bb may make manifed our prelFing oecellity, lo take fome other courfe for our pre- 
fent relief, then I'ach Pelliions, Snpplicationa, and CoinnjilFionHj as we have ufed before, with lelTe 
faccefle, then could have been expected of a Kingdome from their owne native King. Before we 
ftirred fo roach as with a Petition, we endured for many yeares, not ooety the perpetuall oppofltioD 
of the trueth and power of Religion by Prelata and Paplltt, but aUb the violation of all our Liberties, 
and tlmoll the totall fubrerfion of our Religion, which wasonr comfort in the fight of God, and the 
glory of this Nation in the light of other Kirkes, who by the tellimony of their Divines, made oar 
Reformation the raeafure of their wilhea, and would hare redeemed it with their greatett worldly 
lolTes. AAlien grolTe Popery was noloriouHy obtruded upon us in the books of Canoos and Common 
prayer, without confent or knowledge of the Kirke, and the plot of the Prelats and Papills wholly 
dilcorered, how to fiittle it in both NaiionB, wee added to our former fuSerings, no other Armea but 
Prayen andTeares noto God, and Petitions unto our King;, which were utterly rejected ; The books 
and corruptions againll which we petitioned highly exalted, and by the infolent advice of thofe who 
goveme now his Conncells, and labour to cllablilh their own evill acquired greatnelle, upon onr op- 
preflion, and the ruinea of oar Religion and Liberties, we were forbidden to infill, under the pain of 
high Treaibn. When wee found our felves thus oppoled and borne downe, liill infiJling in our 
humble defires, we folemnely renewed our Nationall Oath and Covenant, for preferving of onr Reli- 
gion and Liberties, and of his Majellie's authority, knowing the violation of that Oath, to bee the 
gailtinefle which had procured our woes, and that our repentance and turning to God, were the 
meaoes by his bleffing for good fuccelle. When contrary to our delerving and expectation. His Ma- 
jefty was moved by wicked connfell, tomarch toward us with an Army, we were veryfoon pieaTed, and 
cboofed rather to neglect inch courfes, as might ferve for our humane lafcty, tlien to fall in feeming 
difobedience to our King, or to give the fniallell ditlalle to our dear Drethren in England : And 
iherfore dilbaoded our Forces, delivered all holds which were ciBVed in teflimony of our obedience ; 
and fo farre complyed with his Majeltie's pleafure, that notwitbllanding the determination of oar 
lawfnll former Alfembly called by his Majelly, we were contented that a new free AfTembly and 
Parlisjnent Hiould be appointed, where all thingi both concerning our Religion and Liberties, iniglit 
■igain be confidered and ellablilhed. When matters Ecclellailicall were determined in the Allembly, 
according to the couAitutions of the Kirk, in the prel'ence, and with the coulent of his Majellies 
CommilTiouer, and the Parlianient was conveened for perfecting the Work, although we walked 
thoeio fo warily, that do jult provocation was given to his Majelly, yet contrary to the Lawea and 
Cnllome of this Kingdome, the Parliament I'u certainly promifed, when his Majelty was free of thofe 
bad Coonfellours, was by their evill advyce pron^ued ; which, to fhew onr ioTincihlo obedience, we 
were content lo fulTer, and did fend up our Commiinonera to London, to render the reafons of our 
demands. When our ComrailTioners and Petitions of the Parliament calle<l by his Majelly, were fo 
Avre rejected, that they were never feen nor heard, we fend up our Commilftoners again with onr 
Propofitions, which contained nothing but what was necelTary for the good and peace of the King- 
done, and was granted unto us before, under his MajeHie's hand, yet could they finde no anfwer at 
all, wliicb will be wondered at, and hardly beleeved by lb many as are Itrangen at Court, and know 
not that the Bilhop of Canterbury, and the Lievtenant of Ireland, with the afiil^cs of the loo too

powerfoll ftction of the Pkpifts, labour to ihow their seale for hie MigeAie^e gitntiieffls hj Aeop- 
preffingthejoflLibertiesoftheSQbjectisandthereformedReligionymaUtbeth^ Bll 
in place of the gradons anfwer which we expected. Our CommiffioiiaB were nAntaod, and oa^ff 
the Noblemen imprifoned ; Garrifons of ftrangen fet OTer onr headsy in an iaMent and 
way, exerdfing their cruelty even againfl womea and diildren ; Our flnpa and gooda 
fbnke, and the Ownon ftripped naked, and more inhnmanely afed at die coanDandeBMBt of abafr 
ed authority by the fubjects of our owne King, then by Tories and Infiddi; And great Anai ei pwh 
pared againft us, with a terrible Commiffion to fiibdoe anddeftroy ouiiUTes, our ReUgioBy Ubvdei^ 
Lawes and all. 

In this eztreamity for us to fend new Commiffioners or Petitions, were againft tmSe and 
rienee ; thofe that goveme the King's Counfels being hi from any inclination or intention to 
the jufl defires and gricTances of the Subjects, as they have made manifeft by breaiung up of Aa 
Parliaments in both Kingdomes. To fit ftill in fenfelefneffi» and ftupiditiey wayting for 
deftmction at the difcretion of our mercilefle enemies (which were it not at this time jeyned 
the caufe of God, would more us the lefle) is not onely againfl Religion, but Nature 
commanding us to fludy our own preferration. To endure continuall threatningi, and ft gnai 
hoflility and inyafion from yeare to yeare, which is the profefled polide of our enemiea, b ioqMflt 
ble ; and when wee ha^e examined our own Strength, more then we are able to beare. We hafi 
therefore, after much agitation and debating, with, and amongft ourielres, refolred to huTO ov pfo» 
ceedings, which ha^e been canrafled by fo many, and brought to feme point of determination in ear 
own P^iament, to be better known to the King's Majefty, and the worid, and eQ>ecially to the Bm^ 
dome of England, that againfl all falfe and artificiall relations, they being nakedly feen to be wkal 
they are, wee may obtaine a better grounded and more durable peace, for enjoying of oar rtrl^isa 
and Lawes : and as wee defire the unworthy authors of our troubles, who hare come ovt ftuai o«w 
felres, to be tryed at home, and jufUce to be done upon them, according to our owne lawea ; A 
ihall we prefle no ficurther procefle againfl thefe pernicious counfellours in England, tiie aallMta rf 
all the miferies of both kingdomes, then what their own parliament fhall deceme to be their jail 
deferving. 

When we look back upon this Work of Reformation from the beginning, and perceire the Iwofnt 
fions of the proyidence of God in it, wee are forced, in the midfl of all our difficulties and diflnfl^ 
toblefle God for bis fatherly care and free lore to this Kirk and Kingdome, and to take couiag a aad 
fyint to proceed in patience and perfeirerance, whither he fhall goe before us, and leade aa m. 
When the Prelats were growne by their rents and lordly dignities, by their power orer all ftrls if 
his Majeflie*8 Subjects, Miniflers, and others, by their places in P^liament, Conneell, Criledga ef 
Juflice, Exchequer, and high CommifRon, to an abfolute dominion and greatnefle, and letting their 
one foot on the Kirk, and the other on the State, were become intollerably infolent, even then dii 
the work begin, and this was the Lord's opportunity. The beginnings were fmall, and pfoodM 
no great thing, but have been fo feconded and continually followed by Dirine Proridenoe, 
us from flep to flep, that the neceflity was inyincible, and could not be refifled. It eannat be 
prefled what motions filled the hearts, what teares were powred forth from the eyes, and what 
came from the mouthes of many thonfands in this Land at that time, from the fenfe of the Wire 
power of God, rayfing them as from the dead, and giring them hopes after fo great a deluge 
raflation, to fise a new world, wherein Religion and Righteoufnefie fhould dwell. When 
many times at a paufe, and knew not well what to doe, the feares, the fnriea, the peeTiflncA^ aad 
the plots alfo of bur dementat adverfaryes, opened the wayes unto ua, and taaght ua how-to proc a ad ; 
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ud what they deTiTeil to niine iia, ferreil moft againll themfelTea, and for nyCmg and promooviog 
the woAe. Altliough neither Counccll, nor Sellioii, nor any otiicr Judicature, hatli beea all ibis time 
Attin^, and there have beene meetings u( many tbouranits at fume times, yet liave they been keep- 
ed irtthont loronlt or trouble, and without excelle or ryot, in belter order and greater qnietnelTe, then 
in the moft peaceable times bath been found in tliis land. When we were content at the paciGca- 
tion, to lay down Annes, and with great lolle, to live at liorae in peace, our wicked enemlM hava 
be«n like the troubled Sea when it cannot retl, wliofe waters cad np mire anil dirt, and will have 
us to doe that which it leemeth the Lord bath decreed againd them. The purity of our Intention! 
farm from bale and earthly refpects, the bent and inclination of our hearts in the midll of many 
dangers, tlie fitting of inllmnientti, not onely with a defire aad difpofiiion, but with fpirit and 
ability to overcome oppofition, and the conllant peace of heart accompanying us in our wayes, 
which besreth us out agninll all accufations and aTperfionB, are to us flrong grounds of aiPurance, 
that God hath accepted onr worke, and will not leare us. We know that the Lord may ufe even 
wicked men in his ferrice, and may fill their Tailes with a faire gale of abilities, and carry ibein 
on with a flrong band, which fhould make us to iearch our hearts the more narrowly : but at 
this ought not to dilconrage his own faithfall fervanls, who out of love to his Name, intend his ho- 
nour, walk in his wayes, £nde hia peace comforting ibem, his providence directing them, and bit 
pretence blelTing them in their affaires ; fo it cannot be any juil gronod of quarrelling agunft tbt 
work of God. 

Yet all thofe our enconragementa, which have upholden our hearts in the midil of many tronblesi 
could not make our entry into Eogland warrantable, if our peace, wliich we eameflly leek and fbU 
iiaw after, could be found at home, or eilewheie. Where it is to be found, we mull feek after it i 
and no foooer fliall we finde il, but by laying down our Armcs, and by the evidences of our peace- 
able dilpofition, wee lliall make it manlfell to the world, and efpecially to the Kingdome of England, 
that we are feeking nothing elfe, and that our taking up of Armes, was not for invafiun, but for de- 
fence. No man necdeth to plead hy pofiiivc Law for necelTity, it is written in every man's heart 
by Nature ; and in all Nations we find men have received it by praclife, that NecelTity is a Soveraigni> 
tie, a Law above all Lawes, isfuliject tonoLaw, andthereforeisfaidlohavenoLaw; where Neceffity 
conmundelh, the Laws of Nature and Nations give their confent, and all pofilive Lnwes are filent and 
give place. This l.aw hath place fomeiiraes to excufe, Ibmetimes to eitenuat, and fometimes to 
jnftifie and warrand actions othcrwayes quertionablc. And no greater necelTity can be, then the pre- 
lierration of Religion, which is the Soule ; of the Countrey, which is the Body ; of our Lyves who are 
Ute members; and of the honour of the King, who is the Head. All thofe at this time are in a com- 
mon hazard, and to preiervn and fecnre all, wee know no other way under the Sonne (and if any 
man be fo wife as to know it, wee delire to heare it, and fhall bee ready to follow it,) but to take 
order with onr common enemies, where they may be found, and to feek our aOiirance where it may 
be given. The quedion is not, whether we lliall content our felves with our own poverty, or enrich 
onrfelvei in England ; that queflion ia impioua and ablurd. Neither is the qucllion, whether we Ihall 
defend ourfelvea at home, or invade our Neighhonrs and dearefl Brethren ; this alfo were uncliriftian 
and onreafonable : But this ia the qucflion, whether it be wifdome and piety to keep our felvea with- 
in the Borders till onr throata be cat, and our Ueligion, Lawes, and Countrey be dellroyed ; or tball 
wvabeflirreoarfelves, and feekeour Safeguard, Peace, and Liberty in England; whether we fliall doe 
or dye ; whether we ftiall goe and live, or abide and perifli : Or more largely to enprefle all, whether 
tre, who are not a few privat perfons, but a wlrale kingdome, Ihall lye under the burthen of fo many 
•ccnfJuiona, at fcarcely in the worfl times have been intended againft ChriiUana, Receive the Service 
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bookstand the whole body of Popery, Embrsc« th« Prelata, and their abjored Hierarchy, Renounce 
onr lulemoe Oath and Coreoant, I'o many times IVotqc by ua, lole all onr laboun aad pftines in thii 
caufe, and forget oar former llavery aD<l wonted delirea of redemption at the deared rate, Tickle t)ie 
mindea of our enemies with joy, and flrengthen their haiida with violence, and fill the hearts of onr 
friendi witJi lbrroir,and their faces with Ihamc, liecanfe of as, Deferte and dilbonoor the Sonne of 
God, wbofe Caafe we have under-taken, n-bole Banner wee liave difplayed, and whofe Tmetfa ud 
Power hath been thin time pall, more comfortable onto ns, then all that the peace and profperity of 
the world coold have rendered, and draw opon oar felves all the Jodgments which God hath eie- 
cnted upon Apollates Gnee the beginning ; Or Ihall we fold oar hands, and waite for the perfect 
flavery of onr lelves, and oar pollerity, in oar Sonles, Bodies, and Eflales, and (which ia all one) 
foolilhly to Hand to oar defence, where we know it is impoliSble ; Or Ihall we I'eeke our reliefe in 
following the calling of God, (for our nec«flily can bee interpreted to be no lelFe} and entering by 
the doore which his providence hath opened nulo n*, when all wayes are flopped bel'itle ? 

Our enemies at firfl did Ihroad themfelves To fnrre with the King's anthority, that they beboored 
to Hand and fall together, and that to cenfare them, was treafon againll the King. Bat we late 
fhowne, that the Kmg's Crowne is not tyed to a Prelat's Mitre ; and that the one may be c&tl onto 
the ground, and the other have a greater Inilre and glory then before. Now ihey take themfelvra 
to Bnotlier llarting-hole, and would have men tbinke, tliat to come in to England, and to pnifoe 
tbetn, although legally, is to invade the Kingdome where they live; as if the catting away of in 
uunfence, or the curing of an Impoflume, were the killing of the Body. Let ihem fecore them- 
felvea under the fhelter of their own pfaantsfiee ; but we are not fo undifceming, as like mad men, 
to ran fiuionfly upon Inch as they firll meet with, and come in their way. For altbottgb it cannoi 
bee denyed, but tlic wrongs done unto us; aa the breaking of tbe tate Peace, crying n* down as 
rebels and traytoura, the taking of our Ihips and goods, die imprifoning of oar CommiHionerB, the 
acta of hofljhiy done by the Englilh in our callles, had they beene done by the State or Kingdoms 
af England, they might hare beene juAcaul'ea of a National quarrelling: Vet Ance tbe Kingdome of 
£ng1and, conveened in Parliament, have refufed to contribute any Tupply againll ns, have iLovii 
therofelves to be prelTed with ^evances like unto ours, have earneflly pleaded for redrelle snd 
remedy, and a Declaradon made, that his Majefty ont of Parliament will redrefle them, whidi iB%bt 
be ■ cnre tat tbe grievancei of particnlar Subjects^ bnt Mationall grierances imjaire tbe haad of the 
Parliament for their core : for preventing whereof, the parliament was broken op and diffilni 
Neither doe we qnarrell with tbe Kingdome for the Injaries which we foflain ; nor can tfaay qMnd 
with US, for taking order with (hat preralent Faction of Papifls and Prekta, the Authon irf to mmf 
woes to both Nations, let all who love ReligioD and their liberty joyn againft the commoB eneoMs, 
and let them be accnrfed who ihall not feek the preTervation of their Neigfabonr Nation, both in B» 
t^j^n and Lawea, as thrar own, as knowing that the nnne of one, will prove the rmne of botlL 

And as we atteft tbe God of Hearen and Earth, that thofe and no other are oar IntentMaa; ft 
upon the fame grealefl atleHation doe we declare, That for atchiering HikA enda, we flmll aate 
ffun OUT puna, fortunes, nor lyres, which we know cannot be more profitably and bonotablyfpCBt: 
That we fhall not take from onr Friends and Brethren, from a threed even to a Qkkm Iatche^ h^ 
for om' own moneyea, and tbe jnft payment, that wee come amongft them as their FHodi mI 
Brethren, very fenfible of tb«r by-paA fnfferinga and prefent dangera, both in Religioa and TUmlaa. 
and molt willing to doe them all tbe good we can. Ijkeaa wee eertaialy ezpce^ that they turn 
tbe like fenfe of onr hard condition, and inlollerable diftrellea, which hath farced na to eooie fcoa 
oar own Conntrey, will joyne and concnnre with its, in the mofl jnft and noble wsyee, for ol 
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our jnll defires. And when oar own noneyes and lueanes are fpent, we (hall crave nothing but upon 
furety of repayment, how foon polTibly it can be made, ivhal is neceiTarj' for the entertun- 
v Army, which wee are allured To many as love Religion, and the peace of both Kingilomes 
will willingly offer, as that which tliey know we cannot want, anil in their wife fore fight will pro- 
ride the way to fumifli oecefiHries, and to reeeire the furety. This conrre being keeped by both 
fides, will neither harme oar Brethren, for they fhall bee IktillGed to the leall farthing ; nor our felres, 
who look for a recompence from the rich providence of God, for wliofe fake we have hazarded the 
lolle of nil things. The efcapeii of feme Souldioors (if any IhtiU happen) we trull (hall not be im- 
puted onto as, who Ihall labor by all means to prevent them more carefully, and to punijh them more 
Iftvere'ly, then if done to our IVIves, and in our own Country. Our profelTed enemies the PapiJls and 
nvlatB, with their adherents, and the receipters of their goods and geir, we conceive wilbe more pro- 
vident, then to refule us necefliiry fujlentation, when they remember what counrell was given by 
tbem, for declaring all our Fofiefiions to be forfeited, and to be dil'pofed of to them, as well deferving 
Subjects. We Ihall demand nothing of the King's Majedy, but the fettling and fecuring of the true 
Religion, and Liberties of thb Kiogdome, according to the Conltitutions and Acts of the late Aflem. 
blie*, and Parliament, and what a jull Prince oweth by the Lawes of God and the Countrey, to his 
grieved Subjects, comming before him with their humble deGres and fuppUcations. Our abode in 
England fhalbe for no longer time, then in tlieir Parliament our juft grievances and complaints Ihall 
be beard and redrefled, fuflicient elTurancc given for the legall tryalt and punifhment of the Authors 
of our evills, and for enjoying of our Religion and Liberties in peace againll the iuTafion of their 
Coontreymen. Our returning thereafter Ihall be with expedition, in a peaceable and orderly way, 
firre from all molellalion ; anil wee trull the effect Ihall be againll Papilts the extirpation of Popery, 
igainA Prelats tlie Reformation of tlie Kirk, againll Atheills the tlourilliing of the gofpel, and againll 
traytours and fire-brands, a perfect and durable Union and Love between the two Kingdomes : 
whicii, he giant, who knoweth our intentions and defires, and is able to bring them to palle. And if 
any more be required, God will reveale it, and goe before both Nations ; and if he goe before us, who 
will not follow, or reftde to put their necks to the Work of the Lord ? Finis. 

This paper was put furth, imprinted, difperled, and Ipread tlirow both Eng- 
land and Scotland before lifting of our army frae Chellaw wood, that the equitie 
of our good caule might be clearly fein, where it is to be obl'erved that the 
Puritans of England and we both had lliaken hands befor the beginning of 
this work ; whilk bred truely great troubles and alterationes both in England 
and Scotland, and horrible blood and murder in Ireland, as hereafter plainly 
appear ; for, by our trampleitig out of popery in both kingdomes, and bearing 
down of prelats and papifts, whom we called our enemies, Ireland goes to 
arms, fetta furth a remonftrance, avowing the Catholick Roman religion, in 
defpyte of ub and our proceedings, and therewith fell too, againft our Englifii 
and Scotts inhabitants, contrair to their profeifion, brunt their biggings, comes, 
aud all that they had, murdered and flew man wife and children hut re- 
tnorfe, baniflied minilters 8cotts and Englifli, and with ane uplifted band vowed, 
protelled, and declared their open rebellion and popilh religion, againft our 
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covenant and proceedings ; yea to the admiration of many, laying, as our co- 
venant expelled prelats and papiils, fo they would ezpell both proteftants and 
puritanes, be way of fupplicationes to his majeftie and raifeing of arms, as we 
did : pitiefull to behold in Ireland, befydes the diftractions in England and 
malcontents in Scotland, as hereafter may appear. 

Now thir intentions being printed and fet furth, as laid is, there followed 
another imprinted peice upon the back thereof, which, coppied verbatim, is thus: 

IfiformaJtumfrom the Scotdsh Nation, to all the true EngUthf 
Concernmg theprefeni Eapediiiom. 

Our diflrefles in our Religion and Liberties being of late more preffing then we were Me to 
oor Supplications and Commiffions, which were the remedies iifed by ns for our reliefe, wen 
many delayes and repnlfes, anfwered at laft with the terrors of an Army comming to our bot j g i ; 
A peace was concluded, bnt not obfenred ; and when we did complain of the breach, and fiq^pBcal 
for the performance, our Commiffioners were hardly intreated ; new and great prepantMoa woe 
made for war ; and many acts of hoftility done agunfl ns, both by Sea and Land. In this cab to 
ftnd new Commifiioners or fupplications, were againil experience, and hopel^% ; to maiataia aa 
Army on the borders is abore our ftrength, and cannot be a ikfety nnto us by Sea ; to retire heaM* 
ward, were to call on onr Enemies to follow ns, and to make our felres and our Coimtrey a pray by 
land, as onr Ships and goods are made at Sea : — ^We are therefore eonfbrained at this time to ooai 
into England, not to make warre, but for ieeking onr relief and prefenration. 

Dnetie obligeth us to bre England as onr felyes : Your grieTances are oars ; Tlie p ra fef i alk a 
or mine of Religion and Liberties, is common to both Nations : We muft now ftand or faD togadMf. 
Suffer not therefore malice and calnmnie to prenule fo fiir as to perfwade, that we come to anka 
warre. Wee call Hearen and Earth to Witnefle, that we are far from foch intentions, and that we hafa 
no purpofo to fight, except we be forced, and in onr own defence (as we hare more fully expradU 
in our large Declaration) we come to get aflhrance of the injoying of our Religion and Liberties ia 
peace againft invafion : and that the authors of all our grierances and yours being tryed in Bnfia- 
ment, and our wrongs redrefled, the two Kiogdomes may li?e in greater lo?e and unitie then e?s 
before, which to our common rejoycing, wee may confidently expect from the goodnes of God^ if 
the wicked connfels of Papifls, P^lats, and other fire-brands their adherents be not mote harioMd 
unto, then onr true and honeft Declarations. 

And where it may be conceived, that an Army cannot come into England but they will wafte and 
ipoile ; We declare, that no Souldiours fhall be allowed to commit any out*rage, or do the fiaalkft 
wrong, but fhalbe puniflied with feyerity ; That we fhall take neither meat nor drink, nor any tUag 
elfe, but for our moneyes : and when onr moneyes are fpent, for fnfficient furety, which by pahBqae 
order fhalbe given to all fnch as fhall furnifh us things neceAry. We neither have ipared, nor wiD 
we fpare our pains, fortunes, and lyves in this caufo of our aflhrance and yoar deliTerance : aad 
therefore cannot look from any well-affected to trueth and peace, to be either c^pofed by fofce aad 
unjufl violence in our peaceable paflage, or to be difcouraged by wilfnll or nncharitaUe with-hold* 
ingof meanesforour fuflentationon oar way. We are brethren: Tour worthy Radeccfl S a a at dba 
time of Reformation, vonchiafed us their help and affifiance. We have f(W aiany yeara Hvad ialafa : 
we have common defires of the purity of Religion and quietneaof both Kingdomea: oar hopaa are 
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|» fee bett«r days in thia Hand : our Enemiea alio are common : Let na not npon tlieir fu^eftioni ot 
oar own spprelieniiooH, be friends to them and enemies to our felres: We defire notliiiig but what 
in the like extreamily (wJiich we jiray God your Nation nerer find) we would moft gladly upon the 
Eke Declaration grant unto you, comming with your Supplications to the King's Majellie, were he 
living amongft us : and what ye would we Ihould doe nnlo you, we tmft ye will be moved to dofl 
eren lb onto us, that the blelTing of God may rell upon both. 



This paper, and the Scotts intentioiis, both wanteil dates ; yet was divul- 
gate befor the raifeing of our army, as would appear, throw England and Scot- 
land. 

Allwayes upon Tuefday the 18th of Auguft or thereby, general I,elalie 
railed his army frae Chelslaw wood befyde Dunfe, and pafled over the Tweed 
that lamen day, ane prettie river. 

Thurfday the 20th of Auguft, ane committee holden at Aberdein by collonell 
Alexander mafter of Forbes, the lord Fral'er, the lairds of Monymufli, and 
Towie, Forbes of Balnagafk, and feme othera ; where fundrie acts were 

made and publiftied, whilk coppied is thus : 

I It is appointed be the committee that all the heritors within the Jherriffdome of Aberdein, of the 
BtaAer of Forbes' dirifion, lend in three men Weill armed nnd furniflied with 40 dayes loan, accord- 
ing to the common order, and conform to their llents ; their rendezvous to be at Aberdein befor iho 
S9th of Augull inltant : and in cafe of faillie, every heritor to pay for ilk man that he Ihall happen 
■ot lo deliver weill armed and fnmillied at the faid day, as faid is, the number of fire rix dollars to 
ibe Iwd mailer of Forbes; and that by andattour the prelen ting and fumifhingoriheir men, as faid is. 
Fuder, it is appointed at the laid committee, that all and whatfomever heritors within the (herriff- 
doine of Aberdein convein themfelves within their ieverall prelliytries, upon Wedenfday the 26th 
of thii inllant, for perfecting of their valuations ; and being perfected, that the lamen be lent on 
TkndUay niit to tlie committee to be holden in the laid mailer of Forbes' houfe at Aberdeii) ; and 
tkat every kirk felTion chul'e ane I'ufficient commillioner to aiifwer and obey fuch orders as they ihall 
receive frae the commillioners of prelbytries. And farder, they who happen lo receive ane dilband- 
ed fualdier, that he incontinent fend him to ttie committee under the pain of cenfiireing as diiaffect- 
ed to the good caufe. 

Thir, with fundrie other acts, were read out after fermon in the parifli 
dinrch of Old Aberdein upon Sunday the 23rd of Auguft, when Mr. John 
Lundie, mailer of the grammar Ichool, was cbofen be the pariochiuera therof 
oommifiioner to attend the prelbytrie of Aberdein ; and Mr. Thomas Gordon 
at Kettocks milne chofen be them commiftioner to attend the committee. 

Stuiday the 23rd of Auguft, a faft was keeped in Old Aberdein, according to 
the direction of the laft Generall AlTembly, for the good fuccefs of our army, 
: and quietnefs of the countrie ; whilk was alio keeped on Thurlday 
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therafter, with abftinence from all handiecraft. Thir two fafting dayea were 
alfo univerfally keeped throw all the parioch churches within Scotland. 

About this time, Captain John Forbes, alias Kaird, removed his Ibuldieni 
out of Old Aberdein to New Aberdein, where they were quartered. Tbej 
remained in Old Aberdein frae the 25th of July to the 21(1 of Auguft, without 
great burden to the citizens, except their bed roumes, as ye have heard. 
• ' Our Scotts merchants* fhips and goods were dayly taken be the king's ihips, 
comeing or goeing, and had to Berwick, Newcaille, or Holy Ifland ; their 
goods livered, inventar taken of them, and all putt up in furetie, doubtleis for 
our Weill, be advyfe of our Englifh freinds, left they might have bein preyed 
upon as traitors' goods ; but the fhips were ftill keeped firae the fea, to oar great 
greiff, be direction of the king, but were all reftored back againe» as ye may 
fee hereafter. 

About this time, the caftle of Edinburgh, fcarce of freih meats, fhott mnt 
katts at the town's people and folks {hearing their harveft, where Ibme was 
flain, and fliott fome cannon at the town ; but they feared not, nor would fiiffiar 
any provifion to be had to the caftle ; at laft it was given over, as ye may lee. 

Upon Friday the 4th of September, after Monro's fouldiers had brunt up 
their butts at Banff, ipulzied and plundred horfe, man and goods^ and taken 
the haill infight pleniihing carieagable out of the place of Banff» books^ 
wrsrtes, and fuch as they could gett ; and after they had taken down the rooft 
and iklaitt of the haill houfe, broken down the geifts, brak the iron windows, 
and carried [off] the iron wark^ brak down fixed work and fylerings, leavdog 
neither yeitt, door nor window, lock, nor other thing about this houfe ; pittie* 
full to behold planting of orchyeards and yeards deftroyed, and all brought 
to confuiion, his ground, men tenants, fervants, freinds and followers jdundred, 
(for the laird of Banff's caufe), and greivoufly opprefft in their perfones, goodfl^ 
and gear : After thir deeds were done, and no evill left undone that crueltie 
could devyfe, (except in this they fpoilzied the places of Forglane, Inchdrour, 
and Rattie, three other houffes pertaining to the laird of Banff, of ginuiUs, 
goods, iniight pleniihing which they could gett, but left the houffis ontined 
or demoliflied as the place of Banff was ;) then I lay, and thereafter, Momco 
Hfted his camp frae Banff, and fent into New Aberdein before him the biihop of 
Murray, his two fones went with him, Mafters John and Andrew Guthries, with 
Monro's convoy, where he ftayed, abideing his incomeing. They, Monro and 
his fouldiers (now amounting to 1000 men, made up be the help of the eariet 
of Seaforth, Murray, Rols, and Sutherland) marched that night to Turrefil 
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Sstnrda;^, they marched therefrae to Inverurie and Kintoir. Sunday, they 
inarched therefrae to Aberdein ; and be the way, at Bucks Bum they had ane 
lermon preached be their own minifter. Monro directed his fouldiers to be 
quartered in the town where they were quartered before. The town's people 
cry out that their roumes were taken up be collonell inafter of Forbes hia 
ibuliiiers alreadie : Monro anfwered, he had fent word before his coraeing to 
provide for him, and iherfor he would be lerved. No remead ; it behooved 
to be done ; and fo they were quartered, to the great greifF of the honell 
town's people, wiiere he flayed while the 12th of September, as ye may fee. 

Sunday the 6th of September, no preaching in Old Aberdein ; but prayers. 
After prayer, John Kilgour ftood up chargeing the heritors of St. Machir and 
pOld Aberdein to goe over the morne to the mailer of Forbes, and give him 
np their rentals truely ; ilk man for omitting ane boll to pay ten bolls, and for 
ilk pound ten pounds; belydes their oaths was alfo taken. Whereupon the 
Old town heritors drew up in wryte their rentalls about the toun, extending 
to about eleven chalder of victuall; whereof ane chalder was deduced for 
payment of their feu-dueties, and the tenth part of the rell was ane chalder, 
whilk, !/)/« corpora, was prefently payed to Mr, Robert Farquhar commiflarie 
appointed for uplifting of the tenths, as ye heard before, for mantainance 
of Marifchall and the mafter of Forbes' regiments, according to their fever- 
all diviAons ordered be the committee. This rental! was given up be virtue 
of ilk heritor's oath, fublcribed be the Old town baillies, aud had over be Mr. 
Thomas Gordon their commiffioner to attend the committee, to the mafter of 
Forbes' lodgeing, and produced before Patrick Lefslie provoft of Aberdein, Mr. 
Thomas Sandielands comniifiarie, and Ibme other honeft men, appointed for 
receiveing of the rents of the tenth parts. It is here to be marked, that al- 
beit the heretor be duely oweing ane thoufand merks, upon the rent of ane 
chalder of victuall ; yet but refpeet to the debt the heritor muft pay his 
tenth. Lykeas, at the payment of his thoufand merks or annuall rent iherof, he 
may retaine as meikle in his own hand as may pay the tenth out of the an- 
nualls : So the heritor is only but the firft payer. And fitklyke, fuch perfones as 
had moneyee upon bands of annuall rent refting to them, they were not fought 
to give up fitch nioneyes bearing annuall rent ; but the debitors were charged 
upon their oath to give up fuch foumes as they were oweing upon annuall 
rent, and to pay the tenth part of the annnalls to the comniinhrie forfaid; of 
the whilk, the debitor Ihall keep payment out of the firft end of the creditor's 
oDualls in his own hand. Thus, was this countrie ordered. . -. -J 
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It was laid, there fell out fbme queftion betuixt Marifchall and the mafter 
of Forbes anent the uplifting of their tenths ; the one alleadgeing that Ma- 
rifchall plucked up all, both men and moneyes, within his diviiion, wherby he 
was unable to fumifh out ane regiment according to his order, haveing war^ 
rand frae the committee to take up the tenths of 25 parioches, and men alib^ 
to make up his regiment, wherof Marifchall defrauded him. Wherat the nni£- 
ter of Forbes and his freinds took exception ; and fliortly rode fouth to the 
Tables, accompanyed with 100 brave gentlemen of his own freinds, upon their 
own diarges, to complaine upon Marifchall, who alfo quickly followed him to 
Edinburgh, as ye may fee hereafter. 

Munday the 7th of September, major Monro, with his captains and haiU 
other officers, were made burgefles of Aberdein, and gott the banquet ; ho 
doubt, with good will for his good fervice. Ilk man gott ane burgels-act, 
whilk they putt up in their bonnets. See more hereafter. 

Ye may read before, how general Leislie raifed his army frae Che&law wood. 
The king had his trained bands and other fouldiers, about 16,000 men of foot, 
and 4000 brave horfemen, who did little good. Allwayes, forward goes Lefilie 
without great trouble, (being a matter plotted betuixt the Englifh and them, 
as may appear,) whofe progrels had the fuccels following, taken frae aae 
printed paper in thir words : 

Sure Newifrom Newcafilej and from the ScoUi/h Army^ the 9ffth qfAufftt/i 1640. 

Upon Thnrfday the 27Ui of Augnfl at night, oor army arrived within a myle of NewcafUe, and 
ezpectbg to have pail therethrow were difappointed, in refpect of the Englifh garrifon that wu 
therin ; which generall Lefslie perceiving, upon Friday morning betimes marched forwards to New* 
bum Ford, and refolved to pais ther in fpight of all oppofition ; wher being advanced, and finding 
the pais fortified with flrong trenches and breaft works, and fix piece of cannon, did find it ibno- 
what hard, being guarded with 3000 horfe or thereby, and 1200 foot : therefore wyMy he eon* 
manded his cannon to be fecreitly convoyed alongfi a low way, to be placed upon the &ee of a kiB 
near to that place, whence haveiog a perfyte view of the Englifh trenches and quarters, he did ^ij 
fo hard upon them, that they were forced to throw away their armes^ difband in confofion, and 
blow up their own powder. Which rout the cavalrie of the Englifh perceiving, they refolved to maks 
good the pafs, and recover the cannon and annes which the infantriehad loft. Which thing our ge» 
neral perceiveing, commanded forth his own colonell Lefslie with the Fyfe troupe, feccmded by oo» 
lonell Ramfay, together with that of Sir Thomas Hope of the Colledge of Jnftice, his own lifeji^aard, 
amounting in all to 1500, who did fo refolutely aflault them^ that they were forced to reteir, not- 
withflandiDg of their number being about 2500, and qualitie of their horfe and armes hr beyond 
oom or common belieffe. After which retreat, they refolved yet once again to have reoovcrad whit 
their foot had loft ; but our troope doubleing ibm refofaition and covrage^ did make good, aot tnly 
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thtir firll attempt, bat alTo put Sir John SnckJiiig back with bia horfe tronpa, being tbe prime of 
&1I Englmid, (wbich are uppolita,) to the retreat, took fome of h'm Lorfes, whereof one (heiog moll 
excellenl) was prelented to our generall be Mr. Tliomas Hope, captaioe of the lifeguard ; the reft 
were left to the takers, to encourage every brave gentleman to adventure. Ther were loft in this 
ict, (which lafted from Friday at twelve o'clock till fii at night,) about 80 Englilh, and 40 
•r^rby takes, three whereof being fpecialls, the Commiirarie Generall, Sir John Digbie, anddiverie 
Of ours only there were 3 loft, Sir Patrick M'Gie's eldell fone, Thomas Darling a wiyter 
!■ Edinbui^b, and one called Baxter in Fyfe; and fome others hurt, but not deadly. Thereafter 
the general palTed tbe foord and encamped at Ueytoun-feild; wher after thanks given to God for 
their faiff paflage, deliverie, and lo good beginning, ihey did Hand to their full armes all tliat night, 
my lord Caraegie'i regiment being left on tbe other fide for guarding of the ba^^age. The genendl 
refoUed in perlon to cognofce tbe entry to NewcaJtle on tbe foutb lyde ; and takeing for his convoy 
three horfe tronps, with 400 foot commanders, did ailvance thereto ; and upon Saturday therafter 
had tbe town rendred to him, where now they are be the favour of God, haveing power of all the 
coal and fait, which from thence doth fumilh all Eogiand, and many forraigne parts. Fjnis. 

From Ike Border Ike ZQth of Augiijl 1640. 
The gairifon of Berwick, perceiving that our army were g;one towards Newcaftle, after they 
were weill advanced, (as they were alfiired) did refolve to brake upon our magazine of riclualls 
lying at Coldftream, and either to have taken or brunt up tbe lamen ; but being prel'erved by the re- 
fotatian and diligence of my lord Haddington, with the Humes of the Merle, and a regiment of 
commandets under lieutenant colonell Kinmonlh, who were left to atl«nd and guard the famen, tbey 
were dilkppointed of their intention, beat back to their gBrrilbn, with tlie lofs of Ibme of them, and 
takeing of othera aa priTonera^ Once wbicb time they keep themfelves quiet. Finis. 

At the end of this paper was alfo imprinted the winning of the Caftle of 
Dumbarton, which follows : 

From Ditmbarlon Ike Silk Augri/l 1640. 

Upon Thnrfday tbe 27th of Augnfl, the earle of Argyle came to Dnmbarton, and haveing con- 
vaned the committee of warr within that Ihyre, did Ihew to them his direction from tbe eflatea, 
and bia nndertakeing accordingly, for intakeing of the caftle of Dumbarton. Whereupon the go- 
Tcnioar of ihe callle hearing thereof, and not being able much longer to hold out, fent firll for a 
parley of celTatioR ofarmeaforacertaine fpace; which the earle denying, thereafter opon fame articlea 
■greed upon, he had tbe caltle rendered unto him, where is foutid a great number of excellent braf- 
len mnniiion, and 12000 weight of powder, with much other warlike preparation. The ganilbn 
tbat was therein was fuffered I'afely to come out and Ihip at the Nefn in Weft Lothian to return to 
Eng;land. Finis. 

jU Ihe end of thi» paper was alfo wrylen, Exm^t Deoa, ct diiTipentur Inimiri ejus. 

Now may be fein with what policie both Newcaftle and this ftrong ftrength 
f Dumbarton is taken in, but lliott of mulkat or flroke of Iword, to the mar-

veil of many who knew not the fecreitts of thir proceedings. Allwayes; tker 
is found in Newcaftle the king's magazine appointed for fufbuning of the 
king's own garrifon to keep the town, wherin ther was found abundance of 
breads wyne, beir, beiff, victualls, and all forts of good provifion ; wherapon 
generall Lelslie and his army made good cheir dureing their abode. Dum^^ 
barton was thought to have been given over for famine, for the king was fi> 
flighted, that he was not able to fumifli that impregnable ftrength with vie* 
tualls, whilk if he had done, it was invincible ; but now rendred, the famen is 
prefently fumiflied with men, meat, and all neceflar provifion, to ftand at the 

a 

countrie's, but not at the king's opinion. 

Newcafl;le thus taken in, the generall caufes quarter his army pairtly within 
the town, pairtly at Morpeth, and diverfe other pairts round about, within li 
myles diftant to the camp ; wher, to their incredible joy, they lived both od 
burgh and land at their pleafure, ay and fo long as they remained in that 
bounds. But this mirth was fuddenly mixed with melancholy ; for upon San- 
day the SOth of Auguft, the earle of Haddingtoun, with about 80 perfimea, of 
knights, barrons, and gentlemen, within the place of Dunglais in the M&lk, 
pertaining heritably to the lord Hume, was fuddenly blawen up in the aire by 
ane Ihdden fire, occafioned thus : Haddingtoun with his freinds and followers 
about the number forfaid, rejoyceing how they defended the army's magaciiie 
frae the Englifli garrifon iflueing out of Berwick, as ye heard before, came 
altogither to Dunglais, haveing no fear of evill ; wher they were all fuddenly 
blawen up with the roofie of the hoiife in the aire, by powder, wherof ther 
was aboundance in this place, and never bone nor Iyer fein of them again^ 
nor ever tryall yet gotten how this great fi;aitly houfe was with powder fo 
miraculoufly blawen up, to the deilruction of this nobleman, both worthie and 
valorous, and his dear freinds. This greivous accident was bewaiUed of maaij, 
but cheifly of his dear fweit lady and fpoufe lady Jean Grordon, who lofi; her 
hufl)and, as flie did her brother the lord Aboyne, both after one manner of 
death and both by fudden fire. It is faid, when the king heard of this fire^ 
he anfwered, he had loll ane good fubject, but the Lord God of Hofts was 
fighting for him. See more of Generall Lelslie's procedure hereafter. 

Tuefday the 8th of September, captain Forbes alias Kaird came frae Bar- 
tholomew Fair with about 80 fouldiers, collected of poor miferable creatureg» 
both herd and hiremen, under coUonell mafter of Forbes' regiment. They were 
quartered here in Old Aberdein. Himfelf with his wife takes in Mr. Thwias 
Lillie's houfe, where night and day by his drinking, boa^g, and hratleiiigt 
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Mr. Thomas with his wife and bairnea were fore vexed. The Old town people 
were compelled to give them frie quarters, or to abyde plundering of this cappit 
captain ; and fo they fuftained his fouldiers while the 14th of September friely, 
but any payment. Thereafter they were tranfported to New Aberdein. 

Tuefday forfaid, ilk miiiifter within the Iherriffdome of Aberdein came with 
the commiflioner of his pariochine to the town ; and ther in prelence of Patrick 
Le&lie provoft, Mr. Thomas Sandielands commifTar younger, and ibme others, 
prefented the fubfcrived rolls of the tenths given up be the oath of ilk fub- 
Icriver, as they who had commilHon to receive and fee the upgiveing of the 
laids rolls ; but commilTar Farquhar took up the payment. Ilk minilter gave 
alfo up ane roll of the haill male communicants within his pariochine, wherby 
it might be underftood how many fighting men might be levied out of ilk pa- 
riochine to the good caufe. 

Wednefday the 9th of September, major Monro, now made biu-ges of Aber- 
dein and more then ane gild brother, commands ftrictly the towulhip to fumiih 
his fouldiers with cloathing, farkes, and iboes ; whilk was obediently done : 
nixt, to fumifli prelently to him ten thoufand merks for convoying his fouldiers 
Ibutb, and to receive payment back frae the commilTarie Farquhar out of the 
tenths within the flierriffdome of Aberdein, whilk he and Walter Cochran be- 
came bound to doe ; whilk thempon was provyded be ftenting of the town, and 
wherof I hope they got back payment againe frae the faid commilTarie and his 
depute Cochran : and thirdly, the town to fumifli carriage horles for tranf- 
porting of his cannon, bag and baggage, to Stonehaven. And furely himfelf 
came over to the Old town, took the haill horfes ther, and other horfes goeing 
back with toome creills frae the town who were tranfportiug peitts. Monro 
haveing gotten his haill demands, he leaves behind him in the burgh Ibme 
bands of coUonell mailer of Forbes quartered within the town, fometiines frie, 
fometimes for payment of litle ; fo that Aberdein was ilill holden under the 
yoke of Ilaverie and fervitude : and thus, on Saturday the 12th of September, 
he begane his march frae Aberdein upon frie quarters, whilk he duely relayed, 
as ye may fee hereafter. He takes the three Spaniards with him, and his own 
men out of Drum, (whilk Marifchall caufed fliortly againe to man with his 
men, with whom the lady was not fo weill contented as before, whereupon (he 
left Drum, and dwelt in Cromarr, whyle fhe faw about her, they ftill liveing 
upon the laird's rents) had them to Leith, where their other five fellows were 
alfo taken ; but what came of them I cannot tell. Now Monro marches the 
6rft night to Stonehaven, where he iends back the Old toun and New toun 
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and the countrie there carreage hcHrfes, and fumiihes out <^ the Meams other 
carreage horfes, and fua forth whyll he came to Dundie^ wher he alfb caoh 
manded them to give him ten thoufand merks, whilk for fear of his refideaoe 
they were forced to pay ; and fo he paft to Edinburgh, wher his r^ment was 
now 1000 men good of infantrie, with fome horlemen. He brought alfb with 
him the biihop of Murray up the flreits, and preiented him to the eftates, 
who incontinent cauled waird him in the tolbuith of Edinbui^h, wher he re- 
mained with a heavie heart. His wife all this time remained in Bpymat, 
and never went to fee her hulband in waird, nor out of waird. 

Munday the 14th of September, captain Kaird with his 80 fboldiers was 
tranfported from old Aberdein to new Aberdein, wher they had frie quartos 
and the old town was releived of this heavie burden. 

Tuefday the 15th of September, pairties direct out be coUonell mafter of Foi^- 
bes to goe within his diviiion, and plunder fuich as had not payed their tenths 
and their fourth man ; whereby the countrey people within this Cheniffdome 
were dayly greivoufly vexed with thir pairties of fouldiers, and forced to obey,, 
otherwayes they would iitt down in honeft men's houfes, and live upon thdr 
means in ryott, whither they would or not, the coUonell himfelfe being Ibiitb, 
but done be his officers. 

Generall Ruthven, being captain of the cafUe of Edinburgh, feeing no q^ 
pearance of help frae the king, as was often promifed, and finding victnalb 
grow fcant, haveing neither water, wyne, heir, nor ale, that could endure, re- 
folved to ftrike ane parlie be drum. The earle of Argyle came up to the cafUe 
upon touk of the drum, who told him that' Dumbarton was given over be 
crowner Henderfone, captain therof ; he could hardly beleive the fame whyk 
he faw the captain, who was his own good brother. At laft, after good advifiy 
ment he rendered the Caftle, upon conditions that he and his fouldiers fhoald 
goe out honourablie, carrieing cuUors, cokked lunts, burning matches, touk of 
drum, with bag and baggage, and to march frae the caftle down throw the 
town in good order and array. With fome difficulties thir conditions were 
granted, after fome Ikaith done to the town upon Argyle*s firft refiufealL Al- 
wayes, the Caftle is now rendered, wherein was the royall ornaments of the 
crown, viz. crown, fword, and fcepter furely keeped, befydes aboundance of 
ammunition, powder, ball, and other commodities, (but very litle meat» drink 
or water) whilk be command of the eftates was all putt in inventar ; therafter 
Ruthven comes furth with about 70 fouldiers and 32 woemen ; they came down 
the ftreet according to commoning, with two pott peices alfb. There were about 
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flight fcore perfones died in the caHle, throw ane feiknefs which comes by eating 
ni fait meates, and 12 therof only flaine all this time ; and about nine fcore per- 
fi}ns, men, woemen, and bairnes, young and old, of common people flaine in the 
town, and great flcaith done to their houfes by Ihott of cannon frae the Callle. 
There was fome of the covenanting nobles convoyed crowner Ruthven down 
,the gait with his fouldiers down to Leith, where he, and fuch of his men that 
'irould follow him, embarked and failed directly to Berwick, fyne went to his 
ijeftie. Therafter ane towiifman of Edinburgh, called Stephen Boyde, was 
ynade captaine of this caltle, who entered with fome fouldiers to keep the fame, 
id about this time, the ftrong caftle of Carlaverock yeilded alfo and rec- 
to the covenanters. The caftle of Edinburgh was rendered the 15th of 
.September. 

Upon Wednefday the 19th of September, Andrew Hampton fervitor to the 
earle Marifchall, and at bis command, violently fpulzied William Scott's 
houfe in New Aberdeio, (himfelfe being fled frae the good caufe out of Scot- 
land,) of daills, gefts, and other fyne timber, fait, tobacco, and the like commo- 
dities, wherof there was plenty, and by lea tranlported the fame to Dunnotter, 
to the wrack of the honeil man. 

Fryday the 21ft of September, Mr. William Mufliet, minifter at Slaines, 
^th diverfe others outftanding minifters, their day about, came in, recanted, 
repented, and preached ane penitentiall fermon ; and Leech preached the fame 
day, and gave obedience to the oi'dinance of the kirk. 

About this fame time, both Aberdeins commanded under paine of plunder- 
ing to leid peites to collonell mafter of Forbes from Pervynes to his lodgeing 
in New Aberdein, without payment : greivous to the people, now in the top 
of harveft. 

Word came alfo about this time, that his majeftie was faft comeing forward 
ith ane great army (his trained bands and fundrie nobles) towards York ; but 
he is moft potitickly ftayed and ftoped be our Scotts and Englifti as may here- 
after appear. And firft to begine the play, general Lefslie lie advyce fuppli- 
cats his majeftie and fent 7 articles to him of the contents following :

SHo, That Scottfmen in his majeftie's dominions of England and Ireland may be freed from 
fore for fubfcri^emg of the covenant, and be no more preiled with oathes and fabmiffions 
ranted by the lawes and contrair to their national! oath and covenant approven by his maj^Ue. 

4ft>. That the common incendiaries that have bein the authors of this oombuftion in his majef- 
tie's dominions may receive their jnfl cenfnre and pnniihment. 
' Bio, That Scotts fhips and goods with all the damage may be reflored* 

6to, That the wrongs, lodes, and charges which all this whyle the Eftates have fvftained MUKf be 
repaired. 

7fno. That the declarations made againfl the Scotts as traitors and rebells may be recalML 

And finally. That by advyce and confent of the eftates of England conveined in pailiaimif^ 
his majeflie may be pleafed to remove the garrifons from the borders, and any impedimeDl Aal 
may flop frie trade ; and with their advyce, to condefcend to all particulars that may eftaUifli a 
liable and weill grounded peace, for injoying our religion and liberties in all time comeing agahift 
all fear of moleflation by the continuall attempts of the adverfaries of either as tbey fludl take ad- 
vantage. Finis. 

His inajeftie being come with his army about this time to York, reoeivied 
the paper above written and caufed fummond the peers of England to ooni* 
pear at York for refolveing upon thir matters. They gave obedience and oooi- 
peared, except the earle of Eflex and the earle of Hartford, who by dieir 
commiflioners fent in word to the king that they durft not compear at Yoifc 
upon his citation for fear of their lives ; becaufe his army was lying at York 
under the command of noblemen papiits, their undoubted enemies. At thishk 
majeftie took offence, as ye fliall fhortly hear ; but before his majeflie caufid 
fummond the peers, as is formerly faid, ther was prefented to his majeftie at 
York ane other petition imprinted by his Englifli fubjects, which tendeth thus : 

The humble Petition of your Majefiies mofl loyall and obedient Subjects^ who/enaaiet are wnder 

written, in behalfe ofthemfdvee and diverfe otthere. 

Most gracious Soveraigne, 

The fenfe of that duetie and ferrice which we owe to yonr Sacred Majeftie, and our eameft ^ 
fection to the good and weillfaire of this yoor realme of England, ha?e mo?ed ns in all Iraniililia te 
hefeich your royal! Majeftie to give ns leave to offer nnto your moft princely wifdom the 
fion which wee and other your faithfull fnbjects have conceived of the great diftempen and 
now threatening the church and ftate of your royal perfbne, and the fitteft means by which ihey 
may be prevented. The evills and dangers wherof your Majeftie may be pleafed to take 
are thefe : 

1ft. That your facred Majeftie is ezpofed to hazard and danger in the prefent expedition 
the Scotts army, and by the occafton of the warr, your revenue is much wafted, your fuhjecta 
ed with coat and conduct money, billeting of fouldiers and other military chaigea, and diverie: 
and diforders committed in feverall parts in this your realme by the fonldieia railed lor that fiv» 
Tice, and your whole kingdome become full of fear and difeontent. 
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2nd. The fuailrie innovations in matters of reli^on ; the oatb and canooa lately impofud upon 
the clergy and other your MajelUe's fubjeetH. 

3rd, The great lucreEde of popery, and iniploying of popilh recufants and others evill affected 
ta the religion by law ellablilhed in places of power anil truD, and fpccially in commanding of men 
and armes, both in the feild and other coantiea of this realme, wheras by the laws they are not 
pennitled to hare armes in their oif n lioiil«8. 

4tL The great mUcheif which may fall upon the kingdome, if the intentions (which hare been 
crediblie reported) of bringing in of Irilh forces Ihall take effect. 

5tb. The urgeing of Ihip money, and profecntione of fome Iherriffs in the florr chamber for not 
lerying of it. 

6ih. The liarie charges of merchandize to the difconragement of trade, the ranltitDde of mono- 
pol«is and other patentees, wherby the commodities and manufactures of the kingdome are much 
bnrthened, to the great and uniTerlal greivanco of your people, 

7th, The great greif of yonr fubjects by the iutermllTion of parliaments, in the late former dill 
folreing of fuch as hare bein called with the hoped effects which otherwayea they might have 
procuivd. 

For a remedy wherof and prerention of the danger that may enfue to your royall perfon and to 
the nhole State, we doe, in all humility and faitlifulnela, befeech your mofl excellent Majellie that 
you would be pleafed to liimniond ane parliament within fame ihort and conrenient time, wherby 
the canTe of thefe and other great greivancca which your poor petitioners now lye under, may be 
taken away, and the authors and couTifeliora of ihem may be there brought to fuch legall tryall and 
condigne punilhment oa the nature of the offence does require, and that the prefent warr may be 
compoled by your Majeltie'a wifdome without bloodlhed, in fuch manner as may conduce to the 
honor and faifftie of yoor Majellie's perfone, the content of your people, and continuance of both 
of yonr kingdomea againll the common enemy of the reformed religion ; and your majellie's peti- 
tioners fhall ever pray for yonr happie reigne.

Before the receipt of your petition, hia majellie did weill forfee the dangers that threatened 
himfelf and his realme, and therfore relblreth by the twenty fourth of this moneth to furamond 
all tlie peers to York, and with iheut to conliilt in this cale what is bell to be done for his own ho- 
nour and the laifftie of the kingdome, wher they with tlio rell may offer fuch things as may conduce 
10 thofa ends. 

Now both the petition and anfwer wanted dates, and thir petitioners al- 
leadged to be the prime plotters with our Scotts of all this buflinels. Allwayes 
the king here caufes furamoad his peers, as is formerly faid ; but Eflex and 
Hartford would not compear, but gave in their pretended excufes; wherupon 
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the king gart waird both their commiffioners, but they were ihortly pat againe 
to libertie. Now the peers obeyed the king's fummonds, and for the moft part 
came to York; but there came about 1000 of Engliihmen near hand, bat 
would not enter the town of York, upon their own reafones, and petitioned the 
king for ane frie parliament for redreffing the greivances of that kingdcmie 
both in church and poUicie, and for fetleing his majeftie with his futgects of 
Scotland. At this meitting alfo» the Lower Houfe and fome dticens of Loo- 
don petitioned the king for ane frie parliament and for fetleing with Scotland ; 
whilk petition, as was laid, had 7000 fubfcriptions. 

The king» thus urged with fo many petitiones for ane parliament, all at this 
time of the convention of his peers at York, whilk was upon the S4th of Sep- 
tember, at laft yeilds to their importunate petitions, and indicts ane parliament 
to be holden at his own pallace of Weftminfler the 5th of November nixt to 
come, be confent of his peers con veined ther for the time. How foon the Eng- 
^Uh had gotten ane parliament indicted, then they b^;ane to exalt and rejoio^ 
and refolved to have the Scotts fetled to their own contentment, and to woik 
out their own defires in England, according to their own plealure : and for oor 
Scotts party, they begine even then to draw on ane meitting betuixt 15 Eng« 
liih nobles and others and 15 Scotts nobles and others, to meitt at Northalkr- 
toun the firft day of October nixt for pacification, and his majeftie to fend aae 
laiff conduct under his hand to the Scotts commiffioners : and in the mean tim^ 
a ceflation from warr to the I6th of December nixt, prifoners on both fydes 
to be reftored ; and dureing this ceflation from warr the Scotts army to gett 
monethly pay out of Northumberland, Weilmuirland, and Cumberland, for 
their fuilentation, and to faiffe the countrie from plundering. This was at this 
time condefcended to at York. By and attour they had for their provifion the 
king's magazine in Newcaftle, and the cuilomes of coal and ialt of that town, 
which is of no fmall importance, and dayly fupplied and helped out <^ the 
hifhoprick of Durhame. Thus, was our Scotts army, that came in to ieik the 
king, royallie intertained at Newcaftle ; wherat the Englifhmen were wdU 
content, as being done of their own confent and privie paction : but the king 
had his army lying alfo in England, fuftained upon his own pay and expen£Bs. 
So is he handled, and in place of takeing order with our army, accofding to 
our deferts and his majeftie*s honour, a paiiiament is granted, and a pariie ef 
padfication drawen up betuixt him and his Scotts rebells ; whilk parliament 
brought the king in numy troubles, and to the ihedding of meiUe i«»in*wMi 
bkwd, both in England and Lrehmd, as after ye fliaU bear* Allwmyn tibftn 
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luerks, as was faid, from this Mr. William for his good will of the bi^ng 
and yeards, and he entered therto at Whytfunday then nixt 1641 ; and this 
honell old reverend man, of good literature, judgement, and underftanding, 
forced to quitt his place, his charge, and dwelling place, besydes plundering (rf 
his means by Marifchall, as ye may fee before ; but do his beft, (though out of 
time) he is forced to yeild, come io, and fubfcribe the covenant. Therafler 
he moyan he getts eight chalders of victuall out of Rofs, and his good-fone Mr. 
Alexander lunes minifter at Rothemay, alfe meiketl. See hereafter. 

Saturday the 3rd of October, ane committee holden at Aberdein, where the 
cordiners of both Aberdeins were commanded, under the pain of plundering 
(fitting in the tolbuith) and the haill cordiners Iwth in burgh and land about 
the town conveined, to give up be vertue of their oaths the number of their 
leather, and to make up before the llth of October inilant, their portion of 
2000 pairs of flioes of 10 and 11 inches at the leail, to be fent to NewcalUe 
to generall Lelslie's Ibuldiers ; and ficklyke the merchants commanded to fur- 
niOi their part of their cloaths and farks, being 2000 fute of apparell, and 
2000 farks. And the committee took exact trial! what gray cloatb, bardeii 
bleitched and unbleitched, the merchanda had. "What fliould more ? Obe- 
dience and patience perforce. But our countrie people had dear ihoes thenft- 
er, fome paying 40s,, forae 368., that wont to be bought for 20 or 24s. Thir 
cordiners were lore vexed, for with their own hands they were forced, ilk mail 
to work his proportionall part, becaufe their fervants and apprentices were 
taken frae them in MariU'hall's regiment, as ye have heard before. Thus, is 
Aberdein hulden in continuall miferie. Old and New Aberdein furnillied out 
fourfcore and four pair of ihoea for their paiti and gott payment be the dH- 
mation of four fwom men for the leather, but do payment for their woricnufr 
fhip. The Old town people had 17b. for ilk pair, hut if they had been felling 
them, they would have coft 30s. Allwayes, Oxoea, Ikrks, and cloaths, coatt 
end breitches are made up and fbipped at Aberdein, and tranfported to New^ 
caftle. And it is to be noted, that the landward had their own part hy aai 
attour the towns of Aberdein. 

Sunday the 4th of October, fading end prayer in New, but not in Old Abc^ 
dein, for a happie fuccels of our army. 

The filver work of Dundie was about this time taken np upon fureti^ lO^ 
cunzied for the army. 

About this time alfo, Mr. Gilbert Rofa, miniAer at was tranQxvted 

therfrae to doctor Gordon his miniftrie at Elgine, who had fled (he kingdapfli 
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being againil the covenant ; and be order of the Generall Aflemblie his place 
was thus filled. See more of this Rofs hereafter. 

Mr. Alexander Reid is now, upon his own large expenflis, putt to libertie 
out of the caftle of Striviling, and upon Fryday the 9th of October he comes 
home to his own houfe in Aberdein, haveing keeped waird pairtly in the tol- 
buith of Edinburgh, and pairtly in the callle forl'aid, fince the 11th of June. 

Mr. Robert Farquliar commifrarie hes charges raifed in king Charles' name 
againft the feuars and vaiTalls of the bithoprick of Aberdein, to make payment 
to him, as commilTar, within this province, of the haill mailles, ferraes, and 
dueties, adebted be them to the laft bifliop, under the paine of horning, con- 
forme to ane ordinance in the laft feffion of parliament. This charge was 
given upon the forfaid 9th of October here in Aberdein, and gott Ihortly obe- 
dience but delay. 

Sunday the 11th of October, it was declared, that the communion was to 
be given in New Aberdein upon the nixt Sunday; ordaining luch as had not 
fubftrrived the covenant, to come in upon Tuefday before and fubfcrive, other- 
wayes to be debarred frae the table : this was faid after fermon, out of the 
pulpit of New Aberdein ; by and attour to underly the cenfures of the kirk. 

The pariochiners of Old Aberdein gained out cannely Mr. William Strachan 
forfaid to doctor Scroggie's place, for certaine ends that fome had in the buflie- 
nels. They feut to the prelbytrie of Aberdein two commiffioners, deelareiug 
their minifter was depofed, the pariochiners had no fure minifler to I'erve and 
celebrat the facraments, and wifiied, if it might be done, the forfaid Mr. Wil- 
liam Strachan to fill his roume, as he who was both learned and of good life, 
(aa was moft true) ; whilk was granted. Mr. Robert Ogilvie fubprincipall, 
getts his kirk ; Mr. Alexander Middleton falls fubprincipall ; therafter Mr. 
Patrick Gordon is made ane regent, who was fervant to the laird of Haddo. 

Ye heard before how John Leith of Harthill was wairded in Aberdein goeing 
with ane rakkell of iron about bis foot. The gentleman, being fo rochly and un- 
charitablie ufed, almoft became furious and mad ; he gott ane finith's fyle con- 
veyed in, wherwilh he fliure the iron from his foot, and being loufe, he came to 
the tolbuith window, and horriblie cryed, threatened and boafled Patrick Lels- 
lie provoft, and Mr. Robert Farquhar, with others his unfreinds, and with 
fyre intended to hume throw the volt; whilk mifbehaviour being confidered, 
the town wrote for ane warrand from the committee to tranfport liim to Edin- 
bm^b, wherby they might be frie of his trouble. And fo upon Tuefday the 
1 3th of October Mr. William Davidfou, Iherriff depute of Aberdein, convoyed 
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him to the fheriff of the Mearns ; and fo frae fhyre to fhyrehe was ecmviqred 
to Edinburgh, and immediatly wairded witliin the tolbuith theraf. Pitiefidl to 
lee ane gentleman, chief of ane dan, of good rent, fo extremly handled, but mi- 
tigation or agreement, feeing none would be cautioner in lawborrows for him, 
being a defperate peice ; and fo he lyes ther untill that his excellence the mar- 
quels of Montrofe commanded to fett him and all the prifoners to liboije. 
. Thurfday the 15th of October ane committee holden at Aberdein be die 
lairds of Monymulk, Kermuck, Philorth, Craigievar, the tutor of Pitlligo^ the 
goodman of Balnagalk, Auchmedden, and fome others. 

The faid Thurfday, happened ane Ihip belonging to Aberdein, whentf Pe- 
ter Moir was Ikipper, loaden with iron, hemp, lint, butter, cheele, filt» and 
the like commodities, with fome mcmeyes alfo within her, was lein pitiefully 
to link, the day being calme and the fair fun Ihyneing, by outgoing of ane 
plank. The men were all fayed, God be praifed, but Ihip and goods funk 
to the ground comeing from Birran anent Bervie, to the fiireons kxb €f 
Aberdein. 

The prelbjrtrie of Aberdein upon this Thurfday gave order to remove doe- 
tor Guild frae his miniftrie at New Aberdein, and to enter himlelie to the prin- 
dpalitie of the College of Old Aberdein, according to his election ; and he 
obeyed and entered home that lamen day. The firft work that he begpne^ 
was, he yoked George Ronald mafon, to the Snaw Kirk, and caft down the wills 
therof, fuch as was ftanding, and caufed tranfport the ftones to big up the 
College yard dykes, and to employ the hewen work to the decayed chamber 
windowes within the laid houfe ; whereat many Old town people murmured, 
the fame being the parilh kirk fometime of Old Aberdein, within the wfailk 
their freinds and foirfathers were buried. This mafon had fome other felknrs 
with him to this work who was payed out of the CoUedge purle, but not out 
of the doctor's. See after, when he takes his leave of the town of Aberdein, 
and therafter he reYnoved limplidter to the colledge. 

Ye heard before of major Monro, of his going frae Aberdein Ibuth. His men 
were quartered in Leith, Fifherraw, and MuflTelburgh, and other parts therr 
about, wher they remained whyle Friday the 1 6th of October, fyne maidied 
towards the army. Be the way, being within 8 miles of Berwick, his loul- 
diers begane to prey upon the town*s Iheep, to make meat to themlelves ; but 
Ibme of the town's fouldiers iflued out to defend their own pafture Iheqi^ 
and fell in bickering with Monro's fouldiers, wher his own fitter's lone 
ther llaine. 
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About this l6th of October, word came to Aberdein that the biftiop of 
Rols was advanced to one fatt hinioprick in Ireland ; a bufTie man in thir trou- 
bles, and thought to be ane evill patriott and Ipeciall inbringer of thir nova- 
tiona within tbe church. See more of him hereafter. 

Now drums dayly beatting throw New Aberdein for men, to make up co- 
lonell mafter of Forbes' regiment of 1000 men ; but doe his beft, he could 
never make up 300 men, and fuch as be had were quartered Hill in New Aber- 
dein, liveing now upon the tenths. 

tit was laid, ther fell out fome mifcontentment betuixt generall LeIsUe and 
B earle of Montrofe, wher the earle was fufpect of letters pafTing betuixt the 
Ung and him, without reveilling therof to the generall, according to order of 
armes ; whither true or not, I cannot fay, but it was wyfely and lliortly fup- 
preft. See more hereafter. 

Monday the 19th of October, (kipper Findlay imbarked within his fliip the 
lord Ogilvie, tbe lairds of Pitfoddells elder and younger, the young laird 
Drum, Donald Farquharfone of TulHegarmouth, Mr. James Sibbald minilter 
at Aberdein, with fome others. They loufed out of our harberie, and to the 
fea for England goe they. Collonell mafter of Forbes lying with his fouldiera 
in Aberdein, hearing of their intended voyage, was offended, but could not 
mend liimfelfe. AUwayes he advertifed the Eftates at Edinburgh of their goe- 
ing, who gave him no thankes that waited not better on upon fuch fervice. 

tTbe third Tuefday and 20th of October, the provincial! aflemblie fat down 
New Aberdein : Mr, Robert Reid parfone of Bauchorie, made moderator 
Ull the nixt elleniblie, and Mr. William Strachan ordained to tranfport him- 
felf frae the kirk of Methlick to the kirk of Old Aberdein, to ferve the cure 
therat, in the depofed doctor Scroggie's place; whilk he obeyed. Mr. Robert 
Ogilvie, fubprincipall, goes to his kirk ; Mr. Alexander Midletoun, his good 
brother, falls fubprincipall. 

Thurfday the 22d of October, captain Kaird, ane faflious drunken compa- 

^n (otherwayes ane pretty fouldier), killed ane poor man's horfe in New 

^rdein ; for the whilk he was wairded, and therafter for his mifcarriage 

liheired. 

Ye may fee before of the lord Sinclair's goeing to Caithnefs. He returns 

ck to Aberdein upon Thurfday the 22d of October with 500 fouldiers, whilk 

brought out of that countrie. He quarters them in New Aberdein, leave. 

f fome moneyes with commillar Farquhar for their mantainance, and haftie- 

f rydefi foutb, to receive orders frae the committee of Eftates ; but before he 
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came back againe his allowance was fpent, and the fouldiers putt to their ihifts. 
Aberdein would grant them no quarters, fmce the coUonell mafter of Forbes' 
regiment was allreadie quartered ther ; wherupon ilk Ibuldier begane to deall 
and doe for hirafelfe ; foine came over to the Old toun, wher they gott no- 
thing but hunger and cold ; others I'pread throw the countrie here and there 
about the toun, fpecially to papiils' lands, plundering both horfe' meat and man's 
meat wher they might gett it, to the great greif of the countrie, and to Aber- 
dein alfo. See more hereafter. 

Now his majedie leaves his army, confUling of about 16,000 foot and 4OO0 
hoiie, as was reported, at York, and takes journey about this time towards 
his own palace of ^Veltminfter, for keeping of the Englilh parliament the 5tb 
of November, as ye heard before granted. 

The Scotts army ftill lying at Newcaftle, it was faid that generail Lefeiie 
had fent out Sir Archibald Douglas, with about 40 men, to goe wntcb (he 
feilds about Newcaftle, 12 mylea frae the camp, who rode 10 myles farderbf 
order, and cairlef^ly lichted at Burrowbrigs, ftabted their horfes, and fatt down 
to drink ; but being efpyed by the king's out watches, they came firft to the 
ftables and took their horfe, fyne to the houfe and took themfelveB, except 
only four which elcajwd ; whereat the generail was hiely offended for their 
mifcarriage. AUwayea they are keeped prifoners, and in end was put al 
libertie. 

The lairds of Wattertoun and Auchterellon, with fome others, Thomas Nj- 
collbne, Robert Forbes alias Dobrie, and George Jamiefon, burgefles of Abtf- 
dein, whom ye heard were wairded in Edinburgh, came home about the i& 
of November, after payment of their fynes. Mr. Alexander Reid came home 
before. 

The parliament of England upon the fifth of November fits down at W^ 
minfter, wherby his majeitie was greivoully bom down and crolTed, aa hat- 
after does appear. 

No fellion fitt^ down in Edinburgh at this time ; yet inferior judicatories, 
the commiflarie and fherriff of Aberdein and other places, fitt down in woot- 
ed manner. 

Friday the 6th of November, ane Aberdein's fiiher boat perifhed pitiefallf 
in the fea with feven men, to the farder vifiteing cf finfiill Aberdein. 

Sunday the 8th of November, Mr. James Willoz preached in Ohl AbenkiD. 
After fermon, he read out fome committee acts, forbidding prentiAes to leave 
their fervice without order, and fetting down prices upon leather ; wheni[Km 
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followed Ihortly ane ftrict command, chargeing the haill cordiners in both 
Aberdeins to make up fingle foled ftioes to the collonell mailer of Forbes' foul- 
diers. No remead ; it was obeyed, but little payment gotten for the leather, 
and none at all for their work. See more hereafter. 

Munday the l6thof November, the lord Gordon with fome three or fourfer- 
vants, came frae Berwick be fea to Aherdein, landed at the Sandaefs, and 
came to George Middleton's houfe in Old Aberdein, to whom the collonell 
mafter of Forbes fent two of his own officers, lieutenant crowner Forbes and 
major M'Kenzie, demanding the lord Gordon of news. He received thir fonl- 
diers kindly, aofwered, No news, hut appearance of peace ; and withall Iheired 
them three patents, one frae the king, one frae generall Lefslie, and the third 
frae the governour of Berwick, to pals and repals at his pleafure. Thir gen- 
tlemen took their leave, and returned to their colonell. The lord Gordon, af- 
ter breakfaft, caufes hyre liorfes, and goes for Strathbogie, haveing only with 
him John Gordon of Ardlogie, Patrick Innes lone to umquhile Alexander la- 
nes of Cotts, Alexander Gordon Swankie, and Robert Gordon his fervitor. 

About this time, ane Aherdein's ihip, wherof Thomas Boyes was Ikipper. 
comeing with their goods frae Holland to Aberdein, is blawn up by contrair 
wynds up the Forth ; but, at the Eftates' command, flie is ihortly burded and 
manned, who clofed up her doors, alleadeging her merchands in the begin- 
ning of thir troubles fled the good caufe with their heft goods, and went over 
to Holland, wher they uttered unreverent fpeeches againfi this caufe and au- 
thors therof in Campveer, triiely told them frae that part, and now feeing ap- 
pearance of peace, they would returne home at their own hands. Now, the 
goods partly belonged to fuch men as fled, and partly belonged to others who fled 
not. AUwayes, both forts of merchands are fummoned to compear before the 
committee of Eftates at Edinburgh, wherof fome were fyned. The eftates bor- 
rowed upon band fome moneyes frae them, whilk was punctually repayed, and 
the fliip about the fourth of December gate libertie home in peace. But at this 
voyage, Paul Inglts and John Perflie, two fyne merchands, departed this life. 

About this time, John carle of Kothcs lord Lefslie, &c., Charles earle of 
Dumfermling, John lord Loudon, Sir Patrick Hepburn of Wachtoun, Sir Wil- 
liam Douglas of Cavers, William Druraniond of Richardtoun, John Smith of 
Edinburgh, Mr. Alexander Wedderhum of Dundee, and Hugh Kennedy of 
Air, as members of the Eftates of our Scotts parliament, and for the kirk Mr. 
Alexander Henderfun and Mr. Archibald Johnftou, were fent up to the Eog- 
lifli parliament. See more hereafter. 
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The laird of Greight, elder, taken be captain Betoun, as ye may fee before, 
and wairded in the tolbuith of Edinburgh upon caution, had libertie of frie.waird 
within the town, and to walk and goe at his pleafure ; but fhortly therafter he 
took ficknefs, and upon the 17th of November he departed this life in Edinbnigk 

Tuefday the 17th of November, collonell Alexander mafter of Forbes being 
informed that his regiment, (who never did fervice), was to be difbandedf rode 
fhortly fouth to the Eflates, leaveing his fouldiers lying in Aberdein, liveiiig 
be advancement of commilfary Farquhar upon the tenths and twentieths. See 
more hereafter. 

Our Scotts parliament fatt down by the Eftates at Edinburgh the 19th of 
November ; but I referr what was done to the acts of parliament themlelves ; 
and continowed therfrae to the 14th of January 1641. It lat down alio bdbro 
upon the 11th of June 1640, in abfence of the king*s commiffioner ; firae that 
continowed to the 19th of November, and fo furth. 

Saturday the 20th of November, one of the lord Sinclair's fouldiers haveing 
wiffe and childrein, mynding to fteal home, is apprehended, and but doom or 
law, betuixt the croces of New Aberdein, is hanged to the death be one lieutenant 
collonell Sinclair, who therafter was cafheired for this cruell deid done when 
my lord himfelfe was in Edinburgh. See hereafter. 

Sunday the 21ft of November and Thurfday therafter, fafting and prayer 
univerfally through all Scotland preceiQy keeped for the good fuooefi of the 
army and peace of the countrie ; but no faft keeped in Old Aberdein, by rea« 
fon of the want of our minifter. 

Ye heard before, how fome of our Aberdein's burgefles came home. Oeoigo 
Johnfton was fyned in 1000 pounds; George Morifon, David Rickart, and M^ 
liam Petrie, ilk ane fyned in 1000 merks ; and were fett out of waird of the tol- 
buith of Edinburgh to libertie, and about this time came home to Aberdein. 

Lieutenant Fodderinghame, with about 40 muikateirs of collonell mafter of 
Forbes* regiment, went out of Aberdein, haveing order to goe out and plunder 
fuch perfones as had not payed their tenths, and given up their men, chaneed 
to be at Fyvie with his company, drinking at an alehoufe called Lewis, wher 
John Oordon fecond fon to John Gordon of Ardlogie, William Seaton cham- 
berlain of Fyvie, John Seaton, and fome others happened to be alfo ; and upoa 
fome flicht occaiion, ferjant Forfyth in this company was fuddenly ilaine be Uie 
faid John Gordon by ane fhott, who wan his way firiely but revenge firam 
the midft of Fodderinghame^s 40 muikateirs ; for the whilk this lieatenaiit 
was pitiefiilly dilgraced, as ye may fee hereaftert 
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Ye beard alfo before, how major Monro, at his removeing from Aberdein 
I fimth with his regiment, was refting to tiie town's people moneyes for their fuf- 
Itentatioo, whilk now he remembers, and caufes coinmi^Tar Farquhar pay every 
B according to his accompt ; but he haveing ftore of old victuall befyde him, 
bought for three pounds the boll, fells it out for four pounds againe, quherby 
he made up his gaine at the honefl people's hands by this Hiift, haveing al- 
lowance to have payed them all in ready money. 

The committee of Eltates of parliament had ordained ane hundred and fifUe 
thoufand goodlyngs, at SOs. ilk gooldlyng, to be payed be the haill burrowes of 
Scotland, according as they Ibould be fteuted, for payment to the Hollanders 
for certaine ammunition, powder and ball, which they lent to Scotland, the 
time of thir troubles. Amongft the reft, Aberdein was ftented in 16,000 good- 
lyoga to be payed be the merchant tradders allenerly, upon furetie to be repay- 
ed back againe be the Eftates. Thus, ilk merchant's trade and eftate is tryed 
and publickly confidered, within the tolbuith of Aberdein, upon or about the 
34th of November, and being ftented conforme, made up 16,000 goodlyngs, or 
16,000 pounds. 

Now, news comes to Aberdein frae the Englifti parliament, laying, tun- 
nage and poundage or fliip moneyes, ane of the greateft calualities due to the 
king, was difchargcd ; and being at the king's difpofall befor, is now reduced 
monethly by bill to crave this frae the Eftates, otherwayes to want. 2dly, AH 
monopoleis difcharged, 3dly, That the three preachers whofe nofes had been 
flitted and caft in prifon for fpeiking againft epifcopacie were putt to libertie 
and reftored to their own kirks. 4thly, That the cannons of the tower then 
mounted againft the city of London were dilinounted, and Sir William Bal- 
four captain therof before, who was difcharged, is againe reftored to be cap- 
tain of this tower. 5thly, That the haill papifts were commanded under the 
paine of treafon not to come nearer the place of parliament nor 10 myles; 
they ftiould have no armes within their houfes, nor carry armes on their bo- 
dies ; and the whole papifts of other nations ftiould remove themfelves out of 
England under the paine of death. 6thly, That there was 1100 fubfcribants 
of Englifti who had given up greivances againft. their own bifliops. And 
liftly. That our Scotts army was weill allowed by the lower houfe and body of 
tie kingdome. See more hereafter. But this purpofe, whither true or not, I 
MBDot fay ; but look to his Majeftie's Declaration or Anl'wer to the Declara- 
"Oniett out and fent to him by both parliaments of England, in which (his 
*f|vfue*8 aofwer) is contained more crediblie fbme certain acts, fuch as aoe 
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bill paft for ane trienniall parliament, for impoff ing upon merchandize (wltilk 
here I take to l)e tunnagu ami poundage), for prefftag of fouldiers, fur take* 
ing away the Star Chamber and High Commiffion courts, or regulateing the 
Councill Tables, for Shcrriffs, Stannery courts. Clerk of the merkett, and take- 
ing away the voices of biUiops out of the lords' houfe. This is fein with 
fome others in the king's own fpeech. 

Thurlciay the 23th of November, caplaine Arnot, with ane partie of mul- 
koteirs, direct down to Pyvie, to take or kill him who had llaine Forfyth the 
lerjeant. See before. But the deed doer John Gordon was fled. AUwayoi, 
the fouldiers, who were fcattered at this flaughter, were gathered and brought 
into the loun. 

Sunday the 29th of November, doctor (Juild preached both before and after- 
noone here in Old Abenlein. Mr. Williaui Slrachan, after the forenoon's ferniOD, 
was received be the pariochiae, elders, and deacones there conveined, in the 
depoled doctor Scroggie'a place, whofe rouuie ftlll vaiked frae the time of his 
■deprivation, and the kirk was evill lerved be (Iraiiger volunteir rainifters wbyk 
tliia time. Wee had good doctrine from this Mr. William Stracban ay (incefyiw: 
Now doctor Scroggie dwells ftill in his own houfe whyle W'hytluuday nixt 
to come, dureing which time he came very fuldora to hear him ; but went 
either to other churches in Aberdein or Futtie upon the Sunday, and liked 
rather to hear any other preacher nor Mr. William Stracban out of his pulpite 
wherfrae he was thus wayes removed, one who had long ferved in the minif- 
trie, ane learned, grave, ancient man, of lingular good parts, who, by follow- 
ing the king, is, but his helpe, thus overthrown ; yet be waa remembered 6iice- 
fyne. See hereafter. 

Now the laid Mr. William Stracban being received, the ladie very Sanday 
after forenoon's fermon, the laird of Haddo perfeued the laird of Craigievu 
(both being come frae fermon) anent the bifhop's ftyle with a rod in his hand, 
whilk he quickly defended with ane other rod. AUwayes they are redd but 
blood. But Craigievar apprehending himfelfe to be behind, challenged Haddo 
daily, who anfwered hira againe ; hut it turned to no doeing, but malice iire- 
concileahle was in the breait of Craigievar. 

Ye beard before of the mailer of Forbes, Marifchall bearing him dova te- 
fore the Tables. Whereupon he rode towards' generall Letslie, who elUl^ilk- 
ed his regiment, otherwayes he had bein dilbanded, or at leaft was to be d^ 
banded, by the Ellates. But in his ahfence his men was liveing in Abo^ciB 
upon the tenths and twentieths, and dayly oppreffing the king's leid^

AUwayes, eollonell raafter of Forbes retunies home from Newcaftle to Aber- 
deen upon the fourth day of December, and agaiue begins within his dirifiou to 
uplift the tenths aud twentieths, viz. of the tenth chaldei ane chalder, and ane 
merk of ten merks of fllver rent ; befydes the twenty penny. 

Sir John Lefslie of Wardhoufe depairted this life in Tilliefour upon the 
29th of November, and was buried within his own chapell at Tilliefour, wher 
never laird of Wardhoufe was buried before, and himfelfe being the lall laird 
was firft buried ther. His lady was alfo fliortly married with the laird of 
Cluny ; as ye may lee hereafter. 

Sunday the 6th of December, Mr. William Strachan, after forenoon's fer- 
moD in Old Aberdein, read out certaine acts and iaflructions fett down be the 
lords and others of the committee of parliament at Edinburgh of the 11th of 
November 164'0, wherein ane llrait command is fett down to all the haill com- 
mittees of warr, noblemen, barrons, colonells, gentlemen, flierrifls, raagillrates 
of burrows, elders, and conftables in each pariih, as they will be aufwerable 
to the Eftates of this kingdorae, that they try, fearch, feek, take, and appre- 
hend all fugitives, horfe or foot, and to prefent them before the committees of 
warr in ilk divilion, or Iherriffs of the Ihyre, or magiftrates of the burrows 
where the laids fugitives Ihall be apprehended ; and whilk committees, fher- 
riffs, and magiftrates, fliall be obleiged to decimate the faids fugitives, and to 
hang the tenth man of them ; and if ther be but one or more of them within 
ten, to caufe hang one of the faid number, albeit there be but one, and to fend 
th« reft to the committee of Eftates at Edinburgh, upon the expenflis of the 
publick, to be puniflied with ane mark of infamy, and to be fent back to their 
companies : and whofo happens after the publication hereof to receipt, keep, re- 
ceive, or entertaine any of thefe fugitives, horfe or foot, and fliall not delate 
or deliver them in m;anner forfaid, fliall be repute enemies to the good caule, 
and puniflied by the faid committee of Eftates or committees of warr wher 
they dwell, and the halfe of his moveable goods ipjo facta forfault ; the one 
halfe therof to be employed to the ufe of the publick, and the other halfe given 
to him who delates the receipters, and qualifies the fame : and farder, the faids 
perfones delaters to receive reward by and attour frae the committee of Eftates. 
And becaule there is a great number of all forts of people lately come frae the 
army and frae their quarters and companies within this kingdome, (now on 
foot for defence therof), wherof fundries have obtained a pafs to return within 
a fliort fpace ; therfore it is ftatute and ordained, that whofoever fliall not re- 
tume to his cuUors within four dayes after the publication hereof, at the leaft 
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immediately after the expyreing of their pals, (hall be efteimed as fugitives, and 
(hall be lyable and fubject to the cenfure and punifhment forlaid. And if the 
committee of warr within each divifion ihall be negligent in conveining and 
takeing order with the faids runawayes and their receipters and concealmi ov 
fhall be deficient in putting this act to execution, each perfone of the laid com- 
mittee of warr fhall be unlawed and fyned be the laid committee of Eftates in 
the foume of 300 pounds Scotts money for each faillzie, toties quaties : And if 
the minifter and elders fhall be deficient in delateing, and captaines, or 000- 
ftables of pariochins, or any other pariochiner» fhall be negligent in ieardiing* 
apprehending and prefenting of the faids fugitives and mafterlefs men to the 
faids committees of warr or other magiftrates forfaids, or in putting the laid act 
to due execution, fo farr as concerns their part therof, each one of them who 
fhall be found negligent fhall be fyned be the committee of warr within theif 
bounds, or by the faidcommittee of Eftates, in the foume of 100 pounds monej 
forefaid ; the one halfe therof fhall pertaine to the publict, and the other halfe 
to the partie delaitter of the faid negligent perfons refpective in manner forlaid: 
And if it fhall come to the knowledge of any perfone who hath or fhall ha|qpen 
to outreack fouldiers, horfe or foot, that thefe outreacked by them are difbuid- 
«d and fled frae their cullors, the faid qutputters of them fhall be obleidged to 
fearch, feek, and apprehend the faids fugitives throw the haill bounds of the 
prefbytrie wher the faids outputters dwell, and fhall either apprehend them and 
put them from their bounds ; or otherwayes, in cafe of their neglect to doe thdr 
diligence therin, the faid outputters fhall be obliged to make up their number 
be outputting of men in their places, fufficiently provided in armes and other 
neceffaries, upon the faid outreackers their own expenflis. And ordaines thefe 
prefents to be publifhed at the mercate croces of all head burrows, and the haiU 
pariochine kirks within this kingdome, that none pretend ignorance hereoC

■ad paflages, fur appreliending of all runawayes. 

SrU. All the cloatb and (hoes in eacb prelbytrie and burgh alrpaJie provyded for the funldiers in 
the army mull he lent to Cdinburgli or to the camp, witliin four dayes after your receipt hereof; 
ud orders mult he given for makelng all the Ihoea and baying all the closth that can be had in yoar 
boBitdi, which mad be prepared and tent to Edinburgh or to the army with all poRible dilligence ; 
■■d at the delivery therof, you muft gi»e order to gett commirtarea' tickelta of receipt of the lameo, 
for keeping of a right rompt, otLerwayes what you lend and deliver will not be allowed by the 
pitblict. 

4th. The committeea of warr and nia^iftratea of bitrgba mull fend to the committee of EUatea at

of the fourth man as of the eighth man, and of the tronpers at 2000 merka of rent, that were not pott 
fnrth to the army according to their proportions ; and to take a lift of what is reftingnot putt forth 
of either horfe or foot^ and to canfe prefently fiimi(h them with armea and others neceflaryy and to 
take afliirance that they may be ready npon two dayea adFertifement to come fintfa with 40 dayea 
loan, and this but prejudice of their fynes for not oomeing furth in due time. Lykeaa the iUda 
collonells and committees of warr are hereby required to fend a lift and roll of the iaida horfe aod 
foot yet reftiog, not come furth to the committee of Eftatea, with their namea be whom they aie 
due ; and that within a moneth after their receipt hereof. 

12th. As for the laft recrue of the tenth man, and a trouper horfe for every 6000 meiln of icnt, 
conmiittees of warr, collonells, and commanders, are hereby required to putt them all once upon hot, 
and to fee them fuffidently armed, and to take aflnreance that they may be ready to eome forth 
upon advertifement ; and to fend the committee of Eftatea ane roll of the number both of horfe aod 
foot which may be outreacked, according to the proportion foHaid, of the faida recmea forth of each 
fhyre and divifion ; and this within a moneth after their receipt hereof. 

. 13th. All the Tolunteirs who are ready and did offer themfelrea to come forth in October laft, 
and all other gentlemen who have any able horfea and who affect this caufe, are hweby eameftly 
defired to be in readienefs upon the nixt advertifement And it ia hereby declaired, that any yqIoo- 
teir who pleafeth to come or fend out fhall haye ane anfwerable deduction of their proportioa of 
horfes for the recrue, according to ane trooper for each 6000 meiks rent, prorydeiag that befim 
they defert their fervice they be obleidged to fumifh their due proportion of horfea aceordii^ to 
their rent. 

14tL That a perfeit roll be fent to the committee of Eftatea at Edinburgh of the namna of the 
whole perfones that are receiyed and fwome upon each committee of warr, and the name of 
clerk in ilk divition ; and this within 8 dayes after ther receipt hereof. 

l&itu It is hereby declared, that when any of thofe who are of the ordinar number of the 
mittee of Eflates fhall happen to be abroad in any part of the countrie, that they fhall hare ^aoa 
and voice as ane of the ordinar number of the committee of warr in the divifion where they fhall 
happen to be. 

16th. The committees of Eftates, both at Edinburgh and at the camp, confidering that the mfboe- 
tions heretofoir fent to the countrie for the good of the publict have bein neglected and altogidwr 
flighted be the moft part ; and the faids committees of Eflates finding themfelves obleidged (be die 
truft and charge committed to them) to provyde a timeous remeid for preventing of fbch neglect 
akid fecuritie, in time comeing, left the not remeiding therof indanger both the countrie and caafe 
now in hand : therfore they doe hereby require all and every one in their feverall placea and de- 
grees to whom the obeying of thir inftructions are incumbent, that they exactly foUfill and obey the 
above written inftructions in every point therof, and make fpeedy report of their dilligence theraDcnt, 
within the times prefcribed ; otherwayes thefe prefents doe certifie every one who fhall be defieiaot 
hereiotill, that the nixt infhuctions fhall be militarie execution of poynding be horfe troopera or feat 
companyes againft thofe who fhall be negligent, with libertie of frie quarters upon the delinqocialii 
ay and whyle they doe their duetie, and fpedally againft the committeea of warr to whom the eae- 
cuteing of publict orders are principally incumbent, and whofe bygone neglect in their pkeea huh 
occafioned all the flightmg of the publict orders throw the countrie. FiMia. 

Thir papers were read out by the laid Mr. William Strachan for our paiiih 
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of St. Machir, and was alfo read out throw all the reft of the parifties and 
mercate croces of the kingdonie, whilk bred great fear in the hearts of many, 
wondering at fuch peices publiflied but authoritie of the king : but no re- 
mead : all gave obedience ; for why, there was none dui-H lay againft; thir 
proceedings. 

Ye heard before, how Aberdein had furnifhed Iheir part of the llioes and 
doaths ; but their filver work efcaped, and was not taken up, as was done both 
in Kdinburgh and Dundie. Mr. William Strachan collected out of the Old 
toun and Spittall bounds about fourtie pounds of contribution, conforme to 
their inftructions. There was neither man nor wife, mafter nor fervant, ftudent 
nor fcholler, poor nor rich, but he fearched for this contribution ; and who vo- 
luntarie would not give or refuifed to give, their names were netted. 

No doubt but Aberdein payed alfo of voluntar contribution the fourae of 

pound Scots, and neither burgh nor land efcaped ; wherby alfo 

boned men's means yea poor ones provifiones were daily pyked be one flight or 

other, but warrand from the king, for mantainance of this good caufe, albeit 

the army lived upon England I'ufficiently befydes ; as hereafter ye may fee. 

Upon Munday the 14th of December, ane committee holden at Aberdein, 
wher orders was given out for furnifliing victuall out of the iberriffdome of 
Aberdein, to be fent to Newcaftle for fuftaiuing of the army, of competent 
price, upon bond for payment. It was faid, that ther was fent out of the £ber- 
riffdomes of Aberdein and Banff 12000 bolls of victuall. 

It was laid about this time, that the deputie of Ireland was committed and 
thereafter wairded in the tower of London ; and that the archbifliop of Can- 
terburj' was firft committed to the black rod, thereafter to the tower forlaid. 
Lykeas our Scotts commillioners upon the I6th of December fett out papers 
;fa print, whereof the tenor follows : 

The Charge of At Scott\jk Commiffioners agaiiifl iM PrelaU of CanUrbury, 
Novation* in Religion, which are DDiverfally acknowledged to be the main caufe of commotiona 
in Kingdomes and States, and are knoivn to be the trae caufe of onr prefeut tronbles, were many and 
great; belide the book of OrdJoatioD, and Homilies, 1. Some particnlar alleratious in matters of 
Religion prelled apon ua, without order and againft Law, coDtniry to the forme eftablilhed in oar 
Kirk ; 2. A new book of Canons and Conftilutions Ecclefiafticall ; 3. A Liturgie or book of Com- 
■wn Prayer, which did aJfo cany with them many dangerous erroura in mattera of doctrine. Of 
all which we challenge the Prelate of Canterbury, as the prime caufe on earth. 

And Grft, That this Prelate was the author and ni^;er of fome particular changes, which made 
great diSnrbance amongd us, we make manifed, 1. By fourteen letters fubfcribed, W. Cant, ia the 
I yeuB, to one of our pretended Bilhops, Bannaline ; wherein he often enjoyneth hiin. 
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wad other precenaed BiflMfH, to ippor m the Oipfci m Acir vUle^ eoMarj to the eaAoiM of 
ov Kirk ad to fak pfoniie Hade to the pinioihd Biflwp of Edukmfjkt^ the eorooetioD, thit

eeiredin onr Kirk ; rommfod i no him when he famwi him ohfe^nione to thefe hit rmnnm n d i ; trili^g 
him that he bnd mofed the Kii« the facowl tmK far the p^hmot of fnch » hod not mntfod 
in the Cboppd : and wherein he apbiaideth Um betteriy, tte m hm £ift Sjnod at Abodeen ho hod 
ondjT difpoted againft oar coftuow. of Sfoibnd of fating fometimee on the LordTe day; and pn? 
fompCaoafl jT eadmag onr Kiik, that in thm wo were oppofite to Ch riflimuty it fel^ and thift 
aBMHigift nt there was no CanoM at an. More of thm ftdfe moy bo feen in the lettera themftlfo^ 
Seeondlf , Bj two popcn of meaMiin and inftractiona firooi the prete nde d Bifliop of Saint An- 
AewB to the pretended BiOiop of Roft eoonng to thia IV^te, far orderii^ the affim of the K^ 
and Kingdome of Scotland, aa not ooel jr to obtain w aiianta , to order the Ezd^qner, the Fdri^ 
Conneel, the great Commiffion of Sairenden» the aaatter of Bobaerao'a prooei% aa nught pkafa oir 
IVdatea; bot warnnta aUb for fitting of the high Coonaiffien Coort oaoe a week b Ediabnigk 
and to gain from the Noblemen, for the benefito of IVdatea and their ndherenta^ the Abh adea of 
Kdib^ Aibnith, S. Andrew^ and Lindma: and in the finaUeA antteta to reeeifo hia eomnaad^ 
aa far taking down GaUeriea and ftone walk in the Kiika of Edinhv)^ and Saint Andrew^ far no 
other end bat to make way for Alton and ndoratioa towardi the eaft; which befidea other mk, 
made no femn noife and difhubanoe amongft the people, deprired hereby of their ordinary aeoam* 
modation for pnblidc worfhip. 

Hie fecood Novatioo whidi tronbled oar pence waa a book of Canona and Conftitntiona Eodo- 
fiaftican obtruded opon onr Kirk, foond by onr Generan Aflembly to be denied for eftaWiflwMnt 
of a tyrannical power in the perfoos of oor Fkektet orer the worihip of God, orer the cnnfciencei^ 
liberties, and goods of the people ; and far abolifliing the n^Kde difiripfine and goremment of o« 
Kirk by generaD and proTindall Aflembties, Pirefbyteries, and Kirk Seffions, whidi was fettled bj 
law, and in cootinoall practife iince the time of the Refonnation:— That Canterimry waa Matter if 
this work, is manifefl. 

By a book of Canons fent to him, written npon the one fide ooely, with Ae other fide Unkt 
for corrections, additions, and patting an in better order at his pleafore; iHuch acconfing^ wai 
done, as may appear by interliniDgs, marginals, and filling op of tbo blanke page with directimiB fell 
to oor Filiates ; and that it was done by no other than Canterbory, is endait by hia Magiftmial 
way of prefcribing, and by a new copy of thefe Canona an writtoi with Saint Andrew'a own hand 
precifely to a letter according to the former caftigationa fient bock for procoring the King'a w aiia al 
onto it, which accordmgly was obtained ; bat with an addition of fomo other Canona, and a paper if 
fome other corrections : Acc<Hding to which, the book of Canons thna eompofed waa pa bKih ed in 
print, the infpection of the bookes, inflmctions, and hia letters of joy far the fncoefife of the wmfc, 
and of others letters of the Prelate of London, and the Lord Stirfing^ to die fiune parpoft; aU 
wUdi we are ready to exhibite, win pot the metier out of an debate. 
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Befii^M ihii general, tliere be Come thingR more fpeciall wortlif to be adverted nnto, far diCcover- 
lag his Ipiril. 1. The i Canon of cap. 8. Forafiituch as no Teforination in Doctrine, or Di/bipline, 
tmt be made perfect at once in any Church I therefore it Jkall and may be latofuU for Oie Church 
' ^ Scatlarid, at any time to mahe remoTi/lrances to his M. or hisjitcceffburs, &c. BeisnTe this Cb- 
n boldeth the door open to more innovations, be writeth to tlie Prelate of RofTe, liis privy ageot 
I i> all tbia work, of bis ^rcat g'ladnes that this Cannon <]idy?iiru/ /vhimle t/ie Curtain, and his great 
I delire that tbie Cannon may be printed fully as om that teas to be mnfl nfefulL 2.

Heai, &c. ordained to be ob/erved by the Clergy. He will not have Caoone to come from the an- 
thoritie of Synods, but from the power of Prelates, or from tlie King's prerogative. 3. The for- 
niiUble Canon, Cap. 1. 3. threatning no lelle ibon excommunication againlt all fuch perfoos wbo- 
fiMTer ftiall open their moutbea againlt any of thel'e books proceeded not from our Prelates nor is 
M be (onnd in the copy Tent from them, but is a thunderbolt forged in Canterburie's own fire. 4. 
Onr IVeUtee in divers places witneffe their diflike of Papills. A Miaiftcr lliall be ilepofed if be be 
feand negligent (o convert PapilU, Cap. 18. 15, The adoration of the Bread is a fuperfliiion t^i be 
condemned. Cap. 6. (i. They call the ablolute necelfity of Baptifrae an error of Poperj-, Cap. 6. 2. 
Bat in Canterburie's edition, the name of Papifls and Poperie is not fo mach as mentioned. 5. Oar 
n«laUi have not the boldnetle to trouble as in their Canons with Altars, Fonts, Chancels, reading 
of a loTff Litui^e before Sermon, &c. But Canterbnrie is punctuall, and peremptory in all ihefe. 
6. Although the words of the tenth Canon, Chap. 3. be faire, yet the wicked intentions of Canter- 
tmry and Rols may be feenc, in the point of jnlliBcatioo of a fmner before God, by comparing the 
Canon as it came from our Prelates, and as it was retnmed from Canterbury and printed. Our Pre* 
Istea fay thus : ft ii manife/l, l/iat the faper/lition of former ages fialh turned into a great prop/tane- 
»ffi, ond that people are grown cold for the tnojl part in doing any good, thinking there is no 
plaet lo good works becaufe they art excluded from jiijlification. Therefore JhoU all MinifUrs, as 
6le»r text givtlh oerajton, urge the necfjfity of good works, as they would bejia:ed, and remember 
tint they are via regni the way lo the kingdomt of heathen, though not caufa regnandi hoaibeit they be 
met the eaiiji ofjalnalion. Here Rofs givelb his judgment, TLat be would have this Canon fimply 
CMamanding good works to be preached, and no mention made what place they have or have not 
fa joftification. Upon this motion fo agreeable to Canterburie's mind, tlie Canon is fet down as it 
ftandetli without the diltinction of via regni, or cauja regnandi, or any word founding that way, 
■iging nnely the necellity of good works. 7. By comparing Can. 9. Cap. 18. as it was fent in wri- 
ting ^m our Prelates, and as it is printed at Canterburies command, may be alio manifell, that he 
went about t« efUblilh auricular confellion and Popilh abfolntion. 8. Onr Prelates were not ac- 
counted with Canons for inflicting of arbitrary penalties : But in Canterburies book, whcrefocver 
there is no penalty eiprefnly li^t down, it is provided that it Ihall be arbitrary, as the Ordinary Ihall 
lUnk fitted. By thefe, and many other the like, It is apparent, what tyrannical! power he went 
Amx to ettablilh in the hands of onr Prelates over the worlbip and the foals and goods of men, 
emturaing from the foundation the whole order of onr Kirk, what I'eedea of Popery he did fow in 
onr Kirk, and how large an entry he did make for the grofTell novations afterward, which hath been 
a main caufe of all their combuflion. 

The third and great Novation was the book of Common Prayer, Adminiftra^on of the Sacraments, 
•■d other parts of divine fervice, brought in without warrant from our Kirk to be oniverfally re- 

tinne of divine Service, under all highelt jisiaes botli civill and ecclefiajlicai ) 
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which is fonnd by oar Nationall Afl^blie, befide the Popifli fraiM wad fermei m dMw wocftip^to 
containe many Popifh erroan and ceremonies and the feeds of manifold aad groA 
and idolatries, and to be repugnant to the Doctrine, Difcipline, and otder of ov 
the Confeffion of Faith, Conliitutions of Generall Aflemblies, and Acta of 
the tnie Religion : — That this was alfo Canteri>mrie*s worice, we make maufeft. 

By the memoirs and inftnictions fent mito him from omr Pkrelatea, wherein they gmve n 
accoont of the dOligence they had nfed to doe all which herein they were enjoyned, by ikt 
tion of the Service Book fent to them and of all the marginall oorreetiona w h e t c ui it 
from the £ngli(h Book, (bowing their defire to hare fome few things dianged in it, whkk niHwifc 
fianding was not granted : This we finde written by Saint Andrews own hand, and fabfisAad.bf 
him and nine other of our Prelates. By Canterimrie's own letters, witnefles, of hia joy nh« llii 
book was ready for the Prefle, of his prayers that God wonld fpeed the woike, of bk bopo la An 
that ferrice fet up in Scotland, of hb dilligence to fend for the Printer, and directing Una la 
a black letter and to fend it to his ferrants at Edmbnigb for printing this booke, of Us 
of the proofes fent from the prefle, of hia fisare of delay in bringing the worke fpeedily ta aa 
for the great good (not of that Chnrch, bat) of the Chnrdi, of his encooiaging Rode^ who was 
entrafled with the Prefle, to goe on in this piece of Serrioe without feare of enemiea, AH whU 
may be feene in the autographs and by letters fent from the Prdate of London to Rode, 
as he rejoyceth at the fight of the Scottifh Canons, which, although theyfhonld make fiioM 
at the bq|[inning, yet they would be more for the good of the Kirk than the Canona of 
for the good of the Kingdome. So concerning the Litoigie he fheweth, that Roflfe bad Aal la 
him, to hare an explanation from Canterbury of fome paflage of the Service Booke^ and dial ibi 
pr^ behoved to fland till the explanation come to Edinbargh, which therefore he bad in hifte 
obtained from his Grace and fent the difpatch away by Canteri>urie'a own convdanoa. 

But the booke itfelf, as it flandeth interlined, mai^gined and patcht up, is much more iben all that 
is exprefled in his letters ; and the changes and fupplements themfelvea, taken from the MaA baaha 
and other Romiih Rituals, by which he maketh it to varie from the booke of England, are 
pregnant teftimonies of his Popifh fpirit and wicked intentions which he would have put in 
cation upon us than can be denied. The laige Declaration profefleth, that all the variatkii of oar 
booke from the booke of England, that ever the King underflood, was in fnch thinga as the Seal- 
tifh humours would better comply with than with that which fiood in the Englifb ferviee. T1h6 
Popifh innovations therefore have been furreptitioufly inferted by him, without the King^a know* 
ledge, and againil his purpofe. Our Scottiih Prelatea do petition that fomething may be abated of 
the Englifh ceremonies, as the crofle in baptifme, the ring in marriage, and fome other thinga: Bat 
Canterbury will not onely have thefe things kept, but a great many more and worfe faperadded, 
which was nothing elfe, but the adding of fewell to the fire«-*To expre& and difcover all, waaU 
require a whole booke^ we fhall only touch fome few in the matter of the Comnramoou 

This booke inverteth the order of the Communion in the booke of England, as may be feene by 
the numbers fetting down the orders of this new Communion, 1, 5, 2, 6, 7, S, 4, 8, 9, 10, 15. Of the 
divers fecret reafons of this change, we mention one onely. In joining the fpirituall praife and thaoakfr 
giving, which is in the booke of England potinently afte the Communion, with the prayer of tmh 
fecration before the Communion, and that under the name of Memoriall or Oblation, for no odpr 
end, but that the memoriall and facrifice of praife, mentioiied in it, may be nnderftood aceatdh|[ 
to the Popifh meaning, Bellar. de Mifla, lib. 2. cqi. 21. not of the fpiritnaU facriiioey but of Aa 
oblatiim of the body of the Lord. 
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proteflations, and other lawful! meana, which we nfed for our deKTvranoey Cmler lmry m o cw e d at 
to be declared Rebels and Traitors in all the parifh Klirka of England, When we were ieekiag ta 
poflefie our Religion in peace againfi thefe Devices and NovationSi Canterbuy kindletk wane 
i^;ainfl us. In all thefe it is known, that he was, although not the iole^ yet the prindpel Age^ ped 
Advifer. 

When by the pacification at Berwick, both kingilomea looked for peace and quietneflhy he Pft^ 
red not, openly in the hearing of many, often before the King and prinuly at the Cofoiiodl Tahle 
and the Privy Jointo, to fpeak of us as Rebels and Traitouray and to (peak againft the pedficntioB.ae 
diihonourable and meet to be broken. Neither did his malignancie and bittemefle e?er loSar Um 
to reft, till a new warre was entered upon, and all things prepared for our deftrnetioii. 

By him was it, that our Covenant, approven by Nationall AflemUiea, fobfcrihed by Ua M^^dtia^ 
Commiffioner, and by the Lords of his Majeftie's Couecell, and by them commanded to be IUk 
fcribed by all the fabjects of the Kingdome, as a TefUmony of onr daety to God end die 
by him was it ftill called Ungodly, Damnable, Treafonahle ; by him were Oatha infanted^ eed 
ed upon divers of our poor countray men, upon the pain of imprilbnnient and nmnj 
which were unwarrantable by Law, contrary their Nationall Oath* 

When our Comroiffioners did appeare to render the reafons of our Demanda, he fpared not, i 
prefence of the King and Committee, to laile againft oUr Nationall AflemUy, as not daring ta 
peare before the world and Kirks abroad, where himfelfe and hia actions were able to endore trjaB^ 
and againft our juft and neceflary defence, aa Ae moft maUdoua and treafonahle. contempt ef 
narchicall Government that any by-gone age liad heard of* His hand alfo was at the Wamml 
the reflraint and imprifonment of our CommiflSKmers fent from the Pariiament, wairantad bj the 
King, and feeking the peace of the Kingdomes* 

When we had by our Declarations, Remonftrances, and Reprefentatlons manifefled the tnA oT 
our Intentions and lawfulnefle of our Actions to all the good Subjects of the Sangdome ef 
when the late Parliament could not be moved to aflift or enter in wane againft «a manit 
our Religion and Liberties, Canterbury did not onely advife the breaking up of that high and 
nourable Court, to the great griefe and hazard of the kingdome, but (which ia without ejEaanple) 
did fit ftill in the Convocation and make Canons and Conftitutions againft as and our juft and ae* 
ceflary defence, ordaining under all higheft paines, that hereafter the Cleigy (hall preach, §omr tjiaft 
in the year, fnch doctrine as is contrary not only to our proceedings, but to the doctrine and pro- 
ceedings of other reformed Kirks, to the judgement of all found Divines, and Politiquea, and 
ing to the utter fiavery and ruining of all Eftates and Kingdomes, and to the diihonoor of 
and Monarchs. And as if this had not been fufficient, he procured fix Subfidiea to be lified off thi 
Clergy under paine of Depiivation to all that fhould refnfe* And which is yet worfe, and Aotv 
which malice itfelf cannot afcend, by his meanes a prayer is framed, printed, and fent th r oi ^ ti 
the parodies of England, to be faid in all Churdies in time of Divine Service^ next after the pnfV 
for the Queen and Royall progeny, againft our Nation, by name of trayteroua Subjecta, having cat 
o£f all obedience to our anointed Soveraigne and comming in a rebellioua manner to invade Em* 
land, that ihame may cover our faces, as enemies to God and the King. 

Whofoever fhall impartially examine what hath proceeded from himfelf in theie two books rf 
Canons and Common prayer, what doctrine hath been publiihed and printed thefe yearea bjpaft 
in England by his Difciples and Emiflaries, what grofile Popery in the moft materiall pobH wt 
have found and are ready to (hew in the pofthume writings of the prelate of Edinbuigli and 
blanci his own creatures, his neareft famUian, and moft willing inftramenta to adrance Ua 
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ne Ckargt if ike Seottyh (kmrnjumari agamfi Ae LwuHwami tflrtlmmd. 

In our Declaimtioii% we baye jo3nied widi Cauterbmy tlie Lord LioBleiunit of Iielaad^ 
■Mlice faadi fet all his wits and power on worke, to deriie and do mifehicf againft oar Kkk and 
Coimtrey. 

No other canfe of his malice can we eonoeiTe, hat firft, his pride and fnperalioaa ^ifij^iift of tltt 
Kiric of Scotland, which, in his opinion declared by his fpeecbesi hath not in it aloBoft any tldi^ «f 
a Kirk, although the Reformed Kirks, and many worthy dimes of England, hafe gifca ample tA 
timonie to the Reformation of the Kirk of ScoUand. Seeondly, Onr open oppofitioB againft Ae 
dangerous innoTation of Religion, intended and Tery far promoTed in all hb Msjeftie*a 
of which he hath ihewed himfelf, in his own way, no kfle lealoos than Canterbnrie himfei^ as 
appear by his advancing of his Chaplain D. Bramble, not onely to the Bifliopridc of Deny, hoi 
alfo to be Vicar Generall of Ireland, a man prompted for exalting of Canterborian Popery nid Ai^ 
minianifme, that thus himfelfe might hsFe the power of boA fwords agamft all that flioold 
tain die reformation ; by his bringing of Doctor Chappel, a man of the fame fpirit, to the Unit 
fity of Dublin, for poifoning the fountains and corrnpting the Seminaries of the Kirk. And AUIyy 
When the Primate of Ireland did prefle a new ratification of the Articles of that Kiric in PttKaaeat 
for barrmg fuch noTations in Religion, he boldly manaced him wiih the homing:, by the hand of An 
Hangman, of that Confeffion, although confirmed in former Purliaments. 

When he found that the Reformation begun in Scotland did ftand in his way, he left no 
uneflayed to rub difgrace upon us and our caufe. The peeces printed at Dnblin, Bmnmm 
tUmU ScoHcatuBf The ungirding of the Scottifh armor. The Pamphlet bearing the counterfoil 
of L$(finuichu$ Nkanor ; all three fo full of calumnies, danders, and fcurrilities agunft 
trey and Reformation, that the Jefnites, in their greateft fpite, coold not haFe iaid more : yol oot 
onely the Authors were countenanced and rewarded by him, but the books moft bear hb name, as 
the great Patron both of the worke and workman. 

When ihe National Oath and Covenant warranted by our generall Aflemblies was approfed by 
Parliament, in the articles fubfcribed in the King's name by his Majeftie*s high CommiflloBer aad 
by the Lords of Privie Councel, and commanded to be fwom by hb Majeftie*s fnbjecta of all iaak% 
and particular and plenary information was given unto the Lieutenant, by men of fuch qoiSty ai 
he ought to have beleeved, of the loyalty of our hearts to the King, of the hiwfulnefle of oar pn^ 
oeedings, and innocency of our Covenant and whole courfe, that he could have no ezcofe ; yel hii 
defperate malice made him to bend his craft and crueltie, his fraud and forces, agunft as. Fsr 
firfl, he did craftily call up to Dnblin feme of our Countreymen, both of the Nobility and Gen- 
try living in Ireland, fhewing them, that the King would conceive and account them as eonipircn 
with the Scots in their rebeUious courfes, except fome remedie were provided ; and for renie&, 
fuggefling his own wicked invention, to prefent unto him and his Councell a petition, which he 
caufed to be framed by the Biihop of Raphoe, and was feene and corrected by himfelf, whershi 
they petitioned to have an oath given them, containing a formall renunciation of the Scottifh CofO* 
nant and a deep afliuance never fo much as to proteft againfl any of his Majeflie s commandements 
whatfoever. 

No fooner was this Oath thus craftily contrived, but with all hafte it is fent to fuch pkeea of the 
Kangdome where our Countreymen had refidence ; and men, women, and all other pexfona, Amt 
the yeares of fizteene, conftrained either prefently to take the oath and thereby renounce their 
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lift they woe an fimsdl J waiidal mmI kMped loiqi^ m waiid ^ 
tttilNdth thcraC thentta fyned mmI fiett to libertie, as iiud it. 

It wai leportad about tkk tiai^ that the hxd Boyd, vpon hia death bed» 
lefoOled aoe band made iqi fay dmife kafdsp wherof himielfe waa one^ Iboad* 
od apoa fiaoe mtfeopl nrtnifii t, Bot agajaft the cofepant, hot againft the aailea 
of Argjlt, Rothes, the hxds lindfii j, I«idon, Babneriiiodit Coiqier, and ftoM 
othcn, adio took apoo them to rule and gmydt all, and to OTeihQe as WQgfkf 
]iobksaBthcnilelFcsmthepnUkhiiffiaie&. Shortly afker this rev^tkNi the 
hxd Boyd dceeaies. This band was made up and fublcriTed be the earles of 
IfoBtrofe^ Marifchall, Mair, Straihem, Soothetk, Seafbrth, Wigtoo, Perth^ 
kid Napier, lord AloKwd, and othcfs, as was laid. The ccnnmittee of Eaatea 
thought heaTie of this. They are aeraied, they confels, and produce the band» 
fHiilke is brant in the fire. Montrofe ptodocedlhe band. 

Monday the 28th of December, Mr. Gilbert Rois minifter at Elgine^ aeeooi-* 
panyed with the yoong kdid Innes, the laird Brodie^ and firnie others, and hot 
anthoritie, Inrake down the timber partition wall divjrdeing the Idrk of Elgina 
fine the qoier, whilk had fiood finee the Reformation, near feren Ibofe yeans 
orabore. On the weft jyde was painted in excellent cdloors» illuminat with, 
ftaris of bright gold, the cradfixioa of oar blefled Saviour Jefus Chrift. Thim 
peice was fo excellently d<nie^ that the coUours nor ftarrs never faided nor evi^-^ 
niihed, bat keeped haill and Ibund, as they were at the b^pnning, notwithftand-- 
ing this colledge or channerie kirk wanted the roof fince the Reformation, an& 
no haill window theriotill to iaiffe the lame from ftorme, ihow, fleitt, nor wdtt^ 
whilk msrfelfe law. And marvellous to confider, on the other fyde of thias 
wall, towards the eaft, was drawen the day of judgement. Alwayes all is 
throwen down to the ground. It was laid, this mioifter caufed bring home 
to his houfe the timber therof, and burne the lame for ferveing his kitchoE 
and other ufes ; but ilk night the fyre went out wherein it was brant, and 
could not be holden in to kyndle the morning fire, as ufe is ; wherat the fervant» 
and others marvelled, and therapon the minifter left off any furder to bring in 
or bura any more of that timber in his houfe. This was mariced and Ipread 
throw Elgine, and credibly reported to msrfelfe. A great bddnels, but war- 
rand of the king, to diftroy churches at that rate : yet it is done at conunand 
of the aflembly, as was faid. 

The forfaid Munday, proclamation made at the croce of Aberdein, diarge* • 
Ing and commanding both New toun and Old toun to fnrailh out to generall 
Lfftlia^s army and to ilk fouldier therof ane ftand of gray doathea, two faiioes 
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and two peir of ihoe8» under the pain of plundering. Search was made^ 
bnt found they were not able to doe the iamen, in refpect of the proyifi(m 
made be them before to fome of the Dune fouldiers, as ye may fee befiffe: 
whereupon order was given out to feareh the countrie for gray hydes, and 
gxmy doathy and larking death, and to pay the fellers out of the town of 
Aberdein thdr voluntar contribution, as ye heard before. Sudi as might 
be gotten was brought in and fumifhed, but the tayliors and cordiners of 
both Aberdeins were yoked to work to make up thir doathes, and fhoes, and 
lewfters to few larks, but gott nothing for their travell. And thir commodi- 
ties were perforce brought in to the toune from the poor people be ane pair- 
tie of fimldiers direct out to rype, leareh, leek, and take wherever they might 
be found. 

Captaine Forbes alias Kaird, upon Saturday the 9th of January, is wairded 1641. 
in the tolbuith of Aberdein, for robbing of ane merchandman of Edinburgh 
be the hieway called Liddell ; fyne tranfported therefrae to the com- 

mittee of Eftates at Edinburgh, ther to abyde cenfure, wher he was waird- 
edt and lay miferablie thereintill whyle be mo3ran he was fett to libertie about 
the day of 1642 yeirs. Both Aberdeins were blythe to be quite 

of him, being troublefome in drink. 

The 14th of January, Robert Lord Burldgh chofen prefident of the mdt- 
ing of the Eftates of parliament, wanting king or commiflioner, yet convein- 
ed by his majeftie's authoritie, as the acts of that parliament bear, and which 
Eftates continowed this parliament to the 13th day of Aprile next to come. 

Ye heard before of the lord Gordon's comeing to this countrie. He remain- 
ed Ibme whyle about his affairs, and upon Friday the 15th of January Ihips 
at Banff, and back to Berwick fails he ; and frae that goes to Nfewcaftle, 
where, by perfwafion of his uncle the earl of Argyle, he fubfcribes the cove- 
nant and becomes ane good baime. See more hereafter. 

Ye heard before, how ferjand Forfyth was llaine be John Gordon, wher his 
lieutenant Fodderinghame was prindpall commander. This Fodderinghame 
was Inrought in and accufed before the councell of warr in Aberdein, wher the 
lord Sinclair and collonell mafter of Forbes was prefent, for not revengeing of 
Foriyth*s death upon the committers therof in militarie manner. After 
Ibme reafoning, he was degraduit difgracefully, and upon Saturday the l6th 
of January, be order the hangman brak his fword betuixt the croces of Aber- 
dein and betuixt the gallows' trams ftanding ther, to his perpetuaU di%racr, 
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^nd iti example of others to committ the like ; thereafter he is with fhanie 
convoyed out of the toun throw Futtie's port to leek his fortune. 

Ye heard of the voluntar contribution taken out of poor Old Aberdrin; fiiU 
lowed fhortly the uptakeing of the tenths and twentieths throw Che eomntrie^ 
and alfo of their farms, and the tenth penny of ilk houfe maill within the toun 
was alfo uplifted, referveing the biggingwher the heretor himfelfe dwdt free 
ellenerly. Thus, is burgh and land continually vexed. 

Ye heard before how lieutenant coUonell Sinclair had cruellie couied Jiang 
tine fleing fouldier ; wherat, and other faults, the lord Sinclair was highly of- 
fended and fhortly difcharged him, and planted his own lawfuU brother cdl- 
lonell Sinclair in his place, viz. the lord Sinclair*s own brother ; whiik by the 
people was thought good fervice for his crueltie. 

The lord Sinclair with bis aflbciates now begin dayly to hold committees at 
Aberdein« 

About this time, victuall daily tranfporting frae Aberdein, Newbnigh, Fra- 
feriburgh and Peterhead, and diverfe other parts, towards Newcaitle, for man- 
tainance of generall Leslie's army, lifted out of the tenths and twentieths; 
and Mr. Robert Farquhar, burges of Aberdein, meddled with the bishop^s rents 
of Aberdein, at command of the committee of Eftates at Edinburgh, to be im- 
ployed to the ufe of the publict. 

Collonell Alexander mailer of Forbes his regiment was, before the 9th of 
February, difcharged and difbanded by the committee of Eftates at Edin- 
burgh, (not without the earle Marifchairs procureing in Ibme meafure,) be- 
caufe they were but (illie poor nacked bodies, burdenable to the oountrie, and 
not meitt for fouldierie. Thus, is he fet befyde the cufliion for hia finoeritie 
and forwardnels in the good caufe. See more of him hereafter. 

The committee of Eftates at Edinburgh, hearing how the forbidden name 
of M^rigor and their accomplices brak out this time loufe and were f<nniiiig 
and troubleing the king's leidges day and night, condefcended with 
Farquharfone of Invercauld, for ane certaine foume of money, to defend the 
fherriffdomes of Angus, Meams, Aberdein, and Banff, (whilk were the coun- 
tries wherein they did moft injurie and oppreflion) for ane year to come^ finom 
all reif and fpulzie ; and what was taken by thir robbers frae them, he was 
obleidged to repay back the famen to the oomplainer within the Ipaoe forfiud* 
For executeing of the whilk fervice, this foimamed Farquharfone 

was captain himfelfe, and gathered togither out of his own freinds and others 
idKmt two hundred and fiftie men, and keeped the finds four ihires both day 
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' Upon the 9th of March, the lord Sinclair directed his own brothefr 
eollonell Sinclair, with ane pairtie of 200 fouldiers, from Aberdein to Murray^ 
Rols, Caitbnels, and Sutherland, for inbringing of men to his regiment^ with 
the tenths and twentieths of thefe coontries. He remained at Invemda, and 
gate good obedience ; for they came to him ther both outftanders and othen^ 
.and wiUingly fuffered all, left he had lived upon all their eftates and plundered 
their goods, according to militarie diliapline, whiUc they had no will o£l He 
flayed at Invemels whyle about the third of May, fyne returned, as ye have 
hereafter. 

Ye heard before, ho w Mr. John Gr^orie minifter at Drumoak was depoled : 
The laird Brum deals for him, being his own paftor ; and upon fwearing and 
lubfcriveing the covenant, and preaching penitentiall lermons, with great dif- 
ficultie he was againe reftored to his o¥m paroch kirk, and received, as ye may 
fee hereafter. 

Upon Tuefday the I6th of March, Mr. Thomas Thoirs minifter at Udny, 
ane great antecovenanter, who had fled to England alfi^ comes now calmdy in» 
when he could doe no better, and glaidly fwears and fublcrives the covenant^ 
begins his penitentiall fermons this day and gives full obedience, fb that he is 
in peace. 

Friday the 19th of March, the lord Sinclair fends out ane partie of fouldiera 
from Aberdein, to live upon the laird of Lethentie's lands and liveing, whyfe 
he fhould come in and pay to his lordihip 3000 merks of fyne ; whilk the laird 
thought heavie, for he had payed before to this lame raiment 600 merks, and 
that they had plundered frae him his heft horfes worth alle meikle ; howio- 
ever be is compelled to come in and agree with his lordihip, and fb was made 
quyte of the fouldiers, who had fhortly heiryed his ground, if he had not 
agreed, as is formerly faid. 

About this time, the committee of Eftates at Edinburgh directed M^niam 
Blair, meflenger ther, to come and charge diverie gentlemen and barrona of 
the name of Gordon and others in this countrie, to compear before our Scotts 
parliament to be holden at Edinburgh the 13th of Aprill nixt to come ; and 
there to anfwer at the inflance of Sir Thomas Hope his majeflie*s advocate^ 
Sir Thomas Nicolfon, Mr. Alexander Pearfon, Mr. Roger Mowat, and Mr. James 
Baird, advocates and procurators for the Eftates, and to underly the law ftr 
leifing makeing, and mifinforming his majeflie againft his good fubjects, far 
fbwing of fedition, for raifeing of armes againft the countrie as incendiaries 
and diverie other points ; with certification, if they oompeaied not, they fhoidd 
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a :te S Demands far efiabliflimg

alleadged) faying, be the fimdamentall laws of England, the king of his rojaU 
prerogative, by arbitrarie government was above the law, and might modente 
the rigour therof ; the mantainanoe of which point greived the Englifh and 
Scotts, as contrair to their courfe, and tending to the utter overthrow of bodt 
their deiigns which they had prefently in hand. Sdly, Sundrie particolan 
given up in the Scotts commiflioners' charge, as ye have before therin. Sdlyt 
He was accufed for being upon the councill in bringing in the Spanifh Axnui* 
do in defence of the prelatts and papifts, with limitation that the Spanjnd 
fhould bring no more men nor was condefcended upon. 4thly, That he was 
ane incendiarie betuixt both nations of England and Scotland, and in Irelaiil 
alfo. Thir and diverfe other points were alleadged by the parliament who 
backed our Scotts complaints to the full. But this noble lieutenant wyfiiy 
and gravely made clear anfwers to every article, as was faid ; yet they wem 
all repelled, fince the ground of his death was otherwayes laid. And his ma- 
jefUe left nothing undone for his faiftie that lay in his princely power, baft he 
on nowayes could prevaill againft this plot, to his great greif, as after ye iball 
hear. It was faid, this noble lieutenant ufed many reafbnable defences againft 
his accufers, which here I cannot fett down in wryte, being ignorant of the 
famen ; yet, the Condufion of his defence I have here copied, and is of the te» 
nor following : 

The Conclufion of the Earle of Strafford 8 Defence, the twelfth ofApriU 1641. 

My Lords, there yet remaines another Treafon ; that I ibould be goiltie of the endeaTomring to 
fnbyert the fnndamentall Lawes of the Land, that they ibonld now be Treafon together, tlial ii^ 
not Treafon in any one part of Treafon accomulatiye, that fo when all will not doe it> it is wofcn 
np with others, it fhonld feeme very flrange. 

Under &vour, my Lords, I doe not conceive that there is either Statute Law nor Common Law 
that doth declare the endeavouring to fubverte the fundamentall Lawes to be high Treafon. - For 
neither Statute Law nor Common Law written^ that ever I could heare of, declareth it fo ; ioid 
yet I have been diligent to enquire, as I beleeve you thinke it doth conceme me to doe. It is laad 
to be queflioned for life and honour upon a Law that cannot be ihowne. 

There is a rule which I have learned from Sir Edward Cooke, De non tipparentSme ei 
iflentUms eadem ratio, Jefu I where hath this fire laine all this while, fo many Irandred of

without any roioak to discover it, till it thaa burll forth to confiime me and my children ? Extreme 
bard in my opioion, that puniHunent (hould preceed promulgation of a Law, — punilhed by s Law 
fabfequent to the Acts done. 

Take it into yonr conHJerntiona, for certainly it is novr better to be nnder no Law at all but 
the will of men, than to conforme our felFea nnder the protection of a Law as we thlnke, and 
then be pnnillied Tor a crime that doth preceed that Law. What man can be lafe if lliat be once 
admitted ? 

My Lords, it U hard in another refpect, that there Ihoald be no token fet upon this offence, by 
irhich we Ihould know it, no admonition by which we ihuuld be aware of it. If a man palTe downs 
the Thames in a boat, and it be fplit upon ane anchor, and no bowie being fet aa a token that there 
is an anchor there, thai party tliat owes the anchor, by the Maritime Lawea, ihall give fatifTaction 
for the damage done ; but if it wore marke<l out, I mull come upon my own perlll. Now where 
is the marke upon this cryme, where is the token that this is high Trealon ? If it be twder wBteT) 
tad not aboTo water, no humane providence can araile nor prevent my dellrnction. Lay afyde ill 
biimane wifeitome, and let ua reil upon divine revelation, If you will condemne before yon for- 
warae of the danger. 

Ob iny Lords 1 may your Lordfliips he pleafed to give that regard nnto the Peerage of England, 
as never to fufFer our felves to be put on thofc nice pointa npon luch conftructive interpretationa, 
and thefe are wbere Lawes are not cleare or knowne. If there mull be a Tryall of wita, I doe moft 
hambly befeech you, the fubjcct and matter may be in fomewhat eUe, than the Uvea and kononra 
erf Peers. 

My Lorda, we find that in the primative times, in the pro^eflion of the plalne Doctrine of tha 
A|>o(ltes they brought the Bookea of cnrious Arta, and burned them. And fu likewife, aa I doe 
conceive, it will be wifdome and providence in your Lordlhipn, for your poUerity and the wholo 
kingdome, to call from you into the fire thefe bloody and mofl myDerious Volumes of conftnio* 
tire and arhitrarie Treafuu, and to betake yuur lelvea to the plaine Letter of the Law and Statute, 
that lelleth us where the cryioe is, and by telling what is, and what is not, Ihewa ua how to avoid 
it ; and let us not be ambitious, to be more wife and learned in the killing Arta, then our fore- 
falliera were. 

It is now full two hundred ami fourtic yearea, fince ever any roan was touched for this alleaged 
cryme (to this height) before my felfe. We have lived happily to oar felves at home, and we have 
lived gloriuutly to the world abroad. 

Let u9 rrll contented with that which our fathera left tis, and not awaken thofe lleepie Lyons to 
oor own deftructiona, by takeing up a few mullie records that have layeu lb many ages by the walls 
•a ipiyte forgotten and neglected. 

May your Lordlhips be noblie pleafed, to adde this to thofe other mifTortnnes befallen me for my 
(ins, not for my Treafons, that a preceiient Hiould not be derived from me of that difadvantagSi M 
this will be in the confequent to the whole kingdome, I befeech you fenoully to coulider of it, and 
let not my partienlar cafe be fo looked on aa you <Ioe, thongh you wound me in my iotereft in 
(he Commonweallh ; and therefore thofe Gentlemen fuy, that they fpcak for the Common wealtb, 
yet in this psiticalar 1 indeed fpeake for it, and the inconveniencea and mifchiefes that will heavily 
till upon ns i for, as it is in the reigae of Henry the 4ih., no man will after know what to dwi oi 
&y, for feare. 

Do not pot, my Lorda, fo great difiicuhiea upon tbe MiniHers of flate, that men of wifedome, 

honour, and vertue, may not with chearfulnelfe and fafety, be imployod for the pnblike. If yoa 
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weigh and meafure them by gTBins and fcropleBy the pnblike affidree of the Kmgdone w31 W 
kyd wafle, and no man will meddle with them, that hath honoim, iffiiesy or any fortODfla tOiUBk 

My Lords, I have now troubled yon longer then I fhonld have done. Wen it not forlha falif 

reft of thofe deare pledges a Saint in heaven hath left me, I fliookl be loath, ray Lordei ■(liiwr t§ 

Jiopped.) What I forfeit fm* my felfe it is nothing, bnt that my indifcretion flioiild forfeit ifcr ray 

elnld, it even wonndeth me deepe to the very fonle. Yon wiD pardon my infirmity^ HannMag I 

ihonld have ikid, but I am not able, {andjighed) therefore let it pafle. 

And now my Lords, I have beene by the bleffings of Almighty Ood taught, Tkai tim 0ffMmm 
^M$ pre/entlifey are not to be compared to Ae etemaU toaglU t^ glory thai JkaU be reodoktt^m 
heree^^. And fo, my Lords, even fo with tranqnillity of mind, I doe fnbmit ray iUfii tealy aai 
dearly to your Lordihipe judgements ; and whether that righteons judgement (hall be to Ua or 
death, Te Dewn laiudamu$i te Deum confitemur. Fikis. 

This noble fpeech fpoken by this great lieutenant in the houfe of ComnKntf^ 
as appears, doth point out his innocency anent the fundamental! laws former- 
ly laid, and defends himfelfe frae the guiltinefs of treafbn by good groundfl^ as 
would feim : but no reafon could fare his life, becaufe his death was projected 
both be Englifh and Scotts, as ye may fee before. 

It is faid, after the uttering of this brave fpeech, the king himfelfe was fit- 
ting in the upper houfe, labouring what he could for the faiflfty of his tmftie 
lervant ; but it could not be. There were diverfe noblemen and others of the 
lieutenant's kindred conveined and intended to have come and heard his lai> 
tence : but the lower houfe gave order to the citizens of London to be in 
armes ; which his dear freinds hearing, they durft not adventure to come to 
the city, but calmely returned back againe with fad and forrowfuU hearts. 
The king being in parliament alleadged, by his royall prerogative, that be 
might banifh, punifh, or remitt whatfomever offence committed be any €t his 
fubjects. It was anfwered, his majeftie had power of the lik^in inferior 
courts, but what was done in the court of parliament he had no fudi power 
nor authoritie be virtue of the Englifh laws. And whyle they are at this res- 
Ibning, before the lieutenant's conviction, the citie and their prentifes, beiiig eoi^ 
veined in armes, cryed out horribly, t/fi/ific^ / JuJUce agatnft the LieuiemmU! 
Wherat the king was amazed and feared fo, that he durft not hazard to oome 
back againe to this parliament^ as is noted in his own papers hereafter. 

At laft fentence is given out, ordaining this nobleman's head to be ftmcken 
frae his fhoulders, upon the Towerhill the 12th of May nixt to come ; whUk 
act of conviction they compelled the king (fore againft his will) to lufafoifii 
with his own hand. Thus ye may fee at the 12th of May his Ipeech and 
qition. 
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Tuefday the 13th of April), our parliament prorogat to the 25th of May 
1641 ; from that continued to the 15th of July the faid year; from that ap> 
pointing the uixt parliament to fitt down the 17th of November 1644, the 
Idog being at this parliament bimfelfe, as ye may read in our own imprinted 
BCts of parliament and ia King Charles' fecond parliament. 

Upon Thurfday the 15th of Aprill, heing ane prefbyterie day, Mr. John 
Gregorie, of whom ye heard before, preached ane penitentiall fermon in New 
Aberdein. It was not found be Mr. James Harvie moderator nor remanent 
bretheren, fatiffactorje, and ordained to putt the fame in wryte. The bretheren 
advyled the famen with the nixt provincial! afTemblie, who found it not fatif> 
factorie, and therfore they ordained him to preach penitentially at certaine 
kirks, whyle he gave content to the nixt general! alTembly enfueing ; whilk 
the faid Mr. John obeyed. 

Upon Tueiilay the 20th of Aprill, the provincial] afiembly fatt down in New 
Aberdein. Mr. Adam Barclay, minifter at Alford, is chofen moderator to the 
nixt provinciall aflembly. There were liindry matters agitate there ; end 
firft, anent Mr. John Gregorie, as ye have heard. Mr. AValter Hempfeed was 
planted minifter at Auchterlefs, in the depofed Mr. John Forbes' place ; Mr. 
Andrew Logie, minifter at Rayne, continowed to the nixt generall aflemblift 
prohibite to preach whyle then, hut to fuftaine ane preacher out of hia own 
expenfles to fupply hia place. Doctor Forbes, laird uf Corfe, and profeflbr of di- 
vinity, was prefent and fimpliciter depofed, and his charge declared vacant, be 
virtue of ane warrand direct frae the committee of the generall aflembly at 
Edinburgh to the faid provinciall alTembly, grounded upon ane act made tber- 
anent in the late generall aflembly, as he who refufed to fublcrive and fwear the 
covenant. For the prefent he fuffered patiently, allwayes, his wife being dead, 
be gave up his own houfe, and remained a whyle in John Forbes' houfe in 
Old Aberdein, and therafter in Mr. Thomas Lillie's houle, quletlie, upon his 
own expenses, — a learned pious holy man as was in this land. It is faid, he 
morti&ed the lodgeing wherein he dwelt, after his deceafe, to the profeflbrs ; 
he offered the keys then to fuch as Ihould come to his place, but none was pre< 
tented, the youth lay out of learning, and he keeped his own lodgeing where- 
in he lay nightly, but burded himfelfe in manner forfaid at the famen time. To 
this aflemhly there came out of ilk parifli within this province ane commif- 
iioner chofen out of the number of the rulleing elders of ilk pariib, molt able 
and qualified for the purpofe, lykeas at every provinciaU aflemhly fince the 
reformation thia order was keeped ; fo ilk minifter came with his rulleing

>f Commons. This houfe of Commons, as Holinfcheid in his Chronicles and 
Defrription of England declares, confifts of four hundred thertie nyne perfons, 
ffherof 90 are knights, befyde the clergie ; for each fliyre of England hath 
Iwo knights or gentlemen of greateft wifdom and reputation chofen out of the 
liodie of the fame for that only purpofe, (laifing that for Wales one only is 
fuppofed fufficient in every county) wlierby the number afoir mentioned is 
made up. There are likewayes 46 citizens and 289 burgelTes and 14 barrones. 
So that the whole affemblie of the laitie of the houfe of Commons confifts of 
four hundred thertie nyne perfones, as is faid, if the juft number be fupplied 
Qfl Holinfcheid declareth. Without confent of this houfe, the king nor lords 
of the upper houfe can conclude nothing, as may evidently appear in the pro- 
grefe of this prefent parliament. Thus I thought good to defcrive the form 
and power of this lower houfe. 

Generall Lefelie had wrytten to Edinburgh to the committee of the Eftates 
of Parliament ther ane miflive letter written from Newcaftle, ordained to be 
fent to all the burrows and pariochins of Scotland, and to be publiftied. Lyke- 
as the faids Eftates fent ane copie of the faid letter, or rather their own letter 
relative thereto, to Aberdein upon the g6th day of Aprill ; of the whilk the 
tenor follows :

Right Honourable, 

It is not nnknowen anio yon all, vlut great chargei and hazards this poor kingdome bath under- 
pmm, in following and Handing to the common caoTe now in qaellion. And howbeit the matter 
now be under treaty, yet the event (by all appcarauce) is to uncertain, that to the judgement of 
all who have bell intelligeace, we had never more reafon to be npon our guard, nor to bare our 
tnnjr in good ponAure, nor at this prefent time. And as the landing to the canfe refolutely has 
beio the bell arguments and motives lo gains oiir tvifhed for delirea, Co now wliilll the buHienels is 
come to that rypcnef^l, that the treaty will either clofe in a fair way or brake up, the only beft 
raeoiu to obtdne good conditions and to djfappoint our enemies (who were never more boffie for 
batching plots for our mine nor at this time) is, to bare our counlrie in readinefs, and our army in 
good cafe. Upon which cod li deration, it is camellly recommended from my Lord General] and 
Committee of the army, that with all poUible Uilligence, all who had charge in the army and are 
cone back upon forloiffs maybe prefently back ; and that all mnawayes maybe prefently fearcbed 
for, and fent up to tbe army ; and that all who have not put furth their dne proportion of horfes and 
looMiers fliall have tliem in readinefs to march upon advertifcment. 

Wherefore tbefe are lo require and earuellly delire yon to give prefent order within yoor balll 
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dlrifioDB, that all who have come back upon forloiSf, eitli^i horreor Toot, mxf be prdently r«nt to 
tb« army with all ilillrg«nc«. The muTraye* are to he lent back opoo the eipeoflia of the pnblict, 
which fhall be alloweil mid repayed lo yonr commillarc*, coUectors, or any others who (hall ul- 
▼ance the ramen. And io like msner, that all in your bounds, who are refltn^ either horfe or foot 
anpnt furth with their due propunion Tor the firtl levy of the fonrt and eight man, and traapen 
according to 2000 uerki of rent for ilk trouper, togither with the recme of the tenth man, and b 
trooper for ilk 6000 merks for the lecoad lerie, may be csuTed prcpair them with fuScient armea, 
to be ready upon adrertiferaent, which ihall not he giTen except upon necctiilie. And for this ef. 
feet, ye are required to canfe proclaime in all your parilh kirks the laft acU agninft ntnawayea ami 
tlta priutcd iiiUnictiona Tent unto you in Norember lafl, and putt the fiune to dae «xecaiioB fer 
fyudiii^ out and fcndinf^ np all who are come hark withtn yonr diviliona. To that yonr full nnmbs 
may be made up, aud ttiat ull the rell may bo in readinels conforme to the faidi acts and wAne- 
tiona. And for thin effect, you are hereby rrquircd w put the comraiflioners of ilk parilh to it, fbt 
doeing of exact ditligence within your own boundu in putting furth all that arn come back, audit 
deliver to yon the roll and number of all the horfe and foot tliat are relling unputt forth, as fkid i> 
within yonr partochine, impartially. Ai you have formerly witnelTed your afiection and refoIoiiioD 
in this caufe, fo we are itow confident you will not be now wanting, as ye tender your own n» 
tation and ibe I'aiffly of your countrie. It is appointed, that all required hereby Ihall be perfdily 
expeile with ull dilligence. And for thin effect, it is appointed alio, that yonr commifiionera Ihtll 
appear before ibia Table the tenth of May nixt precifely, and in name of your committee md(r 
aue accouipt of your dilligence in all the premifes, for at that dyet your dilligence herein will l« 
called fur. And in cale of yonr commifllunen not appearance or neglect of any of tbefe paniO' 
lara, the fumen will ly heavie npon yon a« a breech and neglect of dutie to your countrie, whicfi >e 
we confident yon will ftrire to Ihnn. In alTureance whereof we relt, &c. FiNia. 

This letter wants the fubfcriptiona, but it appears to be direct from the Table 
at Edinburgh, upon the letter fent to them frae Newcaftle be General! Lefelie; 
and lb was difperfed throw all parinies, and got full obedience according to the 
defire therof, wherby the countrie people were holden under fear and fubjec- 
tion but authoritie of aoe king. 

^ The lord Sinclair, with bis regiment lying in Aberdein, upon the S9Ul of 
Aprill conreins diverfe barrona and gentrie within the Hierriffdome of Aba- 
dein, and in ane committee holden in the tolbmth therof, orders was given to 
the commiiGoners appointed throw the haill pariochines, to take up the biiO 
names of fenfible men betuixt 60 and 16 in ilk parilh, and to obtempa the 
heads of the forlaid letter, and to report theii dilligence befor the 10th of }iaj, 
as is formerly fatd ; yet no diflrefs followed on the countrie, according to the 
defire of that letter, at this time, praifed be Qod. 

Upon Thurfday the 29th of Aprill, the young prince of Orange, about tbe 
age of 10 years, came royallie convoyed from Holland to the city of Londoi. 
and with much magnificence is married to our king's eldefl daughter Maifi 
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ane baime about eight years of age, conforme to the conditiones agreed upon 
betuixt his majeftie and his couacill on the ane part, and of the prince of 
Orange elder and the eitates of Holland on the other part. After the mar- 
riage, the young prince remained royallie intertained at the court of England. 
At laft the prince of Orange his father fent for him to come home ; he there- 
fore took his leave frae the king, the queen, the prince of Wales, the duke of 
York, and all the king's children, and of the princels his young lady and fponfe, 
whom he left behind him. His majeftie gifted him with aboundance of plate 
and other rich propynes, and as he pafTed by the Tower of London, he had 
ane voUy of 120 peice of cannon. Thus, leaving his young wife behind him, 
he retumes layfe and found back to Holland. Some men mervailled at this, the 
marriage of our king's eldeft daughter upon the prince of Orange eldeft fone, 
as being inferior to the marriages of the kings daughters' of England, who were 
married to crowned kings, and that the greateft within Chriftendom. Others 
thought this marriage was drawn on craftiely by the lords and lower houfe, 
who had their own defignes of ftate and church matters in hand, whereby 
they might he fure in all hazards of the concurrence, help, and eftate of their 
new ally the prince of Orange and the eftates of Holland ; but contrair to their 
expectation, this marriage proved to the Angular good and aflUlance of our 
royall king, as ye may after hear in the fequel of thefe notes, againft their 
deviliHi devices. 

Mr. John Rofe minifler at Brafs preached in New Aberdein, upon Tuefday 
the 27th of April!, ane penitentiall fermon, difclaiming Epifcopacy, Perth Arti- 
cles, Hie Commiflion, Book of Canons and Common Prayers, and the like, to 
be altogither unlawful! in our Scotts kirk. This preaching was pleafantly 
beard, and he efteemed a good bairne, however be was fett before. 

Sunday the 2nd of May, about 3 hours in the morning, the lord Sinclair 
rode from Aberdein fuddenly to Edinburgh. Upon the mome, his brother 
lieutenant colonell Sinclair returned back frae Invemefs to Aberdein. He 
brought in the 4th and 8th man out of Caithnels, Sutherland, Rofs, and Mur- 
ray, amounting to about 100 men. He alfo, with Walter Cochran, burgels 
of Aberdein, and ane commifTare there, brought in ftore of moneyes for the 
tenths and twentieths without contradiction. 

About this time our new allies the Hollanders fent into Scotland, for man- 
tainance of the good caufe, ane iliip loaden with itore of ammunition, powder, 
ball, and armes to our covenanters. 
- About the 3rd of May, word came to Aberdein of ane rebellion in Ireland, 
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aryfeisg from our covenant, fearing againft their conicienoes to be eonipeDed 
to JTubfcrive the famen, albeit not warranted b7 the king, and finding both 
Scotland and England under diflention about this covenant, dinrch govern- 
ment, and matters of flate. They took advantage ci the time, and giveing 
them out to be obedient to the king, yet fell too with fyre and fword againft 
all covenanters, Englifh, Irifh, and Scotts, within their kingdom, in moft cmdl 
manner ; See hereafter ; The papifts being the principal beginners of this 
rebellion, as was thought. Read immediately hereafter the Preamble and 
Proteftation. 

About this time, there came alfo to Aberdein ane imprinted peice fet ont 
by the houfe of Commons, called Ane Preamble and Proteftation, which copied 
is thus; 

Die Mercurii, 5th May 1641. 

It is this day ordered by the hoofe of Commons now aflembkd in Parliament, that the Pkeaa* 
hie togither with the Pi-oteflation which the members of this hoofe made the 3rd of May (hall be 
forthwith printed, and the copies printed brooght to the derk of the iaid hoafe to atteft onder his 
hand ; to the end that the knightA, citizens, and borgefles, may fend them down to the (berrifi aid 
joftices of peace of the feverall (hyres, and to the dtixens and borgefles of the fererall dtiea, bor- 
Tows, and cinqoe ports refpectively ; and the knights, citizens, and borgefles are to intimate onto dw 
fliyres, cities, borrows, and cinqoe ports, with what willingnefs all the members of this hoofe anda 
this Proteftation ; and &rder to iigne, and fee that as they joflifie the takeing of it in themfelTes^fb 
they cannot hot approve it in all foch as (hall take it. 

Wbe the knights, citizens, and borgefles of the Commons' hoofe in Parliament, finding to dw 
greif of oor hearts, that the deflgnes of the preifls, Jefoites, and others adherents to the fee of Roae, 
hare of late bein more boldly and freqoently pot in practice than formerly, to the ondermyneaig 
and danger of the mine of the troe reformed proteflant religion in his majeflie's dominions eftablift- 
ed: and finding alfo, that there has bein, and havemg joft caofe to fofpect, that there ftitt aic^ 
(even doreing the fitting of parliament) endeavooni to fobvert the fiindamentall laws of England aid 
Ireland, and to introduce the exercife of ane arbitrary and t3rrannicall government, by moft pcni- 
doos and wicked cuunfells, practifes, plotts, and confpiracies ; and that the long intermiffionandah 
happie breach of parliament hath occafioned many illegall taxations wheropon the fnhject hath bsia 
perfecote and greived ; and that diverfe innovations and foperflitions have been brooght inte the 
chorch ; maltitudes driven out of his majeftie*s dominions ; jealoofies raifed and fomented betuitths 
king and Lb people ; a popifli army levied in Ireland ; and two armies brooght into the bowek of tUi 
kingdome, to the hazard of his majeflie*8 royall perfone, the confumption of the revenewa of the 
crown and thefaurie of the kingdome; and lailly, finding great caofes of jealoofie, that endea' 
have bein and are ufed to bring the Englifh army onto a mifonderftandiug of this pariiaoacati 
by to inclyne that army with force to bring to pafs thefis wicked counfels : have therefore Umi^J^ 
fitte, to joyne ourfelves in ane Dedaratione of oor onited affections and refolotionS| and to 
enfewing Proteftation. 

I N. S. doe, in the prefence of the Almighty God, row, promifei and proteft to mantama 
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God to tnrne it to him, that he may find mercy when he hath moll need of it. I wilh this king- 
dome all the profperity and happinefie in the world ; I did it living, and now dying it is my wifli : 
I do now profefffi it from my heart, and doe molt hmnhly recommend it unto every man here, and 
wifh every man to lay his hand upon his heart, and confider feriouny whether the heginning of the 
happinelfo of a people Ihonid be written in letters of hlood. I feare you are in a wrong way, and 
I delire Almighty God that no one drop of my blood may rife up in judgement againll yon. 

My Lord, I profelTe myfelfe a. true and ol>edient Ton to the Chnrch of England, to thai Chnrch 
wherein I was tiome, and wherein I waa bred ; profperity and happinelTe he ever to it. And 
whereas it hath been laid that I have enclined to Popery, if it be an objection worth anfwering, let 
me lay tmely, that from the lime lince I was one and twenty years of age till thia houre, now go- 
ing npon nine and forty, I never had thought in my heart to doubt of the truth of my religion in 
England, and never any had the boldnelle to fnggelt to me the contrary, to the bell of my remem- 
brance. And fo being reconciled to the mercies of Chtill Jeliia my Savionr, into whole hofome I 
hope (hortly to he gaiher'd, to enjoy thofe etemall liappinelVes tliat fhall never have ane end, I deiire 
heartily the forgivenelle of every man, both for any ralh or onadriled word or <]eed, and delire your 
prayers. And fo, my Lords, farewell : Farewell all tiie things of this world. Lord llrengthen my 
faith, give me confidence and alTurance in the merits of Chrill Jefos. 1 tlefire yon that you would 
b« filent, and joyne in prayers with me ; and I trull in God that we lliall all meet and live eternal- 
ly in Heaven, there to receive ihe accomplifliment of all liappinelTe, where every tear Ihall be wiped 
from our eyes, and every lad thought from our hearta. And fo God hlelTe tbb kingdomsj and Jefos 
have mercy npon my foule. 

He had alfo ane other fpeech, the lamen 12th of May, to the Lords, before 
he went to e^cecution, as follows ; 

Tie Earle of Strafford* Speech in the Tower to the Lords before he went to Execution. 

Right Honourable, and the reft, you are now come to convey me to my death. I am willing to 
dye, which is a thing no more than all our predeceflbrs have done, and a debt tliat our pofterity mnft 
in (heir due time difcharge ; which lince it can be no way avoyded, it ought the lefle to be feared, 
for that which is common to all, ought not to be intollerable to any : it ia the law of nature, the 
tribute of the flelli, a remedy from all worldly cares and troubles, and to ttie truly penitent a perfect 
path to hlefTednelTe. And there is but one death, thongh feverall wayes unto it : mine is not na- 
tnrall, hut enforced by the law and juftice. It hath beene faid, that the lawes vex only the meaner 
fort of people, but the mighty are able to withlland them. It is not I'o with me, for to tlie law I 
tnbmit mylelfe, and confelTe that I receive nothing but jullice : for he that politickly intendeth good 
to acommonweale may be called a jull man; but he that pmctifeth either for hia own proRt, or aoy 
other liniHer ends, may he well termed a delinquent perfon ; neither ie delay in pnnilhment any 
priviledge for pardon : And moreover I ingenooufly confelle with Cicero, That the death of the bad 
is the fafety of the good that be alive- 
Let no man trull either in the fevonr of bis prince, the friendlhip and confanguinity of bis peeres, 
much telTe in his own wifdome and knowledge, of which I ingenuonlly confelle I have been too con- 
fident. Kings, BB they are men before God, fo they are Gods before men ; and I may fay with « 
great mu once in thia kiogdonu, Had IJhived to oba/ my GodasfatAfallyatlJbughttohoKntr 
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my Wing diUgenJtly^ Ihadjiood andnoiJaUen. Mofl happy and forHmate is thai Prince id» 
is as much for his jnfiice feared, as for his goodnefie helored: far the greater that prineee 
power above others, the more they ought in Tirtne to exoell others ; and fodi is the loyidl 
whom I lately ferved. 

For my Peeres, the correfpondence that I had with them during my proiperi^ waa to ne f«y 
delightful! and pleafing, and here they hare commiferated my mine I luiTe plentifolly firandt wKa 
(for the moft generous of them) I may boldly fay, though they have detefted the fiKt» yet thegr kafe 
pitied the perfon delinquent ; the firft in theh* loyahy, the laft in their charity; ia gen iH Wifl y 
fing, that never any fubject or peere of my rank had ever that help of conncelly that 
or a more free and legall tryall than I have had ; of the like to which none of my 
had fo much favour from his Prince, fo much fuffeiance from the people ; in lAUb I 
the nnderilanding Commons, not the many headed monfter Mnhttode : But I hate 
fentenced, and mufl now fuffer death. 

And for my too much confidence in my fuppofedwiidome and knowledge, therain hate b oea e lh s 
moft deceived : For he is wife to himfelfe, that knowes by others fimhs to ooneet his owa 
to be truly wife is to be fecretaries to ourfelves, for it is meere folly to leveale and intiiiiate 
. to ftrangers. Wifdome is the moft precious gem with which the mind can be adorned, and 
ing the moft famous thing for which a man ought to be efleoned, and trae wifdome 
to doe well as to fpeake well ; in the firfl I have fisiled, for the mfdomt of man iifoolfflmfjlk 
God. For knowledge, it is a thing indi£ferent both to good and evill ; but the beft knowledge lafv 
a man to know himfelfe. He that doth fo fhall efleeme of himfelfe but little^ for he confidereA tnm 
whence he came, and whereto he muft goe ; he regardeth not the vaioe pleafures of this life ; he ei- 
alteth God, and flrives to live in his feare : but he that knoweth not himfelfe, is wilfidl in hia own 
wayes, unprofitable in bis life, unfortunate in his death, and ^o am I. But the reafon why I IbiBbl 
to attain unto it was this, I have read, that he that knoweth not that which he ought to know fa a 
brute beafl amongfl men, he that knoweth more than he ought to know is a man amongft beafts, 
but he that knoweth all that may be knowne is a God amongfl men. To this I mudi afpired, in 
this I much failed. Vanity ofvanitieSy all is but vanity, 

I have heard the people clamour and cry out, laying, that through my occafion the timee aie bad. 
I with that when I am dead they may prove better; moft true it is, that there is at this time a gnat 
itorme impending, God in his mercy avert it. And fince it is my particular lot, like Jonahy to be 
caft into the fea, I fhall thinke my life well fpent to appeafe God's wrath, and fatiffy the peepk's 
malice. 

O what is eloquence more than aire, fafhioned with an articulate and diftinct foond, when il li 
a fpedall vertue to fpeake little and well, and filence is ofr the beft oratory I for fooics in ihor 
dnmbneffe may be accounted wife. It hath power to make a good matter feeme bad, and a bid 
caufe appeare good ; but mine was to me unprofitable^ and like the cyprefle trees, iriiich are gifit 
and tall, but altogether without fruit. 

What is honour, but the firfl flep to difquietnefie ? and power is fUll waited on by envy, woiifas 
hath it any priviledge againft infamy. It is held to be the chief part of hoooar for a man to joyae 
to his office and calling curtefie and affitbility, commiferation and pity ; for thereby he d i mwelh l» 
him, with a kind of compulfion, the hearts of the multitude ; but that was the leaft pari of ny tedf, 
which now makes me call to mind that the greater the perfons axe in aathori^ the fiMoer ihejan 
/catcht m any delinquencie, and their fmaUeft crimes are ftriven to be made cqphaU: the fiaidhft 
i|>ot feemes greateft m the finefl lumen, and the leaft flaw fa Iboneft kmA m die lidleft 
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B«t Ugh and noUe fpirits^ findiDg tliemfelves wounded, griere not fo much at their own pain and 
fwpkiiitif^ at at the deriding and fcoffing of their enemy; but for mine own part, though I might 
hate many in my life^ I hope to finde none in my death. 

Amongil other things which pollute and contaminate the mindes of great fpirits, there is none 
more hainons than amintion, idiich is feldome unaccompanied with avarice. Such, to poflefie their 
ends, care not to Tiolate the lawes of religion and reafon, and to breake the bonds of modefly and 
aqioity, with the neareft ties of confanguinity and amity ; of which as I have been guilty, fo I crave 
«l God's hands foigivenefle. It is a mazime in philofophy, that ambitious men can never be good 
f— fitHmn to princes ; the defire of having more is common to great lords, and a defire of rule a 
giaat eanft of timr mine. 

My Lords, I am now the hopelefle prefident, may I be to you all an happy example : For am- 
bition dtvouredi gold, and drinketh blood, and dimbeth fo high by other men's heads, that at th^ 
length in the fall it breaketh its own neck ; therefore it is better to live in humble content than in 
high care and trouble, for more precious is want with honefty, than wealth with infamy. For what 
are we but meere vapours, which in a ferene element afcend high, and upon an inilant, like fmoak, 
vanifh into nothing ; or like fhips without pilots, toil up and down upon the feas by contrary winds 
and tempefls. But the good hufbandman thinks better of thofe eares of come which bow downe 
and grow crooked, than thofe which are ilraight and upright, becaufe he is ailured to finde more 
ftore of graine in the one than in the other. This all men know, yet of this how few make ufe ; 
die defect whereof mufl be now my pain : may my fuffering prove to others profit. 

F<^ what hath now the favour of my Prince, the familiarity with my Peeres, the volubility of a 
Umgne, the flrength of my memory, my learning or knowledge, my honours or offices, my power 
and potency, my riches and treafore, (all thefe the efpeciall gifts both of nature and fortune) what 
have all thefe profited me ? Bleffings I acknowledge, though by God beflowed upon num, yet not 
aH of them together upon numy, yet by the Divine Providence the moft of them met in me ; of 
iriuch had I made happy ufe, I might flill have flourifhed, who now am forced im maturely to fall. 

I now could wiih, (but that utinam is too late) that God with his outward goJilnefle towards 
me had fo commixed his inward grace, that I had chofen the medium path, neither inclining to the 
rig^t hand, nor deviating to the left ; but like Icarus with my waxen wings, fearing by too low a 
flight to moiften them with the waves, I foared too high, and too neare the funne, by which they 
bdng melted, I ayming at the higheil am precipitated to the loweil, and am made a wretched prey 
to the waters. But I who before built my houfe upon the fand, have now fettled my hopes upon 
the Rock my Saviour, by whofe onely merits my fole trufl is, that whatfoever becomes of my body, 
yet in fab boCbme my foule may be fanctuaried. Nimrod would have built a tower to reach up to 
heaTen, and called it Babel ; but God turned it to the confufion of languages, and diffipation of the 
people. Pharaoh kept the Children of lirael in bondage, and after having freed them, in his great 
pride would have made them his prey ; but God gave them a drie and.miraculous paffi^, and Pb^ 
raoh and his hoafl a watrie fepulchre. Belfhazzar feafled his princes and proftitutes, who drunke 
healths in the vefiells taken from the Temple ; but the hand of God writ upon the wall Mene heme, 
TKKCL, UPHAnsiN, and that night before morning was both his kingdome and life taken from him. 
Tfaos, God lets men goe on a great while in their owne derices, but in the end it proves their own 
nine and deftmction, never fufiering them to effect their deiired purpofes ; therefore, let none pre- 
fnme upon fab power, glory in his greatnefie, or be too confident in his riches. Thefe things were 
written for our inftmction, of which the living may make ufe, the dying cannot ; but wit and nn- 
findtMl wifiiome are the next neighbours to f<dly. 
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Thiere can be no greater vanity in the world, than to efteeme the world which regardoth no. man, 
and to make flight account of God who greatly refpecteth all men ; and there can be &• 
foUy in man, than by much travell to increafe his goods and pamper his body, and in the a 
with vaine delights and pleafures to lofe his fonle. It is a great folly in any man to attempt m bad 
beginning in hope of a good ending ; and to make that proper to one, which was before common 
to all, is meere indifcretion and the beginning of difcord, which I poiitiyely wifli may end in thb 
my pnniihment. 

O how fmall a portion of earth will containe my body, when my high minde coold not be cqb^ 
fined within the fpacions compafle of two kingdomes I Bat my honre draweth on, and I f^mri^df 
with the Pfcdmifl, not ayming at any one man in particnlar, bat fpeaking for all in generall. Slow 
long will 1^ Judges be carrt^fied f haw long will ye eeq/e to give true judgemenif Bl^fid it 
the num that doth not toalhe in the caun/ell of the wicked^ narjkmdin thewayqfJmneri ^ norJUin 
the feat ofthefcornfuUs therrfore theyjhall notjkmd m the judgement^ norjinmen m Ae qfflmHf 
if the righteous. 



About the hour of 1 2 o'clock, the forfaid earle of Strafford was convoyed to 
the fcaffold on Towerhill, where was a corps de guard made by the leveraH 
companyes of fouldiers of the dtie of London, and the hamlets of the Tower 
on each fyde as he pafled to the fcaffold. Before marched the marfliall's men 
to make way ; then the fheriffs of London's officers with theur halberts ; after 
them the king's guard of wardeins of the Tower ; nixt came one of his gen- 
tlemen hair headed, in mourning habit ; the lord Strafford following him in 
black cloathes, with diverfe others in the fame habite, which were his attend- 
ance ; then the lord biihop of Armach and other good divynes, with the 
fherriffs of London and diverfe other honorable perfonages. 

When he came to the fcaffold, he there fhewed himfelfe on each fyde in fiill 
view to all the people, and made a fhort fpeech with as much alacritie of 
fpirit as a mortal man could exprefs. Then turning himfelfe about, he la- 
luted all the noblemen, and took a folemne leive of all confiderable perlbns on 
the fcaffold, giveing them his hand. And after that he laid, ** Gentlemen, I 
would fay my prayers, and I entreat you all to pray with me and for me.* 
Then his chaplane put the book of Common Prayer upon the chair before 
him as he kneilled down, on which he prayed almoft ane quarter of ane hour ; 
then he prayed alfe long or longer without any book, and ended with the 
Lord's prayer. Then llandifig up, he efpyes his brother Sir George Went- 
worth, and calls him to him and fayeth ** Brother, we muft part, remember 
me to my lifter, and to my wife, and carry my bleffing to my eldefl fbn, and 
charge him from me, that he fear Grod and continow ane obedient fbn of the 
church of England, and that he fhould approve himfelfe a faithful fubject to 
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the king ; and tdl him that he fhoold not have anyprivat gmdge or revenge 
towards any ecmceming me. And Ind him beware that he meddle not with 
any dinrch leiveinga, for that will prove a moath and canker to him in his 
eftate. And wiih him to content himfelfe to be a fervant to his conntiie, 
as a jnfUoe of peace in his county, and not to aim at higher preferments. 
Cany my bleffing to my daughters Anne and Anabella ; charge them to fear 
and fenre God, and he will blifi them ; not forgetting my little infent, that 
yet knows neither good ncnr evil, and cannot ipeak for itfelfe ; Grod ipeak for 
it, and \Ae& it" Then laid he, ^Now I have nigh done, one ftroak will make 
my wife hnlbandleis, my dear childrein fetherlels, my poor fervants mafter- 
leis, and feperat me from my dear brother and all my freinds ; but let God be 
to you and them all in all.** 

After that, goeing to take off his doublet and make himfelfe readie, he laid, 
** I thank God, I am no more affraid of death nor daunted with any difcou- 
ragement ryfeing from any fear, but doe as cheirfully putt off my doublet, at 
this time;, as ever I did when I went to bed." Then he putt off his doublet 
and wynded up his hair with his own hands, and put on a whjrte cap. Then 
he called, ^ Where is the man that fhould doe this laft office ?" (meaning the 
executioner) ^ Call him to me." When he came and aiked him forgivenefi, 
he told him he forgave him and all the world. Then kneilling downe by the 
blodc, he went to prayer againe by himfelfe, the biihop of Armach kneilling on 
the one lyde and a miniiter on the other ; to which minifter, after prayer, he 
turned himfelfe and Qx>ke fome few words foftly, haveing his hands lifted up. 
This minifter doifed his hands with his. Then, boweing himfelfe to the earth 
to lay his head upon the block, he told the executioner, that he would firft lay 
down his head, to try the fitnels of the block, and then take it up againe be- 
fore he would lay it down for good and alL And fo he did. And before he 
laid it down againe, he told the executioner that he would give him warning 
wbat to ftrike, by ftretching forth his hands. And then laid down his neck 
on the block, and ftretching out his hands, the executioner ftrak off his head at 
ane blow ; then he took the head in his hand and fhewed it unto all the people, 
and laid, God lave the King. 

Thus ends this noble and mightie peer. His corps by litter were carried 
to Yofklhyre and buried amongft his foirfathers ; — a man of lingular fpfrit, 
ahnoft matdilels under the kingi who never would confefs himfelfe a traitor 
iqpunft his m^jeftie, the laws of England, or the countrie, as is laid ; but his 
death* uf^mn to have been foUy projected before he was fent for out of Ire- 
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land, for being loyal to the king againft the b^innere of our ooTfnaiit in 
Scotland, and they with the combyned Englifh would have glaidly had him 
out of the way, and the king quyte of him and Canterbury alio» aa ye may fia 
before in The Charge of the Scotts CammijOfumers agaim/i the Ueutemmttf 
Ireland, where ane declaration is given out by the eommiffionera of Seot- 
land againft him and Canterbury. But howfoever, he fuffeni death, and Can* 
terbury imprifonment ; whereby the King was made quyte of both their 
counfels and advyce in thir troublefome times. Yet it is here to be maxk« 
ed, how this great lieutenant told of ane ftorme impending &c. ; whilk over 
true fell out betuixt the King and his ful]Jects, as ye may hereafter hear 
at krge. 

It is laid, the earle of Leicefter was made lieutenant of Ireland ; but the 
Irilh hearing of the death of the other, who held them in obedience, bqpmeto 
break loufe and fall out in murther, bloodfhed, reif, and oppreffion, as afker ye 
may hear. 

This great lieutenant out of the way, to the great joy and oontentmeot 
of the confederat covenanters both in England and Scotland, ther eomeB news 
to Aberdein that fome of the queen's moft fpedall fireinds and fovoritea had 
fled the court of England, as being fufpect to be upon ane plott intending to 
bring the king's army (Ijring at Cedefs) to London, to whom ihoald have 
joyned the whole Frenchmen (of no finall number) dwelling there, with tbe 
whole papifts within the toun and within the countrie ; and fidyke that tbe 
king of France, haveing a fea army at this time lying at Piccardy, IhouU 
have loufed therefrae and landed at Portimouth in England, and aU to have 
mett togither, and gone to raife up the Engliih parliament perforce, beftre 
the peaceable conclufion therof. The queen herfelfe was fufpect to be upon 
the councill hereof ; but thir news turned to nothing, for ther was no tiyall 
found that fuch matters were true. Allwayes ther comes haifteily fiirth ane 
imprinted Proclamation againft thefe perfones who had fled, wherctf the team 
foUowes : 

Wheras Henry Perfie Efquire, Henry Jermine Efquire, Sir J(dm Suckling Kni^t, WiUitB Dsfe- 
nant, and Captain Billingilie, being by order of the Lords in Parliament to be exmnunai 
defigns of great danger to the flate and mifchieroiu wayes to preTont the happie fuooeik snd 
clnfion of this parliament, have fo abfented and withdrawen themfelTes as they can not be 
His Majeftie, by advyfe of the faids Lords in Parliament, doth flrictly duurge and oomiHMd Ab 
faid Henry Perfie, Henry Jermine, Sir John Sackling, William DaTenaat, and Captun BiUm^ 
lie, to compear before the iaids Lords in Parliament at Weftminfter, within ten daya after the dits 
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hereof, npon paine to incor and nndergoe fuch foirfeitnrea and ptmUhmenta as the fuda Lords Ihall 
order and inflict upon them. 

Giren at his Majeftie's Conrt of Whytehall the 8th of May and 17th year of hia Migellie'a reig;ne. 
PritOed at London bij Boberl Barker, 1641. 

No obedience followed this charge, nor did the forCiids perfonea compear, 
being fled out of the kingdome. AJlwayes, it was reported that the English 
parliament was much taken up about the difcovery of papists' plots ; and 6rft 
they appointed ane Committee anent the fortifieing of the Cinque Ports : They 
caufed difarme fundrie papifts within and about London ; and the queen's 
mother was commanded to remove out of the kingdome ; as indeid the did : 
Sublidies were raifed for fatiffieing of the arrayes ; that all the three, viz, Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland, may be diffolved : The archbifliop of Canterbury 
was upon tryal, no hope of his faifftie nor Handing of Epifcopacie : That the 
Lower Houfe met in a Committee-way, anent the article of the Uniforrnitie of 
Religion given in by the Scotta Commiffioners : That they agreed by voices 
to this, and were fenfible of the good affections of their neighbours the Scotts 
towards them, and ordained that thanks lliould be given to them for their 
good advyfe ; and as they had allreadie taken to confideration the corruptions 
in the government of their church, fo they would take a furder confideration, 
and take fuch courfe therin, as might conduce moft; for God's glory and peace 
of the three kingdomes : The king was faid to be dealling eameftly with the 
lords of the Upper Houfe, that the bill fhould not pafs anent takeing away the 
civill offices of Bilhops : That there ftiould be a ceflation from warr betuixt 
the Englifli and Scotts irae the l6th of May to the laft of June. Thir news 
came to Aberdein anent the Englifli buffienels, whilk proved true for the molt 
part, as after does appear. 

Doctor Guild, of whom ye heard before, fetts out ane imprinted Paper, in- 
tituled : 

To theNobiiitie, Gentrie, Burrows, Mini/!ers, ami otAers of this late combination in Covenant, 
AJreindly aTidfaitlifull Adryje, that the event of this great Convention, June 6fA, may, throw 
Go^s hlefjing, tend to his glory and the peace both of Church and Kingdome, by Doctor 
WilUam Guiid,Jieorn Chaplarte to his Maje/lie, and minj/ler in Aberdein, 

As remembering that the Lord is the fearcher of liearts, and blifleth only the fmcere deligns 
which are for his glory intended and good of hia chm'ch, chiefly when the lamen is fo glorionlly 
pretended, ye would doe weiU herein to examine more narrowly than Laban learched Jacob's tents, 
and to lift your hearts, that un<ler pretence of zeall for religion only, no fecreit nor cormpt ends lilce 
Achan's execrable thing be any wife hid lending to yonr own private gaine or other finiArons re- 
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fpectSy leaft that, (as God forbid) the happie hoped for event of this fdemne meitiiig be woefiiDj 
crofled, as Simeon and Levi, pretending religion, but intending their own private vindict, were u> 
corfed by him, who otherwife ihoold have blefled them. 

2dly, Confider that ye have to doe with yoor native and moil gracioiia prince the anoynled of 
the Lord. In dealling with him, eye ever God in him whom he reprefenteth, and with that kjal 
love and reverence as becometh. Remember your own places as fnbjects and your dneties aeeoid- 
ingly, fo to carrie in all humilitie and due obedience, as ye may approve yonrfelves to God, to Us 
majeftie, to yonr own confdences, and to all good men both at home and in all forreign nations ; 
ihnnning the foul afperfion of the lead degree of lefe-majeflie, as havemg David's tender heart 
within yow, and not touching the Lord's anointed or fo much as die fldrt of his garmodt with dw 
leaft attempt of feiking to impair his royall and iacred dignitie or the lufter of that crown which 
God hath fett upon his head, and whofe flourifhing ever we all fhonld eameftly wiih. 

Sdly, Remember likewayes that the eyes of fubtile Romanifls are vigilant towards yow, wait- 
ing for your halting, and to make then: moft advantageous ufe of a mifcarriage on yonr partii 
theiby by a Machivilian pollicy to blow the coal of divifion and to augment the ianen for their 
own advantage, to bring the truth in your perfones to a difgufi and reproach ; and if they may 
(which I hope in God they (hall never be able to performe) to alienat the affection of year grMioas 
and religions fovereign from the very profeffion itfelfe, and from that tender care which khlierto 
as a nuifeing ftither he hath ever had of the fame. 

4thly, Efpecially remembering what ye pretend and profeis of the king's defence and faia fiicred 
authoritie. Abjure, with the reft of the corruptions of Rome which fo much ye abborr, and lika 
loyall fubjects put ye nothing in practice that jefniticall and damnable doctrine of thdr's, That 
chriflian people may ryfe in open hoflilitie againfl their iacred foveraignes, and that they in antient 
times oppofed not violently heathen or hereticall emperors nor depofed them, only becauie they 
wanted force and power fo to doe, as fpeaketh Cardinal Bellarmine ; which thing both Tertdlian 
Ambrofe, Cjrprian, and many more, teach to be fialfe ; Tertullian, in his Apologie for the ChriftiaBs 
under the perfecuting heathen emperors, teilifieing, that if it had been lawfuU for them to be either 
fecreit or open revengers of their own wrongs, they neither wanted number nor power ; yea, what 
warr is there, fayeth he, that we are not melt for, and would [not] be readie alfo to undertake, if 
our religion taught us not the contrary. 

5thly, And if his facred majeftie difcharge thefe things which are unwarrantable by law and 
have occafioned this fearful] difturbance, peace would be fo regairded, and the duetie of native (vh- 
jects to a gracious prince would be fo remembered, as his royall majeftie may perceive by the love- 
ing hearts of a loyall people how much he is obleidged to refpect and give a patient ear -hereafter 
to their farder greivances, ferioufly to confider thereof, and in the heft manner, and in a fiur way 
to give them contentment, rather than he would feim to.forraigne nations, by the fnbjecta of one of 
his kingdoms to be in a manner enforced fully to yield to their defires. 

6thly, God forbid, likewayes, having the proof of a gracious prince's condefcendence fo £ur, and 
his promife, by publict proclamation^ of a patent ear to all his fubjects farther juft complaints, thtt 
any feiming or fein willfuU imprudence by eruption on your part fhould fenfiblie imbark the efUte of 
this our free and native kingdome into fuch hazard of loftes and crofles, cruelties and calamities, which 
upon the wrath of fo great a prince, and the rupture between him and his fubjects, in fo poor and 
difirefted a kingdome as this is allreadie, would clearly to all nations he fein to enfne ; but nther 
giveing what may be condefcended to fubjects' humble defires, by a l^;al proceiding a fair way aay 
be made to granting of fiurder, Satan the author of all divifion may be difiqipoiiited, the Roniifh ad^

Terftries their hopes may be fhifbaty fo good a prince may be keeped and doely refpected, the peace 
of church and kingdome now may be fettled, all feared evills as fruits of this combofUon may be 
prenentedy and the hearts of all who lore God's truth and good of the coontrie may be comforted ; 
whidi ^be Lord grant in mercy for Chriil's fakoi Amen.

Wee all, and eveiy one of ns onderwrhteny proteft, that, after kxng and doe Efamination of oar 
own Confciences in matters of troe and fidfe ReHgion, wee are now tfarongUy refolTed of the TrssA, 
by the Word and Spirit of God, and therefore webeUere with our hearts, eonfefle widi oar jmemAm, 
fnhfcribe with onr hands, and conilantly affirme before God, and the whole Worid, tliBl iim 
onely is the tme ChrifUan Faith and Religion, pleafing Grod and bringing SalTaSton to nwD, wUch 
now is by the mercie of God rerealed to the world, by the preaching of the bkflU Evap^gd, 
and received, believed, and defended, by many and fimdry notable Kirices and Bealmesj bat 
chieflie by the Kirk of Scotland, the King's MajefUe, and three eftates of this reahne^ as God's 
Etemall Trenth, and onely gronnd of our Salvation ; as more particohrlie is ezprefled in tlia Csb> 
feffion of our Faith, flabliihed, and pnblicklie confirmed by fondrie Ajcts of PBrliamenta, and 
of a long time hath beene openlie profeffed by the King's Majdlie and whole body of this 
both in Borgh and Land. To the which Confeffion and forme of Religion, wee willing^ 
onr confciences in all points, as unto God's mdonbted Tmeth and Verities groonded ondy 
his written Word. And therefore, wee abhorre and deteft all contrarie Religioii, and DoetiiM; 
but chieflie, all kinde of Papiilerie, in generall and particolar heads, even as they are now damaed 
and confuted by the Word of God, and Kirk of ScotUmd. But in fpedall wee deteft and refafe TIm 
ufurped authoritie of that Roman Antichrifl upon the Scriptures of God, upon the Kiiic, ^be tMH 
Magiftrate, and confciences of men ; All his tynmous lawes made upon indifferent thinga agaiift 
our Chriilian libertie ; His erroneous Doctrine, againft the fuffidende of the written Wovd» the 
perfection of the Law, the office of Chriil, and his blefied Evangell ; His corrupted Doctrine eon* 
coming originall Sinne ; our natural inabilitie and rebellion to God's Law ; our JufUficatioa by Faith 
onely ; our imperfect Sanctification, and Obedience to the Law ; the nature^ number and vie of the 
Holy Sacraments ; His five baftard Sacraments, with all his Rites, Ceremonies, and fidfe Doe* 
trine added to the miniftration of the true Sacraments without the Word of God ; His crod 
judgement againft Infants departing without the Sacrament; His ablblute neceffitie of Biqptifiae; 
His blafphemous opinion of Tianfubftantiation, or reall prefence of Chrift's body in 'Ae Elemeati^ 
and receiving of the fame bythe wicked, or bodies of men; His di^teniktions with fofemne Oathei, 
Penuries, and degrees of Marriage forbidden in tie Word; His cmeltie againft the innoeent Atvi^ 
oed ; His diveUifh Mafle ; His blafphemous Priefthood ; His profine Sacrifice for the finaea of ike 
dead and the quicke ; His Canonization of men ; calling upon Angels or Sainta departed ; worfhip* 
ping of Imagerie, Relicts, andCrofles; dedicatingof Kirks, Altars, Dayeo^Vowea to Gieatares;IOi 
Porgatorie ; Prayers for the dead ; praying, or fpeaking in a fbange kageage; with Ui FrooeflsM 
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SDcl blaTpbemouB Letanie ; nnd multitude of Adrocates or Mediators ; Hia manifold Orders ; Au- 
ricolar ConfeflioD ; Hia tiefperale and nncertaiae Repentance ; His generall and doubtfome Fsitb ; 
His fstilTaction of men for their fmnes ; His JtiiliGcatiou by works ; Opus operutum, works of Sn- 
pererogBtioQ ; Merita, Fardans, Peregrinations, and Stations ; His holy Water ; baptifing of Bells ; 
conjuring of Spirits ; crofiing, liming, anointing, conjuring, hallowing of God's good creatures, with 
the fuperAitions opinion joyned therewith ; His worldlie Monarchic, and wicked Hierarchie ; His 
three folemne rowes, with all his Iharelinga of fundrie forls ; His erroneous and blowdie decrees made 
at Trent, witli all the lubfcribers and approvers of that cruel and bloudie Band conjured againft 
the Kirk of God ; And £nallie, wee detell all his vain Allegories, Rites, Signes, and Tratlitions, 
brought into the Kirk, without or againft the Word of God and Doctrine of this true reformed 
Kirk, to the which wee joyne our lelves willinglie in Doctrine, Faith, Religion, Dil'cipline, and 
ufe of the Holy Sacraments, as lively members of the fame in Chrill our Head : promifmg, and 
rwearing by the Great Name of the Lord our God, tliat wee ihall continue in the obedience of the 
Doctrine and Dil'cipline of this Kirk, and ihall defend the faine according to our vocation and 
power, all the dayes of our lives, under the paines contained in the Law and danger both of Body 
aod Soule in the day of God's fearefoll Judgement. And feeing thai many are ftirred up by Sathan 
and that Roman Aniichrilt, to promil'e, t'weare, fubfcribc, and for a lime ufe the holy Sacraments in 
the Kirk, deceJtfullie, againft their owne confciences, minding thereby, firft under the cxtemall 
doake of Religion, to corrupt and fubvert fecretlie God's true Religion within the Kirk, and afier- 
ward, when time may ferve, to become open enemies and pcriecutors of the fame, under vain hope 
of the Pope's difpenfation, devifed againlt the Word of God, to his greater confollon, and their 
double condemnation in the day of tlie Lord Jefus : Wee, therefore, tnlling to take away all fufpi- 
tion of hypocrifie, and of fuch double dealing with God and his Kirk, Protell, and call the Searcher 
of all hearts for witnelFe, that our mindes and hearts do fully agree with this our Confeilion, Pro- 
tnife. Oath, and Subfcription, fo that wee are not moved for any worldlie refpect, but are pcrf wad- 
ed onely in our Confciences, through the knowledge and love of God's true Religion printed in 
our hearts by the holy Spirit, as wee Ihall asfwer to him in the day when the fecrets of all hearts 
(hall be difclofed. Aad becaufe wee perceave, that the qnietnes and flabilitie of our Religion and 
Kirk doth depend upon the fafetie and good behaviour of the King's Majullie, as upon a comfort- 
able inllrument of God's mercie graunted to this Conntrcy, for llie maintaining of his Kirk and 
miniftiation of JuAice amongd us, wee protell and promife with our hearts imder the fame Oath, 
Hand-writ, and Paines, that wee (hall defend his Perfon and Authoritie, with our goods, bodies, 
and lives, in the defence of Chrift his Evangel), liberties of our Countrie, minillration of JuAice 
and pnnilhment of Iniquitie againft all enemies within this Realme or without, as wee defire our 
God to be a Urong and mercifull Defender to us in the day of our death and comming of our Lord 
Jefns Chrill, to whom, with the Father, and the holy Spirit, be all Honour and Glorie etemallie. 

Here ends the firft CovenaDt and Band of Mantainance conforme to the 
King's. 

Like as, many Acta of Parliament not onely in generall doe abrogate, annuU, and refcind all 
Lawes, Statutes, Acts, Conilitutions, Canons, civill or munlcipall, with all other Ordinances and 
practiqae Penalties whatfoever, made in prejudice of the true Religion and ProfelToiua thereof; or, 
of the true Kirk difcipline, jnrifiUcuon, and freedom thereof ; or, in favours of Idolatrie and Snper- 
aition : or, of the PapiAicaU Kirk, as Act. 3. Act. 31. Pari. L andfofurth. 
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and (udoabtecUie believe, that the Innovations and Evils ronteined in our Supplications, Complaints, 
and Proteftationa, have no wurant of the word of God, are contrarie to tbe Articles of the foresaid 
Confelfiona, to the intention and meaning of the blelTed reforniere of Religion in this Land, lo the 
abovewritten Acts of Parlamcnt, and doe fenliblie tend to tbe rc-ellBbUlhing of the Popilb Reli^on 
and tyrannie, and to the lubveriian and mine of tbe true Reformed Religion, and of our Liberties, 
Lawes, and Ellates ; We alio declare, that the forefaitl ConfefTions are to be interpreted, and ought to 
beunderftoodoftbe forefaiduovatioas and evils, no lelfe than if everyone of them bad been exprelTed 
in tbe forefaid Confefliona, and that wee are obliged to detell and abhoire them amongH other par* 
ticular beads of PapiArie abjured therein : And therefore from the knowledge and confcience of out 
datie to God, to oar King and Countrey, without any worldly refpect or inducement, To farre as hn* 
mane infiruiitie will fuffer, williing a further meafure of the grace of God for this effect, \^'ee pro- 
mife, and fweare by the great name of the Lord our God, to continue in the profelTion and obedi- 
ence of the forefkid Religion ; tliat we fbnll defend tbe fame, and rcCiA all tbefe contrarie erroors 
and corruptions, according to our vocation, and to the uttermoA of that power that God baib put in 
Dur handsl all the dayes of our life. And in like manner, with the fame beart, wee declare before God 
and Men, that wee have no intention nor defire to attempt any thing that may lume to tbe diflio- 
nour of God, or to the diminution of the King's GreainelTe and Autboritie : but on tbe contrarie, wee 
promife and fweare, that wee Iball, to the uttermoA of our power, with our meanes and lives, (land 
to tbe defence of our dread Soveraine the King's MajeAie bis Perfon and Autboritie, in the defence 
and prefervation of the forefayd tme Religion, Liberties and Lawea of the Kingdome ; as alfo, to tbe 
tnntoall defence and afliftance every one of us of another, in the fame canfo of maintaining tbe true 
Religion, and hia MajeAie's Autboritie, with our beft counfell, our bodies, meanes, and whole power 
BgainA all forts of perfons whatfoever ; fo that, whatfoever fball be done to the leaA of ns for 
that ranfe Ihall be taken as done to uh all in generall and to every one of us in particniar ; and 
that wee fball neither directlie, nor indirectlie, fuffer onrfelres to be divided or witbdrawen by 
whatfoever fnggeAion, combination, allurement, or terrour from this blclled and loyall conjunction, 
nor fhall caA in any let or impediment that may Aaye or hinder any fucb refolution as by common 
Ctfnfent Ihall be found to conduce for fo good ends ; but on the contrarie, Ihall by all lawful meanes 
labour to further and promove tbe lame ; an<l if any fucb dangerous and divlAve motion be made 
to us by Word or Writ, we, and every one of us, Ihall either fupprelTe it, or if need be Ihall in- 
continent make the fame knowne, that it may be timeouily obviated ; neither doe wee feare the 
foule afperiions of rebellion, combination, or what elfe our adverfaries from their craft and malice 
would pnt npon us, feeing what wee doe is fo well warranted, and arifetb from an un&ined defire 
to maintain tbe true worlliip of God, the majeAie of our Kin^^, and the peace of the Kingdome, 
for the common bappinelfe of our felvea, and the poAeritie. And becanfe wee cannot looke for a 
blelGng from God npon our proceedings, except with our ProfeAion and Subfcription wee joyae 
fucb n life and converfation, as befeemeth ChriAians who bare renewed their Covennnt with God ; 
Wee, therefore, faithfnilie promife, for onrfelves, our followers, and all others under us, both in 
pnblike, in oar particular families, and perfonalt carriage, toendevour to keepe ourfelves within the 
iMunds of ChriAinn libertie, and to be good examples to others of all GodlineAe, SobemeDe, and 
KigbteonAiefle, and of every deutie wee owe to God and Man. And that this our Union and Con- 
junction may be obferved without violation, wee call the living God, the Searcher of our Hearta, 
to witnefs, who knoweth this to be our Jincere DeAre and unfained Refolution, as wee fhall an- 
fwere to Jefua Chrift, in the great day, and under the palne of God's everloAing wrath, and of in- 
famie, and of lolfe of all honour and refpect in ibis world ; moA humblie befeeching the Lord, to

Tbns jre may perceive, the firfl Covenant and Band of Mantainanoe begins 
and ends before the daufe where the acts of parliament are cited fnr jofUfie- 
ing ane apfvobation thereof ; and all the reft that foUoweth is made up and 
eiked by the (Hrelent covenanters to the firft covenant. Likeas it is moft cer« 
taine, the king^s covenant, whilk he lent in (as ye may fee befor) is aggrie- 
able word by word with the iamen firft covenant, and therfore neids not be 
inliart in this place over againe ; bat the inlcription therof as foUowes :

UtdM fiuher of eternal memorie, by the iaid Band. In witneft wherof, wee have fnbfiaiTed tfacfe 
pifAata with ow hands, at Holyroodhonfe, the 22nd day of September 18S8.

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Now this covenant is fubfcribed be the king's commiffioner and lords of 
bis Privie Council!, in manner before mentioned, wherby it was thought his 
raajeftie had given full confent for fetleing of all tumults and troubles within 
this his native kingdoms, as ye may read before ; but I return to where a 
ceflation of war was reported, whilk feimed to be beleived, as may hereafter 
appear. 

Saturday the 15th of May, ane Proclamation made at the croce of Aberdein, 
forbidding tranfportation of any more victuall to our army at Newcaftle, 
whilk was good newes to the countrie people, who were forced to pay great 
pryces for victuall to fuftaine themfelves ; becaufe, out of the flierrifdomes of 
Aberdein and Banff ther was tranfported about 13,000 bolls of oatts, bear, 
and meall, whilk raifed the pryces mightiely; but the army was Weill ferved, 
and fent back to Leith fome of their victuall. 

About this time, John Gordon of Haddo is perfewed befor the committee of 
Eftates of parliament, at the inftance of Andrew lord Fraler and John Forbes 
of Le&lie, for oppreffing of them, their men tennents, and fervants, plunder- 
ing of their girnells, horfe, cornea, and other goods, and calling therby the 
Maines of Muchall waift, extending to great foumes ; and for takeing the faid 
John Forbes of Lefslie violently and perforce, and haveing him to Strathbog- 
gie, for takeing frae him his beft horfe, with ane band for payment of ane thou- 
land merks befor he was putt to libertie, and wherof he had gotten reall pay- 
ment. Thir complaints were greivoufly agitat befor this committee, whereof 
the lord of fialmirrinoch, brother in law to the lord Frafer, was prefident, {no 
doubt his true friend) agented alfo by the laird of Craigievar, deadly enemie 
to the laird of Haddo, as ye read before. It is true, Haddo was not guilt- 
less of thir complaints, but he had fled the courfe which the name of Gor- 
don was then upon, and came in to the earle Mari&hall his near couDa, and 
followed him ; and for his faiftie and protection he alfo payed, as was faid, to 
the earle 8000 merks, and by whofe moyan he had gotten ane Abfolvitor, as was 
alleadged, from thir claimes, long before, in prefence of ane full committee, as 
ye may read before. 

Haddo tnifting to this Abfolvitor, and Marifchall's moyan, ftayed at home, 
the earle anfwering for him before the committee ; but doe his beft, the firft 
Abfolvitor was repelled, and Haddo decerned be the committee of Eftates of par- 
liament to pay to the lord Frafer for his lolTes about ten thoufand merks, and 
to the laird of Lefelie three thoufand five hundred merks, whempon homing, 
caption and compryfeing was haiftiely raifed ; but Haddo made protellation

JUi4 upoii thi$ Sunday, Sir Alexander Gordon of Clunie, knight baronet, his 
with dame Elisabeth Gordon were proclaimed. Her hufband decea&d 
th^ li9th of November 1640 before. There was fome fufpidon betoixt 
v4r iteimliaritie ; wherupon thir bands were proclaimed be direction of the 
ugjittyttrif^ himlelfe fitting in the daik in Old Aberdein, hearing his own 
|iaMdk» pvt^diaimed, not ordinarily uied. 

t)iiiMMl Iie£die lent about this time John Monro of Aflan and ane lieuten* 
^ im hi^ army, with ane letter to the committee of £fi;ate8 at Edinbuigfa, 
ijji^^lt^jtuy him to be wairded in the tolbuith, for hav^ing conference with one 
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of tlie king's army called Sir Donald Gonne; wliilk was done. The earle of 
Seaforth alfo with us held in fufpicion, and I beleive little proven againlt the 
one or the other as yet. 

Mafter Pime, ane of the Lower Houfe, was direct be thera to the Upper Houle, 
ihewing (by interception of fome letters) there was more papift plots difcovered 
againft religion and liberties of the kingdom ; defirejng that bjfliops fliould 
have no civill power, and that they ihould not fitt nor vote in parliament ; 
which was granted, as ye may hereafter perceive In t?ie King's AnJ'wer to the 
parliament of England a Declaration. 

And farder, it was faid, that it was inacted in the boufe of Commons, that no 
minifter fhould fwear to Cannons' difcipline, at his entrie to the miniftrie, but 
only to the doctrine ; that the houle of Commons had voted againft. the cere- 
monies, viz. crofs in baptifme, kneeling at the communion, furplice, ring in 
marriage, and organs; that both armies of England and Scotland were to be 
diftianded how foon money might be gotten to pay them ; that Heury Percie 
was followed with hoy and cry, and being ftoped goeing over againft; his 
brother's houfe, (Petworth. befyde Cheft^er) one of his men was taken, and 
the poet Davenant, who were to be examined before the parliament ; that the 
Act of the royal fubfidie was out in print ; that there was ane bill read in the 
King's Bench againft the archbiftiop of Canterbury, wher, in derifton he 
was named William Lord Yeoman, late bifliop of Canterbury, wbilk he beho- 
ved to fufier ; that ther was an act made that our Scotts incendiaries ftiould 
be tried before our parliament, wbilk was moft truely done, as ye may fee 
herafter. Thir came as news to Aberdein about this time, wbilk proved moft 
certaine, by the progrefs fubfequent. 

About the 6th of June, ther fell out fome anger betuixt the earle of Argyle 
and the earle of Montrofe, upon fome alleadged fpeeches. Ther was fome 
mifcontentment before betuixt General Lefslie and Montrofe at Newcaftle, 
snent Ibme tetters pafling betuixt the king and him contrair to order of warr, 
whereat the general! was offended ; but tliis matter, though fufpicious, was 
wyfely fuppreft;. Now it happened, that ane niinift«r called Grahame had 

fpoken that the earle of Argyle faid. The King's Majeftie might be depofed, 
and deprived of his crown, upon any of three reafons : 1ft, For Defertion, tbat 
is, for leaveing his kingdome without good government in church and policy ; 
2nd, For Prodition, that is, feiking the tynfell and lofs of his kingdome, by 
deftroying of their lawes and liberties ; 3rd, For Invafion, that is, for raifing 
of armes againft his loyal fubjects. Whilk fpeiches this Grahame alleadged 
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Argyle had fpoken in Atholl, at that time when he went ther to caiiie Ihat 
QDuntrie people fubfcrive the covenant, as ye may fee before ; and that he 
fpake them in prefence of diverfe barrons, gentlemen, and others of zasL 
Howfoon Argyle heard of this Grahame's fpeeches, he eon veines him before 
the committee at Edinburgh, and accufes him upon thir fpeeches. This 
Grahame anfwered, it was true he fpake them. Then he was demanded of ane 
author. The earle of Montrofe being fitting with the reft at the committee, 
he was loath to reveill his author : But Montrofe fpake boldly, faying, ^ Fear 
not, tell your author." He anfwers, '* Then, My Lord, it is yourfelf that is 
my author ;" who alfo being enquired, confefled he fpake the Ipeeches indrid. 
And his author alfo being fpeired for, Montrofe pertly alleadged and laid, he 
would byde be them, and that Mr John Stewart younger, commiflar of DunkeUt 
was his author. Argyle and his fifter's fone being both fitting at the committee, 
and hearing thir fpeeches, were nettled, and became offended with Montrof^ 
betuixt whom fell out fome quarrellous Q)eeches; but all was commanded filenoe 
by the committee for this time. Argyle caufes charge Mr. John Stewart to 
compear before the committee to anfwer for thir fpeeches, who indeid obeyed 
the charge, and compeared and baid be the ipeeches, faying to Argyle, ^ My 
liord, I heard you fpeak thefe words in Atholl, in prefence of a great many 
people, wherof you are in good memorie." Argyle anfwers, faying, whyle he 
was in Atholl, he found the Stewarts ther againft the fubfcriveing of the cove- 
nant, to whom he faid, this covenant was not againft the king, but for religion 
and liberties of the kingdome, and if they would not fubfcrive the famen, it 
might breed themfelves both perill and flcaith ; for if the body of the countrie 
would not goe one way, but be divyded amongft themfelves, it were ane 
high way to bring in the EDgliihmen into the land, to difilirone the king, and 
bring the nobles under fervitude and flavery. This he remembered to have 
laid, but denyed any furder. Wherupon the faid Mr. John Stewart is prefently 
wairded and keeped faft within the tolbuith of Edinburgh ; and at laft it coft 
him his life, as hereafter ye fiiall hear. 

Now Argyle, feeing Montrofe thus fet againft him, ftrives by all meanes 
poffible to have ane watchful eye over his wayes ; and underflanding that 
Montrofe had lately fent to court one called captaine John Stewart with 
letters, he quietly fends into England three or four truftie fervants to inter- 
cept this bearer in his home comeing ; whilk they did, and rype this captained 
and find within his rydeing fadell ane packet of letters. They bring him to 
Edinburgh, wher Argyle prefents him with his letters befor the committee. 
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They immediately brake up the packet, and find diverfe letters written to 
fundrie of our noblemen be our Scotts nobles at court, and one efpecially writ- 
ten be his Majeftie to Montrofe himfelfe, thanking him for hia loyaltie, defire- 
ing him alfo to perfevere, and he fhould not reft unrewarded, AVhat was 
written in the other letters, I cannot tell. Amongft the reft there was ane cu- 
rious obfcure peice written after the forme following : 

Tell L, if G and B be dilbanded, the parlUmeDt may be bolUen, and A and R may be cat off 
be A B C ; and be tLir means otber matters not yet kuowen may lake effect, aod D and T may 
efiectoaC what is defyred be the afliilanco of A B C, &c. M relys upon L. K looka for perform. 
anc£ of all promiled to him in L his name. No officers of the Hate Ihonid bo chofea or preferred 
but be A B C. Let L be informed be D and T, that matters cannot goe right till that ferpent M 
that lyes in bis bofonie be cut off. 

The/amc exported by the committee. L, viz, Lyon, — G B General and his Band, — A R Argyle 
and RotbeB, — A B C Banders, — D T Duke of Lennox and Traqnair, — M Montrofe, — K the laird 
of Keir,— M that ferpent the Marqnefs of Hamilton. 

This letter, thus arabiguoufly written, is after this manner found out and 
exponed amongft the perfones of the committee, as was faid, to their great greiff 
and difpleafure. Allwayes they go on, and demand farder of this captain John 
Stewart, ^vhat he knew in this bulBenels, and took his oath, folemnly to de- 
dair the truth ; who deponed, he knew nothing what was in paper, but that 
his mafter Montrofe had written to the king's majeftie, forbidding his majef- 
tie to come to Scotland for holding the parliament, whyle firft the Scotts army 
were difbanded, otherwyfe he would be in jeopardie : Farder nor this he knew 
not. Therafter he is committed to waird in the tolbuith of Edinburgh. In 
like mamier the earle of Montroie ; the lord Naiper, married to the earle's 
After, a Angular man, and fometime pretident to the committee of Eftates ; 
the laird of Keir, allyed to Naiper ; the laird Blackball, firnamed Stewart, 
a pryme man, and one of the lords of councill and feflion, being found koitt 
tf^ther, and guiltie of wryteing letters, exprelsly forbidden imder the paine 
of treafon, without confent of the committee, and fufpect to be guiltie in other 
palTages befydes ; they therfor were all at the fame time warded in the caftle 
of Edinburgh, and ftraitly keeped. See more hereafter. 

About the forfaid 6th of June there came from England to Scotland ane 
Act which tendeth thus : 
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Ane Act of utter aMi/hing ArMi/hops, Bf/hops, ChanoellorMy Com$m/fhrSj Deans and Cht^ 
tersy Archdeaams, Prebendaries^ Chantors^ Canons, and all other qffUes mU of At ehmth ef 
England. 

Wheras the goFemment of tbe church of EngUmd by ArchbifhopB, BifbopB, &c hath bein fomd 
by experience to be ane great impediment to the perfect reformation and growth of religion^ aad 
very prejadicia] to the civill ilate and government of the kingdome : Be it therefore enacted by 
the King*8 Mofl Excellent Majeflie, the Lords and Commons of this Pioiiament, aflembled by the 
authorities of the famen, That from henceforth there fhall be no Archbifhopa, Bifkopa, Com- 
miflara. Deans, Chapters, Archdeacons, Prebendaries, Chantors, or Petty Chantors, or any other 
their officers, within the church or kingdome ; and that every perfone that fhall hereafter ei l h ei 
nfe or exercife any power, jnrifdiction, office, or anthoritie, ecclefiaflicall or dvil], by ooloiir of aay 
fVich name, title, dignitie, office, or jnrifdiction, fhall incur the penaltie and forfeitu:^ contained ia 
the Act of Provifion and Premnnire, made the 16th year of King Richard the 2nd ; and that all Ada 
thereafter done by any fach Archbiihops, ftc by colomr of their dignities or offices foriaid, be meiriy 
void and of no effect in law, notwithilandmg any law, flatate, or ordinance heretofoir made in tk 
contrair ; and that all Manores, Lands, Tenements, Rectories, Improprieationa, Rents, Senioea, and 
Hereditaments whatfomever of the faids Archbifhops, &c. which every one haveing right of the fiodi 
churches or dignities fhall be difpoflefl, and ordered in fnch a manner and form as die King^s Moft 
Ei^cellent Majeflie, the Lords Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Puliament aflembled, ffaaD 
appoint and direct. 

Be it farder enacted by the antboritie forfaid, that the ecclefiaflicall jnrifdiction, fitt to be nied 
and exercifed in this church and kingdome of England, fhall be committed to fnch a mimber of 
perfones, and in fach fort and manner, as by this prefent Piurliament fhall be ^pointed. 

This peice planely proves how both Englifh and Scotts had concluded the 
mine and rooting out of biihops from the king's haill dominions, before the 
beginning of our covenant. 

There came word alfo to us, that our Scotts commiffioners mett with ane 
committee of the Lower Houfe, whom they had acquainted with the plotts new« 
I7 difeovered touching Montrofe and his accomplices, formerly Qx)ken, deiireing 
their affiflance to fequeilrate Traquair from the king, and to fend him home 
with the reft of the incendiaries, whilk at this time was not granted ; that the 
parliament had feafed upon the haill Cinque Ports of England, and fumifhed 
the famen ; and that the haill parliament had fubfcrived the Englifh covenant 
except the papifts. Thir and the like news was dayly paffing to and firo. 

Sunday, being Whytfunday and 13th of June, Mr. William Strachan 
gave the communion in old Aberdein, as before, the fecond.time. Doctor. 
Scroggie, notwithftanding he was forbidden out of pulpit to come to the 
table, as he had not fubfcrived the covenant, took his communion ; whilk bred 
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fome fear to the minifter, doubtfull to refuife him the communion or to give 
it; but no impediment was made to him, and fo he received it. 

Upon the forfaid Whytfunday, the lord Sinclair came to the place of Old 
Montrofe, be direction of the committee of Eftates at Edinburgh, and there 
violently brak up the yeitts and doors therof, entered the houfe, fearched and 
fought the haill coffers, kills and trunks within the famen, after they were all 
broken up, to lee what miflives or letters pertaining to the earle of Montrofe, 
or any of his freinds, might be found, becaule his wrytes lay in this houfe. 
They took to Edinburgh with them alfo the carle's fecretar, called Lamby, to 
try what he knew. The like was done to ane other houfe of the faid carle's 
called Kincardin ; and what was found was had to the committee at Edin- 
burgh, the earle himfelf lying wairded in the caftle of Edinburgh, as ye heard. 
■It is faid, they alfo demoliflied his ftaitly houfe of Mugdok. 

About this time the Flanders traders of Aberdein are compelled to fend to 
Holland 17,000 nierks, in penney or penneyworths, for their part and for 
releiffe of the countrie, as was to them ftented. 

Now, foldiers dayly comeing in out of CaJthnels and other parts, to make 
up the lord Sinclair's regiment of 500 men ; but the earle of Murray is quiet 
without fumifhing of many men. 

Sunday the 20th of June Mr. William Strachan, the third time, gave the 
communion in Old Aberdein, forbidding, out of the pulpit before, all outftanders 
and antecovenanters to approach the table ; but doctor Forbes of Corfe obeyed 
not this prohibition, but came to the table and received the communion but 
impediment at this time. Thus, both he and doctor Scroggie, as ye heard be- 
fore, communicat ; hut doctor Lelslie principall, being an outftander alfo, cora- 
municat not here this year at all, hut hereafter he communicat. And this 
famen Sunday Mr. John Lillie, fervitor to the laid doctor Forbes, and Mr. 
John Caffie flood up, and with uplifted hands fwear and fubfcrived the cove- 
nant, whilk they had not done before ; and for their fo long outilanding, the 
pre£bytrie ordained them publictly to confels their error, and to fubfcrive 
and firear, as faid is. 

Mr. Alexander Robertfone minifter at Clunie, upon Tuefday the 22nd of 
June, married Sir Alexander Gordon of Clunie, knight, with dame Elizabeth 
Gordon, after their bands were thryce proclaimed in Old Aberdein, and wher- 
upon Mr. William Strachan lent his teftimoniall ; fo they were married at 
Clunie, and their brydell held at Tilliefour ; but llie departed this life iliorUy 
therafter. 
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<o remaine with her. Tbir things done, ilie comes to Aberdein ; frae that fhe 
aydes to Edinburgh, wher flie remaines whyle about tbe end of September, 
"but help or remeid, fyne rydes directly to Berwick, ther to abyde dureing her 
pleafUre. It is faid, (lie had ftore of gold and Jewells with her. Allwayes, file 
goes to France, as ye may fee hereafter. She had about 300,000 merks in 
gold and money with her, by and attour the guld and filver plate of both 
houfes of Bog and Strathbogie, which did little good to the diflrefled eftate of 
that noble houfe. 

Sunday the 27th of June, doctor Guild, one of the ordinar minifters at Aber- 
dein, preached. After fermon, he declared that he was ordained to leave his 
tniniftrie and become principall of the King's College of Old Aberdein. He 
ther took hia leave of his auditory, wherof fome were not difcontent, he being 
fomewhat feditious, and they would have bein willingly quitt of him, as was 
reported ; and therafter he attended the laid colledge, but not fully remoTed 
whyle now. 

Ye beard before fomewbat of the earle of Montrofe and his accomplices. 
Now, about tliis time, the committee of Eftates, as was laid, fent the lord Bal- 
mirrinoch to the caftle of Edinburgh, defireing Montrole to come and fpeak 
with the committee, whilk he timpliciter refuifed, faying, he would come in 
parliament before his peers, but not before committees. Therafter ane other 
lord was fent to him, who gott the fame anfwer. Wherupon the committee 
ordained the provolt and baillies of Edinburgh to goe in their name, and charge 
the conftable of the Caftle of Edinburgh to render Montrofe to them, and to 
bring him down to the committee with fure guard ; whilk they did, being 
about 400 men. The committee demanded Montrofe of fome queftions, who 
would give no anfwer nor folution, faying, he would anfwer in parliament 
before his peers, and was no more obleidged. And finding no contentment, they 
fent him back againe to the Caftle of Edinburgh, therein to remaine ; but 
Stephen Boyd, captain therof, as ye may fee before, was difcharged from being 
captain therof, and another captain called put in his place, 

becaufe he fuffered Montrofe to have conference with the reft. AUwayes they 
want that comfort now, and are now ftrictly keeped, fo that ilk ane of them 
had ane page to wait upon him, and none fuffered to goe in nor out but by 
permiffion to fpeak with any of them. This was thought ftrict dealing, there 
being of Montrofe's opinion called Banders about ninetein noblemen, lynked to- 
gither againft the committee government, fuppofe good covenanters otherwife. 
: Saturday the 3rd of July, the lord Sinclair returned from Edinburgh back 
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againe to Aberdein, wher he ordained his regiment lying ther, of about 500 
men, to live upon free quarters within the town, to the wrack of the inhabi- 
tants therof ; but they had no great lols, becaufe they received payment fyr 
their intertainment frae commiflar Farquhar, out of the tenths and tuentfeths, 
be direction of the Tables, in Auguft nixt following, fuppofe this Farquhar 
made his own profeit therby alfo, by paying them with dear meaU. 

Now happened one called John Alfhoner, fervitor to the earle of Seaforth« 
to come from Edinburgh to Aberdein, intending to goe north to his maftei: 
with letters which he had upon him ; but was apprehended in Aberdein» be 
the lord Sinclair, and fent with the letters to the committee at Edinbuigh, 
thinking to find fomewhat amongfl thir letters that might make the earle of 
Seaforth better knowen, who indeid was under vehement fufpicion. How foon 
the earle gets word, he followes his man South, and after tryall nothing was 
^und againit himfelfe nor his fervant ; allwayes he bydes the parliament fiol« 
lowing. 

The lord Sinclair rydes againe about the 12th of July from Aberdein fbuth 
to Edinburgh, leaving his regiment itill Ijdng behind him in Aberdein. 

The prefbytrie of Aberdein, with Mr. John Harvie moderator and minifter 
at New Saint Machir, was upon the 8th of July at the vifitation of the kirk 
of Mary Culter, where Mr. David Lind'fay parfone of Belhelvie, Mr. Andrew 
Melvill parfone of Banchory, and Mr. William Strachan minifter at Old Abor- 
dein, were cholen commiffioners for the faid prefbytrie, to attend the nixt 
Generall Aflembly. William Blackburn, burgefs of Aberdein, was chofen ane 
ruleing or laick elder to goe with them for the faid prefbytrie. Mr. Samuel 
Rutherford, minifter at , hearing of this election, wrytes haiftiely back 

to the prefbytrie then fitting in New Aberdein, craveing (as if he had not 
heard of the election) Mr. Andrew Cant to be chofen one of the commiffioners. 
The matter is agitat, and the brethrein thought that the election made fhould. 
ftand unchangable, except there were found a nullitie in the election accord- 
ing to the order obferved before in the kirk, except he who was elected ihould 
make demifiion ; but Mr. Andrew Melvill is urged to demitt, which ignorant- 
ly, contrair to his credit, he did, and hereupon the faid Mr. Andrew Cant is 
made commiflioner in his place. 

It was reported, that the earle of Hartford, keeper of the young prince, was 
made marquefs of Somerfet. See hereafter. 

Ye heard before, how fhis parliament was continowed to the 15th oi July, 
according to the diverfe acts of continuation in the fecond parliament of king 
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Charles. TTiis day, the faid parliament fits down with the nobles, barrons, 
and burgefTes, without the king, for he was not yet come down, or without 
I toe commilRoner. Allwayes, they begine to doe fiich buflienels before his ma- 
jeftie's comeing, as they thought fitt. 

The earle of Traquair, hearing of this parliament, leaves the king (for he 
durft not hide in England behind him, for the Englifti parliament) and goes 
to the lea, failling in one of the king's fliips about Holy Ifland and elfewhere, 
for fecuritie of his life, whyle at laft he is forced to come in and I'ett caution 
to compear before the eftates, or ane committee of parliament, and there to 
■byde his tryalls, as ye may fee hereafter. 

Weill, they begine firft to call the abfents frae this parliament both at home 
and abroad, but no bilhops was called or continowed, except the pretended 
bifhop of Rofe. Now there were particularly fummoned to this parliament, 
John earle of Traquair, Sir Robert Spotfwood of Dunnipace knight late prefi- 
dent. Sir John Hay of Lands late clerk regifter, Mr. John Maxwell pretended 
bilhop of Rofs, and Doctor Walter Balcanquhall, as incendiaries ; and ficklyke, 
were fummoned to this parliament, James earle of Montrofe, Archibald lord 
Naiper, Sir George Strivling of Keir knight, and Sir Archibald Steuart of 
Blackball, as plotters, devyfers, and machinators of courfes againft tUe publict 
Weill, as the 34th act of the laft fellion of faid 2nd parliament bears, albeit 
thir laft named perfones were all wairded in the Caftle of Edinburgh, as ye 
heard before. By and attour thir incendiaries and plotters, there was alfo fum- 
moned (as they were) upon 60 dayes warning, the marquefs of Huntly, the 
jnarquefi of Douglas, the earle of Roxburgh, the earle of Nithfdale, the earle 
of Crawford, the earle of Airth, the earle of Airly, the earle of Linlithgow, 
the earle of Tulliebardine, the earle of Strivling, the earle of Carnwath fur- 
named Dalziell, the lord Semple, the lord Ogilvie, the lord Aboyne, the lord 
Etrick or generall Ruthven, and fundrie others, who were out of the king- 
dome. They were all fummoned at the mercate croce of Edinburgh and peir 
of Leith, upon 60 dayes warning, as faid is. There was alfo fummoned to 
this parliament fundrie of the barrons and gentlemen of the name of Gordon 
in this countrie, wherof none compeared of that name. This furamonds was 
raifed by direction of the Eftates againft thir perfons, under the pain of for- 
fiaultur. Whempon many of thir noblemen, barrons, and others, came home 
to Edinburgh, as ye fliall hear. 

Now (following the time) ye heard befor of doctor John Forbes of Corfe his 
depofition, wherby his place of profeflbr was vacant, to the great greiff of the 
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At this afTembly, doctor Sibbald late minifter at Aberdein his papers, which 
were taken frae him, as ye may fee before, were revifed and fighted ; fome 
wherof finelled of ArmiDianifme, as they thought, and whilk they keeped ; 
other Ibme found orthodox, whilk were delivered to Mr. Robert Petrie, agent 
in Edinburgh, tabe lent to doctor Sibbald, now liveiDg in England or Ireland. 
Mr. John Gregory, minifter at Drumoak, was here received and accepted, and 
Mr. Andrew Logic minifter at old Rain alfo ; both fett down in their own kirks 
againe. Mr. John Ofwald minifter at , by this aflembly was ordained 

to be tranfplanted to Aberdeiu, which he very willingly obeyed, as ye may fee 
hereafter. The night family exercife, called the FamilUe of love, was there agitat 
and reafoned ; yet contrair to the mind of the brethrein, who favoured the famen, 
(as was thought) it was luppreft and prohibit. The houfehold exercife, morn- 
ing and eveniag prayers, ordained to be faid be ilk man, poor and rich, team- 
ed and ignorant, in his own famille, under the patne of cenfures of the kirk. 

To this aflembly doctor Alexander Scroggie (after he is depoled, put frae 
his kirk and houfe, and fpulzied of his goods) gives now in ane fuppHcation, 
(notwithftanding of his wryteing with the reft of the Aberdein's doctors againft 
the covenant,) offering to fwear and fubfcrive the famen, whilk he had refuifed 
before, and to doe what farder it fliould pleafe the brethrein to injoyne him. 
The aflembly heard glaidly his fuppHcation, and referred him to the committee 
of the kirk at Edinburgh, ordaining him to goe ther and give them full content, 
whilk he promifed to doe, and whilk he did at leafure. See afterwards, where 
he got fome penfion, and therafter of his fatiffaction. 

There were fundrie other acts made araongft them, whilk is here referred 
to their own books. They indicted ane other gEnerall aflembly, (be their own 
autboritie, without warrand of the king, as was wont to be,) to be holden at 
St. Andrews the third Wedenfday of July 1642 ; and fo upon the 9th of Auguft 
they all diflblved. 

Upon Wedenfday the 28th of July Mr. John Stewart his head is ftrucken 
frae his ftioulders at the croce of Edinburgh, after he was convicted be ane 
aflife, before ane committee holden to that effect in the faid burgh, for fpeeches 
alieadged fpoken be him againft the earle of Argyle, as ye have before. This 
gentleman is cruellie execute for words, not befor our ordinar juftice or ftjer. 
riff courts, according to our Scottifli laws, but before ane new income com- 
mittee-court. Allwayes it is laid, he baid be all the fpeeches he fpake, and 
went to death therwith. 

About this time, John Leith of Harthill gatt libertie to come out of the 
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Sir William Douglas of Cavers, William Drummond of Riccardton, John Smith 
of Edinburgh, Mr. Alexander Wedderbum of Dimdie, and Hew Kennedy of 
Air, as members of the eftatea of parliament, to whom are adjoyned Mr. Alex- 
ander Henderfon minifter, and Mr, Archibald Jobnllon clerk to the General 
AlTembly. Thir comraiffioners were appointed to attend the Knglifli parlia- 
ment for the Scotts affairs ; but the earle of Rotbes, a fore enemy to the king, 
departed this life in England upon the day of 1641, and never re- 

turned back with the reft of the commifTioners, but was buried at his own 
parifli kirk of Lefslie ; and the rell of the commilTioners came back. 

Now the king takes journey with a very few traine, haveing with him his 
own filler's fone Paullgrave of Rhine, the duke of Lennox, the marquefs of 
Hamilton, the earle of Morton, with fome others. There came alfo with his 
majeftie comraillioners from the parliament of England, to attend our parlia- 
ment, that nothing fhould goe wrong, but both parliaments to go on of one 
mind and deliberation. His majeltie comes forward, and faw generall Lela- 
lie's army lying at Newcaftle ; he received ane weillcome of fyne fireworks. 
Lelstie weillcoraed alfo his majeftie, as became hira ; he intreated him to dinner, 
with whom the king went. Thereafter he had fome rtiort conference with 
LicfeUe, fyne went to horfe, wher his majeftie had ane other firework volley ; 
and therefrae came be poft to Scotland ; and upon Saturday the 14th of Auguft 
he came to Holyroodhoufe, in at the Watter-yeitt, not palhng 100 perfones in 
his majeftie's traine. Sundrie of our Scotts nobles mett him. The provoft 
and baillies of Edinburgh in their long robes fainted his highnefe : ane fpeech 
was made, the keyes of the town rendered ; but the king (fomewhat raelancho- 
lious after his travell, comeing all the way poft be coach) gave little ear to 
their fpeech ; allwayes they convoyed him in at the Watter-yeitt to his pallace 
of Holyroodhoufe. 

Here is to be noted, a wonder to all pofterity, and to the haill Chriflian 
world ; A monarch, a king, to come to his own fubjects, to give them a par- 
liament, haveing their army and regiments lying in his hie way, raifed againft 
bimlelfe for their own ends ; for Lefelie was lying at Newcaftle, as ye have 
heard ; major Monro with his regiment lying in the Merfe about 1400 men ; 
Cochran with his regiment of 1000 men lying in Lothian, and the lord Sin- 
dair's regiment of 500 men lying in Aberdein. Neverthelefs it pleafed his ma- 
jeftie in a peaceable manner and quiet company to come to Scotland, without 
regain! or fear for thir armies of men, railed againft himfelfe for atcheiving 
their own ends, as is formerly faid. . - .; 
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Weill, upon the mom being Sunday and 15th of Auguft, his majeftie went .^^ 
to the Abbey kirk, and heard one of our fermons after the Scotts fafluon, ^^^ 
before and afternoon, without organs and prayers as he was uled with at --^_j 
home. 

Upon Tuefday the 17th of Auguft, he came to the parliament houfe- ■j=^ 
There was conveined the three Eftates, confifling of nobles, horrons and bur~-^^ 
gefies, aH the game went now, to whom he made the plealant pithie ipeecHl^^S 
following : ^_

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
There hath notliing been lb tlifpleaTing to me as tbofe tntacky differences, which of lale h^^^^ 
}iA{ipcne<l betnist me an<l my I'ubjecta, and nothing that I have more defired ai to fee thii -"t i im 
nliercin I hope not only tu leiile lliefe nukappy millakingH, bu^t rightly to know and to be liiini^i ^ 
of my native conntry. I nepd not tell you (for 1 think it is well known to moft) what difficol-^j,^ 
I hare pafled by and overcome to be here at this time ; yet this I will fay, tliat if love to my naVji^ 
conntry bad not been a chief motive to this journey, other reipects might eafily hare fonod b f!\uft 
to do tiiat by a commiHioner, which 1 am come to perform myfelf. All this confidered, I titDaoi 
doubt hot to find fuch reall teAimoniea of your affections for the m^ntenance of that roysll poinr 
which 1 enjoy after lOB defcents, and tvhich you have lb often profclfed to maintaine, and lo w^ 
your owne nationall oath doth oblige yoa, that I Oiall not think my pains ill beflowed. Now ih 
end of my comming i« fliortly this, to perfect whatToeTer 1 have promifed, and wi^all lo quiet ituA 
diftracUons which have, and may &I1 out amongjl yon » and this I mind not fuper&ciaDy, bnt foOf 
■nd cheerfnlly to doe, for I aJTnre yon that I can doe nothing with more cheerfolnefle lh« to pn 
my people a general! fulifl'action : Wherfore, not offering to indecre myfclfc to you in words (wliidi 
indeed ia not my way), I tlefirc in the £rll place to fetlle that which concerses Uie religion andjuA 
liberties of this my native conntry, before 1 proceed to any other act. 

This royal and memorable fpeech was deirly efteimed of the heft, and (as 
his majeftie defired) the parliament goes on day by day as in the acts of par- 
liament itfelfe largely proports. For firft, there was read in the king's own 
audience the Act made anent the Oath to be given by every member of parlii- 
ment, Act 5. Then follows the 6th Act, Anent Ratification of the Articles of 
Treatie, with a Commiffion from the coramiflioners of parliament, the Articles 
of the Large Treatie, ane Act of Oblivion, with certain other propofitions and 
anfwers following the faid 6th Act. Then followes diverfe other trivjall Acts. 
In the 21ft Act, Sir Alexander Gibfon is made clerk regifter in Sir John Hay his 
place, for following the king. In the 22nd Act, The election of Counfellors. In 
the 23rd Act, The election of Lords of Seffion. Inthe33rdAct is contained the 
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out of other kingdonies received not full payment of their wages frae general 
Lefelie. whilk made them to cry out againft him. AUwayes ilk man went 
fundiy gates, and fome went to the king, and gott good fervice of hira here- 
after. At tliis famen time, the town of Edinburgh gave the banket to the king, 
wher this generall Lelslie was held in great efteem and honour before any of 
Itis Majeftie's fubjects ther, wherat many wondered. 

Upon Saturday the 4th of September Mr. Andrew Cant came frae the Ge- 
neral Affembly, holden at Edinburgh, home toAberdein. He begane to thun- 
der and cry out of the pulpit againft antecorenanters, papifls, and excommu- 
nicat perlbnes. He would not I'uffer the people to pray when he prayed at 
fermoQ, but in their hearts to follow him, laying, his outward prayer was fuf- 
ficient for all. He refufed to baptife bairnes, but after preaching or lectures. 
He difcharged reading of Scriptures or fingiitg of Pfahns at lyke-walks, whilk 
bred more deboflirie quietly, and prejudged the mailer of the fong fchool of 
his commoditie. Upon ane falling day, he would not give the bleffing after 
foimoon's fermon, but after afternoon's fermon for all. He cryed out againft 
the magiftrates of Aberdein, for makeing llrangers burgefles, and fpending the 
common good upon wyne, and other things fuperfluoufly. 

There came ane letter to the prelby trie of Aberdein, craveingfolemne thankf- 
giveing to God, as all the prelbytries of Scotland had gotten the like ; whilk 
letter was read out of our pulpit in Old Aberdein, the 12th September, whereof 
the tenor followes : 

Right Reverend (md Beloved BretheriD. 
Tbefe times pall, many letters hare t>een directed unto yon, for keepmg dayes of bmniliation ; bnt 
now, (which is the meri7y of God upon us in hearing and anfivering of our prayers) the leveath day 
x>{ Septemher approaching ia agreed upon hy the Com milTi oners of the Treatie betnixt the two 
kin^omes, for keeping a folemne ihankf^veing in all the kirks of his Majeflie's dominions, ac- 
cording to a pariicular article of the Treatie, wherin it is alfo agreed that all Declarations, Frocla- 
niations. Acts, Books, Lybels, and Pamphletis, that have been made and publilhed againll the toy- 
altie and datiefulnefs of his loyal fubjecta of Scotland Ihall he recalled, fuppreft, and forbidden m 
England and Ireland ; and that npon the day of thanklgiveing the loyaltie of his Majellie's fold fub- 
jects fliall be made knoK-en in all places, and particularly in the parifh churches of hiH faid dominions. 
This much we are commanded by the King and the Ellates of Parliament, and by the Commif- 
liooers of the General Alli^mbly with j'peid to make knowen unto you, that the moderators of the 
Prefbyteries may give ailvertiiement to all the brelherio for intimateing the fame to the people, the 
Sabbath before, which will be the 5lh of September; and in caice tfaefe fliall not come tymeoudy 
to your hands for obftrveing that day, that the nixt Tnefday, after the Letter cometh to the Mode- 
rator of every Prelbytrie, be obferved. We have no canfe to doubt, but all that fear God and 
l^ve given tbemlelves to obl'erve his wonderful! wayes with ns thefe times pall, will goe cheirfnlly 
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at the commons, haveing their conies in point of tynfell, and haveing fair 
weather, mightiely grudged. Lykeas many of the auditors hearing this letter 
and act of aflenibly read out, bearing the covenanters to be good and loyall 
fubjecta, and whatfoever was written, faid, or proclaimed on the contrair, to be 
recalled and fupprefl, wherof ther were diverfe and fundrie fett out agaiuft 
them ; neverthelefs now they are approven to be good fiilyects to the king, 
notwithftanding of their rebellious proceedings, and violent actions : admirable 
to the whole world. Thus, is his majeftie counfelled and overthrown. But 
here it is to be marked, that this day of tbanklgiveing was Arictly keeped, the 
weather being wonderful fair, and the poor countrie people rather wiQiing to 
have bein at home winning their comes in fuch fair weather, nor fo often to 
be brought in with the crafts and commons, both of burgh and land, fbme- 
times for giveing of thanks and fometimes for falling upon work dayes, with 
ahftinence from work ; whereas fome poor people Hveing frae hand to mouth, 
fafted the day of thanks, becaufe they durft not labour for their food. Thus, 
throw this covenant is both burgh and land holden alwayes under dayly vexa- 
tion. And which is more to be noted, this day of tbanklgiveing being ane 
wonderful! fair day, fitt for harveft, wheron they are forced to fitt Jdle, ther- 
after ther was nothing but tempeltuous raines wbyle the 1 9th of October* 
at leaft whyle the 10th of October, continowing frae the 14th of September 
to that day, whilk was againe ane day of fall ; wherby the peoples hearts 
were caften down, fearing the lofle of their harveft; throw this wicked wea- 
ther. 

About this time, we heard that the Emperor had offered peace to all the 
princes of Germany, except to the Paulfgrave or Count Palatyne, the King's 
fitter's fone, who now was with him in Scotland. Wherupon his Majeftie gave 
in ane Manifefto to the parliament for aid and forces to help his nevoy to his 
eflate againe. Allwayes, Count Palatyne gave the banket royall to his Majef- 
tie and his nobles in Edinburgh about the 14th September. 

About the fame time, the queen mother left England, and went over to 
Bruflells in Weft Flanders. The Englifli quitted her with good will, as fuf- 
pect to be moft feditious in thir troublefome times. 

Wednefday before Michaelmas, 23nd September, Mr. Alexander Jaffray cho- 
Ten provoft of Aberdein for ane yeir to come, Mr. Thomas Gray, Mr. Mathew 
Lumfilen, George Morifon, and Mr. William Moir, baillies.

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Die Sabbati 16 Janvarii, 1640, 
" It is this day ordered by tlie Lords Spiritual and Temporal, in the Higli Court of Parliament 
sflVmbled, tliat the divine fervice tie performed aa it is appointed by the acts of Pariiament of thi* 
realne, and all fucb as lliall diliurb tliat wholelome order Ihall be ferereiy punifhed, accordiDg to the 
law, and the parfuos, riccart, and curats in the rereiml parilbes, Ibatl forbear to introduce any rit«a 
or ceremoiuea tbtt may gire oSeDce, otherwife than tbofe which are eflabliibed by (he laws vf thp 
hud." 

. And ane other of this prefent 9th of September, in thefe words : 

" Resolved upon the quellion this ninth of September, 1611, That the above faid Order ihall be 
printed and publilhed;" — Defyreinf; that the Commons wonldjoyne with tbem in publilhio^ tberof : 
Which being prefeated to the Houfe of Commons, it was thought unfeafunable at this time to urge 
the ferere execuiioa of tbe I'aida laws. Wherupon it was Toted, tliat they did not conTent to tbefe 
Orders, or either of tliem. And they have thought fit to make this Declaration, that it may be un- 
derllood that the laA Order of the Lords was made with the confent only of eleven lords, and tliat 
nyne other lords then prefent did dillent from it. So that it may weill be hoped when both Houfea 
ihall meit againe, that the good propolitions and preparations in the Houfe of Commona, for pre- 
Tenting tbe like greivances, and refunniog the diforders and abufes in matters uf religion, may be 
brought to perfection. Wberfor they expect i^at the Commons in this realme doe in tbe meantime 
qnietly attend the reformation intended, without any tumultuous difturbance of the worfhip of God 
and peace of the kingdome. — " Refolved upon the quelUon, that tbb Declaration Ihall be forth- 
with printed and published." Finis.

This imprinted Orders of church alteration, comeing furth from the Houfe 
of Commons in his majeftie's abfence, being on his journey towards our Scotts 
Parliament, quliilk was anftvered by the Lords of the Upper Houfe contrair to 
their expectation, as ye may fee ; but the courfe of this Lower Houfe drawing 
on our Scotts covenant and Scotts army to their behoofe, and overthrow of 
the prerogative royall, bred meikle forrow, as ye may hereafter hear. 

Now falls ther out ane excellent peice, as the report paft. It happened the 
lord Ker, eldell fou to the earle of Roxburgh, (ane brave fpark and loyall fub- 
ject to the king) to be fitting in company with the earle of Crawford and Sir 
James Hamilton, fone to umquhill Thomas earle of Haddington, in ane lodge- 
ing in Edinburgh ; where this lord Ker alleadged the marquefs of Harailtou 
was the inftniment of all thir troubles, and defired the faid Sir James to goe 
tell the marquefs he faid thefe words ; who refufed to carry fuch mellage. 
The earle of Crawford, a loyall fubject alfo to the king, hearing the fpeech, 
thought it was over good ane purpofe to want ane bearer, (being of tbe fame 
mind that Ker was of,) fayes, " I will carrie the meflage, provyded you give me 
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Provinciall Aflembly ; fo that all the haill xninifters of the haill parifhes, and 
ruUeing elder chofen out of the elders of ilk feflion xnuft not be abfent firae 
this Provinciall Aflembly, but keep perfonally and precifely there (health of 
body ferveing) ; but all and every minifter is not holden to keep every G^e* 
rail Aflembly, as is before noted. There came to this Provinciall Aflembly 
alio two commiffioners out of Murray. 

James Murray clerk depute to the Grenerall Aflembly had collected to him 
20s. firae ilk minifter and ilk ruUeing elder, not ufed before. Allwayes, by or- 
der of the Grenerall Aflembly ilk Provinciall Aflembly is holden to pay the la- 
men in time comeing. 

Doctor Scroggie came not to this Provinciall Aflembly, as was ordered befor 
by the committee of the kirk at Edinburgh, but fl;ayed in Edinburgh, and 
writt his excufe ; but the moderator and bretherin accepted not therof plealantly. 
AUwayes, he wrought fo, that he had gifted to him, out of Rofs, eight chal« 
ders victuall dureing his lifetime, fince his kirk was taken frae him. Mr. Alex- 
ander Innes, minifl:er at Rothemay, his goodfone, and depofed frae his 
kirk, alfo Mr. Alexander Scroggie his fone depofed frae his r^encie, as ye have 
heard before, ilk ane of them had gotten fome penfion frae the king. 

Ilk minifl:er was ordained to give up ane roll of fuch papifls as was withiii 
his parifli, except excommunicatt papifls, that none who had not fubfcrived 
the covenant fliould have the benefite of the communion ; yet fee. Doctor For-- 
bes and Doctor Le&lie communicatt, who flx)od fl;ill out, notwithitanding of 
this ordinance. No order was taken with planting ane profeflbr in the laid 
Doctor Forbes' place, wherby the youth all this time wanted the benefite of 
learning. Sundrie other acts were made here at this Aflembly, and fo upon 
Friday the 22nd of October ilk man went home. 

Much about the 13th of October, ther fell out ane great ftur at Edinburgh 
(the king and parliament peaceably fitting) anent ane alleadged plott dev3rled 
by the earle of Crawford, lieutenant coUonell Steuart, crowner Ciochran, and 
ibme others, for takeing or killing the marquefs of Hamilton, the earle of Ar- 
gyle, and earle of Lanerk, brother to the marquels, as the ^heifi* inftruments 
of aU thir troubles. The king never feeing, or at leifl; mifirufling Hamil- 
ton's loyaltie, who had approven himfelfe a traitor to his king and gracious 
mafter, and Uiat with great policie and greater fecrecie, who ever acquainted 
our covenanters of whatever his Majeflie fpoke, or wrote, or devyled agaihft 
them, wherby they were putt on their guard before the king could act any 
porpole; and^ aa was plainly Ipoken, he did what he could to fortifie the cove- 
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ran, and lieutenant Stewart, were brought before them Weill guarded ; they 
are examined and denyed all, as they who in end proved moil innocent of this 
gyfe. They are fent back ilk ane with his own guard to their own lodge- 
ings. There was alfo one captain William Stewart examined before this com- 
mittee, who being deiply fwome made the Declaratione following : 

Captain William Stewart bis RelatioD, fworD upon his great oath, reyeills the difcourfe made 
to him be lieutennaot collonell Alexander Stewart^ of the project of the arreiiliog^ takeing or kill- 
ing of the marqueis of Hamilton^ earle of Argyle and earle of Lanerk. And howbeit the (aid 
lieutennant collonell cannot altogither deny the difcourfes^ yet he turnes the pofition in ane fup- 
pofitioD, which is meir forgerie and wreiling of the truths for the reafons following : 

ift. The lieutennant collonell knew that captain William Stewart is both nephew and ibne in 
law to the lord Ochiltrie, who (as he conoeiyed) has a maleconteot agaiofl the marqueis of Ha- 
milton^ and fo a fitt fubject to work upon for a mifcbeiff hatched againfl the marqueis. 

Snd. The lieutennant collonell fent for the captain and urged him to goe drink, pretending buf- 
fieneis with him. 

3rd. Removed his own man^ craved (as the lieutennant collonell confefles) fecrece, with the words 
Under the Ro/i, and chapping of hands. 

4th. The very ilain of the lieutennant collonell his own Relation (as he had forged it) begins at 
a pofition^ and goes at the firft words from that to the marquefs his power, treafon^ and in end 
to the very plateforme of the arreifliog, takeing, or killing of the marqueis and Argyle, which he 
tomes into a fuppofition. 

5th. It cannot be thought that the captain ihould have intended this difcourie> becauie it is 
knoiwen, that the marqueis has bein lately, and as yet profefles to be ane interceilbr at his majef- 
tie's hands for my lord Ochiltrie. 2nd. The lieutennant collonell makes the captain to have iaid, 
that the marqueis, Argyle^ Caflells^ the Chancellor and Lindiay are makeing a plott, or Imowes 
of a plott ; and it is knowen to all, that Caflells is his brother in law, and one whom he honours 
and iervea. 5rd. The captain related the iame difcourfe, immediately after the parting from 
Lettb, collonell Stewart to lieutennant collonell Hurrie, and willed him to impart the iame to ge- 
neraU Leislie, and withall to goe and learn more, becauie he was hutJitiguiarU t^flis* 
• SCh- All the parts of the plot related be captain Stewart are proven peioe by peioe in the de- 
pofitioDS taken, ifi. The difcourfe of the government of the countrie be collonell Cochian's de- 
pofitioiie of Mr. Murray, and he has the iame expreffions of them. 2nd. Their power, in the 
iame difixmrie, and their hindering the peace of the countrie, as alfo the lord Ogilvie in his dif- 
courie to him the iaid Cochran. Srd. There was ane ftrange hctiou againfl them. This is iein be the 
difamrie had be Mr. Murray to Cochran, wher he iayes, he was afliired of the noblemen allmofi 
all^ kCf and be his other difcourfe of his r^ment. 4th. That they would meit at the lord Craw- 
Afd's lodgeing, and from that to goe to the private garden wher the lord Ammond was to meit 
than, ifcc. The moil part of this may be iein in Hnrrie hisdepofition, and in the lieutennant col- 
loadDI Stewart his own confeffion, which he turnes in a fuppofition. 5th. The carrieing of them to 
the iliips amkSdd be fuppofition in lieutennant collonell Stewart's depofition to the cuUing of 
their thioata is proven by Cochran's depofition in the diibourie betuixt him and Crawford, and 
is fapiNMied in lieutennant cdlonell Stewart's depofition. 
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peace of Scotland be preferred^ according to the Treatie and Articles agreed by his Majeflie> and 
oonfirined by act of parliament^ of which they are bound to be careful^ not only by publict fictith 
in that Treatie, but likewayes by the dutie they owe to his Majeflie, and their kingdome; becaufe 
they hold^ it will be a great mein for preferyeing religion, libertie, and peace in England, Ireland, 
and others his Majeflie's dominions, and the union of all his loyall fubjects, in mantaining the 
eOBunon good of all, will be a fure foundation of honour^ greatneis, and fecuritie to his Majef- 
tie*8 royal perfone, crown, and dignitie ; wherfore they have refolded to imploy their humble and 
£uthfull adryce to his Majeilie, the power and authoritie of parliament and of this kingdome, for 
luppreffing all fuch, as by any confpiracie, practice, or other attempt, ihall endeavour to diilurb the 
peace of Scotland, and to infringe the Articles of the Treatie made betuixt the two kiogdomes. 
3rd. Ye ihall likewayes inform the King, that wheras order was given by his Majeftie, with 
conieiit of parliament, for difbanding the garrifons of Carliile and Berwick, the firil part wherof 
it allreadie quickly difbanding, and all the horfe and eight companyes of foot fent out of Berwick, 
and only ^ve companyes remaining, which likewayes fhould have bein difcharged at or before the 
15th of this moneth, if they had not bein flayed by his Majeflie's command, iignified by Mr. 
Theaikurer Veyne to Sir Michael Erlie lieutennant govemour, according to direction in that 
bdialfe. And wheras, by order of parliament, fix fhips have bein fent for tranfporting his Ma^ 
jcftie's munition, ordinance, and other provifion in that town and in Holy Ifland, all which have 
bein very great charges to the commonwealth, the Commons now aflembled in parliament have de- 
daiKd, that they intend to be at no farder charges for the long flay and intertainment of thefe 
men, or for the damnage of the fhips, if by occafion of this direction they did keep out longer than 
was agreed upon.

This peice I coppied alfo, wherby may be perceived the ^arle of Craw- 
ford is fpecially pointed at in this buffiene&, and as was reported, the com- 
mittee appointed for trying this plott went on but flowly ; and what mat- 
ters came in voteing they would not voice publickly, according to our old 
Sootts forme, left their voices might be reveilled, and turn to their own 
prejudice, but ilk ane did vote privately by billatis, wherby no man's voice 
might be knowen. A new forme here in Scotland ; and as was thought, the 
ilownels of this committee proceeded only of poUide from Hamilton himfelfe, 
and as was faid, he feared to be accufed ()f his enemies upon fbme matters, 
wherof he was doubtlels guiltie, as favouring the countrie befor the king in 
an thir troubles ; and in fpeciall, whyll as his majeftie had given him orders to 
tand four thoufand fouldiers at Aberdein or Cromartie, to the effect they might 
have joyned with the king's loyall fubjects in the North to fupprefs the cove^ 
nant, and to have deburfed moneyes for levieing fouldiers to that purpofe, wher 
be the contrair he came to Forth, and there lay, fpending and waifting the 
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but the feffion fat not downe, be reafone of the fitting of the parliament, whyle 
the 4th of January 1642. 

About this time, the Iriflies takis advantage of the time, and fearing to be 
prefled there with our covenant, as is the Scotts, they begin to look abqut them 
and to brake loofe, cheiffly the papifts and natives of the land. They had provi* 
fion out of Dunkirk and Weft Flanders, of ammunition, powder and ball, to- 
gither with ftore of brave officers of fortune out of France, Grermany, Sweden , 
Holland, Weft Flanders, and other countries, and had drawn to ane head, 
whereof Sir Philem O'Neil was cheifie. 

They fet out ane Remonftrance tending thus : 

I N. N. doe with firme foith beleive and protefl aU and fingular the articles and points which 
the Catholicks and Roman church beleive and confefi^ and to my dyeing day will be God's grace 
mantaine and defend the ikme againfl all Sectaries^ Jews> Atheiiis^ and enemeis whatfomerer^ 
evin with the lofs of life^ eilate^ and goods. 

2nd. I alfo^ in my confdence^ beleive and acknowledge King Charles to be my foveraigne Lord 
and King of £ng1and^ Scotland^ France^ and Ireland ; whofe priyileges^ prerogatives^ attributes 
regall due to his imperial crown and royal degnitie> I promife and tow to God« to mantaine 
and defend by God's grace againil all ill affected perfones^ be they of what countrie or feet what- 
foerer^ to the lois of life^ eflate^ and goods. 

3rd. I promife and vow lykewayes to be true to my poor opprefled countrie the kingdome of 
Ireland^ with lofs of life^ goods, and eflate, and will endeavour to free it from the bondage and 
greivous government and oppreffions under which it groanes by the meins of evil officers and 
miniflers of juflice, contrair to his Majeflie's mofl gracious intentions. 

4th. I doe vow and promife to God to wrong no catholick, nor challenge any efiate or lands, if 
fo they be poflefled of the famen before the plantation begane in the yeir l6l0, or any lands pof- 
fefled by them fince then, fo he or they bought the famen, or purchafed it for money, or others 
wayes. 

5th. I fiirder promife and vow to make no differehce of, or difparitie between the meir Irifh 
and them of the Pale* between the old Irifh and the new Irifh be they of what flanding, calling, 
or qualitie whatfbmever, fo they be profeflbrs of the holy church, and numtainers of their coun- 
trie's liberties. 

All thefe and every precedent article, I the faid N. N. doe promife, vow, and fwear to man^ 
taine, and caufe all others, over whom I fhall have power, to mantaine and defend inviolablie by 
God's grace. So God help thofe of his gofpell. Finish — (Wanting dait or yeir.) 

This declaration is fpread every where, and comes to the king and parlia- 
ment's ears of Scotland alfo. 

It is iaid that the natives lap to armes, about 20,000 men, haveing brave 
leaders, and about 500 captaines, conmsanders, and officers of fortune, with 
anmdunition, powder and ball, as formerly is fpoken. To whom alfo joined the 
trained fouldiers^ whom the defunct deputie had drawen up in Ireland before 
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his deceafe, crying out for religion, laws, ami liberties, and therwith entered 
in blood, killing, burning, aud murthering of the proteilants, Scotts and Eog- 
lifli, without mercy, robbing of their goods and lives, fpairing neither man, 
woman nor child, as after yc Ihall hear. It is faid, our Scolls lords offered their 
litrvice againft this rebellion ; but the king antVered, when he went home 
tlie parliament of England would take order therwith. Thus, throw occafion 
of the covenant is the king ogaine vexed with Ireland, belydes the commo- 
tions of England and Scotland, which took its beginning therfrae. 

It is faid, that the king had received ane letter from the earleof Montpofe, 
(oiDDelly convoyed, himlclfu wairded in the caftle of Edinburgh, as ye have 
heard) defireing privie conference of his niajeflie, wher he would lliew mat- 
ters concerning his honour, his perfon. Iiis croun ; whereat the king is afto- 
niflicKl, and pruduced this letter, written to him lecretly, before the parlia- 
ment, publictly. ^^'hich being taken to confideration, the lords, for their own 
reafous, refuiied to grant any fuch fecreit conference, but that Montrofe 
fhould be beard in presence of his Majeftie and ane committee appointed to that 
effect ; who being brought in preience, and queftioned upon his letter, (whilk 
he thought none knew but the king himlelfe) did lb cunningly carrj' himfelfe 
in this perplexitie, that no groimd or argument could be gathered frae his 
fpeeches, d(i what they could ; and after their labour was loft, he is con- 
voyed back againe to the caille of Edinburgh, there to remaine. See more 
hereafter. 

It is here to be noted, that no maves were fein within the lochs of New w 
Old Aberdeins, iince the beginning of thir troubles and comeing of IbuMfers 
to Aberdi^in, who before flocked and clekked in fb great aboundance, that it 
was plealure to bettuld them Hying above our heads, yea and Ibme made ale 
of their eggs and birds. In like manner few or no corbies fein in eittwr 
Aberdeins, at the waterlyde of Dee or Don, or flioar, where tht'y wont to flock 
abundantly for lalmond gouries. 

Now the Parliament of Scotland is dayly litting, and the Acts therof im|MiDt- 
ed, whilk the reader may read ; but mark this much, that the covenanters 
had all their defire, and thole who followed the king (impliciter bom down 
&om honors, dignities, and places, and they, the covenanters had all and got 
all. The Confeflion of Faith, Articles of Treatie, and General AfTembly rati- 
fied at large : Order taken anent election of Officers of ftate, Councellors and 
Seflioners, not acted before ; fee the Idth Act : The lord Loudon chofenChan* 
cellor, Act 16 : Robert earle of Roxburgh, Lord Frivie Seal, who worthiely 
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had it before ; William earle of Lanerk, the marquefi of Hamilton's brother, 
Secretarie, who had it before ; Sir Thomas Hope, Advocat, who had it be- 
fore; Sir James Carmichaell, Thefaurer Depute ; and Sir John Hamilton, Juf- 
tice Clerk, Act 20 : Sir Alexander Gibfon made Clerk Regifter in the place of 
Sir John Hay, who followed the king, Act 21 : The election of the Councel- 
lors. Act 22 : and election of the Lords of SelTion, Act 23. All this done in 
favours of the Covenanters themfelves, their freinds and favourites. Then fee 
the 33rd Act, anent James earle of Montrofe, Archibald lord Naiper, Sir George 
Stirling of Keir, knight, and Sir Archibald Stewart of Blackball, four of the 
incendiaries, how they are handled, the king declareing in the end of the faid 

I Act, that he will not preferr any of thefe perfones to offices or places of court 
ud flate without coufent of parliament, nor grant them accefs to his perfone. 
Read in like manner the 3ith Act, where order is given for chargeing John 
nrle of Traquhair, Sir Robert Spotfwood, Sir John Hay, Doctor Walter Bai- 
canquall, and Mr. John Maxwell pretended bilhop of Rofs, as plotters, to 
' compear in manner and way fett down in the faid Act. This is to be won- 
dered at, the king be ane Act of oblivion and pacification made in the fame 
parliament, difpenfes with uptakeing of his own i^nts imployed againfl hira- 
felfe be the covenanters, Act 41. He difpenfes with the troubles made ogainft 
his majeftie's command and proclamations; he difpenfes with the tyrraimy, 
oppreflion, plundering, and poyndingof his good fubjects. He difpenfes with 
cfaoifeing of ane prefident who was chofen before by himfelfe, Act 50. Read 
the 68th Act, wher ye fliall find a ftrange change of the king's thefaurer, 
for wher ther was before but one thefaurer and his depute, now be this par- 
liament ther is made four, viz. John earle of Loudoun, Chancellor, Archibald 
earle of Argyle, William earle of Glencaime, John lord Lindfay, and Sir James 
Carmichaell is theafurer depute. Thir orders and many more greivous faults, 
and hurting of liis majeftie's royal prerogative his niajeft;ie buries in obli- 
vion. And on the other fyde, our covenanters, to the admiration of the haiU 
cbriftian world, will grant no privilege of this Act to the king's faithful) fub- 
jects and followers ; but they muft indure all purfute, vexation, and trouble, 
as if they were rebellious traitors. His majeflie is forced to fuffer his true 
fervants borne down be his extream enemies, and could not gett them help- 
ed ; albeit lie difpenJis their faults with them, as is faid, and at their delire 
cafts down his good fubjects, degraduats them of all honours, dignities, and 
places, and putts them under the cenfure and judgment of their mortall ene- 
mies, whereby fome are wairded, fome are plundered in their houfes, eftat«, 
2 y 
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and meins, io tbeir horfe, nolt, cattell, filver cunzied and UDcanzted, goods 
and gear, giruella, comes and victual! ; either fome their (lately cailles, towers, 
orehyeards, yeards, and bigging. demoliilied and thrown to the ground, dif- 
plenillied, mined, and made dclblate ; othtT fome flying the countrie for their 
lives, and in the mean time lots their liveings and rents, to be intromitted 
with be their enemies the covenanters, their roumes, places, and offices filled 
up be the fanien covenanters, and peaceably polTelled be them : So that wber 
his good lubjects looked for help and redreCt at his majeftie's hands, be the 
clean contrair tht-y ore altogither didappointed, borne down, and dilgraced, 
and the covenanters are higiily preferred and exalted to their minds ; and 
looke, what ihey craved, the king is furced to yeild unto, and leaves his true 
fubjerbt wracked in meanes and nioyan, diftrelTed, and under great miieiie, 
tyrrannie, bloodllied, and opitrefliun, and ilk ane to doe for bimfelfe. 

The carle Marilchall amongft the reft, gatt frae the king ane fj*fteln years 
tack of the cuftomes of Aberdein and Banff, being for ane debt oweing be 
umquhile King James to bis goodfire George earlc Marilchall, for home bring- 
ing of Queen Anne out of Denmark. Marifcball (a prime covenanter) have- 
ing gotten this tack, fi-tts the fame cnflomes in backll-tt to fome weill affected 
bargelTus of Alierdein, for yeirly payment of twelve thoufand and five hun- 
dred nierkg, whilk farr exceeded the tack duetie uplifted before, throw invy 
and malice of their own neighbours, as was thought. Surely thir tackfinen 
had no other intention, but to have payed the tack duetie ; and if any thing 
was over, the fuperplus to be imployed, peice and peice, for frieing of the 
town of their debt contracted in thir troubles, above 40,000 lib., as is feid, at 
the leafl for helping to pay the annuall rents therof, and to have mflile no cora- 
modilie to theinlolvts, nor to handle the neighbour tradefmen rigoroufly by 
receiving of their cuftomes ; but this good purpol'e maUciouily was crolled be 
Patrick Lelslie, late provoft, as ye may hereafter hear. 

There were fundrie penfions and gifts granted, befydea the bilhops' lands 
throw all Scotland difponed here and there ; amongft the reft the bilhop's 
rents of Aberdein were difponed to the colledges of both Aberdeins, the two 
part to the King's Colledge, and third part to Colledge Marifcball. The bifliop's 
boufe, manfe, yeard, and waird. Doctor Guild principall of the King's Colledge 
had gifted to bimfelfe. The rents of this biflioprick eftimate about 8000 
merks, accidents and all. 

The earle of Argyle made marquefs of Ai^le, the lord Loudoun made earle 
of Loudoun, the lord Lindfay made earle of Lindfay, general Lelslie made earle 
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of Leveiit eonflabule of the cafUe of Edinburgh, by which he had yeirly 40 
dudders of wheat and bear, and who alfo had for his good fervice ane hun- 
dred thoufand merks granted to him. There were diverfe other knights 
made, and many penfions granted, Ratifications, Proteftations pro et contra, 
whilk I referr to the reading of the Table of the printed and not imprinted 
Acts of Parliament. 

It was alfo ftatute, that ane Committee of parliament fliould conflantly fitt 
at Edinburgh, for ordering of what could not be overtaken at this time, and 
for examination and tryeing of the five incendiaries formerly fpoken, and to 
doife that procels before the firft of March, alfe weill againft them as againft 
the plotters. See Acts 33 and 34, and laft part therof. 

Thir things and many others thus ordered, upon Wednefday the 17th of 
November, the king, with his eftates, rode the parliament in goodly manner ; 
the crown was carried by the marquels of Argyle in abfence of the marquels 
of Douglas, the fcepter by the earle of Sutherland, and the fword by the earle 
of Marr. The marquels of Douglas came not to this parliament of all. The 
marquels of Huntly came about the 28th of Auguft, as is before noted ; but 
came not near the parliament, but attended the king to and from the tolbuith, 
yet now he rydes in his own place, and the king convoyed to his own pal- 
lace of Holyroodhoufe, wher he frankly gives the nobility the banket in royall 
and mirrie maner ; the caftle lalutes the king at this fupper, with 32 Ihott of 
great ordinance. The fame time, the earle of Montrofe, the lord Naiper, the 
laird of Keir, the laird of Blackball, four of the five alleadged incendiaries. 
Sir Robert Spotfwood prefident, Sir John Hay clerk regifter, upon caution 
are fett toLUbertie out of the callle of Edinburgh. The earle of Crawford, 
crowner Cochran, and crowner Stewart, are upon caution fett to libertie out 
of the baillie's houfe without more hearing. The fometime bilhop of Murray 
upon caution is fett to libertie out of the tolbuith of Edinburgh, and he goes 
to Angus, wher, with his brother Guthrie, minifter at Arbirlet, in 

Guthrie, and Aberbrothick, now and then he quietly remains, and never came 
back to Spynie againe. See more of him hereafter. 

.Upon Thurfday the 18 of November, the king goes to coach, haveing in his 
company his own filter's fone the Paul%rave or count Palatine of Rhine, the 
duke of Lennox, the marquels of Hamilton, the earle of Morton, with fome 
few company ; fundries of the nobles, barrons, and burgelTes took their leive ; 
other fome convoyed him frae the town, amonglt whom was the marquels of 
Huntly^ and the caftie againe gives his majeftie a good night of 32 Ihott, and 
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lb hft puds hm&lT to Stmtamu wlnr he btcakfii fl; hmrmiag all thiagB fi^ 
lovaiLf liKtod bodbi in Jddt and poUiciew as tl^ and

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leiffe of this cautionrie, and of fome other debts befyde, he, to poflels the lands, 
uplifted and received the mailles and dewties therof, whilk tended greatly to 
the marquels' prejudice, as ye may fee hereafter. Look to the marquels' bur* 
denings befydes. 

About the 6th of December doctor Scroggie came backe frae Edinburgh to 
New Aberdein, where he carried quietly. 

General Ruthven, earle of Etrick, for not giveing over the caflle of Edin- 
burgh being forfault, is at this parliament againe reflored, as ye may read 
amongft the not imprinted Acts. 

' The eftates haveing gotten all their wills, they at laft would grant ane fa* 
vour to the king, whilk was, that the haill incendiaries and plotters being 
tryed according to the Scotts lawes, that then his majeftie fliould be judge to 
the conviction or abfolution. See the 8Srd and 34th Acts of parliament made 
theranent. The king haveing gotten this favour be written Acts of parliament, 
the earle of Traquair, after his majeftie's depairture, came frae Holy Illand 
home to Scotland, and baid tryalls before the committee of parliament, as ye 
may fee hereafter. 

Sunday the 12 of December ane faft keeped in both Aberdeins for the trou- 
bles in Ireland betuixt the papifts and proteitants. Doctor Guild preached here, 
and brought in a new forme, which is but the ringing of one bell that day to 
aftemoon*s fermone. 

Sir Paul Meinzies of Kinmundie, late proveft of Aberdein depairted this 
life in his own houfe in Aberdein, upon Saturday the 18th of December, and 
was honourably buried upon Munday therafter. 

Ye heard before anent the cuflomes of Aberdein and Banff. Patrick Leis« 
lie, late proveft, invyes the toun of Aberdein's good proceedings, and ftrives 
againft it, drawing Sir William Dick^ proveft of Edinbui^h, to his opinion, 
who is fo ftedable by furnifliing moneyes in tliis good caufe to the eftates, 
that hardly could they doe any thing but him ; lykeas they had given ane iett 
of the king's cuftomes throw all Scotland to him (except the cuftoraes of Aber- 
dein and Banff) for payment of his debts. This Sir William Dick fayes, he 
could not want the cuftomes of Aberdein and Banff more nor the reft. An« 
fwered, the earle Marifchall had gotten them allreadie. He faid, he would pay 
Marifchall his debt. Wherupon the Eftates tryes Marifchall. He faid he 
could not now take his foumes, becaufe he had allreadie fett in fubtack thefe 
cuftomes of Aberdein and Banff to the town of Aberdein, frae the whilk he 
could not fly, but would byde be his tack, and not difpone the lamen to Sir 
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William Dick. The committee of eftates of parliament travells betmxt IbBm 
for agrieance ; but no fetleing, becanfe it was thought if Sir William Dick 
had gotten the tack, he would have fett the iamen to Patridc Lelslie^ as indcid 
in end it proved. See more of this purpofe. 

The earle of Traquhair all this tyme of parliament being about Holy Ifland, 
never dareing for fear of his life to come to Scotland, (notwitfaftanding bis 
freinds and great grandour carried before) hearing how matters went, and 
that the abfolution or conviction of incendiaries and plotters was.refiened td 
the king, and that himfelfe was returned to England, as ye heard before take- 
ing hold of this Act, he comes home from Holy Ifland to ESdii^mrgh, iettes 
cannon to compear as the reft did, and abyde all tryalls which was fitting.' * 

Mr. John Row, fchoolmafter at Saint Johnfton, be convoy of Mr. Andivw 
Cant is brought to Aberdein, wher he baid his tryalls, being but ane yomig 
man, and therafter was admitted minifter at Aberdein. 

Mr. John Ofwall minifter at [Pencaitland] was, by order of the Generall 
Aflembly, appointed to be tranilated therfrae to Aberdein, wher he alio casie 
with his wife and famillie, to ferve as ane minifter. Thir minifberaf, with 
the Ikid Mr. Andrew Cant, came not be the toun's feiking, or frie electioii, as 
they were wont to doe, but impofed upon them be aflemblies one way, and bd 
moyan another way, irrefiftably, and whilk they durft not diflbbey^ by old 
ufe and wont. 

Friday the 25 of December, of old called Yool-day, and wheron preachings, 
and praifes, and thanldgiveing was given to Grod in remembrance of the birth 
of our bleffed Savioiir, and therwith freinds and neighbours made mirrie with 
others, and had good cheir : now this day no fuch preachings nor fuch meit* 
tings with mirrieneis, walking up and down ; but contrair, this day command- 
ed to be keeped as ane work-day, ilk burgels to keep his buith, ilk craftfinan 
his wark, feafting and idlefett forbidden out of pulpitts. Confiftorie had no 
vaccance at this Yool, but had litle adoe. The people wes otherwayes indjna^ 
ed, but durft not diflbbey ; yet litle merchandife wes fold, and alfe litle work 
wrought on this day in either Aberdeins. The colliginers and other tAnctan 
keep the fchools againft their wills this day, but the colliginers gatt the play 
upon the 27th of December to the 3rd of January, and the gramariers to the 
10th of Januar. 

Upon the fame Yool-day the lord Gordon came to George Middleton*8 in 
Old Aberdein, wher he attended the marquels* coming, who fliortly fit^owed, 
and upon the firft of January 1642, he with a few company came to Aber«

<dein, and lodged in Mr. Alexander Reid*s houle. He was not in this countrie 
ince the 13th of April 1639} that he went fouth with the erll of Mont- 
ole. Upon the mome being Sunday, he came over to the Old Toun, heard 
evotion before and afternoon, dyned with the laird of Cluny, and after after- 
con's fermon he returned back to his own lodgeing, and both he and his fone, 
^"within two days, rydes to Strathbogie. See more hereafter. 

Ye heard before, of the king's weilcome home to England, the parliament 
::ilill fitting ther whyleas he is heir in Scotland. His majeflie now keeps their 
parliament like a moft gracious prince, wher they urge him to condefcend to 
.xnany Acts, to his great mifcontentment, fuch as, the takeing away the voices 
^f bifhops, and removeing the court of the ftar chamber. He took away tlie 
Hiie commiffioun ; he condefcends to ane trienniall parliament, never heard of 
l)efore ; he relinquiihes all title of impofmg upon merchandife ; he granted 
to ane prefling of fouldiers, and a continowation to the parliament of a large 
time to fitt, not ordinair ; he quitted tunage and pondage, two of the molt 
gainefidl cuflomes belonging to his crown ; he difcharged them of fhii>-mo- 
neyes and ammunition, which the countrie bellowed upon his royall iliips and 
their mentinance, with diverfe other liberties, as ye have fett down in his 
Majeflie's Declaration to both houfes of parliament hereafter mentioned. Thus, 
is this good king compelled to yeild unto fuch ordinances as his royall predecef- 
fors never did grant, hopeing ftill to gett their fiirderance and affiftance to lub- 
dew our Scotts covenant, and beat back oiur army from Newcailell ; but herein 
was he much deceived, they never minding any fuch matter, but craftiely 
drew us in armes, wherby they might gett ane parliament indicted to l>ear 
down bifhops and church government, as was fecreitly covenanted betuixt us 
and them, and to clip the king's winges of his own royall prerogative ; fo that 
in place of raifeing of armes againft us, our anny was weill intertained upon 
their expenffis dureing their abode in England, as ye have before. And by their 
Draught, we difbanded our army firfl, the king nixt, by a Treattie of Peace ; 
then in face of parliament we got all our defires in chiirch and poUicie that we 
could crave. The king thinking to have fettled us in peace, went back to In's 
Englifh parliament, who laboured flill to have the fame fort of church govern- 
ment and politique government frae his majeftie whether he would or not, 
and to have the famen alfo eftablifhed in Ireland, to tlie king's great greilfe, 
as ye may fee hereafter. 

Ye heard before, how John Leith of Harthill is wairded in the tolbuith of 
Edinburgh for ane light caufe, and how he is Ictt to free waird. Patrick Lelslie,
